T  HE  Firft,  Second,  and  Third  Edi- 
tions  of  this  Book ,  fold  fo  very  fafl, 
that  i  had  not  opportunity  fo  much  as  to 
alter  or  amend  any  thing  more  in  the  two  lafl  of 
them ,  than  jufi  the  bareErrors  of  the  Prefs  ;  but  a 
Fourth  Imprejfion  being  call’d  for, I  was  unwilling 
that  a  Treatife  fo  well  accepted  by,  and  found  fo 
very  ufeful  to  the  Publicly,  jhould  pafs  any  longer, 
without  being  Revifed  and  Amended  ;  I  therefore 
fet  Pen  to  Paper,  and  upon  the  perufng  it,  found 
likeypife  occafion ,  almofl  in  every  Page,  to  make 
fome  ufefulxAddition$,whereby  it  became  fwelPd  to 
more  than  treble  the  number  of  Sheets  contain'd 
in  the  three  former  Editions,  and  the  price  confe - 
quently  rais'd  from  One  Shilling  (which  was  what 
they  were  fold  at )  to  Two  Shillings  and  Six¬ 
pence. 

That  Fourth  Edition  ( altho '  a  Thoufand  were 
printed  of  them  alfo')  running  off  quicker  than  the 
former  *,  and  a  Fifth  Edition  by  the  Bookfeller 
eqrneflly  coil'd  for ,  /  was  prevail’d  with  ( notwitb - 
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Pending  the  great  encreafe  of  my  Bufinefs )  to 
[fare  a  little  time  to  Revife  it,  in  order  to  he  print¬ 
ed  again  ;  upon  doing  which,  I  flill  found  more 
and  more  occafion  of  amending  it,  and  upon  fever al 
Accounts ,  faw  it  alfo  necejfary  to  add  fome  mate¬ 
rial  Matters,  that  had  fince  occurred  in  my  Pra¬ 
ctice,  infomuch,  that  the  Half-Crown  Book  was 
throughout  interfpers’d  with  many  advantageous 
Things,not  taken  notice  of  in  the  others ,  and  became 
fvpeWd  to  much  more  than  double  the  number  of 
Sheets  contain'd  in  that  Fourth  Impreffion,and  the 
price  confequently,  and  as  believd  by  its  quick 
going  off  (  viz.  in  left  than  eight  Months  time ) 
thought  by  the  Buyers  not  unreafonably  advanc'd  to 
Four  Shillings. 

That  Fifth  Edition  being  fold,  and  many  af¬ 
terwards  fent  for  from  all  Parts,  as  well  from  be¬ 
yond  the  Seas  (  particularly  Holland  )  as  here 
in  Great  BRITAIN,  /  was,  from  the 
frefj  importunity  of  the  Bookjeller,  encourag'd  to 
print  the  Sixth  Imprejfion ,  and  found  reafon  at  the 
fame  time  f  from  longer  Prattice  and  Experience  in 
the  Cure  of  that  Difeafe)  to  make  many  further, but 
notable  Additions  thro ’  the  whole,  which  tho*  to  the 
amount  of  a  fourth  part  more  than  the  Fifth  Edition 
contain  d,  yet  by  its  being  printed  in  a  leffer  Letter, 
neither  the  bulk,  or  the  price  is  advanc'd,  but  con - 
tinud  as  before, at  Four  Shillings,  ( tho  according 
to  rate  a  fix  Shilling  Book)  the  charge  being  con - 
fderable.  more  )  and  is  the  very  Book.

thought  an  advantage ,  fiW  ^  injury ,  wwjv  efpe* 
cially  when  they  confider  that  thofe  Additions 
being  interjpers'd  throughout  the  whole  Book , 

printed  by  them/elves ,  to  be  made  fo  intelli¬ 
gible  as  the  matter  requir'd. 

I  muft  therefore  once  more  beg  pardon  for  thofe

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Sir,  I  imagine  you  miftook  the  end  of  my 
Inftance  concerning  the  Lad.  I  gather  it 
from  thefe  Words  in  yours,  (viz,,  which  way 
of  Infedion  many  deny)  Adual  Congrefs  be¬ 
ing  the  ufual  Trap-door  to  let  in  the  Difeafe  j 
none  need  deny  the  poffibility  of  Infedion 
that  way.  But,  Sir,  if  you  remember  in  my 
laft,  I  faid  the  Lad  was  by  the  Woman  drawn 
into  the  place  of  her  Husband  (/.  e. )  fo  as  to 
Copulate.  This  Inftance  of  mine  was  to  elu¬ 
cidate,  that  Gleets  are  not  always  Seminal 
Matter,  (corroborating  an  Affiertion  of  yours) 
it  teeming  unreafonable  to  me  to  believe,  that 
a  Lad  of  his  Age  had  any,  or  however  fuch  a 
flock  of  Semen ,  fufficient  to  be  Fountain  to 
fuch  a  Gleety  Stream,  which  equaliz’d  a  Go¬ 
norrhea  in  a  Perfon  adult. 

As  to  the  poffibility  of  receiving  Infedion, 
by  lying  in  the  fame  Bed,  &c-  with  one  ha¬ 
ving  the  Lues,  I  believe  it,  Reafon  fnggefting 
the  fame,  even  from  the  very  nature  of  the 
Difeafe  ;  tho’, 

A  Patient  of  mine,  grievoufty  infeded,  ha¬ 
ving  many  Ulcers  or  large  Scabs  in  her  Body, 
&c.  lay  with  her  Sifter,  and  fometimes  with 
Servant-Maids,  for  a  great  while  together, 
fweating  plentifully,  and  often  in  the  fame 
Bed  (tho’  perhaps  not  when  both  in  Bed  to¬ 
gether)  without  damage  to  the  well-Party 

Alfo  a  certain  Midffiip  man  had  a  large 
Running  Vlcer  in  the  feat  of  his  Thigh  j  up¬ 
on  taking  of  Purgatives,  often  repair’d  to  the 
common  Eafing-place.  The  Miftrefs  of  the 
Houfe  at  the  fame  time  under  my  Care  for 

b  3  the 
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the  Bloody-Flux ,  went  very  often  to  the  fame 
Seat.  This  Woman  complain’d  in  a  little 
time  of  Bubo's  in  Amb .  Inguin.  being  much 
troubled  with  the  Whites ,  took  no  notice  of 
the  Gleet ,  tho’  I  enquired;  but  however,  l 
tax’d  her  with  being  converfant  with  this 
Spark,  (he  folemnly  and  perpetually  deny’d  it. 
I  cur’d  them  both  ;  and  fince  they  have  remo¬ 
ved  from  this  Town,  and  about  three  Weeks 
ago  from  the  Date  of  this,  I  faw  this  Mid  (hip- 
man,  and  fpeaking  of  the  old  Concern,  fairly 
confefs’d  he  lay  with  this  Woman,  according 
to  my  Jealoufie. 

Sir ,  I  have  adventur’d  the  ufe  of  Cantharides 
and  Camph.  in  Hydrops ,  and  in  Gravel.  In  the 
former  only  the  ufual  effects  of  Stoppage  and 
Heat  of  Vrine ,  &c.  appear’d  ;  in  the  latter 
it  evacuated  much  Gravel  and  Slime,  to  the 
eafe  of  the  Patient,  without  any  troublefome 
Symptom :  ’Tis  doubtlefs  a  powerful  Medi¬ 
cine,  but  I  want  the  true  Knowledge  of  ufing 
them,  and  therefore  Courage  for  the  Applica¬ 
tion,  they  commonly  making  Perfons  fo  very 
uneafie. 

The  Inftance  you  give  of  the  ludden  Cure 
of  an  inveterate  Gleet,  is  really  worth  the  pub- 
lick’s  Knowledge;  fuch'  feldom  being  fo  expe- 
ditioudy  accomplilh’d,  I  could  wi(h  my  felf 
able  to  do  the  fame.

Rut  by  the  way ,  let  me  obferve  here ,  that  there 
are  fome  Perfons  fo  very  fever  e,  or  frail  1  fay ,  un¬ 
charitable,  as  to  affirm ,  that  the  Cure  of  the  Ve¬ 
nereal  Difeafe  ought  not  by  any  to  be  prattis'd,  or 
fo  much  as  taught  }  for  that  the  eafinefs  Patients 
find  (  fome  of  them  however )  of  getting  well  again , 
is  an  encouragement  to  the  Sin ,  and  caufes  them 
the  more  readily  to  perfifl  in  their  Debaucheries  * 
but  whether  thofe  Perfons  Opinions  fpring  from  a 
good  Deffgn ,  that  they  might  fright  incontinent 
People  from  the  Sin ,  by  the  fear  of  the  fucceeding 
Punijhment ,  of  never  to  have  Cure *,  or  becaufe  they 
would  be  thought  by  others  to  be  very  Chafi  them- 
felves ,  I  frail  not  undertake  to  determine  but  1 
muPb  declare ,  I  cannot  be  of  their  Opinion ,  becaufe 
it  feems  to  frut  out  Charity ,  which  at  leafi  howr 
ever  ought  to  be  afforded  to  our  Fellow -Creatures  in 
Mifery  ^  And  befides ,  we  are  all  frail ,  the  fame 
Flefr  and  Blood  as  others ,  all  fubjett  to  the  fame 
Venereal  Pleafures,  tho 9  God  forbid  all  guilty  of 
unlawful  ones ,  Nature  having  plac'd  in  ns  all ,  ex - 
ftjfive  Delights  in  the  Parts  adapted  for  the  Attionf 
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of  Love,  or  Propagation  of  our  own  Species  ;  and 
confidering  the  Union ,  Proportion,  Figure  and 
ASlion  of  the  Farts  minifiring  to  Generation ,  as 
alfo  the  exceeding  Tickltng  and  inexprefiible  Plea - 
fure  the  Spirits  bring  thither,  firike  our  Senfes 
with ,  and  is  felt  in  the  Act,  we  cannot  but  ad~ 
mire  we  are  (  1  mean  Perfons  that  are  fmgle )  pre¬ 
form'd  from  ufing  them  unlawfully ,  and  ought  to 
blejs  God  for  the  Refir aint,  and  not  impute  it  to 
cur  felves  ;  for  Nature  having  plac'd  the  Seat  of 
Fleafure  and  Lufi ,  in  the  Gians  in  Man,  and 
Clitoris  in  Woman ,  which  may  juftly  be  term'd 
the  Fury  and  Rage  of  Love,  and  that  in  tttofe 
Farts  the  mofi  exceffive  Tit  illations,  and  Iran  ft 
porting  Ticklings  are  efiablifijed  (which  however 
fome  care  not  to  own,  yet  mofi  of  both  Sexes  take 
extream  delight  in)  let  us,  1  fay,  trufi  not  to  our 
own  Strength,  but  every  one  take  heed  how  he 
ftandeth,  left  he  fall,  many  having  to  my  know¬ 
ledge  exclaim'd  again fi  others ,  when  they  them - 
felves  have  at  l aft  fain  V'ibiims  to  the  fame  Pice. 
J  remember  that  great  Man  St.  Auftin,  in  his  \apth 
Book  of  the  City  of  God,  Chap .  17.  fays,  u  He 
^  does  not  wonder  that  the  Pleafures  we  take 
u  wlrh  Women  are  fo  exceffive,  furpaffing  all 
u  that  Men  may  be  made  feniible  of,  they 
u  touching  to  the  quick  both  inwardly  and 
u  outwardly,  feeing  our  Bodies  and  Souls  are 
Ci  lo  tranfported,  that  as  holy  as  we  may  be, 
we  cannot  avoid  thofe  Pleafures  in  Matri*' 
mony,  if  we  apply  our  felves  to  get  Chil- 
cc  dren.  And  tho 7  the  Difeafe  is  what  Unthink? 
ing  People  bring  upon  themfelves  by  their  Folly, 
We  ought  yet  to  ufe  our  utmoft  endeavour  for  their 
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Cure ,  it  belonging  to  God  Almighty  to  pwifh  them 
for  their  Guilt  and  not  us,  it  being  without  doubt 
our  Duty  to  help  the  miferable  as  much  as  we  can, 
and  not  fujfer  them  to  languijh  by  any  Difeafe,  or 
fo  much  as  vex  them  with  our  Cenfures  in  this . 

And  indeed ,  to  fee  what  Mifenes  feme  People 
undergo ,  by  means  of  taking  that  falfe  Step ,  either 
by  their  own  negleft  afterwards,or  ill  management  of 
thofe  who  have  them  in  Cure,  would  move  the  hard- 
eft  Heart  to  commiferate,  rather  than  aggravate 
or  upbraid  them,  tho ’  at  the  fame  time  I  can’t  but 
acknowledge ,  they  fuffer  no  more ,  ( fome  of  them 
at  leaft )  than  what  they  have  juflly  deferv’d  ,  but 
as  my  defign  in  delivering  what  I  have  oh  fervid

Mvftcianer,  who  would  take  no  warning,  tho ’  he 
was  every  time  ill  manag’d  :  which  Lines  a  very 
worthy  and  ingenious  Gentleman  communicated  to 
me,  and  are  thefe,  viz.

No  doubt  but  Pox  and  Mercury  together  ( the 
voorft  two  that  can  meet  in  the  Body  to  a  difadvan - 
tage )  was  the  ruin  of  this  Man ,  not  that  I  explode 
Mercury,  for  it  is  one  of  the  greateft  and  mofi 
fovereign  Remedies  for  the  Cure  of  Venereal  Ma¬ 
ladies  we  have  in  Phyfick when  it  is  by  a  difereet 
Hand  us'd  as  it  Jhould  be  •  but  is  certainly  full  as 
dangerous  ,  when  it  happens  into  the  hands  of 
Quacks,  who  ufe  it  upon  all  occafions ,  for  all  forts 
of  Difeafes ,  ( the  Venereal  efpecially  )  giving  it 
indifferently  to  all  forts  of  Perfons,  Salivating  every 
one ,  without  any  refpett  to  the  T emper ament  they 
are  of  or  knowledge  of  the  true  Nature  of  their 
Dijeafe ,  to  the  producing  divers  very  pernicious 
Conferences  :  Something  of  which  may  be  feen 
by  the  following  Cafe  from  a  certain  Author . 

A  young  Gentleman  (fays  he  )  whom  it  is 
by  no  means  proper  to  name,  becaufe  he  is  re¬ 
claim’d  from  his  extravagant  Courfes,  and 
now  lives  reputably  among  his  Friends,  after 
the  mod  irregular  and  lewd  Life,  for  three  or 
four  years  together, in  which  time  he  had  been 
feven  or  eight  times  Clap'd ,  Pox'd,  and  Flux'd , 
at  lad  apply’d  himfelf  tome,  when  he  was  in 
a  very  miferable  Condition,  his  Tongue  was  all 
full  of  Ulcers,  and  one  fide  of  it  fpread  over 
with  a  Callous ,  which  I  perceiv’d  had  been  oc- 
cafion’d  from  his  ufe  of  Fitriol  Stone ,  and  fuch 
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like  Caufticks ,  he  had  almoft  loft  his  Voice, 
and  he  had  a  dry  Leprous  Scab  upon  his  Arms, 
Elbows,  under  his  Knees  in  the  Gartering- 
phee,  &c .  I  found  Bleeding  under  the  Tongue 
wonderfully  relieve  the  Callofity  of  it,  and  that, 
with  fome  proper  Gargarifms ,  foon  freed  his 
Mouth  from  the  Vlcers.  After  this  I  put  him 
into  a  gentle  Spittings  that  he  might  go  abroad 
with,  and  that,  together  with  an  Elettuary  af¬ 
terwards  of  Sweeteners ,  freed  him  entirely  from 
his  Leprotis  Scabs.  However,  living  very  wild 
and  drinking  exceflively,  he  would  every  now 
and  then  complain  of  Jhooting  Pains  in  his  Shins , 
Brawn  of  his  Arms ,  and  other  parts  of  his  Bo¬ 
dy,  which  proceeded  from  his  manner  of  fit¬ 
ting  up  all  Night,  and  bringing  on  him  Colds, 
which  caus’d  thofe  Rheumatick  Pains9  rather 
than  from  any  Venereal  Ferment  that  remain’d. 
However,  nothing  would  ferve  him  but  to  be 
Salivated ,  which  I  refus’d  to  do  }  fo  he  went 
to  Kenfington ,  and  was  there  put  into  a  F/w.v, 
which  was  fo  ill  manag’d,  he  was  forc’d  to  un¬ 
dergo  a  fecond  lying-down,  which  was  fo  fe- 
vere  upon  him  he  hardly  efcap’d  with  his  Life, 
tho’  he  had  the  belt  Conftitution  I  ever  met 
withal. 

After  1 6  Weeks,  in  which  time  I  fuppos’d 
him  not  to  be  in  the  Land  of  the  Living,  he 
applies  himfelf  to  me  again,  and  begg’dl  would 
take  care  of  him  once  more,  and  he  would 
never  follow  any  other  Advice.  In  fhort,  I 
could  not  forbear  pitying  his  Folly,  that  had 
how  reduc’d  him  to  a  meer  Skeleton  •  his  Body, 
which  Was  before  Mnfculary  Robufi ,  and  Strongs 
■  was 
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was  now  quite  Emaciated ,  his  Eyes  were  funk 
into  his  Head,  his  Sleep  gone  from  him,  and 
his  appetite  entirely  loft,  and  to  compleat  all, 
he  was  languifhing  with  faint  Colliquative  sweats , 
and  had  a  violent  Bloody-Flux. 

I  told  him  prefently  his  danger,  that  it  was 
poflible  he  might  draul  on  a  few  days  or  weeks 
in  mifery,  but  that  he  was  a  dead  Man,  with¬ 
out  the  Cold- Baths  affifted  him  7  but  a  defpe- 
rate  Cafe  muft  have  a  defperate  Cure.  I  told 
him  I  would  not  warrant  his  coming  alive  ou£s 
of  the  Water,  but  aflur’d  him  he  had  a  better 
chance  for  it,  that  in  the  condition  he  was  in. 
Being  a  bold  defperate  Fellow,  he  anfwer’d 
briskly,  He  would  venture  inftantly,  and  accord¬ 
ingly  went  that  Morning,  it  being  about  ten 
a  Clock  :  I  faw  him  not  again  till  he  had  Im¬ 
mers’d  three  times,  after  which  he  comes  to 
me,  tells  me  he  was  Cur'd,  for  that  he  Eat7 
E>rank7  and  Slept ,  as  well  as  any  Man  in  Chri- 
ftendom,  his  Sweats  had  left  him,  and  nothing 
remain’d  now  but  his  Bloody-Flux.  He  was 
then  defign’d  for  Tunbridge-Wells7  where  I  was 
goi»g  my  felf ;  lb  that  there  1  order’d  him  a 
Chalibeat  Courfe7  with  the  Balfamicks7  and  in 
three  Weeks  time  his  Bloody-Flux  ceas’d,  and 
he  became  as  it  were  a  new  Man,  only  he  reco¬ 
ver’d  not  his  Flelh,  or  Complexion  to  this 
day. 

And  indeed  Cold-Bathing  was  the  proper  eft  Me - 
thod7  But  yet  as  the  Patient's  Cafe  was  circum- 
ftanFd^  ’ twas  very  hazardous  \  it  has  done  Won¬ 
ders  info-3  i  Safes  ,  but  when  the  fame  Author  re - 
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Commends  it  for  the  Cure  of  the  Venereal  Difeale, 
with  all  its  Symptoms, even  to  cure  a  confirm’d  Pox} 
which ,  he  fays ,  it  will  abfolutely  do,  with  little 
afliftance :  and  that  Gonorrhoeal  are  Cur’d  by 
Revulfion  in  three  or  four  Immerfions ,  and  the 
Fluor  Albus  in  Women  more  fuctefs fully  reliev’d 
by  this  means,  than  any  other  in  Prattice.  I  fay 
in  fome  of  thofe  things  he  goes  a  little  too  far ,  in  my 
Opinion  at  leaf ,  but  I  have  fpoken  of  thofe  things 
fujficiently  in  the  Book, 

We  fee  the  danger  of  Mercury  by  thofe  who  dig 
it  out  of  the  Mines ,  or  work  much  with  it  ‘,  for 
they  often  fall  into  the  Palfie ,  by  reafonof  Sulphurs 
that  continually  fleam  from  it :  For  thofe  Sulphurs 
confifting  of  grofs  parts ,  do  enter  through  the  Pores 
of  the  Body ,  and  fixing  them  fives  rather  in  the 
Nerves,  by  reafon  of  their  Coldnefs ,  than  in  the 
other  Vejfels,  do  flop  the  paffage  of  the  Spirits,  and 
hinder  their  courfe ,  fo  that  Palfles  confequently  en - 
flue,  (as  is  at  large  obfervd  in  the  Book)  and  is 
fometimes next  to  Poyfoning  *  for  in  time  it  rends 
the  Parts,  and  whatfoever  thing  is  able  to  break 
and  deflroy  the  Oeconoffly  of  the  Body,  and  the 
orderly  connexion  or  derivation  of  the  Humours,  or 
to  hinder  or  flop  the  progrejs  of  the  Natural  Courfe 
of  the  Spirits ,  is  really  a  Poifon,  call  it  elfe  by 
what  fine  Name  you  will  j  and  that  hard  Fate  hath 
befaln  fome  that  J  knew,  owing  to  nothing  more 
than  the  ill,  profufl  or  untimely  ufi  of  it  in  Sali¬ 
vations,  by  which  means  the  Salival-VefFels  have 
been  fo  dilated  and  extremely  opened  by  the  Corro- 
five  Salts  which  caus’d  the  Salivations,  that  they 
could  not  be  clos'd  again,  no,  not  by  any  kind  of 
Cargarijm  or  other  means  whatfoever  *  whereby 
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the  Brain  has  by  little  and  little  been  dry'd  up,  and 
Death  the  confequent  of  all ;  and  this  often  by  only 
puffer  ing  the  Flux  to  run  too  long ,  of  which  great 
care  ought  always  to  be  taken ,  and  this  caution  is 
now  given  to  young  Practitioners ,  worth  their  ob - 
fervation  ',  for  1  verily  believe ,  and  have  good  rea- 
fon  fo  to  do ,  that  thofe  mortal  Venereal  Difeafes, 
which  we  fee  happen  to  many ,  are  more  from  Mer¬ 
cury  than  any  thing  elfe%  I  mean  from  the  indif- 
creet  ufe  of  it,  and  grofs  abufe  that  is  very  eajily 
mads  of  fo  aCtive  a  Medicine ,  efpecially  when 
Quacks  or  ignorant  People  boldly  intermeddle  with 
it  j  not  that  it  is  fuch  a  frightful  Monfter ,  or 
Hobgoblin,  as  fome  have  an  apprehenfion  of,  or 
are  Bug-bead d  i vith  neither ,  but  that  Men ,  I  fay , 
ought  to  have  great  Care,  and  be  wonderful  Cau¬ 
tious  how  they  prefume  to  make  ufe  of  fo  fufpeCted 
a  Medicine  m,  not  but  that  Man  muft  be  deem'd  un¬ 
skilful,  or  has  feen  but  a  very  little  way  into  the 
Nature  of  Things,  or  elfe  is  wholly  fw  all  ow'd  up  in  a 
popular  Prejudice  againft  it,  that  knows  not  that 
Quick-filver,  as  quick  as  it  is,  may  be  tamed  by 
Art,  and  may,  by  a  difcreet  hand ,  be  applied  to 
very  extraordinary  purpofes  and  now  I  am  fpeak- 
ing  of  taming  it,  I  fall  obferve,  as  I  have  largely 
in  the  Book,  that  there  is  a  Medicine  which  being 
exhibited,  where  Mercury  has  been  unreafonably 
or  unskilfully  given,  either  incorporates  with  it,  and 
paffes  off  by  Stool,  or  drives  and  forces  it  thro '  the 
Pores  of  the  Skin,fo  as  to  difcharge  it,eventho '  lodg'd 
in  the  clofefi  Receffes  of  the  Body . 

But  this  by  the  way « 
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The  true  Intent  then  of  this  Treatife  is  to  ren- 
tier  the  Patient  capable  of  difcerning  what  ZJfage  he 
meets  with ,  before  he  proceeds  too  far  to  his  utter 
Ruin  and  DeftruBion ,  and  that  every  one  that  JhaR 
fall  under  the  unhappinefs  of  this  Diftemper ,  may  the 
more  fafely,  eafily,  and  fpeedily  be  reft  ore  d  to 
per  fell  Health ',  I  fay  to  the  unfortunate  of  either 
Sex,  in  this  or  any  other  part  of  the  World ,  into 
whofe  Hands  this  may  fall ,  who  have  upon  any  occa- 
fion ,  or  by  any  means ,  whether  defervedly  or  unde- 
fervedly,  got  the  Diftemper ,  ( this  Difeafe  being 
confined  to  no  particular  Perfons ,  Region,  Country , 
or  Climate ,  but  as  one  obferves ,  perambulates ,  hie 
&  ubique  and  walks  through  the  Earth,  vifiting 
all  Nations,  being  familiar  with  Nobles,  and  even 
finds  admittance  in  the  Courts  of  Princes)  and 
which  is  yet  worfe,  are  or  may  be  abufed  by  the  Ig¬ 
norant, and  thereupon  defpairof  a  Cure,  is  this  Trea¬ 
tife  aadr  efts' d ,  in  order  to  give  them  fome  Light , 
whereby  they  themfelves  may  for  the  greateft  part 
kriow  when,  and  when  not,  they  are  in  fafe  and  skil¬ 
ful  Hands  for  Cure ,  nothing  being  more  common 
than  for  Patients  to  fall  into  fuch  Hands ,  where  they 
(yfpecially  thofe  that  never  had  the  Diftemper  before, 
and  fo  are  altogether  Strangers  to  its  Symptoms ) 
are  drill'd  along  by  their  ignorant  or  defigning  Me¬ 
dic  afters,  until  they  have  fpent  perhaps  all  their  Mo- 
ny,  and  at  laft  been  difmifsd  with  a  nihil  aliud  a- 
gendum  fupereft,  no  more  can  be  done  for 
them,  to  their  often  unfup port  able,  if  not  irrepa¬ 
rable  Damage . 

This,  I  fay,  is  the  praBice  of  the  Q_U  A  C  K  S 
of  the  Town ,  and  this  will  be  the  Fate  of  thofe  that 
commit  themfelves  to  their  Care,  many  fuch  unfor¬ 
tunate 
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innate  Patients  having  come  tv  me  out  of  their 
Hands%  fome  of  them  firft  brought  into  fuch  de¬ 
plorable  Conditions ,  that  /  have  admired  fuch  Mi  f- 
chiefs  fhould  fo  continually  be  perpetrated^  and  yet 
thofe  mercenary  Mifcreants ,  have  the  good  fortune 
of  efcaping  without  P  uni  foment  ,  notwithftanding 
there  are  fo  many  very  good  Laws  exprefly  in  force 
againft  them . 

Nay ,  not  only  do  we  fee  thofe  Fellows ,  (who  know 
nothing  at  all  of  the  matter)  daringly  and  audaci - 
sufly  Pratt icey  and  abufe  the  People,  but  even  do  it 
under  the  very  Nofes  of  thofe  that  have  a  power  to 
punijb  them  f  hereby  bidding  defiance  to  their  Author 
rity ,  which  is  the  more  amazjng  as  it  is  intolerable  ! 
and  which  furely  no  place  in  the  World  befldesy 
more  connives  aty  or  gives  fo  much  Countenance 
and  Encouragement  toy  as  we  do  here  in  Lou¬ 
don. 

For  Quacks  by  Shoals,  with  Boldnefs  in  this

And  indeed ,  as  one  well  obferves ,  it  is  a  fad  and 
Bleeding  Reflettion  to  confider  the  lamentable  Pra - 
ttice  that  is  here  in  this  great  City  commonly  ufled 
in  the  Cure  of  this  Difeafe,  by  many y  why  flily  lurk 
in  Corner s9  and  impudently  pafte  up  their  fenfelefs 
Pntcnflons  in  all  the  Publick  but  Stinking  Pla¬ 
ces  of  the  Town-,  and  acquire  to  themfelves  a  Re¬ 
futation 
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futation  by  nothing  more  than  good  fiore  of  ConfiT 
denct ,  to  the  daily  committing  infinite  Mifchiefsi 
and  frequent  Mur  t  hers  }  crying  up  at  the  fame  time 
This  and  That  Arcanum  or  Panacxa,  telling  the 
World  that  that  alone  will  do  the  Feat  in  all  V ene- 
real  Cafes,  without  any  other  Medicine ,  as  the 
Dutch  Quack  mention'd  in  this  Book ;,  p.  255. 
fays  of  his  Royal  Deco&ion  ;  as  alfo  others  in 
p.  251,  253,  and  254.  but  the  World  begins  to  grow 
Wifer ,  and  to  fee  through  their  Cobweb  jiffuran- 
ces ,  for  that  mofi  are  now  fo  aware  as  not  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  any  one  Medicine  is  to  be  depended  on  in 
all  Cafes ,  if  it  could ,  we  jhould  not  only  know  it, 
but  every  Pr attic  er  would  gladly  pur  chafe  it  to  give 
to  their  own  Patients .  We  have  feen  that  This  and 
That  Medicine ,  under  the  fpecious  Title  of  Pana¬ 
cea,  Arcanum,  Catholicon,e£r.  have  been  fo  in 
Vogue  as  to  have  a  Run  for  a  while  as  univerfal 
Medicines ,  to  Cure  all  Difeafes ,  in  all  Perfons ,  as 
your  Aurum  Potabile  of  Dr.  Anthony,  your  Sal 
Volatile  Oleofum  of  Silvius,  your  Goddard’* 
Drops,  Lockyer’*  Pills,  Daffy’*  Elixir,  and  the 
likf,  which  after  all ,  by  failmg  in  three  Cafes  per¬ 
haps  in  four ,  have  at  laft  dwindled  and  come  to  be 
rejetted ,  as  much  or  more  than  before  they  were  ad¬ 
mir’d. 

One  Dr.  Davifon ,  who  was  many  Years  paft, 
Phyfician  extraordinary  to  the  then  French 
King,  and  famous  for  his  Chymical  Writings, 
had  his  Arcanum  for  the  Cure  of  the  Lues  Ve¬ 
nerea,  which  he  manag’d  fo  dextroufly ,  as 
to  acquire  the  Reputation  of  being  the 
only  univerfal  Medicine  for  that  Difeafe ,  fo  as 
that  the  Phyficians  in  Paris  gave  him  20000 
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PUloies  for  difcovering  it  to  them, and  he  tode- 
fifl:  Pra&ice,  unlefs  to  the  King’s  Perfon,  which 
he  agreed  to  9  but  yet  by  that  Medicine’s  not 
fucceeding  in  all,  nor  it  may  be  in  half  that 
took  it,  it  dwindled,  fo  as  that  now  we  hear 
no  more  of  that  once  fo  famous  Panacea  •,  and 
to  be  Pure  for  no  other  reafon  than  becaufe  it 
would  not  anfwer  in  all. 

This  1  take  notice  of  to  jhew  that  as  there  never 
was9  fo  there  never  will  he  any  one  Medicine  fo 
famous  in  Venereal  or  other  Cures,  hut  that  it  will 
fail  in  fome  junlefs  every  Cafe  was  alike yand  all  Peo - 
fie  of  one  and  the  fame  Conflitution  and  Tempera¬ 
ment  ^  which  all  that  know  any  things  know  to  the 
contrary  9  therefore ,  that  any  fhould  be  buoy’d  up 
with  the  Notion  of  one  Medicine  for  all  Cures 7  is 
A  Wonder  9  yet  is  what  we  frequently  fee  to  be  be¬ 
liev'd  by  fome ,  thro '  the  Artifice  and  Cunning  of 
their  Authors ,  tho ’  at  length  upon  its  frequent  fail¬ 
ing  in  the  Cure ,  have  given  thofe  Patients  fo  admi¬ 
ring  them ,  another  turn  of  Thought ,  even  quite 
dtfferent  to  their  former  Opinions.  And  thus  are 
the  People  impos'd  upon. 

The  fuffering  and  not  redreffing  thefe  abufes  in  a 
Chriftian  Country  is  indeed  very  fad ,  by  which  we 
may  fee  to  what  pafs  the  World  is  come  j  and  fill 
the  more  enormous  is  it ,  if  we  confider  how  much 
.Men  who  profefs  thofe  Cures ,  ought  to  be  well 
grounded  in  the  Rational  part  of  Medicine  9  before 
they  engage  in  thePraclical^and yet  not  only  fpecula- 
tively ,  but  praftically  alfo9  and  treat  all  according 
to  the  many  different  Progreffes  it  ufually  makes  in 
the  Body  *  and  as  both  of  them  are  fo  indifpenfably 
necejfary  Qualifications ,  it  cannot  but  ajfett  fuch 
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that  are  fo  Qualify  dy  (if  they  have  any  Senfe  of 
Honour  and  Humanity)  to  fee  not  a  few  of  thofe 
QUACKS,  who  have  no  other  Foundation ,  than 
Ignorance  and  Impudence,  to  bubble  fo  many 
Thoufands  out  of  their  Money  and  Lives. 

That  no  Ter  font  therefore  for  the  future  may  be 
drove  to  the  Neceffity  of  Ship-wrecking  their  Bo - 
dies9  Turfes  and  Reputations  upon  thofe  Rocks  of 
Deflrutlion ,  (I  mean  thofe  wretched  Ignoramuses 
QU  ACKS,  MOUNTEBANKS,  and 
ASTROLOGERS  that  f varm  in  every 
Corner ,  impofing  on  the  too  credulous  World  their 
pedling  insignificant  Remedies,  which  they  make 
returns  of  with  excefs  of  Vfury ,  applying  them  with 
fcarce  fo  much  as  Hopes  of  Succefs0  tho ’  under  the 
Titular  Names  tf/Panacasa’-O  but  may  take  warning 
by  the  irreparable  Sufferings  of  others ,  (a  Specimen 
of  which  you  are  herein  prefented  with)  is  this 
ufher’d  into  the  World ,  and  if  it  proves  fo  fervice - 
able  as  to  direlb  any  to  avoid  the  Dangers ,  which 
they  are  fo  liable  to^  and  herein  caution’d  againfi , 
the  Intent  of  it  is  anfver’d ,  and  the  Author  fuff  - 
ciently  gratify’ dfwhofe  chief  Defgn  was  the  peculiar 
Benefit  and  Advantage  of  difirefjed  and  abufed 
Patients  of  all  forts ,  who  labour  under  a  two-fold 
misfortune 7  viz.  a  Malignant  Diftemper  and  an 
Unskilful  Phyfician. 

And  I  think,  it  an  incumbent  Duty  upon  every 
Man  fo  far  as  he  is  capable 9  to  pub l if)  to  the  World , 
what  he  has  found  ufeful  for  the  good  of  Mankind  ^ 
but  every  Pretender  to  the  Cure  of  this  or  any  other 
Difeafe,  how  great  repute  foever  he  may  be  in ,  is 
not  a  competent  Judge  of  fome  experimented  and 
dsmonf  rated  Truths  *  nay ,  fome  that  I  have  talkt 
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with,  cry'd  up  for  Proficients  in  the  Knowledge  and 
Cure  of  this  Difeafe,  have  at  length  difcover’d 
their  ignorance,  by  being  fir  angers  to  that  Rule 
in  Phyfick 

That  what  will  Cure  a  Difeafe,  will  moil  effe¬ 
ctually  prevent  it. 

If  therefore  any  thing  I  have  herein  written ,  be 
found  in  the  leaft  ufeful  to  the  Publick,  or  will  but 
animate  fome  abler  Pen  to  take  the  Hint,  and  do 
better,  I  fhall  think  my  pains  very  well  befiow'd  • 
if  not,  I  know  not  how  to  help  it,  having  however 
this  Satisfaction,  that  I  fhall  not  be  the  firfi,  or 
only  Man,  that  has  been  mifiaken  in  his  own  per - 
formances . 

Some  may  look  upon  what  is  herein  written  after 
one  manner,  others  after  another ,  and  fo  prai/e 
or  difeommend  it,  according  as  it  fuits  them,  or 
is  their  Humour  •,  fome  judge  by  the  outfide  ap¬ 
pearance,  or  by  one  Part  of  the  Book  only,  and  go 
no  further,  as  do  your  would  be  Wits,  who 
ta\e  things  in  the  worfi  fence ,  being  fo  opiniated  as 
not  to  Lift en  to  any  thing  but  from  themfelves,  cry¬ 
ing  up  boldly  their  own  Notions ,  and  deciding  by 
halves  of  others,  that  they  know  or  underfiand  but 
very  little  of  ■  Which,  as  H.  Khuntat  fays ,  is 
not  as  it  fhould  be,  for  that  none  jhould  pafs  Sen¬ 
tence  on  a  Book  till  he  has  read  it  thro’,  and  corn- 
par  d  it  with  Truth. 

Others  read  it  thro\  and  weigh  what  is  written 
well ,  and  then  pafs  their  Opinions,  which  is  the  tru- 
eft  way  of  judging  :  But  whatever  the  Opinions 
of  the  People  may  be  concerning  it,  I  fhall  not  much 
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trouble  my  felf \  price  the  beft  Books  undergo  the 
fame  Fate,  and  that  in  every  thing ,  what  one  likes , 
another  diftikes ,  and  fo  vice  verfa  ,  thoy  they  fhould 
Jhew  better ,  before  they  carp  at  another s  *  and  be* 
fides,  if  we  may  believe  the  wifeft  of  Men ,  no 
Author,  would  be  fond  of  the  Peoples  Opinion  *  for 
that  he  tells  ns. 

The  Opinion  of  the  People,  is  the  Opinion  of 
Fools. 

As  to  the  Stile ,  I  mufi  confefs  it  is  very  indif¬ 
ferent,  and  not  in  the  leaft  inviting,  but  my  aim 
was,  that  it  might  be  intelligible,  fo  as  to  difcover 
the  right  way  to  thofe  that  wander,  whereby  they 
may  be  deliver'd  from  the  crafts  and  deceits  of 
Sophifters  rfWImpoftors,  and  fo  far  it  anfwers 
the  End,  for  as  general  Good ,  fo  the  fitting  it  to 
every  ones ,  even  the  meanefi  capacity,  was 
intended  ;  mindinv  more  the  Truth  of  the 
matter,  than  the  ornaments  of  Elocution .  Eu¬ 
ripides  fays )  it  is  no  matter  what  file  we  ufe , 
when  Truth  is  to  be  explain'd ',  and  Plato 
fays,  to  fet  things  in  a  clear  Light,  the  Elegancy 
of  Words  are  not  to  be  heeded  for  as  Cicero  re¬ 
quires  no  Eloquence  in  a  PhiloJopher,much  lefs  does 
Celfus  in  a  phyfician  but  tho'  it  be  no  learned 
Difcourfe,  as  it  was  yet  defign'd  well ,  and  done 
from  a  principle  oj  Honefty,  ' tis  hop'd  it  will  be 
read  without  prejudice,  ill  nature,  or  carping  ; 
for  were  it  writ  in  a  learned  Stile ,  'tis  ft  ill  fuccefs 
that  crowns  all  for  a  Man  may  write  Learnedly 
and  Well,  and  yet  be  a  ftranger  to  the  Prattick 
Part  of  what  he  writes  upon  j  but  methinkj  I  hear 
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the  Readers  fay ,  that's  true,  hut  then  how  Jhall  we 
know  that  you  underftand  the  Prattick  Part,  or  how¬ 
ever  he  convinc’d  that  you  are  fttccefsful  in  what 
you  do  ?  Why  truly ,  Gentlemen ,  I  mu  ft  own  it  is 
a  proper  Queftion ,  and  ought  to  he  anfwer*d^  hut 
yet  I  can  fay  no  othcrwife  to  youjhan  that  you  muft 
e’en  take  my  word  fort ,  here  are  Letters *  & c* 
from  thofe  that  have  receiv'd  Benefit  j  if  that 
wont  do  (they  having  no  Names  to  '’em)  1  cannot 
help  it,  you  muft  then  go  to  thofe  that  can  give  you 
better  ajfurances  j  for  l  promt je  you,none  that  have 
been  my  Patients  will  fujfsr  tbemfelves  to  he  fent 
to  for  Your  fatisfattion ,  any  more  than  you  would 
he  pleas'd  that  they  Jhould  come  to  you  for  Theirs* 
neither  is  it  reafonahle  or  convenient  for  either  *  fo 
that  by  your  making  it  your  own  Cafe ,  you  are  1 
think,  fujfciently  anfwer'd. 

However ,  Gentlemen *  /  don't  fay  you  muft  all 
come  when  you  want  help  and  he  my  Patient  s,  no t 
J  only  fay  and  prefs  it  upon  you *  never  to  fuf- 
fer  your  jelves  to  fall  f^ittims  to  the  wretched  and 
notorious  Pratt  ices  of  lmpoftors,  Cheats*  For¬ 
tune-tellers,  Mountebanks*  Do&refles,  &c . 
but  when  you  get  a  Mijhap ,  exercife  your  own  Rea - 
fon  conftder  well  who  it  is  you  truft  your  Healths , 
Good- Names ,  and  perhaps  Lives  too ,  with  *  en - 
cure  their  Reputations ,  Qualifications ,&C.  he  not 
drawn  in  by  their  Bills ,  bubbl'd  by  'em,  hut 

(To  to  fome  regular  hone ft  Surgeon,  who  for  his  own 
credit  will  do  you  Juftice ,  unlefs  you  are  willing  to 
he  under  the  neceffity,when  too  late,  of  repeating  and 
applying  to  your  jelves  the  Lines  of  the  Poet  us'd  in 
another  Cafe *  viz. 
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But  fince  we  fcorn’d  thy  *  Wifer  Laws  t’obey. 
We’re  made  to  Fools  a  Scorn,  to  Quacks  a

For  Quacks,  Cunning-men,  or  Aftrologers,

Therefore  once  more  let  me  not  ( for  yokir  own 
fakes )  have  caufe  to  fay ,  good  Counfel  is  caft 
away  on  you  }  which ,  as  J  well  remember ,  a  very 
wife  Man  us’d  to  fay  was  never  fo9  but  upon  the 
Arrogant,  the  Self-conceited, or  the  Stupid,  who 
are  either  too  proud  to  take  it ,  or  too  heavy  to  un¬ 
der  ft  and  it:  For  wife  Men  read  EffeCls  in  their 
Caufes ,  but  Fools  will  not  believe  them  till 
’tis  too  late  to  prevent  the  mifchief  *  Befides , 
remember  the  Sufferings  of  others ,  confider  them 
well ,  and  upon  all  like  Accidents  and  Occafions , 
let  that  true  and  noted  School  E>ocument}  be  ever 
frejh  in  your  Memories ,  viz. 

Fcelix  quern  faciunt  aliena  pericula  cautum. 

But  to  conclude ,  whatever  fnijler  Conjtruftion 
may  be  made  of  this  Treatife,  by  the  Ignorant , 
Opiniated ,  or  Malicious ,  (who  I  expeCi  will  attack 
it ,  (  for  Habent  fua  fata  Libelli )  tho  they  can’t 
contradict  it7  it  being  confirm’d  by  the  mofl  evincing 
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Teftimony  in  theWorld,viz. .  Matter  of  fuch 
generally  carping  at ,  defpiftng ,  or  decrying  the  mo  ft 
accurate,  exquiftte,  and  elaborate  Endeavours  of 
the  Well-wijhers  to  the  Pub  lick ,  (for  as  the  Pro¬ 
verb  is.  Ill  Will  never  fpeaks  well )  I  hope  1 
jhall  (  maugre  all  the  malevolent  Attempts  of  the 
Invidious j  (  my  Works  juflifying  me  j  continue 
ftill  to  augment  the  Satisfaction  I  now  enjoy ,  and 
Pleafure  1  take 7  in  fe eking  faithfully  all  1  can  to 
he  Serviceable  to  my  Generation .

In  or¬ 
der  to  which,  the  Parts  miniftring  to 
Generation  in  both  Sexes,  their  Situa¬ 
tion,  Aftion,  Ufe,  Abufe,  &c.  are  ne- 
celfarily  confider’d,  and  why  Gleets  hin¬ 
der  Procreation,  caufing  (as  fometimes 
they  do)  irapotency,  &c.  in  Men ,  and 
Sterility,  &c .  in  Women ;  with  feveral 
remarkable  Cafes  of  that  kind  added. 
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CHAP.  I. 

The  Nature ,  Caufes ,  and  Signs  of  the  Venereal 
Difeafe ,  the  various  Ways  of  InfeEbing^  with 

*  the  difference  and  degrees  thereof }  the  certainty 
of  knowing  whether  Infefted  or  noty  and  how  to> 
prevent  or  hinder  Infection* * 


I  Shall  not  trouble  my  felf,  or  the  Reader,  in  this 
Treadle,  with  the  many  different  and  indeter¬ 
minate  Notions  of  che  Natural  Caufe  of  this  Di- 
ftemper,  as  to  its  Original  Production,  whether  it  be 
( as  fome  have  undertaken  to  make  out)  meerly  the 
effedts  of  Divine  Wrath  and  Judgment,  inflidted  on 
Mankind  as  a  Scourge  for  their  wanton  and  luftful  De¬ 
baucheries,  or  whether  (as  others  ftrenuoufly  affert)  it 
was  contracted  by  the  carnal  Conjunction  of  fome 
Scabby ,  Leprous,  or  other  fort  of  unclean  Perfons ;  or 
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whether  deriv’d  to  us  from  the  Spaniards,  Neapolitansy 
Italians  or  French  ;  I  fay,  I  (hall  not  fpend  time  about 
thofe  Definitions  which  are  only  fpeculative,  and  tend 
more  to  fatisfie  the  Curious,  than  to  edifie  the  Necef- 
fitous,  and  therefore  for  brevity  fake,  purpofely  pafs 
them  by. 

Neither  is  it  pertinent  to  my  prefent  Defign,  to  / 
relate  here,  Where ,  or  from  What  this  Diftemper  owes 
its  Original,  or  How,  cr  When  it  came  to  be  fpread 
over  the  greateft  part  of  the  World,  it  being  fufiki- 
ent,  and  too  notorious,  that  we  know  it  to  be  a  com¬ 
mon  Difeafe,  which,  tbo*  it  may  arife  by  many  Ways 
and  Accidents,  yet  now  a-days  is  gotten  for  the  moft 
part,  by  the  impure  and  carnal  Embrace  of  an  infect¬ 
ed  Perfon,  or  the  Child  of  an  unclean  Parent  may 
bring  the  Diftemper  into  the  World  with  it,  and  that 
Child  infect  the  Nurfe  that  Suckles  it,  and  the  Nurfe 
her  Husband,  &c . 

Or  the  Nurfe  infedted,  may  infedt  the  Child  that  is 
found,  Children  wbofe  Flefh  is  more  lax,  and  Pores 
more  open  than  grown  Perfons,  being  much  fooner 
liable  and  apt  to  receive  the  Infection,  and  that  not 
only  by  Sucking  a  polluted  Nurfe,  but  alfo  by  the  Sha¬ 
ver,  in  bem^  kifs’d  by  thofe  foul  Sluts  that  have  Vene¬ 
real  Ulcers  in  their  Throats,  or  Mouths,  as  too  many 
miferable  Inftances  have  made  manifeft. 

I  fay,  it  is  fufficient  thac  we  know  it  to  be  a  Di¬ 
ftemper  daily  gotten,  and  know  how  to  Cure  it ;  and 
indeed  fo  very  frequently  is  it  gotten  now,  thac  as  a 
certain  Author  takes  notice,  it  is  undeniable  rhat  the 
Pox  in  this  loofe  and  difloiute  Age,  is  more  propagat¬ 
ed  in  one  Day,  than  an  hundred  Years  ago  it  was  in  a 
Month,  and  the  number  of  Venereal  Patients  confe- 
quently  multiplied. 

And  indeed  fo  univerfally  is  the  Diftemper  now  be¬ 
come,  that  it  is  almoft  as  much  a  wonder  to  hear  of 
many  Perlons  that  never  had  it,  or  that  never  had  ta-' 
ken  the  way  to  get  it,  as  it  was  formerly  a  wonder  to 
hear  of  any  infeded  \  and  fo  obnoxious  were  the  Peo- 
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pie  in  thofe  Days  that  had  the  Pox ,  that  I  have  fome- 
where  read,  they  were  oblig’d,  when  it  came  to  be 
Jcnowh,  under  a  fevers  Penalty,  to  withdraw  them- 
felves  from  the  City,  or  Town,  where  they  dwelt, 
to  a  certain  Place  appointed  (as  are  our  Hofpitals) 
for  their  Reception  and  Cure,  and  there  to  be  kept 
clofe  confin’d,  left  their  Society  and  Converfation 
(hould  infedfc  others ,  the  Diftemper  then  being 
thought  by  molt  as  equally  infedtious  as  the  Plagucy 
and  the  People  were  altogether  as  equally  afraid 
of  it. 

And  Sennertus  tells  us,  that  5 ful.  Palmarius  writes 
in  his  Book  de  Lue  Verier,  cap.  5.  That  the  Pox  at  its 
firft  rife,  was  reported  to  be  fo  filthy,  that  that  which 
reigns  now  is  fcarce  thought  to  be  of  the  fame  kind  $ 
for  then  thofe  infedled,  had  innumerable  Ulcers,  rough 
Puftulous  Excrefcences, bunching  out  in  the  figure  and 
bulk  of  Acorns,  from  which  flowed  a  filthy  Humour, 
of  fuch  a  ftinking  exhalation,  or  fmell,  that  the  Nofes 
of  thofe  that  fmelt  it,  were  believ'd  to  be  prefently 
infedled.  The  colour  of  thofe  filthy  Puftules  was  be¬ 
tween  black  and  green,  the  fight  of  which  as  much 
tormented  and  terrified  the  Patient,  as  did  their  grie¬ 
vous  Pain.  Therefore  all  People  did  Ihun  the  fight  of 
them,  and  more  avoided  touching  them,  than  any 
thing  belonging  to  any  Difeafe  befides. 

And  that  in  China,  as  I  have  been  told  by  a  Gentle¬ 
man  that  was  my  Patient,  who  for  a  confiderable  time 
liv’d  there,  the  Venereal  InfedHon  is  call’d  the  La%a- 
ru$)  and  aftedts  thofe  that  have  it  with  a  contraction 
of  the  Fingers,  &c,  and  breakings  out  in  the  Body, 
particularly  with  thick  Scabs  all  down  the  Thighs  and 
Legs,  like  the  Diftemper  call’d  the  Farcy  in  Florfes, 
and  that  they  are  very  unfightly,  painful  and  loath- 
fome,  and  are  feldom,  if  ever.  Cured,  if  the  Infedtion 
be  great,  or  arrives  to  its  height  of  Inveteracy. 

This  Infectious  Evil,  fays  an  Author,  raged  by 
Wholefale  in  the  American  lflands,  and  (cho1  I  thought 
not  to  mention,  as  afcrcfaid,  thefe  matters  here,  yet 
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t "hall  give  a  little  hint)  was  brought  from  thence  into 
Europe  by  the  Spaniards  there,  but  from  whence  it  came 
fo  as  to  infe&  the  Americans ,  that  is,  from  whence  this 
Difeafe  fprung  ab  Origine ,  or  had  its  firft  beginning,  is 
the  great  Queftion  in  difpute. 

Dr.  Martin  Lifter  fays,  it  is  to  be  believ’d,  that  it 
proceeded  at  firft,  either  from  the  Biting  of  fome  Ve¬ 
nomous  Animal,  or  from  fome  Food  certainly  Poy- 
fonous  ;  it  being  very  well  known  that  the  Americans 
freely  eat  certain  Serpents  (of  which  innumerable  new 
Species  or  Kinds  are  amongft  the  Indians  unknown  to 
us)  and  fo  either  from  the  poyfonous  Nature  of  that 
their  impure  Diet,  or  the  Bitings  of  thofe  poyfonous 
Serpents  (as  from  the  Biting  of  a  Mad-Dog,  an  Hy- 
drophoby  is  occafion’d)  either,  fays  he,  from  that  ex¬ 
ternal  and  internal  Caufe  was  the  Venereal  Difeafe 
certainly  bred,  which  when  once  begotten,  infedted 
afterwards  with  a  Contagion. 

And  he  tells  us,  That  Confalvus  Oviedut  a  Noble 
Spaniard ,  make  the  fame  Obfervation,  who  among  all 
the  Spaniards  was  the  moft  faithful  Hiftorian  of  the 
Nature  of  Things,  and  was  for  many  Years  one  of  the 
chief  Governours  of  thofe  Blands ;  of  him  there  are 
fome  Books  extant,  although  many  written  by  him 
are  loft  ;  and  was  a  Man  Cardan  allows  to  be  compar¬ 
ed  with  ancient  Writers  ;  and  among  the  other  Ani¬ 
mals,  which  he  mentions  to  be  in  W'eft-India,  he 
exactly  defcribes  the  Inguanasi  to  be  no  mean  little 
Beaft  of  the  kind  of  four-footed  Serpents,  upon  which 
the  Indians  fed  greedily,  accounting  them  a  Dainty  ; 
therefore  the  Spanifto  Men  after  their  example,  put 
them  into  their  Food  alfo,  tbeir  Tafte  being  nor  in  the 
leaft  difpleafing,  but  on  the  contrary,  more  favoury 
than  the  Fiefh  of  Rabits ;  and  fays.  That  the  eat¬ 
ing  of  them  hurted  no  Body,  unlefs  fuch  who  had 
been  infecfted  with  the  Venereal  Lues ,  and  thofe,  al¬ 
though  they  had  long  before  been  Cured  thereof,  it 
prefently  offended,  and  at  length  did  ftir  up  and  re¬ 
new  the  Difeafe,  as  if  the  fame  had  lain  only  dormant ; 
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and  this,  fays  he,  our  Men  experienc’d  by  innume¬ 
rable  Examples. 

And  for  that  reafon,  fays  Dr.  Lifter ,  ’tis  not  fo  ab~ 
furd  to  believe,  That  this  Lues  had  its  Original  from 
the  like,  if  not  from  the  felf-fame  Caufes,  when  furely 
by  the  eating  of  them,  forthwith  the  Malady  revives., 
dead  as  it  were,  long  before. 

And  the  more,  fays  he,  am  I  confirm’d,  becaufe 
the  fecret  Parts  of  either  Sex  infe&ed  with  this  Dif¬ 
eafe,  even  when  other  Symptoms  are  wanting  a  great 
while,  are  befet  with  certain  Tufts ,  thick-Tooth’d,  like 
Coxs- combs,  juft  like  thofe  in  the  Serpent  Inguanas , 
whofe  Body  commonly  is  all  overlaid  with  Crefts  of 
that  fort  certainly  a  proper  reprefentation  from  what 
Animal  that  Diftemper  deriv’d  its  Being.  But  thole 
crefted  Maladies,  perhaps  are  reckoned  by  others,  a- 
mongft  the  fwelling  Inflammations  of  the  Fundament 
and  Haemorrhoids,  becaufe  thofe  are  commonly  vifible 
without  any  pain  or  certain  tenuity  of  the  Mem¬ 
brane. 

It  is  common,  fays  he,  That  poyfonous  Animals  alfo 
imprint  proper  and  peculiar  Characters  of  their  Con¬ 
tagion  ;  for  example,  A  Barking  in  Hydrophobia,  caus'd 
by  the  biting  of  a  Mad-Dog,  alfo  a  Dog-like  voracity 
of  fwallowing,  with  an  aptitude  of  licking,  rather  than 
drinking,  by  a  continual  putting  out  of  the  Tongue. 
Alfo  by  the  biting  of  aFlea,like  a  Spider  call’d  Taran¬ 
tula,  is  caus’d  a  conftant  defire  of  leaping  ;  neither  is 
the  goings  of  thofe  Spider-like  things,  other  than  after 
the  manner  of  Fleas,  vi%.  a  skipping  from  one  place 
to  another.  I  am  not  Ignorant  indeed  that  this  may  be 
accounted  a  Fable  by  fome,  even  Learned  Men  ;  but 
certainly,  fays  he,  not  fo  by  me,  to  whom  the  cuftoms 
of  Spiders,  are  a  little  more  diligently  confider’d  than 
others  j  yea,  that  kind  of  Spiders  may  be  afforded  in 
hot  Countries,  a$  Calabria *  by  which  moft  pernicious 
bitings  may  be  infli&ed  :  Indeed  the  Hiftory  of  the 
Nature  of  thofe  things  is  only  begun,  and  therefore, 
fays  he,  I  wonder  not  fo  much  that  that,  and  innume- 
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rable  Phenomena's  of  that  fort,  are  hid  from  us,  and 
juftly  fufpecfted. 

Moreover,  fays  he,  they  who  have  eaten  a  Sea  Le- 
pur,  (chat  is  a  kind  of  naked  Sea-Hare,  of  a  purple  Co¬ 
lour,  found  even  in  our  Sea)  make  a  purple  colour’d 
Urine  ;  and  in  their  fleep,  ever  and  anon  feem  to  hear 
the  Waves  of  the  beaten  Shores,  and  their  Bodies  be¬ 
come  livid ;  this  Fifli  is  reckon’d  to  be  Poyfon  to 
Man,  and  Man  to  him,  as  Scribonius ,  Diojcorides  and 
others,  fay. 

Thus  does  this  Author  fay  of  thofe  mention’d,  and 
other  Poyfons,  how  that  they  imprint  the  like  upon 
the  Perfon  that  has  either  been  bitten  by  them,  or 
has  eaten  of  them  ;  to  fhew  how  the  poflibility  of  the 
Venereal  Infection,  from  thofe  poylonous  Animals, 
may  be  infus’d,  and  that  it  might  be  propagated  at 
firffc  from  Beaft  to  Man,  and  fo  transferr’d  from  Man 
to  Woman,  or  Woman  to  Man,  to  what  we  daily  find 
it  to  be  now ;  and  thus  he  dates  the  Original  of  the 
Venereal  Lues . 

Firovanti  will  not  allow  that  this  Difeafe  was  brought 
from  the  Wc ft  Indies ,  but  on  the  contrary  affirms,  That 
the  french  firft  got  it  at  the  Siege  of  Naples,  by  feeding 
upon  dead  Mens  Carkafles,  which  Diet  they  were  for¬ 
ced  to  take  up  with,  being  almoft  famiftfd  ;  and  as  a 
proof  thereof,  fays  he,  feed  but  a  Sow  with  Sows  Flefh, 
or  an  Owl  or  a  Whelp  with  Flefn  of  their  own  Kind, 
and  they  will  be  mark’d,  as  he  has  try’d  and  found, 
with  Botches,  Spots  and  Pimples,  even  like  thofe  of 
the  Pox. 

Paracelfus  fays,  The  Difeafe  was  bred  between  a 
French  Leper,  and  a  Neapolitan  Whore,  when  fhe  had 
her  Courfes  upon  her. 

Others  again  report.  That  a  Leper  of  Valentia ,  Flif- 
pania  Tarr aconenfi,  was  the  firft  that  gave  this  Difeafe, 
and  that  it  was  to  a  Noble  Whore,  of  whom  he  pur¬ 
chas’d  a  Nights  Lodging  for  fifty  pieces  of  Gold,  and 
that  (he  fince  has  difpers’d  it  among  many  others. 
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And  fome  (as  Dr.  Harvey ,  &c.  from  others)  fay,' 
That  it  was  firft  caus’d  by  Grec1{  Wine,  dafli’d  with 
Lepers  Blood,  which  the  French  drank,  having  been 
purpofely  left  them  at  Suma  by  the  Spaniards . 

But  Divines,  efpecially  fome  of  them,  impute  the 
rife  of  it  toGod  Almighty’s  Judgment  upon  Adulterers, 
Fornicators,  and  other  finful  Criminals* 

The  moft  Learned  Leonicenus ,  and  Fracaftorius ,  and 
certain  others,  were  of  the  Opinion,  that  the  rife  of 
the  Venereal  Difeafe  was  Epidemical,  and  proceeded 
from  a  common  Caufe,  for  that  at  its  firft  beginning. 
Boys,  Men,  Old  Folks,  Girls  and  Women,  were  in- 
feefted,  without  any  Communication  or  Hereditary 
Difpofition  :  and  that  the  laid  Fracaftorius  writes  in  his 
Book,  de  Morbo  Gallic,  cap.  7.  That  tho’  the  greateft 
part  of  Mankind,  in  his  Time,  had  contracted  the 
Difeafe  by  Contagion,  yet  it  had  been  obferv’d,  That 
Numbers  of  others  were  infected  Epidemically,  with¬ 
out  receiving  it,  or  contracting  it,  from  any  one.  And 
thinks  it  impoffible,  that  in  fo  fmall  a  time,  the  Con¬ 
tagion  (which,  fays  he,  ofitfelf  is  flow  and  noteafily 
receiv’d)  could  fpread  it  felf  over  fo  many  Lands, 
when  at  firft  it  was  brought  but  by  one  Fleet  of  the 
Spaniards. 

But  if  it  was  fo,  that  it  was  at  firft  brought  to  us 
from  America  upon  the  difeovery  andconqueft  of  that 
part  of  the  World,  and  that  it  was  not  known  in  Eu¬ 
rope  before,  as  it  has  happen’d,  it  has  prov’d  to  us  an 
untoward  Conqueft  in  that  refpeeft,  as  Mr.  Tate,  in 
his  Epiftle  to  Dr.  Thomas  Hobbs ,  before  his  Poetical 
Translation  of  Syphilis ,  or  the  French  Difeafe  (written 
in  Latin  by  that  famous  Feet  and  Phyficiany  Fracafto¬ 
rius)  well  obferves,  vi\. 

Dear  was  the  Conqueft  cj  a  New  found  Worlds 
FVioofe  Plague  e'er  fince  thro  all  the  Old  is  hurl'd • 
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*  If  then  hy  Traffic^  thence  this  Plague  was  brought  i 
Bow  dearly ,  dearly ,  was  that  Traffic fe  bought . 

Others  impute  its  Original  rife  to  the  Stars ;  others 
to  the  inundation,  or  over- flowing  of  the  River  Tyber , 
the  Air  being  infeded  by  the  Corruption  of  fevefal 
Creatures  which  the  Waters  had  caft  up  and  left  up¬ 
on  the  Shore,  &c.  And  thus  we  fee  Quot  homines  tot 
Sententia ,  many  Men  many  Minds,  for  that  thofe  that 
lived  about  the  time  of  the  firft  beginning  of  the  Dif- 
eafe,  cannot  agree  in  their  Judgments  about  the  true 
rife  thereof;  and  if  they  could  not  then,  what  muft 
we  do  now,  that  live  more  than  two  Ages  after  them  ? 
As  therefore  it  would  take  up  a  great  deal  of  Time 
and  no  fmall  Pains,  to  enquire  into  the  validity  or  pro¬ 
bability  of  thofe  feveral  Conjectures,  (which  I  cannot 
Hand  here  to  do,  and  confequently  give  my  own  Sen 
dments  about)  fliall  pafs  it  by  as  not  at  all  material  to 
the  matter  intended,  and  only  obferve  what  a  Gentle¬ 
man  in  his  Commendatory  Verfes  upon  the  afore* 
faid  Mr.  Tare,  upon  his  Tranflation  of  Syphilis,  fays, 
vig. 

Blame  not  the  Stars  ;  *tis  plain  it  neither  fell, 

Prom  the  diflemper d  Heavens ,  nor  rofi  from  Hellc 
Nor  need  we  to  the  diftant  Indies  rome  j 
The  Curft  Originals  are  nearer  home . 

Whence  fhould  that  foul  infectious  Torment  flow. 

But  from  the  baneful  Source  of  all  our  Woe  ? 

That  Wheedling,  Charming  Sex,  that  draws  us  in 
To  every  Punifhment ,  and  every  Sin . 

Some  fay  it  is  a  Diflemper  very  Malignant,  Poyfo- 
nous  and  Contagious,  others  differ  fo  much  from 
that  Opinion,  as  to  fay,  the  higheft  degree  of  Infe- 
dion  has  no  Malignity  in  it  at  all,  and  that  whenever 
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they  meet  with  a  Patient  that  has  a  Clap ,  do,  as  faft 
as  poflible,  adminifter  Medicines  to  flop  the  Running, 
without  any  regard  to  what  other  Symptoms  occur ; 
for  that  when  the  Running  once  ceafes,  all  the  other 
Symptoms,  (which,  as  they  alledge,  ever  fpring  only 
from  the  Running  )  go  off  in  courfe,  without  any  • 
detriment  to  the  Patient.  But  let  thofe  that  believe 
fo,  do  fo  if  they  will,  lam  fatisfy’d,  and  too  many 
unfortunate  People  can  very  readily  agree  with  me, 
that  it  is  the  only  fure  way  to  Pox  the  Patient,  and 
when  once  that  is  done,  the  Symptoms  and  Confe- 
quences,  will  fpeak  too  plainly  how  far  they  have 
been  in  the  wrong,  and  what  injury  they  have  done 
the  poor  Patient.  Several  Inftances  of  which  kind* 
the  Reader  will  obferve,  before  he  gets  to  the  end 
of  this  Book.  But  this  by  the  way. 

Perfons  in  Years  may  alfo  be  infe&ed  by  the 
immodeft  open-Mouth’d,  lafcivious  Kiffings  of  Vene¬ 
real  People,  efpecially  thofe  of  them  that  have  Ulcers 
in  their  Mouths  or  Throats,  and  where  at  the  fame 
time  they  dwell  as  it  were  upon  their  Lips  and 
Mouths,  reiterating  wanton,  unfeemly  Kiffes,  thereby 
conveying  their  flimy,  infectious  Slaver,  to  fuch  ;  l 
fay,  grown  Perfons  by  that  means  may,  and  fre¬ 
quently  have  gotten  the  Venereal  Diftemper,  but 
then  generally  they  have  been  obferv’d  to  complain 
of  their  Throats  firft,  it  feizing  them  after  the  fame 
manner,  as  if  fome  Cold  had  been  taken,  the  Sa¬ 
liva  of  the  Pocky  Perfon  communicating  its  infedious 
Steams  no  farther  at  firft,  than  about  the  Glandules 
in  thofe  Parts,  and  which  if  not  fpecdily  minded,  In¬ 
flames,  Vicerates,  and  fpreads  its  Infection  to  the  no 
fmall  damage  of  the  Patient. 

To  this  way  of  Infedion  alfo  a  certain  Learned 
Author  aflenrs,  who  fays,  that  if  it  be  received  only 
by  Rifling  of  the  Lips,  it  Bloffoms  there  firft,  and 
appears  with  Scabby  Eruptions,  and  a  fore  Mouth 
or -Throat;  but  if  it  be  gotten  by  the  Tail ,  ’cis  not 
prefently  Charadered  in  the  Face  or  other  Parts, 
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but  ftays  fome  time  in  the  lower  Parts,  the  place 
of  its  Conception  or  Birch,  and  afterwards  upon  neg- 
Iedt  or  ill  management,  or  both.  Travels  into  other 
Regions  of  the  Body,  and  appears  here  and  there, 
with  variety  of  ugly  Shapes,  and  unwholefome  Sa¬ 
lutes  to  its  new  Quarters,  fuch  as  Pains ,  Pimples , 
Itch ,  Spots ,  Scurf  \  ,$ cabs x  &c. 

But  Infections  this  way,  that  is,  by  Killing,  are 
foon  cured,  if  taken  in  time ;  indeed  in  Children 
much  more  difficultly,  what  with  their  not  being 
fufpedled  by  the  Parent  or  Attendant,  of  having 
any  fuch  Infe&ion,  and  alfo  not  being  capable  of 
complaining,  and  their  tendernefs  (  as  obferv’d  be¬ 
fore  )  much  fooner  attracting  the  Taint,  it  is  the 
more  eafily  diffus’d  and  radicated,  than  in  grown 
Perfons,  which  with  their  incapacity  of  going  thro*  a 
Zylethod  that  is  proper,  renders  them  confequently 
much  harder  of  Cure,  as  the  following  Inftance  will 
demonftrate. 

A  Child  that  I  had  in  hand,  fome  Years  fince,  up¬ 
on  fucking  a  Wet-Nurfe,  to  whom  it  was  put  out 
in  the  Country,  grew  ill,  accompanied  with  break¬ 
ings  out  all  over  the  Head  and  Face,  (  the  Child 
being  perfectly  well  when  it  went  from  Home  ) 
I  going  one  Day  to  fee  it,  and  taking  notice  of  the 
Nurfe,  obferv’d  Ihe  had  a  fore  Eye ;  upon  a  narrow 
infpection  of  it,  I  had  fufficient  caufe  of  fufpicion, 
whereupon  I  examin’d  her  concerning  it,  and  tax’d 
her  with  having  the  Diftemper,  which  at  firft  flie 
denied,  but  afterwards  when  I  4rad  told  her  I  was 
pohtive  it  was  fo,  and  declared  to  her  my  Reafons  for 
it,  (  other  Symptoms  concurring  )  and  at  the  fame 
time  urging  her  to  acknowledge  it ;  Ihe,  with  fome 
Reluctancy  and  Shame  confeffed  the  whole  matter, 
faying,  Ihe  got  it  from  her  Husband,  who  ( by  the 
Character  I  afterwards  heard  of  him)  I  do  believe 
was  only  in  the  Fault,  not  but  that  the  Nurfe  was 
exceedingly  to  blame,  and  indeed  very  indifereet  and 
bafe  to  take  the  Child  to  Suckle,  when  (  whatever 
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Excufes  (he  made  to  the  contrary,)  (he  could  not  hut 
beforehand  be  fenfible  of  her  Condition  ;  but  norwith- 
(landing  all  the  prudent  endeavours,  and  neceflary 
means  that  could  be  ufed,  as  well  by  the  Prefcripions 
of  an  Eminent  Phyfician,  as  my  own,  to  fave  the  poor 
Infant,  it  daily  grew  worfe  and  worfe,  and  foon  after 
died  in  a  mod  miferable  condition,  to  the  no  fmall 
trouble  of  the  tender  and  honed  Parents,  whole  Grief, 
as  may  eafily  be  fuppos’d,  was  (o  much  the  more  ag¬ 
gravated,  as  the  manner  of  its  Death  was  woful  and 
unexpedled. 

This  (Ingle  indance,  without  enumerating  others  of 
the  like  kind,  which  have  occurr’d  in  my  Practice, 
may  ferve  for  a  Caution  to  Parents  to  be  wary  and 
careful  what  Wet-Nurfes  they  choofe,  and  alfo  to 
wholfome  Nurfes  what  Children  they  take  to  Suckle, 
the  danger  being  almod  equal  both  to  the  one  and 
'the  other,  lince  many  Children  that  are  Born  of 
Venereal  Parents/  bringing  the  Diftemper  into  the 
World  with  them, do,  upon  being  put  out  to  Nurfes  to 
Suckle,  very  often  convey  the  Infection  ;  as  was  the 
condition  of  a  Nurfe  that  I  lately  Cured,  who  by  gi¬ 
ving  Suck  to  a  Pocky  Child,  of  about  two  Months 
Old,  had  her  Breads  all  over  ipread  with  a  Humour, 
beginning  firft  at  the  Nipples,  which  fwell’d  the 
Glands,  and  Tumified,  before  (he  fo  much  as  ima¬ 
gin’d  what  (hon’d  be  the  Caufe  thereof ;  till  upon 
growing  worfe,  with  breakings  out.  Inflammation  and 
Pain,  (he  fought  for  help,  and  was  told  it  was  Vene¬ 
real  ;  and  making  application  to  me,  by  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  another,  I  foon  recover’d  her  to  her 
Health,  which  (he  now  enjoys. 

Likewife  a  good  fober  Woman,  who  had  Suckled 
feveral  Gentlemen’s  Children ,  to  their  great  fatif- 
fa&ion,  as  good  a  Nurfe  perhaps  as  can  be,  upon 
giving  Suck  to  a  Child,  feemingly,  as  (lie  thought, 
very  Healthy,  (only  had  fome  breakings  out  about  it, 
which  the  Mother  faid  was  only  Heat  and  (harp 
Humours,)  was  exceedingly  infeeded  with  the  Pox, 
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her  Nipples  breaking  out,  her  Throat  fore,  with  Ul¬ 
cers,  a  Hoarfenefs,  and  Pains  about  her,  &c.  at  firft 
fhe  did  not  mind  it,  not  in  the  Jeaft  fufpe&ing  any 
harm  ;  but  when  it  invaded  her  Throat ,  caufing 
Hoarfnefs,  as  alio  Pains  in  her  Limbs,  and  breakings 
out  on  the  Privy  Parts,  &c:  Ihe  began  to  fear,  and 
came  for  my  Advice ;  for  her  Cure  I  advis’d  to  a 
Salivation,  which  fhe  is  now  preparing  for,  and  will 
go  into  as  foon  as  the  Ulcers  in  her  Throat  ave  fo  well 
amended  as  to  give  leave. 

Alfo  divers  others  of  the  like  Infe&ions  have  hap* 
pen’d  in  my  Pra&ice,  to  the  Difadvantage,  and  fome- 
rimes  Ruin,  both  of  Nurfes  and  Children,  the  fmal- 
Jeft  Species  of  the  Difeafe  being  fufficient  many  times, 
efpecially  in  Children,  and  other  tender  Conftitutions 
to  infeft  either,  by  which  means  many  Families  have 
been  undone,  who  not  knowing  for  a  long  time  what 
has  ail'd  them,  and  little  dreaming  of  fuch  a  Diftem- 
per,  or  the  poffibility  of  getting  it  that  way,  have 
been  drill’d  along  in  a  miftaken  Courfe,  till  ( when 
roo  late  perhaps)  it  has  been  difcover’d  that  their  Di- 
ftempers  were  Venereal. 

And  ’tis  not  to  be  doubted,  but  that  numbers  of  Per- 
fons?  more  efpecially  Children,  are  yearly  deltroy’d 
in  this  City,  by  means  of  that  Difeafe,  notwithftand- 
ing  they  pals  in  the  Bills  of  Mortality  for  Fevers ,  Con- 
vuljions  yConfumptions^Gripings  in  theGuts3RJckets,Kjng  s-> 
Evil,  Worms }Teeth^nd  the  like  ;  tho’  at  the  fame  time 
it  might  be,  that  they  died  of  thole  Diftempers,  but 
then  too  often  caufed  by,  and  complicated  with,  the 
Venereal  Infection,  fo  as  juftly  enough  to  be  term’d 
Pocly  Confumptions ,  Pocky  Kjngs-Evil ,  See.  and  in¬ 
deed  it  is  great  pity  poor  innocent  Babes,  ( they  al¬ 
ways  fairing  the  worfe  under  fuch  a  Difafter)  Ihould 
be  (  as  they  too  frequently  are  )  depriv’d  of  their 
Lives,  and  at  belt  of  their  Healths,  by  the  barbarous 
Treatment  of  their  polluted  Attendants  5  who,  tho* 
they  too  well  know  before* hand  what  Diftempers  they 
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have  upon  them,  will,  for  the  lucre  of  a  little  Money, 
run  the  hazard  of  the  Childrens  Lives. 

And  not  only  do  Children  become  Sufferers  by  Wet- 
Nurfes,  but  alfo  by  Nurfery-Maids,  many  of  whom, 
however  pafling  for  modeft  Perfons,  have  fecret  Ve¬ 
nereal  Infirmities  upon  them,  which  they  too  often 
communicate  to  the  Children  they  lie  with,  whofe 
open  Pores  by  Sweating,  do  attraft  thofe  infectious 
Steams,  and  which  has  foon  after  appear’d ,  as  I 
have  obferv’d  in  feveral  Children,  either  by  breakings 
out  about  the  Body,  Sore-Eyes,  Swellings,  or  after 
fome  other  manner  difcovering  it  felf,  fo  as  not  to  be 
doubted  but  that  it  is  Venereal ,  and  which  for  fome 
time  perhaps  has  not  been  in  the  leaft  fufpe&ed  by  the 
Parents,  to  be  what  it  has  proved  ;  for  which  reafon 
Parents  can  never  be  too  careful  what  Servants  they 
take  to  Bed  with,  and  bring  up  their  Children,  fince 
fo  many  Mifchiefs  by  means  thereof,  have  too  demon- 
ftrably  accrued  ;  among  feveral  of  which  that  I  could 
recoiled:,  I  (hall  take  notice  only  of  one,  that  hap¬ 
pen’d  but  very  lately,  and  is  as  follows,  vi\. 

A  Nurfery-Maid  that  hid  the  care  of  the  two 
youngeft  Children  of  an  eminent  Shop  keeper  in  this 
City,  committed  to  her,  was  one  day  obferv’d  by 
fome  of  the  Family,  to  have  divers  Medicines  in  her 
Trunk,  as  Pills,  Eleftuaries,  Powders ,  Balfams ,  Sec. 
and  being  ask'd  what  (he  did  with  them  ?  (he  an- 
fwer’d,  that  (he  always  kept  fuch  by  her,  in  afe  any 
iilnefs  (liould  happen  to  her,pretendingthatfhehad  great 
skill  in  Diftempers.  Some  Ihort  time  after  this,  the 
two  Children  die  attended  grew  ill,  with  lofs  of  Sto¬ 
mach,  being  hot  and  feverifh,  and  upon  one  of  them 
arofe  a  fwelling  under  the  Ear,  and  in  one  of  the  Arm- 
pits,  which  rendred  it  very  froward  *  the  other  had 
Sore-Eyes  and  Breakings-out  in  many  places  of  the 
Head,  Face  and  Body,  attended  with  a  violent  hot, 
(harp  Humour  upon  the  lower  Parts;  in  Ihort,  both 
of  them  were  fo  bad,  that  notwithftanding  the  endea¬ 
vours  of  an  Apothecary  that  was  employ’d  to  admini- 
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fter  to  them,  .they  grew  wo;  fe  and  worfe ;  upon 
which  he  advifed  them  to  a  Surgeon,  and  mentioning 
me,  I  was  Tent  for ;  when  I  was  there,  after  inqui¬ 
ring  into  their  Conditions,  ask’d  what  they  had  taken  ? 
which,  when  I  had  been  inform’d,  and  being  what 
was  proper,  told  the  Parents,  I  wonder’d  thofe  at¬ 
tempts  fhould  prove  fruitlefs,  and  that  their  Cafes 
muft  needs  be  rebellious  to  rdiit  thofe  Medicines ;  be- 
fides  it  was  fomething  unaccountable,  that  tivo  Chil¬ 
dren  C  who,  as  I  was  told,  were  ever  till  men  very 
healthy  )  fhould  fail  ill,  almoft  all  of  a  hidden,  and 
after  fuch  a  manner,  and  wifh’d  it  was  no  hurt ;  upon 
which  they  ask’d  me  what  I  meant  by  faying  fo  ?  I 
prefently  enquired  for  the  Perfon  that  attended  them  j 
and  fhe  that  lay  with  them  being  in  the  Room,  I 
ask’d  her  how  hie  did,  for  that  I  fuppos’d  (he  was 
their  Bedfellow,  and  whether  (he  had  any  Breakings 
our,  &c.  (he  immediately  anfwer’d  no,  and  that  (he 
lay  with  them,  but  for  her  part  was  as  well  as  ever 
Ihe  was  in  her  Life  :  So  I  faid  no  more,  but  after  or¬ 
dering  what  they  fhould  do  at  home  for  them,  and 
telling  the  Parents  I  would  fend  what  was  necelfary, 
went  away.  After  I  was  gone,  the  Parents  were  un- 
eafie  at  my  Expreflions,  not  knowing  what  I  meanr, 
which  the  Servant  that  had  feen  the  Medicines  in  the 
Nurfery-Maids  Trunk,  obferving,  told  her  Miftrefs 
thereof,and  faid,  fhe  fear’d  the  Nurfery-Maid  had  given 
the  Children  fosne  Pbyfick  that  had  done  them  harm  ; 
upon  this  they  immediately  calls  and  asks  her,  but 
fhe  pofitively  deny’d  it  5  but  fufpedring  fomething  of 
the  matrer,  would  needs  fee  her  Trunk,  wherein 
among  many  Boxes  and  Pots,  &c.  they  found  a  writ¬ 
ten  Paper  of  Directions  for  the  taking  of  her  Medi¬ 
cines,  and  drefling  her  Sores  in  the  Groins  and  other 
Parts  ;  and  they  remembring  my  words,  ask’d  her 
what  Diftemper  fhe  had  ?  and  fent  immediately  away 
for  me.  When  I  came,  I  found  them  all  alarm’d, 
and  after  telling  me  what  had  occur’d,  ask’d  my  Opi¬ 
nions  $ 
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nion  ;  upon  which,  I  told  them  plainly,  I  believ’d 
their  Children  had  got  the  foul  Difeafe,  but  how  they 
came  by  it  I  knew  not,  unlefs  by  lying  with  the  Nur- 
fery-Maid.  It  was  thereupon  agreed  that  I  fiiould 
examine  her,  which  accordingly  I  did,  but  Ihe  with  a 
great  deal  of  Confidence  denied  ir,  and  not  only  fo,  but 
that  (he  would  make  me  prove  my  Words  ,  but  how¬ 
ever,  the  more  (he  denied  it,  the  more  I  aflerted  it, 
and  what  with  urging  her,  threatning  her,  and  telling 
her  I  was  fure  what  I  faid  was  true  ;  file  began  to 
relenr,  and  at  laft  told  me  her  Condition,  and  hew 
file  came  by  the  Infection,  but  ftill  upon  my  promife 
of  Secrecy,  and  that  I  would  intercede  with  her  Ma¬ 
iler  and  Miftrefs  for  her,  which  I  did,  who  after 
fome  exclamations  and  fiiarp  reprimands,  difeharged 
her  of  their  Service.  This  Creature  had  a  Sore, 
Scabby  Head,  which  run  much,  had  an  Ulcer  in 
each  Groin,  and  feveral  Sores  befides,  attended  with 
malignant  Eruptions  and  Puftules  in  feveral  other 
parts  of  her  Body,  which  by  lying  between  the  two 
Children,  one  of  them  about  two,  the  other  above 
three  years  old,  and  Sweating  often  with  Medicines 
which  Ihe  faid  the  took,  muft  needs  have  convey’d 
the  InfedHon  to  them,  and  which,  under  God,  I  fet 
them  free  from,  tho*  not  without  a  great  deal  of  diffi¬ 
culty,  and  no  fmall  time  ;  but  fo  deplorable  were 
their  conditions,  that  I  often  fear’d  the  Succefs,  they 
for  a  long  time  appearing  to  all,  efpecially  one  of  them, 
more  likely  to  die  than  to  live. 

A  Child  alfo  of  an  Apothecary  that  was  infedted 
by  the  natty  Slavering  of  a  Pocky  Servant-Maid  that 
attended  it,  it  appearing  in  the  Child’s  Mouth,  which 
wa£  grievous  Sore,  I  Cured  ;  as  alfo  the  Wenches 
Ujerated  Throat  and  Hoarfenefs,  which  file  at  firfi: 
call’d  a  Cold.  Being  alfo  recommended  to  my  Care 
by  her  Matter,  who  took  more  companion  on  her 
than  fiie  deferv’d.  But  I  fiiall  not  ftand  to  enumerate 
laftances  here,  intending  to  be  more  particular  as  I 
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pafs  along,  and  take  notice  of  divers,  where  they  may 
pertinently  be  incerted. 

Many  are  the  ways  aflign'd  by  Authors  of  the  Pro¬ 
pagation  of  the  Venereal  Diftemper,  feveral  of  which, 
(as  I  (hall  by  and  by  mention)  feem  very  abfurdand 
irrational,  and  which  I  fliould  particularly  here  enlarge 
upon,  and  Ihew  the  fallacy  of,  but  for  brevity  fake» 
I  having  never  in  all  my  Practice,  (which  has  been 
none  of  the  leaft)  oblerv’d  any  one  Perfon  really  to 
have  gotten  the  Difeafe  thofe  ways,  tho’ I  have  made 
the  moft  exatfi:  Enquiry  into  feveral  Patients,  who  (to 
fcreen  their  Guilt)  have  endeavour’d  to  amufe  me 
therewith  ,  tho’  afterwards  confefs’d  the  contrary : 
7’bofe  Authors  averting  that  the  Diftemper  is  to  begot¬ 
ten  by  barely  lying  in  the  fame  Bed  with  an  infecfted 
Perfon,  (of  which  I  (hall  anon  fay  more)  or  after  fuch 
in  the  fame  Sbects>  or  by  wearing  their  Cloaths *  Gloves , 
Sc c,  or  by  fitting  prefemly  after  them  on  the  fame 
Clofe-ftool ,  or  by  Drinking  out  of  the  fame  Pot  or 
Glafs  immediately  after  them,  or  by  receiving  the 
Breath  of  infe(5ted  Perfons,  by  talking  with  them, 
or  the  like,  which  tho5  nothing  be  more  common,  than 
that  the  Patient  to  avoid  the  Shame  and  Difgrace  of 
having  gotten  it  by  Copulation,  will  pretend,  and 
work  fome  ( efpecially  over- credulous  or  ignorant 
People)  into  the  belief  of,  and  at  the  fame  time  pleafe 
themfelvesto  fee  them  impos’d  upon,  (as  certain  Matrons 
which  Gabriel  Fallopius  in  his  Book  De  Morbo  Gallico , 
cap.io.  takes  notice  of  Scoffingly,who  having  the  Vene¬ 
real  Diftemper,  and  willing  to  be  accounted  Chaft, 
would  have  it  believed  by  their  Phyficians,  &c.  that 
they  got  it  by  fprinkling  themfelves  with  Holy-Water, 
which  fome  Pccl^y  Perfons  had  polluted)  yet  is  what 
Men  skill’d  in  the  Diftemper  can  quickly  fee  thro* 
and  detedf  ;  and  indeed  are  fuch  ridiculous  Fancies, 
that  I  have  often  wonder’d  any  (hould  take  up  with 
and  believe  them  ;  for  befides  my  own  Obfervations, 
I  never  by  all  the  Enquires  I  have  made  of  Men  of 
Bufinefs,  could  learn  that  any  of  them  ever  met  with 
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one  that  really  was  infected  thofe  ways ;  and  rhe 
more  I  have  improv’d  in  the  Knowledge  of  the  Vene¬ 
real  Difeafe,  the  more  I  have  been  convinc’d  of  the 
irnpoflibility  thereof ;  for  were  fuch  a  thing  poffibie, 
how  univerfally  would  the  Diftemper  be  fpread  ? 
how  many  hundreds,  I  may  fay  thoufands,  would  be 
daily  in  danger  of  getting  it  ?  and  how  few  by  this 
time  would  have  efcaped  ir,  I  leave  all  Perfons  to 
judge  ?  but  the  Reafons  thofe  Authors  affign  to  main¬ 
tain  their  Opinion,  are  no  other  than  what  are  eafie 
to  be  confuted,  and  indeed  fo  weak  and  groundlefs, 
as  not  worth  Time  and  Pains  to  take  notice  of. 

The  fame  Authoi-s  likewife  affert,  that  the  Diftem- 
per  may  be,  and  frequently  is  gotten  in  Coition,  be¬ 
tween  a  found  Man  and  a  found  Woman,  by  their  too 
much  forcing  the  Spermatic^  VeJJels ,  and  over-heating 
the  Parts,  eipecially  the  Proftate  Glandules  ;  but  this 
alfo  is  without  the  leaft  colour  or  fliew  of  Reafon ; 
indeed  a  Gonorrhea,  or  Panning,  may  be  procur’d 
thereby,  and  is  what  very  often  happens,  by  the  weak- 
ning  the  Spermatick.  Vejfels ,  and  dii poling  them  to  re¬ 
ceive  tharp  Humors,  but  yet  is  ever  attended  with 
different  Symptoms,  than  ufually  appear  when  the 
Cafe  is  Venereal ;  neither  is  it  poffibie  it  fhould  ever 
be  fo,  for  the  Seeds  of  one  Man  and  one  Woman  in 
Coition  that  are  Sound,  can  never  degenerate  into  a 
Contagious  or-  Venereal  Ferment ;  the  Laws  of  Nature 
being  always  uniform,  and  which  (  as  one  oblerves ) 
are  no  ways  capable  of  alteration,  otherwife  than 
for  the  generating  a  Natural  Birth,  or  fome  other 
Production  ■  or  if  it  happens  that  fome  difpofirion  be 
wanting  for  fuch  a  generation,  thofe  Seeds  then  are 
only  ioff,  but  never  produce  any  Bodily-harm,  at 
leaft  no  Contagious  or  Venereal  Diftemper,  as  many 
Authors  fancy,  and  Patients  that  have  got  ic  otherwife 
would,  to  preferve  their  Reputation,  have  to  be  lo  ; 
fotnething  elfe  being  neceffarily  required  to  make  the 
Seed  degenerate  into  a  Ferment  that  is  Venereal ,  and 
altogether  contrary  to  Nature  ;  for  the  Pox  proving 
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Infedtious  upon  Copulation,  is  becaufe  its  engender’d 
out  of  very  infectious  Difeafes,  and  conveyed  by  the 
Seed,  which  as  it  is  the  Spirits  contracted,  and  Flower 
of  all  the  Juices  in  the  Body,  fo  muft  it  likewife  con- 
lift  of  the  Spirits  contracted)  and  Flower  of  all  the 
Infection  ,  or  infected  Juices  of  the  whole  Body. 

But  I  fhall  not  expatiate  upon  thofe  Matters  here,the 
narrow  compafs  I  am  confin’d  to  preventing  ;  and 
befides,  I  intending  to  be  a  little  more  particular  as  I 
go  along,  fhall  therefore,  as  pertinent  to  the  purpofe 
aforefaid,  only  relate  the  Cafes  of  a  Gentleman  and 
his  Wife  lately  under  my  Care,  that  were  Venereal , 
( tbo’  they  would  have  it  that  it  was  only  from  Weak- 
nefs)  and  conclude  this  Head  ;  which  Cafes  will  de- 
monftrate,  how  eafily  ignorant  Practitioners  may  be 
impos’d  upon  in  this  refpedt,  and  what  ways  fome 
Patients  take,  and  Stories  they  invent,  to  hide  their 
Guilt,  tho’ manifeftly  to  their  own  hurt:  The  cafe  is 
this. 

A  Gentleman  and  his  Wife,  (  who  were  but  newly 
Marry ’d)  came  to  me  together,  and  told  me  a  Me¬ 
lancholy  Story  of  a  great  Weaknefs  that  attended 
them ,  contracted,  as  he  faid ,  by  over-indulging 
themfelves  in  their  conjugal  Enjoyments,  and  that  it 
appear’d  upon  them  with  a  Running)  Sharpnefs  and 
Stoppage  of  Urine,  &c.  In  fhorr,  upon  enquiry,  I 
found  they  had  nothing  lefs  than  the  apparent  Symp¬ 
toms  of  a  Clap.  They  had  been,  as  they  told  me,  in 
the  Hands  of  a  Dodlor,  who  for  fome  rime  together 
had  adminiftred  flrengthning  Medicines,  but  to  fo  lit- 
.tle  purpofe,  that  they  grew  worfe,  (  as  no  wonder 
but  they  ikould  )  upon  which  he  advis’d  them  to  live 
abftemious,  and  haiten  down  to  the  Bath)  which  he 
faid  would  cure  them  ;  even  the  fame,  faid  I,  as  the 
old  Womans  Plaifier  did  the  Bone  out  of  %ojnty  which 
fhe  faid  would  draw  it  in  again.  However  upon 
his  meeting  with  my  Book,  they  came,  as  aforefaid, 
t6  confulc  me  ;  and  I  telling  them  they  might  be  cu¬ 
red,  gave  them  fuch  encouragement,  that  put  a  flop 
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to  their  Bath-  Journey ;  but  finding  his  Wife  ignorant 
as  to  the  real  Caufe  of  their  Indifpofltionsj  and  belie¬ 
ving  it  to  be  his  fault,  I  enquired  not  fo  ftridUy,  nor 
told  them  what  my  Opinion  was  as  to  their  Diftem- 
per,  when  they  were  with  me  together,  left  it  fhould 
ftir  up  difference  between  them  *  but  the  next  Day 
when  he  came  for  the  Medicines,  I  plainly  told  him 
their  Cafes  were  Venereal ;  but  he  (  for  fear,  I  fup- 
pofe,  that  his  Wife  fhould  know  it )  pofitively  de¬ 
nied  it,  and  feenfd  difpleas’d  at  me  for  telling  him 
fo,  and  laid,  if  it  had  been  Venereal ,  his  other  Dodlor 
would  have  difcover’d  it ;  but  inftead  thereof,  always 
affur’d  them  it  was  nothing  but  weaknefs.  I  told 
him  his  Docftor  was  certainly  miftaken,  and  that  I 
was  forry  I  had  any  Reafon  to  tell  him  fo  ;  but  if  he 
himfelf  was  fure  he  never  deferv’d  for  the  Diftemper, 
and  alfo  (  as  he  faid  )  could  engage  for  his  Wives 
Honefty,  he  had  better  employ  fome  Body  elfe,  for 
as  ’cwas  my  Opinion  their  Cafes  were  Venereal ,  fo  I 
could  not  pretend  to  Cure  them  any  otherwife  than 
by  Anti-venereals ,  which  if  their  Diftempers  were  not 
fo,  would  do  them  an  Injury;  upon  which  he  reply  *d, 
if  they  had  the  Diftemper,  it  was  gotten  by  only  too 
violent  Coition  ;  but  1  telling  him  that  could  not  be* 
he  at  laft,  upon  engaging  my  Secrefie,  acknowledg'd 
the  Matter,  and  told  me,  that  a  few  Months  before 
he  was  Married,  he  got  a  Clap9  but  thought  he  had 
been  as  well  from  it,  as  ever  he  was  in  his  Life,  but 
now,  as  it  appear’d  otherwife,  he  beggd  Pardon  for 
his  denying  it,  and  entreated  my  afliftance ;  which  I 
readily  gave  him,  and  with  fuch  Succefs,  that  both 
of  them  were  very  well  Cured  in  a  very  fhort  time  $ 
and  to  this  Day  his  Wife  knows  no  otherwife,  than 
that  it  proceeded  as  at  firft  rcprefented  ;  and  there  be* 
ing  no  fufpicion  nor  caufe  for  it,  they  live  very  kind 
and  lovingly  together.  This  Gentleman,  as  an  ac¬ 
knowledgment  of  my  Care,  over  and  above  what  I 
required  and  was  paid  for  their  Cures,  has  fince  made 
me  a  very  geoerous  Prefenr. 
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I  promis’d  a  little  before  to  take  further  notice  about 
getting  the  Diftemper  by  barely  lying  in  the  fame 
Bed  with  an  Infected  Perfon,  and  obferv’d,  that  I 
had  never  met  with  any  that  receiv’d  the  Taint  that 
way  ;  but  at  the  fame  time  it  is  to  be  underftood, 
that  *ds  dangerous  Sweating  in  a  Bed  with  one  that 
hath  the  Pox>  fo  as  to  be  wet  with  the  Sweat,  efpeci- 
ally  for  young  People,  whofe  Conftitutions  are  tender, 
Flefti  more  lax,  and  Pores  more  open,  and  readier  to 
receive  the  Infe&ion  than  thole  of  Years,  and  fuch 
have  been  known  to  be  inferred  thereby,  witnefs  the 
two  Children  infedled  by  the  Nurfery-Maid,  which  I 
a  little  before  related  ;  but  yet  it  is  not  very  common¬ 
ly  known  ;  and  to  hear  of  grown  People  fo  infedfed, 
is  very  rare,  efpecially  robuft,  hardy  Conftitutions, 
who  £re  fcarce  ever  infedled,  tho’  in  the  moft  Danger 
that /way  imaginable;  an  Inftance  of  which  was  a 
Wopian,  whofe  Husband  I  had  in  Cure  for  the  Pox , 
that  lay  with  him  continually  in  the  fame  Bed,  where¬ 
in  he  was  frequently  Sweated,  (they  not  having  the 
conveniency  of  lying  apart )  and  yet  receiv’d  not 
the  leaft  Injury,  notwithftandiug  the  difadvantage  (he 
was  under,  of  being  very  ill  at  the  fame  time  of  ano¬ 
ther  Diftemper,  and  her  Husband  too  in  a  moft  mife- 
rable  Condition,  labouring  under  as  radicated  a  Pox 
as  moft  that  I  have  known. 

Alfo  a  late  Patient  I  cured  that  had  a  thorow  Pox 
upon  him,  with  Breakings  out  in  many  places  of  his 
Body,  who  lay  for  many  Weeks  together  in  the  fame 
Bed  wirh  his  own  Brother,  a  found  frefti- colour’d 
young  Man,  lately  come  out  of  the  Country,  not  let¬ 
ting  him  know  what  ail’d  him,  tho’  he  frequently 
complain’d  that  he  fmell’d  lo  ftrong,  he  could  Icarcely 
lie  with  him,  yet  never  receiv’d  the  leaft  Infection ; 
/notwichftanding  he  told  me,  ( when  he  came  to  know 
what  his  Brothers  Diftemper  was  )  that  fome  Nights 
when  he  awak’d,  he  found  himfelf  to  Swear,  and  his 
Flefti  (tick  to  his  Brothers  Sores,  and  was  in  fuch  fear 
concerning  himfelf,  that  he  could  hardly  be  perfwad- 
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ed  but  that  he  had  gotten  the  Iufe&ion.  Nay  further 
than  this,  I  have  read  that  a  certain  Noble-man  of 
Padua ,  that  had  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  for  which  he 
had  ufed  Guaiacunt  for  Cure  almolt  twenty  times,  and 
was  thrice  anointed  with  Quickjiher,  yet  the  Diftem- 
per  was  fo  ftubborn,  as  that  he  could  not  be  cured. 
This  Man,  tho’  infe&ed,  lay  with  feveral  Virgins, 
and  yet  never  gave  to  either  of  them  the  Difeafe. 

And  Antonius  Mufa,  relates  one  whofe  Wife  had  the 
the  Venereal  Difeafe  about  her  Breaft,  and  tho*  he  con¬ 
tinually  lay  with  her,  yet  never  contra&ed  the  Dif¬ 
eafe.  The  Caufe  of  which  muft  be,  that  the  Difeafe 
had  taken  its  feat  in  remote  Parts,  and  was  not  carried 
to  the  Genitals,  elfe  woufo  certainly  have  proved 
Contagious,  excepting  for  what  we  allow  as  to  the 
difpoflcion  of  fome  Bodies,  as  we  fhall  particularly 
mention  by  and  by,  in  which  there  is  not  an  aptitude 
to  receive  it  at  all  times,  as  we  daily  obferve,  by  fe¬ 
veral  Mens  lying  with  one  and  the  fame  infe&ed 
Woman,  and  yet  fome  of  them  (hall  be  tainted,  and 
others  go  free,  as  Gabriel  Fallopius  de  Morbo  Gallico , 
cap.  22.  particularly  makes  mention,  of  in  12  Scholars 
who  had  to  do  at  one  time,  with  one  and  the  fame 
Where,  that  had  the  Pox ,  one  after  another,  and  that 
only  three  of  the  twelve  got  the  Infe&ion,  the  reft 
efcaping  clear. 

And  Euflachius  Radius  writes,  lib.  5.  de  'Morbo  oc¬ 
cult,  cap.  9.  That  he  hath  obferv’d  a  thoufand  times, 
that  many  young  Men  have  on  the  fame  day  Copu¬ 
lated  with  one  and  the  fame  Wlme,  and  yet  not  all 
of  them  Infe&ed,  and  thofe  that  were  infe&ed,  nor 
infe&ed  alike  :  It  appearing  in  one  with  a  Running 
of  the  J^eins,  in  another  with  a  Bubo,  in  another  with 
Bpttennefs,  another  with  Pain  in  the  Head,  another 
with  falling  off  of  the  Hair ,  and  in  others  with  other 
different  preternatural  Effe&s  ;  which  doubtlefs,  fays 
he,  happens  by  reafon  of  the  various  difpofitions  of 
Bodies,  wcaknefs  of  the  Parts,  and  variety  of  the  , 
Humours ;  for  weak  Parts  do  more  eafily  receive  Vi- 
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tious  Humours  than  the  ftrong  ,*  and  ftrong  Bodies 
oftentimes  refift  Vitious  Humours,  when  weak  ones 
cant  ;  again  one  Body  is  more  clean,  another  more  ; 
foul,  one  abounds  with  ond  fort  of  Humours,  another 
with  others,  which  when  they  are  corrupted  with  the 
Venereal  or  Poifonous  Matter,  do  caufe  this,  or  that 
Symptom,  Secundum  Corporis  habitudinem  ;  by  which 
is  indicated  both  the  Certainty,  Degree  and  Nature  of 
the  Infe&ion. 

And  tho*,  as  I  have  faid  before,  that  by  the  lafcivr 
ous  Killings  of  impure  or  infc&ed  Perfons,  whofe 
Lips  are  Vlcerated ,  or  that  have  Vlcers  in  their  Mouths 
or  Throats,  the  Diftemper  is  in  like  manner  convey'd 
and  attra&ed  ;  yet  it  is  not  to  be  underftood,  that  it 
can  be  gotten  by  the  common  modeft  way  of  Killing* 
or  being  Kifs’d  by  fuch  Perfons ;  for  were  it  fo, 
what  numbers  of  People  would  be  daily  infe&ed 
with  the  Pox  ?  and  what  Danger  would  Thoufands 
be  in  of  getting  it,  that  never  gave  occalion  for  it  ? 
Befides  if  the  thing  were  poflible,  Killing  for  that 
very  reafon  would  be  foon  out  of  ufe,  many  Women 
difeas*d  being  perhaps  Kifs’d  by  twenty,  when  not 
lain  with  by  one  Man,  and  the  fame  by  a  Man  fo 
Diftemper’d  ;  and  after  all,  it  is  very  rare  that  the 
Difeafe  gotten  this  way,  Ihould  only  feize  the  Throat 
without  any  other  Symptom  attending,  tho’  I  have 
obferv’d  it  fo,  yet  more  commonly  with  other  Con¬ 
comitants,  but  then  perhaps  more  through  negledt  of 
taking  it  in  time,  or  other  Irregularities  either  in  them- 
felves,  or  ill  management  of  the  Pra&itioner,  or 
both  ;  it  being  very  ealie  for  the  Patient,  and  too 
often  for  the  Pra&itioner ,  to  be  miftaken  as  to  its 
Caufe,  and  look  upon  it  only  as  a  Sore  Throat,  from 
Cold,  (3c.  which  miftake  proves  too  frequently  to 
the  Danger,  if  not  Deftru&ion,  of  the  Patient  $  fe- 
veral  fuch  unhappy  People  having  come  within  my 
Knowledge,  that  would  fcarcely  be  perfwaded  it  could 
proceed  from  a  Venereal  Caufe* 
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It’s  likewife  by  Tome  Authors  mightily  affirm’d  for 
Truth,  chat  if  a  Woman  that  is  perfecfflySound,  fhould 
keep  Company  with  half  a  dozen  young  Fellows,  as 
found  as  her  felf,  and  be  Debauch'd  by  them  feve- 
rally,  time  after  time,  fome  one  or  other  of  them  (hall 
quickly  receive  a  Venereal  Taint,  and  that  ’cis  rare 
-but  all  of  them,  by  a  repetition  of  the  Venereal  Adt, 
(hall  at  laft  be  infe&ed,  by  the  corrupt  Ferment  of 
mixt  Seeds :  But  it  is  an  affertion  that  I  never  could 
Credit ;  for  were  fuch  a  thing  poflible,  as  there 
have  been  Wlsores  from  the  Creation  that  drove  a 
common  Trade,  fo  we  (hould  .confequemly  have  had 
the  Pox  among  us  long  before  it  had  a  beginning  •  it 
never,  as  the  generality  of  Authors  affure  us,  being 
known  in  any  part  of  the  World  till  the  Year  1493* 
and  that  was  at  Naples ,  from  Caufes  quite  different 
to  any  thing  of  that  kind  ;  and  befides,  by  the  many 
Enquiries  I  have  made  in  my  own  Practice,  and 
the  opportunities  had  of  informing  my  felf  among 
others,  and  fome  of  them  the  moft  curious,  I  could 
never  find  or  hear  of  any  one  fo  infecffed,  tho’feveral 
Authors  in  their  Writings  have  afferted  it. 

And  the  better  to  demonftrate  the  contrary,  I  will 
relate  what  I  was  told  by  a  young  Fellow,  who  was 
the  feventh  that  lay  with  a  certain  Servant-Maid  that 
was  clean,  one  after  another,  as  faff  as  they  could,, 
and  yet  neither  of  them,  nor  the  Female,  as  he  pofi- 
lively  affnred  me,  got  the  leaft  harm ;  and  the  more 
to  convince  me  that  what  he  faid  was  true,  he  fur¬ 
ther  declar’d,  that  they  feven  being  Intimates,  and  in 
League  one  with  another,  did  frequently  make  ufe 
of  her  afterwards,  for  a  confiderable  length  of  Time, 
and  that  it  was  rare  but  one,  two,  or  three  of  them 
lay  with  her  every  Day,  they  allowing  her  a  compe¬ 
tency  for  the  freedom,  whereby  fhe  became^  a  Profti- 
tute  to  their  Service,  and  no  Bodies  elfe  ;  and  indeed 
in  my  Opinion  (he  needed  no  more. 
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Thus  plainly  appears  the  unlikelinefs,  or  rather  im- 
pofiibiiity  of  getting  the  Diftemper  that  way,  which 
the  better  to  ftrengthen  my  Opinion,  and  confute  thofe 
Pra&icers  that  believe  the  contrary,  I  lhall  curforily 
relate  what  a  certain  Author  has  obferved  concerning 
the  likeMatter.  The  Story  is  this.  A,  Woman  came  and 
remain’d  aconliderable  time  on  Board  a  Ship,  of  which 
he  was  the  Surgeon,  and  was  familiarly  and  frequent¬ 
ly  made  ufe  of  for  fome  Hours  together,  by  the  great- 
eft  part  of  the  Ships  Crew,  they  taking  it  by  turns, 
and  yet  all  of  them  came  oft'  clear  without  the  leaft 
Venereal  Taint,  and  pofitively  affirms,  that  the  Woman 
was  likewife  the  fame/ 

The  fame  Author  alfo  gives  an  Account  of  another 
Woman  that  had  been  Drinking  all  Night,  with  fome 
Officers  belonging  to  a  Garrifon,  with  whom  they  had 
all  the  freedom  of  her  Body  they  could  defire,  and 
(he  going  Home  afterwards  in  a  reeling  Pofture,  was 
taken  afide  by  fome  Soldiers,  who  made  the  like  ufe 
of  her,  to  the  number  of  thirty  of  them,  one  after 
another ;  yet  notwithftanding  all  this  mighty  Heat  of 
Adticn,  neither  the  Woman,  nor  the  Men,  upon  the 
ftri&eft  Enquiry  and  Observation  .that  could  be  made, 
for  a  long  time  together  afterwards,  received  the  leaft 
Hurt  or  Injury. 

Thefe  Inftances  one  would  think  are  fufticient  to 
confute  thole  that  believe  the  Venereal  Ferment  is  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  Corruption  of  many  Seeds  received  into 
the  Matrix  of  the  lame  Womans  and  not  only  do  fuch 
Authors  contend  that  it  does,  but  alfo  a  (Terr,  that  after 
thofe  mixt  Seeds  have  bred  the  Pox  in  her  Womb,  ano¬ 
ther  frefh  Man  that  is  Sound  converfing  with  her,  fhail 
carry  off  with  his  Yard  that  Venereal  Ferment,  and 
a  b  foiutely  free  the  Woman  from  the  fame. 

’Tis  frem  this,  I  fuppofe,  that  the  Libertines  bav^ 
a  Notion,  that  when  they  have  got  the  Diftemper, 
their  converfing  with  a  Sound  Perlon  cleats  them  from 
she  Difeafe  £  as  a  young  Fellow  that  I  Cured  of  a 
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Clap  about  12  Years  ago,  or  more,  who  being  lent 
in  the  time  of  his  Cure  by  his  Matter,  to  carry  fome 
Goods  to  an  Inn  with  a  Country  Girl,  a  Virgin ,  that 
had  bought  them  of  him,  told  me  himfelf,  he  prevail¬ 
ed  with  her  as  they  went  along  to  go  into  a  Houfe 
to  Drink  with  him,  and  afterwards  to  let  him  De¬ 
bauch  her,  which  he  (aid  he  did,  and  for  no  other 
Reafon,  as  he  alledg’d,  but  becaufe  he  had  heard  ic 
would  clear  him  of  the  Diftemper  ;  which  yet  was  fo 
far  from  having  fuch  an  Effect,  that,  as  it  happen’d, 
it  rendred  his  condition  much  worfe. 

But  notwithftanding  how  plainly  thefe  Inftances 
here  given,  may  indicate  the  unlikelinefs  of  the  Difeafe 
being  bred  by  the  mixture  of  divers  Seeds  in  the  fame 
Womb,  yet  many  contend  that  it  is  pofifibJe,  and  one 
Author  that  I  have  met  with,  does  ftrenuoufly  aflerc 
it,  and  gives  the  following  Inftance,  which  was  com¬ 
municated  to  him  by  one  of  his  Friends,  to  confirm 
his  Opinion,  and  convince  us  of  the  fame,  which  I 
fhall  here  incert  from  him,  vi%. 

A  Girl  between  14  and  1  5  Years  of  Age,  running 
from  the  merciiefs  Hands  of  her  Mother,  threw  herfelf 
under  the  protection  of  one  that  belong’d  to  a  certain 
Manufactory,  who  having  brought  her  into  his  Cham¬ 
ber,  not  only  abus’d  her  by  debauching  her,  but  like- 
wife  expos’d  her  to  the  freedom  of  one  of  his  Com- 
rades,  and  he  to  a  third, and  fo  to  one  another,  that  in 
three  days,  which  was  the  time  the  Girl  continued  in 
that  place,  fix  of  the  Fraternity  had  familiar  Conver- 
fation  with  her.  But  one  of  the  Sparks  reflecting 
upon  what  had  been  done,  fent  the  Girl  home  to  her 
Mother,  and  at  the  lame  time  charg'd  the  old  Woman, 
whom  he  had  employ’d  to  cqnduCI  her,  to  tell  her 
Mother,  that  (he  had  found  her  Daughter  in  a  Church. 
The  Girl  was  forthwith  (hut  up  in  a  Chamber,  to 
which  none  but  the  Mother  had  accefs.  She  had  not 
been  fix  days  under  this  confinement,  but  (he  com¬ 
plain’d  of  violent  Fains  in  making  water.  A  Surgeon 
being  call’d  to  vifis  her,  allur’d  the  Mother  that  her 
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Daughter  was  Clapt  ;  but  (he  ftiffly  denying  it,  the 
Cure  was  neglected ;  but  about  twelve  days  after  a 
Bubo  appearing  in  her  right  Groin ,  fo  far  convinc'd 
the  Mother,  that  the  Girl  found  her  fclf  under  a  necef- 
fity  of  confefling  her  Crime,  and  all  that  had  happen’d. 
Upon  which  the  Men  who  had  been  concern’d  with 
her,  were  brought  before  the  Magiftrate,  who  having 
commanded  them  to  be  infpedted,  were  all  found  to 
be  found  and  untainted,  without  the  lead  fign  of  any 
Venereal  Diftetnper.  And  the  Author  of  this  Relation 
fays,  that  he  was  every  day  in  company  with  them 
afterwards,  and  allures  us  that  they  all  continu’d  very 
well  in  health  for  i  z  Years  together  ;  fo  that  he  wou’d 
have  it  believ’d,  the  Infe&ion  the  Girl  had,  was 
by  the  corrupt  Ferment  of  the  mixt  Seeds  in  her 
Womb. 

However,  this  Relation  is  no  convincing  Reafon 
to  me,  that  the  Girl  got  the  Infe&ion  that  way  ;  for 
many  Men,  to  my  knowledge,  have  Venereal  Indif- 
pofirions  upon  them,  which  none  but  themfelves  can 
find  our,  if  they  pleafe  to  conceal  their  complaints, 
and  yet  is  fufficient  to  infedt  any  found  Companion 
they  fhali  have  to  do  with,  tho’  at  the  fame  time  they 
look  well,  have  no  F^unning^ubofore^Sc c.  about  them  ; 
and  no  doubt  but  one  or  more  of  thofe  Men  had  the 
Difeafe,  and  gave  it  to  the  Girl,  tho*  the  Surgeon  could 
not  difeover  it  upon  them,  it’being  fo  much  their  In- 
tereft  to  conceal  it  ail  they  could  ;  and  it  not  appear¬ 
ing  to  him  they  had,  was  no  affurance  of  their  being 
clear  ;  as  many  Patients  that  may  chance  to  read  this 
Story,  can  too  well  affirm  to  the  Truth  of ;  which 
yet  the  following  true  inftance  will  more  plainly  de- 
monftrate. 

A  certain  Gentleman  was  to  be  Married  on  a  day 
appointed  to  a  Lady  of  Fortune,  but  a  Letter  coming 
to  her  Father,  of  his  having  had  the  Foul  Difeafe ,  the 
Solemnity  was  put  off ;  but  he  denying  the  matter, 
and  defiring  to  be  infpefted,  the  Father  and  he  goes 
privately  to  a  Surgeon  of  Eminency,  who  upon  the 
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niceft  enquiry,  gave  aflfurances  he  was  well,  and  per¬ 
fectly  free  from  ail  Venereal  Taint.  Upon  this  they 
were  Married,  but  had  not  been  fo  a  Month,  but  the 
young  Lady  was  Clapt.  Upon  complaining  to  her  Mo¬ 
ther,  a  Midwife  was  fent  for ;  (he  advifes  to  me,  and 
that  Night  I  was  call'd  ;  where,  upon  informing  my- 
felf  of  the  matter,  found  her  and  her  Husband  both  in 
the  fame  pickle.  I  extorted  from  him  a  confefIion,how 
that  a  year  before,  by  a  Woman,  he  got  a  fwelling  on 
the  Yard ,  and  another  in  the  Groin,  which  aQuucl^  by 
a  few  Purges,  told  him,  he  had  effectually  earned  off, 
tho*  he  us’d  frequently  to  complain  of  Aches  and5 Pains, 
and  when  hot  would  have  red  Spots  in  his  Skin,which 
went  away  when  he  was  cold,  and  that  he  was  affur’d 
when  he  told  him  of  it,  that  it  was  only  the  Scurvy  in 
his  Blood.  But  he  infetted  her,  and  (he  him,  and 
they  both  had  Runnings.  They  were  committed  to 
my  Care,  and  difmifs  a  perfectly  Cured.  Thus  by 
concealing  complaints  in  fome  Cafes,  the  belt  Artift 
may  be  deceiv’d,  which  yet  by  fome  Medicines  will 
be  difeover’d,  as  I  (hall  by  and  by  take  notice  of. 

Neither  is  it  poflible  (  tho’  many  perfwade  them- 
felves  to  the  contrary)  to  get  the  Venereal  Diftemper, 
by  lying  with  a  Woman  when  (he  has  her  Monthly 
Vifics  upon  her ;  for  were  that  likely,  how  many 
hundreds  of  Men  (hould  we  have  every  Day  infect¬ 
ed  ?  there  being  many  that  are  of  fo  hot  and  ungo- 
vernable  a  Temper,  as  not  to  fpare  their  Wives,  even 
in  that,  the  molt  forbidden  Seafon,  altho*  they  have 
heard  ( it  being  what  fome  Phyficians  and  Mid- wives 
affert)  that  Children  begotten  at  that  Jundtnre,  moil 
commonly  are  Born  either  Weakly,  or  Diftemperd  ; 
or  as  fome  fay  (  tho’  without  the  leaft  parity  of  Rea- 
fon.)  Red- hair’d.  I  remember  I  have  read,  that  the 
$exvs  ftriClly  avoid  all  Copulation  with  their  Wives, 
during  their  Menftruous  Impurity  5  which  if  Chriftims 
would  obferve,  would  not  be  amifs  ;  for  by  that  their 
good  obfervance,  not  only  Conceptions  are  prevented, 
but  vitiated  and  defiled  Conceptions  alfo.  which  at 
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shofe  times  generally  prove  Impure,  and  oftentimes  fix 
Difeafes  in  the  Principles  of  the  Birth,  and,  as  foine 
fay,  is  more  the  caufe  of  Small- Pox,  and  Mea(les$ 
than  any  thing  elle,  by  the  Menftruous  Impurities  of 
the  Mothers  Blood,  which  the  Infant  contracts  in  the 
Nutriment  of  the  Womk  But  at  thofe  times  alfo,  as 
well  as  at  other  Times  and  Seafons,  even  in  the  moft 
Amorous  Embrace,  can  it  poflibly  procure  to  either  of 
them  the  fool  Difeafe,  (provided  the  Parties  be  found) 
for  ifoe  Reafons  already  alledgd,  however  fome  others 
may  be  of  a  contrary  Opinion  ;  an  Inftance  of  which 
was  a  Man  that  I  not  long  fince  had  in  Cure  for  a 
C/dp, who  to  excufe  his  Folly  of  Rambling  abroad, pof- 
feft  his  Wife,  and  endeavour'd  alfo  to  amufe  me^hac  he 
got  it  by  converfing  with  her  at  that  Jundure,  which 
the  poor  credulous  Woman  believ’d,  and  had  nothing 
more  to  fay,  but  that  he  might  e’en  thank  himfelf,  it 
feeing  his  own  Fault ;  which  was  indeed  too  true, 
tho"  die  poor  Woman  at  the  fame  time  was  under  a 
fore  miftake. 

But  tbo’  neither  of  thefe  laft  mention’d  ways  can 
produce  that  Difeafe,  there  is  yet  a  certain  way  of 
becoming  infeded,  without  Carnal  Copulation,  or 
attracting  it  by  any  external  Means,  and  that  is,  by 
Hereditary  Succeftion,  the  Parents  Mafs  of  Blood,  and 
confequently  Seeds  being  infected  with  the  Verier eal 
Taint  ar  the  time  of  the  begetting  the  Birth,  and  be¬ 
ing  connatural  with  the  Seminal  and  Sanguine  Prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  Body,  makes  the  deeped:  Srain  and  Tin¬ 
cture,  and  is  moft  difficult  to  be  fetcht  out  $  many 
©s'  which.  Born  with  the  Difeafe  upon  them,  I  have 
had  in  Cure,  and  which  has  prov'd  very  ftubborn  and 
obdurate,  when  arriv’d  to  the  height  of  Infection : 
One,  that  juft  now  occurs  to  my  Memory,  among 
ihe  many  others  that  I  could  recoiled:,  is  as  follows, 

A  young  Perfon  Born  of  impure  Parents,  whofe 
Care  not  being  look'd  after,  or  endeavour'd  in  its  Mir 
nority,  ( tho’  if  it  had,  might  very  probably  have  been 
difficultly  cured )  was.  when  grown  up,  fo  confirm'd. 
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and  the  whole  Mafs  of  Blood  and  Juices  fo  contami¬ 
nated  and  fpoil’d,  that  all  the  Efforts  of  Curing  were 
but  frmtiefly  attempted,  infomuch  that  the  Life  it  led, 
which  westo  15  or  16  Years  of  Age,  was  a  Life  of 
Mifery  and  Pain,  it  rotting  away,  as  it  were,  by 
peace-meal ;  fome  part  of  the  Nofe,  Check,  and  $aw9 
befides  the  Palate,  &c.  being  confumed,  before  it  ap- 
proached  to  the  time  of  its  deplorable  Death  ;  So  that 
we  may  fee,  that  the  Hereditary  Venereal  Difeafe  is  the 
worft  to  be  endured,  hardeft  to  be  cured,  and  is  what 
generally  proves  the  moft  fatal  to  the  Patient,  the  ma¬ 
lignant  Venom  being  elTentially  implanted  into  the 
very  nature  of  the  Birth,  and  is  very  difficultly  in  all, 
if  ever  perfectly  in  any,  eradicated  and  cured ;  and 
it’s  to  be  obferv’d  generally,  that  as  fuch  Hereditary 
Poxes  are  harder  of  Cure,  fo  the  Infection  in  Children 
born  with  ir,  is  the  fooner  and  eafier  communicated 
to  the  Nurfes  that  give  them  fuck,  and  ftill  the  fooner 
convey’d  to  others  that  they  converfe  or  have  to  do 
with.  I  remember  I  have  read  fome  where  of  a  Child 
that  was  born  thus  Difeafed,  that  infeefted  the  Nude 
that  fuckled  it ;  (he  not  knowing  any  thing  of  the 
Matter,  infedfed  her  Husband,  and  two  Children 
more  that  (he  gave  fuck  to  ;  thofe  Children  were  no 
fooner  taken  home  but  they  infetfted  their  Mothers, 
their  Mothers  their  Husbands  ;  and  fo,in  (horr,  no  lefs 
than  nine  feveral  Perfons,  by  means  thereof,  were  in- 
fe&ed  in  the  fpace  of  one  Months  time. 

Hence  it  is  that  there  are  fo  many  Hereditary  Ma¬ 
ladies  ;  fo  many  fcrophidcus  Tumors  and  Difeafes  ; 
fuch  breakings  out  and  weakness  in  Children  ;  fuch 
complaints  of  their  not  Thriving  ;  that  fo  many  die  of 
Convulfions ,  are  afflicted  with  Packets,  &c.  Hence 
alfo  is  it,  that  if  they  live  to  grow  up,  they  are  trou¬ 
bled  with  Scut  vies ,  old  V  leers,  Gouts ,  P\ieumAtifmsr 
Collicks ,  8cc.  that  there  are  fo  many  white  Courfet 
amongft  Women  5  and,  in  a  word,  from  thence  it  is 
that  moft  part  of  thofe  Difeafe^  which  we  obferve  in 
Families  do  anfe,  and  which  are  ufually  and  unfuc- 
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cefsfully  treated  with  only  Remedies  fuitable  to  what 
they  reprefent  to  be,  becaufe  the  original  Caufe  is 
either  ignorantly  or  wilfully  conceal’d,  and  which, 
for  fear  of  offending,  the  Phyfician  himfelf  dare  not 
be  too  inquifitive  about. 

But  it  may  be  objedled  here  by  fome,  that  notwith- 
Handing  the  Parents  may  have  the  Difeafe  upon  them, 
yet  Children  have  been  Begotten  and  Born  found  and 
clear  from  any  Infection  or  Symptoms  thereof? 
Which,  may  be  true,  as  to  outward  appearance  at 
leaft,  yet,  as  the  Learned  and  moft  Ingenious  Dr.  Bay - 
tiard  fays,  the  InfedHon  has  lain  fmother’d  in  their 
Bloods ;  and  either  fuch  Children,  when  grown  up, 
have  prov’d  Sickly  and  Weak,  or  their  Children  been 
BJckety,  Kjng  s-Evil  d,  or  Confumptive  ;  for  the  Shakes 
and  Girds  ftrong  Phyfick  gives  the  human  Fabrick, 
f  which  the  Parent  under  that  circumftance  muff:  of 
Neceflity  have  taken]]  cannot  but  loofen  fome  Rivets 
and  Pins,  as  I  may  fay,  that  ftiould  go  to  the  faftening 
of  the  Foundation  of  his  Family.  And  quotes  that 
true  faying  of  Galen,  lib,  defeats  prope  finem, 

Nsque  impune  pojfe  adminiflrart  remedia ,  cum  omnia 
prater  naturam  Jint,  ob  idque  naturales  facultates  in - 
fefient ,  nec  pcjjint  adeo  morbofas  Caufas  refcindsre ,  quin 
una  Hits  alt  quid  etiam  benign#  ffubft  antia  rapiant. 

Which  is  in  Englifh,  viz. 

Neither  can  thofe  Remedies  be  admin  iff  red  without 
harm,  feeing  all  things  are  preternatural,  and  for  that 
Reafon  may  infeft  the  natural  Faculties,  nor  can  they 
fo  refcind  or  cut  oft'  the  Morbifick  Caufes,  but  at  the 
fame  time  muff:  fnatch  away  or  ravifh  along  with  them 
fomething  of  the  benign  or  kind  Subftance.  And  this 
is  that,  fays  he,  which  caufes  no  good  Texture  in 
our  Offspring .  Hence  the  complaints  of  Mala  fta? 
mina  Vita  when  the  Web  and  the  Woof  are  not  well 
ftruck  together.

How  many  Children,  fays  he,  have  I  heard  (  from 
their  bitternefs  of  Soul)  Curfe  their  Parents  for  beget¬ 
ting  them,  the  wretched  Heirs  apparent  to  Pills ,  Po- 
tions,  and  Pojfet- drink,  dwindling  out  their  fluttering 
Snuff  of  Life ,  in  [Pain  and  Mifery,  and  fpending  their 
little  Subftance  among  Phyfick  -  Harpies,  and  their 
ravenous  Attendants,  Nurfes ,  Quacks ,  Apothecaries , 

Were  I,  fays  he,  a  young  Woman ,  I  think  I  (hou'd 
very  well  be  acquainted  with  my  Man  ,  and  his 
Manners  too,  e’er  I  ventur’d  on  .  the  Voyage-Life,  in 
the  Ship  Matrimony  ;  and  e  contrario ,  the  Man  fome- 
times  has  been  Ship-wreck’d  on  as  gotten  a  Bottom , 
8cc.  for  Non  femper  Infer ius ,  jicut  fuperius . . 

One  may  lool k  Brisk;  Cherry-Cheeky 

And  yet  Below-Stairs  Weak* 

That  Woman  s  in  a  doubtful  Cafey 
That  builds  her  hopes  upon  a  Face  ; 

As  One  was  cheated  when  fhe  Chofe 
A  Husband  by  the  length  of' s  Nofe* 

But  I  go  on. 

There  is  yet  another  way  of  getting  the  Infection, 
without  Carnal  Copulation,  or  by  Hereditary  Com¬ 
munication,  and  which  has  been  but  very  litrle  ta¬ 
ken  notice  of  by  Authors,  by  fome  indeed  judg’d  un¬ 
likely  5  but  the  Account  I  am  going  to  give,  will 
make  the  contrary  manifeff  ;  ,the  way  I  mean  is  by 
only  a  fuperficial  contact  or  meer  touch 1  with  the 
Privities ,  the  Man  no  mord  than  placing  the  erected 
Tard  to  the  Womans  Labia ,  without  the  leaft  entrance 
into  her  Body;  which  wanton  and  luftful  Dalliance, 
have,  notwithftanding  their  imagin’d  Safety,  prov’d 
of  bad  prefage  to  numbers  ;  the  Pocky  Steams  of  the 
difeafea  Woman  having,  by  means  thereof,  as  effe¬ 
ctually  imprinted  their  malignant  Miafms  on  the  Ge¬ 
nitals  of  rhofe  wary  Gentlemen,  as  if  they  had  pur- 
fued  a  clofe  Engagement ;  fome  Inffances  of  which  I 
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have  met  with,  and  could  divertingly  enough  relare  ; 
but  they  being  too  tedious  to  be  particulariz’d  in  this 
place,  (hall  only  take  notice  of  two  or  three  which 
happen’d  very  lately,  and  referve  the  remainder  for 
their  proper  places  by  and  by. 

An  Apprentice  that  had  the  Venereal  Diftemper, 
importun’d  the  Servant-Maid  in  the  Houfe,  (  who 
was  a  Virgin  )  upon  the  promife  of  Marriage,  to  let 
him  lie  with  her,  he  alluring  her,  that  by  what  he  had 
learnt  by  reading  fotne  Phylick  Books,  he  could  fo 
order  the  Matter  as  that  it  fhould  be  great  pleafure  to 
them  both,  and  yet  he  would  not  get  her  with  Child, 
(  a  great  Belly  being  moft  (he  fear’d)  to  which  at 
length  Ihe  confented,  not  in  the  leaft  imagining  him 
to  have  the  Diftemper;  but  how  far  the  Thoughts  of 
his  Condition  might  reftrain  him  from  a  ciofe  En¬ 
gagement,  I  know  nor,  but  when  Ihe  came  to  me  to 
be  cured  of  a  fore  Throat,  which  fhe  faid  Ihe  had  got¬ 
ten  by  Cold,  obferving  her  to  be  Hoarfe,  and  finding 
upon  infpedlion  there  were  foul  'Ulcers  upon  the  Uvula 
and  Tonjils,  I  fufpedted  her  Condition,  and  charg’d 
her  with  having  the  Diftemper,  which,  after  fome  de¬ 
nial,  Ihe  confels’d,  and  related  the  whole  Story.  But 
that  which  feem’d  very  much  to  pleafe  and  comfort 
her  under  this  melancholly  Difafter,  was,  that  (he  nei¬ 
ther  was  with  Child,  nor  fo  much  as  had  parted  with 
her  Virginity,  fhe  declaring  that  he  was  fo  far  fr^m 
ejecting  any  Seed  into  her  Body,  that  he  did  not  eriter 
her  any  farther  than  the  Labia,  which,  upon  fome 
further  Queftions  that  I  ask’d  her,  and  further  Alfu- 
rances  (he  gave  me,  I  was  almoft  ready  to  believe  ; 
but  when  I  again  conlider’d  the  unlikeiinefs  thereof,  I 
could  not  but  be  of  a  contrary  Mind,  and  concluded 
that  he  might  either  emit  Seed  into  the  Uterus  and  not 
get  her  with  Child,  or  not  emit  into  her,  and  fo 
efcape,  notwichftanding  by  either  of  which  means  he 
might  give  her  the  Difeafe  ;  but  otherwife  I  cannot 
believe,  nor  that  fhe  retains  her  Virginity,  wharever 
Ihe  may  fancy  ;  for  a  fmali  Running  and  heat  of  Urine 
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(he  told  me  (he  had,  and  the  Ulcers  in  her  Throat  as 
aforefaid  were  vifible,  fo  that  (he  was  both  Pcxt  and 
Clapt  together,  and  without  doubt  no  Virgin.  This 
Pcrfon  I  cured,  and  (he  remains  nowin  as  good  a  (late 
of  Health  as  any  one  can  enjoy. 

Another  that  I  think  neceffary  to  take  notice  of,  was 
a  Man  that  upon  going  to  converfe  with  a  Woman, 
that  be  had  pickt  up  in  the  Street,  found  her  Body 
wet,  and  fearing  the  harm,  retreated,  after  he  had 
juft  toucbt  her  with  his  Yard,  and  contented  himfelf 
with  the  accommodation  fhe  was  capable  of  affording 
him  by  her  Hand,  and  difmifs’d  her  ;  the  next  Mor¬ 
ning  when  he  arofe,  he  found  a  great  pain  in  his 
Back,  and  foon  after  in  his  Yard ,  with  a  rednefs ; 
upon  which  he  applies  to  a  Surgeon,  who  in  the  fpace 
of  three  Weeks  or  a  Month,  left  him  as  he  found  him, 
or  rather  worl'e :  He  goes  then  to  another  Surgeon, 
who  in  about  the  fame  compafs  of  time,  afforded 
him  likewife  no  Relief ;  and  finding  he  could  not  cure 
him,  told  him  at  laft  he  ail’d  nothing,  and  that  he  was 
fure  there  was  nothing  in  it,  for  that  he  had  not  the 
Diftemper  ;  but  meeting  with  my  Book,  he  comes 
from  him  to  me.  I  told  him  by  his  Complaints  he 
certainly  was  infetfted,  and  put  him  into  a  method  of 
Cure  ;  upon  raking  of  the  Medicines  other  Symptoms 
appear’d,  which  the  more  confirm’d  me  that  his  con¬ 
dition  was.  as  I  fffd,  which  to  be  fureit  was,  and  of 
which  in  forne  time  after  I  cured  him,  and  he  remains 
how  as  perfetftly  weii  as  ever  in  his  Life. 

And  further  to  (hew  how  poyfoncus  and  penetrat¬ 
ing  thofe  malignant  Venenal  Effluvia’s  are,  and  how 
eafily,  and  before  a  Man  is  aware,  he  may  get  the 
Diftemper, I'll  relate  or.eCafe  more,wh'i<fh  is  as  follows. 

A  certain  Gentleman  came  to  me;  and  told  me  he 
had  got  a  C/ap,  and  defired  my  atfiftance,and  that  begot 
it  in  a  Coach  with  a  Woman  he  one- Night  pickt  up 
at  the  Phy-houie.  He  prorefted  in  the  firft  place  thac 
he  nerer  lay  with  her,  nor  fo  much  as  touch’d  her 
Vrivitia  with  his  Yard,  by  reifon  fhe  told  him  fhe 
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was  Poxt ,  which  he  faid  he  foon  found  to  be  true, 
by  a  forenefs,  and  fcabbinefs,  and  moifture  upon  her 
Privy-Parts ,  upon  which  fhe  only  accommodated  him 
with  her  Hand  ;  which  ro  be  fure  ( if  he  got  the  In¬ 
fection  no  other  way,  nor  of  no  other  Perfon)  I  told 
him  (he  had  before  wetted  and  befmear’d  with  the  fil¬ 
thy  Matter  from  her  own  Body  ;  and  that  he  told  me 
(he  certainly  had  done,  and  did  it  out  of  Revenge, 
becaule  (he  required  more  Money  for  the  Civility 
than  he  was  willing  to  give  her,  and  that  he  obfer- 
ved  at  the  fame  time  her  Hand  felt  wet  to  his  Tard ; 
but  however  it  was,  and  which  way  he  got  it,  this  I 
am  fure  of,  that  he  was  feverely  Claptt  and  I  cured 
him  ;  not  but  that  I  believe  at  the  fame  time,  it  is 
polfible  to  get  the  Infection  that  way,  and  that  by 
Fridlion  or  rubbing  the  Tard  with  a  warm  Hand,  jufi 
wet  with  a  virulent  Venereal  Matter,  the  Pocky  conta¬ 
gious  Mia lms  may  enter  into  the  Pores  of  the  ereefied 
heated  Tard,  and  prove  infectious. 

I  infiance  thefe  Cafes  to  (hew  how  that  Dalliance 
oftentimes  carries  Danger,  when  leaft  fufpe&ed,  and 
that  it  is  not  only  upon  the  immifiion  of  I{em  in 
and  ejecting  Seed  into  the  Vterus  ,  that  the  Difiemper 
is  gotten  as  many  fancy,  but  that  it  is  alfo  gotten, 
as  has  been  fufficiemiy  proved,  by  a  fimple  bare  con¬ 
tact,  or  meer  touching  of  one  infected  Privity  with 
another. 

And  (fill  the  more  to  demGnftrate,  that  Infections 
by  Contact  are  pofilble,  the  Reader  is  dehred  to 
take  notice  of  the  following  Letter,  which  came 
very  opportunely  to  me  by  the  Pcft ,  ( juit  as  this 
was  Printing  )  from  a  Surgeon  living  at  Gofpcrt  near 
Portfmouth ,  who  was  my  Apprentice,  an  expert,  in¬ 
genious  Young  Man,  and  the  laft  that  ferv’d  me; 
the  former  part  of  the  Letter  is  an  Acknowledg¬ 
ment  for  two  Books  I  fent  him  fome  time  fince, 
vi My  Tran (lation  of  Cantbarides ,  and  the  fourth 
Edition  of  this  Book;  the  latter  part  of  the  Letter 
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(  which  was  the  occafion  of  my  Inferring  it  )  contains 
a  Remarkable  Account  of  a  young  Boys  being  in» 
fe&ed  by  Contad:  or  Touch  ;  and  happens  very 
pat,  to  corroborate  what  I  have  but  juft  now  obfer- 
ved  and  afterted ,  concerning  Infedions  by  that 
means.

*  I  make  thus  bofd  in  the  Frontifpiece,  to  take  oft' in 

*  fome  meafure  the  Edge  of  your  Reientment ;  and 
4  having  fome  knowledge  of  your  Lenity,  don’t  de- 
‘  fpair. 

4  Sir,  I  have  read  both  Pieces  of  your  Labours, 
c  and  as  I  am  not  fo  arrogantly  conceited  as  to  fay 
c  ( in  refped  of  my  viewing  ’em )  I  have  apply’d 
<  ’em  to  the  Touchftone,  yet  muft  needs  give  this 
‘  Opinion  leave  to  appear,  vi%.  That  they  are  like  a 

*  Beacon  on  the  Cone  of  a  lofty  Mountain,  ferving 
4  for  two  ufes;  the  one  refulting  from  the  other  (i.  e.) 

[  Light,  and  from  thence  Information  of  danger ;  lo 
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e  you  having  generoufly  offer’d  your  Labour  to  the 
e  World,  well-fraught  wirh  good  Experience,  and 

*  penetrating  Ability,  have  been  able  to  give  Light, 
€  and  fo  (  Fir  ft)  caufe  the  Miferable  (as  not  being 
e  altogether  in  the  dark  now  )  to  as  it  were  look  about 

*  'em,  and  from  thence  ( Secondly  )  fearch  for  Safety 
c  or  Health.  The  Matter  here  may  be  raifed  higher 
c  yet,  you  plainly  pointing  by  the  index  of  the  Pen 
4  to  the  Horns  of  the  Alrar,  or  Place  of  Refuge  from 
c  Voracious  Enemies,  vi%.  Cruel  Difeafes  of  the

*  was  a  very  filthy  Figure  to  behold,  was  cloarbed 

*  with  Scabs  and  Ulcers,  and  many  other  Symptoms 
c  when  I  firft  undertook  her,  but  is  now  by  what  I 
1  have  ufed  clear’d  of  all,  except  the  Nodes  on  her 
1  Arms  (which  are  declining  )  and  O^xna  •  1  have 

*  cured  the  Nodes  on  her  Legs  by  opening  ’em  with 
‘  a  Cauftick,  the  Bones  were  very  Carious,  but  are 
‘  now  perfectly  well.  I  know  not  what  to  do  with 
c  the  O^cena,  having  ufed  many  Medicines  to  that 
c  part,  and  dole  down  fome  Catharticks  ;  but  all 

*  makes  no  revulfion,  tec.  this  with  the  red  coming 
c  in  her  Salivation. 

i  As  a  Confirmation  that  Gleets  are  not  always  Se- 

*  minal  Matter  (as  you  fay)  I  have  now  a  very 
c  uncommonIndance,which  I  think  may  be  ferviceable 
c  to  difcufs  the  the  Point,  A  Man  of  good  Re- 
e  putation  in  this  Town,  happen’d  to  fuffer  a  cer- 
c  tain  ( as  he  thought  moded )  Woman  to  lodge  in 
c  his  Houfe,  who  for  a  few  Nights  (  for  want  of  pre- 
c  Cent  conveniency  eifewhere )  lay  with  his  Son,  a  very 
‘  harmlefs,  filly  Lad,  about  the  Age  of  eight  or  nine 
c  Years ;  Ihe  being  very  lecheroufiy  moved  by  the 
c  Spirit  of  the  Flefh,  in  the  Night  drew  the  Child  fe-

*  the  purpofe,  was  as  free  as  before  rtferv’d  ;  'twas 
‘  plain  how  the  Matter  was,  but  fop  more  fatisfaedion 
t  and  proof,  the  Woman  was  fearch'd,  which  gave  a 
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<  fatal  Blow  to  all  her  Excufes,for  (he  was  fentenc’d  to 

<  the  Whipping-Poft,  where  (he  had  Juftice  tipp’d  her 
'  very  fevereiy,  and  from  thence  to  the  Ducking- 
c  ftool,  whence  (he  juft  efcap’d  alive,  &c.  I  think 

<  this  very  true  Inftance  may  be  fomerhing  to  the  pur-

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By  this  Account  it  plainly  appears,  that  the  Lad 
got  the  Infection  no  otherwise  than  by  Contadf,  and 
as  it  difcover'd  it  felf  in  a  Gomrrh.cn  it  ftill  the  plainer 
appears,  it  not  being  to  be  fuppos’d  a  Child  of  eight 
or  nine  Years  of  Age,  could  either  perform  the  A<5t* 
or  emit  Semen. 

How  fallacious  therefore,  and  erroneous  are  thofe 
Opinions,  that  afterc  the  Diftemper  cannot  be  gotten 
but  by  Ejection  cf  Seed  into  the  Womans  Body,  and 
and  if  a  Man  withdraws  his  Yard  in  the  critical  Mi¬ 
nute,  e.  before  the  Seed  is  emitted,  he  comes  off 
without  Injury  ;  for  that,  as  they  fay,  the  Taint  is 
never  communicated  from  the  Woman,  nor  receiv’d 
by  the  Man,  other, wife  than  through  the  Vrethr*  or 
paffage  of  the  Tardy  which,  as  they  fay,  powerfully 
attracts  it  into  the  Mans  Seminal  Veflels,  after  the 
Seed  is  fent  out,  and  fo  got  by  Su&ion  ;  and  that  the 
Woman  never  receives  the  Taint  from  the  Man  but 
by  the  Seed  call  into  her  Body  ;  which  Reafons  are 
fo  abfurd  and  groundlefs,  (much  like  the  Story  which 
Averroes  writes,  of  a  Woman  that  was  got  with  Child 
in  a  Bath,  from  fome  Seed  which  wicked  Men  had 
fpent  there,  and  which  her  Womb  had  attra&ed  into 
jc )  that  I  wonder  any  Ihould  take  up  with  them  ; 
and  whatever  any  Men  or  Women  of  Pleafure  may 
fancy  and  perfwade  themfelves,  as  to  the  Truch  of 
thefe  Alfertions,  and  rely  upon  the  fame  and  venture 
it ;  this  I  am  confident  of,  that  where  one  Perfon  has 
the  good  fortune  that  way  to  efcape,  ten  have  the 
ill  luck  to  get  the  Infeed  ion,  provided  the  Perfon  they 
convers’d  with  was  polluted  before-hand  with  the 
Difeafe,  But  I  (hall  lav  no  more  of  this  here. 

I  lhall  now  enumerate  die  Signs,  and  fiiew  the  dif¬ 
ference  and  degrees  of  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  and  how 
any  Perfons  may  certainly  know  whether  they  are  in- 
fedted  or  not,  and  give  fome  Hints  how  the  Infection 
may  be  prevented  :  But  before  I  begin,  I  think  it  ne- 
cefifary  to  take  notice  of  a  moft  unfortunate  fort  of 
People,  who  once  having  contracted  this  Difeale, 
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fancy  ( tho*  a  perfect  Cure  has  been  made,  and  not 
the  leaft  Symptom  of  ill  left )  for  a  long  time  after¬ 
wards,  that  they  are  ftill  infe&ed  therewith ;  and 
thofe  Hypocondriacal  People,  whofe  Fears  and  Ima¬ 
ginations  are  as  endlefs  as  they  are  grcundlefs,  will 
at  thofe  times  that  they  are  really  infe&ed,  tho’  but 
with  feme  flight  and  gentle  Symptoms,  fancy  them- 
felves  ten  times  worfe  than  they  truly  are,  and  will 
not  be  beat  out  of  it  by  all  the  Art  that  can  be  ufed  ; 
and  unlels  the  Prafticer  fides  with  them  as  to  the 
height  of  their  Infe&ion,  and  difficulty  of  Cure,  they 
will  daily  wander  from  one  to  another  for  help,  and 
he  that  tells  them  they  are  very  bad,  and  worle  than 
really  they  are,  making  the  Cafe  very  defperate,  (hall 
furely  be  the  Man  that  they’l  enrruft  themielves  with  : 
But  how  far  it  may  be  juftifiable  for  any  to  do  fo,  I 
fliall  not  here  difpute ;  but  in  fuch  Cafes  I  think  no 
fair  skilful  Pra&ifer,  will  Adminifter  any  “further  than 
the  Diftemper  truly  requires,  it  being  mercenary  to 
make  a  Prey  of  thofe  unfortunate  Difcontents,  not- 
withftanding  fo  fair  an  opportunity  offers,  it  much 
more  becoming  a  generous  Mind  to  compaflionare 
and  help  them,  tho’  fome  Within  the  verge  of  my  own 
knowledge  have  milled  and  deceiv'd  their  Patients 
upon  this  fcore,  than  which  nothing  plainer  difeovers 
a  degenerate,  bale  Spirir,  and  (hews  that  if  they  have 
but  the  Power,  they  want  not  the  PPill  to  perform,  fo 
hey  get  but  the  Money.  This  brings  to  my  mind 
ne  following  Cafe.  - 

A  melancholly,  fanciful  Gentleman  of  my  Acquain¬ 
tance,  who  fome  years  ago,  had  by  rambling  abroad 
with  ill  Company,  fuch  a  defire  to  ftrangeFlefh  fnot- 
withftanding  the  advantage  of  having  a  pretty  Woman 
ro  his  Wife  at  home)  that  nothing  would  ferve  him 
but  he  muft  do  as  the  reft  ;  and  from  among  other 
Women  that  were  then  in  Company,  he  takes  afide 
one  of  a  florid,  healthy  Countenance,  whofe  Artifice 
and  Cunning  were  fuch,  that  upon  the  Queftion  ask'd 
Jher?  if  (he  was  clean  ?  feem’d  fo  highly  affronted,  that 
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he  could  hardly  afterwards  prevail  with  her.  The 
allur’d  Gentleman  fired  at  the  alteration,  thinking  her 
Modefty  the  greater,  and  that  by  her  Countenance 
and  Carriage  fhe  could  not  but  be  clean,  makes  bet¬ 
ter  Terms  to  her  than  before  Ihe  had  agreed  to,  and 
upon  that  gains  her  confenr  ;  but  fhe  prov’d  to  him  a 
Firefhip  and  infetfled  him  to  purpofc  *  but  what  was 
worfe,he  putting  confidence  in  the  Slur,  and  before  he 
perceiv’d  that  any  thing  ail’d  him,  gave  the  Diftemper 
to  his  Wife.  A  few  days  after  the  Difcovery  he  came 
to  me  for  Cure,  relating  the  Adventure  as  abovefaid. 
I  prefcntly  enquir’d  how  it  far'd  with  his  Wife  ?  He 
fell  a  crying,  and  told  me  that  he  fear’d  he  had  given 
it  to  her,  which  quickly  after  prov’d  to  be  too  true ; 
upon  which  I  undertook  them  both,  and  foon  finifti’d 
their  Cure.  But  for  a  long  time  after  this  unfortu¬ 
nate  Gentleman  was  perfectly  freed  from  the  Difeafe, 
I  could  not  perfwade  him  to  believe  (  at  leaft-wife 
long  together  Jthat  he  was  well,  but  he  would  fre¬ 
quently  come  to  me  in  Terrorem ,  in  a  Fright,  com¬ 
plaining  of  this  and  that  Symptom,  either  in  himfelf 
or  his  Wife,  which  he  laid  he  was  fure  was  from  the 
Pox;  tho’  it  was  really  nothing,  and  what  only  pro¬ 
ceeded  from  his  mclancholly  Indifpofition,  as  after  the 
expence  of  a  great  deal  of  Money  and  Time  in  orher 
Hands,  (who  ever  faid  as  he  faid)  he  was  con¬ 
vinc’d. 

And  we  too  well  know  that  the  Hypochondriack 
Diftemper  changes  it  felf,  Proteus-like,  into  any  fhape, 
reprefenting  fometimes  in  the  fpace  of  a  few  Hours, 
almoft  every  Difeafe  incident  to  Mankind,  bringing 
the  Patients  under  fuch  difmal  apprebenlions,  and 
rendring  them  fo  unaccountably  Whimfical,  that  it  is 
really  the  hardeft  Task  imaginable  to  perfwade  them 
to  the  contrary,  notwithftanding  the  Reafons  given 
them  to  be  back'd  with  never  fo  plain  and  undeniable 
Arguments.  This,  I  fay,  is  the  nature  of  the  Hypo¬ 
chondriack  Difeafe,  which  yet  has  a  much  worfe  efied: 
\ipon  thofe  People  that  have  once  had  the  Venere/il 
*  •  Diftemper, 
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Diftemper,  or  that  have  but  once  gone  the  way  to  gee 
it,  tho'  at  the  fame  Time  they  have  really  had  the 
good  hap  to  efcape  it :  I  fay,  upon  thofe  has  this  Di~ 
feafe  had  fuch  an  effeft,  that  feveral  have  came  to 
me  and  would  not  be  fatisfied  ’till  I  had  given  them 
fomething  for  that  purpofe ;  and  fcarcely  then  would 
they  be  eafie,  or  at  leaft  but  for  a  little  while,  fo 
ftrangely  does  Melancholly  poffefs  fome  People,  and 
fo  difficult  a  Task  it  is  to  procure  Mens  Sam  in  Cor - 
pore  Sano  $  for  as  Lucres.  Ub .  5.  fays, 

—  Nifi  purgatum  eft  pcftw,  qu.t  puclid  nobit , 

Atque  pericula  tunc  mgr  at  is  inftnuandum  / 

Dnlcfs  the  Mind  be  purg’d,  what  Conflicts  ft  rah 
And  Dangers ,  VfiU  it  not  insinuate  } 

The  like  effects  of  Hypochondriacal  People,  are  aL 
fo  taken  notice  of  by  a  late  eminent  Surgeon  of  this 
City,  that  tells  us  of  a  Tradefman,  who,  after  his 
WifeV  Death,  falling  into  ill  Company,  and  being 
heated  with  Drink,  ltray’d  and  got  a  Clap  3  for  which 
he  had  been  under  feveral  Hands,  having  coft  him 
amongft  them  Forty  Pounds,  and  he  ftill  worie  and 
worfe.  This  Surgeon  ask’d  him,  if  ever  he  had  a 
Gonorrhea  to  which  he  anfwer’d  in  the  Affirmative, 
accompany’d  with  great  pain  in  his  Back,  which 
ftill  continued  ;  alio  fuch  a  pain  in  my  Nofe,  fays 
hs,  that  I  fear  it  will  fall.  Upon  more  particular 
Enquiry,  fays  this  Author,  I  found  no  fuch  thing,  on¬ 
ly  upon  his  draining  to  make  Urine,  or  upon  a  Clofe- 
ftool,  he  had  an  involuntary  eff'ufion  of  Seed,  which 
was  an  old  Infirmity  the  Patient  had  forgot.  This 
Surgeon  endeavour’d  to  fatisfie  him  that  he  had  efca» 
ped  better  than  he  deferv’d  ;  but  whether  the  Patient 
continued  in  that  Belief,  he  fomething  doubted,  but 
heard  afterwards  that  he  had  taken  no  Pbyfick,  nor 
found  any  Caufe  for  it,  he  continuing  very  well. 

My 
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My  (elf  alfo  had  a  Woman  in  Cure,  who  receiv’d 
the  Infe&ion  from  fyer  Husband,  and  being  but  of 
a  melancholick  Difpofition,  would  not  for  a  long 
time  be  perfwaded  but  that  her  Nofe  was  coming 
off,  and  was  in  fuch  Frights  concerning  it,  that  (he 
would  often  feel  of  it,  and  rife  up  in  the  Night  to 
look  in  a  Glafs  ;  but  (he  at  length  found  ir  was 
more  her  Fears  than  any  thing  elfe,  (he  and  her  Nofe 
too  remaining  in  a  very  good  Condition, tho5  it  be  home 
Years  fince  the  Cure  was  perform’d. 

Thefe  dreadful  Apprehenfions  have  frequently  pof~ 
feft  the  Imaginations  of  fome  People  that  had  raken 
the  way  to  get  the  Pox,  lo,  as  to  be  foon  perfwaded 
they  have  it,  whether  it  be  fo  or  no,  ftrangely  ima¬ 
gining  they  had  ail  the  Pains  and  other  Symptoms 
they  have  either  read  of,  or  heard  others  talk  of, 
and  who  were  fo  far  from  being  fatisfied  to  the  con¬ 
trary,  (tho’  they  really  had  it  not)  that  they  would 
go  away  with  unquiet  Minds,  and  range  about  till 
they  had  found  fome  Undertaker  that  would  agree 
with  them,  in  faying  what  they  laid.  Which  done, 
inftead  of  being  better,  grew  wot  fe,  the  Imagination, 
where  the  Imaginary  Difeafe  was  feared,  remaining 
{till  uncured, and  like  to  be  fo,for  all  the  Methods  thac 
were  taken  for  their  fuppos’d  Cure,and  this,Qw4  mentis 
morbus ,  becaufe  the  Mind  was  difeas’d  ;  whereupon 
they  prefuming  they  were  not  in  Hands  skilful 
enough,  have  gone  to  others,  and  fo  forwards,  'rill 
they  had  ruin’d  both  their  Bodies  and  their  Purfes. 

Several  more  of  thofe  unhappy  People  I  could 
mention,  many  of  them  fo  bad  as  to  be  hurried  by 
the  Perplexity  (  torrenti  Similis)  to  almoft  defparati- 
on,  and  which  by  the  Devil’s  Itiftigations  ( he  ever 
making  ufe  of  the  opportunity)  have  been  led  often¬ 
times  to  the  horrid  Adi  of  laying  violentHands  op  them- 
felves ;  but  regarding  what  I  delign  further,  (hail  fay 
no  more  of  this  here,  but  proceed  to  enumerate  the 
Signs,  Difference,  Degrees,  of  this  Difeafe,  and 
conclude  this  Chapter, 
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Tbe  Prologue  to  the  Venereal  or  Confirm’d  Pox,  is 
a  Gonorrhea,  Clap ,  or  Pawning  of  the  f(eins,  or  as  the 
French- men  call  it,  un  Chaude  Piffe,  or  Heat  or  Scald¬ 
ing  of  Urine,  of  which  it  wilt  be  expedient  fir  ft  to  fay 
fomething,  before  we  defcribe  tbe  Signs  or  Symptoms 
of  the  other. 

The  Pickle  then  that  a  Man  finds  himfelf  in,  after 
he  has  convers’d  with  a  Pocky  Woman,  is,  vi%.  a 
fharpnefs  of  Urine,  and  prefling  to  make  Water,  tho: 
he  had  made  Water  but  juft  before  j  a  heat  in  his 
Yard,  which  foon  after  occafions  an  Eredtion,  and 
confequently  in  fome  a  defire  to  repeat  the  former 
Adt ;  prelent ly  after,  perhaps  a  dribling  of  hot  and 
fharp  Urine  by  little  and  little,  and  fometimes  by 
Drops  only,  with  a  Pain  and  Sharpnefs  through  the 
whole  Dudt  of  the  Urethra,  upon  which  fometimes 
l'ucceeds  Sorenefs  all  over  the  Limbs  like  Cold, 
Dulnefs,  Heavinefs  and  Melancholly,  and  a  little 
Glceting  at  his  Yard,  efpecially  upon  fqucczing  it 
with  the  Hand  ;  after  which  follows  a  greafie  yellow 
Matter,  and  fometimes  greenifli ,  which  ftains  his 
Shirr,  and  is  oftentimes  attended  with  great  Pain  in 
the  eredtion  or  {landing  of  the  Yard ,  efpecially  when 
the  Running  is  virulent ,  caufing  a  contraction  of 
the  Frxnum  or  Bridle  of  the  Yard  like  a  Cord,  which 
draws  the  end  of  it  upon  eredtion  downwards,  and  is 
call’d  a  Cordee ,  being  intolerable  painful,  attended 
fometimes  with  great  induration  or  hardnefs  about  the 
Gians  or  Nut  thereof ;  and  even  fo  exrream  painful 
and  pricking  is  it  fometimes,  that  a  Man  cannot  en¬ 
dure  to  touch  himfelf,  or  luffer  any  thing  elfe  to  touch 
him.  i 

Thefe  are  the  Signs  or  Symptoms  of  a  C'apy  Gonor¬ 
rhea,  or  [{tinning  of  the  l{eins ,  contracted  by  the  em¬ 
brace  of  an  unclean  Perlon,  ( a  foure  Sauce  for  the 
fweet  Sin  )  and  which  always  as  it  is  more  or  lefs  vi¬ 
rulent,  is  attended  with  one,  two,  three,  or  more 
of  thofe  Symptoms,  according  as  the  Perfon  they 
convers’d  with  was  infected  ,  and  according  as  is 
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the  Temperamenr,  Habit  or  Conftitution  of  the  Pa¬ 
tient. 

Women  are  ever  troubled  with  the  fame  Symptoms 
as  are  the  Men  ;  for  when  they  are  Clapt  their  Urine 
i?  alfo  hot,  pricking  and  fmarcing,  and  carries  often¬ 
times  with  it  when  its  made,  a  Itrong  Smell,  and  isr 
frequently  full  of  whitilh  Sands  and  darkifh  Hairs  ; 
they  moreover  feel  themfelves  lometimes  fo  lore  within 
the  Privy-Parts ,  that  they  cannot  fuifer  the  leafl  touch 
without  making  Complaint  or  wry  Faces  •  they  are 
alfo  troubled  with  a  /{tinning  of  the  Heim,  in  every 
particular  refembling  that  in  Men,  and  which  they 
often  find  themfelves  miftaken  about,  by  judging  it  to 
be  only  the  iVuites,  being  every  ready  to  take  up  with 
that  Delufion  and  let  it  pafs  fo,  to  the  negleft  of  their 
Cure  ;  and  the  Phyfician  alfo  trufting  too  much  to 
the  Womans  relation  is  frequently  deceiv’d,  believing 
it  to  be  no  more  than  the  Fluor  Muliebns,  as  fhe  had 
told  him. 

They  are  likewife  fubjedb  to  Bubo's  in  the  Groins, 
Shanks,  and  Cordee's  or'  the  Clitoris ,  Warts  in  the 
Privy-Parts,  Puflules ,  Vlccrs,  Night-pains,  &c.  and 
frequently  when  lnfe^ed,  are  troubled  with  virulent 
and  fometimes  immoderate  Courfes,  Men/ium  fluxus 
immodicut,  which  look  yellow,  or  of  a  deep  red,  and 
which  are  very  hot  and  fmarting;  and  thole  that  be¬ 
fore  Infection  were  vexed  with  the  Whites*  find  them 
then,  fometimes  thick  and  Itreaky,  and  at  other  times 
thin,  fnarp  and  gnawing;  fometimes  more  of  them. 
Alba  nnilierum  Fluxioncs ,  and  fometmes  lefs  ;  and 
fometimes  1  have  known  fome  Women  to  be  aftlidied 
witli  a  bearing  down, that  never  was  fo  before,  through 
foulnefs  and  weaknels  of  the  Womb,  and  fometimes 
with  a  Procidentia  Matrices,  or  falling  out  of  the 
Womb  ;  but  ids  oblerv’d  the  Symptoms  are  generally 
more  favourable  in  Women  than  in  Men,  I  having 
known  fevcral  of  them  noc  fcnfible  of  any  Hunning  or 
any  other  Mifchief,  tho’ at  the  fame  time  juftly  fufpe. 
died  (by  the  Conditions  their Husbasids  have  been  in; 
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that  they  were  infe&ed  by  them,  and  which  has  af¬ 
terwards  appear’d  fo  ;  and  which,  if  had  not  been 
taken  in  time,  might  have  terminated  into  a  thorow 
Pox  ;  it  being  what  is  polTible,  and  has  been  often 
obferv’d,  that  fome  Venereal  Matter  or  Puftules  have 
Iain  hid  in  the  (heath  of  the  Womb,  and  been  there 
detain’d,  and  the  Woman  nocwithftanding  feem  very 
well  ail  the  while,  but  then  the  Taint  has  been  but 
fmall,  occafioned  by  Men  that  have  had  Claps,  who 
as  they  were  told  were  quite  Cured,  and  by  leave  of 
their  Dolors,  convers’d  with  their  Wives,  and  fo 
really,  tho’  /lightly,  infc&ed  them,  they  themfelves 
not  being  perfectly  cleared  from  the  Difeafe  j  and  this 
flight  Infection  appears  not  in  the  Woman  with  the 
common  Symptoms  of  heat  of  Urine,  Pain,  &c.  but 
atfedfcs  with  a  Flux  of  the  FVuites,  fometimes  thin  and 
watery,  at  other  times  thick  and  flimy,  as  before- 
mention’d,  which  they  never  obferv’d  in  themfelves 
before,  and  which  when  the  Husband,  and  after  him 
the  Doctor,  comes  to  be  acquainted  with,  the  latter 
will  however  boldly  aflert,  it  proceeds  from  no  In¬ 
fection,  tho’  at  the  fame  time  can  give  no  reafon  why 
the  Fluor  fiiould  afflidt  them  mere  then,  than  at  any 
time  before  that  late  converfation. 

By  this  means  many  Women  have  fuffer’d  5  and 
many  alfo  that  have  been  fenfibie  of  Hurt  receiv’d, 
yet  being  pretty  free  from  Pain  or  much  Diforder, 
have  llightly  regarded  it,  ’till  the  increafe  of  the 
Symptoms  have  made  ’em  fenfibie  pf  their  negled:,  by 
the  approaching  Ruin  which  have  feem’d  to  threaten 
them. 

The  Running  either  in  Men  or  Women,  doth  not 
always  appear  upon  the  Infection  receiv'd,  fometimes 
it  is  two,  three,  or  four  Days  firft  ;  in  fome  eight, 
ten,  twelve,  or  fourteen  Days,  or  longer ;  in  fome 
fooner,  in  others  later  ;  in  fome  nothing  has  appear’d 
until  a  Day  or  two  after  the  next  Coition ,  as  1  have 
obferv’d  in  many  Men,  who  having  convers’d  with 
Grange  Women,  have  forbore  their  Wives  for  a  fort¬ 
night 
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night  or  longer,  upon  fearing  Hurt,  and  finding  no 
Symptom  appear  all  chat  while,  have  adventur'd  with 
their  Wives,  and  at  the  fame  time  have  given  them 
the  Difeafe,  and  found  prelently  after,  themfelves  alfo 
in  the  fame  Pickle. 

And  tho'  in  fome  it  lies  long,  as  for  a  Month,  two 
or  three,  before  it  fiiews  it  felf,  yec  the  Venom  lies 
not  idle  all  that  while,  for  the  longer  it  lies  hid,  the 
more  inveterate  it  afterwards  proves. 

Trincavcllim  lib .  Ii.  de  Curand.  rat .  particul.  affcEl . 
cap.  n.  reports,  that  a  certain  Woman  brought  forth 
a  Child  difeas’d  with  the  French  Fox ,  being  every 
where  full  of  crufty  Ulcers,  when  as  file  her  felf  ne¬ 
ver  had  any  fign  of  that  Difeafe  contradied,  but  was 
always  to  her  thinking  very  well. 

Horftius  writes  of  one  that  got  the  Pox  in  his 
Youth,  which  did  not  appear  before  he  was  grown 
Old. 

Arr.atus  fpeaks  of  another  who  was  troubled  with 
a  hidderv  JVv,  and  got  two  found  Children,  but  the 
third  Child  prov’d  Infefted  with  a  rank  Pox ;  the 
Mother  of  thofe  Children  enjoying  her  Health  very 
well,  until  flie  was  deliver’d  of  that  laft  Child, 
at  which  time  (lie  found  her  Lips  and  Breafts  to  burft 
out  with  a  fevere  Pox. 

Thefe  and  the  like  dreadful  Confequences  of  that 
mercilefs  Difeafe,  which  I  have  too  often  obferv’d, 
brings  to  my  Mind  what  the  molt  Ingenious  Dr.  Bay- 
nard  (who  we  before  mentioned)  fays,  in  his  Hiftory 
of  Cold  Bathing,  vi%.  That  through  the  many  mifera- 
bie  Spe&acles,  and  fuch  deplorable  Cafes  he  has  feen. 
Poxes  and  Claps ,  &c.  are  the  greateft  Curfe  that  can 
befal  a  Man  in  this  Life  ;  and  declares,  that  fo  old  as 
he  is,  he  would  rather  choofe  to  be  hang’d  this  mo- 
menr,  than  have  any  Infirmity  in  that  corner  of  his 
Microcofm  ;  for  a  Man,  fays  he,  does  not  only  Ruin 
himfelf,  but  Docks  the  Entail  of  his  own  Blood,  and 
brings  a  Ne  plus  ultra  on  his  Name  and  Family  ;  fo 
shat  one  falfe  fiep  in  the  Whoring  Adventure,  is  the 
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Ruin  of  the  whole  Cargo  of  Boys  and  Girls*  And 
that  therefore,  fays  he,  Sylvius  %  Definition  of  the 
Pox ,  was  the  beft  I  ever  met  with,  having  Brevity , 
Perfpicuity  and  Verity ,  when  he  call’d  ir, 

„  PlaieHum  Dei  in  Scortafores.

Yet  though  the  DoHcr  s  Opinion  is  fuch , 
from  the  frightful  Spectacles  he  has  feem,  &c.  it 
mult  notwithstanding  be  allow’d,  that  thoufands  in  a 
Year  in  this  City  are  Cured  ;  but  when  the  Dileafe 
is  ill  manag’d,  and  by  that  means  rivetted  as  it  were 
into  the  very  Nature  of  the  Patient,  then  indeed  it 
may  truly  be  laid  to  be  the  greateft  Curfe  that  can 
befal  a  Man,  tho’  even  then  have  I  known  feveral 
that  have  got  perfcCfly  well,  and  particularly  a  Pa¬ 
tient  that  I  had  in  Cure  for  a  Pocky  Leprojie ,  who 
boldly  Marry’d  after  he  had  got  a  little  clear,  tho’  I 
told  him  I  fear’d  it  would  return  again  in  Autumny 
which  it  did  ;  yet  had  feveral  Children,  who  all,  and 
his  Wife  alfo,  are  very  well,  and  continue  fo  to  be, 
without  the  leaft  appearing  Symptom  of  theDifeafe. 

But  it  has  been  obferv’d,  that  tho*  Children  born 
of  impure  Parents  do  come  into  the  World  very  clear, 
and  with  the  appearance  of  very  found  Bodies,  yet 
notwithftanding  have  been  certainly  Infefted,  and  di¬ 
ed  thereof,  tho*  feem’d  to  have  been  brought  to  their 
ends  by  fomc  other  Dileafe  ;  and  many  Children  are 
daily  Born  infirm,  and  remain  weakly  and  diflemper’d, 
which  the  Pox  is  too  often  the  Foundation  of,  as 
before  I  have  hinted,  and  fhall  have  occalicn  to  fpeak 
more  of  before  I  come  to  the  end. 

And  tho’  in  many  the  Diftemper  lies  hid,  on  the 
other  Hand,  in  others  it  fcon  af.er  appears. 

Q.ifpar  Toreila  tells  us  of  one  who  the  next  Day 
ft-fter  his  converting  with  a  foul  Woman,  was  feiz’d 
wkh  a  fordid  Ulcer  in  his  /drd3  and,  within  the  fpace 
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of  fix  days  was  taken  with  the  mod  infufterable  Nighr- 
iPains  of  his  Head,  Necl{,  Shoulders ,  Arms,  Legs  and 
Sides ,  efpecially  in  the  Mufcles,  which  caus’d  con¬ 
tinual  Watchfulnefs ;  on  the  tenth  Day  were  difco- 
vered  many  Puflules  (fome  of  them  very  grofs  and 
crufty)  in  his  Head ,  Face  and  Necl{. 

Another  the  fame  Aurhor  mentions,  had  his  Lard 
immediately  after  congrcfs  Ulcerated  ;  and  thirty 
Days  afcer,  awaking  out  of  his  Sleep,  found  himfelf 
penciled  all  over  with  red  Spots,  pealing  off  in  Scales 
like  Bran  $  five  Days  after  that,  again,  he  began  to 
be  rack’d  with  horrible  Pains  of  the  Head,  Neel [  and 
Shoulders ,  and  broke  out  into  numberlefs  Botches, 
which  occafioned  the  World  to  fhun  him,  as  if  he  had 
been  a  Leper. 

And  feveral  that  I  have  had  in  Hand,  have  com" 
plain'd  of  the  Symptoms  the  next  Day,  and  feme 
in  a  few  Hours  afcer  converting  with  foul  Women, 
particularly  one,  who  in  lefs  than  twelve  Hours  af¬ 
ter,  had  fuch  a  heat  and  burning  in  his  Yard,  without: 
any  other  Symptom,  as  that  by  the  moft  proper  means 
ufed,  he  could  not  get  rid  of  it  for  many  Weeks  to¬ 
gether* 

All  forts  of  Running,  or  iffuing  of  Matter  from  the 
Privities ,  are  not  to  be  underfiood,  or  lookc  upon  to 
be  Venereal ;  for  there  are  fome  thac  no  ways  relate  to 
that  Diftemper;  arifing  from  a  weaknefs  or  laxity  of 
the  Spermatic /<,  Veflels,  and  a  decreafe  of  the  natura*! 
Heat,  the  Veflels  thereby  lofing  their  fpringinefs  or 
retentive  Faculty,  and  is  what  oftentimes  is  brought 
upon  Men  by  violent  and  frequent  Fridion  of  their 
Genitals  in  their  Youth  ;  as  alfo  from  cver-fl raining^ 
Lifting,  limning,  lading.  Jumping,  or  the  like,  and 
is  Jikewife  incident  to  weak  People,  whether  naturally 
or  accidentally  fo  ;  alfo  to  thofe  afflided  with  the  Fal- 
ling  Sicknefs,  or  that  are  fubjed  to  the  Apoplexy, 
Paliie,  and  again  from  indifereet  and  violent  ex- 
eroife  in  the  Ad  of  Copulation . 
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It  may  happen  fometimes,  and  I  have  known  it  fo, 
that  without  any  carnal  Commerce  with  an  unclean 
Woman,  a  Man  by  heating  himfelf  with  Amorous 
Embraces,  as  alfo  by  tiling  Friftion  with  the  Hand, 
may  be  furprized  with  a  Priapifm ,  Satyriafis,  or  a 
fimple  Gonorrhea  ;  but  thefe  three  Diftempers,  which 
are  not  dangerous,  if  they  are  timely  lookt  after,  may 
be  ealily  Cured,  the  Cure  conlifting  only  in  releafing 
she  Fibres  of  the  Parts,  from  their  over-ftretch’d  or 
extended  State,  to  their  natural  Conftitution  or  Tex- 
sure. 

The  firft  of  thefe,  that  is  the  Priapifm ,  h  an  ex- 
tenfion  or  kind  of  convulfion  of  the  7W,  which 
continues  ftifl*  or  eredted  without  any  delire  of  Cofu - 
iation,  and  even  with  an  Impotencj  and  Pain  that  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  a  continual  contradHon  of  the  Mufcles  that 
caufe  the  eredHon  of  the  Tardy  whereof  the  Glands^ 
and  other  nervous  Parts,  have  by  over-hard  rubbing 
or  fretting,  loft  the  lithnefs  and  pliablenefs  or  agility, 
which  render’d  them  capable  and  liable  to  be  tickled 
and  provoked  to  Adlion. 

The  fecond,  that  is  the  $atyriafis>  tho*  one  is  too 
often  taken  for  another,  is  a  ftiffnefs  not  quite  fo  ri¬ 
gid  and  inflexible,  for  ’tis  a  certain  palpitation  of  the 
Tardy  with  an  adlual  feeling  of  Pleafure,  an  unealier 
or  reftiefs  defire  of  Copulationy  and  with  effufion  of  a 
little  Seed  in  the  Motion*  The  fubtilty  or  finenefs, 
and  the  keennefs,  or  points  of  the  Juices,  that  filtre 
or  ftrain  themfelves  by  drops  into  the  Genital  Parts, 
and  the  ufe  of  warm  Nourilhment,  and  abundance 
of  Seedy  which  an  Imagination  fix’d  upon  fome  Ob- 
Jedt  of  Pleafure,  caufes  to  Ferment  and  Boil  up,  are 
commonly  the  occafion  and  origin  of  this  Second  ac¬ 
cident,  the  Satyriafis. 

The  third,  or  Simple  Gonorrbaa ,  is  an  involuntary 
Shedding  of  Seed  without  delight,  without  EreFlion  5 
proceeding  from  a  too  great  Acrimoni  and  Slipperinefs 
of  the  Seed,  and  is  call’d  Profhtvium  Seminss ,  or  from

Weaknefs  of  the  Seminal  Veffels,  as  before  hinted ; 
the  Cure  of  each  of  which  are  diverfe,  and  which 
with  Skill  and  Care  may  be  perform’d. 

Alfo  a  Running  in  Women- kind,  is  frequently  can- 
fed  from  Weaknefs,  which  tho’  it  be  fometimes  fo 
difcolour’d,  as  to  caufe  the  Ignorant  to  pronounce  it 
Venereal ,  is  yet  eafily  underltood  by  Men  of  Know¬ 
ledge,  the  fame  being  never  attended  with  the  Symp¬ 
toms  that  go  along  with  the  other,  excepting  fome¬ 
times  heat  and  (harpnefs  of  Urine,  and  that  but  very 
rare  neither,  for  Reafons  to  be  given  too  tedious 
here  to  infert ;  and  when  heat  of  Urine  does  happen 
in  thofe  Weaknefles,  it  never  is  fo  conftant,  nor  fo 
violent,  as  where  the  Cafe  is  Venereal ,  it  not  being 
poffible  (  as  I  have  obferv’d  before )  that  any  Ijfuing 
or  Running  from  the  Privities  whatfoever,  ( except 
where  it  is  gotten  from  an  infecfted  Perfon)  fhould  at 
any  time  produce  or  be  attended  with  Venereal  Symp¬ 
toms,  whatever  fome  Authors  may  imagine,  or  the 
Patient  endeavour  to  amufe  us  with,  by  their  plaufi- 
ble  and  fpecious  Pretences,  for  the  fcreening  their  own 
Guilt. 

A  French  Gentleman  that  had  been  a  great  Travel¬ 
ler  (  and  happens  at  the  writing  of  this  to  be  my  Pa¬ 
tient  for  a  Gleet ,  which  has  been  troublefome  to  him 
for  almoft  two  Years)  told  me,  but  how  true  it  is  I 
cannot  fay,  that  it  is  very  common  for  Strangers  ac 
their  firft  coming  to  Germany  (  in  which  Country, 
as  I  have  read,  there  are  fewer  troubled  with  the  Ve¬ 
nereal  Difeafe,  than  in  other  Countries)  to  get  what 
they  call  there  a  Clap ,  by  only  drinking  the  Country 
Liquors,  which  (hews  it  felf  in  a  Running  and  heat 
of  Urine,  like  as  if  it  had  been  gotten  by  a  Woman; 
and  which  by  temperate  living,  and  drinking  cool 
Liquors,  goes  off  in  three  or  four  days,  without  any 
Medicine;  and  that  he  him  felf  was  ferv’d  fo  at  his 
firft  arrival  in  Germany ;  and  acquainting  a  Phyfician 
of  it  there,  he  prefcrib’d  as  juft  now  mentioned,  and 
it  went  off, 
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The  fame  Gentleman  alfo  told  me,  that  he  got  the 
like  tinning  and  heat  of  Urine,  by  only  too  frequent  * 
and  violenr  Coition  with  a  Woman,  who  for  a  long 
time  he  had  liv’d  with  ;  at  the  appearance  of  which 
he  thought  (he  had  Clapt  him,  but  putting  it  to  her 
clofe,  and  (lie  ftrongly  denying  it,  and  telling  him 
Was  ufual,  he  told  her  then  he  would  take  nothing, 
which  fhe  delired ;  he  took  nothing  accordingly,  but, 
only  forbore  Coition ,  and  in  three  or  four  days  it  went 
off  and  never  return’d  again ;  yet,  fays  he,  I  found  it 
equally  the  fame  for  the  time  it  held  me,  as  the  Clap 
I  got  eight  or  nine  years  after ;  for  which,  fays  he, 
you  have  me  now  in  Cure  for  the  Gleet .  The  fame  I 
have  been  inform’d  fince  by  a  German  Gentleman 
my  Patient,  does  frequently  happen  to  Strangers  at 
their  arrival  in  Germany^ upon  drinking  that  Country  Li¬ 
quors.  The  fame  alfo  I  was  told  not  ten  days  ago, by  an 
old  Commander  of  a  Ship,  at  this  rime  my  Patient,  and 
that  it  happen’d  to  him  in  Gerwwwy, and  making  his  com¬ 
plaint  to  a  Friend  there,  he  laugh’d  at  him,  and  bid 
him  only  tie  each  corner  of  the  fdre-flap  of  his  Shirt 
in  two  knots,  and  in  a  few  days  he  would  be  well  ; 
which  he  did,  and  it  prov’d  as  he  told  him  ;  for  a 
few  days  after  he  heard  no  more  of  it  :  But  what 
Magick  there  is  io  that,  I  know  not,  or  why  this 
fnould  happen  in  Germany ,  more  than  in  any  other 
place,  I  leave  wifer  Heads  to  judge. 

But  for  the  better  underftanding  of  thefe  Matters, 
and  for  Information  of  thofevthat  may  take  one  fore 
of  I{ tinning  of  the  I\cins  for  another,  and  thereby  de¬ 
ceive  and  prejudice  themfelves,  or  thofe  they  have  to 
do  with,  I  will  here  briefly  (hew  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  a  Simple  Gonorrhea,  and  a  Virulent  one,  that 
is,  one  that  is  gotten  by  Strairrs)  Hurts,  ^/^a}>jiefsi 
See.  and  the  other  gotten  by  Impure  Copulation ,  &c. 

A  Simple  Gonorrhea,  then,  is  a  far  more  grievous 
Mifchief,  and  more  difficult  in  Cure,  than  a  Virulent 
one  |  for  it  arifes  from  the  very  Weaknefs  the  re¬ 
tentive 
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tentive  Faculty  ;  whence  it  is  always  to  be  Cured  by 
Corroborative ,  /Ijlringent ,  Balfamick  Medicines,  but 
never  by  Purgatives ,  (unlefs  where,  as  fometimes  it 
may  happen,  the  Blood  and  Spirits  by  length  of  time 
are  impaired  and  corrupted,  fo  as  to  degenerate  it  in¬ 
to  a  virulent  or  foul  Running)  not  an  infeclious  Run¬ 
ning,  for  that  can’t  be  j)  but  that  you  may  more  eafily 
difcern  a  Simple  from  a  Venereal  Running,  obferve 
thefe  Tokens  following. 

Firft,  A  Virulent  or  Venereal  Running,  is,  for  the 
moft  part  accompanied,  at  the  beginning  efpecially, 
with  a  Strangury ,  and  heat  of  Urine,  but  the  other  in 
no  wife,  for  often  a  cold  and  watry  Seed  diftils  infen- 
iibly. 

Secondly ,  in  a  Simple  Gonorrhea,  when  the  Penis  is 
eredled,  the  Matter  flows  not  ;  but  in  a  Virulent  one, 
the  Penis  is  often  inflated,  and,  as  it  were,  extended 
by  a  Venereal  Vapour,  with  great  Senfe  of  Pain,  and 
is  follow’d  frequently  with  a  Gleeting . 

Thirdly,  what  flows  in  a  Simple  Gonorrhea  is  com¬ 
monly  waterifh  and  thin,  but  in  a  Venereal  one,  more 
concrete  and  thick  ;  whence  it  is,  That 

Fourthly ,  The  Venereal  one  imprints  yellowifli  Spots 
upon  the  Shirr,  and  fometimes  green  ;  the  Simple  aifo 
indeed  ftains  the  Shirr,  but  is  like  Water,  or  rather 
thick  Urine. 

Fifthly,  When  it  is  a  Venereal  Gonorrhea,  and  arriv'd 
to  its  height,  the  Patient  has  frequent  Inclinations  to 
Venery  ‘  but  in  a  Simple  one  he  is  not  moved  thereto. 

Sixthly 3  Perfons  affli&ed  with  a  Simple  Gonorrhea, 
do  waft  by  litrle  and  little,  and  at  laft  die,  unlefs  the 
Tone  of  the  weakned  Parts  be  timely  rcftor’d  and 
/Irengthned,  On  the  contrary,  in  a  Venereal  Conor- 
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rh*a  there  is  fcarcely  perceiv’d  any  diminution  of 
Strength,  notwithftanding  the  Running  is  very  confi- 
derabie  ;  for  Patients  under  that  circumftance,  follow 
their  wonted  Bufinefs)  and  labour  and  acft  like  found 
Men. 

Seventhly,  In  the  Venereal  Gonorrhea,  That  that 
flows  is  like  drops  of  Milk,  in  the  other,  after  the  man¬ 
ner  of  little  drops  of  pretty  thick  Urine. 

Eighthly ,  The  Simple  Gonorrhxa  comes  often, as  faid 
before,  by  a  fall,  by  too  much  ftraining  to  lift  fome 
Weight,  by  tiding,  by  over-much  Exercife ,  and  the 
like  ;  but  the  French ,  or  Venereal  one,  is  wont  to 
arife  almoft  always  by  impure  Embraces  with  foul 
Women.  v 

The  differences  in  thefe  things  my  Experience  hi¬ 
therto  has  taught  me ;  others,  and  my  feif  too,  upon 
longer  Pra&ice  and  Experience,  may,  perhaps,  find 
out  more ;  however,  it  is  of  the  higheft  Moment  and 
Confequence,  to  diftinguifft  both  thefe  forts  of  Go - 
norrheca’s  very  nicely,  before  they  be  undertaken,  be- 
caufe  they  cannot  be  Cured  without  almoft  quite  con¬ 
trary  Remedies ;  the  want  of  a  true  Underftanding  of 
which,  is  the  reafon  why  fo  many  Praftifers  have 
been  deceiv’d ,  and  more  Patients  fo  lamentably 
disappointed. 

And  having  juft  before  fpoken  of  Simple  Gonorrhea  s> 
and  how  they  weaken  the  Tone  of  the  Parts,  and 
fpoil  the  Patient,  I  fhall  give  an  Inftance  or  two  as 
follows. 

Hippocrates ,  where  he  treats  of  Confumptions ,  fays. 
That  Confumptions  of  the  Back,  principally  proceed 
from  too  much  Veneryf  and  feizes  thofe  chat  accuftom 
f  hemfclves  to  ir,  with  a  Running  of  the  Reins,  which, 
fays  he,  drains  the  Body,  and  often  happens  to  new 
Married  Men.  I  bis  properly  is  a  Simple  Gonorrhea. 
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^acutujy  alfo  in  his  Praxis ,  relates.  That  he  Cur'd 
a  young  Man,  Hairy,  Lean,  and  Melancholick,  who 
being  newly  Married,  was  immeafurably  addicted  to 
Venereal  Delights.  This  Man,  tho*  he  was  nouriftfd 
with  ftrong  Meats,  yet  was  daily  more  and  more  ex¬ 
tenuated,  till  being  feiz’d  with  a  fmall  Fever,  and 
fetching  his  Breath  fhorr,  the  retentive  Faculty  of  his 
Spermatic^  Parts  being  weakned,  he  fell  into  a  Conor - 
rhaa,  with  extream  Leannefs,  fo  that  he  could  not  go 
without  a  Staff.  Being  call'd  to  Cure  this  Man,  be» 
caufe  he  had  before  Lafcivioujly  addicted  himfelf  to 
his  Wife,  I  order’d  him  to  abftain  from  her,  and  the 
Company  of  all  Women,  and  Venereal  Difcourfes.  I 
refrefh’d  him  with  Sports,  the  Converfation  of  his 
Friends,  an  healthy  Air,  Singing,  Mufick,  and  fofc 
Meats  :  And  becaufe  the  Difeafe  arofe  from  emptinefs 
or  inanition,  I  ufed  Meats  that  did  breed  a  tenacious 
Juice,  that  would  ftick  to  his  Ribs,  as  we  ufe  to 
fay.  I  gave  him  Broths  of  Sheep-Heads  and  Feet,  new 
la;ci  Eggs ,  Claret-Wine ,  I{eft amative  Electuaries,  I 
ftrengthned  his  Liverxwith  Epithems,  I  applied  robo~ 
rating  Plaifters  to  his  flagging  Stomach  :  So  that  by 
thefe  things,  and  afterwards  by  the  help  of  Milk,  he 
being  well  nourilh’d,  recover'd. 

It  is  very  cuftomary  for  Perfons  that  have  gone  the 
way  to  get  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  upon  finding  nothing 
to  appear  fora  Week,  two,  three,  or  more  afterwards, 
to  conclude  themfelves  free  from  the  Infe&ion,  which 
very  often  proves  as  they  imagine,  yet  fometimes  it 
happens  that  they  are  much  miftaken,  for  that  it  af¬ 
terwards  appears  when  they  little  expedf  k;  and  if 
we  confider  the  nature  of  the  Infection,  and  the 
difference  there  is  in  Peoples  Conftitutions ,  it’s 
a  thing  not  to  be  wondred  at  that  they  ftiould  ;  for 
the  Difeafe  call’d  a  Clap,  being  always  feated  in  the 
Glandules ,  and  the  glandulous  Lympha  of  the  external 
Parts,  and  the  Venereal  Steems  being  ever  clammy 
and  cleaving,  and  confequently  ftick  fo  clofe,  and 
prove  fo  tenacious  in  fome  Bodies,  over  what  it  docs 
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in  others,  that  it  cannot,  nor  does  not  in  fome,  move 
to  faft  as  in  others  ;  which  is  the  reafon  that  fome 
find  no  hurt  for  a  long  time  together,  and  others  find 
it  immediately;  and  as  the  Infection  is  in  degree,  and 
as  is  the  difference  of  the  Temperament  and  Confti- 
tiition  of  the  Patient,  fo  is  the  Cure  performed  fooner 
or  later. 

And  tho'  fome  after  congrefs  with  a  foul  Woman\ 
find  no  Running  or  other  Symptoms  of  a  Clap  at  all, 
yet  oftentimes  they  do  feel  fome  uneafinefs  more  than 
ordinary,  that  they  are  at  a  lofs  to  account  for  ; 
fometimes  they  have  complain’d  of  a  little  tranfient 
Burning,  or  pricking  Pain  in  the  Tard,  or  other  Parts, 
fome  flight  touches  of  Pain  for  a  moment  in  their 
Shins,  Shoulders ,  Hands,  about  the  Nofe,  &c.  which 
they  no  fooner  feel,  but  vanifhes  away;  which  Symp¬ 
toms,  tho’  flight  and  trivial,  prove  oftentimes  of  worfe 
confequence  than  a  Clap . 

Women  likewife  as  well  as  Men,  are  liable  to  the 
fame  miftake  about  their  Conditions,  and  fometimes 
not  only  themfelves,  bin  the  Practitioner  alfo  is  at  a 
lofs,  to  know  whether  the  Symptoms  they  complain 
of,  be  Venereal  or  not,  and  not  feldom  are  they  d  ecei¬ 
ved  therein,  thinking  the  Cafe  many  times  Venereal 
when  it  is  nor,  or  not  fo  when  it  is  ;  and  efpecially 
are  they  rr.iftaken  about  the  Ramning  which  Women 
have  complain’d  of,  fometimes  looking  upon  the  fame 
io  be  only  the  Waites,  at  another  time  fancy  it  to  be  . 
Venereal  ;  which  thing  has  puzied  many,  and  fome  of 
’em  Practitioners  of  Note,  that  I  could  name,  they 
not  knowing  how  to  determine,  or  what  judgment  to 
give  about  ir. 

And  indeed  the  Whites  in  Women  and  a  Clap,  are 
ever  accompanied  with  Signs  fo  alike,  that  all  Phyfi° 
dans  almofi  are  deceived,  and  know  not  moft  times 
how  to  difeern  the  one  from  the  other,efpecially  where 
they  meet  with  defigning  Women,  who  to  fave  their 
Reputations,  would  cover  their  Whoredom  with  a 
pretence  chat  it  is  the  Whites,  Therefore  for  the  fake 
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of  all,  whether  Pra&icioners  or  Patients,  that  may  be 
ignorant  of,  or  unacquainted  with  thefe  Matters,  and 
for  the  prevention  of  Inconveniencies  that  may  accrue 
by  the  miftake,  I  II  here  give  an  infallible  Sign,  from 
the  famous  Baglivi,  Phyfician  to  the  prefent  Popet 
how  they  may  know  and  diftinguilh  the  one  from  the 
other. 

When  a  Woman,  fays  he,  has  a  Running,  enquire 
whether  that  white  Flux  continues  upon  her  when 
her  Courfes  come  down  ?  If  flie  fays  it  does,  you  may, 
without  regard  or  favour  to  her  Modefty,  tell  her 
plainly  (he  is  Clapt  But  if  the  white  Running  vanijfhcs, 
during  the  menftruation  or  flowing  of  the  Reds,  and 
returns  again  when  the  Menftrual  Flux  is  over,  you 
may  take  it  for  granted  ’tis  nothing  but  the  Whites  • 
it  being  impoflible  for  the  Wlntes  and  Reds  to  flow  at: 
one  and  the  fame  time,  for  Reafons  to  be  given  too 
tedious  here  to  be  taken  notice  of. 

But  if  any  other  Symptoms  in  Men  or  Women 
(hould  prove  fo  abitrufe,  difficult,  or  uncommon,  as 
that  they  cannot  certainly  determine  whether  their 
Cafes  be  Venereal  or  not  (  for  no  Perfon  ought  to  be 
undertaken  for  Cure  as  having  the  Venereal  Diftemper, 
when  no  convincing  Signs  thereof  appear  ,  for  that 
would  be  to  undertake  the  Cure  without  knowing  the 
Difeafej)  The  only  and  belt  way  to  be  fatisfied  therein, 
is  to  cake  fome  good  Anti-vencreal  Medicine ,  which, 
if  rightly  prepar’d  and  adminiftred,  never  fails  to  dis¬ 
cover  it,  and  is  what  I  have  given  to  numbers  of  Peo¬ 
ple,  with  very  fatisfadory  Succefs,  and  no  lefs  re¬ 
ward  to  my  felf,  more  efpecially  where  Marriage  has 
been  depending,  fuch  being  unwilling  (as  all  chat  have 
any  regard  to  future  Happinefs  arej  to  injure  inno¬ 
cent  People*  or  run  the  ieaft  rifque  of  entailing  the 
Difeafe  upon  their  Posterity. 

For  which  reafon,  it  is  good  to  be  fure,  and  as 
Mr.  T ate  in  his  Poetical  Tranflacion  of  the  Hiftory  of 
the  French  Difeafe,  fays. 

Who 
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Who  e  er  can  foon  difcern  the  lurking  Grief  \ 

With  far  lefs  labour  may  expeci  Relief. 

I  know  forne  advife  their  Patients,  when  the  Cafe 
feems  doubtful,  to  wait  a  while  and  fee  what  it  will 
come  ft>,  alledging  it  an  error,  and  dangerous  to  take 
Phyfick  upon  an  uncertainty;  but  this  Diftemper 
oftentimes  lies  fo  latent  in  the  Body  (  as  we  have 
already  fliew’d )  that  in  my  Opinion  it  is  not  fafe  to 
oegle4  it,  fince,  as  it  has  elfewhere  been  obferv’d, 
that  tho*  a  Venereal  Poyfon  may  lie  latent,  yet  it  lies 
BOt  idle,  therefore  Turpius  ejicitur3  8tc. 

And  I  always  found,  that  if  it  was  an  Error  to 
give  a  Medicine  that  had  a  prevalency  of  ftirring 
the  Humors,  in  order  to  difeover  whether  a  Patient 
had  the  Diftemper  or  not,  it  was  an  Error  on  the 
right  fide,  and  many  that  I  have  adminiftred  it  to,  have 
round  it  fo  to  their  Benefit,  more  efpecially  fince  they 
have  been  allur'd,  that  if  in  cafe  they  had  not  the  Di- 
feafe,  the  Medicines  could  do  them  no  injury* 

I  advife  all  therefore  that  are  doubtful  concerning 
chemfelves  in  that  Matter,  to  apply  to  feme  skilful 
iioneft  Pra<ftitioner,that  knows  what  is  proper  in  fuch 
Cafes,  whereby  they’ll  foon  be  fatisfied,  and  freed  (if 
they  ail  nothing  )  from  the  Torment  of  a  thoufand 
perplexing  Thoughts  ;  and  if  it  proves  that  they  have 
the  Difeafe,  they  will  be  in  a  much  better  Condition 
for  Cure,  than  before  they  were  likely,  upon  fo  great 
an  uncertainty  ;  according  to  that  general  Rule,  Prin- 
eipiis  obfla ,  &c.  and  the  Patients  allb  at  the  fame 
time  fav'd  from  the  tniferable  Conditions  which  fome 
have  been  brought  into,  upon  fuch  negletfts,  as  Mr* 
T ate  in  his  Tranflation  of  Syphilis ,  well  fays. 

But  when  the  Foe  has  deeper  Inroads  made* 

.tlnd  gain'd  the  fa  Hi 0 us  Humours  to  his  aid  ; 

What  Toil  ?  what  ConfliHs  ?  tmtft  be  firft  fuftairfd 
Before  he's  difpojfefs'd3\  and  Health  regain'd, 

Therefore  with  care  his  firft  approaches  find?  --•£ 

But 
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But  I  fay  it  is  to  be  difcover’d  upon  the  admini- 
ftration  of  a  proper  Anti- venereal,  I  mean  not  any 
Mercurial  Or  Purging  Medicines,  for  thofe  will  not 
always  do,  but  iuch  an  one  as  the  Skilful  only  knows 
how  to  prepare  and  adminifter  ;  for  of  the  lame  Ingre¬ 
dients,  Medicines  may  be  prepar’d  that  are  inimicous 
or  falubrious,  as  is  the  Skill  or  Unskilfulnefs  of  thofe 
that  prepare  them:  It  is  not  therefore  becaufe  it  is 
prepar’d  of  Mercury  that  it  muft  do,  for  of  that  Mi¬ 
neral,  one  Medicine  may  be  made  Purgative,  another 
Emetick.  >  another  Diureticl (,  another  Diaphoretic 
See.  a  little  turn  or  alteration  in  the  preparing,  often 
making  a  great  difference,  fo  likewife  in  the  admini- 
ftration;  but  to  illuftrate  the  Point  more  familiarly  to 
every  one’s  Underftanding,  and  the  plainer  to  (hew 
how  a  nice  a  Matter  it  is  to  prepare  fome  Medicines, 
do  but  conlider  the  Preparation  of  Gun-Poxtder,  which 
is  only  a  proportionate  mixture  of  Cole-duft ,  Nitre , 
and  Sulphur ;  notwithftanding  which  fimple  Ingredi¬ 
ents,  if  it  be  artfully  done,  what  ftupendious  Effe&s 
does  it  produce  in  the  Micrccofm  or  great  World,  as 
the  blowing  up  of  Houfes ,  Ships ,  Earth ,  &c.  of  vaft 
Weight  into  the  Air  ?  Yet  but  take  away  one  of  thele 
three  Ingredients,  or  ieflen  or  add  to  the  quantity  of 
either,  or  put  but  a  fourth  to  them,  and  it  is  prefently 
all  fpoil’d.  The  fame  Accidents  occur  about  the  Pre¬ 
parations  of  fome  Medicines ;  therefore,  as  faid  before, 
it  requires  Skill  and  Dexterity  to  prepare  them,  efpe- 
cially  fome  particular  ones,  which  can  only  be  done 
by  thofe  that  underftand  the  Nature  and  Caufes  of 
Things,  fuch  being  happy  in  the  Knowledge,  as  Vir¬ 
gil  well  exprefles  it,  Felix  qui  potuit  Eerum  cognofcere 
Caufas :  And  therefore  to  prepare  a  Medicine  to  difeo- 
ver  and  heal  the  molt  obnoxious  Difeafe  in  the  Micro - 
cofm  or  little  World,  Man,  is  certainly  as  great  a 
piece  of  Art  as  the  other, and  my  Experience  has  fuffici- 
ntly  taught  me  fo  :  For  the  Medicine  I  give  to  difeover 
the  Difeafe,  is  one  among  a  thoufand,  endued  with 
full  Efficacy  to  aduace  and  ftir  the  Vetwreal  Poy- 
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Ton,  ( if  any  be)  and  make  it  foon  after  appear,  tho° 
never  fo  dormant,  fluggifh,  or  /fix’d  ;  which  is  what 
I  never  could  find  upon  the  ufe  of  the  common  ftho3 
many  of  them  deem’d,  celebrated)  Preparations  of 
Mercury  in  Practice. 

And  I  look  upon  fuch  a  way  of  difcovery  proper* 
becaufe  fometimes  in  fome  Bodies  the  Cafe  proves  fo 
doubtful,  which,  together  with  the  melancholy  Ap- 
prehenfions  of  the  Patient,  that  the  moft  skilful  Pra- 
dfcifer,  upon  a  bare  Enquiry  only,  and  without  giving 
fuch  a  Medicine,  is  rendred  uncapable  of  difcerning  j 
whereupon  it  is  (as  before  obferv’d)  that  many  have 
been  told  they  are  free  from  the  Difeafe  when  they 
have  had  it,  and  others  that  they  have  had  ir,  when 
in  truth  they  have  been  abfolutely  free :  I  fay,  the 
moft  Skilful  fometimes  are  deceiv'd  in  that  Matter, 
and  what  the  confequences  of  fuch  Miftakes  have  been 
I  leave  all  Perfons  to  judge,  tho1  the  miferable  Pati¬ 
ents  too  unhappily  (and  perhaps  too  late)  have  been 
beft  able  to  give  the  account  oft 

By  this  time,  I  need  not  doubt  but  the  Reader  is  in 
a  longing  expectation  of  being  directed  the  way  How  to 
prevent  or  hinder  getting  the  Venereal  Infection,  that  is, 
so  know  by  what  means  a  Man  or  Woman  may  keep 
shemfeives  clear,  thos  they  have  to  do  with  an  infect¬ 
ed  Perfon  ;  it  being,  as  fome  Phyficians  fay,  fafer  to 
prevent  a  Difeafe  than  to  Cure  it.  But  how  far  it 
may  be  necefiary  for  me  to  make  fuch  a  Difcovery, 
I  know  nor,  fince  it  is  the  Opinion  of  many,  that  it 
is  a  thing  unlawful,  and  what  ought  not  to  be  reveal¬ 
ed  :  Others  again  fay,  that  it  may  be  ufeful  to  the  In¬ 
nocent  and  Honeft  fort  of  People,  who  are  frequently 
liable  to  have  the  Diftemper  undefervedly  ;  as  for 
example,  an  honeft  Wife  from  an  extravagant  Hus¬ 
band,  and  on  the  other  ha«d,  an  honeft  Husband 
from  a  diifolute  Wife ;  the  concealing  it  from  them, 
would  be  a  greater  injury,  than  the  revealing  it  to  all, 
would  be  a  hurt  to  any,  and  that  as  the  knowledge  of 
it  cannot  be  confin’d  10  a  part  only,  it  is  better  that 
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fome  fhould  have  the  benefit  of  it,  than  that  all  fhould 
go  without  it ;  which  Reafons,  tho’  carrying  Tome 
weighc  with  them,  I  think  not  fufficient  enough  to 
induce  me  to  preferibe  it ;  but  I  think  there  can  be 
no  hurt  to  fay,  that  fuch  a  Medicine  there  is,  and  tell 
how  it  is  to  be  ufed. 

But  before  I  proceed  therein,  it  may  be  neceffary 
to  obferve  what  the  Curti^ans  at  Venice  do  to  prevent 
the  Infection.  They  (as  I  have  read  in  a  certain  Au¬ 
thor)  immediately  after  they  have  had  to  do  with  ar* 
infedled  Perfon,  make  Water,  and  with  it  Bath  the 
Privy-Parts  for  a  fmall  time,  which  they  experimen¬ 
tally  find  does  preferve  them  from  all  manner  Of  Ve± 
nereal  Infection,  infomuch  that  they  make  no  fcruple 
to  converfe  with  Perfons  tho’  never  fo  much  Pox’d  ; 
ever  finding  that  the  abfterfive  and  fearching  Faculty 
of  their  warm  Urine,  wipes  off  all  thofe  infectious 
clammy  Steems,  before  they  fettle,  and  have  time  to 
penetrate  deep  into  the  Membranes  of  the  external 
Neck  of  the  Vterus ,  or  Womb  in  Women,  or  Tard 
and  Seminal  Veffels  in  Men  ;  But  whatever  the  Urine 
may  do  in  fome  I  cannot  tell ;  but  in  all  I  am  fure  it 
will  not  prove  effectual,  it  being  what,  as  I  under- 
Band,  is  daily  ufed  here  in  England  by  many,  and  fe- 
veral  to  fo  little  purpofe,  that  they  have  afterwards 
come  to  me  for  Cure. 

In  my  Tranflation  of  the  worthy  Dr.  Greenfield's 
Book,  of  the  Safe  Internal  Vfe  of  Cantharides  in  the 
Vraftice  of  Pbjfickfiate Iy  done  ;there  is  an  Account  com¬ 
municated  by  the  faid  Dodtor,  That  Cantharides ,  as 
he  had  been  inform'd,  had  been  found  prevalent  to 
prevent  the  Venereal  Infedtion.  His  Words  are  thefe* 
vi%.  A  great  Whore-mafiery  a  Seaman,  told  me  not 
long  ago,  that  after  he  had  made  ufe  of  a  Whore ,  he 
boiled  eight  or  ten  Cantharides  in  three  or  four  Ounces 
of  Brandy  for  a  little  while,  Brained  it  and  ufed  it, 
and  had  thereby  kept  himfelf  free  from  the  Infedlion 
thefe  many  Years. 


But 
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But  tho’  warm  Urine  is  not  always  fuccefsful,  nor 
the  feverai  Lotions  recommended  by  fome  Authors, 
which  I  have  advis’d  fome  People  to  make  Trial  of, 
nor  perhaps  the  above  Prefcription  of  Cantharides  5  yet 
there  is  a  Liquor  in  Pprum  Natura,  which  may  be  de¬ 
pended  upon,  and  never  will  fail  in  a  thoufand  Trials 
together,  tho’  the  Perfons  have  had  to  do  with  the 
moft  Pocky  People  known. 

Sennertus  fay  s ,  That  Fallopius ,  in  his  Book  De 
Morb.  Gallic,  has  writ  a  whole  Chapter  about  fecu- 
ring  from  the  Diftemper,  which  any  one  may  have 
recourfe  to,  being  chap.  89.  and  fays.  That  helhould 
have  feem’d  to  have  done  nothing,  unlefs  he  had 
taught  how  one  feeing  a  handfome  Woman,  and  lying 
with  her,  tho’  Ihe  be  infected,  may  be  preferved  from 
the  Difeafe.  And  at  laft  calls  the  immortal  God  to 
Witnefs,  that  he  had  made  Trial  of  it  in  ten  Thou¬ 
fand  Perfons,  and  none  of  them  all  were  ever  infe&edj 
and  propounds  there  two  Medicaments,  by  which 
the  Contagion  receiv’d,  may  immediately  be  drawn 
forth,  diffipated,  or  dried  up. 

Alfo  Hercules  Saxonia ,  propounds  the  fame,  in  his 
Book  De  Luc  Verier,  cap.  16.  and  does  very  much  re¬ 
commend  them,  as  may  be  feen  by  the  following, 
which  is  truly  according  to  his  meaning,  tho’  not  in 
the  fame  words  :  Says  he,  where  he  fpeaks  of  prefer- 
vation,  That  tho*  a  Man  or  Woman  that  has  got  the 
Difeafe,  may  be  quickly  and  perfectly  Cur’d,  yet  it 
is  much  more  acceptable  to  every  one  that  engages 
with  a  fufpe&ed  Perfon,  to  be  certainly  taughc  a 
way  to  be  preferved  from  it,  than  to  be  Cur’d  of  it ; 
and  accordingly  in  the  faid  Chapter,  does  premifethe 
few  following  things  concerning  it. 

The  way,  fays  he,  to  be  preferv’d  from  the  Difeafe, 
is  either  before  the  ufe  of  Venus ,  or  after  it ;  if  before 
if,  the  Perfon  is  to  be  arm’d  with  fomething  by  way 
of  Prevention,  fo  as  that  the  Difeafe  (hall  not  be  re¬ 
ceiv’d,  tho’  engaging  with  Pock j  Bodies  5  if  after  the 
ufe  of  Venus ,  is  by  applying  fome  effe&ual  Antidotes , 

which 
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which  have  a  Power  immediately  to  attraft  or  draw 
forth  the  Venereal  Poyfon,  (if  receiv’d)  fo  as  that  the 
Patients  may  be  as  clear*  as  if  nothing  had  touch’d 
,  them. 

To  accomplifli  the  firft,  that  is  to  prrvent  the  re¬ 
ceiving  the  Difeafe,  he  advifes  to  a  tVa/h,  which  he  , 
defcribes  how  to  make,  (the  Receipt  of  which  I  pur- 
pofely  omit  incerting,  left  it  fliould  give  too  much  en¬ 
couragement  to  the  Lewd  ;)  and  fays,  that  if  Lint  or 
Linnen  Rags  be  divers  times  wet  in  it,  and  dried  its 
the  Shade,  of  a  fuflicient  bignefs  to  involve  the  Gians 
or  Nut  of  the  Man’s  Tardy  or  to  cover  the  inner  parts 
of  the  Privity  of  the  Woman,  and  applied  and  kept 
on  for  a  while  before  Engagement,  will  fo  harden  the 
Members,  dry  up  the  fuperfluous  MoiftneflTes,  and  fe- 
fift  Putrefa&ion,  as  that  no  one  that  ufes  them,  (hall 
ever  be  afflitfted  with  the  Pox.  And  aifo  fays.  That 
Gabriel  Fallopius’s  Prefcription  for  that  purpofe  is  high¬ 
ly  commended  and  approv’d  of,  yet  this  of  his  own 
is  very  much  beyond  ir. 

To  accomplifli  the  fecond,  that  is,  immediately  to 
attracft  or  draw  forth  the  Venereal  Venom ,  after  the 
ufe  of  Venus ,  (if  the  fame  be  received,  or  if  not,  for 
the  furety  of  being  fafe)  he  advifes  to  another  Medi¬ 
cine,  which  he  alio  there  gives  the  Prefcription  of,  and 
extols  for  an  admirable  and  moft  efficacious  Remedy, 
faying,  that  if  the  Gians  and  whole  Yard  and  Stones 
in  Men,  or  Privy  Parts  in  Women,  feveral  times  in  a 
Day,  (for  two  Days  together  after  the  Aft)  be  well 
waflied  therewith,  the  Venereal  Poyfon  receiv’d,  will 
immediately  be  attracted  and  drawn  forth ;  fo  that  the 
Patient  will  be  as  well,as  if  no  fuch  thing  had  been  done, 
and  confequently  have  no  need  of  anyPhyfical  Courfe, 
which  otherwife,  were  it  remov’d,  rauft  of  Neceflity 
be  n^de  ufe  of  $  and  at  the  fame  time,  if  there  was 
no  Infection,  can’t  upon  any  account  prove  Injurious. 

But,  fays  he,  if  thefe  Cautions  be  negle&ed,  fo 
that  the  ufual  Symptoms  of  Infection  are  attending 
the  Parientjfas  it  is  fcarce  one  time  in  twenty  but  they 
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do,  when  nothing  is  done  to  preferve,)  he  thenadvifes 
to  the  proper  methods  of  Cure  that  were  ufed.in  his 
time,  (as  therein  incerted}  which  he  fays,  in  a  ihorc 
time  will  put  to  flight  and  overcome  the  Difeafe ; 
which  Medicines  he  appropriates,  internally  and  ex¬ 
ternally,  as  the  Condition  of  the  Patient  requires.  All 
which  Methods,  as  alfo  the  Prefervatives  mention’d, 
any  one  that  has  the  Curiofity,  or  will  take  the  Pains 
to  confult  his  Book  aforemention’d,  may  foon  be  Mail¬ 
ers  of. 

And  Aurelius  Minacious ,  in  his  Book  de  Virulent  id 
Venerea ,  fpeaking  of  the  fame  matter,  fays,  ThatMen 
being  guarded  with  thofe  Medicines,  as  with  a  Buck¬ 
ler,  may  fafely  enter  the  molt  infedled  Whores ,  and 
ramble  without  hurt  all  the  World  over. 

Jul.  Pdlmarius  propofes  another  way,  vi%.  That  the 
only  means  ro  prevent  the  Difeafe,  after  had  to  do  with 
an  infedled  Perfon,  is  by  taking  internal  Medicines, 
and  fays.  That  he  has  found  out  an  Antidote,  (vvhich 
he  deferibes  in  his  Book,)  by  the  ufe  of  which,  all 
Perfons  will  be  fecure  and  fafe  frem  the  Difeafe  ;  but 
entreats  and  charges  all  Phylicians  and  Chirurgeons 
not  to  communicate  or  make  known  the  fame  to  any, 
unlefs  it  be  for  the  Benefit  of  thofe  Perfons  who 
mull  neceffarily  converfe  with  fuch  that  are  lufpedted 
or  defiled,  and  lo  get  the  Difeafe  undefervedly.  £«- 
ftachitis  Pitdius,  alfo,  in  his  Book,  propofes  the  like 
Medicaments. 

And  indeed,  I  do  believe  a  Man  can’t  teach  thefe 
things  with  a  good  Confcience,  for  were  thofe  Prefer - 
vr.tives  preferib’d,  every  one  would  be  for  trying  them,- 
and  upon  finding  the  Succefs,  both  Men  and  Women, 
(iafcivioufly  inclin’d)  would  be  fo  much  encourag’d, 
that  they  would  not  matter  the  Sin,  when  perhaps  the 
fear  only  of  the  Difeafe,  would  otherwife  have  de- 
terr’d  them  from  it ;  therefore  what  this  Liquor  is,  or 
how  it  is  to  be  prepar’d,  the  Reader,  I  fay,  muft  par¬ 
don  me  at  this  time  that  I  do  not  reveal  it,  and  be 
content  only  xo  knew,  (Tor  the  prefent  at  leaitj  that 
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fuch  a  Prefervative  there  is,  and  a  quite  different  Me¬ 
dicament  than  what  the  abovemention’d  Authors  re¬ 
commend. 

With  this  Liquor,  if  a  Man  or  Woman  Wafii  or 
Bath  the  privy  Parts  warm,  2  or  3  times  a  Day,  for  a 
Day,  2  or  3,  and  alfo  call  fome  of  ic  into  the  paffage 
of  the  Tard  and  Womb  with  a  Syringe,  within  the 
compafs  of  twelve  Hours  after  Congrefs,  fcho’  the 
fooner  the  better,}  it  will  infallibly  refcue  them  from 
that  Venereal  Mifchief,  which  (if  not  ufed)  in  all 
probability  would  moft  certainly  have  happen’d  ;  ic 
having  fecur’d  many  to  my  Knowledge,  and  never 
once  known  to  fail,  tho’it  has  been  apparently  known 
before* hand,  that  the  Perfons  they  had  convers’d  with, 
were  very  feverely  infe&ed  ;  for  it  immediately  mixes 
and  incorporates  it  felf  with  the  infectious  Matter 
flicking  to  the  Parts,  and  fo  blunts  the  Points  of  the 
Venereal  Miafms,  as  that  it  is  upon  the  Spot  deftroy’d 
and  walk’d  off,  before  it  can  have  time  to  penetrate 
the  Parts;  the  Venereal  Steems  going  no  farther  atfirft, 
than  is  within  the  reach  of  this  Medicine  ;  bur,  as  I 
faid  before,  what  this  Prefervative  is,  and  how  to  be 
made,  I  cannot  prudently  declare,  left  ic  fhould  en¬ 
courage  any  to  commit  that  Sin,  which  the  more  to 
be  lamented,  is  too  predominant  already. 

But  ftill,  when  all  is  faid  and  done,  in  order  to 
preferve  from  the  Diflemper,  the  only  fure  way  of 
being  fecur’d  therefrom,  is  for  Perfons  to  avoid  Whor¬ 
ing,  (for  they  that  touch  Pitch  muft  expedt  to  be  defil’d 
with  it )  tho’  to  the  appearance  of  all,  the  Mifirefs 
the  Man  has  a  mind  to,  and  the  Man  the  Woman  yields 
to,  may  appear  very  promifing;  nay,  and  at  the  fame 
time  each  Vows  and  Swears  they  are  as  clean  as  any 
People  in  the  World  *  feveral  that  I  have  known  hav¬ 
ing  been  caught  by  thofe  Snares.  For 

Howe’er  Beautiful  and  Fair  to  th'  Eye 
The  Jilt  may  look,  yet  trujl  nor  try , 

Tor  a  Sting  in  her  Tail  docs  often  lie- 
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And  then  on  the  other  fide. 

T hat  Womans  Skill  may  well  fall  fhort , 

That  choofes  a  Man  by  s  Looks  for  th'  Sport  ; 

Nay ,  tho  all  below  Stairs  feem  fecurey 
Yet  Pox  or  Clap  he  may  endure , 

And  Mifs  not  know’t  till  jhe  wants  a  Cure . 

Therefore  Cave  facias. 

I  remember  Boccalini  tells  us  of  a  Sovereign  Antidote 
to  prevent  the  Pox ,  and  it  is  this. 

Take,  fays  he,  a  well-drawn  Pidiure,  of  the  moft 
perfedt  and  faultlefs  Beauty  that  ever  appear’d  inFlefti 
and  Blood y  and  then  with  a  Pencil,  touch  it  over  again 
with  rottenTeeth ,  bleer  Eyes,  no  Nofc  at  all ;  let  it  be  as 
loathfome,  in  fine,  as  Venom  and  Corruption  can  make 
it.  Carry  this  Pi  El  are  about  with  you,  and  when¬ 
ever  you  have  a  fancy  for  a  Woman  you  JufpcEl ,  do  but 
take  a  fober  View  of  this  Piece,  and  ferioully  confidcr 
what  you  are  going  about,  and  the  Confequences 
thereof,  and  my  Life  for  yours,  it  (hall  keep  you  fafe 
and  honeft. 

This  is  a  lively  Emblem  of  Boccalini  s,  for  that  the 
faireft  Beauty  may,  and  often  does  carry  the  fouleft 
Taint.  For  fays  one  Patient,  I  can’t  imagine  I  flictuld 
get  this  Clap  of  her,  for  (he  look’d  fo  frefh  and  well , 
with  cherry  Cheeks,  char  Skin,  &c.  Says  another, 
fure  I  could  not  pofiibly  get  it  from  the  Miftrefs  I  had 
to  do  with,  for  (lie  is  one  chat  I  have  known  many 
Years,  and  am  fure  is  Sound,  is  oblig’d  to  me,  and 
would  (corn  to  put  a  trick  upon  me ;  befides  is  as 
healthy  jolly  a  good  countenanc’d  Woman  as  moft  you 
(hall  fee,  (3c.  Says  a  third,  I  put  it  dole  to  her,  and 
(he  pofitively  told  me,  and  Swore  to  it  too,  that  (he 
was  Clean,  (3c.  Thus  are  the  Men  ‘impos’d  upon, 
and  taken  with  the  bait  of  a  good  Face,  whollome 
look,  together  with  their  Words  and  Oaths,  that 
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they  are  found,  &c.  when  the  fame  is  no  certain  af- 
furance  of  fafety,  judgment  being  not  to  be  made  by 
the  outlide  appearance,  no  more  than  what  they  tell 
you  is  to  be  credited  ;  nor  indeed  fometimes  upon  the 
narroweft  inlpetftion  is  their  Malady  known ;  the  great 
Cunning,  fpecious  Pretences  and  foiemn  Proteftations, 
of  thofe  defigning  Ladies  of  Pleafure,  being  fuch,  as 
may,  and  too  often  does,  Gentlemen,  ealily  allure 
you,  but  very  feidom  Secure  you  :  But  Gentlemen, 
you  cannot  blame  them,  it  is  their  Trade,  and  if 
you  will  run  the  rifque  and  truft  them,  you  muft  een 
take  what  they  give  you  for  your  Pains,  which  if 
you  fliould  chance  to  efcape,  yet  cannot  but  allow  is 
more  owing  to  good  Fortune  than  their  Care,  or  your 
own  Defert ! 

For  Whores  are  Whores,  their  Trade  it  is  to  Sint 
By  them  unthinking  Fools  are  oft  drawn  /V, 

Shun  then  their  Snaresy  for  true ,  Pandora’*  Boxy 
tVas  ne'er  more  full  of  Ills,  than  they  of  Pox, 

However  there  is  a  great  deal  in  a  Man  and  Wo*' 
mans  managing  themielves, after  having  had  to  do  with 
an  infedfed  Companion,  I  mean  in  their  walking  and 
cleaning  rhemfelves,  which  if  done  immediately  with 
am  oft  any  Liquor,  will  fomething  at  leaft,  fcour  oft' 
rhat  Illuvies  or  Filth  that  cleaves  to  the  Parts,  and  ren* 
tier  the  Infection  the  more  tollerable,  which  the  ufeof 
the  Liquor  I  juft  now  mention'd,  would  molt  certainly 
and  efte&ually  free  them  from,  for  the  Reafons  already 
given ;  even  tho’  the  Man  made  long  ftay  in  the 
Womans  Body,  and  through  the  exceftive  Hxtacy, 
Hcac  and  Satiety,  welter  and  indulge  hirnfeif  in  that 
Coition ,  which  i;  much  the  more  looner  way  to  at¬ 
tract  the  Venom,  than  quickly  withdrawing  ;  I  fay, 
even  then  would  the  Liquor  I  mention’d,  if  us’d  in 
time,  abfolutely  clear  him  of  that  Infection  he  had 
receiv’d  from  the  Woman,  as  alb  the  Woman,  if  re¬ 
ft’  z  ceiv'd

ceiv'd  it  from  the  Man.  But  I  (hall  fay  no  more  of 
this. 

I  had  almoft  forgot  to  acquaint  the  Reader,  that 
there  is  ^et  another  way  of  getting  the  Venereal  Infe¬ 
ction,  (which  indeed  I  fhcuJd  have  taken  notice  of 
in  its  place)  and  that  is  by  one  Man’s  converting  with, 
or  having  the  Carnal  ufe  of  another  Man’s  Body,  vi 
.  .ry,  an  abominable,  beaftly,  fodomin- 
cal,  and  fliameful  Adion  ;  an  Adion,  as  its  not  fit 
to  be  named,  fo,  one  would  think,  would  not  be 
practis’d  in  a  Chriftian  Country,  more  efpecially  fince 
the  Laws  of  God  and  Man,  are  fo  diredly  in  force 
sgainlt  it ;  but  I  fay  by  that  means  have  we  known 
theDiftemper  to  have  been  contraded,  and  lam  a- 
fraid  is  what  is  too  commonly  practis’d  in  this  dilfolute 
Age,  and  the  Diltcmper  by  that  means  very  frequent' 
ly  gotten,  as  it  was  lately  by  one  (as  I  was  told) 
that  I  had  in  Cure. 

And  which  is  ftill  worfe,  this  Diftemper  is  alfo 
gotten  after  another  manner  of  Convention,  vi%. 
by  a  Man’s  putting  his  ereded  Penis,  into  another 
Perfons  (Man  or  Woman’s)  Mouth,  ufing  Fridion, 
between  the  Lips ;  a  way  fo  very  Beaftly  and  fo 
much  to  be  abhorr’d,  as  to  caufe  at  the  mentioning, 
or  but  thinking  of  it,  the  utmoft  deteftation  and  loath¬ 
ing  ;  but  by  that  means  alfo  has  it  been  gotten,  and  a 
Man  fo  Infeded  (one  that  I  know  nor,  nor  where  to 
find)  had  I  in  Cure  not  long  fince,  who  alfur’d  me 
(cho*  with  feeming  concern  for  the  committing  fo  foul 
a  Crime,)  that  he  contraded  it  no  other  way  ;  and 
that  the  Perfon  from  whom  he  got  it  (  being  a  Man  ) 
Lad  at  the  fame  time  (as  he  has  fince  been  aftur’d) 
feveral  Pock^y  Ulcerations,  in  his  Mouth ;  but 
in  fuch  a  woful  pickle  was  this  Patient  of  mine,  and 
indeed  (as  I  told  him)  very  defervedly*  that  I  never 
in  my  Life  before,  faw  one  (both  for  Pox  and  Clap 
ugether)  worfe;  and  I  being  defirous  to  know  the 
whole  of  this  abominable  Encounter,  (having  never 
known,  tho’  before  had  heard,  chat  fuch  beaftly  Abo- 
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minations  were  pra&is’d )  ask’d  him  if  Was  any 
Pleafure  to  him,  and  how  he  difpos’d  of  his  Semen  ? 
he  told  me  ’twas  great  Pleafure,  and  that  he  ejected 
it  into  the  Perfon’s  Month  he  had  to  do  with,  who 
both  willingly  receiv’d  ir,  and  aflifted,  as  he  faid,  in 
this  foul  Adi,  by  fucking  his  Penis •  O  monftrous  ! 
thought  I,  that  Men,  orherwife,  fenlible  Men,  Ihould 
fo  vilely  debafe  themfelves,  and  become  fo degenerate; 
fhould  provoke  God  fo  highly,  contemn  the  Laws  of 
Man  fo  openly,  wrong  their  own  Bodies  fo  fearfully; 
and  which  is  worfe  (without  lincere  Repentance)  ru¬ 
in  their  own  Souls  eternally.  A  Sin  fo  heinous  and 
aggravating,  that  God  particularly  express  his  Anger 
againft  thofe  that  commit  ir,  as  being  hardned  and 
given  up  by  him  to  uncleannels,  fpeaking  of  fuch  in 
Rom.  1 .  ver.  4.  Wherefore  God  alfo  gave  them  up  to 
Unclcanncfs ,  through  the  Ltifts  of  their  omi  Hearts ,  to 
difhonour  their  oven  Bodies  between  themfelves.  And  a- 
gain  in  the  26.  and  27.  verfes— " 1 — •-For  even  their  Wo¬ 
men  did  change  their  natural  Vfe  into  that  which  is  againft 
Nature.  And  likewife  alfo  the  Men ,  leaving  the  natural 
ZJfe  of  the  Woman ,  burned  in  their  Lift  one  toward 
another ,  Men  with  Men,  working  that  which  is  unfeemly, 
and  receiving  in  themfelves  that  reccmpcnce  of  their  Er- 
rour  which  was  meet .  But  I  proceed. 

When  the  malignity  or  contagion  of  a  Venereal  Go - 
norihaa,  or  Clapy  either  by  negledf  or  carelefsnefs  of 
the  Patient;  or  thro’  ignorance  or  ill  management  of 
thofe  that  have  had  them  in  Cure,  ( as  fometimes  by 
its  continuance,  or  by  the  imprudent  ule  of  Aftrir* 
gents,  (3c.)  has  mandated  it  felf  from  the  Parts  of 
Generation,  and  feiz’d  the  more  noble  Parrs,  imparting 
its  vicioufnefs  to  the  Blood,  Etc.  there  will  then  re* 
fult  a  villainous  Diftemper  indeed,  which  we  call  the 
Pox ,  and  which  by  its  figns,  the  skulking  Poifon  is 
detedled,  (not  but  that  the  Parient  may  labour,  and 
very  ofeen  does,  under  both  Pox  and  Clap  at  the  fame 
time,  and  from  one  and  the  fame  Infection,  for  Reafons 
too  long  to  incert  here)  and  tho’  not  fo  frequently. 
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yet  certainly  it  is,  that  the  Pox  may  be  as  fuddenly 
contracted  as  a  Clap ,  whole  milder  Symptoms  are 
fmall  Vlcers  or  Sores,  or  Warts  upon  the  Privities , 
and  yet  no  running  or  heat  of  Urine  at  all  ;  when  the 
more  inveterate  Symptoms  fhew  themfelves  by  debi¬ 
lity  of  the  whole  Body,  as  if  wearied  by  much  la¬ 
bour,  caus’d  by  the  Spirits  being  infected;  breakings 
out  all  over,  or  in  fome  parts  of  the  Body  alfo; 
Pains  in  the  Head,  efpecially  in  the  Fore-head ,  with  a 
heavinefs  upon  the  Eye-brows towards  Night ;  a  ftrange 
changeable  Sorenefs  of  the  Gums ,  fometimes  feeling 
loofe,  as  if  the  Teeth  would  drop  out;  a  fwimming 
of  the  Brain  ;  a  continual  tinning  noife  in  the  Ears, 
and  an  aptnefs  to  be  Deaf  “  or  hard  of  Hearing;  fharp 
defluxions  into  the  Threat ,  whence  proceed  Inflamma¬ 
tions,  Vlcers ,  pocky  Hoarfnejps ,  Vlcers  in  the  Ton  ft  Is r 
or  Almonds  of  the  Ears ,  lofs  of  Palate,  &c. 

And  when  the  defluxion  falls  upon  the£/ej  or  Hofe, 
(the  latter  of  which  this  Difeafe  feems  to  have  a  fpight 
at,  tho’  it  be  generally  the  laft  part  it  attacks)  caufes 
hear,  rednefs,  and  thinnefs  of  the  upper  and  under  lid 
of  the  former,  and  fnu ffling  and  forenefs  in  the  latter*, 
with  numbnefs  and  pain,  as  if  it  would  come  off,  and 
fometimes  rotten  eating  Vlcers  within  t he Hoftrils, which 
fnfefts  the  ridge,  that  it  falls  ;  breakings  out,  or 
botches  about  the  Body  of  all  colours ;  a  dandrif  of 
the  Head ,  Beard ,  and  Eye- brows,  with  a  yellow  or 
bluilh  Circle  about  the  Eyes  ;  Pockj  Piles ,  or  Warts 
about  the  Fundament,  or  a  Pod^y  Ffflula  there  ;  Car - 
noflties  or  Excrefcences  in  the  paflage  of  the  Tard  in 
Men,  and  Privities  in  Women.  When  it  affects  the 
Humours  of  the  Body,  it  is  bad  ;  when  the  Blood  is 
degenerated  thereby,  it  isworfe;  and  yet  when  the 
Nervous  Juice  is  infected,  *cis  much  more  prejudicial; 
and  yet  (till  worfe  in  its  Nature,  when  the  virulent 
Taint  has  caus’d  a  Putrefaction  of  the  Seed ,  (  which 
is  an  Extract  elaborated  and  refin’d  from  both  )  ac¬ 
cording  to  that  known  Axiom,  Corruptio  optimi  eft 
peffima,  and  (ueh  a  Malignity  is  not  ordinary. 

When 
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When  the  Difeafe  grows  mod  inveterate,  fixing  c 
Mala  Stamina  upon  the  whole  Conftitution,  it  appear5 
in  racking  furious  Pains  in  the  Joints  ;  fixe  intolerabie 
Head-acbs ,  afflidting  worfe  in  the  Nights,  and  thence 
call’d  Nodturnal  ;  immoveable ,  darting,  pricking 
Pains  in  the  Shins,  Shoulders ,  and  bVrifts  ;  gnawing* 
devouring,  gangrenous  Vlcers ,  and  rottennefs  of  the 
Bones ;  Tophs  or  hard  Knots  about  the  Joints  ;  Nodes 
or  pumps  about  the  Head ,  or  upon  the  Forehead, 
TVrifls,  Shin-Bones;  Gums,  or  feft  broad  Swellings  of 
the  bignels  of  an  Egg,  or  bigger,  flat  hardneffes  grow¬ 
ing  upon  the  Shins ,  Skull ,  Arm-Bones ,  &e.  V'cers  of 
the  Kidneys,  Bladder ;  Body  Confumpuons,  HetfHcks; 
Pock.)  Blindnefs,  &c.  which  very  often  proves  fatal. 

Some  grow  very  lean  with  the  Pox ,  others  grow 
fat  with  it  ;  but  their  fat  is  yellowifh,  greenifh,  or 
waterifh  ;  their  looks  are  very  changeable,  fometimes 
for  a  Day,  three  or  four,  they  will  look  very  well, 
afterwards  again  they  will  look  with  an  unwholfome 
Colour,  it  may  be  yeliowifh,  greenifh,  bluifh,  or 
fwarthy. 

I  fay,  when  the  Symptoms  advance  to  this  invete¬ 
racy,  the  Diftemper  may  juftly  enough  be  deem’d 
a  confirm’d,  radicated,  thorow  Pox  ;  and  thefe  being 
the  moft  material  and  evident  Signs  thereof,  all  who 
are  infecled,  make  fomc  of  thefe  Complaints,  fome  of 
them  happening  to  one,  and  fome  to  another,  accord* 
ing  as  their  Condi tutions  and  Temperaments  differ, 
and  as  the  Party  they  got  it  from,  was  more  or  Ida 
in  fe  died. 

But  further,  to  (liew  its  Nature,  Divifion,  and  how 
varioufly  the  Pox  is  ditlinguifh’d,  cbferve  what  a  cer¬ 
tain  Author  fays,  That  the  flighted  fort  of  all,  is  when 
only  the  Hair  of  the  Head  and  Beard  Sheds,  the 
Venom  confiding  in  an  exhaltation  or  {teem,  which 
fixes  at  the  Roots  of  the  Hair. 

The  fecond  kind  is  fomevvhat  worfe,  the  whole 
Skin  being  mark’d  with  red  and  yellow  Spot?,  and 
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then  the  feat  of  the  Venom  is  in  the  Lymphatick 

■-fuice* 

The  third  fort  is  yet  worfe,  and  is  the  true  Pox, 
where  red  and  yellow  Pimples  do  firft  break  out  about 
the  Fore-bead,  Temples,  and  near  the  Ears,  afterwards 
on  the  Head ,  and  over  the  whole  Body ,  being  round 
and  dry  without  Matter,  which  afterwards  are  co¬ 
ver’d  with  a  dry  Scab ,  and  often  turn  into  foul 
ning  Sores  ;  .in  this  Cafe  the  Venom  has  taken  its  place; 
in  the  Glandules,  and  Glandulous  Lymph. 

The  fourth  and  laft  degree  of  the  Pox,  is  when  it 
gets  imo  the  Bones,  Ligaments ,  'Membranes  and  Sinews, 
and  then  it’s  arriv’d,  fays  he,  to  the  Brain  and  Mar¬ 
row  of  the  Spine  and  Nervous  Lympha,  which  may  juft- 
ly  be  faid  to  be  Corruptio  totius  fuljlantia ,  rendring 
thofe  that  have  it  to  be  oftentimes  paft  Cure,  rending 
and  tearing  the  Tendons  and  Perioflia,  caufing  im¬ 
placable  Pains  5  and  if  the  corrofive  Humour  fixes  in 
the  Bones,  it  does  fo  foften  enlarge  and  diftend  them* 
that  they  have  been  known  to  become  of  a  monftrous 
Shape  and  Figure  ;  and  that  the  Malignity  and  Acri¬ 
mony  is  found  by  degrees  to  eat  away,  make  rotten, 
and  confume  them. 

And  if  we  may  believe  Palmarius,  he  tells  us,  That 
he  has  feen  many  in  whom  the  Pericranium,  and  the 
Skull  under  it,  have  been  found  wholly  eaten  away 
with  Putrefaction,  and  confumed  with  Rotrennefs  as 
far  as  the  Dura  Mater,  and  the  Skin  of  the  Head  not 
in  the  leaft  injur’d,  and  yet  thofe  Perfons  free  from 
Vomitings,  Fevers,  and  the  like  Symptoms  ufually  at¬ 
tending  affecls  on  thofe  Parts  ;  and  that  one  or  two 
have  been  living  without  a  Skull ;  but  as  to  the  ve¬ 
racity  of  the  thing,  I  leave  it,  and  others  may  judge 
as  they  pleafe. 

However  thofe  fevere  furious  Poxes ,  are  not  fo  fre¬ 
quent  as  the  milder  fore,  and  feldom  happen,  blit 
whefe  the  Patient  has  been  abus’d,  either  through  the 
ignorance  or  negled:  of  the  Practitioner,  or  both  ;  it 
not  being  to  be  fuppos’d  any  rational  People  would 
.  ,.i  !■,  •  .  . .  ever 
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ever  be  fo  egregioufly  fooiifli,  when  they  happen  to  get 
a  Misfortune,  to  let  it  run  on  till  it  comes  to  the  Poxt 
and  then  under  the  direful  circumftances  thereof,  whol¬ 
ly  negledh  themfelves,  and  fuffer  the  Difeale  to  ad¬ 
vance  to  that  degree  ;  if  fo,  the  known  advice  of  the 
Poet  has  been  but  ill  bellow’d  on  them,  vi%. 

Principiis  obfta  fero  Me  did  ti  a  paratur , 

Cum  mala  per  longas  invaluere  moras. 

That  is ; 

Take  Phyflck  earlyy  Med’cines  come  too  late 

When  the  Difeafe  is  grown  inveterate . 

And  indeed  no  negledl,  in  fuch  Cafes  People  value 
their  Lives,  ought  to  be  ;  for  againft  fuch  a  cruel  Ene¬ 
my  as  is  the  Venereal  Difcafe,  there  fliould  be  employ’d 
all  the  Force  and  Artillery  that  Phyflck  can  procure, to 
profligate,  ferret  out,  and  extinguilh,  all  the  Venom 
in  the  Vejfels,  Vifcera ,  and  Solid  Parts,  where  it  has 
taken  up  its  abode,  that  the  Parts  hurt  or  corrupted 
by  it,  may  be  purify’d  and  reftor’d,  and  thofe  weak- 
ned  may  be  ftrengcbned,  By  this  means,  that  is, 
by  proper  Medicines,  and  proper  Managemenr,  you’ll 
be  lav’d  from  the  amazing  variety  of  ignominious  De¬ 
formities,  fuch  as  the  Lame  fwinging  between  two 
Crutches,  the  faltring  fnuffling  Speech,  the  mattery 
blear  Eyes,  the  doven  fallen  Nofe,  the  rotten  Palate, 
the  fcabby  Face,  the  ft  inking  Breath,  the  bloated  tin - 
wholfome  Look,  the  incurable  Deafnefs,  tec.  The  bare 
Thoughts  of  which,  is  enough  to  make  the  ftoutefl: 
Man  (that  has  the  Difeafe)  to  tremble,  or  even  to  do 
as  that  old  Woman  Acco  did,  who  feeing  her  Defor¬ 
mity  in  a  Glafs,  run  Mad,  &c. 

Fracaftoriwin  his  Hiftory  of  the  French  Pox,  Tran- 
Hated  by  Mr.  Tate ,  one  of  our  Englifh  Poets,  fpeaks 
pf  its  Nature  and  Fury  thus. 
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With  great  difturbancc  docs  this  wretch' d  Difeafe, 
T he  Paricnts  with  unwonted  Ills  to  fei^e, 

With  drooping  Spirits ,  his  affairs  purfues. 

That  all  his  Limbs  their  Offices  refufc  j 
The  chearful  Glories  of  his  Eyes  decay , 

And  from  his  Cheeks  the  Rofesfade  may  • 

A  Leaden  Hue  o'er  all  his  Face  is  fpread , 

And  greater  Weights  deprefs  his  drcoping  Head  ; 
Till  by  degrees ,  the  Secret  Parts  / hall  fhow , 

By  open  proofs  the  undermining  Foe  : 

Who  now  its  dreadful  Enfigns  fhall  difplay , 

Devour  and  Harrafs,  in  the  fight  of  Day  ? 

Again ,  when  chearful  Light  has  left  the  Sl{ies , 

And  Night’s  ungrateful  Shades  and  Vapours  rife  5 
When  Nature  to  our  Spirits  found  Retreat, 

And  to  the  Vitals  calls  her  ftragling  Heat  ; 

When  th’  Out- works  are  no  more  of  warmth  pofffi, 
Bloodlefs,  and  with  a  load  of  Humours  prefi  $ 
When  evry  kind  Relief  /  retir’d  within , 

*Tis  then  the  execrable  Pains  begin  ; 

Arms,  Shoulders,  Legs,  with  reftlefs  Aches  vext , 
And  with  Convulsions  evry  Ner xq  perplext ; 

For ,  thro  all  the  Veins  tti  Infection’*  fpread. 

And  by  what  e'er  fhould  feed  the  Body  fed* 

When  Nature  flrives  the  Vitals  to  defend , 

And  all  deftruHive  Humours  outward  fend : 

Thefe  being  Vifcous,  Grofs ,  and  loth  to  fart. 

In  its  dull  March  fhall  torture  evry  part  ; 

Whence  to  the  Bloodlefs  Nerves  dire  Pains  enfue9 
At  once  contracted  and  extended  too 
The  thinner  Parts  will  yet  not  fiickfo  fafl7 
But  to  the  Surface  of  the  Skin  are  cafl, 

IVhich  in  foul  Botches  o'er  the  Body  fpread , 
Prophane  the  Bofom,  and  deform  the  Head: 

Here  Paftules  i?i  the  form  of  Acorns  fwclfd , 

In  form  alone,  for  thefe  with  Stench  are  fill'd, 
Whofe  ripenefs  is  Corruption,  that  in  time , 
pifdain  Confinement ,  and  difeharge  the  Slime 0

Imperfect  Sounds,  for  tuneful  Speech  was  fent ; 

And  when  this  Bane  is  once  receiv  d  within , 

With  fuch  Eruptions  it  j hall  force  the  Skin: 

And  whe?i  the  Humour  for  a  time  has  flow  d. 

Grow  fixt  at  laft,  and  harden  to  a  Node. 

Mean  while  the  Sable  Wings  of  Night  are  fpread , 

And  balmy  Sleep  on  evry  Creature  fhed  ; 

T hefe  Wretches  only  no  Bppofe  could  take , 

By  this  tormenting  Fiend  (lill  kept  awake  5 
Impatient  till  the  Morn  rcflord  the  Light , 

Then  cwft  her  Beams,  and  wiflo'd  again  for  Night, 
His  wretched  Limbs  with  Filth  and  Stench  o'erflow3

Thus,  this  fin  iff)' d  Piece,  this  celebrated  Frame, 

The  Manfion  of  a  loath'd  Difeafe  became  ; 

And  cf  fuch  baneful  and  Malignant  Kind, 

As  Ages  paft  ne'er  kyiew,  and  future  ne’er  (hall  find .  * 
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CHAP.  II. 

The  eafwefs  of  Curing  the  Venereal  Difeajey 
and  the  Reafons  why  fo  many  daily  mifs  of 
Cure  ;  with  fome  Directions,  whereby  the 
Patients  themfelves  may  know  when ,  and 
when  not ,  they  are  in  fafe  and  skilful 
Hands  of  Cure* 

17  E  fore  I  begin  to  fhew  the  eahnefs  of  curing  the  Vc- 
nercal  Dijeafe,  it  will  be  neeeflary  to  difcover 
fomething  further  than  what  has  been  yet  faid,  of  the 
Nature  and  Kinds  bf  the  Pcx>  whereby  the  eafinefs  of 
its  C»re  will  be  the  better  demonftrated,  and  the 
Reafons  why  fuch  numbers  are  daily  difappointed 
therein,  will  be  the  plainer  difcovered. 

'Tis  allow’d  by  all,  that  there  is  fcarce  any  Difeafe 
more  known  than  the  Venereal  Lues ,  refpedting  its 
Name,  and  more  common  Symptoms  ;  nor  none 
more  generally  unknown,  when  we  come  to  infped: 
pnore  narrowly  the  Matter  it  felf  •  for  many  Authors, 
,is  obferv’d  in  the  Chapter  before,  have  written  Books, 
ajnd  that  not  unprofitably,  as  to  its  Nature,  Signs  and 
properties  ;  yet  fcarcely  have  given  us  fuch  a  fafe, 
fecit  re  Praxis,  as  may  be  relied  on  for  Cure  c  But 
whether  their  Methods  may  be  drawn  from  the  Por¬ 
tions  they  lay  down,  as  to  the  Nature,  &c.  of  the 
Semina  Morbi ,  I  (hall  not  here  ftand  to  enquire,  only 
this,  that  fome  will  have  the  Venereal  Difeafe  to  be 
nothing  elfe  than  a  certain  multitude  of  Animalcule , 
or  inconfpicuous  little  Worms,  which  yet  by  the  help 
of  a  Microfcops  may  be  plainly  difcovered  ,  as  Atha- 
nafius  Kjrcher ,  formerly  of  Rome,  is  reported  to  have 
pronounced  concerning  the  Peflilence  ;  and  others, 
and  among  them  the  molt  Learned,  alferr.  That  the 
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Pox  proceeds  from  a  certain  occult  Quality,  where¬ 
by  the  laudable  Temperament  of  the  whole  Body  may¬ 
be  perverted,  and  fo  accordingly  appoint  Methods  for 
Cure,  (3c.  of  which  I  (hall  fay  more  by  and  by. 

Auger,  Ferrer ius ,  defines  che  Pox  to  be  from  putre¬ 
faction  of  Humours,  contracted  for  the  molt  pare 
through  Infection  by  Copulation ,  (as  I  have  alfo  ob- 
ferv’d  at  large  in  the  foregoing  Chapter)  by  commu¬ 
nicating  venomous  Exhalations  and  infetted  Spirits, 
Efc.  his  words  are  thefe,  Vtidendagra  Lues  Hifpanica , 
nibil  ciliud  eft ,  quam  putredo  humor  urn  ex  contagions,  in 
coitu  magnet  ex  parte  contracla,  part  ici felt  tone  vsnena- 
tarttm  Exhalationttm  (3  Spirituum  infeclorum. 

And  much  the  fame  fays  Steegbius  and  other  Ancients, 
cjs  that  its  of  a  venomous  Quality,  which  for  the  molt 
part  is  taken  by  a  Venereal  Contact,  (3c. 

But  Mcrcunal  fays,  it’s  a  Difpofiticn,  injuring  the 
natural  Operations  through  unknown  means. 

The  generality  of  Phyficians  define  it  to  be  an  oc¬ 
cult  or  hidden  Difeafe,  contracted  by  malignant  Va¬ 
pours  that  are  communicated  by  a  Pocky  Body  ;  be  • 
caufe  I  fuppofe  their  Remedies  won’t  reach  it,  for  if 
it  was  fo  hidden  as  not  to  be  difeover’d  by  any  Me¬ 
dicines  or  means,  we  fhould  all  then  grope  in  the 
Dark  indeed  :  But  it  has  been  a  happinels  to  Thou- 
fands,  that  it’s  a  manifelt  Difeafe,  or  elle  they  would 
have  had  but  a  hidden  Cure  :  And  alfo  a  Benefit  it  has 
been  to  Hundreds,  that  there  are  Medicines  to  difeover 
its  Nature,  tho5  never  fo  hidden  j  but  by  this  means 
they  fhelter  themfelves  under  this  Afjlum  ignoranti.e , 
that  it  is  a  Difeafe  occult ;  if  they  had  faid  difficult , 
they  had  faid  fomething,  becaufe  it  is  a  Difeafe  not 
manifeft  ro  every  ProfefTor,  that  knows  nothing  be¬ 
yond  Tradition. 

I  have  read  indeed,  that  in  Italy,  and  efpecially  at 
Venice  and  Eprne,  it  continues  hidden  for  lomc  Years, 
which  afterwards  difcovers  it  felf  iuddenly  in  rotten 
Bones  ;  and  that  as  Fernelius  writes,  it  doth  feme- 
rimes  return  and  revive  after  thirty  Years  pa  ft,  and 
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for  fo  long  (pace  the  fewel  of  the  Difeafe  does  lie  hid 
as  dormant  ;  and  that  neverthelefs  thoie  who  by  thac 
means  think  themfelves  free  from  all  hurt,  and  be¬ 
lieve  themfelves  to  be  perfectly  Sound,  do  corrupt 
thofe  with  whom  they  converfe,  and  beget  an  Iflfue 
pcfleft  with  that  Difeafe. 

The  fame  is  witnefled  by  $ohn  Philippus  Ingraffius. 
Alfo  Hercules  Saxonia  in  his  Book  de  Lite  Verier,  cap . 
II.  relates,  that  he  Cur’d  an  Illujiriffimo ,  who  had 
knobs  of  the  French  Difeafe  came  out  upon  him  twenty 
five  Years  after  he  had  contracted  it. 

And  Baglivi ,  Profelfor  of  Phy/ick  and  Anatomy  at 
Borne,  to  this  purpofe  relates  a  Story  of  a  young  Man 
he  had  in  Cure  there,  that  was  ill  for  eight  Months 
of  a  violent  and  very  painful  Ophthalmia  or  Inflam¬ 
mation  in  his  Eyes,  and  comng  to  him,  afcer  a  vain 
Trial  of  all  forts  of  Remedies,  he  began  to  be  fufpi- 
cious  of  fome  violent  Caufe  or  principal  Difeafe  chat 
perfonated  an  Ophthalmia ,  and  accordingly  he  ask’d 
him,  if  he  had  ever  been  tainted  with  a  Venereal  111- 
nefs  ?  He  made  anfwer,  he  had  been  ill  of  a  Clap 
about  eight  Years  ago,  and -was  Cured  of  it  in  two 
Months  rime.  Upon  this,  being  fenfible,  fays  Baglivi , 
that  ,the  Seeds  of  that  Contagion, flick  oftentimes  to  the 
Blood  for  thirty  Years  and  above,  and  after  apparent 
Health,  break  out  in  the  form  of  feveral  Difeafcs,  f 
prefently  concluded  that  the  Ophthalmia  was  Venereal \ 
and  Cured  him  in  ten  Days,  with  large  quantities  of 
the  DecoAion  of  Sar ftp. trill  a ,  crude  Antimonyl  &c. 
drank  like  Mineral  Waters. 

The  lame  Baglivi ,  in  another  place,  tells  us  of  a 
Nobleman  that  he  was  call’d  to  attend,  that  was  de* 
fperately  ill  of  the  Sciatica ,  and  afcer  uling  all  forts 
of  Remedies  to  no  purpofe,  underflood  by  chance, 
that  his  Patient  about  twenty  Years  before  had  a  Ve+ 
nereal  Bubo  upon  him  ;  he  therefore  fufpe (fling  his  Sci¬ 
atica  to  be  Venereal ,  cur’d  him  in  a  few  Days,  with 
the  fame  DecoAion  afore-mention’d. 
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But  that  the  Seeds  of  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  if  not 
thoroughly  extirpated,  will  remain,  and  lie  dormant, 
and  not  prefently  difcover  themfelves,  is  plain  and  ob¬ 
vious  by  the  following  Story,  which  I  had  occafion 
to  obferve  but  very  lately. 

A  Gentleman  that  had  formerly  been  my  Patient, 
and  whom  I  had  alfo  then  in  Cure  for  a  Gonorrhea, 
told  me,  That  a  Friend  of  his  for  a  few  Weeks  palf, 
had  fo  fallen  away  in  Flelh,  that  every  Body  told 
him  he  was  in  aConfumption,  notwithftanding  which, 
his  Stomach  kept  up,  had  no  Fever,  Pain,  Cough, 
or  any  the  like  Symptoms  to  indicate  any  thing  ail’d 
him  ;  I  ask’d  if  ever  he  had  any  Venereal  Infedion  ? 
The  Gentleman  told  me,  he  would  own  no  fuch 
thing  ;  but  when  I  came  to  fpeak  with  him  my  felf, 
putting  it  to  him,  he  told  me  that  he  had  a  ginning 
of  the  I\eins  fome  Months  ago,  with  heat  of  Vrine , 
(ScJ  but  that  it  went  away  of  it  felf,  without  taking 
the leaft  Medicine:  I  told  him  his  emaciated  Body 
was  cauled  by  that  Evil ,  and  that  Methods  accord¬ 
ingly  mull  be  taken,  to  which  he  agreed  :  I  then  be¬ 
gan  with  him,  and  firft  purg’d  him  wirh  my  Anti- 
venereal  Pills ,  and  gave  him  my  Sptcifick^  Powder,  or¬ 
dering  him  to  drink  new  Milk,  to  the  quantity  of  three 
Pints  or  two  Qua  rts  in  a  Day,  for  three  Weeks  ;  upon 
which  he  wonderfully  amended  :  After  that,  in  the 
room  of  the  Milk,  I  order'd  him  the  following  Di¬ 
et-drink,  continuing  to  Purge  him  gently  at  times, 
with  the  Pills  afore- mention’d,  and  giving  him  alfo 
the  above- mention’d  Powder ,  with  which  Method,  in 
about  four  Weeks  more,  he  was  brought  into  a  good 
ftate  of  Health,  recovered  his  loft  Flelh,  and  is  as 
well  now'  as  ever  he  was  in  his  Life. 

The  Diet-drink  was  this.

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Therefore  I  am  convinc’d,  that  rhe  Venereal  Seeds 
may,  and  oftentimes  do,  flick  to  the  Body  for  a  con- 
fiderable  time  ;  and  the  more  to  illuftrate  the  Truth 
of  this  Atfertion,  I  fhall  add  a  few  Obfervations  from 
Dr.  Martin  Lift  ery  viz. 

4  A  certain  Woman,  of  twenty  Years  of  Age,  mar- 

*  ried  to  an  f^usband  infedfed  with  the  Venereal  Lues , 
c  and  long  fini'e.  Cur’d,  (  in  his  own  Opinion  at  leaft ) 
4  who,  in  he^  fecond  Lying-in,  when  her  Month  was 
4  up,  perceiv’d  an  oblique  Tumor,  not  without  pain, 
c  againft  her  Womb,  and  all  the  time  of  her  Child  - 
4  bearing,  a  certain  Sanies  flow’d  from  her  Womb,  of 
4  a  rank  Smell ;  at  length,  her  V ferine  Purgation 
4  ceaflng  according  to  Cuftom,  that  Tumor  was  a  lit- 
4  tie  encreafed  ;  alfo  about  that  time  a  fmall  Fever 

*  appear’d,  which  feem’d  to  be  of  the  intermitting 

*  kind,  with  certain  Periods.  I  purg’d  her  with  mild 
'  Medicines,  but  without  effed:,  for  the  Tumour 
4  daily  cncreas’d  ,  both  in  pain  and  greatnefs ;  and 

*  therefore  I  prefcntly  chang’d  my  Method  of  Curing, 

*  and  apply’d  Pultifes  of  Emollients ,  Maturating  and 
c  Anodinc ;  and  at  the  fame  time  adminiftred  inwardly 

*  an  Anti-venercal  Apo^em,  with  the  addition  of  Bari » 

*  of  Peru ,  and  a  large  handful  of  Figs.  After  ten 
4  days  a  Cauftick.  was  apply’d  to  the  Tumour,  by  a 
4  Surgeon ,  to  open  it,  which  was  done,  and  a  great 
1  quantity  of  Matter  was  difeharg’d  :  In  twenty  days 
4  the  Wound  healed,  during  which  time  fl.e  took  the 
4  above-mention’d  Apo^emy and  old  Ample  Hiera  three  or 
£  four  times  to  purge,  and  was  Cur’d.  This  Cafe 
4  happen’d  fome  Years  ago. 

The  next  Cafe  I  fhall  mention  from  him  is  this.

4  A  Woman  thirty  Years  Old,  after  her  fecond 
c  Lying-in,  was  grievoufly  affiided  with  a  hard  Tu- 

*  mour  over-againft  her  bVomb,  a  little  enclining  to  one 
!  Groir?y  attended  with  a  Fever,  She  fent  for  me  ; 
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4  upon  couching  ir,  found  there  was  Matter  in  it  :  I 
c  adminiftred  an  Anti-venereal  Apozem  thrice  every 
4  day,  and  after  two  days  ordered  a  Surgeon  to  iaunce 
4  the  Tumour ,  upon  which  Incifion  there  iftued  out 

*  great  plenty  of  (linking  Matter*  fo  that  in  a  few 
4  Weeks  the  Woman  was  made  Sound.  I  admonifh’d 
c  the  Husband  privately,  and  in  his  Ear,  concerning 

*  the  Difeafe  Ws  Wife  had;  neither  did  he  deny  but 
4  that  he  was  formerly  affli&ed  with  the  Pcx,but  that 
4  he  had  been  well  for  many  Years,  at  leaft  in  his 

own  Opinion. 

The  next  Cafe  is  this. 

4  A  certain  Child-bearing  Gentlewoman  was  greatly 
4  troubled  with  much  Fluor,  called  the  FVbites  ;  after¬ 
wards  that  partly  pealing, (he  fell  into  a  conftantDsVzr- 
4  tkea, but  without  greatGripings.  She  had  many  things 
c  given  by  many,  but  all  to  no  purpofe,as  Chalybeate 
4  Waters,  Crocus  or  prepar'd  Steel,  very  many  fimple 
4  Aflringents ,  mixt  with  Rhubarb  and  Opium ,  varioufly 

*  confedted  ;  but  they  avail’d  not,  for  the  Difeafe 
c  held  her  for  almoft  three  Years,  in  which  time  Ihe 
4  was  almoft  confumed  with  a  Tabes.  I  being  fent 
‘  for,  and  after  enquiring  into  her  Cafe,  privily  ad- 
c  monifh’d  her  Husband  concerning  her  Diftemper, 

4  which  he  rook  very  heinoufly,  but  willingly  con- 
4  fefs’d  that  he  contracted  the  Venereal  Difeafe  when 
e  a  Stripling,  and  that  excepting  fome  contingent 
4  wandring  Pains,  and  that  but  very  feldom,  he  ne- 
4  ver  had  the  leaft  fufpicion  of  any  Malady  ;  and  be- 
c  Gdd-s,  that  his  Daughter,  now  eight  Years  Old,  ne- 
4  ver  had  the  leaft  appearance  of  any  fuch  Difeafe, 

4  anld  confequently  his  Wife  could  not  be  infedted 
4  therewith  :  However  I  would  not  further  contend, 

4  but  anfwer’d,  JTwas  too  late  forme  to  Cure  her. 

4  She  went  then  a  Mile  or  two  out  of  Town,  and 
4  there  died  of  the  Diftemper.  1 
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Another  Cafe  from  him. 

c  A  certain  Lady  that  had  been  many  years  Mar« 
c  ried  to  a  Husband  diftemper’d  with  the  Venereal 
6  Lues ,  tho'  long  before  well  Cured  (as  he  thought) 
c  was  very  much  troubled  with  a  copious  thin  Spit- 
f  ting,  but  without  any  Heavinefs,  Cough,  or  indeed 
c  troublefome  Diftillation,  there  running  out  of  her 
e  Mouth,  within  the  compafs  of  a  Day  and  Night, 
c  to  the  quantity  of  a  Pint  or  two,  as  fhe  and  I  have 
4  often  gueffed  by  the  wet  Linnen.  Her  Husband 
c  drank  hard ,  and  died  fometime  after ;  the  next 
4  Year  after  his  Death,  this  excellent  Woman  was 
c  grievoufly  afflidted  with  this  Spontaneous  Salivation, 
c  now  turn’d  into  a  daily  Cough.  She  was  long  in  the 
£  Hands  of  the  chiefeft  Phyficians  of  this  City  ;  the 
'•*  Malady  was  accounted  by  all,  and  palTed  for  a  fim- 
c  pie  Ptifick.  She  lived  by  Medicines  two  Years  or 

*  more,  and  then  died. 

Another  Cafe  from  him. 

c  A  certain  Man  50  Years  Old,  was  infe&ed  four- 
c  teen  Years  before,  with  a  Gcnorrhaa,  mildly  Viru- 
c  lent  ( if  that  can  be,)  and  prefently  was  Cured 
€  with  common  Remedies,  as  by  his  own  Relation  ; 
c  neither  had  he  any  Relapfe,  or  any  grievous  Symp- 
c  toms.  He  was  given  much  to  drinking  Wine  daily, 
€  at  length,  of  a  fudden,  he  was  weakned  in  both 
e  his  Hands,  and  one  of  his  Feet,  as  alfo  with  a  my- 
1  nefs  of  his  Mouth  ;  a  fmall  Salivation  followed  this 
c  fudden  Palfie,  which  encreafed  daily.  Country  Phy- 
{  ficians  handled  th:s  Man  half  a  Year  in  vain,  and 
c  for  many  days  he  went  twice  into  hot  Waters,  but 

*  they  pro  fired  nothing.  He  came  at  laft  to  London, 

*  and  committed  himfeif  to  my  Care.  He  drew  one 
c  Foot  after  him  when  he  walk’d,  and  his  Hands 
l  were  fo  contracted  and  ftiff,  that  he  could  grafp 
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’  nothing  in  his  Fingers,  nor  caft  forth  any  thing  pur 
c  within  them,  and  when  he  at  any  time  fpoke,  was 
6  fo  unintelligible  as  fcarce  to  beunderftood  ;  but  whac 
€  was  word  of  all,  a  fpontaneous  Salivation  vehe- 
c  mently  troubled  him  Night  and  Day,  which  rendred 

*  him  weak,  and  relifted  all  Remedies  given  him  to 
c  ftop  it.  I  nicely  obferv’d  the  clamminefs  and  un- 
c  grateful  ftink  of  his  Spittle,  and  found  it  to  be  as  is 
c  wont  upon  the  anointing  with  Quickflver ;  therefore 
c  concluded  that  his  Salivation  muft  be  from  thence, 
€  and  that  his  Cure  muft  be  attempted  accordingly  ; 
€  I  therefore  prepar’d  him  an  Apo^em  of  GuaiacumjnoT. 
e  Sudorific 4,  and  allow’d  him,  becaufe  he  was  languilh- 
c  ing,  Hrtne  and  Elejh-meaty  he  ufing  them  very  much 
c  in  the  time  of  his  Health  :  I  loolned  his  Belly  alfo 
‘  every  fourth  Day,  with  limple  Hiera  of  Diacolocin- 
€  thtsy  and  the  Decodtion  of  Epithymum  notwith- 
€  ftanding  which,  the  Salivation  left  not  wholly  off 

*  before  the  third  Month  :  At  length  his  Bowels  were 
confirm’d  by  Cordials ,  and  hot  Aromatickj ;  and 

c  within  fix  Months  he  had  his  Hands  fo  ftrong,  that 
c  he  could  Write,  yea,  and  Walk  fome  Miles,  and 
c  rerurn’d  home  very  Sound. 

Another  Cafe  from  the  fame  Author,” 

c  A  fat  Woman,  twenty  five  Years  Old,  married 
feven  Years,  was  grievoully  troubled,  for  at  leaft 
three  Months,  with  fome  pricking  Pains  in  her  Legs, 
but  moft  in  her  Feet,  attended  with  vehement  burn* 
ings ;  had  alfo  a  conftant  Head-achy  and  moft  trou- 
blelome  Cough  Night  and  Day,  that  (he  had  had 
little  or  no  Sleep  for  lome  Months  :  I  being  fent  for, 
found  her  lick  in  Bed  of  a. Fever,  her  Urine  of  a 
very  fad  red,  fuch  as  is  ufual  in  the  faundice.  When 
I  told  her  Husband  of  the  Malady,  vi%,  that  it  was 
Venereal ,  he  did  not  deny  it,  but  filently  feem’d 
to  aftent.  I  forthwith  order’d  a  Pound  of  Blood  to 
be  taken  from  her,  and  next  day  gave  her  Ca/ome - 
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£  Janos  3 j.  EleFl.  Lenitiv.  3 )•  an  Hour  after  which 

*  adminiitred  a  Potion,  ex  Decoti.  Amar ,  cum  Senna 
4  Jiv,  with  which  (he  Vomited  and  Purged  well ;  that 
c  Night  I  order’d  an  Opiate,  and  the  third  day  pre* 
c  fcrib’d  the  following  Powder.

4  Of  this  (he  took  3U-  every  fixtb  Hour,  alfo  a  ftrong

4  White-wine  in  each  Draught;  (lie  took  the  Bolus 
&  and  Purging  Potion  more  than  three  times,  but  of  the 
4  Calomelanef*'  only  ad  gr.  x.  In  the  fpace  of  eight 

*  days  her  Urine  became  of  a  very  good  colour,  (3c, 
e  like  found  Perfons  ;  on  the  fifteenth  day,  both  her 

*  Diftemper  and  Cough  left  her,  and  (he  recover’d. 

Another  Cafe. 

4  A  Man  of  fifty  Years  of  Age,  was  for  fome  Years 
«  grievoufly  affiidted  with  an  Jfchuria >  or  difficulty  of 
4  Urine,  that  happen’d  after  his  third  Marriage,  from 
«  a  Venereal  Caufe;  his  Wife  was  fickly  and  tainted 
c  with  the  Pox ,  as  appear’d  by  her  Countenance  and 
■<  Voice,  which  was  hindred  from  fome  defedl  in  her 

*  Palate,  This  Man  was  wont  to  void  with  his  Urine 
«  a  certain  (linking  Mucus ,  interfpers’d  with  bloody 

*  Fibres ,  which  came  plentifully,  but  not  without  in- 
r  finite  Torment  in  his  Tard :  I  thought  there  was  no 

*  way  to  help  this  Man,  but  with  the  following,which 
4  I  preferib’d ,  to  wit.

§fs.  Cantbaridum  §j.  Cocbinell,  fij.  fucci  Hypo- 
cifiidis  3 ij-  Sulph.

*  Months,  and  he  again  and  again  entreated  it  of  me, 

*  rendring  me  very  many  Thanks  for  its  eminent  Bene- 

*  fit ;  for  that  his  Difeafe  then  was  no  more  than  what 
4  he  could  very  well  endure. 

Another  Cafe  from  the  fame  Author. 

4  A  certain  Young  Widow  was  afllided  with  a  moft 

*  grievous  heat  of  Urine,  and  Prickings  there,  alio 
with  Canorous  Inflammations  on  the  Lips  of  her  Pri- 

4  vities ,  attended  with  a  violent  Pain  in  her  Head* 
4  contraded  from  her  Husband,  who  had  been  dead 
c  of  the  Pox,  in  the  Country,  for  a  Year  part.  She 

*  came  to  London ,  and  in  the  prefence  of  a  Mid-Wife* 
4  ask’d  my  Advice;  I  propos’d  to  Cure  her  thus,  vi%. 
4  I  Purged  her  with  Pilules  de  Duobus  with  equal  parts 
4  of  Mercur.  d uled  every  fourth  Day;  alfo  gave  her 
4  an  Apo^em  of  Guiacum*  &c.  citra  fudorem ,  for  her  daily 

*  Drink  ;  alfo  the  following,

R  Cochin^ IP  §iij.  Canthnridum  3j.  Vint  Rhenani  Ifoj. 
mifee  diger&ntur  per  diem  in  B-  M» 

4  She  took  a  Spoonful  of  this  e  dcco&e  Gitaiaci  3  iv. 
4  twice  a  Day  :  By  whole  Ufe  the  fo  virulent  Gonor • 
4  rhestty  throwing  out  a  fiinking,  bloody,  green  Mat- 
4  ter,  was  wholly  taken  away,  and  in  about  two 
4  Months,  even  without  any  help  of  a  Surgeon,  the 
4  Vlcers  were  dried,  and  the  Pain  of  her  Head  wholly 
4  left  her,  and  was  well. 

And  thefaid  Baglivi  who  I  before  mention’d,  does 
in  another  Place  deliver  it  as  his  Opinion,  that  the  Ve¬ 
nereal  Dijiemper  flicks  to  the  Blood  for  thirty  Years 
together  and  better,  without  any  trouble  or  injury  to 
the  Patient’s  Health  ;  but  then  there  is  as  vigorous  a 
return  of  the  Symptoms,  as  if  it  were  upon  the  firft 
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Onfer,  the  occafional  Caufe  fetting  the  internal  Caufe 
at  work. 

Bat  begging  that  great  Man’s  Pardon,  I  can  fcarce 
believe,  however,  that  the  Seeds  of  the  Difeafe  can 
lurk  or  lie  dormant  in  the  Body,  for  the  fpace  of  thirty 
Years  together,  without  fome  Symptoms  or  Appear¬ 
ance  thereof,  at  one  time  or  another,  for  doubrlefs,  as 
it  is  a  Difeafe,  that,  as  we  have  obferv’d,  lies  not  idle, 
foit  would  fooner,or  at  leaftwife  in  much  lefs  time  than 
that5havedifcoverd  it  felf  by  fome  Signs  or  other  ;  unlefs 
in  fome  Hypochondriack  and  Scorbutick  Perfons,  who 
have  many  earthy  Particles  in  their  Bloods,  and  for 
that  reafon  are  more  harder  to  be  Cured,  the  Pocky 
Acid  adhering  fo  clofe  to  it,  renders  them  more  diffi¬ 
cult;  infomuch  that  fometimes  for  many  Years  toge¬ 
ther  it  (hall  fcarcely  be  known  whether  they  are  Cur'd 
or  not ;  tho’  their  Fears  and  Complainrs  that  they  are 
not  Cur’d,  is  not  always  a  Rule  to  go  by,  as  have 
been  hinted  of  thofe  fort  of  People  already. 

Yet,  Dr.  Harvey,  deceas’d,  tells  us  of  a  whole  Fa¬ 
mily  that  he  Cur’d  of  the  Difeafe  contracted  by  the 
Husband  long  before  Marriage,  yet  did  not  appear 
until  Nineteen  or  Twenty  Years  after,  when  it  afreCfced 
|iim, with  [linking  fordid  Vlcers  in  his  Tcnfils  and  Vvu!a> 
part  whereof  was  eaten  away,  and  his  Body  a  meer 
Skeleton,  his  Complexion  of  a  Venereal  hue,  of  a 
ghoftly  AfpeCt,  lofs  of  Appetite  and  Digeftion,  and 
reduc’d  to  an  extream  Degree  of  Weaknefs  ;  this  Man, 
under  thefe  Circumftances,  was,  he  fays,  advis’d,  by  a 
Phyfician  and  a  Surgeon  [both  fam’d  as  Toppers  for 
that  fort  of  Bufinefs,  but  how  delervediy  they  knew 
belt  thcmfelves,  the  Surgeon  being  fince  Dead)  to  go 
into  a  Salivation ,  which  ftroke  a  deep  terror  in  him,  as 
if  fore- warn’d  by  fome  Genius  within  him,  that  he 
fnould  moft  certainly  have  Died  in  it,  as  ir  is  likewife 
my  Opinion  he  would. 

This  Man  when  lie  came  ro  be  Cur  d  brought  with 
him  a  Daughter  of  about  (ixteen  or  (eventeen  Years  of 
■\ge,  over  tun  with  pocky  ’Scaly  Botches ,  Pimples  and 
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Vlcers ;  after  (he  was  well,  a  Child  he  had  of  about 
two  or  three  Years  old,  was  alfo  Cur’d  by  him  ;  after 
that  his  eldeft  Daughter  of  about  nineteen  Years,  ihe 
having  a  ragged,  deep  Poc^y  eating  and  fordid  Vlcer , 
much  broader  and  larger  than  the  Palm  of  the  Hand, 
on  the  Region  of  the  Loins,  extending  a  1  molt  as  far  as 
the  Os  Sacrum ,  and  feeming  to  be  Fiftulout ;  (he  in 
fix  Weeks  time,  was  reftor ’d  to  Health.  Soon  after 
this  the  Mother  comes,  and  brings  up  the  Rear  of  this 
Pocl 7  Family,  being  feverely  tormented  with  fordid 
Vlcers  about  the  Head  ;  Ihe  was  like  wife  Cur’d  in  lit¬ 
tle  more  than  a  Month,and  all  of  ’em,  as  far  as  I  know 
fays  he,  or  can  hear,  do,  to  this  Hour  continue  found, 
thriving  and  healthy. 

To  make,  fays  he,  juft  Reflexions  upon  this  whole 
Matter,  it  is  to  be  obferv’d,  that  the  two  elder  Daugh¬ 
ters,  enjoy’d  their  Healths  perfe&ly  from  their  Births, 
until  the  one  attain’d  the  Age  of  fifteen,the  other  eigh¬ 
teen,  near  which  time  the  Pocl^y  Seminaries  began  to 
bud  out  into  thofe  Venereal  Symptoms  ;  likewife  that 
the  Father  continu’d  well  in  Health,  from  fometime 
before  he  was  Married,  until  the  Moment  he  fell  in 
Pieces ;  and  the  Mother  muft  date  her  Infettion  from 
the  time  of  her  Marriage,  who  during  the  interval  of 
fo  many  Years,  never  complain’d  of  any  thing  that 
could  be  fufpedled  Venereal.  The  Conftitutions  being 
much  alike  in  the  Children,  by  Hereditary  derivation 
from  their  Parents,  and  the  Man  and  Wife  from  living 
in  the  lame  Air,  and  upon  the  fame  Diet,  which  uni¬ 
formity  of  Temperaments,  rendred  them  all  fubjedf  to 
have  thofe  Venereal  latent  Seminaries,  rowfed  up  by 
the  fame  Seafons  and  Conftitutions  of  the  Air,  that 
feem’d  qualifi’d  to  make  them  exert  their  Powers  $  fo 
that  here  was  a  Latent  Pox  with  a  Wicnefs,  propaga¬ 
ted  from  the  Pater  Familias)  to  the  others,  and  deriv’d 
aborigine  from  lorn e  Liminary  Poxy  vifr  Gonorrhta r. 
Bubo ,  or  Sh anker  ill  Cur’d,  either  too  precipitancy  or 
ignorantly,  by  fotne  reftridfive  or  repelling  Medicines. 
Now,  fays  he,  fuppofe  any  of  thefe  People  had  fallen 
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into  a  Diftemper  of  it  fclf  commonly  not  Mortal,  be 
it  a  flight  continual  Fever ,  a  ftenuous  Cough ,  &c.  in 
all  probability,  if  their  Cure  had  been  attempted  by 
the  ufual  Remedies ,  neglecting  the  joining  proper 
Anti- verier  cals  with  them,  they  would  have  been  in¬ 
deed  Mortal. 

The  Confequence,  fays  he,  that  in  my  Opinion 
rmy  plainly  be  deduced  from  the  preceeding  Narra¬ 
tive,  alfo  from  feveral  paralcl  Inftances,  and  many 
that  corne  almoft  up  to  it, are  numerous  ;  for  confidering 
that  many  Perfons  having  had  the  Misfortune  of  mak¬ 
ing  a  falie  ftep,  whereby  they  had  contracted  fome 
evident  Liminary  Pox ,  as  a  Shanker,  a  Pocl^y  Scalding 
and  Pricking  of  'Urine ,  Bubo ,  See.  or  perhaps  fome 
dnil  fluggifli  Pocty  Seminaries ,  lurking  in  the  Body  for 
fome  Years  without  fliowing  their  Teeth ;  not  one 
in  a  Thoufand,  but  will  endeavour  to  get  himfelf 
Cured  before  he  Marries  ;  and  it  may  be  fcarce  one 
in  ten  is  perfectly  Cur  d,  happening  either  by  his  own 
defire  to  be  fpeedily  Cur’d,  or  by  the  over-hafty 
Cure  of  the  PraCficer,  in  hopes  thereby  to  acquire 
the  greater  Repute,  and  confequently  a  greater  num¬ 
ber  of  Patients  5  or  by  the  Ignorance  and  unskilful- 
nefs  of  the  Undertaker,  the  Confequence  will  be, 
that  the  TJfue  Irom  fuch  a  fort  of  Marriage  muft  ne- 
ceflariiy  have  implanted  in  it.  Latent  Venereal  Semina¬ 
ries y  which  fometimes  do  fprout  out  fcon  after  the 
Birth,  either  in  plain  evident  Pocky  Symptoms,  or 
in  abfcondidly  uniting  their  Force  with  fome  Caufe, 
producing  only  fuch  a  Difeafc,  as  is  common  to  Chil¬ 
dren,  yet  that  very  Difeafe  fliall  prove  Mortal,  as  it 
hath  done  to  many  Hundreds,  by  neglefHng  or  not 
having  any  regard  to  die  Latent  Pocky  Seminaries. 

It  happens  alfo,  fays  he,  that  thofe  P  ~/y  Seeds  in  the 
Parents,  being  deeply  plung’d,  and  being  likewife  very 
fluggifli,  fo  that  they  fland  in  need  of  a  greater  heat  and 
iirokgcr  Animal  Spirits,  that  thofe  Evident  Venereal 
Symptoms  may  not  appear  in  i heir  Offspring  until 
th’.y  are  fourteen,  fixreen  or  eighteen  Years  of  Age, 
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fooner  or  later,  according  ro  feveral  Circnmftances. 
Many  of  this  Foam  do  ofc  fall  ill  of  common  Di- 
ftempers,  which  with  that  Latent  Venereal  Seminary , 
are  rendred  much  more  difficult  to  be  Cur’d,  and 
fome  thereby  prove  Mortal. 

If  the  infefted  Off-fpring  proves  fuch,  certainly  their 
Original,  I  mean  the  Father  or  Mother  or  both,  mult 
undoubtedly  be  feated  in  a  much  worfe  Condition, 
whereby  many  do  expire  belore  they  are. thirty  or  for¬ 
ty,  of  the  aforefaid  common  Diftempers ,  though 
flight  ones,  but  aggravated  by  a  Latent  Pockj  lieli^ue. 
Many  die  of  continual  Fevers,  which  however  feems 
to  be  Mild,  yet  proves  Mortal,  and  then  by  Physi¬ 
cians  are  Ailed.  Malignant,  which  indeed  are  fo,  but 
very  often  that  of  a  Venereal  FfiHque.  In  like  manner, 
tho’  many  Pulmonic 4  Confumptions ,  are  cccafion’d  by 
Debauches,  or  by  lharp  falin  Sreems  floating  in  the 
Air,  which  render  them  Endemic 4  here  ,  yet  many 
more  Confumptions,  and  many  other  Difeafes  alfo,  are 
occafion’d  by  the  foremention’d  Venereal  Eelique , 
which  caufes  thefe  latter  to  be  far  more  Mortal  than 
the  former. 

The  ufe,  fays  he,  that  may  be  made  of  thefe Confr 
derations,  is  great ;  for  a  Phyfician  finding  fome  of 
thefe  Difeafes  before  hinted  ar,  to  be  very  ftubborn, 
tho  under  a  very  benign  Afpect,  he  may,  without 
any  Crime,  privately  fuggelt  to  himfelf,  that  here 
may  be  fom c  Latent  Venereal  Malignity ,  againff  which 
if  Anti-venereal  Remedies,  be  join’d  with  fuch  other 
Medicines  as  are  by  themfelves  experimentally  found 
ro  be  very  prevalent  againft  fuch  Difeafes,  and  are 
fuch  as  will  not  interfere  with  their  Virtues,  fo  as  to 
impair  or  Ieflen  them,  where  lies  the  hurt?  And  ’tis 
but  a  prudent  Surprize  in  a  Phyfician,  and  fhews  his 
Care  and  Skill,  when  he  either  diredls  Specific 4  Anti - 
verier eals ,  fo  join’d  to  other  Remedies,  or  gives 
them  as  he  fees  occafion  feafonably  by  themfelves  ; 
and  declares  that  he  has  known  many  Difeafes  eafi- 
ly  Cured,  and  as  many  Lives  fav’d  b)  Indicat  a,  di¬ 
rected 
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redted  by  fuch  a  prudent  and  cautious  Sufpicion 
which  may  with  the  fame  fafety  and  prudence  be 
done,  as  in  Peftilential  Seafons,  t®  give  Anti-pefti- 
lential  Remedies  mix'd  with  other  Remedies,  tho’  there 
is  no  certain  Indications  that  the  Cafe  is  PeftilentiaL 
In  conclufion,  fays  this  Author,  as  I  do  affirm,  that 
fuch  a  fort  of  Sufpicion  within  a  PhyficiansBreaft,  as 
it  cannot  be  in  the  lealt  injurious  to  any  Perfon,  but 
may  be  to  his  advantage,  fo  I  judge  no  fort  of  de¬ 
mure  Afpedt,  Behaviour,  or  Difcourfe,  ought  to  ex¬ 
empt  a  Man  from  fuch  a  fecret  Sufpicion,  where  there 
is  fome  ground  for  it,  when  I  call  to  Memory,  fays 
he,  that  many  Years  paft,  I  Cured  a  very  grave,  fo- 
ber,  externally  pious,  Subftantial  Houfe-keeper,  of 
near  Fourfcore  Years  of  Age,  and  his  Wife  alfo,  who 
was  feventy,  to  whom  he  had  given  the  Pox,  he  hav¬ 
ing  contraded  the  fame  from  a  common  Whore  in  the 
Streets. 

I  remember  I  have  read  in  an  old  Author,  Printed 
about  half  a  hundred  Years  fince,  that  he  had  obferv’d 
the  ftupendious  Growth  and  Spreading  of  two  depo¬ 
pulating  Difeafes,  the  Venereal  and  the  Scorbutic k,  yet 
enquiring  concerning  them  in  the  Yearly  Bills  of 
Mortality,  found  them  fo  benign,  as  gave  him  occa- 
tion  to  admire  the  myftery  of  Concealment ;  I  obferv’d 
fays  he,  the  Confumption  to  have  flain  its  Thoufands, 
and  the  Venereal  Difsafi  fcarce  its  Hundreds.  I  con¬ 
cluded  thereupon,  that  Latet  dolw  in  generalibtts,  Con- 
fumpeion’s  back  is  broad  enough  to  bear  fuch  Mocks* 

I  obferv’d  the  Mortality  and  Pining  of  great,  noble, 
and  generous  Families,  their  Generations  gafping  and 
icon  run  out,  one  treading  upon  the  Heels  of  another, 
which  put  me  upon  the  enquiring  what  ffiould  be  the 
Occafion,  and  guiding  my  Thoughts  by  that  Rule, 
Caufa&  EjfeBus  funt  fimul,  I  accus’d  their  pampering 
Diet;  effeminate*; Education;  premature  Marriage  ; 
indifereet  Covetou fuels,  in  taking  a  Weak,  Crooked, 
Rickety  Woman  (for  the  fake  of  her  Fortune)  to  be 
Mater  Familiat ;  Bur  my  Thoughts  reafoning  againft 
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the  fufficiency  of  thefe  ennumerations,  and  finding  the 
Venereal  Difeafe  among  them,  as  in  its  Head-quarters, 
I  was  ftrong  in  my  conjecture  that  that  had  brought 
this  Calamity  on  great  Families,  Haret  Semini  lethalu 
arundo,  traduc’d  in  the  Seed  of  Parents,  and  Milk,  of 
Nurfes ,  hindring  Nature  in  accomplifhing  her  Intention 
of  Perfection,  whereby  one  principal  end  of  Marri¬ 
age,  vi^»  to  propagate  a  ftrong,  healthy  and  nume¬ 
rous  Pofterity,  was  made  void  ;  for,  fays  he,  in  this 
Wanton,  Painting,  Patching,  Perfuming,  IfFuing  Age, 
a  Man  or  Woman  knows  not  whom  or  what  they 
take  to  themfelves,  or  for  their  Children  in  Marriage, 
a  Biefling  or  aCurfe,  it  being  often  feen,  tnar  not  on¬ 
ly  their  own  Bodies  are  endanger’d  or  damnify ’d,  but 
their  Pofterity,  primarily  and  fundamentally  corrupted 
or  exrirpated  ;  Hearts  of  yoke  Fellows  alienated; 
jealoufie  of  Unfairhfulnds  (after  having  loft  their 
Girdle  before)  let  in  ;  and  indeed  an  uncomfortable 
Life  together,  becaufe  they  cannot  beafunder’d,  (like 
two  Dogs  in  a  Chain  always  fnarling)  and  ail  becaufe 
of  the  abufefui  deceit  in  the  Marriage,  Manet  altd 
mente  repoftnm.  And  now  no  fecuring  Evidence  from 
the  Hymen  being  found,  as  anciently  among  the  .X9s% 
the  weeping  Breach  of  which,  affuring  the  Husband, 
he  was  not  deceiv’d  in  his  Choice. 

I  obferv’d  alfo,  fays  this  Author,  that  all  Pretenders 
to  Phyfick,  gave  out  a  more  than  ordinary  Skill  in  the 
Venereal  Cure  ;  yet  fcarce  one  Patient  in  ten  went  off 
from  them  found,  as  by  reiapfes  too  ordinarily  appear’d. 
I  was  therefore  led  to  believe,  that  either  the  igno* 
ranee  of  the  Difeafe,  or  fhame-facednefsao  difeever 
it,  made  them  carry  it  about  them  too  long ;  or  the 
ignorance  of  fuch  as  they  applied  unto,  or  the  impa¬ 
tience  of  Patients  to  bear  a  Cure,  gave  the  Difeafe  this 
advantage  :  Fo,r  tho’  by  Palliation,  the  dolorous  Symp¬ 
toms  were  baffled,  yet  the  virulent  Caufe  was  left  m 
the  dark,  deep  in  their  Spirits  and  Bones,  and  made  fu¬ 
ture  Work  for  the  Phyficiap.  Hereby  their  Patients 
are  deceived,  who  not  being  fudges  of  the  matter, think 
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better  of  their  Recovery  than  is  meet  and  fafe,  and 
find, by  fad  experience, that  the  next  approaching  Seafon, 
the  Difeafe  getting  ftrength,  by  lying  in  Trenches, 
breaks  forth  more  dangeroufly,  than  was  its  firlt  on* 
fet. 

Therefore,  fays  this  Author,  every  one  that  has  any 
caufe  to  fufpetff  their  Bodily  Condition,  fhould  deal 
prudently  with  themfelves,  and  feek  relief  in  fcafon, 
efpecially  thofe  who  intend  Marriage,  that  they  may 
get  their  Bodies  made  fit  for  Marriage.  And  the/  ma¬ 
ny  know  their  own  perfonai  Integrity  in  that  matter, 
yet  being  ill  with  any  thing  like  the  Difeafe ,  fbouid 
take  care;  for  what  Venereal  Seminary  may  lurk  in  their 
Humours  from  Parents  Seedy  or  Nurfes  Milk.,  they 
are  ignorant  of  3  and  tho’no  prefent  remarkable  Symp¬ 
toms  thereof,  difeover  it  to  themfelves*  and  much 
lefs  to  others,  yet  the  Pomes  of  it  oft  and  long  lying 
obfeure,  doth  traduce  a  prefent  Defilement  in  Genera¬ 
tion  to  Polterity  ;  and  by  Marriage-Duty,  that  larcnc 
Difpoficion  is  urged  to  break  forth  the  fooner,  which 
would  in  time,  without  fuch  ftimulation,  make  it  felf 
known.  And  tho,  fays  he,  the  Peoples  purfuing  this 
Advice,  may  call  their  honour  into  queftion,  yet  it  pro¬ 
vides  for  their  own  and  pofterity’s  Safety,  which  all 
wife  Men  highly  value  and  efteem. 

But  after  all,  I  rather  think  that  the  Morbifck  Caufe, 
in  the  Cafes  mention’d,  of  thofe  that  were  Difiasyd9 
was  overcome  and  taken  away  before  that  time  how¬ 
ever,  or  elfe  would  have  been  feen  fooner,  as  noted 
before,  and  that  it  was  the  Malignant  Difpofition  that 
was  not  deftroy’d,  which  unlefs  it  be,  the  Patient  re¬ 
covers  not  his  pertedl  Health.  And  if  it  has  been  ob- 
ferv’d,  that  the  Venereal  Difeafe  has  fometimes,  in  fome 
Perfons,  grown  frefh  after  30  Years,  ,(as  it  indeed  may 
do  for  feveral  )  it  doubtlefs  was,  not'becaufe  the  viti- 
oas  Venereal  Humours  lay  fo  long  hid  in  the  Body,  but 
becaufe  the  Malignant  Difpofition ,  or  Eftedls  of  the  Di¬ 
feafe  impreft  on  the  Body3  was  actually  there,  which 
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afterwards,  by  degrees,  produced  vitious  Humors,  and 
corrupted,  and  fo  broke  forth  into  adt. 

Mr.  Tate,  in  his  Tranflation  of  Fracaftorius ,  of  the 
French  Difeafe,  fpeaking  of  its  lying  dormant,  fays,

tVhat  therefore  feems  mofl  wondrous  in  its  courfe. 

Is  that  it  ftoould  fo  long  f  conceal  its  force. 

So  long  the  Malady  to  lurk  within , 

And  grow  confirm’d  before  the  danger  j  feen . 

However  thcfe  Definitions  being  general,  may  be 
partly  conftrued  falfe,  or  at  leaft  be  underftood  but 
very  imperfectly  ;  and  therefore  fiiall  obferve  more 
fully  what  a  certain  Author,  we  mention’d  before,  ve¬ 
ry  Authentickly,  in  my  Opinion,  declares  the  Pox  to 
be. 

The  Pox ,  fays  he,  is  an  univerfal  moveable  Difeafe, 
caufed  by  venomous  infectious  Steams,  arjd  attended 
with  the  worft  and  mildeft,  moft  and  fewe'ft,  change¬ 
able  and  uncertain  Symptoms  of  all  kinds.  And 
the  better  to  explain  the  Senfe  of  his  Defcription, 
tells  us. 

Fir  ft,  That  it  is  an  Univerfal  Difeafe,  in  refpect  to 
the  Parts  where  it  is  feated  ;  for  fometimes  it’s  feated 
in  the  ambient  Skin,  and  then  is  attended  with  Spots, 
Pimples ,  and  Vlcers  ;  fometimes  in  the  Membranes  and 
Glandules ,  and  then  is  accompanied  with  Pocky-Rjoeums 
and  De fluxions.  Night-pains ,  V leers  in  the  Palate  and 
Nofe  ;  and  at  other  times  it’s  feated  about  the  Privities 
only,  or  about  the  Breaft  or  any  other  part. 

Secondly ,  The  Pox  is  an  Univerfal  Difeafe,  in  re¬ 
gard  ic  comprehends  all  kinds  of  Difeafes ;  for  fome¬ 
times  it’s  a  hot  Difeafe,  witnefs  the  heat  of  Vrine  in 
the  Running  of  the  Reins,  hoc  Botches ,  Itchings,  Pim¬ 
ples,  Bubo's,  Rubies  of  the  Forehead,  Pocky  Fevers, 
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At  other  times  it’s  a  cold  Difeafe,  as  appears  by 
their  cold  Pocky  Night -pains ,  and  hard  Swellings, 
&c. 

It’s  like  wife  a  moift  Difeafe,  as  may  be  cbferv’d  by 
its  Dicers,  Pocky  Gouts,  Rjoeinns  or  Defluxions, 

Neither  is  it  feldom  found  to  be  a  dry  Difeafejname- 
Iy,  when  it  turns  into  a  Pocky  Hefrick,  and  the  Body 
emaciated ,  &c. 

Lafily ,  Levell’d  Nofes,  devoured  Palates ,  and  Limbs 
put  out  of  Joint  by  Pocky  Nodes,  conclude  the  Pox  to 
be  a  Difeafe  of  Confirmation,  Number,  Magnitude, 
Situation,  and  difcontinued  Unity. 

In  fhort,  the  Pox  is  a  Monarch,  all  other  Difeafes 
are  its  Subjects ;  for  there  is  no  Difeafe,  but  at  one 
time  or  other  is  noted  to  accompany  it,  and  thence 
truly  denominated  Pocky •  As  for  Example, 

If  it  be  an  Dicer ,  ’cis  term’d  a  Pocky  Ulcer,  Pocky 
Rheums,  Pocky  Fevers,  Pocky  Confumptions,  and  the 
like  ;  but  were  we  to  number  up  the  differences  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  variety  of  the  Difeafes  and  Symptoms, 
which  are  fometimes  joined  together  and  complicated, 
we  might  make  very  many, and  even  bring  them  to  the 
number  of  234?  as  Sennertus  fays,  and  Brajfabva 
reckons  up,  tho5  more  nicely  than  profitably.  Thus 
much  as  to  its  Universality,  or  being  an  univerfa! 
Difeafe. 

Secondly ,  (  fays  the  fame  Author )  It’s  a  moveable 
Difeafe. 

Firft,  As  to  Place,  it  skipping  like  a  Grafhop* 
per,  from  one  part  to  another ;  as  from  the  part  that 
was  firft  Infedted,  to  the  ambient  Skin,  thence  to  the 
Membranes  and  Glandules ,  and  fo  patrouls  round  till  it 
hath 'made  its  entry  and  feizin  upon  the  entire  Mannor 
of  the  Body. 
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Secondly ,  As  to  Kind,  in  its  moving  out  of  one 
Difeafe  into  another,  from  a  hot  to  a  cold  Diftempcr 
from  an  Inflammation  into  an  Ulcer-,  from  an  Ulcer 
into  a  Cnrncfity ,  and  thence  into  a  Confttpation  or  Stop¬ 
page, 

Thirdly  As  to  the  Symptoms,  from  a  Scalding  of 
the  Urine,  to  the  Running  of  the  Heins  ;  thence  to 
Pccky  Spots  and  Pimples .  thence  to  'Ulcers  and  Night- 
Pains,  and  thence  again  into  Consumptions  and  Hettick, 
Fevers ; 

Fourthly ,  The  Pox,  fays  he,  is  attended  with  the 
word  and  mildeft ,  moft  and  feweft  Symptoms,  as 
racking  torturing  Night-pains ,  and  filthy  Ulcers ,  or  run- 
ning  Sores ;  other  times  again  it’s  accompanied  with 
very  mild  Accidents,  as  Spots  only,  or  Pimples,  or  fome 
flight  $ynt- pains;  fometimes  again  the  Pox  hath  a 
great  many  Followers,  at  other  times  very  few,  it 
may  be  a  Pimple ,  two  or  three,  or  a  Botch ,  three  or 
four  only,  &c. 

Lnft’y,  the  Symptoms  of  the  Pox  are  very  change¬ 
able  and  uncertain,  for  among  ten  thoufand  Pocky  Per- 
fons,  you  fhall  fcarcely  find  two  troubled  alike  with 
the  fame  Accidents,  unlefs,  as  the  fame  Author  ob- 
ferves,  it  be  in  fuch  whofe  Complexions  are  agreea¬ 
ble  ;  as  thofe  of  fanguine  Complexions  are  troubled 
with  red  Spots ,  Pimples  about  the  Fore-head,  and 
over  their  whole  Body ;  others  of  a  Phlegmatick  Con- 
flituticn,  with  Night- pains  and  hard  Swellings  ;  Chole* 
rick  Bodies  are  commonly  attended  with  Pocky  Ul¬ 
cers. 

Some  again  are  marked  with  a  great  number  of 
Signs,  others  with  two  or  three  only  $  but  as  it’s  evi¬ 
dent,  many  of  thefe  aforementioned  Signs  do  accom¬ 
pany  other  Difeafes;  as  for  inltance,  the  Scurvy ,  which 
is  obferved  to  be  fo  like  ic,  that  there  is  fcarcely  a 
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Symptom  in  one,  but  it’s  difcern’d  in  the  other ;  and 
that  is  the  reafon  why  many  Phyjicianf  and  Surgeons 
do  daily  miftake,  in  judging  fome  to  be  troubled  with 
the  Pox  that  are  afilidled  only  with  the  Scurvy ,  and 
others  to  be  difeas’d  with  the  Scurvy ,  that  are  infecfted 
with  the  PCX.  I  fay,  they  being  fo  alike,  many  are  at 
a  ftand,  not  knowing  how  to  diftinguifh  them ;  yet, 
tho’ the  Pcx  and  the  Scurvy  be  fo  near  a-kin,  it’s  via¬ 
ble  enough  to  any  underftanding  Practitioner,  that 
they  are  not  the  fame,  but  differ  in  M.ilignity , 
Signs,  or  Fierccnefs  of  Symptoms;  as  if  there  be 
Pimples,  Botches  and  Vlcers ,  from  a  Scorbutick  Caufe, 
they  are  lefs  Painful,  lefs  Inflam’d,  and  better  Co¬ 
lour’d  than  thofe  in  the  Pox ,  and  the  like  of  other 
Symptoms,  which  to  avoid  prolixity,  I  fhall  here 
pafs  by  ;  but  to  know  the  difference  more  particular¬ 
ly,  take  this  fign,  That  in  Scorbutic k.  Bodies,  the 
Gums  are  eroded  or  worn  away,  and  bleed  ;  th eTeeth 
areloofe,  with  a  blacknefs  ;  the  Breath  of  a  moft  fil¬ 
thy  fmell ;  rhe  Knees  tremble  and  are  weak  ;  and  al¬ 
ways  Spots  are  prefent,  or  rather  one  foul  or  black 
Stain,  frightful  to  look  at,  fpreadsiall  over  the  L eggs', 
nothing  of  which  happens  in  the  Pockjfied ,  unlefs  fome- 
thing  of  the  Scurvy  do  attend;  and  further,  this  I 
fhall  remark,  which  is  beyond  contradiction,  That 
all  Scorbutic k.  Effefts,  tho’  never  fo  inveterate,  or 
like  the  Pox ,  are  no  ways  Infectious,  as  the  Pox 
moft  certainly  is;  and  that  a  Perfon  that  has  all,  even 
the  moft  inveterate  Symptoms  of  the  Scurvy ,  if  the 
Pox  be  not  complicated  with  ir,can  never  give  to  ano¬ 
ther  any  Venereal  Taint,  for  nil  dat  quod  non  habet, 
none  can  give  thar,  that  he  has  not  to  give. 

If  Pimples ,  Vlcers ,  or  Tains  do  appear,  (tho5  there 
be  no  Running)  or  heat  of  Urine)  after  a  Man  hath 
had  to  do  with  a  fufpeefted  Woman,  it’s  very  probable 
the  fame  may  be  Pocky  ;  or  if  a  Man  be  troubled 
with  a  virulent  Pawning  a  fbort  time  after,  there  is  no 
farther  doubt  to  be  made,  but  that  it  is  Venereal ;  and 
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if  it  be  attended  with  Pimples,  Vlcers,  or  Pains,  fwel- 
ling  in  the  Groin ,  or  eating  Sores  on  the  Yard,  call’d 
S bankers,  it  is  Bill  fo  much  the  worfe. 

Again,  if  they  be  Pocky  Pimples,  they  have  generally 
a  black  Speck  a-top,  which  peals  off  like  Scurft  :  If 
the  Night-pains  complained  of  be  Pocky,  they  are  for 
the  moft  part  felt  in  the  middle  of  a  Limb,  between 
the  two  Joints,  deep  in  the  Flefli,  and  next  to  the 
Bone,  and  begin  to  rage  in  the  Evening,  and  ceafe  in 
the  Morning  at  Sun-riling  ;  and  why  fame  Perfons  are 
worfe,  and  feel  the  Symptoms  more  than  others,  is 
from  the  variety  or  difference  of  the  Difeafe,  the  de¬ 
gree  of  Infection,  an  aptitude  in  fome  more  than  in 
others  to  receive  it,  and  the  prior  ill  Bate  or  habit  of 
their  Bodies;  as  for  example,  fome  fhall  find  the  Symp¬ 
toms  immediately  after  congrefs  with  a  foul  Woman, 
either  by  a  heat  or  burning  pain  in  the  Yard,  (as  was 
one  I  had  in  Cure,  who  felt  it  in  a  Minute  or  two  af¬ 
ter  the  Adf)  or  by  a  Chryftaline  Upon  the  Prepuce ,  or  a 
Sbanker  upon,  or  between  that  and  the  Nut,  without 
any  other  appearance  ;  others  heat  of  Vrine,  Strangury 
or  intumefcence  of  the  Yard,  which  have  been  occafi- 
oned  by  the  virulent  Miafms  entring  the  Pores  of  the 
laid  external  Skin,  and  by  lodging  there  fome  fhort 
time,  have  eaten  their  way  through  into  an  Vlcer  or 
Spanker  ;  whereas,  few  or  no  Beams  having  entred 
into  the  Vrethra,  or  paflage  of  the  Yard,  (che  Orifice, 
as  one  obferves,  being  before  clofed  with  fome  clam¬ 
my  mucous  Matter  from  the  Proftates ,  or  the  clammi* 
nefs  of  the  Sperm  )  is  the  caufe  why  they  efcape  a 
Gononhxa,  Strangury  and  Bubo . 

And  were  thole  Venereal  Steams  fo  very  fubtle  and 
penetrating,  and  fo  eafily  mifctble  as  fome  think,  or 
would  have  them  to  be,  it  would  be  poffible  for  a 
Man  to  be  Poxd  in  twenty  four  Hours,  and  thorow 
Poxd  in  four  Days ;  but  we  find  it  ctherwife,  and 
that  tho’  the  Difeafe  varloufiy  affe&s  both  as  to  Symp¬ 
toms  and  Degree,  and  in  fome  is  exceeding  fierce  and 
violent,  yet  I  could  never  find,  in  all  the  variety  of

A  Treatife  of 


Cafes  I  have  met  with,  that  any  one  had  the  Infection 
fo  as  to  be  truly  faid  to  be  Pox  d  in  that  compafs  of 
time  ;  and  the  variety  of  Venereal  Cafes,  and  where  a 
Man  makes  it  his  whole  Bufinefs,  muft  needs  give 
him  opportunity  of  being  far  more  Knowing  and  Ex¬ 
perienc’d  in  it,  than  thofe  that  are  little  in  the  Pradlice 
of  it,  and  are  lefs  Knowing ;  and  ftill  much  more  than 
the  Pra&itioners  of  the  foregoing  Ages,  whofe  Me¬ 
thods,  however  effe&ual  they  might  be  then,  would 
be  fo  far  from  Curing  in  this  Age,  as  that  none  but 
the  Ignorant  would  ever  effay  to  make  ufe  of ’em. 

This  then  being  the  Nature  and  Kinds  of  that  Di- 
feafe,  its  Cure  is  accordingly  to  be  confider’d  and  un¬ 
dertaken,  refpedb  always  being  had  to  the  Nature  of 
the  Infection,  Conftitmion,  Strength,  and  Tempera¬ 
ment  of  the  Patient,  and  whether  he  be  in  Bona  vel 
Mala  Corporis  habitudine ;  for  if  all  Perfons  be  treated 
alike,  that  is,  with  the  fame  Methods  and  Medicines, 
as  is  the  Cuftom  of  thofe  that  know  no  better,  where 
one  Patient  is  cured,  forty  will  mifcarry,  as  I  have 
already,  and  lhail  further  demonftrate,  before  I  leave 
this  Chapter. 

It  would  take  up  a  great  deal  of  Time,  and  require 
a  large  Book,  to  treat  of  the  various  Methods  of  Cure 
prefcrib’d  by  Authors  here  in  England ,  for  the  Venereal 
Difeaje,zn&  yet  much  more  to  relate  the Pra&ice  among 
the  French ,  Dutch ,  Spaniards ,  Germans ,  Italians ,  &c. 
and  were  I  to  do  it  at  this  time,  it  would  rather  con- 
fufe  than  profit  the  Reader;  my  Defign  in  this  Trea* 
tife,  and  in  this  Chapter,  being  only  to  manifeft  how 
eafily  every  kind  of  Pox  may  be  cured,  and  give  the 
Realons  why  lo  many  Patients  daily  mifs  of  their  Cure, 
*  and  not  prefcribe  this  or  that  Method,  but  (hew,  that 
unlefs  the  Patients  after  fuch  or  fuch  a  manner  infed:- 
ed,  do  not  find  in  fuch  reafonable  time,  by  the  Me¬ 
dicines  given  them,  fuch  a  certain  amendment,  they 
will  have  juft  caufe  to  fufped  they  are  not  treated  as 
they  ought  to  be. 
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For  Example  then,  if  one  has  a  Gonorrhea  whofe  run* 
ning  is  yedowifh^nd  it  does  not  in  foftie  fmall  time  after 
Medicines  adminiflred,  turn  white  and  thicks nd  thence 
to  a  white  and  thin,  it’s  a  certain  Sign  there  is  fo  little 
amendment,  that  the  Patient  may  queftion  his  Cure  in 
fuch  Hands. 

Again,  if  a  Gonorrhxa  be  imprudently  managed,  ei¬ 
ther  by  over  Purgations ,  Aflringcnts ,  Injections,  or 
other  dangerous  Medicines,  fo  as  that  the  Running  fud- 
denly  flops,  it  immediately  burfts  out  into  ffo/Hf-pains, 
Bubo's,  Inflammations  and  Tumours  of  the  Teflicles ,  Ca • 
runcles  in  the  paffage  of,  or.  Sbankers  on  the  Turd,  &c* 
wbich,  if  not  fpeediiy  remedied,  terminates  into  the 
Pox  ;  as  for  Example,  if  it  be  a  Bubo  and  returns  into 
the  Body,  it  certainly  foretels  it ;  if  hard  and  difficult 
to  be  brought  to  Suppuration,  it  fignifies  a  great  infe¬ 
ction  ;  for  there  being  fuch  a  communication  between 
the  Proftates  and  other  fmall  Glandules  of  the  Yard ,  and 
the  Glandules  of  the  Groin ,  that  upon  flopping  the  Run~ 
ning ,  it  is  foon  tranfmitted  to  the  Groin ,  occafioning  a 
Bubo  ;  and  tho’  the  Running  returns  after,  as  very  of¬ 
ten  it  does,  yet  it  gives  not  fuch  fufficient  difeharge 
to  the  Venom ,  but  that  part  of  it  will  continue,  and  a 
little  Swelling  will  remain  as  long  as  the  Gonorrhxa * 
and  decreafe  with  it  as  the  Venom  is  carry ’d  off,  fo 
that  many  (hall  have  a  Running ,  and  a  Bubo ,  and  alfo 
Sbankers  at  the  fame  time. 

If  the  Patient  has  a  Sbanker  upon  the  Yard,  and  it 
be  negledted,  it  oftentimes  threatens  to  devour  the 
whole  Member,  which  if  he  chance  to  efcape,  and 
yet  is  not  exquilitely  Cured,  turns  into  a  Callofity > 
which  afterwards  proves  of  very  difficult  Cure. 

A  Venereal  Scalding  of  the  Urine,  if  negledled,’ 
changes  into  an  excoriation  of  the  Vretbra ,  thence  t<i 
eating  V leers,  which  oft  devour  great  pieces  of  Flefh, 
and  bore  holes  quite  through  the  Yard,  and  through 
which  the  Urine  oft  palfes  in  making  ;  in  which  Cafe 
was  a  Man  that  I  had  in  Cure,  who  when  he  came  to 
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me  (out  of  the  hands  of  a  pretended  Surgeon  )  had  a 
Monif cation  upon  his  Tardy  which  with  Scarifications 
and  proper  Applications,  was  foon  ftopt,  and  the  mor- 
tify’d  part,  ti\.  the  whole  Prepuce  or  Fore  skin  extir¬ 
pated  i  to  the  laving  of  his  Tardy  which  he  other  wife 
was  in  great  danger  of  lofing. 

Such  Sores  or  Vlcers  as  thefe,  tend  afterwards,  if 
not  rightly  manag’d,  to  incurable  FiJlulaySy  or  elfe 
grow  out  into  proud  Flelh  or  Excrefcencies  in  the  pafi* 
fage,  thence  call’d  Caruncles ,  which  immediately  cau- 
feth  at  belt  a  difficulty  in  making  of  Water,  and  often¬ 
times  a  total  lloppage  of  the  Urine,  a  Symptom  of 
very  dangerous  confequence,  and  by  which  hundreds 
have  fufier’d,  not  one  Pra&icioner  in  twenty,  I  may 
fay  a  hundred,  knowing  rightly  how  to  apply  to  them. 

And  the  more  to  demonftrate  the  difficulty  of  their 
Cure,  I  (hall  obferve  what  we  have  upon  Record, 
concerning  Charles  the  IXth,  King  of  France  ;  he  in 
the  Year  1584,  being  affli&ed  with  Caruncles  in  the 
paffage  of  his  Tardy  by  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  which  was 
difficult  of  Cure,  gave  Geofrey  Giannatus,  a  Surgeon,  a 
reward  of  2000  Crowns,  for  Curing  him  thereof, 
which  he  did  with  the  following  Remedies,  and  which 
for  their  extraordinary  Efficacy,  the  King  caufed  to  be 
tranfcrib’d  in  the  Chamber  of  Accounts  at  Montpe¬ 
lier, 

The  Remedies  are  thefe.

And  Bfiverius  tells  us  from  an  Author,  of  a  certain 
Auguflin  Friary  called  Ambrcfiusy  that  had  a  Caruncle 
growing  in  the  Neck  of  his  Bladder,  which  exceed^ 
mgly  tormented  him  when  he  made  Water,  and  that 
he  had  fought  to  many  to  take  the  fame  away,  but 
could  get  no  relief,  for  that  it  had  taken  root  for  five 
years,  and  grew  more  and  more  painful,  though  he 
had  ufed  Pulv.  Sabime,  with  a  Wax  Candle,  and  other 
Medicaments,  (till  complaining  that  he  was  almoft 
Mad  with  Pain,  and  could  not  reft  long  in  a  place, 
infomuch  that  he  was  often  ready  to  make  away  with 
himfelf,fo  great  was  his  torment ;  but  by  chance  meet¬ 
ing  with  this  Author,  who  being  moved  with  commi- 
feration,  told  him.  That  if  he  would  keep  a  good  Diet  * 
and  follow  his  Directions,  there  was  hopes  of  Cure ; 
be  promifs’d,  and  this  Author  undertook  him,  and 
among  other  Prefcri prions,  order’d  him  to  wear  a 
Leaden  tVire  in  his  Urinary  PafTage  continually,  en¬ 
deavouring,  by  little  and  little,  to  pafs  it  gently  into 
the  Neck  of  his  Bladder,  ufing  firft  a  final!  Wirey 
and  after  a  greater,  rill  the  paffage  into  his  Bladder  was 
open,  continuing  to  wear  it  for  a  long  time  together, 
day  and  night,  which  he  did,  and  in  fifteen  Days 
found  fo  much  benefit,  that  htj  made  Water  freely, 
and  without  Pain,  and  the  paffage  was  open,  that  he 
needed  no  longer  to  ufe  any  Medicaments.  And  l 
have  advis’d  the  fame  my  felf  to  fcveral,  with  fuccefs* 
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befmear’d  with  a  certain  Vnguent ,  and  To  contriv'd,  as 
that  the  Patient  might  wear  it  night  and  day  with 
eafe. 

The  like  difficulty  have  many  Practitioners  found 
it,  to  get  their  Patients  rid  of  thofe  rroublefome,  and 
very  common  Symptoms  attending  Claps ,  viz.  The 
Phymofis,  and  Parapbymofis.  The  former  of  which  be¬ 
ing  an  inflammation  and  thickning  of  the  Prepuce  or 
Fore-skin  of  the  Tardy  enclofing  the  Gians  or  bJut  of 
the  Tardy  fo  as  not  to  be  flipt  back  by  any  force,  con¬ 
tracting  and  purling  up  fometimes  fo  clofe  at  the  end, 
as  hardly  to  admit  of  palfage  for  the  Urine,  &c.  or 
at  leaft  wife  not  to  let  it  out  freely,  and  without  fcat- 
tering  ;  and  is  a  Symptom  generally  proceeding  from  a 
ShankgroM  Indifpolition,and  is  fo  much  the  more  to  be 
■fear’d,  as  the  Inflammation  grows  more  remarkable, 
and  as  the  Filaments  of  the  Prepupe  is  more  or  lefs  di- 
if  ended  and  painful. 

The  Parapbymofis ,  is  a  choaking  or  ftrangling  of  the 
Tardy  as  we  fay,  by  a  flipping  back  of  the  Prepuce  or 
Fore-skin,  fo  as  to  be  roll’d  up  in  wrinkles  upon  the 
hollow  part  of  the  Gians  or  Nut  of  the  Tardy  and  not 
to  be  brought  over  it,  hind  ring  the  flowing  of  the 
Blood  and  Spirits,  and  fometimes  contrails  fo,  as  to 
clofe  the  ZJrethra  or  palfage  of  the  Tardy  not  leaving 
room  for  the  Urine  to  pal's,  occafioning  the  Gians  and 
whole  Tard  tofwell,  and  is  more  or  lefs  dangerous, 
according  as  is  the  hardnefs  of  the  Skin,  thicknefs  and 
inflammation  ;  and  which  oftentimes  renders  the  whole 
Tnrd  liable  to  a  Mortificationy  efpecially  when  much  tu- 
milied,  hard,  and  befet  with  Shankersy  which  the  na¬ 
tural  heat  finds  difficult  to  rarifie  and  diffipare. 

Thefe  Accidents,  I  fay,  are  oftentimes  difficult  to 
be  remov'd,  and  as  eafily  prevented,  if  the  Patient  ap¬ 
plies  in  time,  and  is  manag’d  with  dexterity ;  and  is 
what  I  never  had  a  Patient  aiflidted  with  in  my  Hands, 
but  hayefet  feveral  free  from  the  fame,  when  rendred 
fo  by  the  odd  management  of  others,  particularly  one 
very  lately,  as  follows, 
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A  poor  Man,  chat  looks  after  a  Bowling-green,  ha¬ 
ving  contracted  a  Venereal  Malady,  which  affefted 
him  with  a  Pa>apbymcfis,  &c.  applies  himfelf  to  a  cer¬ 
tain  ( as  he  thought  skilful )  Surgeon,  that  I  could 
name,  for  Cure,  who  did  for  him,  I  fuppofe,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  bed  of  his  Skill  to  accomplifli  it,  but  in 
vain  ;  for  after  10  Months  in  his  hands*  inftead  of 
growing  better,  he  grew  worfe $  and  being  by  that 
means  put  afide  his  Bufinefs  at  the  Green,  fome  of 
the  Gentlemen- Bowlers  there  (  but  who  I  know  not) 
underftanding  the  caufe  of  his  Illnefs,  recommended 
him  to  my  Care,  and  fent  a  Meflenger  to  me,  to  de? 
fire  me  to  take  care  and  get  him  Cured,  and  they 
would  reward  me  :  The  poor  Man  came  to  me  a  $ 
well  as  he  could  crawl,  under  the  great  Mifery  and 
Pain  he  was  in,  and  brought  what  Money  I  defired, 
which  the  Gentlemen  furnifh’d  him  with  :  I  enquired 
into  his  Cafe,  and  look’d  upon  his  Yard,  which  was 
fwell’d  and  tumefied  to  that  degree,  that  I  expected 
no  lefs  than  an  immediate  Mortification  of  the  whole 
part,  it  {linking  to  that  excefs,  that  there  was  no  bear¬ 
ing  it ;  all  the  Gians  or  Nut  was  bare,  the  Prepuce 
being  flipc  back,  as  before-mentiona,  but  prodigiou- 
fly  (well’d,  never  a  more  monftrous  Shape  on  that 
Part,  I  believe  known  ;  and  the  Gians  almoft  devour 
red  with  Shankars,  eating  all  round  to  the  very  Vre? 
tbraov  paflage  of  th cXYard,  which  difeharg’d  fuch  a 
great  quantity  of  a  filthy  (linking  Sanies ,  that  I  was 
forry  I  had  undertaken  him ;  his  Pain  on  that  part  was 
fo  great,  that  he  had  not  dept  an  Hour,  as  he  and 
his  Wife  faid,  for  feverai  Weeks  together,  and  was 
reduc’d  almoft  to  a  Skeleton,  having  breakings  out  on 
other  parts  of  the  Body.  His  quondam  Surgeon  had 
Salivated  him  once,  Purg’d  and  Vomited  him  times 
without  number,  and  could  do  no  more  to  him,  want¬ 
ing  to  be  rid  of  him.  This  Man,  by  the  Blefling  of 
God,  I  retriev’d  ;  fav’d  his  Tard ;  brought  over  the 
contracted  Prepuce  as  it  ought,  healed  his  Sores  on 
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the  Glaus,  only  thatSuhftance  of  ir,  that  was  cat  away, 
leaves  a  hollownefs;  (for  lofs  of  Suhftance,  cannot 
be  repair’d  )  but  is  now  as  free  from  the  Difeafe,  as 
if  he  had  never  had  if;  his  Yard  as  found  and  well, 
and  as  eapable  as  ever;  he  remains  only  a  little  weak, 
which  there  is  no  doubt  but  will  wear  off?  At  this 
extraordinary  Cure,  which  was  begun  and  finUh’d,  in 
about  fix  Weeks  time,  or  lefs,  the  Gentlemen  that 
lent  him  to  me,  were  mightily  pleas’d  with,  and  fent 
one  to  me  to  pay  me  for  what  I  had  done. 

But  to  make  publick  by  what  Method  I  Cured  this 
Man,  is  making  others  as  wife  as  my  felf,  and  the  un¬ 
grateful  World  not  being  worthy  of  it,  lhall  omit  th$ 
Prefcriptions,  (yet  a  while  at  leaf!)  faying  only  £his. 
That  it  was  accomplice!  by  quite  different  Methods 
than  are  generally  us’d  for  Cure  in  fuch  Cafes. 

A  Venereal  Strangury,  which  is  a  fcalding  of  the 
Vrino ,  and  a  driblingor  making  it  by  drops,  or  little 
and  little  at  a  time,  does  often,  if  not  rightly  manag’d, 
io  as  to  be  foon  remov’d,  turn  into  an  Vlcer  of  the 
Bladder,  which  for  the  moft  part  proves  incurable, 
e fpecially  if  it  be  in  the  membranous  Part  5  but  if  in 
the  flefhy  Parr,  admits  fometimes,  tho*  with  great  diffi¬ 
culty  of  Cure. 

A  Gonorrhea  iffuing  immediately  in  a  yeSovpifh,  or 
zremijk  Matter,  is  inftantly  attended  with  a  Cordee , 
and  certainly  foretels  along  Cure. 

A  ({tinning  of  the  Heins  of  6  or  8  Months  (landing, 
proves  of  obftinate  Cure  ;  fo  does  a  fecond  Gonorrhea , 
that  is,  another  contracted  foon  after,  or  any  time  be¬ 
fore  the  Cure  of  the  former  be  compleated,  and  is  ofc 
of  much  worfe  confequence ;  and  then  a  third  upon 
the  twofirflis  yet  worfe,  and  fometimes  (efpecially 
if  not  well  manag’d  )  leaves  a  continu’d  Gleet  behind 
it ,  for  if  a  Venereal  Embrace  with  a  Sound  Perfon 
preftT.tly  after  Cure,  be  hurtful  (  as  moft  certainly  ic 
is  J  it  mu  ft  of  confequence  be  much  worfe  during 
the  time  of  Cure,  the  Acfttoa  farcing  and  weakning 
the  VelleiSj  rendring  the  Gonorrhea  much  mote  -dif- 
.  ,  ficulr; 
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ficult ;  and  then  cohabiting  with  an  infe&ed  Perfon 
at  that  time  is  ftill  abundantly  more  mifchievous,  and 
is  oftentimes  found  to  be  of  very  ill  Confequence. 

Sometimes  its  obferv’d  that  a  Gonorrhai  or  Running 
will  of  a  fudden,  it  may  be  after  a  Purge  or  two, 
wholly  flop  of  it  felf,  tho’  the  Venom  be  not  expel’d, 
(the  reafon  of  which  is  known  but  to  a  few)  upon 
which  the  Patient  and  unwary  PradHfer  prefently  im¬ 
putes  to  the  goodeffedt  of  the  Medicines,  and  the  lat¬ 
ter  with  boldnefs  denounces  a  Cure,  but  in  the  end  it 
has  prov’d  a  miftake,the  Patient  having  found  it  to  burft 
out  again  with  much  more  feverity,  it  may  be  in  a 
Month,  and  fometimes  not  fooner  than  two,  three,  or 
longer  after,  as  I  have  obferv’d  in  fevered,  without  the 
leaft  renewing  the  Caufe  ;  and  well  it  has  been  for 
fuch  where  it  has  been  fo,  for  in  many  Patients 
when  the  peccant  Matter  has  been  fo  pent  up  (efpe- 
cially  for  a  long  continuance)  it  has  been  from  thence 
tranfmitted  to  other  Parts,  upon  which,  with  bad 
management  at  the  fame  time,  they  havebeen  Suffer¬ 
ers  irreparably. 

The  fame  Mifchiefs  alfo  often  happen  where  the 
Gonorrhea  is  If  opt  by  Astringents ,  InjcHions  Sec.  it  be¬ 
ing  too  truly  obferv’d  that  as  the  Woman  or  Man  gives 
the  Clap ,  the  Impoftor  gives  them  the  Pox ,  and  where 
after  the  Matter  has  been  ftopt  up,  and  by  proper  Ap¬ 
plications  brought  to  flow  afrefh,  it  is  a  difficult  thing 
to  perfwade  the  Ignorant  Pracffifer,  but  that  the  Pa¬ 
tient  has  again  been  a  dahling,  which  tho’  eafie  enough 
to  be  determin'd  by  thofe  that  know  the  nature  of 
that  Diftemper,  yet  fo  often  does  it  happen  otherwife, 
as  to  prove  pernicious  to  the  poor  Patient;  and  indeed 
no  Method  is  more  irrational  than  as  the  Cuftom  is 
(for  the  fake  of  a  quick  Cure)  to  ufe  after  five  or  fix 
Purges,  Aflringents  inwardly,  or  I{eftringenty  or  Stip- 
tick  Injeftions ,  which  flops  the  Riinning,  till  the  Blood 
is  fpoil’d  and  the  Pox  confirm’d. 

For  if  a  Gonorrhcea.  beconfider’d  as  an  Vice/,  as  mod 
certainly  it  is,  thofe  that  fuddrnly  dry  it  up  with 
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Aftringents  before  the  maligniry  be  deftroy  *d,  do  moft 
certainly  (unlefs  the  Infection  be  very  fmall  indeed} 
throw  their  Patients  into  an  early  or  late  Pox ,  which 
their  whole  Pofterity  may  prove  too  fenfible  of ;  and  I 
ever  found  that  when  the  Venereal  Taint  is  once  extin- 
guifti’d,  and  the  Humours  that  flow  to  the  Part  diver¬ 
ted,  the  Running  will  gradually  and  moft  certainly 
abate  of  it  felf,  and  with  a  very  little  help,  ( Nature 
ever  greatly  contributing)  will  afterwards  totally  difr 
appear;  for ftibUta  Caufa ,  toUitur  EffeElus,  take  away 
the  Caufe,  and  the  Effect  muft  ceafe. 

Therefore  I  always  take  care  to  correct,  cleanfe 
and  deftroy  the  Malignity,  without  which,  there  can 
be  no  perfed  Cure,  for  orherwife  in  fpight  of  all  that 
eai>  be  done,fome  Relicks  will  {fill  remain, which  in  time 
either  fooner  or  later  will  moft  certainly  {hew  it  felf. 

And  if  that  Maxim  be  true,  as  moft  certainly  it  is, 
t n\.  Qui  bene  Mtmdificat,  bene  fanat,  that  thofe  that 
cleanfe  well,  cure  well,  it  muft  undoubtedly  then  be 
allow’d  by  all,  that  fuch  Medicines  that  not  only 
cleanfe  well,  but  at  the  fame  time  are  endow’d  with 
Efficacy  fufficient  to  deftroy  the  malignant  Caufe  are 
the  propereft  Medicines  to  be  adminiftred. 

7Tis  by  means  of  fuch  Medicines  I  feldom  find  oc- 
cafton  to  ufe  any  Aftringents ,  or  fo  much  funiefs  on 
feme  particular  Occafions.  and  to  fome  particular  Pa¬ 
tients}  as  to  ufe  any  Injections,  they  by  their  Stipticity 
frequently  proving  injurious,  as  wicnefs  the  many  Clape 
Gentlemen  that  have  been  Pox’dby  the  Holier  FV- — *//s 
fam’d  Injedion,  feveral  of  which  have  happen’d  into 
my  Hands  for  Cure,  whofe  Cafes  were  very  particu¬ 
lar,  if  it  were  proper  to  mention  them,  and  one  very 
lately  in  a  mofttniierable  Condition,  whom  I  difmifs'd 
flnce  perfedly  well. 

The  famous  Monlieur  Blegnj,  Surgeon  in  ordinary 
to  the  French  Queen,  fays,  Some  of  thofe  that  abufe 
Phyfick  and  its  Remedies,  do  ftrive  to  ftop  the  Mat¬ 
ter  that  runs  in  Claps,  only  with  Aftringent  Injedions  ; 
which,  fays  he,  caufes  the  Matter  to  fink  ipto  the 
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more  inward  Parrs,  and  To  confequently  there  happens 
a  greater  Evil  than  that  they  pretended  roC  ure,or  at  lea  ft 
the  effluxion  begins  again  fo  foon  as  they  have  lefu  off 
the  Ufe  of  thefe  pretended  Remedies  ;  infomuch,  that 
they  are  compeil’d  lometimes  fifteen  or  twenty  times 
to  reaffume  the  Ufe  of  them,  without  attaining  the 
end  they  propofed  themfelves.  For  thefe  Injections, 
fays  he,  cannot  go  in  Men,  further  than  the  inward 
extremity  of  the  common  Paffage  ro  the  Seed  and 
Vrine ,  nor  in  Women  further  than  the  Neck  of  the 
tVomb ,  or  the  neck  of  the  Bladder ;  but  this  happens 
chiefly  becaufe  by  this  means  they  hinder  the  evacua¬ 
tion  of  fuch Impurities  as  may  Fill  remain,  fometimes 
after  the  operation  of  the  former  Medicaments,  and 
are  too  often  the  only  Caufe  of  the  duration  of  this 
Difeafe. 

The  Learned  and  Ingenious  Dr.  Sydenham  tells  us5 
he  cared  not  to  ufe  InjeClions  into  the  Vrethra ,  becaufe 
mod  commonly  they  did  more  hurt  than  good,  by  rea- 
fon  of  their  acrimonious  Biting,  or  fliptick  Qualities ; 
and  I  have  known  (as  obfendd  before.)  very  much 
Mifchief  to  feveral  occafion’d  thereby. 

The  fame  Phyflcian  alfo  rakes  notice  about  the 
pernicious  adminiftring  to  Clap  Patients,  the  Mineral 
Waters,  which  I  alfo  have  frequently  obferv’d  to  do 
more  hurt  than  good,  elpecially  in  the  beginning, 
tho’  it  be  what  numbers  of  Pradticers  preferibe  , 
which  rnuft  be  either  becaufe  they  know  no  betrer,  or 
‘  elfe  (as  faid  before)  for  the  fake  of  a  quick  Cure, 
for  fays  this  Learned  Man,  fpeaking  about  Gonorrhea’s 
the  Mineral  Waters  forbear,  which  I  am  well  fatisfy’d 
fays  he,  retain  the  relicks  of  the  Difeafe,  which  fflouid 
be  ejedied  out  of  the  Body,  and  by  reafon  of  their 
Aflringent  and  other  Sanative  Virtues  keep  it  in,  and 
root  it  more,  upon  which  account,  fays  he,  I  have 
oftenobferv’d  Swellings  in  the  Scrotum  or  Cod,  when 
they  have  been  drank  in  the  beginning  or  flare,  and 
worfe  Symptoms  when  they  have  been  ufed  towards 
the  end  $  and  this,  fays  he,  I  confidently  affirm,  not- 
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withstanding  they  are  ufually  and  frequently  prefcrib’d 
in  this  Cafe. 

And  Dr.  Baynard,  who  we  befere  mention'd,  (peak¬ 
ing  of  the  Cure  of  a  Venereal  Patient,  fays,  He  has 
known  many  times,  that  violent  ftrong  Purgings  with 
Aloes,  Scamony ,  Bpfin  of  Jalap,  &c.  together  wich  the 
too  much  ufe  of  Terebinthinate  Medicines,  and  unapt 
or  untimely  Injections ,  have  heated  and  done  much 
Mifchief  to  the  inflam'd  and  tender  Nervous  Parts, 
and  often  caufed  Tumours  or  Swellings  of  the  Tefticlcs 
and  that  he  had  obferv’d,  Qas  I  alfo  have  done  in  fe- 
veral  under  my  Care]  divers  times  in  his  own  Pra&ice 
and  Experience,  that  fuch  Tumours  and  Venereal  Swel¬ 
lings  have  rendred  Men  infertile  and  incapable  fever 
after)  of  begetting  Children.  But  this  by  the  way. 

A  contraction  or  flirinking  in  of  the  Yard,  which  in 
fome  has  been  fo  drawn  into  the  Belly,  that  fcarce 
any  parr  of  it  remain’d  vifible  but  the  Gians  or  Nutt 
is  a  very  dangerous  Symptom,  and  proves  of  difficult 
Cure,  and  which,  if  not  artfully  manag’d,  turns  in¬ 
to  a  more  malignant  Pox ;  fo  does  the  contraction  of 
the  Neck  of  the  Matrix  or  Womb  in  Women,  which 
they  are  fubjeCt  to  have  flirunk,  by  a  Venereal  Conta¬ 
gion  ;  but  this  Symptom,  tho’  dangerous  in  it  felf, 
has  feldom  any  other  accompanying  it,  than  (harpnefs 
and  heat  of  Urine,  and  a  frequent  delire  to  make 
Water. 

A  Gonorrhxa  being  (ituated  in  a  remote  part  of  the, 
Body,  is  not  very  eafie  of  Cure,  efpecially  upon  the 
ufe  of  but  ordinary  Remedies,  which  ever  lofe  their 
Virtue  before  they  can  arrive  to  the  Place,  and  confe- 
quently  firft  or  laft  turns  the  Patient  into  the  Pox \  and 
I  daily  obferve  this  to  be  the  too  common  Pra&ice 
Abroad,  by  the  numbers  of  Patients  that  daily  come 
to  me  out  of  their  Hands  plung’d  into  thole  conditi¬ 
ons,  many  of  which  I  could  remark  here,  did  not  de¬ 
sign’d  brevity  forbid. 
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A  Gonorrhea  that  does  not  appear  before  ten,  fifteen, 
or  twenty  Days  after  the  Infetffion  receiv’d,  proves  to 
be  of  difficult  Cure. 

A  Scorbutick  Pox  or  Clap  requires  Skill  and  Dexte¬ 
rity  to  manage,  and  at  Ia£t  bur  indifferently  fubmits 
to  the  bell:  of  Remedies  5  fo  does  a  relapft  Pox,  or  a 
Pox  upon  a  former  Pox,  therefore  is  not  to  be  attempt¬ 
ed  by  every  Emperick  ;  and  a  fcorbutick  hereditary 
Pox  is  for  the  molt  part  incurable,  but  a  Maiden  Pox 
is  eafily  Cured. 

A  recent  Gonorrhea  is  with  good  management  foon 
Cured,  and  all  the  fierce  Symptoms  which  would 
enfue  upon  the  negledf,  or  ill  management  thereof, 
are  as  eafily  prevented. 

Pra& itioners  find  that  to  abate,  or  take  off  the  fierce 
Symptoms  of  Gonorrhea's,  is  fometimes  not  fo  difficult 
a  task  as  to  deftroy  the  Malignity  and  compleat  the 
Cure,  and  I  have  had  many  come  with  Gonorrheas 
to  be  cured,  when  no  ill  Symptom  has  feem’d  to  re¬ 
tard,  and  which,  tho’  after  a  Years  continuance  or 
more,  I  have  cured  by  fome  particular  Specifickjy 
when  they  have  been  treated  by  others  all  that  while, 
according  to  the  moft  exatt  Rules  of  their  Know¬ 
ledge  to  little  or  no  purpofe  ;  and  fuch  a  pother  has 
been  made  about,  and  multitudes  of  Medicines  ad- 
miniftred  to  fome  Patients  by  fome  Prattifers  in  flight 
Cafes,  which  they  were  perlwaded  were  in  imminent 
Danger,  and  been  difmils’d  without  a  Cure,  when  the 
Symptoms  have  been  fo  mild,  that  the  Patient  has 
fcarce  felt  the  common  Accidents,  and  which  very  ea- 
fily,  by  gentle  Specific ks  appropriated  fuicable  to  the 
Dilicmper  and  the  Patient’s  Conftitution,  has  been  re¬ 
mov’d  beyond  what  they  could  expcdi;  and  that 
particularly  in  fome  Women,  who  ’tis  allow’d  by  all 
are  harder  of  Cure  than  Men,  when  by  others 
they  have  been  cold  they  have  had  a  thorough 
Pox,  having  at  the  fame  time  no  more  than  the  milder 
Species ,  attended  with  fome  tranfienc  Pains,  &c. 
which  I  have  as  eafily  taken  off  as  almoft  it  is  to  re¬ 
late  it.  And 
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And  I  am  fatisfy’d  chat  one  and  the  greateft  reafon 
why  fo  many  Patients  daily  mifs  of  Cure,  is  want  of 
true  Judgment  and  Knowledge  in  the  PradHcer  ;  who 
when  he  has  got  but  a  ecipe ,  that  has  done  good  to 
any,  will  prefently  adminilter  it  promifeuoufly  to  all, 
without  regarding  the  difference  of  Conftitutions,  Di- 
ilemper,  &c.  and  if  it  happens  that  the  Patient  mif- 
carries,  will  by  no  means  allow  it  to  be  the  fault  of 
him  or  the  Medicine,  but  incurability  of  the  Difeafe  : 
And  the  numbers  of  Patients  frequently  coming  out  of 
their  Hands,  confirm  me  more  and  more  in  the  belief 
thereof,  for  unlefs  thofe  that  undertake  them  be  tho¬ 
roughly  acquainted  with  the  Nature  of  the  Diftemper, 
degree  of  the  Infection,  ftate  of  the  Difeafe,  as  alfo 
with  the  Conftitution,  Strength,  and  Temperament  of 
their  Patients,  (  prefently  underftood  by  a  skilful  Pra- 
&icer)  twey  can  never  propofe,  or  at  leaftwife  be  able 
to  compleac  a  perfect  Cure,  however  boaftingly  they 
may  otherwife  pretend  y  for  the  Cure  is  fo  variable, 
that  what  remedieth  one,  fhali  render  another  worfe, 
and  therefore  ought  not  to  be  undertaken  but  by  thofe 
that  underftands  it,  and  knows  the  Art  of  Medicine 
and  true  Caufe  of  the  Difeafe.i 
Neither  does  the  Cure  rely  upon  the  goodnefs  of 
the  Medicines,  tho’  excellent  in  their  kinds  (  for  the 
chiefeft  Arcanum  in  Apollo's  Art,  may  be  wrongly  ap¬ 
plied  )  but  in  a  due  and  timely  adminiftration,  or  cer¬ 
tain  faculty  of  dilcerning  what  is,  and  when  molt  con¬ 
venient  for  every  one;  for  Medicines,  like  Inllruments, 
are  profitable  or  unprofitable,  do  good  or  hurt,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Skill  or  Unskilfuinefs  of  thofe  that  ufe  them; 
for  with  the  fame  Launcec  a  dextrous  Surgeon  opens 
a  Vein,  an  unskilful  one  oftentimes  divides  it ;  there¬ 
fore  the  wiih’d  for  Succefs  by  celebrated  Remedies, 
happens  only  when  in  the  Hands  of  a  true,  wary  and 
wife  Phylician,  who  skilfully  confiders,  Secundum  Le¬ 
ges  Nature  &  Artis>  in  what  Order,  Dofe,  Time  and 
Method,  the  fame  ought  ro  be  preferib’d  ;  and  not 
in  the  Hands  of  a  meer  Quac^  who  minds  not  the 
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crirical  Minute,  or  fit  time  for  adminiftring,  but  gives 
them  at  bap-hazard,  converting,  by  that  means,  the 
moft  celebrated  Medicines  into  the  moft  deadly  Poi- 
fons,  to  the  great  hurt  and  prejudice  of  the  Patienr. 
For  if  one  whofe  Stomach  is  deprav’d,  Digeftions 
faulty,  infomuch  that  every  thing  his  Stomach  re¬ 
ceives,  inftead  of  affording  laudable  Nourilhmenr,  is 
turn’d  into  ill  Juice :  I  fay,  if  fuch  a  Patient  have 
Medicines  adminiftred  to  him  that  have  not  a  peculiar 
property  of  firft  rectifying  the  ill  Tone  of  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  &c.  thofe  very  Medicines  will  be  perverted* 
and  inftead  of  giving  the  relief  promis’d  and  expeCted, 
will  do  him  more  Injury,  as  Horace ,  L.  I.  Ode  2. 
well  exprefles  it,  tho’  in  another  Cafe. 

Sincerum  eft  nifi  quodctinquc  infundis  ace  felt, 

Vnlefstbe  *  Veffel  you  woudufet  be  Jwect , 

'Twill  four  whatever  you  fhall  put  into’t. 

And  Fracaftorlujy  about  managing  the  Cure  of  the 
French  Difeajey  Tranflated  by  Mr.  Tatty  fays, 

Firft,  then  your  Patient  s  Conftitution  learn , 

And  well  the  Temper  of  his  Blood  difeern , 

If  that  be  Pure,  with  fo  much  greater  eafe 
Tbu  will  engage,  and  vanquilh  the  Difeafe. 

Tis  by  means  of  ill  management  as  aforefaid,  that 
there  are  fo  many  leveled  or  flat  Nofes,  devoured  Pa¬ 
lates,  Pocky  Hoarfnefles,  Confumptions,  &c.  in  Eng - 
land,  and  which  are  oblerv’d  to  be  more  here  than  in 
any  Country  befides ;  and  that  fuch  numbers  are  at¬ 
tended  with  Lamenefsy  Blindnefs ,  &c.  there  being 
fuch  Swarms  of  ignorant  Pretenders,  to  one  really 
Skilful  Prafticer,  that  ’tis  forty,  if  not  a  hundred  to 
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one,  but  that  the  Patients  ( who  always  apply  them- 
felves  remote  for  the  greater  fecrccy )  happen  into 
the  Hands  of  one  of  them ,  Who  after  having  in¬ 
veigled  them  out  of  their  Mony,  care  not  what  be¬ 
comes  of  them  as  to  their  Cure  ;  and  if  at  any  time 
after  they  complain  they  are  no  better,  or  that  they 
are  worfe,  are  prefently  told  they  are  irregular,  or 
that  they  have  been  {fraying  and  got  a  frefli  CUpy  or 
the  like,  (a  common  Excufe  to  hide  their  Ignorance) 
which  tho’  the  Patient  knows  to  the  contrary,  yet 
has  not  the  Art  to  perfwade  them  to  a  belief  of,  till 
at  laft  the  abufed  Patient  becomes  tired  out,  and 
thinking  to  mend  the  matrer  gets  into  other  Hands, 
where,  inftead  of  finding  better,  perhaps  meets  with 
worfe  ufage  than  before,  till  at  length.  Ruin  fucceeds 
to  Body,  Purfe  and  Reputation. 

Indeed  it  too  often  happens,  that  many  Patients  are 
fo  irregular  in  their  Courfe,  as  to  obftrudt  the  effects 
of  the  beft  Remedies  that  can  be  adminiftred,  and 
fome  of  the  loofer  fort  of  Sparks  will,  and  frequent¬ 
ly  do,  get  Clap  upon  Clap,  and  fo  put  upon  the  Pra- 
d:icer,  but  then  they  cannot  impofe  fo  long,  for  it 
will  foon  after  appear  to  every  knowing  Artift,  who 
is  ever  capable  of  diftinguiftiing  whether  it  be  fo  or 
not  5  and  in  fuch  Cafes  ’cis  much  more  difficult  to 
Cure  than  otherwife,  for  rhe  Humours  being  there¬ 
by  fo  much  the  longer  accuftomed  to  flow  to  the 
parr,  will  not  fo  eafily  be  diverted  ( the  Faculties 
thereby  being  debilitated)  and  lofs  of  Subftance,  (if 
any  be)  will  with  much  greater  difficulty  be  repaired. 
So  that  at  length  perhaps  rhe  Patient  becomes  infertile 
if  not  imbecil,  after  his  Cure. 

For  feme  wilt  ne'er  leave  Whoring,  till  the  Pow’r 

(  he  paft , 

rfnd  when  the y  are  Impotent,  then  they  will  be 

(  Chaft. 
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But  however  skilful  the  Pradicer  may  be  in  the 
Cure  of  this  Difeafe,  and  tho’  the  Patient  be  not  guilty 
of  the  AElio  Venerea ,  during  the  time  of  Cure,  yet  a 
due  Care  and  obfervation  is  neverthelefs  required  on 
his  fide  ;  for  unlefs  he  be  regular,  the  Cure  will  very 
much  be  retarded,  to  the  Patient’s  damage,  and  the 
Pradicer’s  diferedit. 

And  indeed  the  Irregularities  of  forne  People,  and 
the  aukwardriefs  of  others  in  taking  their  Medicines 
are  fuch,  that  how  to  prevail  with  them  to  ad  other- 
wife,  has  been  a  greater  difficulty  by  far,  than  the 
perfeding  their  Cure,  if  they  had  been  regular :  As 
for  inftance,  only  in  the  Cafe  of  Scalding  of  Urine, 
when  a  Patient  is  order’d  to  drink  freely  and  plenti¬ 
fully  of  proper  Liquors,  even  as  fometimes  there  is 
occafion,  to  the  quantity  of  two  or  three  Quarts  in  a 
day,  to  dilute  his  Blood,  inflead  thereof,  becaufe 
he  would  not  have  occafion  to  make  Water,  will 
drink  the  lefs,  to  avoid  the  Pain  in  making  it  ;  which 
is  a  grofs  Error,  for  the  lefs  in  thefe  Cafes  is  drank,  the 
hotter  and  more  painful  the  Urine  will  be. 

It  therefore  behoves  all  Perlons  labouring  under 
that  Difafter,  that  as  they  value  and  efteem  their  well¬ 
doing,  they  would  exadly  purfue  the  Orders  lefc 
with  them,  the  fooner  and  better  to  obtain  a  happy 
Cure  ;  for  then  the  Cure  goes  on  with  delight,  and 
to  fee  the  Patient  amend  gradually,  as  it  were  from 
one  ftep  or  degree  to  another,  is  really  as  much  a 
Pleafure  to  Pradicer  and  Patient,  as  it  is  a  vexation 
and  difappointment  to  both,  when  retarded  by  Irregu¬ 
larities. 

And  when  one  considers  how  important  a  thing  it  is, 
that  fuch  Diftempers  as  thefe  fhould  be  manag’d  with 
the  greatefi:  Care  and  Circumfpedion,  or  elfe  the  dif- 
mal  Confequences  that  would  enfue,  ’twould  make 
one  confider,  efpecially  when  only  upon  the  negted 
or  ill  treatment  of  a  Gonorrhea,  a  perpetual  Gleet,Stran- 
guyy  or  worfe,  happens  in  Men,  and  Barrennefs  or  VI - 
cers  in  the  Hfomb  in  Women,  with  divers  other  incon- 
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venienc.es,  not  to  be  believ’d  or  imagin’d  beforehand, 
by  the  Patients  that  may  afterwards  endure  them. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  fome  People,  efpeci- 
ally  Hypochondriack  ones,  that  fay  the  Venereal  Di - 
feafe ,  once  receiv’d  into  the  Body,  takes  up  its  refi- 
dence  fo,  as  never  to  be  got  out ;  the  contrary  of 
which  is  evidenc’d  by  experience,  elfe  what  would 
become  of  fo  many  thousands  in  the  World  ?  What 
Havpck  would  ic  Have  made,  and  what  Qeftrudlions 
would  have  follow'd  long  e’re  this  ?  Some  indeed, by 
the  care  of  the  Phyficigp,  being  deliver'd  from  the 
fierce  Symptoms  of  the  Difeafe,  To  as  to  themfelves 
teem  to  be  well,  will  forbear  taking  of  Medicines, 
itippofing  they  have  no  occafion  ,  which  hafty  copfi- 
dence  of  theirs  neverthelefs  deceive  them,  for  that  the 
Difeafe  often  lurks  in  the  Humours,  tho’  may  not  pre- 
fently  appear,  which  yet  a  while  after  breaks  out  into 
adt  ;  for  which  reafon  they  may  think  they  fhall  never 
be  well,  when  the  fault  was  their  own,  for  want  of  a 
thorough  application. 

I  know  alio  that  there  are  fome  People  that  give 
out,  that  Claps  are  very  eafily  cured  in  all,  without 
exception  as  to  the  Conltitution  of  the  Patient’s  Body, 
dr  degrees  of  the  Infection,  and  that  they  frequently 
do  the  Work  in  fix  or  feyen  days  time.  And  fo  likely 
they  may  in  fome,  where  the  Infedlion  has  been  very 
flight  (or  perhaps  none  at  all ;  for  it  is  common  chat 
when  two  or  three  Companions  have  made  ufe  of  a 
Woman,  and  but  one  of  them  infedled,  the  others 
will  conclude  themfelves  to  be  in  the  fame  or  worfe 
pickle,  and  fo  apply  for  a  Cure  of  what  they  never 
had  ;  tho’  fliail  be  perfwaded  by  the  Pradlicer,  they 
mud  needs  be  Clapt  •  and  this  they  call  Curing  :  Fpr 
tho*  a  Woman  may  have  the  Difeafe.,  yet  the  Venereal 
Matter  may  lodge  in  her  Genital  Parts ,  and  not  be 
at  all  difius’din  the  Adi  of  Coitio n)  and  taken  its  abode 
in  a  Strong,  Vigorous,  Healthful  Conftitution,  main¬ 
tain’d  by  a  Regular  Life,  together  with  apt  and  well 
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apply’d  Remedies,  I  having  found  it  fo  here  and  there 
my  (elf $  but  to  be  faid  to  be  generally  fo,is  as  great  a 
miftake,  as  to  deny  the  difference  in  Perfpns,  and  the 
different  degrees  of  Infection  and  were  rhofe  to  ufe 
the  fame  Remedies,  and  expe#  the  fame  Succefs  in  all, 
as  they  here  and  there  have  found  in  fame,  both  they 
and  their  Patients,  would  moft  certainly  be  difappoint- 
ed.  This  brings  to  my  mind  the  following  Story, 
which  an  Author  gives  us,  who  feems  to  be  of  their 
Opinion)  (  tho’  he  allows  the  Difeafe  to  be  perilous  ) 
yet  to  my  knowledge  will  not  hold  good  in  all,  I  ha¬ 
ving  formerly  given  the  fame  to  feveral  my  felf,  but 
generally,  and  I  may  fay,  nine  times  in  ten,  without 
yhe  Succefs  this  Gentleman  found  in  his  Patient. 

The  Story  is  tbit, 

c  A  young  Man  aged  twenty  four  Years,  a  great 
c  admirer  of  Beauties,  and  a  true  Son  of  Venus,  after 
4  Coition  with  an  impure  Harlot ,  fuffer’d  an  aimoft 

*  continual  Iffue  of  white  and  vifcous  Matter  from  his 
4  Yard  ;  which  not  onlywithout  Pleafure,  but  aifo  at- 
4  tended  with  a  cutting  dolour,  which  was  likewife 
4  felt  when  the  Patient  voided  his  Urine. 

4  An  Acido-Corrofive  Ferment  lying  hid  in  the  Cenr 
4  tal  Parts  of  the  fVbore,  being  more  than  ufually  agi- 

*  tated  in  Coition ,  paffed  thro’  the  Yard  of  this  young 
4  Man,  into  the  Pores  of  the  Pro/iates  and  Seminal- 
4  Veffels,  (by  Coition  more  than  ufually  opened  )  and 
•4  fo  by  its  ffarpnefs  infetted  both  the  Seed  and  Nutriri- 
4  ous  Humours,  and  excited  fmall  V leers  in  thofe 
4  Parts.  Hence  arofe  that  Vel  beat  ion,  and  alrnoft 
4  continual  contraction  of  the  Proftates  and  fmall  Semi - 

*  «a l  Veffels  in  th.e  aforefaid  manner,  with  dolour,  fre- 
‘  q-uently  pouring  out  the  Seed  and  Nutritious  Bu- 
4  mours  corrupted. 

*  This  Evil,  fays  he,  is  generally  called  a  Conor- 
4  rhaa,  and  is  fufficiently  perilous,  becaufe  it  often  de- 
4  generates  into  the  Venereal  Lues ,  if  the  Cure  of  the 
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«  fame  be  deferr’d  :  For  then  the  Acido  Corrtfive  Fer- 
«  ment  is  forcibly  removed,  and  mixed  with  the  San' 
«  guineous  Mafs. 

4  Therefore,  fays  he,  without  delay,  I  fet  ^about  the 
4  Cure,  and  (  for  temperating  and  evacuating  the  Cor- 
4  rofive  Acidity,  as  well  as  for  fanation  6 f  the  fmall 

*  V leers)  I  preferib’d  the  following  PMis.

And  not  only  does  the  Author  above-mention’d,  give 
us  the  Inftance  already  quoted,  of  a  quick  Cure,  but 
alfo  that  great  Man  Sir  Theodore  May  erne  >  in  a  Fra  ft 
of  his  in  Latin ,  of  the  Venereal  Difeafe ,  where  he 
fpeaks  about  Gonorrhea  s,  gives  the  following  Recipe 
for  Cure,  which,  he  fays,  will  do  in  a  few  days,  that 
is,  as  we  are  to  underhand  by  him,  f  as  I  fuppofe) 
will  take  off,  remove,  or  ftop  the  Running,  after  due 
Purging,  in  a  few  days  time.  It  is  this.

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A  Univerfity  Gentleman  that  had  a  mind,  for  the 
fake  of  privacy,  to  Cure  himfelf  of  a  Clap  he  had,  did, 
upon  reading  the  faid  Sir  Theodore  Mayerne ,  take  the 
above  prefcrib’d  Bolus  for  five  or  fix  days  fucceffively, 
(  believing  that  he  had  met  with  the  only  Remedy  in 
the  World )  but  with  fuch  ill  Succefs,  (notwithfland- 
ing  it  did  not  flop  his  ginning,  a  happinefs  to  him  it 
did  not)  that  he  was  in  danger  of  his  Life,  being  brought 
Stomachlefs ,  and  pain’d  tnere,  with  Vomitings ,  Shi - 
veringSy  &c.  which  was,  and  that  juftly  enough,  im¬ 
puted  to  the  great  Dole  of  the  Salts  Saturni ;  from 
which  ill  Symptoms,  with  much  difficulty,  he  was  re¬ 
leas’d  ;  and  applying  himfelf  to  me,  afer  his  recovery

dom  proves  a  fafe  Cure*

Petri  Johdrmis  Fabri ,  tells  us  of  one  that  was  troubled 
for  four  Years  together  with  a  virulent  Gonorrhoea ,  and 
could  not  get  Cure,  was  at  length  ( after  purging 
With  an  Avtimonial  Medicine  )  cured  with  three  Dofes 
of  Spiritus  Camphor  a  (3  Terebintlnncc  in  Succ.  Linton . 
§i.  of  the  Spiritus  Camphor at,  there  was  3f$*  in  each 
Dofe. 

Another  Author  fays,  he  quickly  Cured  a  certain 
Pcrfon  aBli&ed  With  a  ftubborn  ftinking  Gonorrhoea, 
(after  a  little  Purging,  &c. )  With  the  following  Ele- 
dluary  inwardly,  and  the  ufe  of  the  following  Oynt- 
ment  outwardly  to  the  f{eitis.

Gabriel  Fallopius  tells  us  in  his  Book  de  Morbo  Gal - 
lico,  That  he  has  Cured  a  Gonorrhea  with  a  debility 
Of  the  Back,  heat  £nd  pain  of  the  Heins,  8cc.  with  the 
following  Medicines,  which  are  in  his  own  .Words, 
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ifc  Flor*  Cajfice  3vj.  Pulpe  Tamarindotum  3ij.  Pithe - 
ris  Corallorum  rubeorum ,  Puiveris  Majiicis  an, 
3j.  flit  Bolus , 

And  which,  if  presently  exhibiced,  fays  he,  attem- 
peratCs  the  Pain,  and  as  mixed,  is  drying,  and  mode¬ 
rately  Aftringent,  and  if  towards  the  middle  of  the 
Cure,  there  be  added  Bolt  Armeni  3j.  it  makes  a  Me¬ 
dicament,  which  Refrigerates,  Lenities,  Dries,  Cor¬ 
roborates  and  Aftringes.  But  if  in  a  little  time  it  Ihould 
not  Cure,  advifes  the  Patient  to  betake  himfelf  to  the 
Decoction  of  Lignum  Indicum  or  GuaiacumtVood, which 
he  Jays  a  great  ftrefs  upon. 

A  French  Surgeon,  whom  I  was  once  defired  by  an 
Apothecary  ( that  was  his  Patienr,  for  the  Cure  of  a 
ftubborn  Gleet  he  had  )  to  confulc  with,  told  me,  that 
in  France  he  had  divers  times  cured  very  virulent  Go - 
norrhxa' s,\Niihon\y  the  hard  Roes  of  two  Red-herrings, 
beat  up  with  White-wine,  without  the  afliftance  or 
ufe  of  any  other  Remedy  ;  and  that  it  carry ’d  off  both 
the  Viridency  and  Banning  at  once.  But  at  his  relating 
it,  I  could  not  but  fmile  at  the  confidence  and  igno¬ 
rance  of  the  Man,  efpecially  when  I  ask’d  him,  where¬ 
in  lay  the  effed:,  and  what  reafon  he  could  give  that 
it  Ihould  do  fuch  feats  ?  which  he  could  not  anfwer, 
nor  I  believe  no  one  elfe,  becaufe  there  is  nothing  at 
all  in  it,  for  the  purpofes  he  gave  it; 

And  Theophraftw  Paracelfus  tells  us  of  a  quick  Cure,' 
upon  a  Woman  who  was  in  a  manner  conlumed  with 
the  French  Pox ,  with  only  a  Drink  or  Potion  of  the 
Ejjence  of  Bawm* 

Thefe  are  wonderful  Cures  indeed,  but  as  to  their 
Authority,  I  (hall  fay  nothing,  the  Reader  is  at  his  li¬ 
berty  to  judge  as  he  pleafes. 

I  remember  Mr.  Samuel  Smithy  my  Matter's  Mafter, 
a  Man  of  great  Note  in  his  time,  when  he  was  Sur¬ 
geon  of  Sc.  Thomas's  Hofpital,  now  about  eighteen  or 
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nineteen  Years  ago,  ( in  which  Poft  he  died)  ufed  a 
nrefcription  of  Pills  for  the  Pox ,  as  well  to  his  other 
Patients  as  thofe  of  the  Hofpital,  and  feldom  without 
fuccefs,  more  efpecially  upon  their  drinking  a  Diet- 
drink  during  the  whole  Cure.  Both  Pills  and  Drink 
he  valued  very  much,  and  kept  long  as  a  great  Secret, 
and  which  I  formerly  ( tho‘  with  lome  difficulty)  had 
the  opportunity  granted  me  of  Tranfcribing  from  his 
Copy  ;  the  Prescription  of  the  Pills  I  give  you  here, 
but  the  Diet-drink  being  fo  particular  and  uncommon, 
differing  from  all  the  Drinks  that  ever  I  ufed,  both  in 
Modus  of  Preparing,  as  great  Effed,  I  fliall  not  at  this 
time  however  make  the  Receipt  publiek,  but  the  Pills 
you  have  here  verbatim  from  the  Copy,  and  are  as 
follows,  vi%*

Thefe  Pillsj  according  as  they  meet  with  Humours 
in  the  Stomach,  both  Purge  and  Vomit,  fometimes 
Purge  only,  and  fometimes  work  by  Urine  alfo,  and 
Sweat ,  and  when  taken,  the  Patient  muff  keep  warm 
that  day. 

And  tho3  fometimes  to  abate  cr  remove  the  fierce 
Symptoms  of  a  Gowrrkaa ,  (as  obfervsd  before )  is  not 
fo  difficult  a  Task,  yet  to  appeafe  the  molt  urgent 
Symptoms  of  the  Difeafe  when  confirmed*  fuch  as 
Noffurnal  Pains,  that  tire  and  fpend  the  Carkafs,  ra¬ 
venous  and  devouring  V leers  of  the  Palate ,  fouinefs 
and  fometimes  rottennefs  of  the  Bones  of  the  Nofe ,  and 
a  Pocky  Hedic  or  Confmr.ption,  is  not  the  fmalieft 
dexterity  in  Phyfick  5  for  if  in  thefe  Cafes  there  be  not 
jmmedia'e  help,  there  will  lucceea  either  a  miferable 
Death,  or  an  abiding  Difgrace  to  the  Patient. 
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In  the  firft:  place  then,  thofe  Nofturnal  infufterable 
Pains  ought  to  be  eas'd,  the  Vlcers  of  the  Palate  or 
Tonfils ,  or  both,  are  with  all  poffible  fpeed  to  be  dint¬ 
ed,  or  elfe  the  Malignant  Stecms  will  afcend  to  the 
Nofe,  and  immediately  rot  the  Bones  thereof;  proper 
Anti-vcnereals  are  to  be  adminiftred,  in  refpe&  to  the 
deprav’d  habit,  and  all  this  ought  to  be  done  before 
the  Cure  be  thoroughly  attempted,  no  time  being  to  be 
loft,  where  fo  much  danger  is  at  hand  ;  and  how  ca¬ 
pable  the  ignorant  are  to  undertake  this,  I  leave  every 
one  to  judge,  fince  it’s  impofiible  for  any  but  Expe¬ 
rienc’d  Perfons,  either  to  prepare  the  Medicines  ex¬ 
actly,  or  being  prepar’d  to  adminifter  them  according 
to  the  proper  State  of  the  Difeafe. 

But  by  the  way,  let  me  obferve  what  I  faid  before, 
vi%»  That  the  Vlcers  of  the  Palate  or  Tonfils ,  or  both, 
if  fuch  there  be,  ought  forthwith  to  be  (tinted,  left 
the  malignant  Steemslhou’d  afcend  to  the  Nofe  a nd  ror. 
the  Bones  thereof:  This,  I  fay,  ought  to  be  done,  and 
not  only  by  proper  Medicines  externally  apply *d,buc  in¬ 
ternally  alfo  ;  and  if  at  any  time  an  O^ena  happens  to 
affeft  the  Patient,  ’twill  require  Care  and  Dexterity  to 
remove  it,  elfe  the  Nofe  may  be  in  danger,  efpccially 
where  it  affe&s  both  the  Septum  and  Alt ;  and  in  un- 
dertaking  the  Cure  of  thofe  Ulcers,  the  Practitioner 
ought  to  be  very  cautious,  for  the  Bones  and  Cartilages 
arefoft,  and  are  covered  with  but  a  thin  Membrane, 
which  is  foon  corroded,  and  when  once  corroded, 
the  faid  Bones  and  Cartilages  are  quickly  corrupted, 
and  confequently  will  produce  a  defedf,  leaving  a  ble- 
milh  or  deformity  in  that  part  of  the  Nofe . 

But  that  none  may  be  affrighted,  whofe  Nofes  ail 
any  thing,  I  here  allure  them,  that  timely  notice  is 
ever  given  before  thefe  Difafters  can  happen,  appear¬ 
ing  firft  by  an  external  Inflammation ,  after  that  fol¬ 
lows  an  V  Iceration,  (but  not  unlefs  negic&ed  )  and 
then  a  Cariofity  of  the  Bones  and  Cartilages ;  which 
tho’  the  Nofe  may  feem  fair,  and  of  a  due  re&icude, 
yet  is  dangerous  for  that  the  Swelling  and  crufty 
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Matter  within,  which  feldom  but  accompanies  thofe 
Difafters,  lupports  the  Septum  or  ridge  of  the  Nofif 
and  upon  retriOval  thereof,  the  No/e  or  fides  of  it  con- 
fequently  finks,  to  the  utter  deformity  and  difgrace  of 
the  Patient;  all  which  may  reafonabiy  (efpecially  if 
the  Patient  has  fought  out  for  Cure  and  been  regular; 
be  imputed  to  the  great  Negleft,  or  Ignorance,  or 
both,  of  thofe  that  have  had  them  in  Cure. 

Sometimes  a  Patient  that  formerly  has  been  troubled 
with  a  Clap  or  other  Symptoms  of  the  Venereal  Irife- 
<5Hon  (cho*  then  cur’d)  (hall  complain,  after  a  noctur¬ 
nal  Pollution,  or  other  emilfion  of  Seed ,  that  in  paf- 
fing  it  caules  a  forenefs  or  tenderneis,  and  that  the 
Urine  next  made  is  attended  with  a  lharpnefs  orfmart* 
ing;  or  (hall  complain  of  an  extreme  Head-acb,  or 
(hall  fall  into  a  F/etimdtifm,  the  Gouty  Phtifick*  if  nun- 
dice ,  &c.  (the  Pox  being  often  conceal’d  under  thofe 
Names)  which  Difeafes  are  ftill  to  be  remedied  with 
having  a  particular  regard  to  the  aforegoing  InfeBion  ; 
and  I  have  frequently  obferv’d,  that  many  Difeafes  in 
fuch  Bodies,  have  been  a  long  time  in  Curing,  when 
no  regard  has  been  had  to  the  former  Infection,  which 
however  have  eafily  been  remedied  by  the  addition  of 
proper  Anri- venereal*. 

‘Tis  advifable  therefore,  when  fuch  Diftempers 
prove  Rebellious,  and  will  not  very  eafily  yield  rd  the 
proper  Medicines  adminift'red,  that  then  the  Patient 
will  bethink  himfelf,  and  have  proper  Anti-vetiercals 
intromitted,  left  the  Cure  (hould  be  fo  much  delayed, 
as  to  introduce  that  which  may  prove  to  be  incurable  * 
it  being  obferv’d,  that  when  the  Venereal  InfeCiion  has 
been  once  admitted  into  the  Body,  it  ufually  (  as  ob¬ 
ferv’d  before  )  takes  it  feat  or  root  in  thofe  Humours 
that  moftly  partake  of  its  own  nature,  and  contributes 
by  its  Steems  a  particular  Malignity  to  the  Caufcs 
of  all  other  Difeafes  ;  as  for  inftance  in  Fevers ,  which 
prove  more  putrid  and  malign  in  thofe  Bodies  formerly 
troubled  with  the  Venereal  hifeClion,  and  even  in  thofe 
troubled  with  Pu/lules,  Pimples ,  Itchings,  Catarrhs s 
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and  the  like,  every  Spring  and  Fall,  as  many  are  that 
never  had  any  InfcElion,  yet  in  thofe  chat  formerly  (tho* 
many  Years  fince  )  had  the  Difeafe,  (hall  never  be 
cured,  without  a  particular  refpecft  had  to  the  Venereal 
Malignity. 

Likewife  the  Gout ,  in  Perfons  that  formerly  had  the 
Venereal  Infettion>  proves  far  more  incommodious,  than 
in  thofe  Bodies  that  never  had  it,  and  which  may  with¬ 
out  much  difficulty  be  diftinguillfd  by  its  preceding 
Caufes,  peculiar  kind  of  Pain,  Duration,^,  and  by  its 
fometimes  changing  into  Fevers ,  Paftes,  Apoplexies , 
Lethargies ,  &c.  which  if  not  hel^t  in  time,  prove  dan¬ 
gerous  :  Such  Gouts ,  I  fay,  are  never  to  be  remedied 
without  proper  Atiti-vcnereals,  and  fuch  proper  Me¬ 
thods  to  redtifie  the  Mala  Stamina  dLthe  Solid  Parts, 
and  the  ill  effervefcency  of  the  Fluids .  Not  that  I  pre¬ 
tend  to  aftert,as  Mercurial ,  and  fome  other  Authors  have 
done.  That  when  any  Difeafe  will  not  yield  to  the 
Remedies  that  ufually  Cure,  *tis  to  be  believ’d  that  it 
has  its  rife  from  the  Pox ,  and  muft  be  treated  as  fuch : 
No,  I  never  attempt  to  cure  a  Diftemper  under  that 
name ,  till  firft  I  know  it  to  be  oj  that  nature . 

Yet  moft  Phyficians  give  it  as  their  Opinion,  That 
the  generality  of  Gouts  our  Gentlemen  are  afHi&ed 
with,  are  owing  more  to  Venery ,  than  arty  other  caufe, 
and  that  the  Venereal  Difeafe  either  Hereditarily  or  Ad- 
ventitioufly ,  comes  in  far  a  (hare ;  tho’  fome  others  are 
of  Opinion,  that  the  Gout  is  more  owing  to  Bacchus 
than  Venus  ;  however,  this  we  may  fay,  that  it  is  the 
produtt  in  many  of  an  extravagant  Life,  vi%.  Gluttony 
and  Venery)  tho’  Dr.  Baynard ,  whom  I  occafionally 
mention’d  before,  will  not  have  the  latter  to  be  any 
ways  cohcern’d  ;  for,  fays  he,  how  Venery  (hoti’d  be 
lugg’d  in  to  be  a  Party,  I  can’t  underftand  ;  for  among 
the  Tf/nta,&c.  where  they  are  moft  enervated  by  Wo¬ 
men,  they  have  no  fuch  thing  as  the  Gout ,  PVine  being 
by  their  Law  forbidden,  &c-  fo  lay  the  Load  upon 
the  right  Horfe,  and  Saddle  old  Bacchus's  Back,  as  the 
chief  Author  and  Contriver  of  this  foint-Evil,  and  ask 
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Venus  pardon,  for  laying  a  drunken  Brat  at  her  Door, 
which  Ihe  never  deferv’d  for. 

And  this  it  is,  to  be  ill  nam'd. 

When  a  poor  Whore*  is  (  mong/y  )  blam'd. 

But  however  begging  the  Doctor’s  Pardon,  I  have 
known  incipient  Gouts  from  Venereal  Caufes,  which  an 
Anti-venereal  Courfe  has  abfolutely  freed  the  Patient 
from,  after  Methods,  without  any  regard  to  the  true 
or  Venereal  Caufe,  have  been  made  ufe  of  ineffediual- 
Jy ;  and  according  to  the  Do&or’s  own  Words,  Venus 
has  a  (hare,  elfe  why  ftiould  he  fay,  in  another  place, 
Vinum ,  Venus ,  Otium  &  Crapula ,  funt  primi  Parentes 
Calculorum  ac  Podagra. 

I  could  give  very  firange  inftances  of  Cures  per¬ 
form’d  by  th q  Specific k  Anti-venereal  Remedies  I  make 
ufe  of  in  my  Pra&ice,  not  that  I  pretend  to  Cure  all 
by  one  and  the  fame  Medicines,  no  ;  for 

Non  fempcr  iifdem  remediis  curandum  eft  : 

No  one  fpecifick  Medicine,  or  peculiar  Method,  being 
equally  fuccefsful  in  all  Patients;  Tome  will  admit  of 
Cure  this  way,  and  by  thefe  Medicines ;  another  that 
way,  and  by  other  Medicines ;  therefore  am  obliged  to 
appropriate  them  as  the  condition  of  the  Patient  indi¬ 
cates,  with  regard  to  every  particular  circumftancer 
One  (hall  be  cured  of  a  Gonorrhxa,  by  proper  Medi¬ 
cines,  in  fourteen  Days,  when  another  not  feemingly 
fo  much  infe&ed,  fliall  take  up  a  Month  or  longer;  fuch 
a  Diverlicy  there  is  in  the  Nature  and  Degree  of  the 
Difeafe,  and  Conllitutions  and  Temperaments  of  the 
People. 

The  Medicines  I  ufe  palliate  not  the  Difeafe,  nor 
flop  up  the  poyfonous  Matter ,  as  is  too  frequently  done 
by  Quack,  Remedies,  but  do  radically  exdnguilh  and 
ddlroy  the  very  Seeds  of  the  Difeafe,  fo  as  that  the 
Patient  will  never  relapfe  ;  and  in  many  inveterate 
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Cafes,  where  ic  has  been  the  Opinion  of  moft,  that 
nothing  but  a  Salivation  would  free  them,  their  Effi¬ 
cacy  have  been  always  fuch,  that  I  never  found,  where 
the  Patient  has  been  Regular,  there  has  been  after¬ 
wards  any  need  of  a  Flux,  but  on  the  contrary,  after 
three  or  four  Salivations  to  fo  little  purpofe,  that  the 
Patient  has  been  rendred  worfe  inftead  of  better,  ha¬ 
ving  been  reduc’d  by  means  thereof,  to  a  Skeleton, 
attended  with  more  threatning  Symptoms  than  before* 
have  been  by  the  adminiftration  of  proper  Remedies, 
quickly  retriev’d  and  cured  5  many  inftances  of  which 
I  cou’d  relate,  but  ftudying  brevity  in  this  Treadle, 
fhall,  from  among  the  numbers  I  might  inferr,  take 
notice  only  of  a  few,  and  fpeak  of  them  by  and 

And  tho’  it  may  favour  of  Oftentation  for  a  Man  to 
applaud  himfelf,  yet  I  cannot  but  declare,  efpecially 
fince  it’s  no  more  than  matter  of  Truth,  that  I  have 
done  Wonders  by  the  Methods  I  ufe,  and  even  to  thofe 
that  have  been  fpoil’d  by  others,  having  been  almcft 
devoured  with  the  Difeafe,  and  rendred  fo  bad  as 
wholly  to  defpair  of  ever  getting  Cure ;  fome  of 
which  Patients  (feveral  Years  after  they  thought  them- 
felves  well  by  others)  having  Sneez’d  fmall  pieces  of 
Rones  out  of  their  Nofe,  occafion’d  by  the  remanenc 
Steems  flying  up  to  the  Head,  rotting  the  Os  Eth- 
moides  or  Bones  thereof. 

Others  by  means  of  thefe  Remedies  have  been  rid  of 
their  violent  Fains,  Inflammations  y  Nodes ,  Ulcers  ; 
others  of  dimnefs  in  their  Sight,  fore  Throats,  Hearf- 
nefs ;  others  of  Lamenefsy  tVeakjiefs,  &c.  and  thefe 
after  having  underwent  feveral  Salivations ,  and  been 
difmifs’d  by  their  Surgeonsas  perfectly  Cured. 

And  indeed  ic  is  often  obferv’d,  that  the  Cure  en¬ 
deavour’d  by  Salivation ,  is  certainly  the  moft  danger¬ 
ous,  tho’  nothing  now  a-days  is  more  commonly  pra¬ 
ctis’d  by  fome  rafh  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  and  efpe- 
ciaily  by  the  ignorant  gt/ack.s  who  difperfe  Bills  about 
the  Streets,  and  adorn  Pilling  polls,  to  allure  Cufto- 
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tners,  fuch  being  generally  obfeure  Mechanicks,  as 
Weavers,  Taylors,  Nailers ,  Coolers,  Barbers ,  or  fome 
Broken  Tradefmen,  that  know  nothing  of  the  matter, 
or  the  Bufinefs  they  undertake,  any  farther  than  to  get 
the  Money,  which  they  take  care  to  choufe  the  Patient 
of,  and  which  is  yet  much  worfe,  cheat  them  of  their 
Cure,  and  too  often  deprive  them  of  their  Lives  ;  as 
by  feverai  particular  inftances,  which  I  Ihajl  relate  in 
the  following  Chapter,  will  appear. 

And  tho’,  as  I  have  laid  before.  Salivation  is  danger¬ 
ous,  it  is  to  be  underftood  at  the  fame  time,  that  I  do 
not  explode  it  as  altogether  ufelefs,  or  think  it  always 
in  all  an  ineffeduai  Method,  but  only  obferve,  that  it 
is  not,  as  feme  imagine,  fo  infallible  as  to  be  wholly 
depended  on,  however  it  be  undertaken,  or  what  man¬ 
ner  foever  manag’d  5  for  I  allow,  that  by  rightly  pre¬ 
paring  the  Patient’s  Bbdy,  and  adminiftring  fafe  and 
proper  Medicines,  a  Salivation  may  be  begun,  carried 
on,  and  compleated,  and  without  doubt  frequently  is, 
to  the  great  relief  and  benefit  of  the  Patient. 

But  the  rafh  inconfiderate  Salivations  now  a-days 
pradis’d,  are  what  I  declare  againft,  and  which  ge¬ 
nerally  prove  pernicious  to  the  Patient,  and  which  by 
no  means  are  ro  be  fujbmirted  to,  by  any  that  have  any 
value  for,  or  regard  to  their  Healths. 

Alfo  the  common  Pradice  of  Salivating  thofe  that 
have  Venereal  Ulcers  in  their  Throats ,  I  have  known  to 
be  generally  unfuccefsful,  and  for  the  moft  parE  to 
prove  injurious,  even  fometimes  to  the  lofs  of  Palate , 
Tor, fils  and  Uofe,  to  the  continued  and  irretrievable  dif* 
grace  of  the  Patient  ;  and  the  Salivations  ufed  in  the 
Hqf pit als  appointed  for  the  reception  of  Venereal  Peo¬ 
ple,  where  they  make  it  their  general  Pradice,  and 
that  oftentimes  torheutmcfthazza.rd,have  been  obferv’d 
by  one  that  ferv’d  an  Apprenriceihip  therein,  and  rela¬ 
ted  by  a  Surgeon  to  whom  he  told  it,  that  moft  com¬ 
monly  a  third  part  mifearried  as  ro  Cure  ;  and  we 
have  the  fame  reafon  to  believe,  and  indeed  too  well 
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know  it  to  be  true,  that  the  like  Mifchiefs  happen  to 
moft  Patients,  that  are  ralhly  Flux’d  by  their  Do&ors, 
before  they  rightly  confider  what  the  Succefs  thereof 
will  be,  as  in  a  great  meafure  may  be  been  by  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Story. 

A  ycry  poor,  but  fober  model!  Woman,  whofe  Hus¬ 
band  was  gone  for  a  Soldier,  leaving  her  nothing  to 
fubfift  with,  and  what  was  much  worle,  the  Fox  in  a 
molt  grievous  manner  to  grapple  with ;  made  a  ILift  to 
craul  to  my  Houfe,  (being  indeed  fcarce  able  to  walk) 
with  a  Neighbour  of  hers,  who  in  Compaffion  to 
her  miferable,  poor  and  destitute  Condition,  had  ta¬ 
ken  her  into  her  Houfe  and  implor’d  my  affiftance ; 
both  of  them  as  they  waited  my  coming  home,  fend¬ 
ing  up  their  Petitions,  fas  my  Servants  told  me  after ) 
to  God  to  encline  me  to  afford  her  what  relief  I 
was  capable.  When  I  came  home, I  enquir’d  into 
her  Condition  ,  which  by  the  fiery  Botches  all 
over  her  Face ,  1  partly  underftood ;  lhe  told 
me  fhe  had  violent  Pains  all  over  her  ;  fcarce 
able  to  ftir  5  had  an  Ulcer  as  broad  as  the  Palm  of  ones 
Hand  upon  her  Leg;  Botches  the  fameas  on  her  Face , 
on  divers  parts  of  her  Body;  reduc’d  to  almoft  no¬ 
thing  but  Skin  and  Bone ;  Stomacblefs  and  Feeble, 
and  in  fhort  in  fuch  a  miferable  Condition,  that  had 
not  the  Woman  that  came  with  her,  had  Compaffion 
on  her,  and  took  her  into  her  Houfe,  fhe  mult  have 
died  in  the  Street  or  a  Dicch.  She  told  me  fhe  had 
been  Salivated  twice  in  Kjngjland- Hofpital,  applied 
herfelf  there  again,  but  all  her  Mony  being  (pent,  and 
nothing  left,  they  would  not  take  her  in,  and  I  think, 
told  her  Jhe  was  paft  Cure .  She  applies  to  a  Surgeon, 
who  told  her  he  was  lure  fhe  could  never  be  Cur’d  ; 
in  this  condition  almoft  ftarv’d,  and  at  her  Wks  end, 
before  fhe  came  to  me,  She  applies  to  the  Parijh , 
who  would  not  relieve  her,  but  order’d  her  to  return  to 
the  Country  where  fhe  was  Born,  and  was  for  palling 
her  away ;  upon  this,  (lie  thought  fhe  might  as  well  go 
into  her  e  wn  Count)  y  and  die  there,  goes  to  the  Car¬ 
rier 
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rier  in  order  to  be  had  down,  who  upon  Teeing  her? 
and  underftanding  her Diftemper,  refus’d  taking  her; 
all  thefe  Methods  failing,  and  by  a  Providence  hear¬ 
ing  of  me,  I  took  pity  on  her*  fhe  being,  as  I  was 
well  inform’d,  an  induftrious  Woman,  and  got  the  Di- 
ftemper  undefervedly  by  the  Brute  her  Husband*  and 
put  her  into  a  Courfe  of  Medicine  out  of  Charity, 
upon  which,  and  proper  applications  to  the  Vlcer  on 
her  Leg,  a  nd  a  Diet-drink^  at  laft,  it  pleafed  God  (he 
recovered  in  fix  Weeks  or  lefs,  to  the  admiration  of 
all  that  knew  her,  which  is  not  a  few,  her  Neigh¬ 
bours  all  knowing  her  Condition,  and  is  now  perfect¬ 
ly  well ;  her  Nfe  which  was  in  danger  by  the  (harp 
Humours  about  ir,  fecur’d,  and  her  Sores  all  firmly 
healed;  has  do  disfigurement,  or  deformity,  bunas 
clear  and  as  well  from  the  Difeafe,at  theWritingofthis 
as  ever  (he  was  in  her  Life,  numbers  of  People  being 
ready  to  teftifie  the  Truth  thereof. 

But  I  (hall  fay  no  more  here,  intending  to  difcourfe 
further  on  thofe  Matters,  when  I  come  to  (hew,  in  the 
next  Chapter,  the  Ufe  and  Abufe  of  Mercury,  in  the 
Cure  of  this  Difeafe. 

We  all  know,or  at  leaftwifefhould,  that  there  is  no 
Poifon  but  what  has  its  proper  Antidote ,  nor  a  Difeafe 
without  its  own  Specif  ck,,  and  all  the  difficulty  is  to 
know  thofe  Antidotes  and  thofe  Specificity ;  now  that  I 
know  and  am  polfeit  of  thofe  Antidotes  or  Specifiers  for 
the  Venereal  Poifcn, is  (in  fememeafure  at  lead)  manifeft 
by  the  many  Cures  1  have  from  time  to  time  perform’d 
by  them,  of  which  there  are  many,  very  many  living 
Teftimonies,  were  it  but  proper  to  mention  them: 
For,  fays  one,  affii&ed  with  a  Venereal  Acrophy,  in 
his  Letter  to  me,  among  other  things,  <c  I  have  taken 
«  fver  al  Potions  of your  Specific^ ,  which  with  your  Care 
<c  and  judgment  under  God ,  have  had  a  wonderful  good 
«  Eff eel  upon  me  ;  the  Palpitation  I  usd  to  have  after 
“  awaking,  with  Sweating ,  Coughing ,  &c.  is  wholly  gone ; 

<c  my  Nights  reft  is  wholly  comfortable  and  ref  refiling,  and 
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Cc  where  I  us'd  to  fweat  in  abundance ,  now  rather  require 
tc  Cloaths  ;  I  eat  with  a  very  pood  Appetite ,  digefl  weft, 
<c  and  find  flrevgth  come  on  apace ,  &c.  Says  another, 
in  his  Letter,  among  other  Matters  relating  to  his  Di¬ 
feafe  5  “I  find  now  by  the  force  of  your  Specificks ,  that 
“you  are  the  only  Gentleman ,  both  for  good  Succefs 
ec  in  this  Bufincfs ,  tfwd  I  ce&wJ  wy  felf  a  blejfed  Man  itt 
££  meeting  with  you >  &c.  Another  Gentleman  ,  my 
Patienr,  for  a  Venereal  Vlcer  in  the  Bladder,  has  this 
Exprefljon  in  his  Letter.  “This, great  Cure  by  your 
“  Specificity,  JhaB  as  much  bring  Triumph  to  pour  Honour , 
sc  as  any  ever  did  to  Man,  &c.  for  blejfed  be  God,  I  am 
“now  in  greater  hopes  than  ever,  of  a  per  feci  Cure,  and 
tc  return  you  humble  Thanks  for  the  noble  Balfamick  Me- 
“  dicine  you  font  me.  See.  And  to  the  fame  or  like 
purpofe,  lay  others,  the  reciting  of  but  the  twentieth 
partttf  which,  would  take  up  too  much  room  and  too 
much  time  here  ;  but  by  this  the  Reader  may  fee 
fomething  ;  and  believe  that  themfelves  or  others,  la¬ 
bouring  under  the  like,  or  any  Venereal  Inconveniency, 
upon  application,  may  find  the  fame  benefit  ;  which 
Remedies  (  as  noted  before)  I  always  difpenfe  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  nature  and  degree  of  the  Difeafe,  and  Con" 
ftitution,  Strength  and  Temperament  of  the  Patient. 

And  tho*  upon  Cathartick  and  Emetick,  that  is,* 
Purging  and  Vomiting  Medicines,  the  ftrefs  of  the 
Cure  oftentimes  depends,  (by  means  whereof  the  pec¬ 
cant  Humour  is  either  expell’d  out  of  the  Body,  cf 
elfe  the  natural  Juices  of  the  Body  are  thereby  divert¬ 
ed,  which  otherwife  would  fuftain  the  Venereal  Fer¬ 
ment)  yet  Reafon  and  Experience  confirm,  that  Pur¬ 
gatives  and  Emeticks,  at  (ome  times,  and  to  fome  Per- 
fons  exhibited,  rather  injure,  than  afford  relief,  eipe- 
daily  if  adminiftred  to  weakly  People,  or  to  others 
where  they  operate  with  fo  much  violence,  3S  to  de¬ 
bilitate  Nature,  and  render  the  Parts  feeble,  weak  and 
unactive  ;  as  for  inftance,  in  the  Cafe  of  a  Gonorrhea, 
violent  Purgings  reiterated,  procure  a  continual  Gleets 
and  oftentimes  in  a  confirm’d  Fcx,  inftcad  of  abating 
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they  heighten  and  aggravate  the  Symptoms,  expofing 
the  Patient  to  manifold  inconveniences,  by  detain¬ 
ing  that  Matter  within,  which  ftiould  be  thrown  oat 
of  the  Body,  and  which  might  very  eafily  be  accom- 
plilh’d  by  proper  Anti-venereals  :  For  according  to  the 
firft  ftep  taken  in  order  to  the  Cure  of  a  Clap ,  does  the 
ill  or  welfare  of  the  Patient  depend. 

But  that  the  Reader  may  underftand  what  we 
call  Anti-venereal  Remedies,  we  mean  fuch  as  are 
fufficiently  replete  with  Volatile  Salts,  as  to  blunt 
the  points  of  the  Pock)  Venom,  and  to  difpofe  it  to 
turn  out  by  the  ways  of  tranfpiration,  or  elfe  to  eva¬ 
cuate  the  virulent  or  poyfonous  Matter  by  Vomit,  by 
Stool ,  by  Vrine ,  Salivating ,  See.  all  which  ought  to  be 
order’d  with  Prudence,  that  the  Pox  or  irs  acidity  be 
not  encreas’d  by  the  Medicines,  as  it  may  be,  while 
endeavours  are  us’d  to  deftroy  it ;  for  we  have  ob- 
ferv’d,  that  by  the  unskilful  and  indifereet  adminiftra- 
tion  of  proper  Remedies,  this  Evil  has  in  fome  Pati¬ 
ents  been  fo  fix’d  upon  them,  as  to  be  for  ever  rendred 
incurable,  as  I  have  already  in  a  place  before  taken 
notice  of. 

By  this  we  fee  more  plainly  the  mifehiefs  brought 
upon  the  People,  and  how  liable  they  are  to  be  de¬ 
ftroy ’d  by  the  ill  management  of  thofe  that  unskilfully 
undertake  the  Cure,  and  we  have  too  much  reafon  to 
fear,  more  Patients  are  ruin’d  thereby,  than  by  any 
other  Diftemper  incident  to  Mankind  -9  for  whatever 
Teeming  fuccefs  thofe  Pra&icers  may  have  upon  any, 
by  allaying  or  palliating  the  Symptoms,  Relapfes  do 
certainly  fucceed,  to  the  damage,  if  not  ruin  of  the 
Patient,  and  that  after  vaft  expence  of  Money,  belides 
oppreflive  Toil,  and  dolorous  Fatigue. 

Aod  indeed  if  we  rightly  confider,  as  one  obferves, 
how  the  contagious  Seeds  of  this  Difeafe  lie  in  Am - 
bufeade ,  how  it  alfaults,  and  fets  upon  Mankind  feve- 
ral  ways,  how  it  feizes  upon  various  parts,  fometimes 
fattens  here,  and  fometimes  there,  uncertainly  ;  how  it 
appears  in  divers  Shapes,  affrights  with  di[membrings% 
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defamings  or  disfigurings,  how  it  tortures  exquifitely , 
kills  /lowly,  and  ads  many  tedious  painful  ways  infuf- 
ferably,  and  at  belt,  if  in  but  indifferent  Hands,  makes 
irs  Exit  but  dubioufly.  I  fay,  if  we  rightly  conlider 
thefe  things,  we  need  no  longer  wonder  at  the  many 
mifcarriages  and  daily  mifchiefs  we  fo  frequently  hear 
of  abroad.  ^ 

Old  Ambrofc  Parry  tells  us  of  one  who  had  a  Go¬ 
norrhea  ten  years,  and  upon  hard  drinking,  was  af¬ 
flicted  with  a  SuppreJJion  of  Vrine ,  which  caufed  his 
Death,  his  Clap  Cure  not  being  rightly  manag’d  at 
flrft ;  which  Parts  affedted  muft  needs  undergo  a  con¬ 
siderable  alteration,  by  the  Venereal  Matter  lodging  fo 
long  upon  them. 

Yet  notwithftanding,  however  difficult  the  Cure  of 
the  Venereal  Difeafe ,  in  all  its  kinds  and  qualities,  may 
be  thought  to  be  by  any,  however  difficult  it  may  be 
rendred  by  the  ill  ufage  of  ignorant  Pretenders,  it  is, 
if  methodically  undertaken,  and  diligently  purfu’d, 
with  the  Artifts  and  Patients  care,  one  of  the  eafieft 
Diftempers  to  Cure,  that  any  one  can  be  afflicted  with, 
provided  the  Patient  be  not  beforehand  rendred  incura¬ 
ble,  ( as  to  be  brought  into  a  Confumption ,  or  fome 
other  declining  DifeaieJ  and  the  Diftempertoo  far  gone 
to  be  retriev’d  by  any  human  Art  or  Skill ;  yet  feve- 
ral  Patients  that  have  been  judg’d  to  be  in  fuch  irre¬ 
parable  conditions,  have  by  lome  particular  Medicines 
that  I  have  adminiftred,  been  unexpectedly  recover’d, 
to  the  admiration  of  all  that  have  known  themj  and 
that  after  all  the  common  Methods  in  PraCtice,  even 
to  a  Ne  plus  ultra ,  (  as  thought  )  have  been  tried  by 
others  ineffectually  for  alas  !  the  generality  of  Pro- 
feflors  are  much  govern’d  by  Tradition,  and  the  Pre- 
fcripdons  of  others,  and  thereby  think  themfelves  fafe 
PraCHcers,  and  that  what  they  do  is  warrantable  (tho3 
unfuccefsful )  if  they  keep  but  the  beaten  Road,  and 
have  the  Authority  of  their  PredecelTors  to  back  them, 
many  praCtifing  Non  ad  I/ationemfed  ad  Similitudinem , 
never  breaking  their  Brains  with  Study,  to  find  out 
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new  or  more  effe&ual  Medicines,  but  to  get  the  Title 
of  being  a  Regular  Phylician,  or  Surgeon,  thinking 
that  to  be  fufiicient  to  recommend  them,  as  the  Dif- 
penfary  Tranfvers’d,  page  71.  well  remarks  of  fome, 
who,  '  ' 

Half  fledg’d  n nth  Learning,  flrfl  to  Leyden  flow. 

That  great  Exchange  of  Phyflck,  Old  and  Hew, 

Where  he  that  pays  the  moft ,  grows  fooneft  Wife, 

And  Scholars  barter  Wit,  like  Merchandise  ; 

Where  Learning  thrives ,  and  Phyflck,  gains  efleem. 
Proportion’d ,  as  the  Student  ferves  his  Time 
To  fame  Profejfor,  eminent  in  Skill, 

Who  teaches  Methods ,  how  by  Art  to  kill. 

And  then  if  by  what  they  have  read,  or  been  told 
of,  they  do  not  Cure,  the  Patient  is  then  by  them 
deem’d  Incurable,  when  at  the  fame  time  the  true  Pra¬ 
ctical  Man,  tho’  not  profefiing  fo  much  Learning, 
knows  of  fuch  Methods  and  Medicines  that  happily 
hits  the  Cafe,  and  Cures  the  Patient,  he  being  the 
Alan.

I  (hall  here  give  a  few  Xnftances,  and  infert  fome  Let¬ 
ters  (concealing  the  Writers  Names,)  among  the  num¬ 
bers  1  could  take  notice  of,  and  bring  this  Chapter  to 
a  concluficu. 
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HISTORY  I. 

A  Bout  thirteen  Years  fince,  a  robuft  Man,  that  had 
contra&ed  the  Lucs  Venerea  at  Turfy,  and  came 
cloath’d  with  it  to  England ,  apply’d  himfelf  to  me  for 
Cure,  after  he  had  had  the  Diftemper  upon  him  for 
five  or  fix  Years,  and  been  in  the  hands  of  a  reputed 
skilful  Surgeon  for  two  or  three  Years  together  ;  his 
Cafe  being  as  deplorable  as  moft  that  have  been  known, 
he  labouring  under  the  moft  excruciating,  intolerable 
Tains  in  his  Limbs ,  fo  as  fcarcely  able  to  ftir,  attended 
with  filthy  rebellious  Vlcers  and  breakings  out  from 
Mead  to  Foot ,  no  lefs  than  forty  of  them  running  toge¬ 
ther,  fome  of  which  difeharging  a  foul  ftinking  Mat¬ 
ter  for  a  long  continuance,  infomuch  that  the  great 
evacuation,  and  violency  of  Pain,  had  reduc’d  him  al~ 
moft  to  a  Skeleton,  being  Stomachlefs  and  Feeble ,  at¬ 
tended  with  a  Cough ,  and  fhortnefs  of  Breath,  and  to 
the  appearance  of  all,  feem’d  to  be  in  a  deep  Confump - 
tion ,  which  threatned  his  Life,  and  indeed  fo  far  fpenr, 
that  I  was  almoft  afraid  to  undertake  hm  •  but  not- 
withftanding  all  thofe  dangerous  and  difeouraging 
Symptoms,  by  the  importunity  and  foilicitations  of 
himfelf  and  Friends,  I  proceeded  wich  him,  as  fol¬ 
lows,  and,  under  God,  perfectly  Cured  him,  in  iefs 
than  four  Months  time,  after  the  various  methods  he 
had  gone  through  by  others,  as  well  as  the  iaft  Hands 
mention’da 

In  the  firft  place,  I  purg’d  him  with  my  Til  Purg. 
Antivener .  repeating  the  fame  every  other  day,  for  fif¬ 
teen  days,  and  on  the  intermitting  days,  gave  him  my 
Pulv.  Specific.  Antiven .  always  during  the  Cure,  having 
a  regard  to  his  ftrength  ;  in  the  mean  time,  daily  or¬ 
der’d  his  Sores,  to  be  walk’d  with  deterfive  and 
deficcative  Lotions,  applying  Piaifters  over;  after  due 
purging,  I  continu’d  the  Tulv •  Specific,  ter  in  die ,  for 
fifteen  days  more3  nor  purging  him  all  the  while  ;  af- 
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ter  that  I  purg’d  him  again,  bis  in  bebdomade ,  ftill  not 
omitting  the  Pulv.  Specific »  About  a  Fortnight  after 
that,  I  put  him  into  the  following  Diet-drin of 
which  he  drank  for  fix  or  feven  Weeks  together,  four 
half  Pints  a  day,  with  fome  Antivenereal  Drops  in  it, 
not  forgetting  to  add  to  his  Diet* drink  fome  Pectorals 
and  Baifamicks,  in  refped:  to  his  Cough,  (3c, 

The  Diet-drink,  was  this.

By  this  means,  a  little  while  after  I  began  with  my 
Medicines,  his  Pains  abated  and  left  him,  ail  his  VI- 
cers  and  Sores  healed,  his  Stomach  retrieved,  Cough  and 
fhortnefs  of  Breath  remedied,  and  in  (hort,  his  meagre 
thin  Countenance  rendred  plump  and  florid ,  and 
his  vitiated,  depauperated  habit  of  Body,  reftor’d 
to  its  natural  priltine  State,  to  the  aftonilhment  of  al! 
that  knew  him  ;  himfelf,  as  may  eafily  be  conje&ur’d, 
being  overjoy’d  at  fuch  an  unexpected  retrievement,out 
of  ( as  ’twcre)  the  Jaws  of  Death,and  that  after  the  Sen¬ 
tence  pronounc’d  againft  him  by  his  accounted  skilful 
Surgeon,and  others,  of  being  incurable  :  But  the  Man 
to  this  day  enjoys  an  uninterrupted  and  vigorous  State 
of  Health,  is  fince  Marry ’d,  and  become  the  Father 
of  feveral  Children,  all  Born  healthy  and  well,  with¬ 
out  the  Ieaft  fign  or  appearance  of  ill. 
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HISTORY  II. 

A  Nother  was  a  young  Spark,  of  a  very  Honourable 
and  Great  Family,  who  and  his  Relations,  for 
good  Reafons,  I  very  well  know,  came  to  me,  after 
he  had  been  in  the  Hands  of  three  or  four,  for  the 
fpace  of  eleven  or  twelve  Months,  for  Cure  of  a  flight 
Gonorrhaa  he  had  gotten  ;  and  by  all  that  they  could 
do,  could  not  remove  his  Gleet ,  which  fometimes  was 
but  very  little,  at  other  times  run  much,  and  had 
coft  him,  as  he  told  me,  upwards  of  thirty  Pounds.

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A  Gentleman,  to  whofe  Family  the  moft  Ingenious 
and  Worthy  Dr.  Greenfield  is  Phyfician,  had  been 
troubled  with  an  untoward  ftubborn  and  foul  Gleeting> 
from  a  Venereal  Caufe,  for  5  Years  together,  and  had 
been  i^  the  Hands  of  feveral  (once  Fluxt  for  it  )  to  a 
ccnfiderable  Fxpence  for  Cure, particularly  in  the  hands 
of  one  Surgeon  lately,  for  fourteen  or  fifteen  Months, 
or  longer,  who  brought  him  in  a  Bill  ©f  thirty  three 
Pounds  for  Medicines,  and  five  Pounds  for  Attendance, 
and  yet  left  him  in  the  very  fame  condition  as  when  he 
firft  undertook  him;  in  all  the  whole  five  Years,  not- 
withftanding  what  was  done,  he  was  nothing  at  all 
the  better ;  at  laft,  making  his  Cafe  known  to  the

With  this  cleaning  Balfamick  Medicine  all  the  fa- 
tid  Matter  and  foulnefs  were  brought  away,  the  Vice- 
ration  perfectly  cleanfed,  and  by  Purging  with  the 
Elefttiary  the  Humour^  were  diverted,  infomuch,  that 
he  made  Vrine  plentifully  and  eafily,  and  never  ailed 
any  thing  fince.

A  Nother  Woman  (tho’  a  very  unfortunate  one,  (he

by  her  cryings  our,  roarings  and  fcreamings,  which 
(lie  did  Night  and  Day,  for  a  long  time  together,  and 
indeed  not  without  Caufe  did  (he  complain,  for  upon 
enquiry  it  was  difcover’d,  -that  her  Womb  was  putrefi¬ 
ed  and  rotten,  as  was  alfo  evident  by  the  intolerable 
Noyfomnefs  and  Stench,  which  it  fent  all  over  the 
Houfe,  and  which  was  fo  very  offenfive  that  none  cared 
to  come  near  her  ;  but  what  was  more  remarkable 
and  to  be  obferv’d,  was,  thar  upon  her  Nurfes  cafting 
an  Injection  into  her  Womb  with  a  Womb  Syringe,

or  longer,  but  Hinc  ilia;  Lachrym.e,  (he  died,  as  before- 
mencion’d  ;  but  the  violent  extremity  ©f  her  Pains 
were  lucb,  that  in  the  room  now  and  then  of  the 
Sleeping-draught,  I  was  forc’d  to  exhibit  a  Dole  of  my 
Pilul.  Anodyn.  Antivener.  which  in  all  external  and  in¬ 
ternal  Pains,  are  incredibly  beneficial. 

The  fame  Pills  I  found  chiefly  ferviceable,  in  the 
Cafe  of  a  Woman  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Water, which 
had  an  Ulcer  in  her  Womb,  from  a  Venereal  Caufe  of 
long  Handing,  which  file  got  from  her  Husband,  and 
had  been  in  the  hands  of  feven  or  eight  Doctors,  and 
rendred  incurable  before  J'  was  call’d  to  her  ;  for 
which  realon  nothing  gave  her  eafe  like  the  Pills  above- 
mention’d,  which  file  took,  and  us’d  an  Injetlion  I  or¬ 
der’d  for  her,  during  the  time  file  liv’d,  which  was 
not  many  Weeks  after,  as  l  at  fir  ft  prognoftacated,when

A  Gentleman  about  the  Age  of  fifty  four  Years, 
that  had  concrad:ed  a  Gonorrb.cn  about  twenty 
Years  before, and  meeting  with  but  an  indifferent  Cure, 
had  always  after  ( efpccially  Spring  and  Fail )  fome 
flight  touches  of  the  Venerenl  Taint,  which  follow  d 
him  with  fiiarp  It  doings  and  Eruptions  on  the  Skin, 
which  he  judg’d  to  be  only  Scorbutic they  ufing  to 
vanifh  and  difappear  by  a  few  Purges  and  Bleeding  ;

And  the  Medicament  which  I  prepar'd  for  him  to 
lay  his  troublefome  Itchings,  and  remove  the  outward 
Eruptions,  with  which  he  walh’d  himfelf  three  or 
four  times  a  day,  is  as  follows ;  it  being  what  I  fre-  > 
quently  ufe  with  Succefs,  in  fome  Cutaneous  Difeafes.

The  Learned  and  ingenious  Dr.  Baynard,  whom  I 
have  before-mention’d,  gives  us  the  following  Cafe 
and  Cure. 

-  ‘  A  Gentleman,  fays  he,  with  a  decay’d  Stomach,  a 
c  wan  and  pale  Look,  ftaggering  under  a  load  of  no- 
c  thing  but  Skin  and  Bone,  his  Cat-ftick  Legs  not  be- 
c  ing  able  to  fupport  his  Cat-like  Carfafs.  From  a 
‘  ftrong  young  Man,  as  he  told  me,  Wine,  Women  and 
c  Watching,  had  reduc’d  him  to  a  meer  Skeleton,  and 

*  could  not  fwallow  the  leaft  fuftenance  without  Vo- 

*  miting,  and  yet  a  very  little  ftrong  Wine  would 

*  ftay  on  his  Stomach,  which  he  often  ftpt,  and  always 
‘  crav’d  and  hon’d  after.  Fafto  divortio  cum  Cerere ,

e  eo  manis  Baccho  indtdjii ,  6cc.  He  came  to  me,  fays 
c  he,  to  the  Bath,  with  a  Letter  from  his  Phyfician, 

*  Dr.  StockJjam.  I  found  that  he  had  no  Cough ,  nor 

*  HeElic,  Heat  nor  Loofenefs ,  but  a  general  Wafte, 
‘  Atrophy  and  Decay  He  had  a  great  Tremor ,  which 
t  he  told  me  was  caufed  from  Smoaking  too  much 
c  Tobacco  ;  and  I  believe  he  gueft  right,  as  to  the 
‘  caufe  of  that  Infirmity  ;  for  it  vitiates  and  deftroys 

*  one  of  the  belt  Juices  of  the  Body,  the  Saliva,  with- 
c  out  which  we  could  neither  Eat,  Drink,  Goncod:, 
c  nor  Talkie.  I  fpeak  as  to  the  immoderate  ufe  of  it ; 
c  not  but  that  it  may  be  Medicinal,  and  is  taken  with 
c  good  Succefs  in  many  Cafes,  but  old  Men  may 
c  take  it  with  lefs  injury  than  young  Men,  notwith- 

*  (landing  they  are  drier,  for  they  fpit  lefs,  and  are 

*  not  fo  eafily  diforder’d  by  the  Fume,  &c. 

c  This  young  Gentleman’s  Cure  was  very  eafie;  for 

*  by  the  ufe  of  the  Bath  Waters,  and  leaving  tVine  by 

*  degrees,  he  came  to  his  Stomach,  his  Flelh  came  on, 
c  his  Colour  return’d,  and  in  ten  Weeks  he  was  as 
c  well  as  ever  5  but  he  often  told  me,  that  tho*  he  look’d 
4  well  and  was  well,  yet  he  had  not  that  Strength  he 

*  had  before:  He  was  not  fo  Agil  and  Nimble,  more 
c  prone  to  Sloth  and  Drowfinels,  befides  a  decay  in  Vi  - 

*  rility,  tho’  he  was  a  young  Man,  not  above  twenty 

*  feven  or  twenty  eight  Years  of  Age.  Hence  we 
c  may  obferve  what  a  Shock,  and  Stund  Men  give  their 
c  Conftitutions,  by  early  Wantonnefs  and  Debauche- 
[  ries,  according  to  the  Poet, 

5 Tis  Drink  and  Lull  that  does  out  Health  deftroy7 
And  brings  the  Man  too  foon  upon  the  Boy; 

Repeated  Bumpers,  and  repeated  Pox, 

Two  fatal  Earthquakes ,  that  our  Fabrick  fhockp  ; 

For ,  when  a  Confutation  s  broke  and  gone , 

*T is  rarely feen  it  ever  does  return „

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c  I  found,  fays  he,  that  this  young  Gentleman  had  a 
great  defire  to  be  perfectly  well,  and  recover  his 
former  Brisknefs  and  Strength,  that  he  might  be  able 
to  Hunt  and  ufe  other  Field-Pleafures,  to  which  end 
he  promis’d  me  to  live  ad  amujjim ,  to  any  method  I 
would  diredt  him,  which  now  muft  be  altogether 
Diateticks  and  Analepticks.  I  order’d  him  from  the 
ufe  of  the  Bath-  Waters,  to  drink  a  Pint  every  Morn¬ 
ing  of  the  German  Spaw,  and  faft  till  Noon  ;  at 
Noon  to  eat  no  Flefli  nor  Filh,  but  what  was  new 
kill’d,  and  always  to  rife  with  an  Appetite,  conclud¬ 
ing  his  Dinner  with  a  fmall  Glafs  of  Water,  and  at 
Night  eat  nothing  but  roafted  or  bak’d  Apples,  Ap¬ 
ple  pye,  Flummery,  or  the  like,  and  to  continue  the 
Spaw-Water  fixteen  or  twenty  days,  never  exceeding 
a  Pint,and  as  he  left  them, to  do  it  by  degrees, as  from 
a  Pint,  to  two  thirds  of  a  Pint,  thence  to  half  that 
quantity,  linking  and  abating  the  quantity,  not  every 
day,  but  every  three  or  four  days  a  little,  and  take 
at  leaft  twelve  or  fourteen  days,  or  more,  to  leave 
them  totally  off.  For  I  have  feen  fome  fatal  Confe- 
quences  enfue,  upon  leaving  any  Courfe,  Cuftom,or 
Method  of  Living,  whether  good  or  bad,  fuddenly 
at  a  jerk*  Fie  telling  us  in  another  place,  of  an  old 
Drunkard’s  advice  to  his  Son,  to  leave  that  and  other 
Vices  gradatim ,  and  not  at  a  jerk,  as  if  the  Soul 
would  catch  Cold  by  the  lofs  of  a  Vice  or  two,  as 
the  Body  does,  by  leaving  off  a  Coat  or  a  Jerkin  ; 
and  that  Baglivi  fhews  his  good  Nature,  when,  fo 
Gentleman- like,  he  gives  his  Patients  a  little  liberty, 
by  forfaking  Wine  and  Women  by  degrees.  For  Na¬ 
ture  is  fo  kind  out  of  Self-prefervation,  as  to  widen 
or  contradt,  adapt,  fit  and  modifie  the  Strainers, 
according  to  the  Figure  and  Quality  of  the  Aliment 
receiv’d  ;  all  which  cannot  be  done  in  a  moment* 
Hence  ’tis,  that  a  fmall  quantity  of  Food  taken,  to 
which  we  are  eftrang’d  and  difus’d,  fits,  at  firft, 
very  uneafie  on  our  Stomachs  ,  and  confequently 
cannot  be  agreeable  to  all  the  reft  of  the  Digeftions,

c  Alterations,  and  Percolations  thro’  which  it  muft  pafs, 
€  before  it  can  be  elaborated  into  a  genuine  and  lau- 

4  dable  Nourifhment.  Hence  the  Source  of  moft  Di- 

*  feafes:  So  true  is  that  Saying, 

Ventriculm  male  dffeftus  eft  Origo  omnium  morbo - 
rum ,  6cc, 

4  Thus  having  laid  the  Reafon  of  the  Thing  before 

*  him,  with  a  full  Refolution  he  went  on,  and  fell  by 
s  degrees  into  the  ufe  of  Milk.  Meats,  and  other  cool- 

5  ing  Viands  of  chyliferous,  fucculent  and  good  Nou- 

*  rifhment.  He  u fed  Exercife  of  all  forts,  but  efpeci- 

*  ally  Ending  and  Swimming,  which  laft  did  fo  invigo- 
c  rate  his  Conftitution,  that  he  came  in  a  year  or  two, 

*  to  a  firmer, ftronger,  and  much  better  habit  of  Body, 

4  than  ever  he  had  before.  All  which  argue,  that  he 
e  was  Born  with  a  good  Stamen ,  and  had  his  being 
4  from  found  Barents.  And  tho’  this  Gentleman  had 
4  the  good  luck  to  get  fuch  a  Recovery,  after  being 
c  drawn  fo  low  by  repeated  Debaucheries,  yet  it  is  noc 
c  to  be  depended  upon,  for  not  one  of  forty  may  have 
e  the  fortune  to  efcape  as  he  did.  The  Gentleman  is 
(  yet  living,  and  is  become  a  pious,  good  Man,  arid  a 
f  Member  of  this  prefent  Parliament . 

4  It  is  an  eafie  matter,  by  a  conftant  and  regular 
4  Perfeverance,  in  any  wholfome  Dietetic t  Courfe,  to 
*■  reftifte  and  ftraiten  a  warpt  and  bent  Conftitution  j  but 

*  how  to  mend  and  reduce  a  broken  one,  is  hie  labor , 

*  hoc  opus .  How  many  young  Gentlemen  have  I  known 

4  in  my  time,  that  their  Squib  has  run  to  the  end  of 

*  the  Rope,  before  they  have  numbred  thirty  Years, 

5  betwixt  the  Cradle  and  the  Grave  ?  &c.  and  gene- 

*  rally  their  Life,  Credit  and  Eftate  terminate  together, 
c  which  is  the  beft  end  a  prudent  Debauchee  can  pro- 

*  pole,  to  make  his  Bread  and  Cheefe  even.  But  for 
4  a  Brainlefs,  unthinking  Animal  to  out-live  his  Sub- 
4  ftance,  and  become  the  Jeft  and  Contempt  (not  only 
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4  of  Mankind  in  general,  but  even)  of  thofeLand  Le - 
c  viathans  that  have  fwallow’d  him  up  alive,  his  own 
4  Whores ,  Pimps  and  Bawds,  &c.  This  fo  (ticks  the 
c  tatter’d  Beau,  to  the  Heart,  if  the  Fool  has  any,  as  to 
e  get  rid  of  his  neceflity,  he  flies  to  the  laft  comfort  of 

*  a  Shirtlefs  and  Sbiftlefs  Defperado ,  viz.  a  Bounce,  a 
1  Dofe,  or  a  Halter • 

From  whence  he's  thrown  into  a  Hole , 

Till  kjnd  Oblivion  forgets  tti  Fool. 

The  two  or  three  Cafes  I  am  now  going  to  relate, 
are  verbatim  from  a  certain  Gentleman  (  I  fuppofe  one 
of  the  Faculty)  that  I  Ihould  be  glad  to  know  $  he  has 
taken  care  I  ihould  have  the  Account  of  them,  but 
perhapsimagin’d  not  that  I  would  take  notice  of  them 
here.  TlrisTmauft  fay,  they  are  remarkable,  he  him- 
feif  fays  furprifing  ;  and  to  his  Credit,  I  mult  alfo  fay, 
he  writes  like  a  Man  of  Learning  and  Parts,  but  — ■ 
and  I  Ihould  have  told  the  World  his  Name,  and  have 
paid  him  a  vifit  to  have  thank’d  him,  if  he  had  been 
fo  kind  to  have  communicated  it  to  me  ;  the  fecond  of 
which  Cafes  is  much  to  the  fame  purpofe  to  that  which 
I  have  mention’d  in  p.  68,  69 ,  aforegoing.  I  begin 
with  the  firft. 

‘  A  Gentleman,  fays  he,  came  to  me  but  a  few 

*  Months  fince,  with  a  virulent  Gonorrhea ,  Chaud 

*  Pifs ,  Corde  and  Priapifm  :  He  did  folemnly  aver  to 
1  me,  that  knowing  beforehand  his  Miftrefs  to  be  Di- 
c  feas’d,  which  fhe  readily  acknowledg’d,  he  did  not 

*  fo  much  as  offer  to  enter  the  Labia  Pudendi :  When 

*  he  found  I  helitated  on  the  matrer,  the  next  day  he 
c  brings  the  Gentlewoman  along  with  him,  who  at  his 

*  importunity  was  prevail’d  upon  to  turn  up;wherel  pre- 

*  fently  difeover’dfome  parts  of  th e  Pudenda  to  be  over- 

*  run  with  Gleeeting  Warts ,  whilft  the  reft  was  one 
4  continued  Chancrous  Callus ,  excoriated  about  the 
4  edges.  The  manner  of  their  Embrace  ( as  I  had  it 

from 
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€  from  her)  was  Conjunct  Is  Abdominibus  denudatis,  C? 

4  eodem  tempore  Corporibus  fimul  ereRis ,  manibufq ;  cir- 
«  cunligatis :  in  */?<«  Corporibus  pojltura  permanebant , 
c  Donee  Vir ,  lent  Vi  r gat  confricatione ,  in  Mulieris  Mott- 
<  tern  Veneris ,femen  fuper  Femora  ejiciebat .  In  the  time 
c  of  this  amorous  Conflict,  fhe  told  me,  that  lhe  per- 
4  ceiv’d  Membrum  Hominis  Genitalc  leniter  atterire  Pu- 
«  bem*  To  conclude  this  fmutty  Relation,  ’twas  this 
*  Perfon’s  unhappinefs  to  be  clofe  cover’d  with  the 
4  Prepuce ,  which  to  heighten  his  fatisfadlion,  having  re- 
4  tra&ed  before  his  On-fet:  I  fee  nothing  ftrange,  that 
4  the  denudated  Gians  fhould,  thro’  its  Pores,  imbibe 
6  the  Pocky  Miafms  from  her  excoriated  Privities • 

4  There  are,  fays  he,  two  other  ways  of  contract- 
4  ing  a  Gonorrhea,  which,  till  lately,  I  had  neither 
‘  heard  nor  read  of.  The  one  ( if  it  may  be  credited ) 

4  was  reprefented  to  me  thus. 

4  A  certain  Libertine  having  been  often  Ciapt,  had, 
4  for  that  reafon,  abandon’d  the  ufual  Read,  and  pre- 
4  vail’d  with  fome  of  the  Women  of  the  Town  to  let 
4  him  (as  he  call’d  it)  Huffle  with  them.  Being  ama- 
4  z’d  at  his  quaint  Expredion,  I  ask’d  him  what  he 
4  meant  ?  he  told  me  very  impudently,  when  he  had 
4  heightned  his  luftful  Appetite  by  other  wanton  dal* 

4  liance,  Muliere  denudata ,  vel  aliter ,  C?  fuper  Sedem 
4  idoneam  collocata,  lUe,  Cor  pore  ereRo,  Penis  G'andem 
4  molliter  impeUit  inter  Fccmincc  Labia:  Ilia  interim,  In- 
4  dice  fua  Anum  hujus  Monfir i  titiBat ,  altera  Mamt  Men - 
4  tulam  mafturbat,  &  demum  (l{es  fitda  diRu)  Semen 
4  fuum  injicit  in  Os  Meretricis,  Following  this  lewd 
4  and  deteftable  Practice,  ’twas  his  hap  about  a  Fort- 
4  night  before  he  confulced  me,  to  be  concern’d  after 
4  the  fame  manner  with  a  Woman,  whom  he  difeo- 
4  ver’d  afterwards  to  be  broke  our,  or  V Icerated  on  the 
4  infide  of  her  Lips,  as  alfo  upon  her  Tongue  ;  and 
4  this  fame  Woman,  he  Swore  to  me,  (tho’  the  Oath  of 
l  fuch  an  Infidel  is  not  much  to  be  heeded  }  had  this 
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9  way  Clapt  him:  Whatever  way  he  got  it,!  am  fure  his 
c  Impudence  would  have  fecur’d  him  from  being  mealy 
c  Mouth’d  in  the  difclofing  it  to  me,  but  finding  me 
c  not  over- forward  to  concern  my  felf  in  his  Cure,  he 
c  put  himfelf  into  fome  other  hands,  and  I  heard  no 
c  more  of  him. 

c  The  other  Relation,  fays  he,  how  improbable 
c  foever  it  may  feem,  is  an  undoubted  Fa<5f,  which  I 
‘  fhall  impart  as  follows- 

*  I  had  a  Letter  fent  me  fome  time  ago,  to  defire 
f  my  Opinion,  whether  I  thought  it  probable,  for  one 
c  Man  to  be  Clapt  by  the  Carnal  Ufe  of  another 
c  Man's  Body  ?  By  way  of  anfwer,  I  fent  word,  that 
c  I  thought  it  reafonable  to  fufpend  my  judgment, 

*  till  I  might  be  admitted  to  infpedt  the  Perfon’s  Bo- 
e  dy,  who  had  fuhmitted  to  this  ( Abominable)  Action* 
c  The  next  day  I  had  a  Mefienger  to  condudt  me  to  a 

certain  place,  where,  in  the  Company  of  two  Bravo's, 

*  I  beheld  a  lovely  Stripling :  When  he  was  told  that 
5  he  rnuft  comply  with  my  fearching  of  him,  I  firft 
5  took  a  view  of  theVerge  of  the  Anus,  where  difcover- 
‘  ing  neither  Ficus, Tbymi,  Cmdylomat a ,Fijoagacles,ot  Pa • 

*  pula,  the  frequent  attendants  on  this  Scdomitical  En- 
c  counter,  I  proceeded  with  my  Finger  in  Ano ,  to  make 

*  farther  enquiry  :  The  Youth  complaining,  I  drew 
‘  back,  when  looking  on  my  Finger,  I  found,  befides 
4  the  tlimy  Mucus  of  the  Inteftine,fomewhat  that  feem’d 

*  purulent ;  upon  which  I  pray’d  him  to  pur  himfelf  in 
€  the  lame  pofture,  and  retaining  his  Breath,  to  bear 

down  his  Body,  when  with  my  Finger,  befinear’d 

*  with  a  bit  of  Butter,  I  got  up  higher  than  before^ 

*  and  could  plainly  perceive  a  couple  of  Fungous  Ca~ 
*•  runcles  ;  but  he  crying  cur,  and  they  fearful  of  being 

*  difcover’d,  deli  red  me  to  forbear :  There  follow’d 

*  my  Finger  feveral  drops  of  Blood,  which  had  been 

*  occafiond  by  the  comprefiion  of  the  faid  Fungous  Fx- 
!  crefienca,  together  with  a  frefii  appearance  of  the 
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*  aforefaid  purulent  Matter :  Upon  the  letting  down  his 
1  Shirr,  I  found  the  hind  Lappet  ftain’d  with  the  fame 
c  Gleet.  After  this  (out  of  hearing  of  the  young  Gen- 
e  tleman  )  I  told  his  two  Sparks,  that  he  was  certainly 
6  Poxt) and  that  I  thought  it  no  more  furprizing,that  the 

*  Perfon  who  had  abus’d  him  under  his  prefent  Cir- 
c  cumftances,  than  if  the  fame  Virulency  had  been  ab- 
c  forb’d  from  the  Vagina  Vteri  of  a  Wot^an.  The 

*  Youth  was  quickly  after  recommended  n6  my  Care  ; 
c  and  whilft  I  was  treating  him  with  a  deterfive  de- 

*  ficcating  InjeElion ,  (  here  being  no  place  for  Cathar * 
c  ticks)  I  took  notice  of  feveral  crufty  Puftules  on  the 
c  Scalp ,  likewife  an  Alopecia ,  together  with  a  'NoSlur - 
c  nal  Hemicrane ,  which  he  made  complaint  of.  All 

*  which  confider’d,  I  immediately  refolv’d  upon  a  Sa - 

*  livation,  which  he  underwent  for  one  and  twenty 

*  days,  or  thereabouts.  During  this,  I  was  defired  to 

*  prefcribe  for  an  unknown  Perfon  labouring  with  a 

*  Gonorrhea,  I  was  fomewhat  uneahe  with  rhefe  Pco- 
c  pie,  as  knowing  they  mighr,  and  ought  indeed,  to 

*  fall  under  the  Cognizance  of  the  Civil  Magiflrate  $ 
c  9tis  true,  the  poor  Catamite  lay  much  at  my  Mercy, 

*  but  fo  foon  as  he  had  got  his  Cure,  he  was  remov’d 
c  from  his  Lodging  ;  and  as  for  his  Sodomitical  Kec- 

*  per,  he  kept  himfelf  Incognito ,  being  fupply’d  with 

*  Medicines  by  the  Hands  of  one  of  his  own  Confi- 
1  dents.  This  I  do  affirm  for  certain  Truth,  and  have 

*  too  much  reafon  to  think  that  the  Gonorrhoea  was  got 

*  in  B - ry. 

And  I  had  a  Man  my  felf  within  thefe  few  Weeks  1 
that  had  the  like  Venereal  Infection  in  Ano ,  as  he  could 
not  but  confefs  upon  my  charging  him  with  it,  and  af* 
ferting,  that  it  could  be  no  otherwife,  there  being  a 

Running  of  Matter,  tec.  as  in  a  Gonorrhea*

c  The  ingenious  Dr.  Cock]? urn,  in  his  Book  of  Sea 
DifeafeSi  gives  ns  this  Obfervation  of  a  Venereal  Cure, 
vi%. 
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c  Kr*~‘  B —  of  the  — -  was  troubled  with  a  Pain  in  his 
Tardy  after  an  impure  Copulation  ;  which  very  foon 
appear’d  in  a  Running,  aud  that  but  very  fmall  at 
firlt,  but  encreas’d  daily,  and  was  of  a  green  Co¬ 
lour  ;  he  had  a  Chaud  Pijfe ,  Vm  Corde ,  and  the  Ere~ 
ction  was  very  Painful.  He  complain’d  of  it  to  me 
when  at  Sea,  and  I  cur’d  him  of  the  Gonorrhoea  and 
its  Appendages,  in  a  Fortnight,  without  taking  one 
grain  of  Mercury ,  Mercurial  Preparations,  Turpentine 
Deccdlions  of  the  Woods,  Injections ,  and  other  Me¬ 
dicines,  that  are  generally  prefcrib’d  with  all  the  un¬ 
certainty  imaginable.

I  wifh  I  could  add  my  Ipfe  dixit ,  it  being  a  Cure 
which  I  muft  needs  own  to  be  admired  at,  and  which 
Method  the  Dr.  fays  he  could  willingly  communicate 
for  Publick  Ufe,  and  tells  us  the  reafon  why  he  cannot 
comply.  1  wilh  (not  that  I  queftion  the  Dr’s  Account 
or  Skill  in  the  leaft,  for  I  believe  him  to  be  a  Gentle¬ 
man  of  Probity  and  Judgment)  that  the  Cure  held  ; 
many  that  I  have  known  having  appear’d  fo,  and  that 
in  a  fhort  time,  upon  proper  Remedies  given  $  which 
yet  a  little  time  after  has  fhewn  ic  to  be  otherwife,  fe- 
veral  having  come  ro  me  after  fuch  quick  Cures,  and 
indeed  feme, much  in  the  fame  pickle  as  the  Dr.  men¬ 
tions  in  his  next  Obfervarion,  was  another  Patient  he 
had  in  Cure,  vi%. 

*  O—  jf' - ,  a  Boatfwain’s  Mate  in  his  Maje- 

*  flies  Ship  the  Royal  William ,  was  feiz’d  with  the 
6  above-men  rion’d  (Venereal)  Difeafe,  in  an  E  aft -India 
z  Voyage, and  had  a  Cure,  that  ftopt  his  Running  ;  about 
e  three  Months  after,  he  was  troubled  with  great,  chick, 
%  crufty  Scabs  on  his  Arms  and  Forehead.  For  thefe  he 
;  had  a  great  many  Ximments,  and  other  Medicines, 
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c  by  which  the  Scabs  fell  off,  but  ftill  fprung  up  again* 
‘  He  had  grievous  and  Tormenting  Pains  a  Nights, 
c  which  held  him  till  Morning  :  I  met  him  this  Sum- 
‘  mer,  and  perfectly  Cured  him  by  the  following  me- 
c  thod  :  He  took  a  Bolus  of  Turbitjo  Mineral  twice 
e  a  Week,  and  his  conftant  Drink  was  a  Decpdlion  of 
*  Guaiac  for  one  Month. 

The  Medicines  were  thefe .

been  given  him.  Among  the  many  Remedies  preferib’d, 
the  following  was  la  ft  order’d,  which  I  much  admir’d* 
at,  when  he  fhevy’d  me  the  Prefcriprion,  and  becaufel 
never  faw  the  like  for  quantity  of  one  of  the  Ingredi- 
ents,  I  (hall  here  give  the  R ecipey  but  he  coming  to 
me  before  he  began  it,  I  forbad  his  taking  it ;  it  being 
what  I  am  fure  would  have  been  of  ill  confequence  to 
him,  and  cannot  but  fuppofe  the  Perfon  that  order’d  it, 
either  was  not  himfelf,  or  was  egregioufly  Ignorant, 
not  knowing  the  nature  of  the  Medicine,  •  This 
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This  is  the  Prefcription.

But  I  hope  the  Gentleman  is  in  a  better  and  more 
fuccefsful  Courfe,  than  this  in  all  likelihood  would 
have  proved  to  be  ;  which,  as  he  was  to  take  it  every 
Morning,  till  well,  would  have  foon  put  him  under 
the  neceflicy  of  a  Phyfician’s  help  for  another  Difeafe, 
more  troublefome  and  dangerous,  than  the  keeping  his 
Clap  could  have  been  to  him.  And  tho*  an  Ounce  and 
a  quarcer  in  one  Bolus  is  a  very  large  Dofe,  yet  it  is  not 
the  quantity  of  the  whole,  but  the  exceflive  Dofe  of 
the  Sacchar  Saturniy  that  I  take  notice  of,  a  quarter 
of  an  Ounce  at  one  time  of  ir,  and  repeated  every  day, 
being  fufficient  to  produce  fuch  Mifchiefs  as  might 
with  great  difficulty,  if  ever,  be  retriev’d*  By  this 
may  be  feen  a  little,  the  abfurd  Practice  of  fome,  who 
inftead  of  Curing,  Kill  the  People. 

A  Man  that  I  became  acquainted  with  about  four¬ 
teen  years  ago,  (  I  curing  him  then  of  a  dangerous 
Scald,  almoft  all  over  him,  by  falling  into  a  Dyer’s 
Copper  of  fcalding  Liquor)  got  a  Clapy  which  I  cur’d 
him  of,  and  about  a  year  after  got  another,  and  then 
fell  into  the  Hands  of  an  Apothecary  (  he  being  alham- 
ed,  as  he  afterwards  told  me,  to  come  to  me  on  that 
fcore  a  fecond  time,)  who,  to  make  quick  difpatch, 
ftopt  his  Running  for  him;  about  three  or  four  Months 
after,  the  Diftemper  appear’d  (as  he  told  me  his  Cafe} 
in  a  much  worfe  manner,  he  being  univerfally  Poxt ; 
which,  with  his  continual  drinking  of  Brandy  and 
other  ftrong  Liquors,  brought  him  into  a  Confumption^ 
which,  notwithftanding  the  endeavours  of  Phyficians 
( they  not  knowing  the  Original  Caufe  )  advanc’d  upon 
him,  that  at  length  he  was  wore  away  to  nothing,  and 
mot  able  to  lit  up  :  In  this  condition  he  fenc  for  me. 
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and  after  defiring  the  Nurfe  and  others  to  go  out  of  the 
Room,  told  me  frankly  his  Cafe,  and  begg’d  for  God’s 
fake  that  I  would  Cure  him,  if  I  could,  I  prefently 
faw  his  Fate,  that  he  would  infallibly  Die,  but  yet 
did  not  tell  him  fo  ;  however,  in  concert  with  a  Phy- 
fician,  what  was  proper  was  order’d,  but  to  little  pur- 
pofe,  for  he  grew  worfe  and  vyorfe  ;  and  at  laft  find¬ 
ing  by  himfelf,  and  what  I  told  him  of  his  Cafe  (  ad- 
vifing  him  to  prepare  for  his  end)  that  he  fhould  Die, 
thank’d  me,  and  would  mike  his  Will,  which  he  did, 
and  defired  I  would  be  his  Executor  5  which  I  was 
(he  being  a  fingle  Man)  and  in  remembrance  of  former 
kindneffes  (as  he  told  me)  when  he  was  Scalded,  and 
for  Curing  him  of  his  former  Clap ,  he  bequeath’d  me 
a  Legacy,  not  much  lefs  than  a  hundred  Pounds,  and 
told  me,  if  he  had  not  play’d  the  Fool  in  going  ro  an 
Apothecary  for  Cure  of  his  laft  Clap ,  which  occafion’d 
this  Sicknefs,  and  would  in  all  appearance  be  hi£ 
Death,  but  have  came  to  me,  he  might  have  been  as 
well  as  any  Man  living.  Thus,  poor  Man,  did  he  re- 
fled:  and  regret  at  his  paft  Mifcarriages  and  Folly,  la¬ 
menting  his  Condition  when  too  late,  till  he  died. 

I  could  multiply  Indances  of  this  and  other  kinds, 
both  from  my  own  and  others  Experience  ;  numbers 
of  Patients  of  all  forts,  and  in  all  conditions,  having 
come  under  my  Care :  But  that  I  may  convince  the

The  Reader  may  by  thisPerfon’s  Cafe  and  Cure,  be¬ 
lieve  that  there  is  more  efficacy  in  feme  Medicines  and 
Methods  than  in  others,  elfe  he  might  have  got  well 
one  would  think,  within  the  the  compafs  of  ten  Years

be  filenr)  but  to  the  contrary,  do  profecute  every  one  s 
Cure  with  the  greateft  finccrity  and  diligence,  always 
having  regard  to  the  Conftitution,  habit  of  Body,  Age, 
Strength,  &c.  of  the  Patient,  and  antecedent  Caufes 
of  the  Difeafe,  4sfr.  and  I  thank  God  generally  with 
fuch  Succefs,  as  I  think  have  given  ample  Satisfaction 
to  all. 

For  as  Dr .Baynard  wifely  and  truly  fays,  *  All  things 

*  in  reference  to  Life  ought  to  be  conflder’d  well,  and 
c  treated  with  the  greateft  caution;  for  there  lies  no 

*  Writ  of  Error  in  the  Grave,  but  die  Sick  is  finally 

*  concluded  by  the  Knowledge  or  Ignorance  of  his 

*  Phyfician  :  But  where  Knavery  and  Neglect  help 
€  to  compound  the  Dottor,  there,  I  fay,  the  Patient  is 

*  in  a  deplorable  Condition,  more  from  his  Director 

*  than  his  Difeafe:  And  too  often  in  acute  Cafes, where 
6  Life  and  Death  perches  upon  the  fame  Beam ,  the 

*  leaft  Grain  of  Error  or  Negiecft  may  turn  the  Scale, 
«  and  irretrievably  deftroy  that  Life ,  which  on  the 
c  other  hand  a  lucky  Thought  might  have  laved,  And 
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*  I  think  it  a  Duty  indifpenfably  Incumbent  upon  the 
6  Phyfician,  that  where  he  thinks  he  has  not  taken  a 
‘  right  Scheme  of  the  Cafe,  nor  had  a  true  Infight  into 
4  the  Difeafe ,  or  has  the  leaft  doubt  upon  him  ;  there, 
‘  I  fay,  both  in  Honour  and  Confcience,  he  is  bound 
4  to  call  in  fome  other  to  his  Affiftance,  which  is  fo 
4  far  from  being  a  difgrace,  that  his  Care  will  be 
c  (among  wife  Men  )  efteerrfd  as  the  Produd:  of  his 
4  Honefty  :  And  howfoever  Providence  fliould  difpofe 
4  of  his  Patient ,  yet  by  this  faithful  difcharge  of  his 

*  Duty,  he  enjoys  the  comforts  of  a  calm  Breaft,  and 
4  Sleeps  with  a  quiet  Mind  ;  when  on  the  other  hand, 
4  the  forward,  bold,  pofitive  Corinthian  thnflsr  ony 
4  fwoln  with  the  poyfon  of  his  own  Opinion,  as  if  he 
4  were  the  dchmc, and  top  Branch  of  his  Profeflion, right 
4  or  wrong,  goes  on ;  but  for  want  of  Aim,  or  a  fteddy 
4  Hand,  hits  the  wrong  Mark,  and  Kills  the  Patient 
4  inftead  of  the  Difeafe ;  which  no  more  troubles  him, 
4  than  if  he  had  fired  at  a  Flock  of  Geefe. 

I  ftudy  all  I  can,  as  ’tis  my  Place  and  Intereft,  to 
conceal  every  Patient’s  Misfortune,  and  am  fo  far  from 
exacting  for  the  Cure,  that  moft  have  wondred  I 
should  demand  fo  little  ;  tho’by  the  way,  I  cannot  but 
own,  my  good  Nature  has  been  impos’d  upon,  for 
here  and  there  1  have  met  with  ungrateful  People,  who 
when  they  have  got  well,  never  trouble  their  Heads  fo 
much  as  to  perform  their  promife  even,  to  pay  what 
they  agreed  to  do,  particularly  one, who  I  Cured  fome 
time  fince,  never  comes  near  me,  tho’  he  told  me, 
ufing  his  own  words,  (  which  if  he  -happens  to  read 
this,  perhaps  may  put  him  in  mind  )  That  as  he  had  a 
Soul  to  be  favd,  he  would  fitch  a  time  faithfully  fay  me , 
and  drfired  the  Medicines  might  do  him  no  gcodf  or  prove 
Poyfon  to  himy  if  he  did  not ,  and  call’d  God  to  xvitnefs 
vehat  he  [aid ;  and  tho’  he  is  as  well  as  ever  in  his  Life, 
as  he  acknowledg’d,  and  the  time  long  fince  elaps’d

This,  I  fay,  is  Ingratitude  in  the  higheft  degree, 
befides  the  Difhonefty  and  ill  Principle  of  the  Man,  in 
not  paying  what  he  agreed  to  do.  To  prevent  which 
for  the  future,  I  muft  e’n  follow  the  advice  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  Friend ,  who  frequently  didates  to  me  that 
Sentence , 

Accipe  dim  dolet,  See.

Take  Money  of  them  while  in  Pain" 

Which  indeed  is  the  fureft  way. 

The  Poor  I  Cure  gratis,  no  lefs  I  believe  than  tc* 
the  value  of  ioo/#  per  Annum ,  difeharging  both  to: 
Poor  and  Rich,  as  near  as  I  can,  an  honeft  Confcience^ 
doing  by  all  as  I  would  they  fhould  do  unto  me. 

And  fince  I  have  undertaken  to  fpeak  after  this  man-'i 
ner,  (  tho’  I  hope  no  more  than  what  is  modeft,  I  anx 
fure  than  what  is  true,  and  fo  far  am  under  no  manner 
of  Concern  for  the  finifter  Conftrudions  of  others,* 
and  which,  I  think,  thofe  that  have  been  under  my 
Care,  will  readily  bear  me  out  in,  and  others  not  con-  . 
demn,  fince  in  this  Diftemper  there  is  no  recommend-  . 
ing  one  Patient  to  another,  as  in  other  Diftempers,  fo)  r 
fatisfadion,  if  we  could,  as  it  would  be  a  mighty  en  - 
couragement  to  the  Patient,  fo  would  it  be  an  unfpeak  > 
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able  advantage  to  the  Pradb'cer).  I  fay,  fince  I  have 
adventur’d  in  this  carping,  cenfuring  Age,  to  fpeak  in 
my  own  behalf,  let  me  make  ufe  of  rhe  opportunity, 
and  that  Emphatically  (fori  think  it  is  excufable  for 
a  Man  to  fpeak  for  himfelf,  when  the  Matter  is  fo  cir 
cumftanc’d,  that  he  dare  not  refer  to  thofe  that  can 
fpeak  for  him ;  if  I  dar’d  in  this  Cafe,  what  a  Cloud 
of  Witneffes  could  I  produce  ?  and  thofe  of  the  better 
fort  too,  that  have  been  my  Patients  and  Cur’d  by  me) 
in  telling  thofe  that  fall  under  the  unhappy  circum- 
ftances  of  this  Diftemper,  that  it  is  no  fmall  advantage 
to  them  to  kpow  where  to  find  fuch  a  Pradlicer,  whom 
in  the  firft  place  they  may  affuredly  confide  in  for  Se¬ 
crecy,  (which  by  the  way,  let  me  tell  the  Reader,  is 
a  Talent,  which  tho’  every  one  that  Pra&ifes  ought 
facredly  to  obferve,  is  yet  what  many  foolifhly  forget 
and  blab,  tho’  ’tis  manifeftly  againft  their  own  Inte- 
reft,  as  well  as  to  the  great,  and  perhaps  irreparable 
Injury  of  the  Patient’s  Reputation,  which,  next  to  Life, 
they  ought  to  have  regard  to  ; )  Secondly,  that  knows 
bow,  and  when,  to  apply  fit  and  fafe  Remedies  for  Cure* 
one  who  makes  it  his  whole  Bufinefs  ;  who  has  been, 
Ence  he  underllocd  any  thing,  in  the  Pra&ice  thereof, 
and  who  mult  confequently  be  allowed  (by  the  nnm- 
bers  of  different  Cafes  he  muff  needs  have  feen  and  ob- 
ferv’d  in  more  than  twenty  Years  time  )  to  be  more 
expert  therein*  than  thofe  that  have  been  lefs  in  the 
Pradfice,  and  confequently  have  had  lefs  opportu¬ 
nities. 

And  laftly,  that  they  alfo  know  where  to  find  one, 
who  as  he  Can ,  fo  affuredly  PVill,  from  a  tender  Senfe 
and  Companion  of  every  Patient’s  Condition,  do  to  his 
utmoft,  in  order  to  their  perfecfl  Cure  :  I  fay,  it  is 
no  fmall  advantage  for  Patients  to  know  where  to  meet 
with  fuch  a  Pradticer,  efpecially  now  a*days  when  the 
'Town  fwarms  with  Impojiors  fas  the  next  Chapter  will 
evince)  who  do  fo  lie  in  wait  to  deceive,  that  even 
rr,he  moft  wife  and  wary  Patient,  finds  it  a  difficulty  to 
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efcape  them ;  but  I  (hall  fay  no  more,  remembring 
that  Pfarafe,  Proprio  law  femper  fordet  in  Ore  ;  and  in¬ 
deed  have  faid  fo  much  already,  as  to  deferve  the 
Cenfure  of  being  Vain-glorious,  more  efpecially  re¬ 
garding  what  the  Wife  Man  (King  Solomon)  advifes* 
in  Prov.  Chap.  27*  Verfe  2.  Let  another  praife  thee ,  and 
not  thine  own  Mouth  5  a  Stranger ,  and  not  thine  own 
Lips \ 


/ 
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The  dangerous  Effeffs  of  the  Venereal  Di- 
feafe,  and  the  Mif chiefs  caus'd  by  Igno - 
rant  Pretenders ,  with  fome  Remarks 
thereupon  ;  as  alfo  fome  further  pertinent 
Obfervations  and  various  Inftances9 
and  Letters  of  very  extraordinary  Cures . 

A  Mongft  all  the  Difeafes  which  Mankind  are  afflicfted 
***“  with,  there  is  none  that  infinuates  it  felf  more  fti- 
ly,  oraffecfts  after  fo  many  different  and  various  ways, 
or  is  accompanied  with  more  fatal  Confequences,  or 
caufes  more  Shame  and  Pain,  or  fubjecfts  Man  mote 
to  the  Laws  of  Repentance,  or  produces  more  Difa- 
fters  to  the  Body,  <ar  more  afflitffion  to  the  Mind,  than 
the  Venereal  Dlftemper,  efpecially  when  arriv’d  to  its 
height ;  and  tho’  numbers  of  People  that  have  under¬ 
gone  the  fevere  fatigue  both  of  theDifeafe,and  Methods 
of  Cure,  have  taken  refolution  never  more  to  fall  un¬ 
der  the  fame  Inconveniency,  have  yet  notwithftanding 
brought  themfelves  into  the  like  Dilemma ,  and  that 
nor  only  once  more,  but  again  and  again,  fo  natural 
and  eafie  is  that  Difeafe  to  be  contracted  ,  prompted 
to  the  occafion  by  the  Thoughts  of  that  moft  fenfible 
Pleafure,  and  moft  gratifying  Enjoyment  that  Man  is 
capable  of. 

And  this  fevere  Punilhment  of  a  Sin  fo  frail,  (which 
moft  Men  blufh  to  own,  becaufeit  carries  with  it  Dif- 
grace,  and  feems  to-reproach  them  with  Frailty  and 
Irregularities,)  affecfts  not  only  the  Perfon  defervedly 
tainted,  but  glides  on  further,  even  to  Pofterity,  cor¬ 
rupting  the  Principles  of  Generation,  fo  as  to  commu¬ 
nicate  to  the  Infants,  the  Seeds  of  the  moft  fatal  Indif- 
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portions  that  can  poflibly  happen  to  them,  during  the 
whole  cqurfe  of  their  Lives,  if  timely  care  be  not  taken 
to  eradicate  it  by  fuch  Remedies,  as  Phy  lick  has  found 
out  to  be  moft  eftecft ual. 

That  the  Venereal  Difeafe  therefore  is  dangerous,  too 
many  fad  Inftances  evince:  And  tho’  a  certain  Author 
tells  us,  the  Pox  of  it  felf  kills  no  Man  ;  for  that  after 
a  long  Travel,  it  fixes  at  laft  upon  fome  one  Symptom, 
as  a  HeHick ,  ' Vlcer  of  the  Kfidnfys  of  Bladder^  Confump - 
tion  of  the  Lungs,  Megrim  ,  Node ,  Topbe,  Dropfie , 
Night-Pains,  &c.  which,  fays  he,  feldom  leaves  the  Pa¬ 
tient  on  this  fide  the  Grave.  In  my  Opinion  therefore, 
it  is  the  Pox  that  kills  jbecaufe  thofe  Symptoms  proceed 
from  that  Infection,  or  at  leaft- wife  are  complicated 
with  it,  and  without  which  none  of ’em  might,  it  may 
be,  haveenfued,  being  contracted  by  the diforder  made 
by  the  Venereal  Ferments  corrupting  the  Humours  5  and 
where  the  Patient  has  had  any  of  thofe  Symptoms, 
procured  by  means  of  that  Difeafe,they  could  no  other- 
wife  be  term’d  lefs  than  a  Pocky  Hettickj  Pocky  Con- 
fumpticn ,  Pocky  Dropfie ,  and  the  like ;  and  the  num¬ 
bers  of  People  deftroy’d  thereby,  tho  under  the  names 
of  other  Diftempers,  are  too  obvious  to  be  contradict^ 
ed,  as  in  a  place  before  I  have  particularly  taken  no¬ 
tice  of ;  the  Venereal  Difeafe  being  Tyrannical,  invad¬ 
ing  thofe  that  are  infected  with  ir,  many  times  after  a 
mercilefs  and  unaccountable  manner;  whence  it  comes 
to  pafs  that  Death  at  laft  is  unavoidable. 

Johannes  Scbenlfius  relates  an  account  of  one  Sick 
of  the  French  Pox ,  that  was  ill  Cur’d,  who  was  taken 
with  a  great  Inflammation  in  his  Palate,  in  the  Sieve-like 
Bone,  in  his  Vvula ,  and  all  the  Neighbouring  Parts, 
which  prefently  turn’d  to  a  Gangreen ,  and  thence  to  a 
Cancer ,  infomuch  that  everyday  he  voided  fomewhat 
of  thofe  corrupt  and  putrefied  Parts;  and  the  VvulatK 
and  the  parts  adjoining  being  firft  of  all  caft  forth,  ac 
laft  he  fpic  through  his  Mouth  his  very  Brain ,  with  a 
moft  noifom  Stink,  that  he  died. 
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Felix  Plater  us  makes  mention  of  an  Abbott  who  by 
the  French  Pox  was  rend  red  Blind ,  Deaf  and  Dumb, 
by  which  means  he  could  no  otherwise  unde'rftand  and 
perceive  the  meaning  of  others,  but  when  they  with 
their  Finger,  or  a  piece  of  Wood,  drew  Letters  ex¬ 
celling  their  meaning,  upon  his  bare  Arm,  from  all 
which,  fingly  perceiv’d,  he  made  a  Word,  and  from 
many  Words  a  Sentence. 

And  we  are  not  only  toH  it  by  others,  but  I  have  al- 
fo  often  obferv’d  it  my  felf  to  be  fo  furious  in  fome  Pa¬ 
tients,  as  to  devour  like  Fire,  and  that  if  corroding  do¬ 
lorous  Vkers ,  which  fome  have  had,  have  cicatrized 
in  one  place,  they  have,  notwithftandiog  all  the  Art 
and  Skill  that  could  be,  burft  out  in  another,  and  at 
laft  without  great  difficulty, would  not  admit  of  Cure  $ 
tbo’  formerly  the  progrefs  of  the  Pox,  and  its  Symp¬ 
toms,  were  much  more  violent  and  deftrudfive  than 
now-adays  we  find,tho’  in  Truth  they  are  bad  enough  j 
and  I  have  read,  that  fo  great  has  been  the  fury  of  it, 
as  to  infedi  whole  Cities  and  Towns  after  a  very  de¬ 
vouring  manner ;  and  fo  great  was  its  Fury  at  one 
Time  and  Place,  and  fuch  a  devaluation  did  it  make, 
as  that  within  the  corupafs  of  ten  Days,  it  killed  at 
leaft  ten  thoufand  Men  ;  but  this  muft  rather  be  look’d 
upon  as  an  extraordinary  Judgment  like  th e  Plague, 
whofe  Infe<Tion  Divine  Wrath  inffi&s  for  National 
Sins. 

However  it  cannot  but  be  allow’d,  that  it  is  a  very 
cohtagious  infe&ious  Difeafe,  even  as  it  is  now  a-days, 
only  as  there  are  degrees  of  it,  fo  it  affedts  more  or 
lefs ;  but  among  all  Difeafes  affli&ing  human- kind,  it 
ismoft  certain,  that  none  is  more  baneful,  more  pain¬ 
ful,  and  more  Ihameful.  . 

I  knew  a  certain  young  Surgeon,  fince  dead,  who 
Upon  the  hard  preding  a  full  ripe  Venereal  Bubo  in  the 
Groin  of  a  Patient  of  his,  at  the  opening,  a  little  of  the 
Matter  lpirted  in  his  Mouth,  which  left  fuch  a  relilh, 
that  for  a  long  time  after  he  fancied  he  had  the  Tafte, 
and  was  extreamly  in  fear  that  his  Mouth  was  infeft- 
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ed  by  it ;  for  that  he  was  frequently  after  fubjed  to  a 
forenefs  upon  his  Tongue,  which  he  never  was  us’d  to 
before  ;  but  I  believe,  and  I  us*d  to  tell  him  fo,  th^t 
it  was  nothing  but  his  Fancy ;  not  but  that  Matter 
flowing  from  a  Venereal  Sore  may  be  as  much  or  more 
Contagious,  than  from  any  Sore  whatfoever  :  And  I 
remember  I  have  read  an  Account,  concerning  the 
opening  of  a  large  Cancerated  Breaft,  injurious  to  Mr. 
Smithy  Chirurgion  of  St.  Thomas's  Hofpital  in  South - 
warily  who  after  he  had  cut  it  off,  out  of  Curioficy, 
touched  the  Matter  contained  in  one  of  the  little  Ciftifs 
or  Glands  thereof,  with  his  Finger,  and  rafted  it  with 
his  Tongue,  which,  he  faid,  immediately  pierced 
through  the  whole  Body  of  the  Tongue  like  a  Gafs , 
and  went  down  his  Throat  as  fharp  as  Oyl  of  Vitriol, 
or  Spirit  of  Nitre  ;  and  tho’  he  prefently  Spit  our,  and 
wafht  his  Mouth  oftentimes  with  Water,  and  alfo  with 
Wine,  and  drank  very  freely  of  Wine  after  it,  yet 
could  nor  get  rid  of  the  Tafte,  but  it  continued  with 
him,  and  brought  him  from  a  very  ftrong  Man  into  a 
Confumption.  or  wafting  and  pining  Condition,  attend-, 
ed  with  feveral  other  ill  Symptoms,  which  in  a  few 
Months  after  killed  him,  the  Tafte  thereof  never  go¬ 
ing  off  his  Tongue  to  his  dying  hour  ;  he  declaring 
upon  his  Death-Bed,  and  near  the  laft  Moments  of  his 
Life,  that  the  Tailing  of  that  Matter  or  Juice  from 
that  Cancerated  Breaft,  was  the  true  Caufe  of  his  lan- 
guilhing  Condition  and  Death.  Thus  may  be  feen  the 
ill  effedts  of  a  Cancerous  Matter,  and  by  chat  may  we 
judge  of  a  Venereal  Marrer. 

About  two  hundred  Years  ago,  or  more,  as  Authors 
relate,  this  Difeafe  was  in  France,  ufually  catch’d  by 
drinking  out  of  the  fame  Cup ,  ufing  the  fame  Napkinst 
Sheets ,  Shirts ,  Flofe ,  Sc c.  the  leaft  thing  belonging  to 
th  t  Gallic  an,  being  enough  ro  blaft  a  found  Body; 
and  upon  Killing,  alrho’  but  a  fuperfidal  Conrad:,  the 
Lips  took  Fire  immediately,  the  Contagion  being  fo 
.cleaving  at  that  time,  that  the  French  Magiftrates  were 
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forc’d  to  provide  againft  it,  compelling  thofe  that  were 
infe&ed  to  remove  out  of  Town,  that  they  might  be 
feparated  from  the  Company  of  them  chat  were  heal¬ 
thy,  like  as  if  they  had  been  Lepers. 

And  Euftachius  Rudius  reports,  that  he  knew  fome 
Whores  ipfedted  with  the  French  Pox  fo  powerfully, 
that  all  who  had  to  do  with  them,  were  not  only  pre- 
fently  infe&ed  with  the  fame  Evil,  but  were  wholly 
pofleft  with  moft  grievous  Symptoms,  which  could  not 
be  removed  nor  mitigated  by  any  Remedies  or  Art, 
for  that  they  not  long  after  died. 

For  thefe  Reafons  we  cannot  but  conclude,  that  the 
Pox  was  formerly  either  very  fevere,  and  confequently 
calily  InfeCfious,  as  the  followers  of  Columbus  fay  it 
was,  his  Men  giving  it  to  the  Italian  Women,  and 
they  to  the  french  Soldiers,  at  the  Siege  of  Naples  ; 
Sua  fimul  Pudenda  &  Pudendum  morbum  communi  car  tint  ^ 
fays  an  Author ;  or  elfe  our  Ancestors  were  more  afraid 
of  it  in  their  days,  than  we  are  in  ours ;  and  it  feems 
to  be  fo,  becaufe  we  have  it  upon  Record,  that  one 
of  the  Articles  againft  Cardinal  Wolfey,  in  King  Henry 
the  Vlllth’s  Days,  was.  That  he  being  filthily  powder'd 
with  the  French  Pox,  by  reafon  of  his  exceffive  Lechery , 
and  difloonefl  Life ,  did  oftentimes  prefume  to  tall withy 
and  to  caft  his  unwholfome  Breath  into  the  Kjngs  Face. 
By  which  we  may  fee  how  the  Company  of  thofe  in¬ 
fected  with  the  Venereal  Vifeafe  were  fnunn’d  here  in 
England ,  but  about  177  Years  ago  ;  yet  the  great  Per- 
fonage  of  the  Complainant  at  the  fame  time  is  to  be 
conlider’d,  it  being  no  lefs  than  a  King. 

And  fo  afraid  are  tome  Country  People,  even  now 
a-days,  that  they  will  not  come  within  a  Mile  almoft 
of  either  that  Perfon,  or  Houfe,  where  the  Pox  has 
taken  its  relidence  ;  and  fo.  fuperabundant  timorous 
were  fome  Country  People  which  I  have  heard  of, 
that  they  would  never  come  into  or  near  the  Houfe 
where  it  was  reported  one  died  of  the  Poxy  nor  have 
any  Convention  with  the  Perfons  dwelling  therein, 

or 
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or  touch  any  thing  coming  therefrom,  foolifhly  ima¬ 
gining  the  Infection  thereby  was  catching*  as  they 
call  it. 

The  Infe&ion  then  (  that  is  about  200  Years  ago* 
as  Authors  relate )  once  catch’d,  inftantly  lamed  the 
Patient  in  all  his  Limbs ,  dozed  his  Intellectuals,  call: 
him  into  a  continual  doling  Pofture,  into  Frights ,  Fears, 
Melancholy ,  and  a  Itrangely  chang’d  Countenance, 
€ §c. 

This  1  take  notice  of,  to  (hew  the  violency  of  its 
malign  Effluviums  then,  to  what  it  is  now,  it  being 
fince  in  fuch  meafure  tempered,  that  it  more  mildly 
and  gradually  makes  it  progrefs  againft  the  Patient,  be¬ 
coming  more  familiar  ;  and  alfo  the  great  difeoveries 
made  of  Etfe&ive  Remedies,  makes  the  Evil  of  much 
lefs  confequence  ;  but  notwithftanding  if  it  be  negle- 
fted,  or  not  in  time  regularly  treated,  as  it  is  ftill  the 
fame  Species ,  and  in  motion,  tho’  fome  forts  more  In¬ 
fectious  than  others,  'twill  more  and  more  fpread  its 
InfeClion  to  the  certain  continu’d  detriment,  if  not  final 
Deftruttion  of  the  Patient. 

Foreftus  relates  of  one  infefted  with  the  French  Pox , 
that  tho’  he  feem’d  to  be  well  Cu  r’d,  yet  was  afRi&ed 
with  a  long  and  continual  Pain  in  his  Head,  which 
could  not  be  Cur’d  by  any  Remedies,  till  at  iaft  his 
Skull  being  open’d,  there  was  found  under  it,  upon 
the  Dura  MaterJ omething  black  like  a  iVevil  or  Worm  , 
which  when  taken  away,  the  pain  ceafcd  and  returned 
no  more.] 

And  Vidus  Viduus  reports,  that  he  faw  a  Spanijlo  Sol¬ 
dier,  who  by  the  French  Pox  fuft'ered  a  rottennefs  of 
his  Skull,  and  afterwards  fell  into  an  Epilcpfie ,  info- 
much  that  filth  diftill’d  from  his  Skull  and  pricked  the 
Membranes  of  his  Brainy,  from  which  notwithftand- 
ing  he  was  freed,  but  not  without  cauterizing  his 
Skull  with  a  hot  Iron. 
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And  Epiphan.  Ferdinandus  in  his  Book  j ffiftor.  17 
fays.  That  he  has  found  from  Experience,  and  other 
Phylicians  befides  himfelf  haveobferved  the  fame,  that 
thole  Patients  that  have  had  the  Difeafe  and  been 
Cur’d,  when  once  they  come  again  to  be  infe&ed,  are 
with  great  difficulty,  if  ever,  fet  perfe&ly  free  from 
the  fame. 

And  indeed  fome  have  been  fo  often  infedfed,  and  as 
often  ill  manag’d,  that  the  Contagion  has  ftruck  deep, 
beyond  the  reach  of  all  Methods  and  Medicines  what¬ 
ever.  For, 

PVhen  Kofes  drop,  and  Shins  do  ft  ale, 

And  Mercury  and.  ^gyptiacum/*//; 

When  Bubo’s,  PainS,  and  Chancrous  Sores ,  in  [fight 

Of  Art ,  the  tattering  Tenement  hourly  fright  ? 

When  Strength  is  wafted,  Fielh  become 

Paft  help  of  China  rtwdGuaiacum  ; 

Then  Doctor  ceafe>  poor  Patient  mttft  endurea 

And  be  content  with  Patching,  where’s  no  Cure, 

Therefore  fince  the  fury  of  that  Difeafe  is  fuch,  it 
behoves  all  Perfons  that  labour  under  it,  to  look  out 
for  a  Cure,  before  it  be  too  late ;  and  not  as  many  do, 
who  knowing  they  have  gotten  the  Piftemper,  through 
Shame  and  Bafhfulnefs,  will  not  own  their  Condition, 
which  is  the  greateft  Folly  imaginable  5  and  that  any 
fhould  rather  venture  to  undergo  it,  with  the  impend¬ 
ing  danger,  than  feek  out  for  a  Cure  in  time,  is  not 
the  part  of  a  wife  Man>  and  indeed  is  as  much  a  won¬ 
der,  as  ro  fee  a  Man  dangerously  Wounded,  refufe  to 
have  his  Wounds  dreft;  but  thofethat  have  fought  out 
for  Cure,  and  happened  into  bad  Hands,  are  really  to 
be  pittied  that  they  Ihould  prove  fo  unfortunate. 

Some  fort  of  People  I  have  met  with,  who,  after 
they  had  gotten  the  Diftemper,  would  not  believe  they 
were  infedhed ;  and  upon  asking  the  reafon  of  their 
Afiurance,  have  told  me,  that  thole  they  have  had  to 
do  with,  they  were  fure  were  very  Clean,  apd  confe- 
'  .  quenrly 
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quently  could  not  injure  them ;  nay,  others  have 
been  fo  egregioufty  foolifh,  as  not  to  be  perfwaded  they 
were  Infe&ed,  tho’  V leers  have  been  on  the  Tardy  See. 
till  they  have  at  laft  paid  for  their  Folly,  by  a  fucceed- 
ing  Bubo  in  the  Groin, or  Mortification  of  the  Part, 

I  knew  a  young  Man  that  had  a  large  eating  Vker 
upon  the  Scrotum ,  with  other  attending  Symptoms, 
before  he  would  fo  much  as  acknowledge  any  thing 
ail’d  him ;  and  fome  have  been  aknoft  eaten  up  with 
theDifeafe,  before  they  have  known  (  er  at  leaftwife 
would  acknowledge)  the  true  Caufe  of  their  Ma¬ 
lady, 

A  Man  that  had  been  affli&ed  a  confiderable  time 
with  a  Malignant  Fever ,  after  his  Fever  had  left  him, 
and  being,  to  all  appeance,  upon  Recovery,  was  fre¬ 
quently  complaining  of  a  Pain  in  his  Head  and  Bones, 
and  fometimes  his  Headf  fo  bad  as  to  render  him  deli¬ 
rious  ;  fufpedfing  fomething  of  the  matter  by  thofe 
unufual  Symptoms,  and  enquiring  after  his  Life, which 
I  underftood  to  be  very  diffolute,  ask’d  him  if  he  had 
not  lately  had  a  Gonorrhea  l  he  told  me  yes,  when  he 
fell  Sick  ;  and  that  he  had  taken  nothing  but  Turpen¬ 
tine  for  it,  as  he  was  advis’d  to  by  a  pretended  Do&or, 
to  whom  he  made  known  his  Condition.  I  enquired 
of  him  how  he  was,  and  found  him  in  a  very  mifera- 
ble  Condition,  but  by  proper  Applications  retriev’d 
him  from  Ruin,  which  to  all  appearance  he  was  haft- 
ning  to. 

Some  Venereal  Perfons  I  have  known  feiz’d  thus  with 
Fevers,  have  died,  whofe  Deaths  wereoccafion’d  thro’ 
the  violency  of  the  Diftemper. 

Others  I  have  read  of,  that  have  fallen  into  Fevers, 
and  died  Mad. 

I  had  a  Man  in  hand  that  had  the  Difeafe  ( tho’  he 
came  too  late  to  be  Cur’d )  that  had  fixed  Nodes  on 
the  Bones  of  his  FVrifts  and  Shins ,  and  another  large 
one  upon  the  Os  frantts ,  or  Fore-head;  and  notwith- 
ftanding  my  haftening  their  opening,  in  order  to  exfo¬ 
liate  the  Caries,  the  Bones  were  fo  rotted  by  the  Ma- 
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lignicy  of  the  Difeafe,  that  there  was  no  poflibility  of 
performing  it ;  this  Man,  after  a  littie  lingring,  died  : 
He  had  been,  before  he  came  to  me,  Salivated  three 
or  four  times,  I  think  he  told  me  once  or  twice  in  an 
Hofpital. 

Some  by  this  Diftemper,  have  by  negledt,  or  ill 
management,  or  both,  loft  their  Sight ,  others  their 
Hearing,  and  very  frequently  their  Vvulas  and  Palates , 
as  in  another  place  noted. 

Some  again  have  had  the  tip  of  their  Nofes  and  No- 
fir  its  eaten  away,  and  many  others  their  Nofes  level’d, 
the  Griftle  that  fliould  fupport  them  being  confumed, 
and  fometimes  the  Bones  of  the  Nofe  alfo,  as  before 
noted. 

Others  after  a  Teeming  good  Cure,  have  had  Lame - 
nefs  in  theirLimbs  to  their  dying  day. 

Others  their  Noftrils  Ihrunk  up.  Eye-lids  contract¬ 
ed,  (3c. 

Some  again  have  known  themfelves  to  have  the 
Difeafe,  and~maw_a-nd-then,  when  it  feems  moft  to  re¬ 
bel,  as  in  Spring  and  rail,  will  be  willing  to  take 
Medicines  to  fupprefs  it,  and  being  thus  relieved,  reft 
themfelves  contented  for  a  while,  till  it  rebels  again* 
and  then  take  Phyfick  again.  Thus  Palliating  and 
Patching  up  themfelves,  and  never  go  thro’  Stitch, 
fpending  more  Money  and  time,than  would  be  requir’d 
for  a  perfecft  Cure,  till  at  length  they  are  fnfficiently 
alarm’d  with  the  ill  confequences  of  their  Folly,  and 
is,  as  GaL  Eleg.  i.  fays,  tho’ in  another  Cafe. 

Like  One,  who  willing  to  defer  a  while 
A  fudden  Ruin,  props  the  tottering  Pile, 

(Till  in  foort  Jpace ,  the  Houfe,  the  Props,  and  all. 
Together  with  a  dreadful  fiiiin  fall, 

I  knew  a  Man,  after  a  Salivation ,  that  had  a  Hu¬ 
mour  fell  into  his  Knee,  attended  with  tormenting 
Tain,  for  which  he  was  Salivated  again  ;  fometime 
after  which  it  followed  him  again,  to  the  rendring  him 
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a  Cripple,  which  he  remains  to  this,  and  will  be  to 
his  dying  Day,  I  fuppofing  him  to  be  alive  ftill,  ha¬ 
ving  feen  him  not  long  fince.  This  Man  was  at  the 
fame  time  in  the  hands  of  an  accounted  skilful  Surgeon 
for  the  Venereal  Difeafe ,  but  (  by  the  Methods  I  was 
told  he  took  )  approv’d  himfelf  not  very  expert. 

Some  have  had  their  Vrine  quite  ftopt,  lo  as  not  to 
make  Water  but  by  drops  for  feveral  days  together,  the 
Vrethra  or  Palfage  of  the  Yard  being  fill’d  with  Carun¬ 
cles,  and  all  for  want  of  timely  or  proper  Applications. 

A  Man  that  had  a  large  Vlcer  on  his  Leg,  came  to 
me  for  Cure,  he  having  had  it  near  three  Years,  and 
I  having  information  that  he  was  a  fober  Man,  treated 
it  as  a  common  Vlcer,  but  finding  little  effects  thereof, 
inclin’d  me  to  believe  it  Venereal ,  and  accordingly  un¬ 
dertook  to  enquire  of  him  concerning  it  ;  but  he  was 
fo  greatly  offended  at  it,  and  took  it  as  fuch  an  Affront, 
that  he  paid  me  for  what  I  had  done,  and  put  himfelf 
into  the  hands  of  another  :  However  a  while  after  he 
came  to  me  again,  and  entreated  me  to  undertake 
him,  and  confefs’d  to  me  the  whole  matter.  I  then 
treated  him  with  my  Specifiers  inwardly,  and  proper 
Applications  to  the  Vlcer ,  whereby  in  the  fpace  of  a 
few  Weeks  he  was  perfectly  Cured,  not  only  of  his 
Vlcer ,  but  of  an  untoward  Venereal  Habit  which  he 
had  .labour’d  under  for  fome  years. 

And  not  only  this  Man,  but  many  others  are  wil¬ 
ling  to  beCur’d, under  the  pretext  of  its  being  any  other 
Dileafe,  rather  than  a  Venereal  one,  and  ftrive  often¬ 
times  all  they  can,  to  have  it  thought  by  the  Pra&icer 
that  it  proceeded  from  other  Caufes  j  and  not  only  my 
felf,  but  other  Pradticers,  have  obferv’d  the  fame  in 
their  Patients ;  as  the  following  Inftance  from  one  of 
them,  fets  forth, 

A  Merchant’s  Daughter  (  fays  he)  in  London,  whiift 
anmarry’d,  and  living  with  her  Father)  had  a  kind  of 
Leprous  Scab  almoft  all  over  her  Bad ^  Sides ,  Breafi, 

Hips, 
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Hips ,  Thighs  and  Legs,  and  fome  upon  her  Arms.  She 
had  taken  feveral  things  for  it  of  divers  Phyficians, 
but  becaufe  they  underftood  not  the  caufe,  was  with¬ 
out  any  effe&,  for  (he  ftill  grew  worfe  ;  at  length  (he 
came  to  me,  defiring  my  Opinion  what  it  was.  As 
foon  as  I  faw  it  I  found  it  to  be  the  Pox ,  and  told  her 
fo.  She  conftantly  dent’d  it  for  a  long  time.  I  told 
her  then?  that  I  would  not  cure  her  as  if  it  were  a  Pox% 
and  that  then  if  it  was  fuch  as  I  had  pronounc’d  it  to 
be,  all  the  time  and  coft  would  be  in  vain,  and  the 
Difeafe  would  be  yet  more  difficult  to  Cure :  Upon 
this  (he  confefs’d  the  Truth,  and  that  Ihe  had  been  un¬ 
happily  drawn  in,  but  defired  my  Secrecy  and 
Care,  for  that  ihq  was  fuch  a  one’s  Daughter,  a  Mer¬ 
chant,  and  as  yet  unmarry’d,  and  upon  her  Prefer¬ 
ment,  and  withal  intreated  me  to  Cure  her,  if  poftible, 
without  Sweating  or  Fluxing,  left  her  Parents  fhould 
come  to  know  it,  for  then  fhe  fhould  be  undone.  1 
undertook,  fays  he,  the  Cure,  and  purg’d  her  with 
my  Mercurial  Pills  twelve  times  every  fourth  day,  and 
order’d  her  to  take  fix  Ounces,  Morning  and  Evening, 
for  twenty  days  together,  of  the  following  Decoftion, 
vi%.

And  for  her  ordinary  Drink  Ihe  had  this  following 
Dcco&ion,  v$%. 

fk  Lign.  Guaiaci  fupra  prefcript.  poft  Co  cl  ion.  & 
Coy.  in  A%.  font.  Cong.  vj.  ad  Confumption.  tbxvj. 
Colat .  pro  potu  ordinar. 

This  being  done,  t  caus'd  her*  fays  he,  to  take  my 
Purging  Pills  with  Calomelanos  gr.  xxiv.  twice  a  week 
for  ten  weeks,  which  worked  well,  and  without  pain. 
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During  the  time  of  her  taking  thefe  Dofes,  I  caus’d 
her  to  take  a  Mercurial  Wine>  a  Pint  and  a  half  a  day  ; 
and  all  along  for  outward  ufe,  to  wafh  the  Vujlules , 
and  Leprous  Scabs ,  with  a  Mercurial  Lotion,  and  to 
anoint  the  Palms  of  her  Hands,  and  Soles  of  her  Feet, 
every  Night  going  to  Bed,  with  Vngucnt.  Neapolitan 
num ,  till  fuch  time  as  the  Scabs  and  Scurf  fell  off  and 
went  away,  which  was  in  about  a  Months  time ;  fo 
that  by  this  Method  and  thefe  Medicines,  in  about  five 
Months  ufing,  (he  was  perfectly  Cured,  not  the  leait 
Symptom  of  the  Difeafe  ever  returning  any  more* 

A  Man  came  to  me  fome  time  fince,  to  be  cur’d  of  a 
Clap ,  and  told  me  that  he  had  alfo  given  it  his  Wife, 
defiring  my  affiftance  for  her  too.  He  got  well  pretty 
quickly,  but  fhe  (lowly,  by  reafon  of  other  Indifpofi- 
tions.  After  he  was  well  he  cou’d  not  keep  from  his 
Wife,  and  fo  got  it  again.  After  that  (he  began  to 
mend,  and  got  well  ;  no  fooner  was  it  fo,  but  her 
Husband  being  hor*  gave  it  her  again,  and  fhe  him 
again  ;  fo  that  they  Cl  apt  one  another  imprudently,, 
three  or  four  times  over >  at  length  they  both  found, 
as  I  had  often  told  them,  there  would  be  no  end  of  it 
at  that  rate,  and  refolv’d  to  be  feparated  for  a  while; 
fhe  went  into  the  Country,  and  he  having  continual 
Bufmefs  in  Town,  fo  that  he  could  not  go  to  her,  ftaid 
h?re  ;  by  which  means,  with  proper  Medicines,  they 
were  at  laft  both  Cur’d,  and  remain  fb,  tho’  a  good 
while  fince  perform’d. 

Many  through  the  tyrannical  and  devouring  Difpofi- 
tion  of  this  Difeafe,  have  had  their  Strength  of  a  fud- 
den  impaired,  their  Spirits  weakned,  their  F lefh  con* 
fumed  to  the  Bones,  and  the  Bones  themfelves,  as  be- 
fore  noted,  rotted,  and  there  are  not  a  few  that  daily 
feel  its  difmal  Effects  after  that  kind,  many  of  them, 
which  no  doubt  but  in  time  might  have  been  retriev’d, 
and  the  Diftemper  eradicated,  if  they  had  had  the  be¬ 
nefit  of  Medicines  endu’d  with  Efficacy  and  Power  fuf- 
fipisnt  to  vanquifljand  overcome  the  Malignity  thereof; 
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for  want  of  which,  what  Mifchiefs  have  enfued  ? 
what  intolerable  Pains  and  Torments  have,  and  do 
thoafands  endure  r  and  that  moftly  at  Nights,  when 
they  are  warm  in  their  Beds. 

And  in  fhorc,  what  multitudes  of  poor  Wretches 
have  almoft  alive  been  devour’d  by  the  difmal  EfFe&s 
of  this  mercilefs  Difeafe  ;  and  ’tis  obferv’d,  that  the 
Scurvey^  which  is  incident  to  molt  People,  and  proves 
frequently  deftrudtive,  is  too  commonly  the  Relick  of 
the  Venereal  Luesi  as  before  hinted. 

And  thole  that  are  fubjedt  to  a  Scorbutick  Pox ,  are 
chiefly  fuch  whofe  Parents  were  PockiJj'dy  and  but  im- 
perfedtly  Cured  at  the  time  they  were  begotten;  fo 
that  there  is  an  Hereditary  pocky  Difpolition  in  all  their 
Parcs,  Spermatic k,  and  Sanguine ,  whence  receiving  a 
new  Infedtion,  immediately  penetrates  into  the  Sub- 
ftantials ,  and  unites  with  the  very  Principles  of  Na- 
cure,  being  indeed,  Corruptio  totius  Subftantix,  where 
it  lies  fo  firmly  intrench’d,  that  the  Art  of  Man  can 
fcarcely  diflodge  it. 

The  Learned  and  Ingenious  Dr.  Edward  Baynard^ 
who  I  before  mention’d,  tells  us,  in  his  late  Hiltory 
of  Cold  Bathing ,  That  nothing  argues  a  Man  more 
void  of  Wifdom,  'than  a  Perfeverance  of  Whoredom 
and  Drunkennefs,  until  a  rivetted  Difeafe  entails  his 
Folly  (like  his  Coat  Armour)  on  iiis  Blood,  and  con¬ 
veys  the  Poyfon  to  his  unborn  Pofterity  ;  and  con¬ 
cludes  with  the  following  witty  and  ferious  Lines  by 
way  of  Admonition. 

Women  and  Wine*  with  Idlenefs  alone9 
Are  the  firjl  Parents  of  the  Gout  and  Stone, 

But  Exercife ,  to  Milk,  and  Water  join , 
fou'tl  Jive  at  once ,  your  Mony ,  Health  and  Time . 
Women  and  Wine,  and  Gaming  if  you  fhunt 
Do  what  you  will ,  you  cannot  be  undone , 

Happy's  the  Man  that  fees  this  vohilfi  he's  Toungl 
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The  Though  of  which  fad  Confequences  (and 
perhaps  the  Experience  he  had  of  it  alfo  in  his  young 
Days  himfelf )  made  the  fober  Quaker,  which  the 
Doctor  mentions,  wind  up  his  Letter  to  his  Son  in 
London ,  with  the  following  Diftich  or  two  of  Advice, 
after  fome  P'rofe  Admonitions,  vi%. 

My  Son,  thefe  Saying*  take  upon  my  Faith, 

They  re  what  the  Scriptures,  and  all  Wife  Men  faith ; 

’ Tis  what  Experience  by  long  Traft  of  Time 
Shews,  what  we  ought  to  Chufe,  and  what  Decline.

And  breathlefs  Babes  drown'd  in  their  Mothers  Tears.

Here  is  a  Miftrefs  now,  true  to  neither,  and  I  do 
not  doubt  but  there  are  many  fuch  abroad,  who  re¬ 
ceive  Rewards  from  feveral,  upon  Promife  of  being 
referv’d  to  each  ;  and  at  the  fame  time,  will  Turn  up 
to  any.  Therefore, 

T rujl  not  a  Miftrefs ;  for  thd  foe  feems  to  pleafe  you 
iVith  b’r  wheedling  Charms  and  Vows  like  Satan  (he’ll 

deceive  you , 

And  at  the  next  Man's  Beck*  Whore-Z/^e,  will  falfly 

leave  you i 

But  I  go  on. 

And  how  frequently  do  we  find  that  Confumptions , 
Catarrhsy  Afthmds ,  and  fometimes  Drapfies ,  and  not 
feldom  the  Gouty  with  innumerable  other  Chronicfc 
Difeafes,  are  nothing  lefs  than  the  effe&s  of  this  pre¬ 
dominating  Difiemper  ;  and  too  truly  (by  the  more 
than  ordinary  ftubbornnefs  obferv’d  in  the  Cure,)  upon 
enquiry,  we  have  found,  that  they  have  wholly  pro¬ 
ceeded  from  that  rapid  and  torrent  Spring  of  Unclean- 
nefs,  and  which  moft  commonly  (I  may  fay  chiefly) 
were  entail'd  upon  them  by  the  ill  management  of  thofe 
that  undertook  their  Venereal  Cure  ;  there  being  too 
many  Examples  of  fuch  Truths ;  and  Hiftoriesmight 
be  compos’d  of  the  Misfortunes  that  have  happened 
therefrom,  Books  fufficiently  furnilhing  us  with  fuch 
Tragical  Events.  One 
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One  Story  of  which  I  cannot  forbear  inferring ,  from  the 
eminently  Learned  Phyfician  Dr.  Richard  Morton,  in 
his  Phthifiologia,  or  Treatife  of  Confumptions,  And 
is  as  follows . 

A  certain  Merchant  of  London ,  before  the  fortieth 
Year  of  his  Age  (  when  he  had  lived  almoft  two 
years  fomewhat  Sickly,  and  with  little  and  uncertain 
Appetite,  which  perhaps  he  procur’d  to  himfelf  by  the 
immoderate  Ufe  of  Wine  and  Women)  at  length  ask’d 
my  Advice  about  a  Swelling,  and  a  painful  Inflamma¬ 
tion  arifing  from  thence,  with  which  the  right  Tefticle 
had  been  now  affeded  for  almoft  the  fpace  of  three 
Months,  and  that  (  as  he  told  me  )  occaflon’d  by  fome 
Contufion  he  had  got  in  Riding.  Indeed  that  Swelling, 
to  me,  feem’d  to  be  a  kind  of  Sarcocele ,  or  flelhy  Sub- 
ftance.  The  Tefticle  fwell’d  to  the  bignefsof  ones  Fift. 
There  was  like  wife  no  fmall  Inflammation  upon  the  Scro¬ 
tum  it  felf,as  well  as  upon  the  Tefticle.  But  with  repeated 
Bleedings,  the  application  of  Cataplafms  made  of  Parly - 
Meal  and  Oxycrate ,  (the  Parts  affeded  being  like  wife 
kept  up  with  a  T rufs  to  prevent  the  flux  of  Humours  into 
the  Place)  frequent  Purging  with  Calomelanos  and  Co»- 
feftio  Hamecby  and  alfo  drinking  plentifully  of  Emul - 
ftons  of  the  four  greater  Cold  Seeds  made  of  Bar ly -Wa¬ 
ter,  and  of  a  Decodion  of  Sarfa  and  China ,  ordered 
for  his  common  Drink,  the  painful  Inflammation  plain¬ 
ly  vanifh’d,  but  the  fwelling  ftill  continued,  tho’  with¬ 
out  any  pain,  and  the  bignefs  of  it  was  uncertain,  being 
fometimes  greater,  fometimes  lefs,  and  eafily  yielding 
to  a  preflure  of  ones  Fingers  ;  fo  that  at  length  the 
Judgment  of  two  very  skilful  Surgeons  being  taken, 
and  that  fwelling  being  fuppos’d  to  be  a  Hydrocele ,  or 
watery’ Rupture,  it  was  juftly  thought  fit  to  open  it  ; 
but  when  it  was  folemnly  open’d  with  an  Incilion- 
Knife,  there  came  out  Icarce  any  Water%  and  no  Mat¬ 
ter  ;  alfo  the  whole  fubftance  of  the  Tefticle  feemed  to 
have  been  eaten  away  and  perilh’d  for  fometime,  btic 
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the  inverting  Coats  were  hard  and  incraflated  ;  fo  that 
the  Tefticle  being  once  open’d,  look’d  like  an  empty 
'Egg-fhell,  or  rather  a  Pomegranate- (hell,  when  the 
Meat,  or  that  which  was  contain’d  in  ir,  was  taken 
out.  From  the  Fifiulous  State  of  this  Swelling,  it 
came  topafs  that  the  Surgeons  being  deceiv’d, and  taking 
it,  becaufe  it  yielded  to  the  prerture  of  their  Fingers, 
for  a  Hydrocele  or  watery  Swelling,  open’d  it  by  Inci- 
fion,  tho’  indeed  after  they  had  once  open’d  ir,  it  foon 
appear’d  to  be  in  Truth  a  Venereal  Fiftula ,  proceeding 
from  fome  virulent  and  old  Gonorrhea ,  that  had  been 
ill  Cured.  But  from  that  Wound  there  arofe  a  large 
Ulcer,  which  every  day  ran  a  great  quantity  of  Icho¬ 
rous,  or  Gleety  Matter  5  which  tho’  many  times  it  de¬ 
luded  us  for  feveral  times  with  the  vain  hopes  of  Cu¬ 
ring  ir,  having  order’d  the  Sarfa  Drink  now  again  for 
his  ordinary  Drink,  when  at  the  fame  time  he  was 
purged  with  the  bitter  Deco&ion,  repeated  at  due  in¬ 
tervals,  that  is,  fo  often  as  there  was  occafion,  and. 
eveiy  Night  he  had  a  Paregoric Draught  given  him, 
with  Syrup  of  Diacodium.  But  yet  from  an  unexpect¬ 
ed  Flux  of  Humours  (which,  as  I  always  told  the  Sur¬ 
geons,  it  was  importable  to  prevent  without  Cafiration a 
or  cutting  out  the  Fiftulous  Tejlicle  )  the  Ulcer  very  of¬ 
ten  broke  out  again  ;  fo  that  the  Patient  being  quickly 
brought  into  a  Tabid  and  Hefticli  State,  by  the  conti¬ 
nual  and  plentiful  fubftra&ion  of  the  Nutritious  Juice 
through  rhe  Wound,  and  the  expences  arifing  fromir, 
which  Nature  was  not  able  to  bear,  as  he  began  to 
have  a  great  Thirft,  fo  likewife  to  iofe  his  Stomachy 
and  at  length  to  be  affiitfted  with  a  rroublefome  Cough , 
a  [hortnefs  of  Breath ,  and  the  other  ufual  Symptoms  of 
the  Lungs  when  they  are  diftemper’d  ;  continually 
wafting  away  more  and  more  with  the  fudden  Ruin  of 
Nature,  which  was  much  promoted  by  the  fits  of  a 
putrid  intermitting  Fever  coming  upon  all,  which  re¬ 
turn’d  every  day  at  a  ftated  Hour  with  a  Chilnefs, 
Heat,  and  Sweats,  fucceeding  one  another,  till  ac 
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length  the  Patient  being  brought  to  the  utmoft  degree 
of  a  Marafmus ,  was  forced  to  yield  to  Fate. 

With  the  repeated  ufe  of  the  Peruvian  Bark,  fays  this 
Author,  I  very  often  took  off  his  putrid  Fever ,  which 
neverthelefs  (  the  Caufe  of  it  ftill  remaining  in  the 
Wound  )  returned  as  often,  after  the  interval  of  a 
Week  or  two.  Likewife  the  Hedtick  Heat,  which 
was  kindled  in  his  Blood,  was  much  mitigated  with 
die  ufe  of  a  Milk- Diet,  (  Affes  Milk)  and  by  the  be¬ 
nefit  of  the  open  Country  Air  ;  tho*  it  could  never  be 
perfectly  extinguifh’d,  becaufe  the  Procaearticl ^  Caufe 
of  it,  to  wit,  the  malignant  and  incurable  Ulcer ,  was 
plainly  too  much  for  the  Art  of  Surgery.  Whereupon 
at  laft,  the  Ulcerated  part  being  Gangreen  d,  after  he 
had  lain  fix  Months,  he  was  reduced  to  a  very  Skele- 
tont  and  carry ’d  off,  not  only  with  an  univerfal  Con-> 
fumption ,  but  alfo  a  true  Consumption  of  the  Lungs , 
cho’  it  was  a  Symptomarical  one. 

Certainly,  by  what  appears,  the  lofs  of  this  poor 
Gentleman’s  Life  was  chiefly  owing  to  the  opening  of 
die  T efiicle*  which  procur’d, as  the  foremention’d  Story 
informs  us,  that  incurable  Ulcer ,  which  drain’d  off 
his  Radical  Moifture,  and  with  that  his  Life.  Now 
it  is  much  to  me,  that  neither  of  his  two  Surgeons, 
whofe  Bufinefs  it  was  to  underftand,  fhould  be  able 
to  difcover  whether  the  Swelling  of  the  Fefticle  was  a 
Sarcocele  or  a  Hydrocele ,  that  is,  was  a  flefhy ,  or  a  rva- 
tery  Swelling,  which  I  always  found  eafle  enough  to 
diftinguifh:  However  fo  it  happen’d,  and  the  poor 
Gentleman’s  Life  was  let  our,  by  means  of  that  unfor-' 
tunate  opening,  the  Wound,  as  obferv’d  in  the  Story* 
being  the  caufe  of  his  Death,  who  otherwife  might 
have  liv’d  with  that  Swelling  many  Years,  with  only 
the  ufe  of  fome  proper  eafie  Medicaments,  dextroufly 
apply’d. 

The  fame  Pbyfician  alfo  gives  us  an  Account  of  a 
Confitmptiort  procured  by  the  Venereal  Difeafe ,  as  fol¬ 
lows, 
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A  young  Girl,  fays  he,  about  twelve  years  of  Age, 
was  perfwaded  by  the  enticements  of  a  lafcivious  and 
wicked  Dancing  Mafter,  that  was  infedted  with  the 
French  Pox ,  to  let  him  lie  with  her  ;  whereupon  (he 
likewife,  by  Contagion,  was  fo  pepper’d  with  the  Ve¬ 
nereal  Venom,  that  not withftanding  one  or  t wo  Sali¬ 
vations,  which  had  been  raifed  by  fame  Empericky ,  and 
other  methods  of  Cure,  that  had  been  tried  in  the  fp2ce 
of  four  years,  after  her  Vvula  was  eaten  away,  and 
after  other  marks  of  the  French  Pox  yet  remaining,  (he 
fell  into  a  Confumpticn  of  her  Lungs ,  with  a  Hefticki  Fe¬ 
ver,  an  Emaciation  of  her  whole  Body,  a  continual 
Cough,  and  a  very  great  (hortnefs  of  Breath,  by  reafon 
of  the  toughnefs  of  Phlegm  Ruffing  her  Pipes.  Being 
call’d  to  her,  by  Mr.  Simons ,  a  skilful  and  noted  Sur¬ 
geon  of  London ,  I  order’d  a  Dofe  of  Calcmelancs  with 
Diagrydium ,  to  be  repeated  once  a  Week,  and  thofe 
days  (he  did  not  Purge,  to  have  three  of  my  Baifamicl ^ 
Pills  given  her  three  times  a  day,  and  the  following  De¬ 
coction  for  her  ordinary  Drink:  With  the  ufe  of  which, 
continued  for  the  fpace  of  fix  or  eight  Weeks,  in  the 
Spring  time,  (he  was  perfectly,  and  without  any  re- 
laple,  freed  from  her  Confumption ,  as  well  as  from  the 
relicks  of  the  Pcx.  The  Decottiun  order’d  her  was 
this.

And  my  felf  lately  had  a  Gentlewoman  in  Cure, 
whofe  Husband  had  fuffidenrly  Poxt  her  ;  for  which 
(he  had  been  Salivated  by  a  Surgeon «  When  I  came  to 
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her,  which  I  think  they  told  me  was  two  or  three 
Months  after  her  Salivation ,  (he  was  in  dreadful  Pains, 
with  breakings  out  in  large  Blotches  all  over  her,  not 
able  to  (Hr  Hand  or  Foot,  or  to  move  her  (elf  in  her 
Bedi  I  did  what  I  could,  much  doubting  then  her 
Recovery,  as  alfo  a  Phyfician  that  was  called  in,  but 
notwithftanding  our  endeavours,  (he  grew  worfe  and 
worfe,  had  a  continual  Spitting  from  her  Salivation,. 
Ulcers  in  her  Throaty  and  for  which,  and  her  other 
complaints,  her  Surgeorty  it  feems*  would  have  Salivated 
her  again,  but  was  prevented  by  my  coming;  for  if 
(he  had,  (he  would  have  died  in  it.  In  fhorr,  her  Sores 
run  fo  prodigioufly,  and  her  Spitting  continuing,  her 
radical  Moifture  was  run  off,  her  Strength,  &c.  was 
fpent,  that  (he  fell  into  a  Marafmus  and  died,  all  our 
efforts  of  Cure  proving  ineffectual,  But  I  proceed. 

And  the  Pox  not  only  unavoidably  draws  afcer  it  in¬ 
numerable  Evils  upon  the  Body,  but  upon  the  Mind 
alfo ;,  which  appears  by  turns ,  by  a  great  many 
fantaftical  Reprefentations ,  in  a  thoufand  different 
Shapes. 

And  ’tis  obferv’d,  that  in  thofe  of  a  melancholy 
Temper,  it  is  moft  commonly  Cur’d  with  the  greateft 
difficulty, becaufe  their  Humours  are  more  ftubborn  and 
tenacious, and  abound  with  an  auftere  Sharpnefs,  fcarce- 
ly  to  be  cop’d  with,  laying  thereby  a  weight  and  dog 
upon  the  Springs  of  the  Faculties,  fo  that  they  move 
heavily  and  unduly,  when  in  others  it  is  much  eafier 
manag’d,  as  before  noted. 

Examples  confirm,  that  fome  have  had  the  Pox  for 
the  (pace  of  ten  Years,  or  more,  without  any  remarka¬ 
ble  Appearance,  or  fatal  Confequence,  as  obferv’d  be¬ 
fore  ;  and  others  in  the  fpaceof  as  many  Months,  have 
became  almoff  rotten  ;  but  then  by  the  appearance  it 
hath  made,  whether  more  or  lefs,  it  is  not  very  diffi¬ 
cult  for  an  Artift,  upon  due  Examination  and  Confi- 
deration,  to  difcoverits  Nature,  however  oblcure  and 
ambiguous  it  may  (eem  to  the  Ignorant, 
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Thence  it  is  that  Mifchiefs  are  occafion’d  by  thole 
Fellows  who  undertake  the  Cure,  and  who  are  no 
better  than  Impoftors  ;  even  the  fame  as  a  certain  Lear¬ 
ned  Phylician  tells  us,  was  one,  who  undertook  to 
cure  a  young  Man  twenty  one  Years  of  Age,  of  a 
Gonorrhea,  with  a  common  fort  of  Purging  Pills ,  af¬ 
ter  two  or  three  Dofes  of  which,  gave  him,  to  flop  the 
Current  of  his  Running,  Aflringent  Pills,  compos’d  of 
white  Chalk,  &c*  which  did  the  work  (  as  he  told 
him  )  effe<5lually ;  but  about  a  year  after,  on  a  fud- 
den ,  it  burfted  out  again  into  a  very  impetuous 
Stream,  more  violent  than  formerly,  attended  with 
a  burning  heat  of  Urine,  far  more  intenfe  than  what 
is  only  term’d  Scalding.  Here,  fays  this  Author,  I 
cou’d  foon  difcern  how  unskilfully  he  had  been  ma¬ 
nag’d,  by  (topping  that  which  ought  to  have  (topp’d 
of  itfelf,  upon  the  extinguilhing  the  Malignity,  by  pro¬ 
per  Antidotes ,  See.  I  put  him,  fays  he,  into  a  Courfe, 
which  perfectly  deterged  and  exficcated,  and  that  in 
about  eleven  or  twelve  days  time. 

The  fame  Phyfician  tells  us,  of  a  Cook  by  Trade, 
aged  about  forty,  Robuft  and  of  a  complexion  Melan¬ 
choly,  who,  two  or  three  years  before,  receiv’d  a  pre¬ 
judice  from  an  hired  Woman,  which  Ihew’d  it  felf  in  a 
Fat  id  Gonorrhaat  and  untimely  ftopt  by  Emplafticks 
and  Heftringento ;  this  malignant  Enemy  would  ever 
after,  once  in  a  Fortnight,  or  a  Month,  or  fometimes 
two,  fally  out  in  a  green  and  yellow  Ilfue,  which  ha¬ 
ving  continued  about  eighr  or  ten  days,  more  or  left, 
would,  ©f  its  own  accord,  withdraw  it  felf  again 
within  its  own  bounds,  and  fo  ceafe  running,  until 
it  was  provok’d  again  by  Hiding,  Drinking ,  or  other 
intemperance  in  Diet;  applying  himfelf  tome,  fays  he, 
I  purged  him  fmartly  three  times,  and  gave  him  a  de¬ 
tergent  ExtraEl  for  ten  days,  which  Cured  him. 

A  certain  Man  came  to  me  a  while  ago  for  my  Opi¬ 
nion  about  a  remanent  Shanker  he  had  upon  the  Prepu • 
tium,  which  he  was  told  by  one  or  two  was  not  Vc- 
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nereal ,  I  told  him  ic  was  and  propos’d  his  Cure,  but 
he  confiding  in  the  others, prefering  their  Opinions  be¬ 
fore  mine,  paid  me  for  my  trouble  and  married  loon 
after,  having  got  it  firft  heal’d  as  he  call’d  it.  He  had 
not  been  Married  five  Weeks,  but  he  found  himfelf  in 
the  fame  pickle  and  worfe,  and  his  Wife  alfo  with  a 
foul  Running'  in  Ihort  a  Clap ;  he  goes  to  thofe  again 
who  had  before  told  him  he  had  nothing  Venereal ,  and 
acquaints  them  of  the  Matter,  who  told  him  he  bad 
got  fince  then  an  injury,  he  told  them  to  the  contrary, 
but  they  not  believing  him,  and  finding  himlelf  de¬ 
ceiv’d,  he  came  to  me,  who  I  undertook  and  his  Wife 
alfo  and  Cured  them. 

But  that  any  Men  of  Fradlice  fhould  give  their  Opi¬ 
nion  to  the  contrary,  I  much  wonder,  lince  when  the 
Yard  is  once  ulcerated,  and  infected  with  Shankars,  it 
cannot  otherwife  than  leave  its  Venereal  Venom  in  the 
Womans  Vagina,  which  wipes  off  and  receives  the 
Virus ,  by  theTitillation,  (welling  and  Moifture  of  thofe 
Parrs,  which  in  the  Adi  of  Coition  muft  neceffarily 
be, 

Alfo  nothing  is  more  certain,  than  that  the  Venereal 
Taint  fometimes  circulates  a  long  time  with  the  Blood, 
before  it  be  feparated  from  it,  at  lead  in  fuch  a  quan¬ 
tity  as  ' to  be  difcover’d  by  any  apparent  Symptoms, 
and  at  other  times  Nature  throws  it  out  like  fome  0- 
i  .er  Difeafe,  which  has  its  various  Effedis  according  to 
the  different  Conftitutions  of  thofe  that  are  affedied 
with  it,  it  never  appeasing  on  all  People  alike. 

From  thefe  and  many  other  Obfervaticns  I  could  in- 
f  rt,  may  be  colledted  the  lurking  Property  of  the 
Venereal  Malignity,  abfeonding  it  felf  in  the  Limina- 
ry  or  Spermatick  Parts,  and  oft  detain'd  in  fome  re¬ 
tir’d  part  or  other,  for  fome  Weeks  and  Months,  and 
what  is  more,  lome  Years,  as  J  have  obferv’d  in  ma? 
ny,  without  any  fenfible  incommoding  the  Body. 

There  are  ieveral,  fays  an  Author,  that  pretend  to 
Cure  Gonorrhea's  with  only  a  gentle  Purge  or  two, 
letting  it  run  off,  as  they  term  ir,  which  venomous 
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Miaftns  lying  fo  long*  insinuate  themfelves  into  the  Ge¬ 
nital  Parts,  and  weakens  them  fo  as  to  render  Nature 
languid,  and  which,  (more  efpecially  if  the  Matter 
be  lockt  up  by  Ajir  ingents,  or  the  Patient  treated  with 
the  Mineral  Waters,  which  that  great  Man,  Dr.  Alex- 
ander  end ,  (who,  in  his  time,  was  Anatomy  Le&urer 
at  our  Hall,)  as  well  as  Dr.  Sydenham,  whom  we  be¬ 
fore  mention’d,  fays,  are  injurious)  doth,  in  procefs 
of  time,  advance  it  to  the  Pox ,  and  is,  what  is  fo 
much  practis’d,  even  by  Men  of  the  greateft  Names, 
tho’  to  the  Diftrudtion  of  fifteen,  and  probably  to  the 
Cure  only  of  five  in  twenty  ;  which  are  yet  enough 
for  them  to  attradl  Shoals  of  Patients ;  for  thofe  five 
being  Cured,  tho’  probably  but  of  very  flight  Cafes, 
do,  without  the  leaft  Shame,  proclaim  the  Perfon  that 
Cured  them,  to  others  rhat  ftand  in  need,  whence,  by 
the  Cure  of  one  fuch  Patient,  they  get  twenty,  when 
the  other  fifteen  are  obliged  to  be  filent,  and  bear  their 
Miferies,  brought  on  them  by  the  unskilful  Cure,  to 
avoid  the  Scandal,  and  being  fcoffed  at  by  their  Ac¬ 
quaintance,  remove  from  one  Phyfician  or  Surgeon  to 
another,  untill  they  have  found  the  Man  that  can 
Cure  them :  So  that  in  this,  as  in  other  Diftempers, 
the  killing  of  fifteen  Patients  in  twenty^  is  not  a  Pin 
hindrance,  for  the  Grave  flops  their  Mouths,  and  the 
performing  five  inconfiderable  Cures,  fhall  make  the 
Man  eminent,  and  wonderfully  encreafe  his  Practice, 
tho’  never  fo  Ignorant  or  Unskilful* 

And  it  is  not  here  and  there  that  thofe  Dodlors,  or 
rather  Men- fpoilers,  are  to  be  found,  but  almoft  in 
every  place,  there  being  fuch  a  number  of  them,  that 
as  one  obferves,  there  is  fcarce  one  even  to  the  molt 
whiffling  Journey-Man  Apothecary ,  but  gives  himfelf 
out  for  an  able  Man  in  this  refped  5  fo  that  to  one 
of  fufficient  Skill  in  thofe  Affairs,  you  may  find  an 
hundred,  (an  Author  fays,  many  more)  that  know 
little  or  nothing  of  the  matter ;  and  fays  further,  thac 
among  the  belt  of  them  that  do  underftand,  there  are 
not  a  few  but  what  are  govern’d  by  their  Incereft,  and 
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who  in  expedition  of  half  a  Guinea  or  fo,  will  per- 
fwade  thofe  that  confultthem,  that  they  have  the  Pox  , 
when  they  have  not ;  and  after  infufing  into  them  the 
belief,  treat  them  after  a  manner  unworthy  the  Cha¬ 
racter  of  Men  of  Honour :  But  what  do  I  talk  of 
Honour,  thofe  Mifcreants  have  neither  Honour  or 
Honefty  to  fway  them  ;  for  a  Man  of  Honour  would 
be  content  never  to  get  one  Penny,  than  abufe  the 
AffliCted  as  they  do,  who  not  only  deprive  them  of 
their  Mcny,  but  their  Health,  and  perhaps  their  Lives 
alfo,  the  moft  valuable  Treafure  they  have  :  Tis  fuch 
unchriftisn  and  inhuman  Ufage  as  this,  that  makes 
rnofe  that  have  the  Diftemper,  and  have  heard  of  their 
Barbarity,  almoft  afraid  to  feek  out  for  Cure,  even 
to  an  imprudent  delay,  left  they  fhould  unfortunately 
become  a  Prey  to  thofe  devouring  Ignoramufes . 

Thofe  Quacking  Emperical  Fellows  are  generally, 
as  obferv’d  before,  fuch  as  have  been  Jacks  of  all 
Trades,  and  by  Extrad,  perhaps  Smiths ,  C abler s. 
Tinkers,  Barbers,  Tailors ,  Bakers,  Weavers,  and  the 
like,  who  not  being  content  with  their  own  Bufinefs, 
are,  from  an  afpiripg  Inclination,  back’d  by  the  Stock 
of  Confidence  they  are  generally  furnifh’d  with,  and 
at  the  fame  time  prefuming  upon  the  Ignorance  of  a 
fort  of  People  abroad,  encourag’d  to  fet  upforDodors, 
and  among  the  Tribe  of  Diftempers,  they  pretend  to 
underhand,  will  not  forget  to  acquaint  you,  that  the 
Venereal  one,  they  are  old  Dogs  ar,  and  accordingly 
will  boldly  adventure  to  undertake  all,  in  what  Kind 
or  Degree  foever  Infeded  ;  nay,  (uling  the  Words  of 
fame  of  them)  Tho'  they  have  been  Flux'd  an  hundred 
time s,  and  Pcxt  fo  as  to  be  per  felly  Rotten^  being  broke 
out  in  a  thctifand  Places ,  &c.  or  elfe  require  nothing 
for  their  Pains,  which  is  as  much  as  to  fay,  no  Cure 
no  Mony  ;  when  the)  ought  to  keep  to  their  own  Cal- 
Tns,  according  to  that  Saying,  Ne  futor  ultra  Crepi- 
dam*  nay  I  know  a  Friend ,  viz.  a  Quaking  Apothe - 
■s.vy,  not  long  fince  fet  up  in  a  skirt  of  the  Town3 
•Ago.  by  his  (aboutj  five  Years  Service,  to  as  indif- 
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ferent  a  Maftcr,  for  Skill,  as  himfelf,  pretends  to 
have  acquired  fuch  profound  Knowledge  in  the  Cure 
of  the  Lues  Venerea ,  that  Duri  Oris  he  proclaims  him¬ 
fclf  very  expert  ;  and  in  order  to  manifeft  or  rather 
to  make  Trial  of)  his  woundy  great  Skill,  lately  un¬ 
dertook  the  Cure  of  a  young  Fellow,  who  after  he 
had  been  in  his  Hands  a  confiderable  time,  and  had 
taken  many  Medicines,  ask’d  this  profound  Dofror, 
what  he  muft  do  about  his  heat  of  Urine,  and.  the 
Running  ;  the  Ignorant  Apothecary ,  told  him,  that 
the  Running  was  his  Luft,  and  he  would  give  him 
fomething  to  abate  and  keep  it  under,  for  that  then 
the  I^unnin^  would  foon  flop,  and  after  that  the  heat 
of  Urine  would  leave  him ;  and  accordingly  to  abate 
his  Luft  (as  he  term’d  it)  orders  him  to  take,  fre¬ 
quently,  a  large  Dofe  of  fome  hot  fiery  Medicine, 
to  efFedt  it ;  but  the  Fellow  told  me  however  he  in¬ 
tended  it  for  the  cooling  of  his  Luft,  he  was  fure  it 
had  fir’d  his  Mouth,  Throat  and  Stomach  fo,  that  he 
was  almoft  as  perfe&iy  fcorch’d  by  it,  as  if  it  had 
been  Fire  :  And  what  was  further  obfervable  by  tak¬ 
ing  this  Medicine,  the  Patient’s  whole  Skin  was  died 
of  as  rubicund  a  Colour,  as  we  fee  fome  Perfons  Fa¬ 
ces  to  be  with  drinking  hot  Liquors  $  and  afterwards 
when  he  was  Cured  by  another  of  his  Clap,  he  had 
frequently  thofe  hidden  FJuftiings  all  over  him,  being 
the  effe&s  as  he  finds  of  that  hot  fiery  Medicine, 
which  renders  his  whole  Skin  as  red  as  if  it  was  paint¬ 
ed  :  If  this  Quaking  and  Quacking  Dotftor  deferves 
not  to  be  rank’d  among  the  number  of  Ignorant  Pre¬ 
tenders,  (we  juft  now,  and  (hall  further  hereafter  have 
occafion  to  mention)  I  am  miftaken  ;  but  what  do  I 
talk,  it  is  no  wonder  now  a  days  to  find  almoft  every 
little  Glifter  pipe  declare  himfelf  able  to  Cute  a  Clap ; 
nay,  their  very  Apprentice  Boys,  tho’  not  ferv’d  but  a 
Year  or  two  of  their  Times,  will  profefs  themfelvcs 
Skilful,  and  even  prefume  to  undertake  the  Curea 
which  they  no  ways  underhand,  and  indeed  have  no¬ 
thing 
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thing  to  do  with,  and  that  even  for  the  lucre  of  a  lit¬ 
tle  Pocket-Money,  to  the  utter  Ruin  of  the  Pa¬ 
tient. 

And  thus,  I  fay,  do  the  many  Quacking  Apotheccf 
ties,  tamper  with  and  abufe  thofe  they  undertake  ; 
which  fometimes  is  fo  abominable,  as  it  is  amazing, 
when  we  come  to  confider  that  fuch  Abufes  fhould  be 
|  fuft'ered,  and  the  Odender  go  unpunifh’d. 

And  indeed  it  is  to  be  admir’d,  that  Perfons  of 
Worth  and  Senfe  (as  we  daily  obferve  )  Ihould  at  any 
time  be  allur’d  by  the  fpecious  pretences  of  thofe  bale 
Medkafters :  Indeed  to  find  young  ignorant  Fellows 
and  Wenches  become  a  Prey  to  thefe  Devourers,  is 
not  fuch  a  wonder  ;  for  when  any  of  them  have  got 
the  Diftemper,  they  prefently  (for  want  of  better  un¬ 
demanding  )  run,  by  the  dire&ion  of  a  Bill  on  a  Pif- 
fing-Poft,  or  other  wife  ,  to  one  of  thofe  lmpcflors} 
where,  inftead  of  finding  a  Safe,  Speedy  and  Private 
Cure,  as  promis’d,  they  wofully  Experience  it  to  be, 
befides  the  deareft,  the  moft  uncertain,  expofing  and 
deftrudlive ;  but  if  at  any  time  any  fiiould  have  the 
good  lock  of  getting  tollerably  well  out  of  their  hands, 
tis  fcarce  once  in  ten  times  owing  to  their  Skill  or 
Medicines,  but  to  the  flightnefs  of  their  Infection, 
ffrength  and  robuftnefs  of  Habir,  and  kind  afliftance  of 
Nature, in  endeavouring  to  throw  off  the  Difeafe  ;  it  not 
being  to  be  luppos’d  thofe  Pretenders  adt  with  Judg¬ 
ment,  but  oftentimes  take  non  Caufn ,  fro  Caufa ,  attri¬ 
buting  the  Recovery  to  the  Medicines,  which  is  more 
due  to  Nature,  and  a  happy  Conftitution  ;  and  at 
belt,  if  any  of  thofe  Patients  would  but  look  back  and 
confider  the  great  hazard  they  underwent,  and  danger 
they  were  in,  while  in  the  hands  of  thofe  Pretenders, 
they  would  find  caufe  enough  to  be  thankful,  that: 
their  kind  Stars  had  afforded  them  fo  happy  a  Delive¬ 
rance;  and  after  all,  this  great  Cure,  (which  to  be  fure 
the  Pretender  will  magnifie  and  proclaim)  is  at  beft 
perhaps  but  a  Botch,  which  the  poor  Patient,  tho’not 
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prefenrly,  may  in  time  have  fufficient,  and  it  may  be 
too  much  caule  to  complain  of. 

Great  variety  of  thefe  Pretenders  is  the  World  at 
this  time  pefter’d  with,  infomuch  that  a  Man  (hall 
hardly  pafs  the  Streets  any  day  of  the  Week,  but  a 
printed  Bill  of  their  Bombaft  and  Nonfence  is  offer’d  to 
your  acceptance  :  One  thrufts  a  Bill  into  your  hands 
of  Eleftuarium  Mirabile ,  directing  to  Princes -ftreet,  two 
Pots  of  which,  it  tells  you,  feldom  fails  (or  rather, 
feldom  but  fails,)  of  making  a  perfect  Cure  ;  for  eight 
or  ten  of  that  Taylors ,  or,  as  fome  fay.  Footmans  Pots, 
were  fo  far  from  Curing  a  certain  Gentleman  I  know, 
who  unfortunately  was  hook’d  in  to  make  a  trial  there¬ 
of,  that  they  rendrcd  him  much  worfe ;  and  after  many 
other  Medicines  by  that  Quack  adminiftred  to  him, 
according  to  his  profound  Skill,  when  his  wonder¬ 
working  EleHuary  would  not  do,  was,  notwithftand- 
ing,  reduc’d  to  fuch  an  extream  emaciated  Condition, 
as  to  be  obliged  to  commit  himfelf  to  the  Care  of  an 
Artift,  who  by  proper  Methods  and  Medicines,  quickly 
and  perfectly  reftor’d  him. 

Alfo  another  Gentleman  that  came  out  of  this  Pre¬ 
tender’s  Hands  to  me  to  be  Cured,  which  I  perfectly 
perform’d,  told  me  afterwards  when  I  was  at  the  Ta¬ 
vern  with  him,  how  he  was  manag’d  by  this  Fellow  ; 
after,  fays  he,  I  had  been  in  his  hands  for  feveral 
Weeks,  without  the  leaft  benefit,  I  went  to  him  and 
told  him,  that  I  was  not  a  jot  the  better;  Sir,  fays 
he,  do  you  find  your  felf  worfe  ?  Why  truly,  fays  the 
Gentleman,  of  the  t  wo  I  think  I  am  rather  worfe  than 
better  :  Why  then,  fays  this  Quack,  you  will  cer¬ 
tainly  amend,  and  that  fpeedily.  Very  pretty  Logick, 
I  fuppofe  according  to  the  Proverb,  When  things  come 
to  the  vpcrft,  they  mil  mend •  But  truly,  fays  this  Gen¬ 
tleman,  if  becaufe  I  grow  worfe,  I  muft  from  thence 
grow  better,  it  is  time  for  me  to  look  out  elfewhere 
for  Cure,  which  accordingly  he  did  to  his  Satisfaction; 
and  many  others  aimoft  fpoil’d?  have  come  to  me  from 
^hac  Impoficr, 
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At  another  time  you  fhall  be  prefented  with  a  Quack 
Bill?  that  diredts  you  to  a  Country  Barber  near  Toms 
Coffee-Houfe,  Ludgdte ,  where  (as  it  fays)  is  to  be 
had  a  Safe ,  Speedy ,  and  Private  Cure,  by  Pills  and  Pow- 
ders ,  which  if  prove  no  more  fuccefsful  to  others,  than 
they  did  to  feveral  I  have  had  in  Cure  from  him?  is 
indifferent  Stuff  indeed. 

One  particular  Gentleman, after  being  wheedled  out 
of  five  or  fix  Guineas,  was  rendred  much  worfe ;  and 
upon  asking  the  Dodlorhow  he  came  by  his  Skill,  very 
fairly  told  him,  That  in  the  Country  he  Shav’d,  drew 
Teeth,  drefs’d  a  green  Wound,  ^and  the  like;  but 
coming  to  London ,  and  underftanding  that  Money  was 
to  be  gotten  by  that  Difeafe,  boldly  made  Publication. 
Hearing  of  which,  fays  the  Gentleman,  my  Heart 
funk  within  me,  thinking  I  had  got  into  the  Hands  of 
a  hopeful  Dodtor  indeed,  who  by  the  fequel  prov’d  to 
be  as  ignorant  as  he  fear’d,  for  the  Gentleman  grew 
worfe  and  worfe, ‘inftead  of  growing  better,  and  there¬ 
fore  left  him  and  came  to  me,  who,  with  his  Lady,  I 
cured  in  about  three  Weeks  time,  after  as  many  or 
more.  Months  in  the  other’s  Hands,  to  no  purpofej 
•The  thoughts  of  being  abus’d  thus,  enraged  the  Gen¬ 
tleman  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  he  frequently  faid  he 
Ihould  never  die  in  peace,  till  he  was  reveng’d  of  that 
Villain,  Rogue,  as  he  call’d  him. 

Another  time  you  lhall  happen  upon  a  Bill  of  the 

fam’d  Quack  C - s  a  T - g  in  Lincoln  sTnn- 

Pieldsy  one  of  a  profound  Skill  in  the  Venereal  Difeafe , 
as  appears  by  a  Trial,  not  long  fince,  between  him 
and  a  Gentleman,  ( before  my  Lord  Chief  Juftice 
Holt)  whole  Nephew  he  had  in  Cure  for  a  Venereal 
Malady,  and  died  of  it  ;  upon  which  Trial,  as  I  was 
told  the  Story  by  a  Patient  of  mine,  a  Lawyer,  that 
laid  he  heard  it,  the  Dodtor  was  Caft ;  and  that 
the  caufe  of  the  young  Gentleman’s  Death,  was  (  as 
fuppos’d  )  for  want  ot  true  management  in  his  Cure. 
And  as  alfo  appears  by  his  undertaking  a  very  pretty 
Gentleman  ( that  was  afterwards  my  Patient)  to  Cure 
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of  a  recent  mild  Clap,  peremptorily  in  fourteen  days, 
for  four  Guineas ,  or  to  have  nothing  for  his  pains,  as 
reciprocal  Notes  under  the  Dottor’s  and  Patient’s  Hands 
to  that  purpofe,  made  appear  5  but  after  fixteen  or  fe- 
venteen  days,  not  being  the  better,  meeting  with  my 
Book,  came  to  defire  my  Advice  only,  for  which  he 
handfomly  gratify *d  me  :  I  told  him  he  was  in  the 
wrong  way  of  Cure,  and  that  a  Cordce ,  See.  was 
creeping  upon  him,  and  that  it  was  well  if  a  Tumor 
Humor  alls  did  not  happen  upon  the  Tefticle ,  which  by 
the  Symptoms,  I  fear’d  would  enfue  ;  however  he 
goes  to  his  Dodfor  again,  and  exprefies  his  Fears,  who 
was  fo  far  from  hearkning  to  him,  that  he  told  him  he 
fhould  be  pofitively  well  in  a  Week.  The  Gentleman 
reply ’d,  the  fourteen  days  were  expired,  and  he  was 
to  Cure  him  in  that  time;  upon  which  the  Dodtor 
ask’d  him  to  fee  the  Note,  which  the  Gentleman 
fhew’d  him,  and  which  he  took  and  tore,  and  laid, 
that  it  was  a  Judgment  upon  him  for  fetting  a  time 
for  Cure.  The  Gentleman  finding  he  was  bubbled* 
to  prevent  being  expos’d,  paid  him  what  they  agreed 
for,  and  came  immediately  to  me,  but  before  that 
time,  was  feiz’d  juft  as  I  had  Prognofticated,  with  a 
very  painful  Swelling  on  one  Tefticle ,  a  very  fevere 
Cordee ,  &c.  all  which  I  remov’d,  and  in  about  three 
weeks  time  dilmifs’d  him  perfedtly  Cur’d. 

At  other  times  you  lhall  meet  with  other  Bills,  fent 
abroad  by  Women,  for  the  Cure  of  the  Venereal  Di- 
feafe  ;  Advercifements  of  a  Drink  and  Pill,  by  the 
Quaci  Dodlrefs  Kjrleus ,  (  I  leave  the  Sober  to  judge  of 
their  Modefty,  as  well  as  Judgment,  in  undertaking 
fuch  Cures  in  Men,)  as  alfo  many  other  ridiculous  Li¬ 
bels,  fill’d  with  nonfenfical  Cant ,  too  numerous  to 
particularize,  and  not  worth  while  to  relate,  are  di- 
ftributed  about  ;  by  means  of  which  numbers  are  daily 
allur’d,  and  few  that  go,  come  off  without  Ruin. 
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Others  there  are  that  only  adorn  Piffing- Places, 
Polls  and  Doors,  Corner  houfes,  Thorow- fairs,  <&c. 
with  their  deluding  Quack  Impertinence;  one  of  which 
prefents  you  with  a  fallible  Story  of  three  infallible 
Cures  in  Fen-Church- ftreet .  / 

Another  tells  you  of  Cure  for  the  French  Pox  by 
A .  N.  in  the  Mmories ,  a  Surgeon,  as  he  ftiles  himfelf, 
tho’  but  a  while  ago  a  Journyman-Baker  in  White - 
Ch  eippel. 

Another  by  an  only  truly  approv’d  Phyfician,  of 
many  years  Handing,  &c. 

Another  recommending  his  AquaTetracbyma^cgon,  a 
name  pickt  out  on  purpofe  to  amule  the  Ignorant 
with* 

Another  bids  the  People  Read,  Try ,  Judge,  and  Speak, 
as  they  find,  which  when  they  do,  as  a  certain  Author 
obferves,  is  commonly  utter’d  with  a  fhower  of  heavy 
Oaths  and  Execrations  againft  the  Pretender,  for  his 
Trying  Conclulions,  and  for  leading  them  on  from  the 
inconliderableMifchance  of  a  recent  Gonorrhaajcalding 
of  Vrine,  Bubo ,  &c.  into  the  molt  lamentable  excru¬ 
ciating  Nodturnal  Dolors,  and  oftentimes  many  more 
dangerous,  if  not  irrepairable  Mifchiefs. 

If  you  take  a  Walk  in  an  Afternoon  into  Morefields , 
there  for  your  Diverfion  (for  it  is  really  Comical} 
you  will  fee  a  Mountebank  or  Emperick  mounted  on  his 
Stage,  which  he  tells  you  is  built  upon  his  own  Ground, 
at  his  own  Door,  who,  if  you  remark,  (after  agreat 
deal  of  Foolery  and  Nonfenfe  by  his  merry  Andrew, 
and  after  a  reverend  Congee)  addrelfe^  his  numerous 
Auditors  and  ignorant  Admirers  with  a  great  deal  of 
Ribaldry  of  his  profound  Skill  in  the  Art  of  Phyhck, 
and  his  Charitable  readinels  to  allift  the  languifhing 
Poor,  and  the  like;  and  among  the  many  thoufands 
of-  great  Cures  in  every  Diftemper  that  he  tells  you 
he  has  perform’d,  acquaints  you  at  lad,  what  Succefs 
he  has  had  in  the  Pox,  how  he  has  Cur’d  Thoufands 
thereof,  making  the  Conditions  of  them,  which  he 
icils  you  hehasCured,  fo lamentably  bad,  (altogether 
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Incredible  but  with  the  Vulgar)  that  none  but  himfelf 
was  able  to  Cure  them,  and  that  if  he  had  not  under¬ 
took  them,  they  could  never  have  been  Cur’d, 

And  when  his  profound  Dodforfhip  begins  to  draw  his 
Hammering  Harrangue  to  a  Conclufion,  endeavours 
to  poffefsthe  People  with  the  ufefulnefsof  his  Twelve- 
Penny  Packer,  and  that  fer  fo  fmall  a  matter  as  one 
Shilling,  theyfhould  never  be  without  thole  Medicines  5 
and  for  their  better  Encouragement,  the  Dodfor  pre- 
fents  them  with  a  Bottle  of  his  Royal  Stiptick  into  the 
bargain,  and  fo  difmounrs  his  Stage  5  after  which* 
merry  Andrew,  the  Dolor’s  Interpreter,  diltribures  his 
Nonfenfical  Bills  to  the  Auditory,  which  begins,  Bf 
Her  Majefty  s  Permiffion ,  tkc.  wherein  he  recites  the 
Cures  he  pretends  to  have  perform’d,  and  the  Symp¬ 
toms  he  lays  the  Patients  complain’d  of,  after  fo  ex¬ 
traordinary  (tho*  fallacious)  a  manner,  as  to  ftrike 
Admiration  into  the  filly  People  that  read  them  ;  by 
which  means  perhaps  he  decoys  fame  of  them  into 
his  Clutches,  when  no  doubt  but  he  makes  ufe  of 
the  opportunity  in  deluding  them  of  their  Mony,  if 
not  difpolTeding  them  of  their  Lives,  the  molt  valuable 
Treafure  in  the  World. 

Another  notorious  upftart  Dutch  Quae k,  is  now  and 
then  amuling  the  People  with  his  Bills  of  Royal  DecoHion 
or  Diet  Drinks  diftinguilh’d  at  top  with  a  Coat  of  Arms 
forfootb,  and  Printed  in  a  particular  Character  to  be 
taken  notice  of,  among  which  piece  of  inconfiffency, 
he  tells  the  World  with  a  more  than  ordinary  Bravo, 
that  his  Royal  Drink,  will  work  impoflibilities ,  for 
fays  he,  ( uling  his  own  Words)  If  the  Patients  Shin 
Bones  be  foul,  or  any  other ,  it  JhaU  caufe  them  to  exfoli¬ 
ate  and  come  out  (mind  the  Man)  without  Cutting  or 
Burning ,  and  will  afterwards  heal  the  Par: s,  by  its  own 
fanative  Virtues ,  without  Sahe  or  Plainer ,  the  Truth  of 
which ,  fays  he,  can  be  teflified  by  Thoufands ,  whom  this 
DecoHion  has  Cur  d  in  Holland,  Zealand,  Brabant, 
Flanders,  as  well  as  here  in  London.  Which  is  fuch  & 
Jeft,  and  the  whole  Bill  fuch  Jargon ,  as  fhews  the 
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Ignorance  and  Confidence  of  the  Man,  and  which  to 
be  fure  none  but  the  egregioufly  Foolifli,  will  ever 
believe  or  make  tryal  of,  for  Wife  Men  know  better, 
and  laugh  at  his  Affurance,  fuppofing  him  to  have  got 
an  old  Womans  Receipt,  with  a  Probattim  eft  at  its 
Tail*  when  there  is  no  more  in  it,  than  in  old  Culpe¬ 
per’s  Receipt  for  the  Head-ach,  which  he  afferted  would 
be  Curd)  by  combing  the  Head  with  a  Comb  made  of  a 
Pyims  Horn ;  of  the  right  Horn ,  for  the  pain  of  the 
right  fide  of  the  Heady  and  of  the  lefty  for  the  left 
fide ,  and  by  hoping  to  catch  fome  filly  People  by  it 
goes  on,  not  doubting  but  to  make  a  better  penny  by  it, 
than  by  his  Cuftomary  fmall  pittance  of  a  Groat  or 
Sixpence  to  caft  Pifst  reftore  loft  Maiden  Heads3  tell 
FortuneSy  or  of  Goods  ftol'n  or  ftrayd . 

But  however,'  fays  he,  this  can  be  trflijy’d  by  thou - 
fandsy  'abroad  and  at  home,  very  few  I  doubt  in 
London  ?  But  if  you  would  have  more  Gentlemen, 
you  muft  take  a  trip  to  Holland ,  Flanders ,  and  God 
knows  whither,  and  then  you  (hall  return  as  wife  as 
you  went.  O  /  horrible  Confidence,  that  any  one 
fhould  declare  it,  exfoliate  Bones ,  heal  Vlcers,  Sorest 
&c.  and  that  by  a  Diet-Drinl\y  without  any  outward  Ap - 
plication  but  what  is  a  hundred  times  more  amazing 
is,  that  any  one  ftiould  believe  it,  which  fome  have 
done,  becaufe  after  his  30  Days  Courfe  to  no  pur- 
pofe,they  have  came  to  me  for  Cure.  I  dont  doubt  but 
by  the  fame  Rule,  ’twill  Cure  Fra£lurest  and  Diflo - 
cations  without  Reduction  ?  If  therefore  Gentlemen 
you  are  troubled  with  any  manner  of  uneafinefs, 
and  were  ever  in  your  lives  under  a  Venereal  Circum- 
ftance,  tho’  really  Cur’d,  and  what  you  feel  or  are 
difturb’d  about,  be  nothing  but  Cold,  to  be  fure  the 
Dotftor  will  tell  you  *tis  Venercaly  and  upon  taking 
his  Decoftion,  you  are  Cur’d  of  that  Cold,  which  a 
little  Butter'd  Ale  or  Time ,  would  foon  have  worn  away  ; 
yet  a  wonderful  Cure  is  wrought,  which  he  will  not 
fail  to  proclaim,  though  altogether  forreign  to  the 
Venereal  Taint.  As  a  confirmation  of  fomething  in 
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that  kind,  I  will  here  give  only  two  or  three  Inftan- 
ces,  from  among  many  others  that  I  could  relate, which 
were  cold  me  concerning  this  wonderful  wonder-work¬ 
ing  Deco&ion.  ; 

A  Gentleman,  under  a  highly  Scorbutic 4  habit  of 
Body,  and  a  little  of  the  Hippo  attending,  meeting 
with  one  of  this  Dutch  Man’s  Bills,  and  remembring 
a  Venereal Cir c u m ftance  he  had  35  Years  before,  when 
he  was  a  Youngifter,  applies  himfeif  to  the  Dodtor, 
who  told  him  his  Cafe  was  Venereal ,  and  that  his 
Drink  would  Cure  him,  the  Gentleman  fufficiently 
fancying  himfeif  to  have  the  Difeafe,  was  not  fo  much 
allarm’d  at  that,  as  he  was  overjoy’d  of  meeting,  as  he 
thought,witha  lure  Cure,and  fo  readily  agrees  upon  the 
Dodtors  terms  and  begins ;  but  at  the  end  of  the  time 
fer,  he  was  juft  the  fame  as  when  he  began,  which 
ftruck  fuch  a  Terror  into  the  Gentleman,  back’d  with 
his  Hypochondriack  fancy  that  now  he  fhould  never 
get  Cur’d,  as  made  him  in  his  own  Opinion  ten  Thou- 
iand  times  worfe  than  before:  Upon  hearing  of 
me  and  my  Book  by  fome  Body ,  he  applies 
himlelf  to  me,  telling  me  a  doleful  Cafe  of  his 
being  almoft  devour’d  with  the  Pox ,  the  Methods  he 
had  gone  through,  and  that  he  was  in  fuch  fear  of  his 
Nofe,  that  he  could  very  feldom  fleep,  without  awa¬ 
king  with  Frights,  almoft  ready  to  kill  him.  After 
the  ftricfteft  enquiry  that  I  could  poftibly  make,  I  told 
him  poficively  his  Cafe  was  not  Venereal ,  buc  a  high 
Scurvy ,  which  tho*  it  was  long  before  I  could  prevail 
with  him  to  believe, yet  ac  laft  did  yield  to  have  An- 
tilcorbuticks  adminiftred,  which  in  a  few  Weeks  time 
had  the  delired  Etfedf,  and  perfectly  recover’d  him, 
that  fince,  upon  thinking  of  his  former  melancholly 
Fancy,  makes  himfeif  merry,by  laughing  at  his  Folly. 

Another  Gentleman  that  was  vex’d  with  an  ill  Gleet  ^ 
after  the  Cure  ol  a  Clap ,  was  directed  to  him  ;by 
one  of  his  Brils  for  Cure,  which  he  told  him  would 
be  perform’d  alfo  by  his  Ryyal  DecoElion ,  the  Gen¬ 
tleman  being  Curious,  ask’d  him  by  what  means  .his 
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Drink  would  effeft  ir,  he  told  him  by  taking  away 
the  Malignity,  that  I  have  none  of  fays  the  Gentle¬ 
man,  for  my  Gleet  is  only  from  Weaknefs,  however 
the  Dodlor  alluring  him  it  would  Cure  him,  which 
was  what  the  Gentleman  wanted,  though  he  could  no 
otherwife  be  fatisfied  it  would  do  fo,  but  as  the  Doctor 
told  him  becaufe  it  would,  he  began  and  went  on, 
but  without  the  leaft  Succefs,  for  the  Gentleman  came 
afterwards  tome  for  Cure,  telling  me  the  Story,  was 
Cur’d  according  to  his  Expe&ation,  and  I  handfome- 
ly  rewarded  for  my  Pains. 

One  more  that  I  fhall  mention  was  a  Man  of  but  in¬ 
different  Circumftances  in  the  World,  who  had  got 
the  Itch ,  his  Wife  alfo  and  a  Child  ;  it  was  a  con¬ 
firm’d  one,  and  very  Rebellious,  it  refilling  the  com¬ 
mon  Remedies  in  thofe  Cafes,  which  put  the  Man  up¬ 
on  the  thought  of  a  former  Clap  he  had,  and  fear’d 
it  to  be  the  Pox  >  meeting  with  the  Doctors  Bill  goes 
to  him  for  his  Opinion,  he  told  him  ’twas  Venereal  and 
askt  thirty  Pounds  to  Cure  them  ;  but  it  being  more 
Mony  than  he  could  raife,  and  hearing  by  chance  of 
me,  comes  for  my  Advice,  I  immediately  told  him 
’twas  nothing  but  the  Itch,  which  he  could  fcarcely 
believe,  becaufe  before  he  had  been  told,  and  was 
allur’d  'twas  the  Pox,  I  alfur’d  him  to  the  contrary, 
undertook  both  him,  his  Wife  and  Child,  and  Cur’d 
them  for  about  five  Pounds,  with  Remedies  fuccefsful 
in  fuch  Cafes,  which  has  fince  convinc’d  the  Man  it 
was  no  other  than  what  I  had  told  him. 

Indeed  I  have  been  fomewhat  more  particular  in 
this  matter,  becaufe  obferving  the  fallacy  of  the  thing, 
which  is  fo  notorious  and  the  alfurance  with  which  it 
is  fet  forth,  I  could  not  choofe  but  to  take  more  no¬ 
tice  of  it  than  ordinary,  to  prevent  if  polfible  the 
Peoples  being  impofed  upon  and  bubbled,  as  many 
have  related  to  me  they  have  been,  and  which  the 
next  opportunity  I  may  more  fully  demonftrate  ;  for 
as  it  is  lmpoflible  that  any  Medicine  in  the  World, 
even  the  molt  powerful,  Ihould  have  any  thing  inhe¬ 
rent 
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rent  in  ir,  or  have  fueh  influence  or  power  on  human 
Bodies,  fo  as  to  heal  Vlcers ,  Sores>  Fiftulas ,  exfoliate 
Carious  Bones ,  &c.  without  any  outward  Application, 
as  this  Dutch  pretender  infinuates,  fo  for  the  good  of 
the  People  I  would  have  it  to  be  underflood,  and  ap¬ 
peal  at  the  fame  time  to  all  Phyflcians  and  Surgeons  in 
the  World  whether  it  be  not  Fadt  •  for  it  is  pitty  that 
he  Ihould  be  thus  fuffer’d  to  go  on,  and  impofe  upon 
the  People,  which  is  not  only  injuring  them  in  their 
Eftates,  but  Healths  and  Lives,  if  any  fliould  be  fo 
unfortunate  as  to  fall  into  his  Hands;  to  redrefs  which 
grievances  ’tis  hoped  that  our  Hall  and  thofe  that  have 
a  Power  to  do  it,  will  fpeediJy  take  Cognifance  of 
fuch  and  not  fuffer  them  thus  to  go  on,  to  theabufe 
and  ruin  of  the  People. 

But  to  give  you  a  further  Specimen  of  thofe  Fellows 
dealing  with  their  Patients,  I’ll  relate  the  following 
Story. 

A  fober  Woman  that  I  knew,  who  being  afftkfted 
in  an  extraordinary  manner  with  the  Whites,  apply’d 
her  felf  to  one  of  thofe  pretended  Dodtors  for  Cure, 
who,  after  a  long  time  keeping  her  in  Hand,  and 
adminiftring  a  great  number  of  Medicines  to  no  pur- 
pofe,  told  her  at  laft,  that  her  Cafe  was  Venereal ,  and 
that  all  this  while  it  was  a  Clap  (he  had,  and  repri¬ 
manded  her  for  impofing  on  him,  for  now  he  muft 
take  another  Courfe  ;  the  poor  Woman  (which  was 
known  to  be  of  fober  Life  and  Converlation)  was 
mightily  troubled  that  he  fliould  offer  to  charge  her 
with  fuch  a  thing  ;  for  that  flie  w'ell  knowing  it  to 
be  otherwife,  fear’d  left  thereby  fhe  fliould  be  brought 
under  a  Reproach,  and  told  him  the  fame  3  but  heftill 
perfifted  therein,  and  told  her  he  was  pofitive  it  muft 
be  fo,  for  if  it  were  the  Whites  only,  the  Medicines 
he  had  given  her,  would,  long  fincc,  have  Cur’d  her: 
In  this  diftrefled  Condition,  (fhe  by  the  Advice  of  a 
Friend)  applies  her  felf  to  a  Phyfician,  and  acquaints 
him  of  her  Quondam  Doctor’s  Opinion;  who  (after 
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condemning  him  as  he  deferv’dj  prefcrib’d  her  a 
Courfe  which  foon  remov’d  her  Indifpofition. 

Ic  may  eafily  be  imagin’d  what  Work  this  Impudent 
Fellow  would  have  made  with  this  poor  Woman,  if 
Ihe  had  continued  in  his  Hands,  but  it  was  her  Hap- 
pinefs  (he  efcap’d  him  ;  for  thereby  flie  not  only  fav’d 
her  Mony  and  regain’d  her  Health,  but  preferv’d  her 
Life,  which  in  all  probability,  (he  might  in  his  Hands, 
have  been  depriv’d  of.  By  this  Inftance  may  be  feen 
their  intolerable  Ignorance  and  Villany. 

There  are  many  of  thofe  needy  rafcally  Fellows 
that  do  prefently  proclaim  every  Diftemper  they  meet 
with  to  be  the  Pox ,  fo  it  but  in  the  leaft  refembles  it, 
and  by  that  means  have  fet  Parents  againft  their  Chil¬ 
dren,  Matters  againft  their  Servants,  one  Friend  againft 
another,  and  which  is  worfe,  have  fet  Women  againft 
their  Husbands,  and  Husbands  againft  their  Wives, 
poffefling  them,  that  they  have  not  only  got  the 
Diftemper,  but  that  they  are  in  imminent  Danger, 
and  unlefs  fpeedily  undertaken,  will  be  too  far  gone 
to  be  retriev’d  ;  by  which  means  (efpecially  if  the 
Patient  labour  much  under  the  Indifpofirion,  have 
their  Minds  perplext,  or  are  Hypochondriacal  or  Me- 
lancholly)  they  are  fo  loaded  and  tormented  with  the 
Thoughts  of,  as  to  be  run  into  a  perfeift  hatred  and 
deteftation  of  one  another,  caufing  Strife  and  Differ¬ 
ence  between  Man  and  Wife,  which  perhaps  ’tis  im- 
pofiible  to  get  quickly,  if  at  all  reconcil'd  ;  Hypo¬ 
chondriacal  People  readily  taking  up  with  every  thing 
againft  thcmfelves,  and  often  believing,  that  they  feel,, 
what  they  fancy,  and  fancy  what  they  feel,  and  will 
not  prefently  be  perfwaded*  but  that  it  is  in  every 
refpetft  juft  with  them,  as  their  defigning  Quack  had 
gave  them  affurance;  but  the  greater  is  the  pity  that 
luch  Fellows  Ihould  be  fuffered. 

Not  a  Mile  from  Ludgate  lives  another  Quack? 
Voftor^  alias  a  Nailor,  who  ftiles  himfelf  Tour  Old 
Friend,  and  defires  you  not  to  forget  him,  tho *  be  has 
left  off  the  common  way  of  Pub  tiffing  $  if  he  can- 
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not  Cure  you,  you  are  doubtlefs  in  a  bad  CASE ; 
but  if  he  cannot  rid  you  of  your  Diftempgr,  you 
may  depend  on’r,  he  can  of  your  Mony  ;  which 
when  once  he  has  Finger’d,  it  is  no  matter  to  him, 
whether  or  no  you  have  your  Cure,  notwithstanding 
his  plaufible  invitation  of  SEgrotantis  me  Miferet*  Af¬ 
ter  this  manner  were  feveral  People  ferv’d  by  him  that 
came  afterwards  to  me  for  Cure. 

One  poor  Fellow  in  particular,  came  lately  to  im¬ 
plore  my  afliftance,  that  had  been  in  his  Hands  for  a 
mil dClap,  many  Months,  till  all  bis  Mony  was  gone, 
and  render’d  worfe  inftead  of  better,  which  the  Im- 
tfi  or  perceiving,  would  do  no  more  for  him,  uniels 
he  would  bring  him  more  Money,  and  then  he  fhould 
hive  a  Diet-Drink,  which  he  told  him  would  Cure 
him  :  He  carried  all  the  Mony  he  could  get,  by  bor¬ 
rowing  a  little  of  one,  and  a  little  of  another,  (being 
in  a  Condition  not  able  to  follow  his  Employ  to  get 
any)  to  purchafe  this  Drink,  and  then  bid  to  come 
Dch  a  Day  and  he  fhould  have  it,  which  he  did,  and 
then  was  put  off  till  another  Day,  with  the  pretence 
of  fergetting  it ;  at  another  time  not  leifure  to  make 
it,  and  fo  drill’d  him  on,  from  time  to  time,  for  feve¬ 
ral  Weeks,  till  his  Diftemper  had  fo  advanc’d,  that 
had  he  not  met  with  my  Book  and  come  under  my 
Care,  (and  who  I  undertook. more  out  of  Charity 
than  any  thing  elfe)  he  might  have  died  in  a  Ditch, 
(for  the  care  his  Do&or  took)  but,  under  God  I  Cur’d 
him, .  and  is  now  in  his  Buiinds,  as  Well,  Hearty, 
and  Strong,  as  ever  he  was  in  his  Life. 

’Tis  fuch  as  thofe  that  are  the  Peft  or  Plague  of  hu¬ 
man  Kind;  who,  notwithftanding  their  fpecious  Pre¬ 
tences  of  No  Cure  no  Mony,  and  Cure  without  PoyJbny 
(which,  taking  them  as  they  mean,  is  truly  without 
Many  no  Cure,  nor  then  neither,  and  without  Poifon 
you  cannot  be  Cured)  do  daily  gull  People  of  iheir 
Mony,  difmifs  them  without  Cure,  and  it  may  be, 
Poifon  them  into  the  Bargain;  for  I  dare  be  pofmve 
;here  was  never  any  conliderable  Cure  ( pretend  what 
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they  will)  fecurely  effected  without  Mercurial  Prepa 
rations  nor  yet  with  Mercury ,  by  any  of  them,  for 
want  of  a  true  exhibition ;  and  more  are  impos’d 
upon  and  ruin’d  by  their  fallacious  Invitations,  and 
dangerous  Preparations,  than  the  Diftemper  if  let  a- 
lone,  would,  in  that  time  do  of  it  felf  ;  for  when 
they  meet  with  a  Patient  that  is  but  (lightly  Infedted, 
and  is  timorous,  they  prefently  declare  it  inveterate 
and  dangerous ;  and  again,  the  moft  confirm’d  Vox  in 
others  that  flight  it,  they  make  nothing  of,  telling 
them  they  will  carry  it  off  immediately  ;  thus  plea- 
fing  every  one’s  Humour  till  they  get  them  into  their 
Clutches  $  which,  when  they  have  done,  they  play 
their  Pranks  in  making  them  take  the  prepofterous 
Jumble  they  prepare,  and  pay  what  Price  they  (hall 
ask  ;  tho’  it  had  been  better  for  fuch  Patients  to  have 
given  ten  times  the  Mony  never  to  have  ‘come  into 
their  Hands  ;  for  thereby  they  would  have  avoided 
the  Mifchiefs  that  thole  dangerous  Preparations  too 
frequently  plunge  them  into ;  and  hundreds  of  diftref- 
fed  Gallicans  have  been  fpoii’d  by  their  management, 
ana  run  aJmoft  to  their  Wits  ends;  fome  of  whicha 
afrer  having  fpent  all  their  Mony,  ruin’d  their  Repu¬ 
tation,  and  loft  Perhaps  Palate ,  No/e ,  or  both,  have 
afterwards  been  not  a  little  pleas’d  that  they  have  at 
laft  fo  happily  efcap’d  with  their  Lives. 

And  tho'  thefe  Quacks  tickle  the  Peoples  Ears,  with 
the  pleafingji  and  as  the  Patient  thinks,  fafe  Invitati¬ 
on  of  No  Cure  no  Moiiy,  and  Cure  without  Poifon  ;  yet 
you  (hall  not  find  but  that  when  you  apply  to  the 
hrft,  he  will  tell  you  ’us  however  Cuftomary  and  Ci¬ 
vil  upon  admittance,  (for  Encouragement,  and  in  or 
dcr  to  his  peculiar  Care  of  youj  to  drop  him  a  fmall 
piece  or  two  ;  which  the  Patient  upon  the  Doftor’s 
Rbetorick  and  Affurances  of  bis  Cure,  knows  not 
how  to  refufe;  and  which  when  he  has  work’d  out 
by  the  few  Medicines  that  he  has  fent  yoUj  and  inftead 
of  4  your  being  better  by 'them,  you  are  rend  red 
much  worffj  he  will,  without  (training  his  Confci- 
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ence,  or  fo  much  as  blulhing  at  his  own  Impudence, 
make  a  fecond  Affault  upon  you,  by  accofting  you  af¬ 
ter  this  manner,  vi%.  That  by  the  Medicines  he  has 
adminiftred,  (which  are  always  fuccefsful  in  others)  it 
appears  that  your  Diftemper  encreafes,  and  that  it  is 
wholly  through  your  own  negled:  or  irregularity  in 
not  conforming  to  his  Orders  and  Dire&ions,  and 
that  it  is  to  no  purpofe  for  him  to  have  to  do  with 
fuch  Patients  which  will  but  bring  difcredit  upon  his 
Pra&ice;  for  that  it  plainly  appears  by  their  inordi¬ 
nate  Living,  and  the  new  Herd  of  Symptoms  com¬ 
plain'd  of,  that  they  have  again  been  a  dabling,  and 
acquir’d  a  frefli  Clap  ;  which  he’ll  tell  you,  he  is  full 
as  well  fatisfied  in  the  Truth  of,  as  if  he  himfelf  had 
been  the  Perfon  you  had  fo  lately  been  concern’d  with, 
and  that  when  he  undertook  you,  he  made  no  Bargain 
to  Cure  one  Clap  upon  another,  therefore  expe&s  to 
be  fatisfied  for  what  he  has  done,  before  he  dilcharges 
you  ;  upon  which,  it  appears,  there  is  no  Remedy 
left,  if  you  would  preferve  your  Credit,  (  tho’  you  are 
Innocent  as  to  his  Charge,)  but  to  throw  him  down  a 
Guinea  or  two  more,  in  order  to  get  clear  of  him  ; 
which,  when  done,  it  is  odds  but  you  happen  into  the 
hands  of  a  fecond  Quack,- Salver,  as  bad  as  the  former, 
(  they  being  fo  numerous  )  and  that  in  a  much  worfe 
Condition  than  when  you  apply’d  to  the  firft. 

As  to  the  other  Quach  ^at  allures  you  he  Cures, 
without  Poifcn,  you  have  the  fame  reafon  to  believe 
you  will  be  as  foon  ruin’d,  as  with  the  No  Cure  no  Mo¬ 
ney  Quack  ;  it  being  too  true,  that  thole  that  explode 
Mercury ,  are  generally  the  only  Perfons  that  make  the 
moft  ufc  of  it,  tho’  an  hundred  times  worfe  prepar’d, 
than  that  commonly  adminiftred  by  others,  and  to 
make  appear  their  enormous  Treachery  in  that  point ; 
I’ll  relate  the  Story  of  one  which  I  have  read  of,  who 
was  a  bitter  inveigher  againft  Mercury ,  and  yet  in 
about  two  Drams  of  Pills  which  he  fold  for  the  Vene¬ 
real  Difeafe ,  and  avow’d  were  wholly  free  from  that 
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pernicious  Medicine,  as  he  call'd  it,  there  was  found 
upon  a  Chymical  Annfyfis  of  the  Compofition,  not  iefs 
than -half  a  Dram  and  fifteen  Grains  of  Quickfilver,  or 
Crude  Mercury ,  the  moft  dangerous  of  all  to  be  admi- 
niftred  ;  by  which  we  may  fee  there  is  no  believing 
thofe  Fellows,  thofe  Monfters  of  Men,  void  of  Ho¬ 
nour  and  Honefty,  who  value  not  what  Lies  they 
tell,  and  Knavery  they  commit,  fo  they  get  but  the 
Money,  which  is  the  only  thing  they  aim  at,  and  the 
foie  end  of  all  their  Subtlety  and  Defign. 

Some  perhaps  among  the  reft  there  may  be,  that 
really  endeavour  the  welfare  of  thofe  they  undertake, 
and  accordingly  wdl  treat 'em  to  the  Left  of  their  Skill ; 
but  then,  if  fuch  be  not  well  vers'd  in  the  Nature  of 
the  Diftemper,  and  right  management  of  the  Patient, 
they  may,  notwithstanding  their  fair  meaning,  bring 
Ruin  upon  the  Patient,  and  that  inevitably  5  for,  if 
for  any  one  to  undertake  the  Cure  of  a  Diftemper 
which  they  do  not  underhand,  be  Juftifiable  and  Ho- 
neft,  for  my  part  I  have  done,  for  I  know  not  what 
Honefty  means  ;  however  they  may*  as  commonly  they 
do,  tell  the  Patient  honeftly,  that  they  will  try  what 
they  can  do;  and  if  they  find  they  cannot  Cure  them, 
they  will  honeftly  tell  them  fo,  that  they  may  npt  be 
fpoii’d  by  others,  or  rather,  that  they  may  apply  to 
lomebody  eife.  1  his  they  call  fair  and  upright  Deal¬ 
ing,  ruining  the  Patient  perhaps  under  that  pretext; 
but  thofe  that  fubrnit  to  luch  Fellows,  however  plaufl- 
xb!e  they  may  feem,  deferve  Ruin;  for  who  but  meer 
Naturals  would  be  content  to  fee  themfelves  fo  delud¬ 
ed  and  abus’d.  Thofe  that  are  promis’d  a  Cure  by 
others, with  the  affurances  they  ufually  give,are  not  near 
fo  much  to  blame,  lor  in  the  Hands  of  fuch  they  make 
depeadance,  when  the  others  tell  you,  they  will  try 
whether  they  can  Cure  you  or  no,  tho’  perhaps  atlalt 
you  may  fare  as  well  in  the  Hands  of  one,  as  you 
might  in  the  other;  it  being  the  general  way  of  thofe 
that  are  fo  very  confident,  (  as  before  oblerv^d  )  to 
Screen  their  Ignorance  wi?h  their  Hypocritical  an# 
b'V-n  i  4  *  '  Self: fc 
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Selfiffi  Shams  and  Evafions,  and  make  the  poor  Pa¬ 
tient  bear  the  burden  of  their  Mifcarriages,  by  telling 
them  their  Irregularities  have  been  the  (ole  caufe  of  all 
the  Mifchiefs  they  complain  of:  And  indeed,  a  Man 
that  has  the  Difeafe,  may  as  reafonably  hope  for  Cure 
by  repeating  the  Venereal  Adi  with  the  fame  or  worfe 
infedted  Woman,  as  from  thole  bafe  Intruders,  or  ra¬ 
ther  Deftroyers  ;  for  by  that  means  the  Malign  Mat¬ 
ter  can  but  be  a  little  further  propell’d  into  the  Body  ; 
which  is  as  certainly  done  by  the  ralh  and  inconfiderate 
Adminiffrations  of  their  deftrudlive  Medicines,  and 
that  to  the  thoroughly  tainting  of  the  before  polluted 
Mafs;pf  Blood,  and  at  laft  to  the  producing  as  dan¬ 
gerous  and  inveterate,  if  not  more  ruinous  Effedls. 

Thus  the  World  may  fee  what  intolerable  and  un¬ 
heard  of  Mifchiefs,.  unskilful  Perfons  may  lead  the 
Patient  into 5  and  the  way  that  they  take  to  get  Peo¬ 
ple  into  their  Hands,  and  entice  them  to  make  ufe  of 
them,  is  by  their  plaufible  Invitations,  as  that  they 
will  meet  with  honefi  Dealing ,  and  undoubtedly  re¬ 
ceive  a  mod  perfect  and  cheap  Cure,  and  that  in  five  or 
fix  days  time ,  without  hindrance  of  Bufinef$y  or  Know¬ 
ledge  of  the  nearefi  Ifelaticnsy  &c.  Which  is  fuch  plea- 
ling  News  to  them,  (they  dc-firing  nothing  more  than 
to  have  their  Mifchances  kept  fecrer,  and  their  Health 
redor’d  by  an  ea(ie  and  cheap  way)  that  they  even  look 
upon  thofe  Bills  as  fo  many  Oracles ;  for  alas  J  Mun- 
dusVult  decipi*  and  by  the  Event  they  too  foon  find 
their  midake,  when  by  their  mifchievcus  and  prejudi¬ 
cial  Adminillraticns,  they  have  been  rendred  the  mod 
miferable,  and  many  times  irretrievable  Obje&s  of  Pi¬ 
ty;  A?  was  the  Cafe  of  one  I  have  read  of,  who  had 
boldly  adminidred  to  him  by  a  guacli  ( in  order  to 
carry  off  the  Flux  of  a  Gonorrhea)  Powder  of  Cantha- 
rides,  or  Spani/k-Flies,  (which  tho*  an  admirable  Me¬ 
dicine  in  fome  particular  Cafes,  judicioufly  given)  yet 
with  fo  fatal  a  Confequence,  that  thereupon  the  mife- 
V.  i  v  rably

rabiy  afflicted  Patient  died,  and  that  fuddenly  and 
Convuilive; 

But  it  may  probably  be  replied  by  fome,  that  all 
Quacks  are  not  fo  unskilful,  for  that  many  Patients 
have  been  Cur’d  by  them,  in  very  defperate  Venereal 
Cafes  ?  And  very  likely  it  may  be  fo,  to  their  thinking 
at  leaft  ;  for  I  allow  the  Patients  may  have  their  luci- 
da  intervallay  and  feem  to  be  well,  both  ad  intra  &  ad 
extra ,  but  I  cannot  believe  it  will  hold  fo  long  ;  for 
that,  as  an  Author  very  well  obferves,  the  Security  of 
their  Cure  may  very  well  be  queltion’d,  it  being  fufE- 
ciently  known,  that  many  Patients  by  their  Admini- 
ftrations  have  obtain’d  a  Truce ,  or  Ihorc  I{eyutes  with 
their  Diftemper  ;  but  after  fome  little  time  (  [{ ema - 
nente  Caufa  )  there  has  been  found)  to  the  Patient’s 
forrow,  a  renewal  of  all  Complaints,  fuch  as  from  the 
patching  up  of  a  Venereal  Vlcer,  the  appearance  of  a 
Malign  Bubo ;  or  from  the  flopping  of  a  Gonorrhea  with 
Reflringent  Injections,  or  otherwife,  proceed  moft  in¬ 
veterate  Head-ache ,  extream  Lajiiudcs ,  the  moft  pungi- 
tive  (harp  Notturnal  Dolors ,  with  other  univerfal  ex¬ 
cruciating  Pains  in  all  parts  of  the  Body  ;  and  indeed 
from  fuch  Ignorants,  ybu  mu  ft  expect  no  other  than  to 
be  carry ’d  from  a  Ample  flight  Infection,  and  that 
moft  inevitably,  into  the  ftrongeft  Contagion ;  when 
if  you  Peek  Redrefs  of  your  Phyfician,  (or  rather  Quack? 
Salver)  you  are  told,  That  he  has  already  commanded 
the  Box  out  of  your  Quarters,  and  that  the  Complaints 
you  make,  are  no  other  than  Symptoms  of  a  predomi¬ 
nant  Scurvy,  contracted  by  the  profufe  drinking  of 
Wines,  or  other  ftrong  Liquors,  with  your  too  liberal 
feeding  upon  Salt,  and  Spiced  Meats,  £S*c. 

Thefe,  fays  he,  are  the  Pretences  of  fuch  Illiterate 
and  Emperieal  Pretenders,  fcarce  any  of  which  ever 
freed  a  Patient  of  any  Venereal  Concern,  without  the 
fevere  Relicks  of  a  Pocky  Scorbute,  which,  when  ar¬ 
riv’d  at  this  Extream,  are  fufficient  to  emaciate  the 
moft  corpulent  Body ;  and  unlefs  retriev’d  in  time  by 
proper  Medicines,  will  unavoidably  induce  a  lingring 
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Chronick  Sicknefs,  which  oftentimes  terminates  in  no 
lefs  than  Death  it  felf.  V  *  .» 

But  every  QuacI^  values  himfelf  for  feme  Noflrum  or 
other  of  his  own, and  will  nor  be  other  wife  perfwaded, 
but  that  his  Receipt  is  the  'beft,  and  tho'  it  fails  nine¬ 
teen  times  in  twenty,  yet  he*U  teil  you,  it  is  not  the 
fault  of  the  Medicine,  but  the  Patient,  his  odd  Con- 
ftitution,  or  feve're  Infection,  tho3  the  Medicine 
be  a$  infignificant  as  was  Penas,  a  Welfh~man,  a  noted 
Quack,  in  his  time  at  Paris,  which  was  only  the  Herb 
Fltieijtri  or  Pauls  Betony ,  which  he  faid  never  fail'd 
Curing  the  Pox,  and  tells  us,  (  u ling  his  own  words  ) 
that  one  of  her  own  Country-men,  a  Shentleman  of 
Wales ,  who  had  her  Nofe  almoft  eaten  off  with  the 
Pox,  yea,  it  was  fo  pittyful  Sore,  fays  he,  that  it  had 
almoft  brought  her  to  a  Leprcfie,  and  her  was  found 
Cured,  by  only  taking  her  own  Country  Herb  Fluel- 
lin  (  the  Female  fort  )  inwardly,  and  applying  the 
Herb  outwardly  to  the  place  ;  which,  for  all  its  pro- 
batum  eft  to  recommend  it,lignifies  juft  as  much  as  lay¬ 
ing  a  Tlaifter  to  the  Heel  of  the  Shoe  for  the  Head-ach . 

And  if  that  Saying  be  true,  <vi%. 

Nec  Videtur  aclum,  fi  quid  fuperfn  quod  agatur. 

That  nothing  feems  to  be  done,  if  there  remains  any 
thing  further  to  do. 

It  appears,  that  nothing  is  done  indeed  by  fuch  ma¬ 
nagement,  which  has  been  to  many  but  labour,  in  vain, 
like  filling  a  Tub  with  holes  in  it  ;  or  indeed  rather 
worfe  than  nothing  is  done,  fince  the  effect  has  been  fo 
ill,  which  upon  choice,  had  much  better  have  been  left 
undone,  than  medled  with  ;  for  not  only  opera  im* 
penfa  periit,  all  Pains  and  Charge  is  loft,  but  Health 
into  the  Bargainj  which  is  far  more  valuable, 
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I  remember  a  Patient  that  I  had  in  Cure  about  four 
years  ago,  that  came  out  of  the  Hands  of  a  noted 
Quack.  in  the  Town,  to  a  certain  Surgeon  to  be  Cur’d 
oi  his  Clap,  he  having  a  Swelling  upon  his  Yard,  no 
more  at  firft  than  a  Phymofis ,  with  Vlerations  between 
the  Prepuce  and  Gians.  The  Quack  gave  him  Purgings, 
&c,  to  carry  off  the  Malignity ,  as  he  Paid,  but  apply’d 
nothing  to  the  tumify’d  Yard,  and  it  growing  worfe 
and  worfe,  oblig’d  the  Patient  to  apply  to  this  Sur¬ 
geon ,  who,  tho’  told  him  the  danger,  and  what  appli¬ 
cations  were  wanting,  yet  fell  fhort,  or  miftook  in  the 
management ;  upon  which  a  Mortification  came  on, 
with  a  Fever ;  and  fo  extreatn  was  the  Pain,  that  the 
Patient  at  times  was  Delirious.  A  Friend  of  his  feeing 
him  in  this  condition,  would  needs  have  me  call’d  ; 
I  came,  I  prefently  faw  the  mifehief,  and  that  it  was* 
as  I  told  the  Patient’s  Friends  then  about  him,  brought 
on  purely  by  ill  management,  and  that  I  faw  no  Re¬ 
medy,  but  a  prefect  amputation,  or  cutting  off  the 
Merflber,  which  if  was  not  done,  his  Life  might  be  in 
danger  5  however,  I  would  firft  try  what  I  could  do, 
and  whether  it  was  poffible  to  fave  the  Yard ,  which  the 
poor  Patient  and  his  Friends  earneftly  implor’d,  and 
hop’d  might  be  done.  I  for  one  day  therefore  made 
proper  applications,  and  at  the  taking  off  the  Dreflings, 
de fired  Mr.  Page ,  an  old  eminent  Surgeon ,  and  one  of 
the  Afliftants  of  our  Company,  living  in  Aldermanhury , 
to  go  with  me  and  view  the  Patient,  telling  him  firft 
the  Cafe:  He,  upon  infpedtion,  gave  his  Opinion,  that 
it  was  impoflible  to  fave  his  Yard,  and  that  it  muft  be 
taken  off,  which  I  then  alfo  thought  my  felf,  as  well 
as  before,  but  confidering  that  rhofe  Operations  fhould 
always  be  forborn  till  the  utmoft  occafion,  1  try’d  fur¬ 
ther,  refolving  to  put  it  off  as  long  as  I  could,  yet 
without  any  further  hazard  to  the  Patient’s  Life;  which 
I  did,  and  with  that  fuccefs,  that  we  fav’d  the  Part, 
and  no  part  of  it  was  loft,  having  fome  Snuffs  on  the 
Prepuce ,  that  were  Scarify’d,  and  which  left  fome 
Impreffions,  but  were  fo  far  from  injuring  the  Pati¬ 
ent, 
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enr,  that  he  is  as  well,  and  has  the  Adtion  of  the  Pare 
as  if  no  fuch  thing  had  been  ;  whichwhen  Mr.  Page , 
and  the  Patient’s  Friends  faw,  they  all  admir’d,  none 
of  them  expedling  it,  or  indeed  fcarcely  that  his  Life 
would  be  fav’d  ;  but  the  Malignity,  by  what  1  order’d 
him  at  the  fame  time,  was  all  carry ’d  off?  and  the  Per- 
fon  now  is  as  free  and  as  well  from  the  I)ifeafe,  and  as 
lufty  and  hale,  as  any  Man  alive.  This  Account  Mr. 
Page  will  Teftifie  to  any  that  fhall  delire  to  be  further 
fatisfied. 

What  I  gave  him  inwardly,  was  my  Puh.  Specific . 
Antiven.  Purging  him  a  little,  as  the  Cafe  would  per¬ 
mit.  To  the  Part  I  apply ’d  Flannel  Cloths,  wrung 
out  of  the  following  Fomentation,  three  times  a  day  ; 
and  after  Fomenting, apply ’d  the  following  Medicament 
warm,  which  I  kept  conftantly  on. 

This  is  the  Fomentation.

I  forgot  to  obferve  that  his  CJrine  came  out  at  fe~ 
veral  holes  in  the  Gians ,  which  was  much  tumefy ’d  ; 
and  the  part  emitted  fo  offenlive  a  Smell,  *  that  no  one 
could  hardly  endure  the  Room. 

After  the  Spirits  were  attracted  to  the  Part,  fo  that 
the  Patient  began  to  have  his  feeling  there,  and  the 
mortified  Parts  began  to  feparate,  I  applied  the  follow¬ 
ing 
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in g  Emollient  Cataplafm ,  leaving  off  the  Fomentation 
and  Medicament. 

This  was  the  Cataplafm.

This  made  him  mighty  ealie,  brought  on  a  good 
Digeltion,  after  which,  with  fome  further  proper  Ap¬ 
plications?  he  got  well  as  afore  Noted  ■  fo  that  I  had 
nothing  further  to  do  *  than  only  to  continue  fome 
proper  Specific^  inwardly,  not  forgetting  Purging  be¬ 
tween  whiles,  and  at  laft  a  Diet-Drink,  Which  con- 
fummated  all. 

Neither  is  this  the  fate  of  many  Patients  in  the 
Hands  of  Quacks  and  Mountebanks  only,  but  alfo  in 
fome  Regular  Noted  Physicians  and  Surgeons  Hands 
they  are  almoft  (I  won’t  lay  delignedly,  but)  as  Ig¬ 
norantly  manag’d,  as  I  have  been  too  much  an  Eye- 
witnefs  of,  and  have  many  Accounts  of  their  Practice 
in  thofe  Cafes  well  attefted?  were  it  convenient  to 
make  them  Publick.  A  certain  great  and  eminent  (in 
Vogue)  Phylician  of  this  Town,  who  (hall  be  name- 
Jefs,  prefcrib'd  to  an  Apothecary  for  eight  Months  to- 
gether,  for  a  Gentleman  and  his  Lady,  that  had  each 
of  them  no  other  than  a  recent  mild  Gonorrhoea,  to  fo 
little  purpofe,  that  they  defpair’d  of  being  well,  the 
fame  things  being  prefcrib’d  over  and  over  again  ; 
they  came  at  laft  to  me,  both  which  in  a  few  Weeks 
time  I  perfectly  Cur’d,  much  to  their  Satisfaction,  as 
well  as  my  own  Advantage,  the  Gentleman  rewarding 
me  very  generoufly. 

And  cho’  in  the  Cafe  before  I  was  fo  modeft?  hs  to 
think  no  regular  Phylician  or  Surgeon,  would  willing¬ 
ly  aci  Mercenary  towards  a  Patient ;  yet  the  Account 
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given  us  (by  way  of  Poftfcript  to  a  Pamphlet  Printed 
in  the  Year  1704.  Entittiled  Bellum  . Medicinale )  of 

Dr.  T- - -  and  honeft  Dr.  P- — — *s  management  of 

a  Gentleman,  their  Patient,  for  the  Cure  of  nothing 
but  Nocturnal  Pollutions ,  he  fometimes  had,  which 
they  fo  affrighted  him  with,  as  fome  terrible  thing, 
gives  us  to  think  otherwife,  for  it  appears  that  they 
had  in  a  Year  and  three  quarters  time,  extracted  from 
the  Patient  900  Guineas  for  their  Fees,  and  advanc’d 
the  Apothecary’s  Bill,  by  their  Prefcriptions,  to  370/. 
when  at  the  fame  time  the  Gentleman  was  in  perfed: 
Health,  abating  the  Purgatory  of  Phyfick,  and  want¬ 
ed  no  Remedy,  but  an  honeft  She  Companion  to  take 
off  the  fuperfiuity  of  a  laudable  Conftitution*  as  by. 
the  Account  appears,  whichany  one  may  haverecourfe 
to,  for  their  Satisfaction. 

By  which  we  may  fee,  that  they  are  not  always 
the  beft  Phyficians  that  are  moft  in  Vogue,  or  carry  a 
fair  Outfidej  cr  that  arrive  to  the  greateft  Preferments, 
for  that  it  is  oftentimes  more  good  Fortune  and  great 
Friends,  or  by  fome  particular  management  or  Cun¬ 
ning,  that  they  are  efteem’d  and  promoted  to  attend 
the  Courts  of  Emperors ,  Kjngs  and  Princes ,  than 
their  excellent  Endowments  in  rhe  Faculty  ;  and  that 
Great  Men,  may  be,  and  oftentimes  are,  as  foora 
cheated  and  impos’d  upon  in  their  Opinion  and  Choice 
of  Phyficians,  as  the  poor  or  inferior  People  are.

But  I  hope  I  need  fay  no  more,  for  that  the  Inftan- 
ces  already  given,  and  the  Remarks  made,  are  fuffici- 
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nc  Arguments  to  diflwade  Venereal  Patients  from  ap¬ 
plying  to  Quacks,  cr  fuch  that  are  Ignorant  of,  or  un¬ 
acquainted  with  the  Nature  of  the  Difeafe,  and  Ways 
of  Curing ;  as  alfo  from  thofe  w;ho  thro*  defign,  do 
none  Service  but  themfelves. 

And  alfo ’tis  hoped  the  Mifchiefs  that  Numbers  have 
and  do  labour  under  thereby,  may  deter  others  from 
rafhly  expofing  themfelves  to  the  Fury  of  thisDiftem- 
per,  fince  they  are  not  aware  how  many  different  and 
various  ways  it  infinuates  it  felf,  and  what  fatal  Ccnfe- 
quences  it  is  accompanied  with;  but  if  not,  and  they 
will  follow  their  Pleafures,  and  get  it,  they  are  admo- 
nifh’d,  inftead  of  hazarding  their  Lives  in  the  Hands 
of  Mountebanks ,  See.  to  entruft  themfelves  with  the 
truly  knowing  and  honeft  Surgeon,  ( it  being  not 
every  Surgeon  that  can  Cure)  in  whofe  Hands  they 
may,  upon  their  Difcovery  of  their  Misfortunes,  and 
the  Surgeon’s  enquiry  into  the  Nature,  Progrefs,  tec. 
of  the  Difeafe,  expeft  and  receive  a  Cure,  without 
the  danger  of  a  future  Relapfe,  and  that  from  a  rati¬ 
onal  and  well-grounded  Method  of  proceeding,  with¬ 
out  which  the  flighted  Symptoms  of  that  Difeafe  are 
no  more  than  palliated,  whatever  deceitful  Intruders, 
by  their  fallacious  Notions  in  the  Medicinal  Art*  may 
fay  to  the  contrary,  back’d  by  Chimera’s  and  Self-In- 
tereft,  who  make  it  their  Bufinefs  to  invent  fabulous 
Stories  to  amufe  and  fool  the  People,  defraud  them 
of  their  Mony,  and  run  them  not  feldominto  the  ha¬ 
zard  of  their  Lives  ;  but  the  Cheats  pradlis’d  by  thofe 
wretched  Impoflors ,  begin  now  to  be  fo  Publick  and 
Notorious,  that  moft  People  are  aware  of  them;  for 
a  Man  (hall  feldom  happen  now  a  days  into  the  Com¬ 
pany  of  a  Clapt  Spark,  but  he  will  prefentiy  hear  him 
a  reviling  his  Quondam  Do&or,  and  be  lamentably  con¬ 
doling  his  own  Misfortune  for  being  fo  ftrangely  de- 
..c  luded  as  to  confide  in  the  Judgment  of  luch  a  one. 
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But  I  have  (aid  enough*  tho’  not  more  than  they 
really  deferve  ;  I  daily  hearing  Complaints  againft 
them,  and  not  without  Caufe,  fome  coming  out  of 
their  Hands  in  molt  miferable  Conditions,  render’d  fo 
by  their  deltru&ive  Methods  ;  and  therefore  fincerely 
and  heartily  wifh,  that  all  diftrefied  Galileans  of  what¬ 
soever  Rank,  may  be  hereby  warned  how  they  inrruft 
themfelves  in  fuch  Hands,  preferring  (as  they  fancy 
for  cheapnefs  and  the  fake  of  a  quick  Cure)  fuch  paul- 
try  deluding  Fellows,  whether  Englifhy  Frencb^Dutch , 
Germans ,  & c.  when  they  may  undoubtedly  be  treated 
by  Artifts,  (whofe  Right  it  is  to,  and  are  Sufficiently 
qualified  for,  Pra&ice)  with  all  the  falutary  Antidotes 
that  Nature  and  Art  can  afford,  and  which,  by  long 
Experience,  have  been  found  to  be  the  only  true  and 
proper  Means,  as  will  manifeftly  appear  to  all  that 
(hall  make  Trial,  by  their  timely  and  happy  effecting 
and  fecuring  to  them  a  perfect  and  fafe  Cure  ;  and 
one  would  think,  by  what  has  been  faid,  they  will  do 
fo,and  take  warning, for  according  to  that  noted  School 
Axiome,  lo  in  truth  it  is*

Juft  as  I  had  concluded  the  above,  with  Intention 
to  lay  no  more  on  that  Head,  the  following  Letter 
cam eper  Poll:  from  a  Patient  that  I,  a  while  fince,  had 
in  Cure;  whofe  Sufferings  by  fome  one  of  thofe  Medi- 
cafters  before  mention’d,  being  fo  remarkable,  I  thought 
it  not  a  mifs  to  incert  his  Cafe.

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CHAR  IV. 

Of  the  Vfe  and  Abufe  of  Mercury,  in  the 
Cure  of  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  with  fe - 
veral  pertinent  Obfervations  relating 
thereto  ;  as  alfo  the  Opinion  of  Authors 
both  Ancient  and  Modern 5  concerning  the 
fame* 


T>Efore  I  come  to  the  Ufe  of  this  great  Remedy 
Mercury ,  I  (hall  fay  fomething  of  its  Nature,  and 
the  various  Preparations  of  it,  examin  whether  Mercu¬ 
ry  be  an  Antidote  for  the  Venereal  Difeafe  or  not,  there- 
being  a  great  debate  among  Authors;  fome  faying  one 
thing,  and  fome  another :  I  (hall  take  notice  what  is 
faid  for  and  againft  it  in  general,  and  for  and  againft 
this  and  that  Preparation  of  it  in  particular,  and  af¬ 
terwards  deliver  my  Opinion  upon  the  whole. 

Mercury  or  Quickfilver  is  either  Natural  or  Artificial, 
the  Natural  is  a  Volatile  Mineral,  reckon’d  among 
the  Metals ,  and  is  call’d  Silver  from  its  brightnefs,  in 
which  it  refembles  Silver ,  and  Quick,  becaufe  it  is  al¬ 
ways  moveable ;  its  Nature  is  indeed  very  wonderful, 
and  which  many  Learned  Men  have  much  admir’d,, 
having  put  the  Wits  of  many  Virtuofis ,  Learned  Cby- 
mips  and  Philofophtrs ,  to  the  Rack,  and  deluded  their 
Pains  to  find  it  out ;  for  tho’  you  mortify  it,  that  is, 
kill  it,  either  with  fafling  Spit  tie ,  Aqua  Fonts ,  Tur¬ 
pentine -,  or  the  like,  or  divide  it  by  rubbing  it  never  fo 
long  in  a  Mortar  with  other  Things,  fub  divide  ir,  fix 
it,  or  bring  it  into  any  Form  by  C  by  mi  fir or  by 
what  way  (oever  you  feem  to  change  ir,  either  by  Fire 

or 
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or  other  wife,  both  as  to  Colour,  Confiftency,  &c.  yet 
it  is  eaiily  reduc’d  agair,  or  brought  into  its  former 
Bright  and  Quick,  Nature  ;  and  tho’  by  that  means  you 
reduce  it  into  the  fmalleft  Bodies,  and  tranfmit  it  thro* 
Leather,  or  otherwife  break  and  divide  it  into  the 
fmalleft  Atoms ,  and  bring  it  to  never  fo  ftrange  a  Form, 
yet  even  then  it  retains  its  whole  Globular  Nature  and 
Eflence,  and  returns  to  its  former  quick  Body. 

Lemn .  dc  Occult,  i  2.  35.  fays,  If  Quick,  fiver  be  in 
the  Body,  ’tis  drawn  forth  by  drinking  of  Gold  ;  Silver 
can’t  be  gilded  without  it  ;  therefore,  fays  he,  if  one 
fuffer  by  being  anointed  with  Mercury  for  the  French 
Fox ,  a  Gold  Ring  roul'd  up  and  down  the  Mouth, 
will  draw  all  the  Quickjilver  to  it,  changing  the  Gold 
like  unto  Silver,  which  is  got  off  again  by  putting  it  in¬ 
to  the  Fire. 

ZJnt^er.  I.  dc  Merc.  c.  1.  fays.  When  all  other  things 
fwim  upon  Quick- filver,  Gold  only  finks  into  it.  Quick - 
Jllver  fo  flies  the  Fire,  that  if  it  cannot  go  downwards, 
it  flies  upwards  ;  and  being  fhut  in,  it  breaks  the  co¬ 
ver  of  the  Veflel  it  is  enclos’d  in. 

•fubnflon  in  his  Nat.  Hijl.  fays,  Put  Quickfilver  into  a 
Ring,  and  put  it  to  the  Fire,  it  makes  it  leap  about;  a 
drop  put  into  Bread  in  the  Oven,  Peafe  in  the  Pot, 
Eggs  at  the  Fire,  will  make  them  dance,  fo  as  to  pro¬ 
voke  Laughter.  But  as  to  thofe  Fancies  I  am  filent. 

It  is  a  Mineral  lo  penetrating,  that  it  is  capable  of 
entring  thro’  the  Pores  of  the  Skin  into  the  Mafs  of 
Blood,as  evidently  appears  by  the  Experience  of  Thou- 
fands  who  have  been  Salivated  by  Mercurial  Undtions, 
which  it  wonderfully  DifTolves  and  Rarifies,  making 
the  Blood  fluxil,  freeing  it  from  Stagnations,  Obftru^ 
(ftions,  fcouring  the  Glands,  &c.  And  this,  as  Dr. 
V/ainvoright ,  in  his  Book  of  Non-Naturals}  well  ob* 
ferves,  it  does,  by  its  being  about  ten  times  as  heavy 
as  the  Blood,  whereby  every  particle  of  the  Mercury , 
has  ten  times  the  force  to  diflolve  the  Bloody  that  a  par¬ 
ticle  of  Blood  of  the  fame  magnitude  will  have  :  For 
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the  Momentum  of  either  a  Particle  of  Mercury  or  Blood \ 
to  break  thro’  anyobftacle,  or  overcome  any  refiftance* 
is  as  a  Be  ft  angle  under  the  Celerity,  with  which  it  is 
mov’d,  and  the  quantity  of  Matter  contain’d  in  ir* 
which  is  meafured  by  its  weight.  Now  the  Celerity, 
fays  he,  being  the  fame  in  both,  the  Momentum  muft 
be  as  their  Gravities,  and  the  Gravity  of  Mercury  to 
shat  of  Bloody  being  as  ten  to  one,  the  Momentum  of 
Mercury  muft  be  ten  times  as  great  as  that  of  Blood* 
But  if  we  confiderhow  much  more  fwiftly  the  Blood 
moves  in  thofe  who  have  taken  Mercury ,  ( the  Pulfe 
being  both  quicker  and  ftronger)  as  alfo  the  hardnefs 
and  exility  of  the  Parts  of  Mercury ,  by  which  they  adfc 
as  fo  many  little  fVedges, in  diflolving  the  Bloody  and  re** 
moving  Obftru&ions,  we  fhall  eafily  believe  what 
Dr.  Cheyne ,  in  his  Book,  entitul’d.  The  New  Theory  of 
Fevers ,  tells  us  5  For,  fays  he,  the  Bloody  aftifted  by 
any  confiderabie  quantity  of  Mercury ,  will  be  able  to 
do  as  much,  in  the  removal  of  Obftrucftions,  in  one 
day,  as  the  Bloody  unaflifted  therewith*  in  three  years; 
But,  notwithftanding  his  Opinion*  I  have  known,  that 
when  too  great  a  quantity  of  Mercury  has  been  raked 
into  the  Body,  PalfieSy  Vertigo  s,  and  Difeafes  of  the 
Nerves  have  immediately  enfu’d  :  Yet  I  know  no  fit¬ 
ter  Medicine  to  blunt  the  Points  of  lharp  Salts,  and 
diflolve  and  remove  the  Vifcofity  of  any  Fluid  in  the 
Body,  than  Mercury ,  well  prepar’d,  and  timely  admi- 
niftred. 

Concerning  the  temperament  of  guickfilver,  both 
Na turalifts  and  Thyficians  differ,  fome  accounting  it  to 
be  Cold,  others  Hot ;  Matthias  Vnt^erus  explicates  upon, 
the  Opinions  of  both,  in  his  Anatom.  Spagyr .  Mercur . 
which  requires  larger  rcom  than  can  be  (par’d  here* 
to  obferve  them;  but  himfelf goes  the  miJdle  way, 
and  holds,  that  it  is  partly  Hot  and  partly  Cold,  and 
that  the  cold  Quality  is  wholly  taken  away  from  it* 
by  the  Fire,  in  its  Preparation,  or  by  the  application, 
©f  MevfliuemSt  and  that  therefore  then  it  is  Very  hor. 
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Hercules  Saxonia,  in  his  Book  de  Lue  Venerea ,  cap, 
39.  holds  the  lame,  and  gives  this  Reafon  for  his  Opi¬ 
nion,  That  it  exulcerates  and  caufes  Heat  and  Inflam¬ 
mation,  which  argues  it  to  be  Hot ;  and  on  the  other 
hand,  it  caufes  Numbnefs ,  Pa/fies ,  and  other  cold  Ef¬ 
fects,  which,  fays  he,  argues  it  to  be  Cold  ;  and  that 
it  proceeds  from  the  inequality  of  its  Temperament, 
as  it  is  an  imper&dt  mixt  Body,  which  when  prepar’d 
by  Calcination,  the  cold  Subftance  flies  away, 
and  that  which  remains  is  hot  as  Fire. 

Others  fay,  as  it  is  hot,  it  is  the  prcpereft  Medicine 
for  the  Cure  of  Venereal  People,  for  that  the  Difeafe 
is  caus’d  from  a  hot  Caufe,  and  therefore  hot  Medicines 
mud  Cure,  according  to  that  faying, 

Simile  Jim  ill  facile  jungitur , 

That  one  Heat  eafily  joins  with,  and  drives  out 
another. 

-v  ,  «-  (.  * 

Others  fay.  Quick  fiver  is  Cold,  and  that  therefore  it 
is  the  mod:  proper  Medicine  for  the  Venereal  Difeafe  ; 
which,  fay  they,  is  ever  produc’d  from  a  hot  Caufe, 
and  therefore  Cures,  according  to  that  celebrated  Tbe- 
rapeuticI^Ax iom  of  Hippocrates, 

Contraria  Contraries  Curari  debent. 

Contraries  muftbe  driven  away  and  Cur'd  by  Con¬ 
traries. 

Others  again  fay.  That  the  Venereal  Difeafe  is  cau- 
fed  from  a  cold  Vapour,  and  that  as  Quick fiver  is  of  a 
cold  Nature  aifo,  it  ought  not  by  any  means  to  be 
ufed  for  the  Cure. 

There  are  other  Authors  that  fay,  Quickfilver  hath 
no  Heterogeneous  Parts,  but  that,  os  the  belt  Chymifts 
have  fully  experimented,  it  is  wholly  Homogeneous,  if 

any 
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any  thing  in  Nature  may  be  faid  to  be  fo,  and  that 
what  way  foeveric  be  Prepared, it  either  all  flies  away, 
or  all  remains,  and  at  laft,  as  obferv’d  before*  may  be 
revived  and  brought  into  Qttick.filver  again,  wholly 
Homogeneous. 

Indeed  it  is  my  Opinion,  thole  judge  moll  rightly, 
that  think  Quickjilver  is  hot,  and  my  Reafon  is  this* 
becaufe  of  its  great  penetrating,  eating,  corroding  Vir¬ 
tue,  for  it  burns  like  Fire,  devours  and  makes  its  way 
through  Metals,  be.  and  but  applied  to  our  Bodies  by 
way  ofCauftick,  not  only  eats  the  Flefh,  but  corrodes 
the  very  Bones,  if  not  minded*  as  we  have  often  ob¬ 
ferv’d  in  Precipitate  and  Sublimate  Mercury  ;  and  that 
Libavius  relates,  from  a  moft  Learned  Phyfician,  that 
a  certain  Surgeon  dying,  by  the  too  frequent  ufe  of 
Mercurial  Medicines  upon  himfclf,  his  Bones,  when 
dead,  were  found  frangible  or  brittle,  by  the  Mercury 
he  had  taken  and  ufed. 

But,  fay  feme,  Quickfilver  muft  be  Cold,  for  nothing 
feels  more  colder  to  the  touch,  than  that  does:  Which 
I  allow  ;  fo  is  Iron>  Steel ,  Lead ,  nay  Wine,  and  many 
other  things,  which  of  their  own  Nature  are  hot*  but 
however,  by  accident,  feel  to  be  cold. 

But  I  fhail  go  no  further  on  this  Point*  only  obferve 
what  Mr.  Tatey  in  his  Tranflation  of  Syphilis *  fays  of 
Mercury ,  viz. 

A  wondrous  Virtue  in  that  Mineral  liesy 
Whether  by  force  of  various  Qualities 
Of  Cold  And  Hear,  it  flies  into  the  Veins , 

And  with  a  fiercer  Fire  their  Flame  refrains , 

Conquring  the  raging  Humours  in  their  Seat,  '>\l 

As  glowing  Steel  exceeds  the  Forge's  heat , 

Or  whether  his  keen  Particles  (  combin'd 
With  Jlrange  connexion )  when  fh' Are  once  disjoin  dj 
Difperfe}  all  quarters  of  the  Foe  to  fei%ey 
And  bum  the  very  Seeds  of  the  Difeafe  % 
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Or  whether  'ti$  with  fome  wore  hidden  Ponce, 

Endow'd  by  Nature  to  perform  its  Courjc , 

/ ;  hard  to  fay  ?  £//f  though  the  Gods  conceal 
The  Virtual  Caufe,  they  did  its  Ule  reveal. 

Thai  Mercury  or  Quickfdver  well  prepar*d,and  pre¬ 
cisely  adminiftred,  is  the  only  Antidote  to  be  depended 
upon,  againti  the  Pox ,  numberlefs  Inltances  daily  evince, 
but  that  many  alfo  have  been  injur’d  by  Mercury ,  no¬ 
thing  is  more  certain,  there  being  too  many  living  mi¬ 
serable  Testimonies  for  any  to  deny  it  ;  but  then  if  we 
confider  and  weigh  the  Reafons  thereof,  ’twill  be 
found  the  fault  lay  not  in  the  Medicine,  but  in  the 
Pradticer  or  Patient,  or  both,  and  if  we  Ihould  for 
that  realon  explode  and  prohibit  the  ufe  of  Mercury , 
becaule  fome  have  been  hurt  by  ir,  we  may,  for  the 
fame  reafon*  lay  afide  Opium ,  Antimonyy  and  divers 
other  celebrated  Remedies,  and  at  the  lame  time  do  a 
greater  injury  to  Thoufands,  by  depriving  them  of  the 
benefit  of  that  great  Remedy,  than  we  can  do  good  to 
any  by  thedifufe  of  it,  and  for  want  thereof,  bid  adieu 
to  the  true  Venereal  Cure. 

Indeed  we  have  many  Hiftories  upon  Record,  of 
the  ill  refult  of  Mercury ,  but  then  upon  enquiry,  we 
find  that  it  was  by  its  being  Crude  and  Unprepar’d, 
and  not  only  before  it  was  diverted  of  iis  poiionous 
Quality®  but  alio  untimely,  improperly  and  irration¬ 
ally  adminiftred. 

The  late  ingenious  Dr.  Harvey ,  deceas’d,  takes  no¬ 
tice  of  many  that  have  fallen  Vidtims  to  it,  parricu- 
\  irly  he  mentions  the  Story  of  Petrus  Apponenfis ,  who 
in  his  Book  de  Vencr.  cap.  2.  relates  an  unhappy  dila- 
fler  that  befel  an  Apothecary,  who  to  quench  his  im¬ 
patient  Thirrt  in  the  Night,  rartityteok  hold  of  a  Tot-, 
tie  fill’d  with  Mercury ,  and  upon  miftake  that  it  was 
Water,  drank,  a  roufing  Draught  of  it ;  upon  which  he 
was  found  dead  next  Morning,  tho’  the  greater  part  of 
the  Quid  [river  ran  through  him  by  Stool  $  his  Body 
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being  Differed,  they  found  his  Heart  and  Blood  about 
it  quite  congeal’d. 

Fernelius  in  his  Book  de  Luc>  cap.7»  retires  the  mani¬ 
fold  hurts  by  this  Mineral,  and  fays,  that  the  fume  of 
it  had  thrown  a  certain  Goldftnith  into  a  ftupor  of  the 
Brain,  and  numbnefs,  and  others  into  a  Paljie,  Phthi - 
ficky  ill  habit  of  Body, 

Ferdinandus  Ponrettus ,  in  his  Book  de  Lue  Ve?2er. 
cap.  3.  relates,  that  the  fame  happen’d  to  another,  and 
that  Goldfmiths,  Looking-glafs-Makers,  and  others 
that  often  deal  in  Quicl^filver,  are  feldom  healthful  and 
long-liv’d,  but  are  fubjedfc  to  Numbneffes,  Tremblings, 
Pallies,  Convullions,  Lethargies,  Suffocations,  Ca¬ 
tarrhs,  and  Apoplexies,  and  not  only  fo,  but  fometimes 
Death  it  felf.  And  it  is  reported,  that  thofe  Perfons 
who  digg  up  the  Veins  of  Quickfifoer,  in  Hungary, 
Spain,  and  other  Parts,  tho’  they  are  generally  ftrong 
Bodied  Men,  and  of  the  beft  Temperament,  are  feb 
dom  long-iiv’d,  for  they  can  fcarce  hold  out  in  that 
Work  to  the  fifth  Year,  but  by  drawing  in  the  Vene- 
nate  or  Poifonous  Vapours,  they  are  taken  with  a 
trembling  in  all  their  Parts,  Thofe  that  work  in  the 
Lead-Mines,  are  generally  troubled  with  Colicks  and 
Palfies. 

Foreflus ,  a  good  Author,  a  long  Pra&icer  in  Holland, 
at  the  Hague ,  Delphi  Rotterdam,  the  Brill  ,  &c, 
in  Lib.  8»  Obfcrv.  5.  writes,  That  -a  certain  Young 
Man,  learning  the  Goldfmith’s  Art,  upon  the  Atching 
of  a  Cup  with  Quickfilveri  had  all  the  Hair  of  his 
Head  fell  oft',  and  that  his  Face  became  extraordinary 
Pale,  and  all  his  Body  Tremulous;  and  many  others 
have  oblerv’d  the  fame. 

Camerarim  mentions  another  Goldfmith,  who,  upon 
the  like  occafion,  fell  into  Convullions  and  Trem¬ 
blings. 

Pon^etta  obferves  the  fudden  Death  of  a  young  Man 
upon  receiving  a  Mercurial  Fume  up  his  Noftrils.

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But  of  all  others  that  work  in  guicl^filver,  the  Mer~ 
cury-Miners  are  liable  to  the  greateft  mifehiefs  ;  for 
Fallopius  in  his  Trail*  de  Metal,  and  FoJJilibus  teils  us. 
That  in  four  Months  time  they  begin  to  Tremble  and 
fcarce  any  of  them  live  three  Years,  being  fubjedl  to 
TalJieSt  Vertigo's  and  HeHicks ,  &c.  and  to  prevent  or 
remedy  the  pernicioufnefs  of  thofe  Mercurial  Effluvia , 
thofe  Workmen  frequently  hold  Geld  in  their  Mouths, 
while  at  Work,  which  in  fome  meafure  may  relieve 
them,  becaufe  holding  it  there  fome  time,  it  is  chang’d 
from  its  yellow  Colour  to  a  whitenefs,  like  Silver  ; 
but  by  their  conftant  working,  and  drawing  in  the 
Particles  as  they  breath,  it  proves  but  a  very  infufiki« 
ent  Remedy. 

And  many  other  Ancient  and  "Modern  Phyficians, 
as  Galen ,  /Etitts ,  JEgineta ,  A&uarius,  Diofcorides,  Avi- 
cen,  Pliny,  Capivac ,  See.  do  all  aflert  Mercury  to  be 
a  venomous  Mineral,  and  we  find  it  not  Recorded  that 
any  of  the  Grecians ,  as  Hippocratcsy  Galen ,  Oribas ,  A- 
lex.  Tralli an,  &c.  did  ever  make  ufe  of  Mercury ,  not 
fo  much  as  for  outward  Ufe,  and  if  we  confider  that 
Crude  Mercury  partakes  of  a  great  part  of  Leadr  $if- 
vnuthy  7yinch,  and  other  Arfenical  Poifons ,  we  may  not 
wonder  at  it ;  the  aforefaid  Dr.  Harvey  tells  us,  that 
one  taking  the  blue  Pill,  rendred  fo  by  the  Crude  Mer¬ 
cury  which  it  is  prepar’d  with,  other  wife  call’d  PsL 
EarbaroJJlc,  from  the  Inventor,  fell  down  dead.  The 
old  Lines  of  Math e fins  may  well  be  added  here,  vi%.

And  that  a  Gentleman  that  defired  his  Opinion  upon 
bis  Misfortune,  which  was  no  other  than  a  Callofity 

fit;  ;•  •  2 ; .  *•  ?;  i  r  •  •••  i  ■••  •*  1  *  upon 
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upon  the  Gians,  being  the  remainder  of  an  Empirical 
Cure  of  a  Liminary  Pcx,  perform’d  by  an  unskilful 
Surgeon  ;  which  Callofity  having  rendred  him  uneaiie, 
he  fought  for  help  to  leveral  Empericks,  but  particu¬ 
larly  one,  who  giving  the  abovefaid  blue  Pill  for  three 
Weeks,  depriv’d  him  of  a  great  part  of  his  Hearing 
and  Speech ;  and  by  condu&ing  the  Torrent  of  his  in- 
fedled  Humours  to  the  Throar,  had  occalion’d  two 
Ulcers  there. 

Others  fay,  of  all  Delitcrious  or  Poifonous  Medi¬ 
cines,  thofe  of  a  Mineral  Nature  are  the  molt  violent 
and  deadly,  at  the  effects  of  whofe  Particles  rais’d  in¬ 
to  the  Air,  we  may  guefs,  as  fays  Dr.  IVuinmight , 
either  by  the  heat  of  the  Sun ,  or  a  Subterraneous  Fire, 
by  the  alterations  that  are  made  in  the  Bodies  of  thofe 
who  are  moft  converfant  with  them  ;  and  among  the 
number  reckons  Quiclfthcr  as  the  worlt. 

Thus  we  fee  the  ill  effects  of  Crude  Mercury  in  fome 
Bodies,  which  Difafters  are  enough  to  caufe  a  total 
Explolion  of  it;  yet  in  others  it  has  been  receiv’d 
without  the  lealt  hurt  or  prejudice ;  for  Hort .  Sanit. 
Traci,  de  Lap.  cap.  21.  reports,  he  knew  one,  who 
upon  a  miftake,  crank  a  draught  of  Mercury  or  Quick- 
fiber ,  to  quench  his  Thirft,  in  the  Summer,  which 
palPed  thro’  him  without  any  manner  of  injury. 

Jordan .  lib.  2.  de  Pefle,  Pluxtn.  cap.  9.  obferves  a 
Cafe  very  like  this,  of  one  that  quench’d  his  Thirlt 
with  a  Bottle  of  Mercury ,  imagining  it  had  been  Wine; 
and  found  no  other  alteration  than  a  grumbling  in  his 
Guts,  whereby  he  avoided  all  the  Mercury. 

Amatus  witnelfes,  the  fame  happen’d  to  a  Boy  upon 
the  like  occafion. 

Braffdvolus  doth  alfo  teftidc,that  he  hath  given  Quick: 
fiber  to  Infants  to  expel  Worms.  And  Johnft.  in  his 
Nat.  Hi  ft.  fays,  Water  wherein  Quickfifoer  hath  been 
infus’d,  ftrained  and  drank,  wonderfully  drives  forth 
Worms. 

U  4  Pal - 
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Fallopius  de  Metallis,  cap.  37*  holds,  That  Mercury 
jnay  be  taken  into  the  Body  without  the  fear  of  any 
burr,  and  that  he  hath  given  to  Children  in  extream 
dangerous  Difeafes,  when  all  other  means  have  availed 
nothing,  to  the  quantity  of  two  or  three  Grains,  with 
evident  Succefs. 

And  Matthiolus  upon  Diofcorides ,  alfo  Euftachius  Hu- 
dim  relate.  That  in  the  Town  Gorritienfis,  the  Mid- 
wives >  when  Great-belly’d  Women  lie  long  in  Labour, 
do  prefently  give  to.  drink  a  Scruple  weight  of  Quick? 
filver ,  without  any  inconvenience. 

Georgius  Agricola  relates,  That  a  certain  Woman  did 
oftentimes  fraudulently  give  Quickfilver  to  her  Husband, 
that  (he  might  kill  him,  which  neverthelefs  did  him  ho 
harm- 

And  Euftachius  Byidius  fays.  That  fome  Bodies  have 
been  differed,  in  which  no  fmall  quantity  of  Quick? 
filver  hath  been  collected  in  the  cavities  of  the  Bones, 
from  the  (Jndlion  m  the  French  Pox,  who  notwith- 
ftanding  have  lived  many  Years  after  the  UndHon ; 
which*  fays  he,  feems  not  poflible  to  be,  if  the  Quick? 
filver  were  naturally  Poifonous. 

The  Learned  and  Ingenious  Dr.  Mead,  in  his  Me¬ 
chanical  Account  of  Poifens,  fays,  It  is  now  notorious 
enough,  that  Quickfilver  it  felf,  which  the  Ancients, 
Diofcorides ,  Galen,  Pliny,  &c:  have  unjuBly  rank’d 
among  Poifons,  is  in  many  Difeafes,  inwardly  taken, 
of  very  fafe  and  beneficial  Ufe;  and  that  not  only  when 
difguiz’d  with  Sulphur ,  Sugar,  &c.  but  Crude ,  with¬ 
out  any  Corrections  or  vainly  pretended  Mortifica¬ 
tion.  ■  • 

And  this,  fays  he,  the  Arabian  Phyficians  firft  gave 
'the  hint  of,  Avieen  having  obferv’d,  that  They  who  drink, 
it  in  a  large  quantity,  receive  no  hurt,  its  height  making 
a  free  paffage  thro'  the  Body.  And  that  whole  Pounds 
©f  it  have  been  oftentimes  given  in  the  llliac  Paffion, 
with  good  fuccefs,  without  any  frightful  Symptoms 
accompanying,  the  advantage  being  receiv’d  from 
lt$  Ponderofity*  •  . ;r  *  -  • 
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And  that  when  it  had  been  taken  in  lefler  Dofes, 
whofe  Weight  was  nor  fufficient  immediately  to  force 
its  way  thro*  the  InteJHnes ,  but  to  lodge  for  fome  rime 
in  this  or  that  Part,  it  has  been  found  not  at  all  hurt¬ 
ful,  by  any  Corrofive  or  Malignant  Quality. 

And ,  fays  he,  I  have  feen  two  Ounces  of  it  given 
every  day,  for  one  and  twenty  days  together,  without 
any  inconvenience  at  all ;  and  that  good  Service  may 
be  had  from  this  weighty  Fluid,  if  the  State  of  the 
Animal  Oeconomy  be  rightly  confider’d,  and  the  various 
alterations  it  fuffers  from  the  Stagnation  of  its  more 
vifcid  Juices  in  the  fmalleft  Canals,  and  how  much  the 
impulie  and  force  of  the  circling  Blood,  by  which 
Obftruc^ions  are  to  be  remov’d,  muft  be  increas’d  by 
its  carrying  along  with  it  fuch  Particles  as  the  Mercu¬ 
rial  Globuli ;  he  fays,  fuch  will  perhaps,  fee  good  rea- 
fon  to  allow,  that  the  prudent  cautious  management  of 
guickjilver ,  may  do  that  in  fome  obftinate  and  danger¬ 
ous  Difeafes,  which  we  cannot  promife  our  felves  from 
any  other  of  our  known  Medicines  whatfoever. 

Wierus  remarks,  that  a  Juggler  having  render’d  his 
Guts  flippery  with  a  good  quantity  of  Butter,  did  or¬ 
dinarily  fwallow  down  a  great  qaeafure  of  Mercury ,  and 
voided  it  again  immediately  before  the  People*  with¬ 
out  any  hurt. 

Sambarel.  com.  ad.  Avicen.  de  Cur.  Caf.  &  off";  and 
Fracaftorius ,  write,  they  faw  a  Woman  that  drank  a 
Pint  and  a  half  of  Mercwy  to  make  herfelf  Mifcarry, 
but  to  little  purpofe  or  hurt. 

Marianus  SanEl,  in  Com •  ad  Avicen.  and  FaUopm , 
atfert,  they  knew  fome  Women  that  fwallow’d  three 
Pints  of  Crude  Mercury ,  which  they  evacuated  again 
by  Stool,  without  the  leaft  injury. 

BraJJavclus,  Lib .  de  Examp.  Stirp •  Platertis ,  Atigenm9 
Baevs ,  T burrian,  Salay  piverius,  and  others,  do  all  ap¬ 
prove  of  Crude  Mercury  as  an  excellent  Remedy  againft 
the  Worms,  Plague  of  the  Guts,  and  the  Cholick. 
And  the  fame  Sentiments  have  JEgineta,  Avicen ,  Ha - 
lyabb.  fyafes,  Qgercctan,  Hartman,  Horfiius,  and  many 
;  '•  1  v  ;<•<  '  •  '  more 
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more  without  number,  who  declare  Mercury  an  excel¬ 
lent  Remedy,  both  Crude  and  Prepar’d,  and  are  far 
from  fufpedting  it  of  a  venomous  Quality. 

And  Epiphanius  Ferdinandus  fays;  that  to  this  time, 
among  ninety  Authors  that  had  writ  of  the  Venereal  Di- 
feafe%  there  were  only  four  that  difallow’d  the  ufe  of 
QnickJllver  in  the  Cure  thereof;  and  that  he  can  make 
good  by  Oath,  that  he  hath  perfectly  Cur’d,  leaving 
no  evil  Symptoms,  a  hundred  and  fifty  People  Frenchi- 
fyd,  of  all  Ages,  Sexes,  and  of  divers  Temperaments, 
at  ail  Seafons  of  the  Year. 

And  John  Fernelius  writes,  That  he  believes,  a  nd  is 
afliir’d,  that  nothing  lefs  than  a  Medicine  made  of 
Qnickfi'ver y  can  Cure  the  Venereal  Difeafe  5  fince  that 
in  his  judgmenr,  other  Medicines  only  take  away  the 
Symptoms ,  leaving  the  Root  of  the  Difeafe  be¬ 
hind. 

Quercetan.  in  his  Confil,  de  Lue  Vener.  affirms,  That 
Mercury  is  the  only  true  and  foie  Alexipharmacum  of 
this  Difeafe,  efpecially  if  it  be  inveterate. 

Felix  Platerm  writes,  That  Mercury  by  its  occult 
Qualities  and  Properties,  contrary  to  this  Difeafe,  doth 
quell  the  Venenate  or  Poifonous  Quality  thereof. 

RondelettuSy  a  famous  French  Phyfician  in  his  time, 
mightily  applauds  Quickfilver  as  the  belt  Antidote  and 
Remedy  againfl:  the  Poxy  and  that  Quia  quomodocunq ; 
adminiflretury  morhum  Curat ;  Became,  however  it  is 
adminiftred,  it  Cures  the  Difeafe. 

And  Nicholas  Lemeryy  M.  D.  fays,  There  is  no  Re¬ 
medy  found  out  to  befo  Sovereign  for  the  Cure  of  Ve¬ 
nereal  Maladies,  as  Mercury  ;  wherefore  its  greateft 
Enemies  have  been  forc’d  to  fly  to  it,  after  they  had 
tried  a  long  time  to  no  purpofe,  to  drive  out  the  Poi- 
fon  by  other  Remedies. 

Thus  we  have  fee  forth  the  Opinions  of  divers  for 
and  againit  Crude  Mercury  or  Quick^filver  inwardly, 
ive  fhall  now  examine  it,  as  prepar’d,  and  lee  what 
good  or  ill  Eife&s  attend  ic  then. 


The 
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The  Preparations  of  Mercury  are  various,  and  every 
one  almoft  has  his  Panacea  from  it;  the  common  Pre¬ 
parations  of  the  Shops  are  Mercurius  Suldimatusy  Mer - 
curius  Vita,  Mercurius  Pracipitatus  albus ,  Mercurius 
Pracipitatus  flavus ,  i.  e«  Turpeth.  Mineral.  Mercurius 
Pracipitatus  grifeus ,  Mercurius  Dulcis ,  Mercurius  Pra¬ 
tt  i pit  at  us  per  fe  &  Solaris  per  fey  Mercurius  Pbilofophicus, 
Mercurius  Diapboreticus ,  Mercurius  Pracipitatus  viridis , 
Mercurius  EJfentipcatus  Paracelji,  Panacea  Aurca ,  Pa- 
cea  Cathartica ,  Elixir  Vita  Mercuriale  many  others 
too  tedious  here  to  enumerate ;  many  of  which  have 
but  little  power  againft  Venereal  Perments  in  the  Body, 
being  too  much  laden  wich  Acids;  as  for  Inftancc, 
T<ybitb  Mineral ,  which  is  a  mighty  Medicine  among 
fome  Profeffors,  yet  rarely  anfwers  the  true  end  for 
which  it  is  given, and  thereafon  is  plain,becaufe  it  is  too 
much  clogg'd  with  and  tied  up  by  the  Acid  of  the  Vi¬ 
triol  which  is  us’d  in  its  Preparation,  to  have  the  ex¬ 
pected  effect  in  Venereal  Di/eafes.  Hence  the  many 
difappointments  that  happen  in  the  Cure,  and  it  is  no 
wonder,  if  we  rightly  confider,  that  the  Pcx  is  notin 
all  attended  with  the  fame  Difpofitions ;  for  as  Mer¬ 
curial  Preparations  that  abound  with  Acids,  Cure  fome 
fpeedily,  they  Cure  others  but  flowly,  or  not  at  all  5 
when  a  Medicine  whofe  Acids  are  much  embarrafs’d, 
guickly  Cures,  The  Purging  Panacea ,  and  Green  Pre¬ 
cipitate,  are  among  lome  accounted  great  Secrets  in 
Pocky  Perments,  the  latter  by  a  more  than  ordinary  Sti~ 
pticitv,  is  cry’d  up  in  Gonorrbaasy  which  yet  are  not 
lb  fit  to  deffroy  the  Pocky  Dilpofition,  as  feme  others 
are,  at  Ieaftwife  in  fome  Bodies,  becaufe  the  Mercury 
and  the  Sulphur  of  Antimony  of  one,  and  the  Nitre  and 
Copper  of  the  other,  are  yet  to©  much  charg’d  with 
fome  ftrange  Acids.  A  Mercurial  Medicine  therefore, 
ihould  be  found  out,  that  by  its  benign  Quality  will, 
upon  mixing  with  the  mafs  of  Blood,  imbibe  its  Fer¬ 
ments,  and  evacuate  the  offending  Caufe  by  which 
way  Nature  is  cnclin’d,  whether  by  Sweat  or  other- 
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wife, and  is  altogether  free  from  Foreign  Acids;  forthofe 
with  foreign  Acids  by  chance  may  Cure, but  yet  uncer¬ 
tainly,  thofe  Foreign  Acids  in  the  Medicine,  uniting 
with  the  Acid  Ferments  of  the  Pocky  Difpofition,  pro¬ 
ving  oftentimes  of  very  dangerous  confequence.  That 
Mercurial  Medicine  then  is  the  true  and  only  Specifick 
in  the  Pox ,  which  is  diverted  of  thofe  Foreign  Acids, 
and  fo  dulcified,  as  to  fuck  up  and  imbibe  the  Pocky 
Acid  in  the  Body,  which  it  does  without  any  tumul¬ 
tuous  Operation,  or  uncertain  Ertedfc ;  but  where  to 
have  fuch  a  Medicine,  moft  that  Practice  are  at  a 
lofs.  In  Gouty  Bodies  where  there  has  been  but  the 
leaft  apprehenfion  of  its  proceeding  or  uniting  with  any 
Venereal  Ferment ,  this  Preparation  of  Mercury  that  I 
fpeak  of,  has  incredibly  reliev’d,  and  doubtlefs  in  all 
Gouts  or  Gouty  Tndifpofitions,  no  Medicine  upon  the 
Earth,  can  fo  effeflually  remove  the  Caufe,  or  be  pre¬ 
vented,  if  its  approach  be  fear’d.  But  this  by  the  way. 

Now  the  mildeft  of  all  their  Preparations  above- 
mention’d  is  Mercurius  Du!cisf  tho’  that  is  not  given 
always  without  danger,  L  knowing  one  that  by  taking 
it  to  Salivate,  was  brought  into  a  Frenzy,  of  which 
he  died  the  fourth  day  after  taking  it ;  and  Dr.  Har¬ 
vey  tells  us,  that  an  Apothecary  fomewhere  about  the 
Strmdy  gave  three  Children  each  a  Dofe  of  it  againft 
the  Worms,  and  they  all  three  died  the  fame  day  5  tho‘ 
at  the  fame  time  others  fay,  that  if  it  be  rightly  pre¬ 
par’d  and  given,  it  is  as  fafe  and  gentle  as  Manna ,  Caf- 
fiay  Tamarindsy  &c.  and  may  be  given  with  difcretion 
to  the  youngeft  Child,  and  moft  tender  Conftitudon  ; 
to  which  I  affent,  having  given  that  and  Calomel  my 
fplf,  many  thouf^nd  times,  without  the  leaft  hurt  to 
any* 

Chiron  hit  Siphilus  with  Calomel, 

Andfcaly  Crufts  from  his  maim'd  Forehead  fed, 

Djfpenfary  Poem,  fl  75.0 
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And  as  a  certain  ingenious  Author  fays,  fo  fay  I, 
that  it  is  a  never  fufficientiy  to  be  prais  a  Medicine, 
with  which,  and  a  certain  uncommon  prefcrib’d  Diet- 
drink,  I  have  done  Wonders,  thefe  two  Medicines  be¬ 
ing  fo  eft'edlual,  in  fome  Cafes,  that  the  whole  Method 
of  Curing  has  been  concluded  in  them. 

There  are  many  other  Preparations  of  Mercury  dan¬ 
gerous.  A  Dofe  of  Mercurius  Vitt,  fays  an  Author 
from  Hildanus , being  given  to  an  Afthmatick  Gentlewo¬ 
man,  (he  died  the  fame  day  (lie  took  it. 

Hildanus  alfo  fays,  that  another  Matron  who  by  a 
Dofe  of  three  Grains,  was  thrown  into  continual  Vo¬ 
mitings,  cold  Sweats,  and  Faintings,  fo  that  (he  made 
a  very  narrow  efcape. 

Whereupon  Fabricius  thinks  that  Mercurius  Pit<c9 
may  very  well  deferve  the  Title,  and  be  call’d  rather 
Mercurius  Mortis ,  or  Mercury  of  Death ,  inftead  of  Mer¬ 
cury  of  Life ,  excepting,  fays  he,  it  is  meant  of  Life 
Eternnl.  And  indeed  this  I  muft  fay,  That  there  are 
lome  Preparations  of  Mercury ,  which  if  they  do  not 
diredHy  Kill,  are  yet  next  Door  to  Poifon,  proving, 
as  Paracelfus  well  obferves,  Introitus  ad  Mortem ,  an 
Inlet  to  Death,  killing  the  Patient  by  degrees,  after 
the  manner  we  have  heard  and  read  the  Italians  and 
Indians  do  with  their  Poifon,  tho’  not  to  the  nicety  of 
a  Day,  or  an  Hour,  &c»  as  they  pretend. 

I  know  an  Apothecary  that  by  the  miftake  of  his 
Apprentice,  gave  a  Child  a  Dofe  of  Mercurius  Vite, 
inftead  of  another  Preparation,  that  it  died  with  it  the 
next  day  after. 

And  a  Woman  at  Hipping,  as  I  was  told  by  a  Gen¬ 
tleman,  died  very  lately,  by  taking  a  Dofe  of  Purging 
Pills,  made  up  at  an  Apothecaries,  with  fome  Mcrcu- 
s  fial  Preparation  in  them,  (he  not  living  above  an  hour 
after  ftie  took  them. 

Amatus  Lufitanus  recites  an  Inftance  of  one,  who 
upon  the  taking  Precipitate, purg’d  away  feveral  pieces 
of  his  Liver,  together  with  his  Blood. 
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tful.  Palmar  obferves  another,  who  having  fwallow- 
ed  down  three  Pills  of  Precipitate,  againft  a  Quartan 
Ague,  fell'into  a  Dyfenrery,  Inflammation  of  the  Throat 
and  Pbrenfie,  and  foon  after  into  the  Grave.  To  illu- 
ftrate  the  danger  of  this  Preparation,  as  Dr.  Harvey 
fays,  take  notice  what  Quercetan  faith,  he  profefles  to 
have  damned  and  exploded  Vitrum  Antimonii  and  Pre¬ 
cipitate,  to  which  alfo  agree  Sever ,  Danus,  Turquetus, 
&c.  Vida  Libav .  Syntagm .  Arc  an.  lib.  4.  cap.  23. 

And  I  know  two  Emperical  Perfons,  pradtifing  for 
the  Venereal  Difeafe ,  in  this  Town,  that  make  it  their 
chief  Remedy,  and  I  make  no  doubt  but  others  alfo 
that  know  no  better,  do  the  like;  but  with  what  fuc- 
cefs  very  many  to  my  knowledge  have  found  to  their 
forrow. 

There  are  others  that  exhibit,  fays  Dr.  Harvey,  Mer - 
cury  Precipitate  corrofive,  inwardly,  and  that  the  lirli 
that  boldly  ventur’d  it,  was  John  deVigo ,  a  Genoefe3 
whereby  in  a  Dofe  of  two  or  three  Grains  at  moll,  he 
wonderfully,  and  in  a  very  Ihorc  time,  did  pretend  to 
expel  the  Pox ,  and  other  Diftempers,  thro’  its  forcible 
Vomits,  Purges  and  Sweats. 

This  is  the  fame  Medicine  which  fome  Empsricky 
pretend  to  Cure  any  fort  of  Pox  with,  by  live  or  fix 
Dofes  ;  for  which  piece  of  Service,  fays  Harvey,  they 
deferve  a  Rope  for  their  Fee  ;  and  indeed,  I  think, 
hanging  is  too  good  for  fuch  that  matter  no  more  run¬ 
ning  the  rifque  of  their  Patients  lives. 

An  JEnglifh  Gentleman  at  Venice,  fays  the  fame  An* 
thor,  having  Pocky  Spots  in  his  Skin,  took  a  Dofe  of 
Precipitate  from  a  Surgeon^which  having  wrought  well, 
he  took  another  Dofe  with  the  fame  fuecefs,  but  being 
defirous  to  cleanfe  his  Body  beyond  all  Sufpicion,  ven¬ 
tur’d  upon  a  third  Dofe,  which  biowed  him  up  to  the 
Planets.  And  that  the  lame  Fate  befel  a  Trooper  at 
iVaftminfter  ,  upon  the  taking  a  Dofe  of  the  fame 
from  a  great  Army  Surgeon, 
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I  fuppofe  the  Precipitate  the  Dodtor  mentions,  was 
Merc.  Pracipitat.  Ppbrus,  which,  tho’  it  had  that  ill  ef- 
fedl  (doubtlels  to  be  imputed  to  the  ill  Preparation  or 
Adminiftration  of  it)  yet  Ihave  known  it, in  fomeCafes, 
given  with  Succefs,  but  then  with  a  great  deal  of  cau* 
tion,  and  not  without  another  Medicince  to  curb  its 
rugged  Properties. 

Mercurius prxcipitiit.  alb .  hasprov’d  fatal  to  feveral, 
yet  has  been  profitably  us'd  to  hundreds.  Dr.  Simeon 
$aco%,  a  moft  expert  Phyfician,  fays,  he  adminiftred 
It  with  Succefs,  as  follows,  vi%. 

In  the  Month  ©f  May,  1645,  two  Girls,  fays  he, 
the  eldeft  fcarce  five,  the  younger  three  years  old, 
were  afflidled  with  the  Pox ,  by  Contagion,  for  five 
Months  together  ;  they  had  many  Ulcers  in  their 
Mouths  and  Privities,  with  Puftules,  and  a  filthy  Scab 
all  over  their  Bodies.  A  skilful  Surgeon  had  given 
them  a  Decodtion  of  Guaiacum  for  a  Month  together, 
but  in  vain.  I  being  fenr  for.  Cur'd  the  faid  Girls  in 
ihefpace  of  15  days,  with  Merc*  precipiut.alb .  giving 
every  day  to  the  eider,  gr .  vj.  to  the  younger,  gr.  iv. 
yet  fometimes  augmenting  both  the  Dofes,  according 
to  the  operation,  which  was  fuch,  that  each  of  them 
had  three  or  four  Stools  a  day  ;  they  never  Vomited, 
neither  were  they  Flux’d;  but  they  perfifted  all  the 
while  in  the  ufe  of  their  Diet-drink  of  Ligm  Guaia~ 
cum. 

Mercurius  Sullimattts  Corrofivus  is  an  admirable  Me¬ 
dicine,  and  has  been  given  by  me  with  wonderful  Suc¬ 
cefs,  yet  unlefs  with  a  particular  Menftruum  prepar’d, 
and  after  a  particular  manner  Adminiftred,  is  of  dan¬ 
gerous  confequence. 

A  Shop-keeper’s  Wife  that  I  know,  had  adminiftred 
ro  her  by  an  old  Surgeon  in  the  Neighbourhood,  for  a 
Rheumatics!  Pain  (he  had,  a  Solution  of  it  in  Water, 
with  orders  ro  take  a  Spoonful  every  Night  and  Morn¬ 
ing,  which  in  few  days  put  her  into  a  Flux,  and  fo 
fist  upon  her  Gums,  that  her  Teeth  grewloofe,  and  at 
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length  dropc  out  one  or  two  at  a  time,  till  Hie  loft 
them  all ;  being  fur  priz’d  at  it,  Ihe  fends  for  her  Sur¬ 
geon,  who  did  nothing  but  Purge  her,  and  order’d  her 
to  walk  her  Mouth  with  Broth,  which  not  Hopping 
the  Flux,  nor  eafing  the  intolerable  Pain  in  her  Mouth, 
fhe  fent  for  me;  I  found  not  only  the  Gums  quite 
eroded,  Teeth  every  one  gone,  but  the  native  Heat  fo 
much  extinguilh’d  on  thednfide  of  her  Cheeks,  on  the 
Gums,  be.  that  there  was  the  utmoft  danger  of  a  Mor¬ 
tification  ;  I  came  too  late  to  fave  her  Teeth,  which 
fhe  will  never  have  again,  and  but  juft  time  enough 
to  prevent  Ruin.  This  Difafter  put  her  Husband  Up¬ 
on  feeking  Revenge  on  the  Surgeon,  being  refolv’d  to 
lue  him,  which  I  diftwaded  him  from,  with  Thanks 
from  the  Surgeon  for  the  fame,  who,  and  the  Woman 
alfo,  are  ftill  alive,  and  will  remember  well  this  Sto¬ 
ry,  if  they  chance  to  read  it. 

A  certain  Wench  that  liv’d  at  an  Alehoufe,  falling 
in  Love  with  a  Soldier  that  Lodged  there,  becaufe  he 
would  not  Marry  her,  took  a  quantity  of  Sublimate 
Mercury ,  which,  notwithftanding  all  the  Endeavours 
of  my  felf  and  others  that  were  call’d,  could  not  fave 
her,  for  the  next  day  (he  died. 

Yet  Dr.  Harvey  tells  us,  that  a  Private  Soldier  in  Sir 
Edward  Harley's  Regiment  in  Dunkirk^  upon  the  refufal 
of  a  Wenches  Marrying  him,  fwallow’d  down  before 
her  Face  a  Dram  of  Mercury  Sublimate ,  together  with 
the  Paper  it  was  in;  who  in  about  half  an  hour  or  left 
after,  began  to  Salivate  very  copioufly,  and  to  be  mi- 
ferably  tortur’d  abput  his  Stomach  and  Belly ;  his 
Tongue  was  fo  monftroufly  fwell’d,  he  could  only  (hew 
the  tip  of  it,  being  of  a  Lead  Colour ;  he  caus’d  him 
to  drink  off  a  quart  of  warm  Water  and  Salade  Oil  i 
after  order’d  a  pint  of  common  Oil  to  be  us’d  Glifter- 
wife,  and  an  hour  after  preferib’d  him  an  Antidote, 
which  gave  him  fuch  Relief,  that  in  three  Hours  after 
he  found  him  at  eafe,  taking  a  Pipe  of  Tobacco  ;  how* 
ever,  fuddenly  after;  all  his  Hair  came  off. 
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And  that  an  Apothecary  in  Alderfgate-ftreet,  being  in 
his  Laboratory,  when  a  Sublimdtory  broke  (  wherein 
Mercariut  Dulcis  was  preparing  }  by  removing  it  from 
one  Furnace  to  another,  was  fuddenly  taken  Lame, 
Feverifh  and  Trembling,  occafion’d  through  the  Mer- 
curial  S  tee  ms  that  entred  his  Pores.  But  by  proper 
Medicines  was  reftor’d  to  his  Health. 

Mercurius  Vitjt  which  hath  prov’d  fo  pernicious  as 
before-mention’d,  has,  notwithftanding  been  admi- 
niftred  no  doubt  thoufands  of  times  with  Succefs,  and 
I  my  felf  have  known  it  given  fo.  The  abovefaid 
Author  fays,  he  has  given  it  (  thos  not  as  it  is  com¬ 
monly  prepar’d)  to  feveral  hundreds  with  a  fuccefs  fuit- 
able  to  fo  excellent  a  Medicine  ;  and  that  he  has 
known  it  prefcrib’d  in  Hofpitals  to  hundreds,  as  alfb 
all  manner  of  Precipitates  and  Turbiths,  likewife  JVter- 
curius  Dulcis,  without  the  leaft  confequence  of  any  ill 
Symptom. 

Thus  has  ill  and  good  Effedls  been  produc’d  by 
Mercury  prepar’d,  now  we  (hail  examine  how  far  it 
proves  fuccefsful,  when  us’d  either  internally  or  exter¬ 
nally  to  caufe  Salivation,  and  how  far  Salivation  is  a 
Cure  for  the  Venereal  Difcafe • 

"Twould  take  up  too  much  Time  and  Room,  to  fay 
all  that  is  pertinent  to  be  faid  on  this  Head  ^  and  to 
do  it  would  anticipate  what  I  defign  further  at  ano* 
ther  opportunity.  I  (hall  only  then  give  fome  Hints, 
and  referve  the  reft  till  that  time. 

There  are  many  that  ufe  Mercurial  Vnguents  and 
Plaifters  for  the  Cure  of  the  Itch,  but  oftentimes  with 
very  ill  fuccefs. 

I  knew  a  Woman  that  anointed  her  Child  with  an 
Ointment  of '  Quickjilver  for  the  Itch,  which  brought  it 
into  fuch  a  levere  Salivation,  that  I  had  much  ado  to 
fave  it ;  and  feveral  others  alfo  that  I  have  met  with  in 
my  Pradfice. 

And  ’tis  allow’d,  that  Mercury  is  experienc’d  Veno¬ 
mous  and  Pernicious,  us’d  in  Vnguents.  ful.  Palmar 
fays,  that  chofe  that  are  anointed  with  a  Mercurial 
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'Ointment,  do  frequently  fall  into  Palfies ,  Apoplexies , 
Hidden  Dumbnefs Deafnefs,  Phthific\  and  Tremblings 
of  the  Joints. 

V  Irk  bus  de  Hutten,  a  German,  exclaims  againft  this 
Unguent  as  the  caufe  of  Madnefs ,  Megrim ,  Suffocati¬ 
ons*  Suppreffions  of  Urine ,  &c.  which  occafion’d  many 
to  give  up  the  Ghoft.  And  attefts  farther,  that  in  his 
time  fcarce  one  in  an  hundred  was  perfectly  Cur’d, 
^without  a  Relapfe,  the  benefit  of  it  lafting  but  for  a 
'few  days,  he  himfelf  defpairing,  after  eleven  UndH- 
ons;  which  way  of  Cure,  he  fays,  was  fo  terrible, 
that  fome  chofe  rather  to  die  than  undergo  it. 

Atigclus  Sala  tells  us,  he  faw  a  Man’s  Jaw  fallen  by 
the  ill  fuccefs  of  the  Undfcion,  that  they  were  forc’d 
to  file  off  his  Teeth. 

Sebaftianus  Ajitilianus >  in  his  Book  de  Morbo  Gallic. 
cap.  4.  calls  the  Cure  of  this  Difeafe  by  Quicl{filver> 
Sophiftical ;  and  writes,  That  all  anointed  with  it  in 
his  Age,  fullered  a  Relapfe. 

Villus  Favintinus ,  cap.  7.  de  Morb.  Gallic,  thinks 
the  Cure  of  the  Difeale  with  Quicfifilver  is  falfe,  de¬ 
ceitful,  and  dangerous. 

Bcrnardus  Tamiranus ,  in  Lib.  2.  de  Morbo  Gallico , 
cap.  13.  alfo  openly  condemns  the  way  of  Cure  by 
Quick, filver  Ointment. 

ifobn  Baptifla  Silvaticus  joins  with  them,  faying. 
That  he  doth  not  believe  that  Quickfiher  can  wholly 
Core  this  Difeafe,  and  that  it  is, an  Antidote  diametri¬ 
cally  oppofite  to  the  Venereal  Evil. 

Gafper  Torclus  Bilhop  of  St.  $ufia,  in  his  Declama¬ 
tions  againft  Vnllion  with  Quickjilver ,  calls  it  a  per¬ 
nicious  Medicine,  and  thinks  it  is  to  be  Ihunn’d  as  the 
Plague. 

fobn  Baptifta  Montanus  in  his  Book  de  Morbo  Gallic . 
writes,  That  Quickfilver  doth  indeed  reprefs  the  Difeafe 
for  a  certain  time,  but  does  induce  an  evil  Quality  in 
she  Parr*  and  in  no  wife  removes  it,  for  that  in  procefs 
of  time  all  things  become  worfe  than  they  were  be¬ 
fore* 
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And  Fernelius  had  a  certain  Venereal  Patient  which 
was  anointed  50  times,  but  in  vain,  for  was  after¬ 
wards  cured  by  another  Method.  And  another  Author 
fays.  That  nothing  is  more  certain,  being  confirm’d 
by  many  Experiments,  that  very  many  Artifts  have  at¬ 
tempted  the  Cure  by  anointing,  even  ten  times  or  more, 
but  in  vain. 

Mr.  PJchard  Wifeman ,  who  was  Sergeant-Surgeon 
to  King  Charles  II.  in  bis  Book,  where  he  treats  of  the 
Venereal  Difeafe ,  fays.  That  that  Method  indeed  af- 
fwages  the  Difeafe,  and  delays  it,  but  takes  not  away 
the  pernicioufnefs  of  it,  and  that  it  is  no  effedual  Cure, 
without  Guaiacum ,  neither  yet  is  any  thing  to  be  ex- 
peded  from  Guaiacum  alone,  without  danger  of  Re- 
lapfe*  In  Mr,  Tates  Tranflation  of  Siphilk ,  it  is 
faid. 

The  greater  part ,  and  with  fuccefs  more  fure% 

By  Mercury  perform  the  happy  Cure . 

The  Learned  Dr  •Mead,  fpeaking  of  Mercury,  fays , 
he  found  once  fame  quantity  of  it  in  the  Perineum  of  a 
Subjed  he  took  from  the  Gallows  for  a  Dilfedion* 
(whofe  rotten  Bones  quickly  difcover’d  what  Difeafe  it 
was  had  required  the  Ufe  of  it,  and  that  he  fuppos’d 
chiefly  in  external  Application  by  Undion)  without 
any  Marks  of  corrofion  of  the  Part  where  it  was  lodg¬ 
ed.  Yet,  fays  he,  when  it  happens  to  obftrud  the 
Capillary  Du8s ,  as  that  the  force  of  the  circling  Fluid 
is  not  fufficient  to  walh  it  away,  it  muft  neceffarily  in¬ 
duce  Symptoms  troublefome  and  bad  enough,as Spafms* 
Contractions,  Palfiesy  &c.  which  thofe  People  common¬ 
ly  Experience,  that  have  been  too  often  daubed  with 
Mercurial  Ointments ,  &c.  but,  fays  he,  the  internal 
Ufe  of  it  will  never  produce  any  fuch  Mifchiefs. 

GulU  Fahrit .  Cenr.  3.  Obf.  82.  fays.  That  the 
Mercurial  Undion  produc’d  a  great  Tumour  and  In¬ 
flammation  of  the  Mouth  and  Tongue,  a  difficulty  of 
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Kefpiratian,  Syncope,  and  at  laft  a  Mortification  of 
the  Gums,  Mouth,  and  Cheeks,  in  a  Noble-man, 
whereupon  he  fuddenly  expir'd* 

He  aifo  in  Cent *  4.  Obf*  82.  mentions  another  that 
was  Anointed,  who  was  furpriz’d  with  unfufferable 
Pains  in  the  Joints  of  his  Hands,  Knees,  Shoulders* 
Neck  and  Hips,  but  moil  with  a  raging  Head-ach  ; 
his  Arms  and  Hands  were  fo  tumefied,  that  they  in¬ 
clined  to  a  Gangreen. 

fob*  Obemdorf  relates  a  Narrative  of  a  Woman  of 
Rcgenfpurgi  who  upon  appplication  of  a  Mercurial 
Piaifter,  was  taken  with  a  fliaking,  and  an  anxious 
oppredion  of  her  whole  Body,  with  a  Bloody  Flux, 
which  foon  conduced  her  to  her  long  home. 

The  fame  Author  aifo  fpeaks  of  a  Girl  of  the  fame 
City,  who  upon  a  fingle  Anointing,  was  thrown  into 
a  trembling  of  her  Joints,  difficulty  of  Swallowing  and 
Breathing,  a  great  Swelling  of  her  Face  and  Belly, 
an  Excoriation  of  the  Throat,  and  corruption  of  her 
Lips  to  a  Cancer,  wirh  a  naufeous  Stink  of  the  Breath, 
and  infufferable  Pains ;  all  which,  within  a  (hort  time, 
defigned  her  for  Death. 

Pbileraftus  apud  Mujfet-y  dial,  de  Medic.  Chym.  re¬ 
ports,  he  faw  many  driven  into  a  Palfie,  Deafnefs, 
KingVEvil,  Syncope,  Dyfentery,  Tremor,  and  Con- 
vulfion  :  Some  did  fpit  out  their  Teeth,  others  loft 
their  Jaws,  Uvula's,  and  Limbs,  upon  ufinga  Mercu¬ 
rial  Undiion.  * 

Mat.  Vnt^er*  Anat *  Spagjr.  Merc .  Lib-  i.Cap.  26. 
witnefteth,  That  a  Woman  with  Child,  gone  fix 
Months,  mifearry’d  by  ufmg  a  Mercurial  Ointment 
againft  the  Itch. 

Lotich.  Obf.  Lib.  4.289.  and  %acut.  Hift.  Lib.  1. 
Obf.  51.  Fol.  129.  impute  the  Deaths  of  feveral  to 
Mercurial  U ndiions.* 

Hildanus  obferves  a  Blindnefs  upon  an  Un&ion. 

And  fytdius  reports,  that  fome  after  Undiion,  have 
falfn  into  Raving  and  Madnefs. 
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Jacobus  Oethctus,  in  his  Obfervations,  reports.  That 
a  certain  young  Nobleman  troubled  with  Crab-lice  in 
his  Privities,  us’d  a  Mercurial  Ointment  to  drive  them 
-  away,  upon  which,  his  Yard  grew  cold  and  Ouggifh, 
and  unfit  for  Venery,  which  was  imputed  to  the  cold- 
nefs  of  the  Quickfifocr*  and  its  being  of  a  Scupifying 
Po>  fonous  Nature,  and  a  great  Enemy  to  the  Nerves 
and  Brain. 

Nic .  Fontan ,  remarks,  drops  of  Mercury  found  $13 
the  Body  of  a  Woman  deceas’d* 

Skenckius ,  affirms,  that  Mercury  hath  been  feen  to 
flow  and  re-flow  within  a  Man’s  Veins. 

And  a  Gentleman,  lately  my  Patient,  told  me,  tthat 
he  found  the  ill  effects  of  Mercury,  by  taking  much  of 
it,  which  a  Venereal  Hurt  had  oblig’d  him  to,  and  that 
his  Body  was  fo  full  of  it,  as  with  a  Microfiopc,  he 
had  frequently  feen  it  in  fmail,  bright,  globular  Par¬ 
ticles,  iffiiing  through  the  Pores,  between  his  Fingers 
and  the  Backs  and  Palms  of  his  Hands,  Handing  a*  it 
were,  like  little  Bullets,  and  fome  even  upon  the  Hairs 
of  the  Backs  of  the  Hands,  which  yet  were  impercep¬ 
tible  to  the  naked  Eye. 

I  knew  a  Perfon,  that  by  wearing  fome  little  time 
a  Qui ckfilver- G  i rdle,  for  the  Cure  ot  the  lscby  was 
brought  under  the  utmoft  ill  EfFeds  of  Mercury 9 
and  was  with  much  difficulty  retrieved  therefrom. 

Dr.  Francis  Fuller ,  lately  deceas’d ,  in  the  Ap¬ 
pendix  to  his  excellent  Treatife,  Entituled,  Medscina 
Gymnaftica ,  gives  an  Account  of  the  condition  he  was 
in  himleif,  by  wearing  a  Mercurial  Girdle  for  the  itcby 
he  being  taken  with  an  unufual  Giddinefs,  and  Con- 
vulfions,  not  only  flight  ones  in  the  Capillary  Arteries 
of  his  Eyes  and  other  Parts,  but  fome  deeper,  as  iome- 
times  to  have  one  of  his  Hands  drawn  in,  and  his  Fin¬ 
gers  brought  to  the  Palm  of  his  Hands  involuntarily, 
which  made  himfelf  and  raoft  that  he  confulted,  fuf- 
ped  there  might  be  fome  Mercurial  Particles  lodg’d  in 
lome  Excretory  Dutts  of  his  Brain  ;  under  which,  by 
the  help  of  means,  he  re- gain’d  his  Health,  excepting 
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the  Giddinefs,  which  he  had  for  feveral  Years,  till  hap¬ 
pening  to  be  more  indifpos’d  than  ufual,  upon  taking 
a  Chalybeat  Medicine,  the  Humour  ftruck  deep  into 
his  Nerves,  that  it  made  his  Eyes  flafli,  and  brought 
other  Epileptick  Symptoms  upon  him,  under  which 
Spafms  he  declin’d,  being  confin’d  at  home  for  three 
Months,  all  the  while  growing  worfe  and  worfe,  in 
the  fpight  of  the  Power  of  any  Medicines  he  took  5 
but  upon  ufing  Riding  and  the  Air,  he  pretty  well  re¬ 
cover’d  it ;  as  any  one  may  read  the  Account  of  at 
large,  in  his  aforefaid  Book,  too  tedious  here  to  in- 
cert  ;  but  by  this  may  be  feen  the  ill  Effedfc  of  Mercu¬ 
rial  Topicks. 

Alfo  a  Child,  who  by  wearing  a  Mercurial  Emplafter 
to  the  Stomach,  which  the  Parent  was  advis’d  to  for 
she  Cure  of  an  Ague  it  had,  was  brought  thereby  into 
perilous  Circumftances,  which  requir’d  a  great  deal  of 
Pains  and  time  to  overcome. 

And  I  have  known  Nervous  Atrophys ,  and  other 
Difeafes  of  the  Nerves  and  Brain,  caus’d  both  by  the 
outward  and  inward  ufe  of  Mercury . 

Thus  have  we  Ihewn,  from  good  Authorities,  as 
well  as  our  own  Experience,  the  ill  Effetts  of  Mercu¬ 
ry  ufed  outwardly  ;  it  remains  now  to  ffiew  alfo  the 
laudable  and  good  Effefts  upon  the  external  Ufe  of  the 
fame. 

Touching  the  Mercurial  Vnguent)  Dr,  Harvey,  de¬ 
clares,  that  he  can  fafely  fay,  he  has  formerly  caufed 
twenty  to  be  Anointed  in  one  Place  at  the  fame  time, 
who  all  were  Cured  without  the  leaft  Relaple,  or  con- 
fequence  of  ill  Symptoms  during  the  Cures  $  and  fince 
thar,ab^ndance  more  ;  The  greateft  inconvenience  that 
Patients  fufFer  in  this  fort  of  Cure,  are  Pains  in  the 
Mouth,  Anguilh,  want  of  Sleep,  and  immoderate 
Thirft,  which  as  he  takes  notice  of  in  one  of  the  fa¬ 
mous  Dr-  Bates' s  Patients,  was  fo  intolerable,  that  in 
the  middle  of  the  Night  he  ran  down  naked  into  the 
Cellar,  and  there  filled  his  Belly  with  fmall  Beer, 
which  neverthelefs  fcarcely  alter’d  him,  pr  retarded 
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his  Cure;  which  he  makes  ufe  of  as  a  certain  fign 
that  a  Mercurial  Courfe  imports  lefs  danger  than  many 
others. 

And  fays  further.  That  he  judges  Mercury  fo  far  di* 
ftant  from  being  Venomous,  that  it  is  a  mort  fafeand 
falubrious  Medicine  confenting  at  the  fame  time, 
that  Mercury  is  guilty  of  fome  remarkable  Hurts,  but 
not  the  greateft,  and  then  through  an  improportionate 
Dofe,  and  that  extraordinarily  only,  namely  in  fome 
few,  it  may  be  one  in  five  Thoufand.  And  that  thofe 
ill  SucceflPes  obje&ed,  arife  either  from  the  Malignity 
owing  to  a  certain  fort  of  Mercury ,  or  the  unskilful 
Preparation)  or  finifter  Exhibition  of  the  Phyfick  Pra- 
dlifer. 

That  there  is  a  fort  of  Mercury  or  Qnickfilver  incor¬ 
porated  with  Malignant  Arfenica!  Fumes  is  certain,  cal* 
led  Arlenical  or  Cobaltous  Mercury ,  and  by  means  of 
which  it  is  reafonably  to  be  fuppos’d  chofe  Goldfmiths, 
we  mention’d  before,  got  the  Hurr,  either  from  the 
Nature  of  the  Mercury  they  were  at  work  upon,  or  by 
means  of  the  weaknefs  of  their  Brain,  or  both,  for 
thoufands  of  Artificers  are  imployed  about  Crude  Mer¬ 
cury ,  which  likewife,  were  it  not  fo,  would  daily  be 
injur’d,  if  not  fpoil’d  thereby. 

Another  great  reafon  why  Mercury  fhould  prove  f<> 
hurtful  as  we  have  mention'd,  is  for  want  of  being 
well,  that  is,  according  to  the  Rules  of  Art  prepar’d 
as  it  (hould  be;  for  if  it  be  not  totally  diverted  of  its 
Arjenical  or 'Bifmuthal  Atoms  (which  how  to  prepare  is 
a  Secret  to  the  IgnoranrJ  it  will  prove  mifcbievous, 
tho*  in  never  fo  final!  Dofes  exhibited  ;  from  thence 
its  no  wonder  that  the  Effedts  of  Mercury  have  been  fo 
perilous  as  we  have  mention’d. 

Fore(luf>  Horftius,  Riverius ,  and  many  others,  whole 
Obfervations  are  confiderable,  give  a  copious  Account; 
of  many  perfectly  reltor’d  to  their  former  Healths  % 
Un&ion.  And  another  certain  Author  deceas’d, 
declares  Publickly  ,  that  a  very  great  number 
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tinder  his  Hands,  do  abundantly  confirm  the  Truth 
and  laudable  Edeffs  of  that  Method. 

Johannes  Laurentius  Protopapa%  a  moft  Experienc'd 
Phyfician,  hath  affirm’d,  by  Oath,  to  have  Cur’d 
above  loop  Men,  trenchifyd ,  with  the  Mercurial  Vn - 
guent ,  with  happy  Succefsj  and  writes.  That  we 
ought  to  give  God  Thanks  for  making  known  fo  won¬ 
derful  a  Remedy  for  fo  rebellious  a  Difeafe. 

Avicen  that  great  Arabian  Phyfician,  (noted  for  his 
profound  Memory,  for  he  could  repeat  Arijlotle's  Me- 
taphyftckj  without  Book)  alfo  commends  Mercury  as  a 
noble  Remedy,  but  fpeaks  of  particular  Preparations 
of  it,  his  Words  are  theie,  Argentum  Vivum,  dum 
vivum  faer it,  habet  qucedam  opera ;  cum  Mortuum9  alia 
quxdam ;  cum  autem  dijfolutum  fuerit ,  habet  opera  maxi¬ 
ma .  Sapientes  faciunt  ipfum  Speftare  ignem,  (3  tunc  fa- 
cit  opera  mirabilia *  (3  tranfmutationeSy  quia  ficut  mu - 
tatur ,  mutat ,  (3  ficut  tingitur ,  tingit}  which  in  Eng- 
lifh  is  this 

Quickfilver ,  fays  he,  while  it  is  in  its  running  form, 
or  vive  Nature,  hath  one  kind  of  Operation  ;  when 
mortified,  other  Operations  $  but  when  diffolved,  it 
performs  the  higheft  and  greateft  Operations  of  all. 
Wife  Men,  fays  he,  know  how  to  make  it  abide  the 
Fire,  and  then  it  performs  Wonders ;  For,  as  it  is 
changed,  it  cbangeth,  and  as  it  is  tinged,  it  tingeth  ; 
that  is,  as  we  are  to  underftand  by  him,  as  it  is  im¬ 
pregnated,  or  animated  after  this  manner  or  that,  or 
either  with  one  Ingredient  or  another,  to  a  Phyfical 
ufe,  for  the  prefervation  of  Health,  one  Spirit  or  Mat¬ 
ter  drawing  to  ir,  another  from  it,  (3c. 

And  Efymund  Lully ,  that  profound  Philofopher  alfo 
affirms*  That  in  Mercury  diffolv’d,  lies  hid  a  great  Se¬ 
cret,  his  Words  are  thefe,  In  Mercurio  diffoluto  abfcon- 
ditur  magnum  Secretum  :  Which  Solution  of  Mercury , 
®r  Mercury  diifolv’d,  he  calls,  and  not  unfitly.  Aqua 
Gloriofa  ;  I  have  fuch  a  Preparation,  but  is  rather  Tin - 
Bur  a  Gloriofai  and  with  it  have  done  Wonders,  no  Pre-p 
paration  in  the  Univerfe  coming  near  it  for  the  Vene- 
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real  Difeafe ,  it  eradicating  the  molt  ftubborn,  rebelli¬ 
ous,  inveterate  Poxes  ,  of  ever  fo  long  (landing, 
even  when  the  Bones  have  been  infedted,  and  the  Pa¬ 
tient  fo  deplorable,  as  to  be  to  all  appearance,  paft  the 
Power  of  Art  to  remedy.  I  fpeak  this  from  a  real, 
fincere,  long,  and  well  grounded  Experience  ;  it  never 
doing  the  Work  by  halves,  ,or  fuffers  Relapfes,  but 
wholly  takes  the  Difeafe  away,  and  renders  the  Pati¬ 
ent  as  clear,  as  if  no  fuch  Diftemper  had  ever  been. 
And  fince  I  have  fpoken  above  of  my  T inElura  Glo- 
riofa  ;  I  will  only  in  few  words  fpeak  alfo  of  one 
Medicine  more  that  I  have,  tho’  its  Virtues  would 
take  up  a  whole  Volume  to  defcribe,  and  not  a  tittle 
laid  to  much  of  it,  and  that  is  of  a  Medicine  that  rakes 
away  all  Venereal  Pains ,  whether  wandring  or  fixt,  No- 
&urnai  or  or  diurnal, violent  or  moderate,  continual  or 
tran/ienr,  of  long  or  late  handing,  in  any  part  or  parts 
of  the  Body  whatfoever,  and  this  in  a  few  Dofes, 
with  all  the  gentlenefs  and  eafe  imaginable,  and  is 
what  I  defire  the  Reader  to  take  particular  ncrice  of, 
and  believe,  fince  it  is  nothing  but  real  Truth,  and 
what  hundreds  of  People  have  experienc’d  and  flood 
in  Admiration  of,  when  before  for  thofe  very  Pains, 
they  had  gone  thro’  divers  Salivations.  Vomitings ,  Pur - 
givgSt  Sweatings ,  Bleedings ,  Cuppings ,  Diet  Dr  ini 
&c.  for  many  Years  together,  lome  continually,  and 
fome  Spring  and  Fall,  and  all  to  fo  little  Purpofe,  as 
but  juft  to  alleviate  them  ;  by  which  Pains  fome  have 
been  Lame  in  their  Limbs,  others  Numb,  Stiff,  Dead, 
or  fo  weak  and  feeble,  as  at  fometimes  fcarcc  able  to 
move.  In  thofe  worft  of  Pains,  fuch  prefent  Eale  have 
been  had,  that  fome  have  thought  it  miraculous,  and 
could  not  have  believ'd  it,  had  they  not  experienc’d  it 
themfelves,  and  that  even  when  the  Pains  have  been 
caus’d  from  the  Venereal  Paint  or  Mercury ,  or  both  to¬ 
gether,  which  if  had  not  been  remov’d  by  this  great 
Medicine,  in  all  likelyhood,  might  have  continued, 
and  the  Patients  probably  been  rendred  Lame  and 
Miferable  to  their  dying  Day.  I  well  know  what  I 
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fay,  and  upon  what  Medicine  I  fpeak ;  and  if  I  had 
not  had  large  Experience  of  its  wonderful  Effedls  and 
Safety*  even  to  be  aftonilh'd  my  felf  at  its  operation, 
in  giving  to  fome  fuch  inftant  Eafe,  I  fljould  not  fpeak 
it  with  that  Earneftnefs  and  Aflfurance  that  I  do  y  but 
its  Virtues  are  far  beyond  what  Words  can  exprefs, 
nor  is  any  one  able  to  believe,  ‘till  they  try,  what  it 
will  do  in  removing  of  Pains  in  two  or  three  days,  in 
the  worft  of  Cafes  ;  which,  all  the  Methods  that  ever  I 
knew,  or  were  probably  ufed  in  the  World,  could  not 
do  in  as  many  Months. 

I  had  a  Gentleman  that  was  Lame,  fometimes  in  one 
Knee,  fometimes  in  the  other,  fometimes  the  Pains 
would  be  in  his  Ancles,  other  times  in  his  Hips,  fome¬ 
times  would  get  into  his  Shoulders,  Neck,  Elbows, 
Wrifts,  and  thus  held  him  for  many  Months,  fo  that  at 
the  belt  he  could  walk  but  indifferently, and  many  times 
not  without  a  Stick.  This  by  his  Doctors  he  was  told 
was  the  tyeumatifiri) which  I  told  him  might  be  fo  5  but 
became  to  me  upon  reading  thisBook, which  he  bought* 
remembring  a  former  Venereal  IUnefs.  I  toljd  him  ho 
fliould,  under  God,  be  eas’d  in  a  few  days  ;  at  which, 
be  fmifd,  as  looking  upon  it  an  impoffible  thing,  con¬ 
sidering  the  various  Methods  had  been  taken,  and.  the 
Courfes  he  had  gone  through ;  however  he  would  ven-, 
ture,  as  he  call’d  it,  and  take  it.  I  gave  him  but  one 
Dole,  and  he  was  eafie  the  next  day  :  I  repeated  it  for 
feven  times,  and  he  never  had  more  of  his  Lamenefs  or 
Pains  to  this  day*  He  was  aftonifh’d  at  the  alteration, 
and  could  fcarcely  believe  buc  that  his  Diftempec 
would  return,  but  he  has  had  nothing  of  it  fince,  tho’ 
it  was  about  Augujl  laft  that  he  took  it*  He  gave  me 
twenty  Guineas  for  his  Cure,  and  was  with?  me  this 
Spring  to  tell  me,  he  is  as  well  as  ever  in  bis  Life* 
which  indeed  his  Strength  and  Countenance  plainly 
thew,  he  being  very  agil  and  brisk,  and*  grown  fjmce 
fatter  than  he  us’d  to  be. 


And 
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And  not  only  in  Indifpofitions  from  Venereal  Caufes, 
or  from  taking  much  or  ill-prepar’d  Mercury ,  docs  this 
great  Specifick  Medicine  (which  I  cannot  dp  lefs  than 
call  fo,  believing  it  to  be  the  greateft  in  the  World  } 
Cure,  carrying  away  all  the  relids  of  ill  Venereal 
Cures,  and  all  the  Regiment  of  Venereal  Symptoms*  as 
well  as  ill  effedts  of  Mercury ,  ( it  being  the  real  Arca¬ 
num  againft  them,)  buc  alfo  univerlaliy  removes  ait 
Scorbucick  or  other  hurtful  and  obnoxious  Humours, 
in  whatever  part  of  the  Body  harbour’d  ;  for  againlt 
Dropfical  Humours,  Sciaticas ,  ^beumatifms,  King's- 
Evil,  and  many  other  ftubborn  Ghronick  Diftempers, 

( which  to  recite,  would  look  fo  like  a  Quart,  that  f 
forbear)  nothing  in  nature  can  be  more  prevalent. 

I  (hall  only  then  fay  in  general  Terms,  that  for  one 
(ingle  Medicine  it  has  not  its  fellow  in  the  whole  Ma¬ 
teria  M edict-,  which  I  defire  every  one  that  reads  this 
to  obferve  and  remember,  for  the  fake  of  themfelves 
or  Friends,  that  may  at  any  time  ftandjinneed  of  fo  di¬ 
vine  aRemedy;that  they  may  know  where  to  have  their 
excruciating  tormenting  Pains  eas'd,  and  their  Chronic^ 
Diftempers  remedied,even  when  all  that  has  been  done 
by  others  have  prov’d  ineftecftuaijwhieh  (that  is, to  know 
where  to  have  inftant  Relief )  is  no  little  fatisfadlion 
to  the  Pain’d  and  Difeas’d,  when  in  finch  a  condition 
as  otherwife  to  difpair  of  help. 

But  to  fpeak  thus  of  a  Medicine,  and  not  to  difeover 
its  Preparation,  may  be  a  reafon  to  fome  to  queftion 
the  veracity.  In  anfwer  to  which,  and  why  I  do  not 
preferibe  it,  is,  hecaufe  every  ignorant  and  bold-daring 
guacl{,  would  be  for  mimiking  and  traducing  it,  who, 
as  Seneca  fays,  are  always  learning,  but  never  able  to 
attain  to  the  knowledge:  Which  Reafon  made  the  great  , 
Hippocrates,  as  his  Epiftles  teftifie*  conceal  bis  Antipe - 
ftilential  Medicament,  by  which  he  had  gain'd  much 
Honour  and  Renown,  in  its  happily  and  Tecurely  Cu¬ 
ring  that  Difeafe  to  which  it  was  appropriated. 
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Paracelfus  alfo  dreaded  Impoftors,  when  he  con¬ 
ceal'd  his  wonderful  Art,  by  which  he  Cur’d  other- 
wife  incurable  Difeafes:  And  in  our  Days,  Biverius 
fear’d  the  like  Cheats,  which  was  the  reafon  he  puh- 
lilh’d  his  Specifick  againft  Severs  under  a  Metaphor, 

Hclmontzlfo  very  prudently  vaifd  his  Liquor Alcaheft^ 
which  yet  however  has  not  fail’d  of  being  adulterated. 
Therefore  am  I  excufed,  for  not  giving  the  Preparati¬ 
on  of  this  great  Remedy,  and  hope  not  to  be  fpurn'd 
at  becaufe  I  have  declin’d  it,  efpecially  fince  the  Prince 
of  Phyficians  himfelf,  the  great  Hippocrates*  whom  we 
before  mention’d,  in  his  Epiftles  to  Democritus ,  advifes 
that  all  who  have  hut  endeavour  d  to  fearch  out  the  hid¬ 
den  Workj  of  wife  Nature ,  (hould  have  honour  and  efieemy 
tho *  upon  their 
them  out • 

If  therefore  any  fliould  condemn  the  Medicine, 
when  they  know  nothing  of  it,  becaufe  they  are 
not  told  what  it  is,  it  is  no  more  than  what  has  been 
done  by  the  new  difcover’d  Medicines  of  greater  Men, 
than  I  pretend  my  felf  to  be,  and  to  name  only  one, 
that  profound  Philofopher  Otto  Tachenius ,  in  the  Pre¬ 
face  to  his  Hippocrates  Chymicus,  fays, 

Qui  nova  damnatis ,  veteres  damnetis  oportet , 

Aut  ifta  nihil  eft  in  novitate  novi . 

Englilh’d  thus. 


endeavours  they  were  not  able  fully  to  find 


They  who  condemn  New  Thing?,  condemn  the  Old, 
Or  elfe  do  both  misjudge,  and  are  o*r  bold. 

Befides,  Johannes  Picus,  Pythagoras,  Boetius ,  Ma- 
srobius ,  Cornelius  Tacitus ,  &c.  all  of  them,  wich  one 
Mouth,  affirm,  that  Secrets  (  which  this  Medicine  is 
a  great  one)  are  not  to  be  divulg’d,  becaufe  unworthy 
Men  (hould  not  be  partakers  of  them. 

But  to  return. 


Thofe 
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Thofe  Perfons  only  are  fir  ro  ufe  Mercury  that  truly 
know  it,  aud  are  qualify  *d  to  prepare  it  ;  to  feparate 
Artfully,  the  pure  from  the  impure,  the  poifonous  Parc 
from  rhe  falubrious,  that  know,  not  only*  as  the  Dif- 
penfary  Tranfvers’d,  p.  31.  has  it, 

How  latent  Poifon  couch'd  in  fecret  Cells , 

With  th‘  Antidote  in  the  fame  Manfion  dwells  ; 

How  contrarieties  undiftinguiflo'd  lie , 

In  the  fame  Womb,  combin'd  in  Amity . 

But  alfo  know. 

How,  by  the  Fire,  t  untie  that  Mineral  fo> 

Its  Vertues  to  retain ,  and  let  its  Poyfons  go. 

And,  I  believe,  and  without  doubt  it  can’t  be  other- 
wife,  that  the  want  of  underftanding  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  pure  Spanifh ,  or  Hungarian  Cinnabrin  Mercury , 
and  the  Arfenical,  Poifonous  or  Cobaltous  fort,  full  of 
Cadmia ,  Antimony ,  &c.  is  the  occafion  of  fuch  num¬ 
bers  fuffering,  as  well  as  the  want  of  Knowledge  how 
to  prepare  it  before  ufing  it ;  for  the  beft  fort  of  all,  is 
to  be  Prepar’d  before  it’s  fit  for  either  inward  or  out¬ 
ward  Ufe,  and  then  I’ll  leave  the  Reader  to  judge 
whether  a  more  particular  Care  and  Regard  ought  not 
to  be  had  to  the  very  worft  fort  of  all,  when  twenty 
pound  weight  cf  the  latter,  is,  now*adays,  fold  to  one 
pound  of  the  former,  as  is  no  hard  matter  to  make  ma- 
nifeft  ;  and  the  difference  between  them  may  cafily  be 
diftinguilhed  by  thofe  that  truly  underftand  what  it 
i?. 

And  I  further  believe,  where  one  is  fent  to  their 
Jong  Home  by  the  ufe  of  the  beft  fort  of  Mercury ,  and 
well  prepar’d,  twenty,  nay,  an  hundred,  have  been 
ferv’d  fo  by  an  ill  fort,  and  ill  prepar’d,  and  by  an  un¬ 
timely,  or  Prepofterous,  or  ignorant  Ufe  of  it. 
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For  ftrong  or  ill  Remedies  of  Quicksilver  are  abomi¬ 
nable,  and  than  which  nothing  more  evinces  the  igno¬ 
rance  of  thofe  that  adminifter  them. 

And  tho’  divers  Mi  (chiefs  have  been  occafioned,  as 
mention’d  before,  by  the  ufe  of  Mercurial  Unguents, 
Quickfiher  Girdles,  and  Plaifters  for  the  Itch,  Scabs , 
and  other  impure  Difeafes,  yet  how  many  thousands  of 
Men,  Women  and  Children,  have  ufed  the  fame  in 
the  like  Cafes,  and  never  received  the  leaft  hurt  or  in¬ 
jury,  nay,  to  the  contrary,  have  been  Cured  of  their 
Maladies,  and  found  themfelves,  in  every  refpedf, 
better  by  the  ufe  of  them  ?  and  no  doubt  but  hundreds 
every  year,  of  the  poorer  fort  of  People  efpecialiy,  do 
ufe  Ointments  of  Quickftlver ,  Mercurial  Walhes,  Gir¬ 
dles,  Plaifters,  &c,  for  the  Itch,  Scabby  Heads,  Ver¬ 
min,  and  the  like  ,  with  good  fuccefs. 

And  that  much  of  the  Ointment  of  Quiclfilve*  is  ufed, 
moft  of  the  Apothecaries  in  the  Town,  efpecialiy  thofe 
of  the  Out-Parts,  can  teftifie,  by  the  numbers  of  poor 
People  that  almoft  daily  refort  to  them  for  ir,  and  yet 
not  one  time  in  a  thousand  do  they  hear  of  any  ill  Ef¬ 
fects  occafion’d  thereby. 

We  now  come  to  examine  the  inward  and  outward 
TJfe  of  Mercury ,  to  procure  Salivation,  and  how  far  it 
is  a  Cure  for  the  Venereal  Difeafe ,  and  the  good  and  ill 
Effects  refulting  therefrom,  which  will  conclude  this 
Chapter. 

Salivation  or  Fluxing*  is  accounted  by  many  Phyli- 
cians  the  Vltimum  Afylum ,  by  which  if  the  Sick  finds 
no  relief,  or  grows  worfe  and  worfe,  conchmxtum  eft , 
the  Difeafed  is  then  pronounc’d  by  them  Uncurablc, 
or  at  leaft  in  a  dangerous  and  extreamly  miferable  Con¬ 
dition. 

The  way  and  manner  of  railing  a  Flux  or  Salivation} 
(which  is  nothing  more  than  melting  down  the  Serum 
of  the  Blood,  by  the  force  and  power  of  Mercury , 
fending  it  up  by  the  Salival  Glands  )  is  either  by  exhi¬ 
bition  of  internal  Mercurial  Medicaments,  or  by  appli¬ 
cation 
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cation  of  external  Mercurial  Topicks,  fuch  -as  Vngu~ 
cuts,  Plai/lers ,  &c.  or  by  Fumigations  of  Mercury. 

The  bcft  and  fafeft  way  of  railing  a  Salivation ,  is  by 
j?dmrnifrrirtg  Mercurial  Medicines  by  the  Mouth,  the 
manner  of  which  we  (hall  not  ftand  to  explicate  here, 
only  this,  that  it  is  not  to  be  undertaken  by  every  one. 
Hand  over  Head  ;  for  the  Body  ought  to  be  prepar’d 
firft,  witnefs  elie  what  Lemsry  fays,  vi%.  It  fomttimes 
'happenl»!ayshe,when  a' Man  is  not  well  prepar’d  to  re¬ 
ceive  aF/itXyOV  that  it  is  raifed  too  foon;that  the  Sublima¬ 
tion  being  too  violent,  fome  part  of  the  Mercury  flicks 
to  fome  one  or  more  of  the  Veffels,  and  corroding  their 
Membranes,  caufes  grievous  Hemonhagies,  or  Bleeding* 
as  I  have  feen,  fays  he,  to  happen  feveral  times,  and 
among  others,  to  a  Man  in  Languedoc 4,  who  voided  in 
half  an  hours  time,  twelve  Pints  of  Blood  by  Mouth,  * 
notwithftanding  whidh,  he  did  not  die,  his  efcape  be¬ 
ing  chiefly  imputed  to  his  great  Strength,  he  being  a 
very  luffy  flout  Man. 

The  way  by  Vnclicn,  and  Suffumigation,  or  Fuming , 
are  not  fo  good,  for  mifehiefs  often  happen  by  means 
thereof. 

In  MifceUxnea  Curiofa,  Vol.  3.  where  there  is  men¬ 
tion  made  of  the  ufefolnefs  of  Injedling  Liquors  into 
the  Veins,  to  Cure  Difeafes ;  among  other  Experb- 
men ts,Quickfiher  was  injedted  into  the  Veins  of  a  Dog, 
which  died  in  fixteen  Weeks  after*  Confumptive ;  and 
being  open’d,  the  Quickflver  was  difeover’d  in  the  Im~ 
podhumated  Parts  of  his  Lungs.  Query,  Whether  fome 
Perfons  that  have  been  Flux’d, or  us’d  Quickflver  Oint¬ 
ments,  and  the  like,  and  afterwards  became  Confump¬ 
tive ,  owe  not  their  Diflemper  to  the  abufive  Ufe  of  a 
moft  excellent  Remedy  ?  by  the  fubtiJe  Quick  filler's 
getting  into  the  Mafs  of  Blood  by  degrees,  fettling  m 
the  Lobes  of  the  Lungs,  caufing  Ulcers  there. 

The  way  of  Salivating  by  Suff umigat ion ^  or  Fuming, 
is  by  reafon  of  its  vehemency,  accounted  among  the 
laft  Remedies,  and  is  only  ufed  to  ruftick,  hard  and 
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thick  Bodies,  affe&ed  with  a  rebellious,  ftubborn  and 
ill-eontriv’d  Pox • 

A  certain  Mariner  who  I  have  read  of,  brought  the 
pox  with  him  from  Spain,  and  the  Surgeon  to  whom 
he  applied  for  Cure,  undertook  to  do  it  by  Suffumiga- 
tion ,  but  it  had  fo  little  effed,  that  his  Privy-Member 
or  Tard  was  feverely  Ulcerated,  infomuch  that  his  Sur¬ 
geon  intended  to  cut  off  the  Gians,  as  having  no  hopes 
to  fave  it,  by  all  the  means  he  had  or  could  ufe  ;  but 
another  being  firff  call’d  to  the  Patient,  forbid  it,  and 
by  proper  Merhods  lav’d  his  Member . 

And  Mufa  Brrffavolus ,  an  Italian  Phyfician,  of  great 
Repute  in  his  time,  fays,  he  faw  one  Sujfumigated » 
that  is,  Smoak’d,  for  the  Venereal  Difeafe ,  that  fell 
down  dead  in  the  Operation,  being,  as  I  fuppofe. 
Suffocated.  And  afferts,  that  fewer  Patients  are  Cur’d 
by  this  Method  than  by  any  other,  for  that  this  often 
fails  in  the  defired  Effed  ;  and  that  the  Cure  by  Mer¬ 
curial  Plaifters  is  a  very  uncertain  way,  for  to  one  that 
recover’d  by  this  means,  ten  failed,  and  were  deceiv’d 
in  their  expedation. 

Yet  Gulielm.  Rondeletius,  fometime  Regius  Profejfor 
at  the  Univerfity  of  Montpelier ,  a  Phyfician  of  Note 
by  his  Writings,  fays.  He  Cur’d  a  Noble  Man  of 
the  Venereal  Difeafe ,  in  four  Days,  by  Sujfumigation , 
tho’  he  was  before  under  the  Hands  of  Phylicians  and 
Surgeons  for  fix  Months  at  Lyons,  and  could  by  no 
means  be  Cur’d  by  them.  But  yet,  fays  he,  this 
Cout  fe,  requires  a  ftrong  Body  to  undergo  it,  becaufe 
it  is  dangerous. 

Neither  do  we  account  the  way  by  Vnflion  or  Anoint¬ 
ing,  laudable  ;  for  the  many  milchiefs  that  have  been 
occafion’d  thereby,  forbid  it;  however,  others  have  re* 
commended  it ;  nay,  fome  fay.  Salivation  perform’d 
by  means  thereof,  is  the  very  worlt  way  of  all,  and 
is  always  attended  with  the  moft  dangerous  Symp¬ 
toms,  and  more  efpecially  is  it  fo  when  ufed  as  fome 
do,  who,  not  or^y  anoint  the  Arms  and  Legs,  but  the 
Spine,  Loins,  under  the  Arms, 
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t  And  indeed  if  we  conlider,  as  an  Author  obferves* 
but  the  way  the  Mercury  has  to  make  when  Vnftion  is 
ufed,  before  it  can  poflibly  procure  a  Spitting,  we  (hall 
have  no  fuch  caufe  to  wonder  at  its  ill  Effects ;  for  it 
muft  firft  pafs  through  the  Skin  by  the  Pores,  then 
through  the  Far,  ( if  any  be)  then  through  the  mufeu- 
lous  Flefh,  through  which  it  has  a  long  Paflage,(  where 
by  the  way,  it  is  fomecimes  lodged,  and  lometimes 
meets  with  the  Bones,  corrupting  and  rotting  them, 
caufing  many  times Nodhjrnal  Pains,  with  many  other 
Aches  and  mifehievous  Diford  ers)  at  length  afeends 
up  into  the  Stomach,  Head  and  Brain,  whence  the 
Serofities  of  the  Parts,  and  Acidities  of  the  Humours* 
precipitate  it  down  again  into  the  Salivatick.  Glands  and 
Dufts,  ( Mercury  always  exerting  its  Virtue  upon  the 
Glanduls  and  Glandulous  Lympha;  )  I  fay  when  a  Man 
confiders,  that  this  is  the  way  it  muft  make  to  perform 
the  Work  of  Salivation,  with  the  Accidents  and  Dan- 
gers  attending  ir,  when  procur’d  by  VnEUon,  ’twould 
fright  a  mean  fpirited  Man,  and  even  make  the  bold- 
eft  Hero  Tremble  to  attempt  ir.  And  I  am  perfwad- 
ed,  that  could  the  Confequences  be  known  to  every 
one  before-hand,  not  one  Patient  in  a  thoufand,  but 
would  rather  choofe  to  endure  his  Diftemper  all  his 
Life-time,  than  undergo  that  method  of  Cure,  tho*  it 
fhould  be  never  fo  (hort. 

I  underftand  that  the  Practice  of  Curing  in  Holland , 
is  chiefly  by  Vnftion,  efpecially  in  their  Hofpitals,  as 
alfo  in  ours  here  in  England ;  the  Surgeons  finding  it 
the  cheapeft  and  leaft  rroublefome  Method,  tho*  moft 
of  their  Patients  have  found  it  bad  enough,  even  quite 
Qtherwilc,  as  their  ill  Cures,-  or  no  Cures,  and  Cha- 
radters  of  cheir  entertainment  there,  manifefts,  fome  of 
which  Patients  having  told  me,  they  had  rather  die, 
than  go  through  the  fame  mere  again. 

Foreftm  fays.  He  cannot  but  admire  at  their  manner 
of  Curing  in  the  Hofpital  of  Delph  in  Holland  ;  there, 
fays  he, they  (hue  up  ten  Patiems  Together  in  one  Cham¬ 
ber,  and  anoint  them  all  promifeuoufly,  with  one  and 
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the  fame  Ointment,  for  -about  five  days  together,  all 
alike.  Hence  it  is  their  Church-yards  are  fo  well  fill’d 
with  Dead  Bodies,  yet,  fays  he,  I  do  not  condemn 
the  way  of  Cure  by  Vnttion,  when  occafion  requires 
it,  but  blame  the  inconfiderate  Ufe  thereof  to  all, 
without  diftin&ion,  and  confideration  had  to  their  pe¬ 
culiar  and  different  Cafes :  Which  is  the  fame  that  I 
have  obferv’d  my  felf. 

And  the  fame  Forcftus,  in  his  Book  de  Lue  Venerea, 
relates  a  Story  of  a  Taylor  at  Delph,  who  having  got  a 
virulent  Gonorrhea ,  and  being  ill  ufed  by  a  Surgeon, 
fell  into  a  Pifllng  of  Blood,  and  a  confirm’d  Pox  ;  he 
being  lent  for,  freed  him  from  his  Bloody  Urine,  after 
which  applied  to  the  Pox ,  and  having  well  purg’d  him, 
gave  him  the  Decoction  following.

Of  this  Decoction,  fays  he,  the  Patient  drank  |viij. 
every  Morning,  for  twenty  days  together,  and  was 
Cured. 

*» 

But  however,  this  Patient  it  feems  afterwards  re- 
iapfed,  and  became  Confumptive,  and  lome  days  after 
had  an  Inflammation  upon  his  Thigh ,  near  the  f^nee, 
and  Isbrand ,  a  Surgeon  of  the  Hofpiral  there,  under¬ 
took  to  Cure  him  j  and  finding  that  other  means  had 
not  prevail’d,  refolv’d  to  try  the  Vnftion,  and  did  anoint 
him  with  a  Mercurial  Unguent,-,  which  had  that  effect, 
as  it  Cured  him  of  the  Pox,  but  his  Leg,  after  the 
Vntlion,  was  contracted  and  drawn  up  backwards,  in- 
fomuch  that  he  was  forc’d  to  wear  a  wooden  Leg,  and 
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could  have  no  help  by  either  Emollient  Plaifters,  or 
other  proper  Remedies,  which  were  tried. 

This  difafter  was  occafion*d  by  the  Mercurial  Un¬ 
ction,  which  would  never  have  been,  upon  rightly  ad- 
miniftring  Me rcury  inwardly. 

Both  the  Learned  and  unlearned  ( lays  a  certain 
Author)  of  this  Age,  I  know  not  by  what  misfortune, 
have  recourfe  to  Salivation ,  either  by  Internals  or  Un- 
d:ions,as  if  they  were  the  onlyRemediesfor  thePe.*.  Tho* 
the  learned  at  leaft  can  fcarce  be  ignorant,  that  every 
Cure  effected  by  Mercury  thus  apply’d,  is  only  a  Coun¬ 
terfeit  Cure*  for  that  I  dare  afHrm,  fays  he,  no  one 
ever  liv’d  long  after  a  Mercurial  Vnftion,  without  re- 
lapfing,  the  Difeafe  always  breaking  forth,  tho’  after 
many  Years};  as  new  Diftillations  in  fome;  the  Gout 
in  others  ;  Deafnefs  in  others,  fwelling  and  rottennefs 
of  the  Bones  in  others  ;  however  they  may  have  been 
told,  and  think  themfelves  perfe&Iy  Cured,  and  that 
becaufe  they  had  taken  fuch  a  quantity  of  Mercury , 
had  Spit  in  their  Flux  to  fuch  a  meafure,  for  fo  long  a 
time,  when  neverthelefs  the  fhort  Lives  of  their  Chil¬ 
dren,  and  many  other  Accidents,  (hew  to  the  contrary  ; 
for  even  the  Difeafe  again  and  Symptoms^  manifeftly 
(hew,  that  its  Seeds  have  lain  hid  in  their  Bodies,  to 
the  deceiving  themfelves  and  their  Phy/icians ;  for 
which  reafon  it  Ihould  deter  them  from  the  Pra&ice, 
more  efpecially  when  they  confider  the  dreadful  Symp¬ 
toms  which  accompany  the  Method,  and  the  fatal  Con- 
fequences ;  for,  fays  he,  I  know  lome  that  by  Flux¬ 
ing  with  eUnHionsi have  been  continually  troubled  with 
Giddinefs  in  their  Head,  a  Trembling  almoftall  over 
the  whole  Body,  or  at  leaft,  fometimes  in  the  Arms, 
fometimes  in  the  Hands,  lometimes  in  Jhe  Legs,  Feet, 
Thighs,  &c.  Moreover,  fays  he,  I  faw  two  that  died  in 
the  middleof  ihtSalivation^chodk'  A  by  a  fwelling  of  their 
Throats  even  up  co  the  Jaws,  their  Breath  being  ftop’d 
by  the  Corruption  therein  retained.  And  not  long  fince, 
a  credible  Phyfician  reported  to  me,  that  a  certain  Per- 
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fon  after  a  copious  VnEiion ,  his  natural  Heat  being 
fpent  by  the  innate  Frigidity  of  the  Mercury ,  did  not 
only  lofe  all  Senfe  of  Pain,  but  his  Life  alfo.  And 
the  reafon  why  Mercury  has  this  effed:,  fays  this  Au¬ 
thor,  is,  becaufe  it  is  of  a  frigid  or  cold  Nature  ; 
which  he  affirms  it  to  be  upon  his  own  Experience, 
for  that  he  being  once  at  Nevocaftle ,  and  putting  his 
Hand  by  chance  into  a  Veflel  full  of  Quickfiher,  found 
himfelf  all  of  a  fudden  to  begin  to  tremble,  as  if  he 
had  been  taken  with  a  Fit  of  an  Ague,  being  ftruck 
with  an  exceeding  Coldnefs  all  over  his  Body;  of 
which  he  did  not  recover  till  he  had  drank  frequent 
Draughts  of  Wine  wherein  Guaiacum  had  been  boil’d; 
upon  which  the  coldnefs  was  difpelfd,  that  before  was 
diffus’d  through  all  his  Joints.  Thus  he  concludes 
that  Qjiickfitver  is  cold  ;  and  fpeaking  of  the  Venereal 
Diftemper,  fays,  that  it  proceeds  from  cold  Vapours, 
which  of  it  felf,  by  its  coldnefs,  demolilhes  the  beauti¬ 
ful  Fabrick  of  Man’s  Body,  and  by  the  Quic!{filvcrs  unit¬ 
ing  it  felf  with  that  cold  Vapour,  and  the  Venereal  Par¬ 
ticles  being  driven  about  with  it,  where-ever  and  upon 
what  part  foever  it  fixes,  produces  the  many  miferabk 
and  dreadful  Mifchiefs  which  we  fee  and  hear  of. 

And  indeed  confidering  the  mifchiefs  that  have  been 
eccafioned  upon  railing  a  Salivation  by  Undion/which 
mifchiefs  are  none  of  the  lead  but  the  greateit  to  mod) 
and  which  do  very  frequently  happen,  no  wife  Man 
f  think,  would  undertake  it,  more  especially  fince  it 
may  much  eafier,  and  with  greater  cerrainty  be  done, 
by  giving  Medicines  by  the  Mouth,  that  being  the  on 
ly’fafe  way  it  can  be  attempted. 

It  was  the  Opinion  of  Dr.  Harvey,  that  Salivation 
rais'd  by  U'ndion  or  anointing,  carries  much  more 
danger  with  it,  than  by  Mercury  inwardly,  and  there¬ 
fore  is  not  to  be  thought  upon,  at  leaft  not  without 
the  advice  ol  a  Man  very  well  experienc'd  in  it,  he 
knowing  feveral  that  had  mifearried  by  means  thereof. 
All c  a  certain  eminent  French  Author  advifes,  never  to 
$*Iivare  by  '7-ngumti  becaufe  of  its  Conlequences ;  for. 
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fays  he,  the  ill  Accidents  that  frequently  follow  that 
Method,  are,  to  fpeak  the  Truth,  fo  dreadful  and  in¬ 
tolerable,  as  to  Itrike  us  with  horrour,  when  we  con- 
fider  what  tragical  Events  haveenfued  by  means  there¬ 
of.  And  indeed  Patients  had  better  be  half  hang’d, 
than  undergo  this  way  of  Cure,  there  being  nothing 
comparable  to  the  Pain  in  their  Mouths,  anguilh  about 
their  Hearts  and  Sides,  and  the  extream  Thirft  they 
endure,  which,  tho  they  have,  like  Tantalus ,  their 
Mouths  full  of  Water,  are  yet  ready  to  perifli  for  want 
of  Drink  ;  neither  is  this  all,  for  fome  grow  Phrenetick 
in  the  Cure,  others  Paralytick  and  Apople&ick.  Fur¬ 
ther,  I  have  known  feveral,  who  before  their  Saliva¬ 
tion,  had  their  Nofes  and  Palates  found,  who  afterwards 
loft  part  of  both,  by  the  ftream  of  Malignant  Hu¬ 
mours  fent  thither  by  Salivation ,  as  before  noted. 

I  knew  a  young,  ftrong,  heaithy  Man,  that  was 
Salivated  by  Suffumigation ,  by  a  certain  Quack  that 
gives  Bills  about  the  Streets,  for  fome  flight  Symptom? 
of  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  who,  by  means  of  that  pernici¬ 
ous  Method,  was  thrown  into  a  Confumption,  and 
when  he  could  do  no  more  to  him,  he  advis’d  him  to 
go  into  the  Country,  where  he  foon  after  died. 

And  Dr.  PJcbard  Morton,  fpeaking  of  Confumprions 
from  Salivations ,  recites  the  following  Observation* 

I  met,  fays  he,  with  a  remarkable  Inftance  of  this 
kind  of  Confumption,  in  Mr*  Daulton  an  Apothecary’s 
Daughter,  who  from  a  Salivation  that  was  rais’d  with 
Mercury,  to  Cure  her  of  the  King  s-Evil,  fell,  as  foon 
as  ever  the  Salivation  was  ended,  into  a  fatal  Con¬ 
fumption,  and  by  reafon  of  the  great  expence  of  the 
Humours,  caufed  by  her  Spitting,  flie  could  never  be 
reftor’d,  either  by  the  help  of  the  Air,  or  by  a  Milk 
Diet,  or  any  other  Art,  but  being  gradually  wafted 
away  with  a  Confumption,  after  a  Month  or  two  from 
the  end  of  the  Salivation ,  fhe  died,  without  any  fign  of 
a  Confumption  of  the  Lungs.  But  whether  this  Sals - 
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vation  was  rais’d  by  VnElion,  or  giving  Mercury  at  the 
Mouth,  he  mentions  not. 

A  German  that  Dr.  Harvey  tells  us  of,  who  had  the 
extreameft  Venereal  Symptoms, had  gone  through  above 
an  hundred  feveral  Courfes  of  Phyfick,  had  been  purg¬ 
ed  for  feven  years  together,  almoft  every  other  day, 
and  had  been  Salivated  or  Flux'd  eleven  times, by  means 
of  a  Mercurial  Ointmenr,  and  yet  not  Cured,  was  af¬ 
terwards  Cured  by  another  Method  ;  and  happy  for 
him  that  he  was  not  ruin’d  by  the  ufe  of  the  Vnftiony 
in  the  whole  eleven  times. 

But  fince  the  difcerning  Faculty  of  this  penetrating 
Age  is  fuch,  that  they  love  not  only  to  hear  of  things, 
but  be  convinced  of  the  Truth  thereof,  by  clear  de- 
monftracion,  I  will  add  the  Hiftory  of  a  Cafe,  which 
we  have  all  the  reafon  in  the  World  to  believe,  is 
Fad:,  from  a  certain  reputable  Latin  Author  which  I 
met  with  :  But  before  I  proceed,  the  Reader  is  to 
underftand  him  to  be  a  great  Enemy  to  Quickfilvcr  in 
general,  for  the  Cure  of  the  Venereal  Difeafe ,  more 
efpecialiy  the  way  of  ufing  it  by  UnPtiony  or  Anoint¬ 
ing. 

The  Cafe  is  this. 

A  Nobleman,  even  now  alive,  had  his  Body  all  over 
*?7  defil’d,  after  a  miferable  manner ,  with  many 
Symptoms  of  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  who,  for  Cure,  fub- 
mitted  faimi'elf  to  the  Prefcription  of  a  certain  very  lear¬ 
ned  Phyfician,  and  by  him,  was,  after  his  wonted  me¬ 
thod,  loundly  anointed  over  the  third  time  with  Un¬ 
guent  of  Quicksilver,  The  Diftemper  by  the  two  firft 
Anointings  being  not  removed ;  upon  this  third  Anoint¬ 
ing,  he  was  changed  into  another  Man;  all  the  Symp- 
loms  of  the  Pox ,  as  hard  Swellings ,  Knobs,  See.  va- 
nilh’d,  as  if  pluck’d  up  by  the  Roots,  feeling  no  Night 
Pains,  either  in  the  Head,  Arms,  Bones ,  joints,  midft 
off  his  Limbs ,  or  any  other  part  of  his  Body,  as  he  had 
formerly,  infcmuch  that  in  his  own,  and  the  judg- 
!  !  !  ment 
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ment  of  almoft  allPhyficians,he  was  perfetftly  recover’d 
many  affirming  that  they  never  faw  a  Man  in  their 
lives,  better  Cur’d  by  Quickjilver,  in  which  condition 
he  continued  almoft  three  years  ;  but  notwithftanding 
it  proV’d  after  all,  that  the  Venereal  Enemy  only  re¬ 
treated  into  the  inner  Tower,  for  that  he  was  not  eject¬ 
ed  or  caft  our,  the  reprefs’d  Diftemper  returning  fud- 
denly  outwards,  and  invaded  his  Head ,  fans,  Joints^ 
fpace  between  the  Joints,  Cutictila ,  and  other  parts  oi 
the  Body,  after  fo  dreadful  a  manner,  that  it  mov’d 
pity  and  horror  at  the  fame  time  in  the  Beholders.  I 
being  therefore  fenc  for  to  afford  afliftance  to  this  No¬ 
ble  Perfonage,  ask’d  him  whether  ,  iince  the  time 
that  he  was,  as  he  thought.  Cur’d  by  the  Mercurial 
Anointing,  he  had  receiv  a  any  freih  Injury  from  any 
Woman  infe&ed  with  the  Pox  ?  he  conftantly  affirm’d 
that  he  had  had  to  do  with  no  Woman  fince, neither  had 
any  reafon  to  diflemble  with  me,  but  concluded  with 
a  great  Senfeof  Piety,  that  this  Plague  which  afflicffed 
him  de  Novo,  was  no  otherwise  than  from  the  Deity  ; 
but  I  perceiving  that  he  fuffer’d  by  the  Mercury  given 
him,  as  much  or  more  than  from  the  Difeafe,  advis’d 
him  to  be  of  good  Courage,  for  that  by  the  Method  I 
would  take,  which  is  hereafter  deliver’d,  I  doubted 
not  but  he  would  be  reftor’d  to  perfed:  Health,  which 
accordingly  came  to  pafs,  and  hitherto,  as  I  hear,  re- 
mains,  and  will  do  fo  I  truft,  there  being  no  danger  of 
Reiapfe,  tho’  the  Cure  was  perform’d  not  only  without 
any  Mercurial  Anointing,  but  alfo  without  any  Mer¬ 
cury  at  all. 

The  Medicines  preferib’d  him  were  thefe  following.

Of  this  Cathartick  was'given  him  a  quantity  at  times, 
fro  re  nata ,  afterwards  ef  this  following.

Of  this  he  took  about  ten  Spoonfuls  in  the  Morning 
about  two  Hours  before  Dinner,  and  the  fame  at  ten 
|n  the  Evening,  for  feveral  days  intermittently,  and 
was  thofe  days  covered  clofe  up  to  fweat,  which  he 
did  plentifully*  and  made  plenty  of  Urine.  He  eat 
during  this  Courfe  but  fparingly,  and  rather  of  Roaft- 
mear,  than  Boil’d,  and  in  the  mean  while  us’d  no 
other  Drink  for  the  moft  part,  either  at  Table  or  other 
times,  than  the  following  Ptifan. 

IJt  Decc&a  prius  Medicamenta  buUiant  in  Vim  Albi 
Ibiv.  ad  diminutionem  Vb^addefub  finem  decodio- 
ntSy  rad.  gliciri Vvarum  Corintbiacarum  ana  Jj.

Henry  III-  King  of  France ,  labour’d  for  a  long  time 
under  the  feverity  of  the  Venereal  Difeafe ,  and  could 
not  be  Cur’d  by  his  ordinary  Phylicians,  who,  no 
doubt,  bad  fufficiently  prelcrib’d  him  Mercurial Cour» 
fes,  perhaps  by  Vnclion  too.  The  King  at  laft  being 
inform’d,  that  one  Penny  who  practis’d  Phyfick  at 
shat  time  at  Paris,  did  Cure  many  of  the  fame  Difeafe, 
with  a  peculiar  Medicine  which  he  had  learn’d  of  a 
commanded  him  to  be  fentfor,  who*came  and 
undertook  his  Majeltv,  and  Cur’d  him  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  Medicine, 
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1£  Bad.  Bardan ,  major,  incif,  |viij.  Coq-,  in  Vim  alb. 
&  aq.  font  an.  an.  ibii.  ad  confumption.  dimid '.  fub 
finem  add .  Senme  §j.  vel  Jifs.  fecund,  difpoftt . 
JEgrct.  Qolat. 

The  King  drank  half  a  Pint  of  this  warm  in  the 
Morning,  and  Sweat  was  provok’d  with  hot  Flints 
tied  up  in  Cloths,  one  near  the  Soles  of  his  Feet,  one 
by  each  Leg,  one  by  each  Thigh,  and  by  each  Shoul¬ 
der  one,  and  was  clofe  covered  up.  By  this  means  he 
Sweat  plentifully  for  an  hour  and  half  together,  and 
about  the  Evening  he  had  a  Stool  or  two. 

This  Medicine  he  took  for  the  fpace  of  fifteen  or 
twenty  days  (  univerfals  premiled  )  and  in  the  mean 
time,  inftead  of  ordinary  Drink,  he  us'd  a  Deco&ion 
of  China  or  Sarfaparilla,  with  a  fuitable  Diet. 

And  after  all,  for  about  forty  days  together,  he 
drank  every  Morning  the  DccoHion  of  Burdock^  Boots 
without  Senna,  and  without  any  obfervance,  and  was 
Cured. 

Thus  have  we  faid  enough  concerning  Salivating  cr 
Fluxing  by  Vnftion,  rho’  many  Authors  recommend  it, 
and  too  many  now  a- days  ufe  it;  but  it  is  certainly 
a  pernicious  way  of  Cure;  I  having  been  too  much 
an  Eye-witnefs  of  the  Mifchkfs  thereby,  and  therefore 
advife  all  Patients  to  avoid  ir,  however  ftrenuoully 
thePerfon  that  undertakes  their  Cure  may  perfwade 
them  to  it. 

Yet  I  remember  Fallopius  in  his  Book  de  Morlo  Gab\ 
cap.  76.  makes  mention,  that  facob  Carpus,  (  who 
was  the  firft  almoft  that  us’d  the  way  of  Cure  by  Vn- 
8 ion  of  Quickjilver  )  was  fo  fuccefsful,  that  by  the 
Venereal  Cures  he  wrought  by  Vnftion,  he  grew  fo  rich, 
that  be  left,  befides  Silver,  40000  Golden  Scutatoes , 
(a  Coin.)  •  1 
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And  Cappivaccius  reports,  in  his  Tradt  de  Lite  Vener. 
cap*  12.  that  he  had  thus  gotten,  by  the  Cure  of  the 
French  Pox  only,  above  18000  Crowns  of  Gold. 

Mr.  William  Clowes ,  who  in  his  time  was  Sergeant 
Surgeon  to  King  Charles  I.  twice  Mafter  of  ourCom- 
pany>  vi%.  in  the  years  1627  and  1638,  and  Surgeon 
of  St.  Bartholomews  Hofpital,  London,  in  his  Trea- 
tife  of  the  French  Difea/e,  Printed  in  the  Year  *1579, 
and  Dedicated  to  thf  Worfliipful  the  Mafter  and  Go¬ 
vernor  of  the  Surgeons  Company,  fays,  That  he  has 
done  Wonders  by  Mercurial  Vnhions  in  the  Foul  Di- 
feafe ,  and  that  there  had  been  difmifs’d,  Cur’d  by  him 
and  three  other  Surgeons  of  the  faid  Hofpital,  from 
thence,  in  five  years  time ,  more  than  a  thoufand  fe- 
veral  Perfons  infe&ed  with  the  Poxf  and  that  of  all  the 
Vnftions  that  he  ever  us’d  to  Salivate  with,  this  fol¬ 
lowing  he  found  moft  effectual,  which  is  in  his  own 
Words,  vi%. 

I Auxiingide  porcince  Ibis.  Olet  Petrolei .  Olei  Lutn - 
brici  ana  5  j-  Vnguent*  Dialthe<e.  Vnguent.  Mar - 
tiatum,  Auxung.  Caponic .  an.  Jij.  Gummi  Am - 
moniaci ,  Opoponacisy  Gummi  BdelUi  an.  Jj.  Alu- 
minis  ufH  jj.  Vitrioli  romani  itftii  §ifs.  Argenti 
Vivi  ?iv.  Mix  all  thefe  together  according  to 
Art,  and  let  the  Patienr  be  anointed  with  it,  to 
make  him  Salivate. 

With  this  VnSlion ,  fays  he,  I  Cur’d  a  Smith,  being 
fifty  years  of  Age,  that  was  grieved  with  this  Difeafe 
for  the  fpace  of  twelve  Years :  He  had  been  oftentimes 
in  Cure,  both  by  the  Diet  and  by  Vnclion ,  and  yet 
ever  this  Difeafe  did  reverfe,  and  return  to  the  former 
State  or  worfe.  The  Jnfetftion  was  difpers’d  over  all 
the  Parts  of  his  Body,  with  hard  Swellings,  Pricking?, 
virulent  and  and  corrolive  Ulcers,  and  Corruption  of 
the  Bones,  and  Pains  of  the  Joints ;  the  which,  with 
this  Ointment,  and  other  convenient  Orders,  fays  he, 
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appertaining  to  this  Cure,  I  did  perfe&ly  make  him 
whole,  which  continues. 

Salivation  by  Mercury  given  at  the  Month,  is  too 
often  attended  with  great  danger,  yet  nothing  more 
pra&is’d  now  a-days  by  every  Pretender,  even  in  th®(e 
Cafes  where  nothing  indicates  a  neceflity  for  it. 

A  Man N  came  to  me  fome  time  ago  »  to  advife 
about  fome  fmall  Symptoms  of  the  Difeafe,  by  a  Go- 
norrhjea  contracted  fix  or  feven  Months  before,  and 
told  me.  That  he  in  Prince  s-flrect,  that  diftributes 
Bills  of  his  EleHuarium  Mir abile,  faid ,  he  could  never 
be  Cured  without  Fluxing,  requiring  five  Pounds  to 
do  it  for  him  -y  then  fell  to  three  Pounds,  and  after¬ 
wards  to  forty  Shillings ;  but  the  Man  was  fo  happy 
as  to  efcape  him,  came  to  me,  and  was  Cured  in  lefs 
than  a  Fortnights  time,  for  under  twenty  Shillings 
without  Fluxing. 

Dr.  Harvey  tells  us  of  fuch  Pretenders,  and  that  an 
Elderly  Man  was  brought  to  him  by  an  Apothecary 
ffeveral  Apothecaries  and  Surgeons  alfo  having  brought 
me  Patients  when  they  have  almoft  fpoiPd  them  )  that 
had  a  large  Bubo,  for  which  he  apply’d  both  Internally 
and  Externally,  proper  Remedies,  but  the  Man  neg¬ 
lected  their  CJfe,  and  the  next  day  was  advis’d  by  a 
Friend  of  his  to  a  Surgeon,  who  immediately  put  him 
into  a  Salivation ,  which  on  the  eighth  day  carry ’d  him 
off. 

Alfo  a  Woman  that  he  faw,  who  in  the  midft  of  her 
Salivation,  bid  her  Friends  Good- Night.  And  fays 
further,  that  it  was  publickly  known,  that  a  Phyfi- 
cian  was  once  Indi&ed  at  the  Seflions,  to  give  a  Rea- 
fon  of  his  Patient’s  Mifcarriage  in  the  middle  of  his 
Salivation.  Which  Laws,  if  put  in  Execution,  would 
prevent  the  lofs  of  many  Lives  in  this  Town,  perfe&ly 
murder’d  -by  Quacks-  For,  as  the  Author  fays,  fo  it' 
is  my  Opinion,  that  hundreds  have  been  fiiu filed  out 
of  their  Lives  here  in  London  by  this  fort  of  Cure,  and 
at  the  fame  time  the  Friends  of  the  Patients  been  told 
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by  thofe  finifter,  mercenary  Rafcals,  that  their  Deaths 
were  occafion’d  by  taking  Cold,  and  being  Irregular, 
(3c.  when  at  the  fame  time  it  was  for  want  of  Skill  to 
prepare  their  Medicines,  or  negledfing,  or  not  know¬ 
ing  how  to  prepare  the  Patient’s  Body,  or  how  to  ma¬ 
nage,  and  for  what  time  to  continue  it,  or  when  to 
defilt  the  Salivation  in  due  time,  or  what  to  order  after 
it  was  ftopt ;  nay,  fome  are  fo  ignorant,  and  know  fo 
little  how  to  prepare  the  Medicines,  that  they  know 
not  good  Mercurj  from  bad,  nor  trouble  themfelves 
about  ir,  but  buy  it  at  fome  indifferent  Chymifis ,  where 
they  may  have  it  at  cheaper  Rates,  than  they  can  pre¬ 
pare  it  themfelves,  befides  faving  a  great  deal  of  trou¬ 
ble,  and  which  muft  needs,  as  the  price  demonftrates, 
be  the  Arfenical  or  Poyfonous  Sort,  which  is  too  often 
the  caufe  of  thofe  Hurts  the  Patient  receives.  For  to 
prepare  Mercury  as  it  ought,  requires  Skill  and  Pains. 

Herculeus  labor  operanti  incumbit . 

No  lefs  than  Herculean  Labour,  Confideration  and 
Patience. 

Another  Reafon  (  as  alfo  an  Ingenious  Author  ob- 
ferves )  why  giving  Mercurials ,  whether  to  Salivate  or 
not  Salivate ,  prove  unfuccefsful,  is,  becaufe  the  Pa¬ 
tient’s  Conflitution  is  not  duly  confider’d,  but  advife 
Mercury  indiftindHy,  there  being  fome  Bodies,  whofe 
Nature  is,  as  it  were  by  Antipathy,  contrary  to  all 
Preparations  of  Mercury ,  or  particularly  to  this  or  that 
Preparation  •  fuch  Bodies  and  kinds  of  Infe&ion, 
being  a  Myftery  which  the  Ignorant  can’t  under¬ 
hand. 

Others  are,  thro’  fome  Adventitious  Weakneffes,  or 
Difeafes,  incapacitated  to  take  Mercurials . 

Great  hurt  to  others  may  and  do  enfue  upon  excef- 
five  Dofes,  or  ill  timed  Exhibitions  of  Mercurials*  their 
Bodies  not  being  prepared  for  them.] 
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In  Claps,  if  Mercury  be  given  to  fome  at  the  begin¬ 
ning,  or  whatever  way  us’d,  proves  as  pernicious  to 
the  Patienr,  as  Brandy  or  Spirituous  Liquors,  for  they 
equally  inflame  the  Blood,  creating  an  undue  Ferment, 
and  caufe  the  Malignity  toafcend  upwards. 

All  which  Cafes  require  good  Thought  and  mature 
Confideration,  the  want  of  which  procures  more  mil- 
chiefs,  than  the  Difeafe  they  give  it  to  Cure ;  hence 
the  many  Complaints  abroad  of  Ruin  by  Mercury 9 
which  when  once  gets  footing  in  the  Body,  if  in  the 
Fluids,  plays  its  pranks  with  veand"  ring ,  tranfient ,  or 
pungent  Prickings  or  Twitchings,  &c.  If  fixes  upon 
the  Solids,  as  Mufculous  or  Tendonous  Parts,  caufes 
Sorcnrfs ,  Lamenefs ,  &c.  If  upon  the  Salival  Glands , 
upon  every  little  occalion,  Swellings >  Spittings ,  &c.  If 
upon  other  Glands ,  whether  in  the  Groins ,  Aimpits , 
&c.  caufes  Heat ,  Burnings ,  Tumours ,  See.  If  upon  the 
Nerves,  the  Animal  Spirits  fuffer,  cauling  Palfies ,  by 
flopping  the  paflage  of  the  Spirits  in  them,  Spafms , 
Contractions,  See.  If  the  Spinalis  MeduUaf  and  Succus 
Nervofus,  the  Brain,  caufing  Convulfions ,  Apoplexies , 
See.  If  upon  the  Periofiea  or  Bones,  acute  Pains,  Sore - 
nefs.  Caries  or  Bpttennefs  fucceeds,  Thus  does 

Mercury  (hew  its  Power,  when  once  gotten  the  afeen- 
dant  in  the  Body,  and  that  not  only  ro  the  continual 
difquiet,  but  great  and  oftentimes  irretrievable  damage 
of  the  poor  Patient,  witnefs  Sir  William  D'Avenant, 
who  in  his  Commendatory  Verfes  (  in  his  Poems,)  to 
Dr.  Cadcman,  ('Phyfician  to  the  Queen)  for  his  lingu¬ 
lar  Service,  in  refeuing  him  from  the  ill  effe&s  of  Mer - 
cury ,  which  Sir  William  thought  had  done  his  Bufinefs 
for  him,  has  the  following  Lines,  vi%. 

For  fetting  now  my  condemn’d  Body  free, 

From  that,  no  God,  but  Devil,  Mercury. 

By  Medicines fo  benign,  thatfeem , 

Cordials  for  E  aft  cm  Queens  that  teem. 
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And  indeed,  as  fame  adminifter  it  as  to  Kind,  Time, 
and  Dofe,  it  is  fo  far  from  proving  a  Divine  Medicine, 
that  it  is  the  Devil  all  over,  and  a  Man  had  as  good 
aimoft  take  a  thorow  Dofe  to  releafe  him,  when  once 
he  has  had  an  over  Dofe  to  plague  him,  the  effedls  of  it 
(dio’an  excellent  Medicine  artfully  us’d  )  being  worfe, 
( in  fome  Senfe  at  leaft  )  than  Death  it  lelf. 

Mercury,  *  as  us'd,  the  Body  fills 
l-Vith  wholfome  Goods,  or  noxious  Ills, 

And  Quickly  Cures,  or  quickly  Kills. 

And  what  Tremors,  Spafms ,  Pains,  TVeakneffes , 
Lamcneffes,  Impediments  of  Speech ,  lofs  of  Hearing , 
Tafling ,  Smelling ,  decay  of  Sights  &c»  have  I  known 
by  the  ufe  of  ilhprepar’d  Mercury,  and  untimely  admi- 
niftrations  of  it,  and  which  fome  that  read  this,  may 
probably  Experience  in  themfelves,  or  know  them  that 
to  their  forrow  have. 

I  remember  I  have  more  than  once,  been  told  a 
Story  of  fome  Noble-man  here  in  England ,  but  who, 
have  forgot,  that  fuffer’d  fo  much  by  Mercury ,  that  he 
was  in  continual  Pain  in  his  Head,  which  refilling  all 
Remedies  made  ufe  of,  was  at  iaft  advis’d  to  have  his 
Skull  trafin’d,  from  which  Wound,  as  I  was  credibly 
inform’d.  Mercury  iflued  in  drops,  and  for  the  better 
confirmation  that  it  was  fo,  the  Surgeon  apply’d  a 
piece  of  Gold  to  the  Wound,  which,  after  lying  a  while, 
was  taken  off,  and  found  changed  to  a  whitenefs, which 
plainly  demonftrated,  that  there  was  Mercury ,  and  that 
that  was  the  occafion  of  that  Noble-man’s  Pain. 

And  on  the  other  fide,  what  notable  Cures  have  I 
known  perform’d,  and  have  alfo  perform’d  my  felf  by 
Mercury,  even  when  Mercury  has  before  been  given  by 
others,  as  well  as  other  Remedies,  to  no  purpofe,  is 


*  That  is ,  according  as  Prepaid  and  Vj'd. 
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too  apparent  to  be  contradicted  :  And  even  when  the 
Venom  has  been  moft  inveterate,  Experience  alone  con¬ 
firms  us,  that  Mercury  is  the  Sovereign  Remedy,  our 
Principles  alfo  wou’d  fuggeft  the  fame  thing  as  well  as 
t)ur  Experience,  if  we  rightly  obferve  the  Nature  of 
the  Acid  that  compounds  the  Difeafe,  and  which  fixes 
fo  clofely  on  the  Parts  it  feizes,  that  it  oftentimes  refifts 
the  fhocks  of  Emeticky  and  Purgatives ,  tho’  the  moft 
violent,  and  that  it  is  impoflible  to  conquer  ’em  either 
by  Dieting  or  Qualifying  Remedies.  A  Medicine  there¬ 
fore  muft  be  found  out,  which  can  penetrate  into  the 
moft  inward  Parts,  and  that  is  of  fuch  a  Nature  as  to 
unite  with  this  Acid,  that  by  fo  mixing,  there  may  re- 
fult  a  Compound  of  fuch  a  difpofition,  as  to  be  remov’d 
and  expel! ’d  by  natural  Heat,  and  depart  by  excremen- 
tal  Evacuation  :  Now  Mercury  has  all  thefe  Qualities 
to  anfwer  thefe  Poflulata  ;  and  will,  difcreetly  us’d,  . 
be  found  as  a  Ferret,  which  fearches  every  where,  and 
an  Alkali*  which  incorporating  with  the  Acid  Bodies, 
makes  ’em  participate  of  its  Volatility.  So  that  in  fine. 
Minerals ,  and  Mercury  in  particular,  may  be  compar’d 
to  lharp  Razors,  which  require  a  fteddy  and  skilful 
Hand  in  thofe  that  ufe  them  ;  but  when  once  abufive- 
3y  given,  and  taken  to  its  faftnefles  in  the  Body,  how 
to  ferret  it  out,  ab  intimis  ac  interioribus ,  and  relcafe 
Nature  from  its  Tyranny,  is  the  thing,  and  he  that  will 
tell  me  how  to  do  that  after  a  better  manner  than'  I 
know  already,  Erit  mihi  magnus  Apollo, 

On  the  other  fide,  there  are  fome  Bodies,  and  forne 
kinds  of  Pcx ,  that  are  eafily  Cur’d  by  Salivation  (pro¬ 
vided  it  be  perform’d  by  a  judicious  Hand  )  and  will 
not  ftoop  to  any  other  fort  of  Cure, 

But  to  Salivate  or  Flux  thofe  that  have  Vlcers  in  their 
Palates  or  Throats ,  (  as  obferv’d  in  a  place  before  in 
this  Book)  is  certainly  the  moft  dangerous,  and  which, 
as  one  takes  notice,  nothing  more  frequently  caufes 
cancerous  Vlcers  there*  For  fuch  untimely  Salivations 
by  Mercury ,  convey,  as  faid  before,  all  the  Maligni- 
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ly  of  the  Body  to  the  Palate  and  Nofe,  where,  in  very 
*ew  days,  it  devours  both. 

*Tis  furprizing  to  confider  the  ftiffnefs  and  obftinacy 
(without  faying  ignorance)  of  fome  People.  If  they 
fee  a  hard  Shanker  on  the  Yard ,  or  a  few  Venereal 
Wheals  up  and  down  the  Body,  tho’  there  be  neither 
Nodes  nor  Exoflofes ,  they’l  prefently  throw  the  Patient 
into  a  Salivation ,  and  after  he  has  gone  through  all  the 
Steps  of  their  Cruelty,  he  finds  himfelf  juft  as  he  was 
before,  if  not  much  worfe. 

Now  if  thefe  Pretenders  would,  or  knew  how  but 
to  treat  their  Patients  at  a  gentler  rate,  by  exhibiting 
good  Preparations  of  Mercury,  interlin’d  with  Purga¬ 
tives  and  proper  Sudorificks,  they  might  fafely  and  ea- 
fily  compafs  the  Cure,  without  putting  them  to  thofe 
inconveniencies  and  hazards. 

And  ’tis  the  Opinion  of  a  good  Author,  as  well  as 
it  is  my  Opinion  and  others,  fas  in  a  place  before  noted) 
that  the  levell’d  Nofes  which  we  daily  meer,  more  or 
lefs  in  the  Streets,  and  the  devour’d  Palates ,  are  not 
one  in  a  hundred,  but  caus’d  by  ill  untimely  Mercurial 
Salivations ;  and  in  no  Country  in  the  World  are  there 
fomany  to  be  feen,  as  are  here  in  England  ;  therefote, 
fays  an  Author,  obferve  this  as  a  ftridfc  Rule,  if  the 
Ieaft  Malignity  appear  about  the  Palate/Tonfils  or  Nofe , 
refrain  Salivation  beyond  all  Remedies,  and  rather  en¬ 
deavour  to  expel  the  Venom  downwards,or  through  the 
Pores,  or  elfe  certainly  you  will  for  ever  difgrace  your 
Patient.  v 

And,  by  the  way,  I  can’t  but  take  notice  here,  that 
among  all  the  Patients  I  ever  had,  I  never  had  one 
that  fuffer’d  the  leaft  difgrace  on  the  Nofe  or  Palate , 
&c.  tho*  in  the  greatest  danger  that  way  when  they 
came  to  me,  thar  could  well  be ;  but  to  the  contrary, 
have  fav’d  the  Nofes ,  See.  of  numbers,  which  they 
themfelves  have  been  told  and  believ’d,  they  would  be 
fufterers  in  ;  one  Man’s  Nofe  in  particular,  did  I  fecure, 
when  by  a  violent  Salivation  in  the  Hands  of  a  Oyac^, 
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( the  malignity  being  fent  up*  and  the  Mercury  toge¬ 
ther)  the  Os  Palati  was  carious,  as  alfo  the  Os  Ethmoi - 
desy  and  the  Septum  or  ridge  of  the  Ncfe ,  eaten  quite 
through  ;  yet,  I  fay,  did  I  fave  his  Ncfe ,  without  any 
difgrace  or  finking,  and  he  now  as  well  and  free  from 
the  Difeafe,  as  ever  in  his  Life,  and  fecure  from  that 
danger  which  he  once  thought  could  not  be  avoided. 

Again,  Mercurial  Medicines  being  very  frequently 
ufed,  and  efpecially  long  Salivations ,  become  great 
Enemies  to  the  Glandules ,  fo  as  to  deftroy  the  tempe¬ 
rament  and  texture  of  them,  and  caufe  in  fome  Sore 
Eyes ,  in  others  Scrophulous  Humors ,  in  others  continual 
Driveling  and  Spitting ,  and  fome  with  little  Scabs  in 
their  Noflrils ,  ebbing  and  flowing,  occalion’d  by  a  Di- 
flillation  or  defluxion  of  Rheum,  which  ftagnating 
there,  have  acquired  a  Sahnefs,  whence  thofe  Scabs 
aris’d  ;  and  others  are  vex’d  with  the  Piles  $  thefe  as 
ofc  as  they  us’d  Mer curia V,  were  rendred  worfe,  and 
chiefly  after  a  Salivation. 

For  Mercury  Cures  not  the  Pox  by  any  Specifick  Vir¬ 
tue  in  it,  buc  by  its  evacuating  the  Lympha  in  the 
Glands  of  the  Body,  in  the  Lymph  of  which  Glands  the 
Venereal  Venom  chiefly  refides,  and  wh  ch  by  exfic- 
cacing  them  after  the  evacuation.  Cures.  The  like  may 
be  faid  of  the  Indian  Woods,  Roots, 

Some  have  been  brought  to  the  very  brink  of  the 
Grave,  by  railing  a  Salivation  to  too  high  a  pitch,  and 
if  by  good  chance  they  get  over  that  danger,  have, 
when  the  Salivation  begins  to  decline,  been  brought 
into  (  as  one  obferves)  lecond  hazards,  as  Oppreflions 
about  the  Hypochonders\  extream  Anxieties  j  Fahitnefs ; 
difficulty  of  Breathing,  prelent  danger  of  C hoaxing;  and 
in  this  Itate,  many,  fays  he,  die  in  greater  mifery  than 
if  they  were  Hang’d  or  Strangled  ;  ail  which  isocct- 
fion’d  by  the  unskilful  boldnels  of  fome  Phylicians  and 
Surgeons,  overloading  their  Patients  with  Mercury , 
whereby  an  impetuous  Salivation  is  raifed  in  a  few  days, 
carrying  off  fo  much  of  the  thin  Saliva ,  that  the  re¬ 
mainder  is  left  thick  and  impaflible.

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I  have  known  fame  that  two,  three,  four,  five  or 
fix  Months,  or  longer,  after  Salivation ,  where  the 
Mercury  has  not  been  clearly  and  totally  carry  *d  off, 
have  fallen  into  a  fecond  Salivation, lafting  ten  or  twelve 
days,  more  or  lefs,  without  the  leaft  repetition  of  Mer¬ 
cury  ;  { q  that  there  ought  to  be  great  Care  taken  of 
Patients,  feveral  Weeks  or  Months  after  their  Saliva¬ 
tion  ;  abundance,  as  one  well  obferves,  and  I  have 
known  the  fame  alfo,  having  loft  their  Lives  thro*  Ig¬ 
norance  of  this  Obfervation.  Some  by  taking  Cold, 
have  been  (truck  incurably  Blind ,  Deaf \  or  Lame  ; 
others  with  Paljies ,  Convulfionsi  Spafms,  mortal  Fevers , 
exceftive  Pains  in  their  Limbs ,  of  all  which  particulars 
there  are  divers,  and  indeed  too  many  inftances. 

Others,  as  the  aforefaid  Author  has  obferv’d,  by  an 
over -Salivation,  have  had  large,  deep,  devouring  VI-' 
eers  of  the  Palate ,  and  infide  of  the  Cbeeks>  that 

In  a  (hort  time  rot  the  Bonesy  infomuch,  that  he  has 
known  the  whole  Bpof  and  Palate- Bone,  alfo  pieces  of 
the  ^nv-Bone  come  off,  as  long  almoft  as  his  little  Fin¬ 
ger;  fometimes  thofe  Vlcers  have  terminated  into  a 
Ganyreen,  as  the  inftance  of  the  young  Gentlewoman 
0 fCharenten  in  France  attefts. 

Others  again  by  an  over  Salivation ,  have  loft  the  free 
motion  of  their  under  $aw,  which  they  could  not  open 
half  wide  enough  to  put  in  a  Spoon  ;  as  was  the  Cafe 
of  a  Gentleman,  my  Patient,  Salivated  by  fome  one  of 
thofe  Medicaflers ,  which  I  had  lately  in  Cure,  and  by 
what  I  adminiftred,  is  now  perfectly  reftor’d. 

A  Woman  that  I  could  mention, lately  being  Salivat - 
ed,  loft  her  Palate >  for  want  of  right  Methods  in  the 
management  of  her  Cure  ;  and  what  is  worfe,  another 
Innocent  Woman  that  got  the  Difeafe  by  Suckling  a 
Child,  and  alfo  lately  Salivated  for  it,  died  in  the  midft 
thereof,  being,  as  I  was  told,  perfectly  Strangled  by 
her  Spittle,  the  Flux  being  brought  on  too  faft. 

Some  have  been  Jaw-fallen  on  one  fide,  by  the  rot¬ 
ting  of  the  ligament-  of  the  Juncture ;  and  notwith¬ 
standing  all  this,  fays  he,  (and  very  truly)  if  a  Pati¬ 
ent  apprehends  danger  in  being  Salivated ,  the  Pra&ifer 
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fhall  boldly  tell  him,  it  Is  as  fafe  as  a  bit  of  Bread,  or 
the  Food  he  daily  eats. 

Bat  rather  than  I  would  be  Salivated,  (were  I  un¬ 
der  the  occafion)  afrer  the  manner  generally  pradlis’d, 
I  would  fay  as  Conftantine  the  Emperor  faid,  when  he 
Was  tpid  that  there  was  no  way  to  Cure  him  of  his 
Leprojie ,  but  by  bathing  his  Body  in  the  Blood  of  In¬ 
fant?,  Malo  femper  xgrotare  <juam  tali  remedio  convah - 
/cere,  He  had  rather  not  be  Cur’d  than  ufe  fuch  a  Re¬ 
medy.  So  fay  I,  as  to  the  general  modus  or  method  of 
Salivating. 

And  this  efpecially,  if  we  confider  the  Contingen¬ 
cies,  for  fometimes  for  want  of  due  Care,  a  Salivation 
ceafes  of  a  bidden,  and  then  there  is  danger.  Some¬ 
times  a  Loofenefs  happens,  which  if  not  prefently  ftopt, 
cxhaufts  the  Spirits  fo  as  to  caufe  Syncope's ,  ludden 
Svooonh.gs,<kc.  and  carries  off  the  Patient;  to  ftop  which. 
Rice  boil’d  in  Water,  and  burnt  Claret  has  fucceeded. 

To  Salivate  Confumptive  People,  has  very  frequent¬ 
ly  prov’d  mortal,  for  it  is  robbing  the  Body  of  the  Nu¬ 
tritious  Juice,  too  much  of  which  was  before  ex- 

indeed  when  we  confider  that  Salivation  is  a 
plentiful  feparation  of  th ^Nutritious  Juice  by  the  Glands, 
which  fupplies  the  Spittle,  (the  Saliva  being  one  of  the 
be  ft  Juices  :)  and  that  upon  the  Secretion  and  expence  of 
rhe  laid  Nutritious  Juice,  the  Blood ,  after  a  long  courfe 
of  Salivation ,  becomes  tharp,  grows  hot,  and  dries  up 
the  Mufctilar  Parts,  depriving  them  of  their  due  Nou- 
rifliment  ;  I  fay,  if  we  confider  this  aright,  we  need 
not  wonder  thac  it  brings  on  an  Heft i cal  and  Confump - 
give  Difpofiticn,caufmg  the  Patient  to  fall  into  an  Atro¬ 
phy,  or  Cenfumptim. 

In  order  to  prevent  which,  the  Patient  when  the  Sa¬ 
livation  is  ended,  muft  take  fome  proper  Reftoratives, 
be  put  into  a  Miil^Dlet  for  a  long  time,  and  have  the 
Teftaceous  Powders  exhibited,  by  which  the  fharpnefs 
of  the  Blood  may  be  corrected  ,  and  a  Confumptive 
Difpofition  prevented  :  After  that, he  muft  be  fent  into  a 
good  wholefome  open  Air,  and  be  nourilhc  with  the 
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plentiful  ufe  of  fuch  Food  as  affords  good  Juice ;  and 
at  laft  if  it  be  neceflary,or  the  Patient's*Cafe  requires  it, 
he  muft  for  a  Month  or  longer,  drink  the  German  Span* 
or  other  Chalybeat  Waters. 

I  have  often  by  this  method  happily  Cur  d  (  by  the 
affiftance  of  God  )  this  moft  inveterate  Difeafe,  after 
the  Patient’s  being  tamper’d  with  by  Quacks  to  a  very 
fad  purpofe  ;  and  always  after  Salivation >  found  it  to 
be  the  only  true  and  efficacious  Way,  being  both  inno¬ 
cent  and  profitable,  and  by  obferving  which,  young 
Children  may  fafely  go  through  Salivation ,  which 
thofe  that  wont  believe,  may  try,  who  then  however 
will  give  credit  fere  to  what  they  find  upon  their  own 
experience. 

Wherefore,  from  what  has  been  faid,  it  appears,  I 
do  not  conclude  that  Salivation  ought  not  to  be  pra¬ 
ctis’d,  no,  fallow  that  it  is  a  noble  Cure,  and  often 
effectually  compafles  what  can  be  expe&ed ;  and  in 
fome  Cafes,  no  true  Cure  can  be  obtain’d  without  it ; 
for,  as  faid  before,  rhe  Glands  being  the  parts  in  which 
the  Venom  chiefly  harbours,  mixing  with  their  Lym¬ 
ph  a,  that  Medicine  which  operates  mcftly  upon  them, 
is  the  heft,  which  Mercury  does,  by  emptying  them  of 
that  Lympha ,  and  with  chat  the  Venereal  Matter  join¬ 
ed  with  it,  which  by  Salivation  is  brought  off:  Butin 
iome  other  Cafes  again,  it  does  more  harm  than  good, 
according  as  Nature  isdifpos’d,  who  is  the  beftSchool- 
Miftrefs.  And  let  others  fay  what  they  will,  I  know, 
by  repeated  Experience,  what  I  fay  ;  for  tho’  I  am 
Amicus  Galenus ,  Amicus  Hippocrates ,  (  who  for  their 
great  Skill  in  the’Medical  Art,  are  ftil’d  Oracula  Me- 
dicimej  yet  I  am  map  is  Arnica  Hyitio,  Veritas  &  Sapi- 
entia ,  and  according  thereto  will  I  a(5h 

In  general  then  we  may  fay, that  there  are  fome  who 
can’t  be  Cur'd  without  Fluxing  and  many  that  can't 
be  Cur'd  by  it ;  but  what  Cafes  thofe  are  that  can, 
or.  can't,  is  none  of  the  leaft  Dexterity  and  Skill  to  di- 
ftinguUh  ;  for  every  one  can  no  more  diftinguilh  the 
different  kinds  of  Pox,  than  every  one  that  profeffes 
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the  Cure,  can  Cure  it ;  and  if  they  are  not  nicely  able 
to  diftinguilh  the  different  kinds,  (which  is  the  mum 
necejj'arium ,  and  eafily  known  by  the  Skilful  and  Expe¬ 
rienc’d)  they  are  not  fit  to  Practice*  for  they  ad:  alto¬ 
gether  In  the  Dark,  and  at  random,  and  if  they  do 
chance  to  Cure,  it's  more  by  hap  than  any  good  cun - 
ning, 

Befides,  fome  cannot  be  Salivated  if  they  would  ; 
for  tho’  the  capacities  of  the  Glandules  of  the  Guts  are 
more  narrower  than  the  Salival  Glands ,  yet  fomething 
may  be  ftrained  out  by  them,  caufing  Gripes  and  loofe 
Stools,  and  fo  hinder  Spitting.  But  where  the  Glan¬ 
dules  of  the  Guts  are  larger,  and  thofe  of  the  Mouth 
fmaller ;  there  the  Humours  would  prefcntly  crowd 
into  the  Guts  and  caufe  a  plentiful  evacuation  by  Stool 
and  no  Spitting  at  all,  yet  however,  will  have  the  hap¬ 
py  effed  of  Curing  theDifeafe,  the  fame  as  if  by  Spit¬ 
ting. 

In  Phlegmatick  Habits  and  Conftirutions  dull  and 
lumpilh,  a  Salivation  is  difficultly  rais’d,  unlefs  you 
put  the  Humours  in  motion,  by  allowing  now  and  then 
a  Glafs  of  Wine,  or  fome  other  way  be  taken  to 
give  the  Blood  and  Spirits  a  Lift,  and  make  them 
more  adive. 

The  ufual,  and  indeed  true  faying  is,  that  when  the 
Difeafe  is  diftindly  or  perfedly  known,  ’tis  half 
Cur’d,  conftquently  therefore,  if  not  known,  nothing 
more  doubtful  than  the  Cure  ;  for  the  barely  giving  of 
Mercury ,  or  Salivating ,  will  never  produce  it,  if  there 
be  not  Skill  alfo  to  time  it,  &c,  and  alfo  to  reftore  and 
help  Nature  afterwards  to  make  up  the  I.ofs,  which 
the  mafs  of  Blood  fuftain’d  by  the  length  of  the  Spit¬ 
ting,  as  may  be  obferv’d  by  the  following  Cafe  men- 
tion’d  by  Dr.  Martin  Lifter . 

A  certain  young  Man  thirty  Years  of  Age,  was 
twice  infeded  with  the  Pox,  and  as  often  fufrered  a 
Salivation  with  Mercury  for  it,  but  not  without  a  re- 
lapfe  ;  for  his  Tongue  and  Jaoos,  and  the  very  Penis , 
were  miferably  infeded  with  Canorous  Ulcers , 
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although  he  had  us’d  the  help  of  the  belt  Surgeons,  and 
a  moft  troublefome  long  Courfe  in  his  laft  Salivation  ; 

I  reftor’d  him  thus.  By  reafon  of  his  great  Weaknefs 
of  Stomach,  I  willingly  allow’d  him  French  Wine ; 
and  alfo,  becaufe  he  had  taken  abundance  of  Mercury , 
beyond  belief,  (for  the  lalt  Salivation  was  very  diffi¬ 
cultly  moved  by  Calomelancs)  he  ufed  Juice  of  Letrlons 
in  every  Sauce.  I  frequently  Purg’d  him  with  old 
Hiera  doubled,  and  gave  him  fometimes,  but  that  fel- 
dom  and  fparingly,  a  few  grains  of  Mcrcurius  Dulcts 
made  into  a  Bolus  with  Mithridate  ;  I  conftantly  gave 
him  alfo  a  Decoction  of  Guaiacum ,  See.  citra  fudorem , 
and  lent  for  Mr.  Mullins ,  the  famous  Surgeon,  to  rake 
care  of  his  Vlccrs ,  who  carefully  Cur’d  them,  both  in 
his  Mouth  and  Tard :  Within  fix  Months  he  recover’d 
found  and  healthful,  nothing  of  the  Difeafe  being  lefr, 
except  fome  Lichencs ,  but  without  Pain  or  Contagion, 

*  for  his  Wife  has  got  no  hurt  by  him,  rho’  it  be  leVen 
Years  fince  he  was  Cur’d,  and  ftill  enjoys  very  good 
Health. 

Monfietir  Blegny,  a  French  Author,  tells  us  of  one 
Cur’d  without  Mercury  after  a  return  of  the  Symptom?* 
notwirhftanding  he  had  before  taken  Mercury ,  and  as 
he  thought  Cur’d.  The  Story  is  this. 

A  certain  Gentleman,  three  Months  after  he  had  been 
Cur’d  of  a  Shanker ,  (as  he  thought)  was  taken  With 
an  infnpportable  Pain  in  his  Head  ;  and  for  which  he 
was  (but  to  no  purpofej  blooded  two  or  three  tithes; 
In  a  little  rim ’after,  all  his  Hair  fell  off,  feme  Fuflules 
appear’d  upon  his  Fore-head  ;  and  in  an  inftant,  all 
his  Body  was  cover’d  with  them.  Upon  enquiring  in¬ 
to  the  nature  of  his  Diftenriper,  he  was  told  that  it  Was 
a  confirm'd  Pox,  as  indeed  it  was  ;  but  having  an  in=> 
vincible  averfion  to  Mercury ,  refolv’d  rather  to  die  than 
Undergo  a  Salivation,  which  he  purpos’d  to  avoid  at 
any  rate.  He  was  urgent  with  me  to  treat  him  after 
fome  other  manner  $  which  1  did,  with  ail  deferable 
5uccef%  with  the  Remedies  above -mention’d,  viz. 
■Purgative^  Sudorifickj  and  i>tureticks ,  fo  that  he  was 
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reftor’d  to  perfedt  Health,  after  having  been  five  weeks 
only  under  Cure,  neither  has  he  fince  that  time  had 
any  the  leaft  Indifpofition,  tho’  it  be  now  three  years 
fince  this  happen’d. 

Likewife  of  a  Student  in  Phyfick,  who  having  been 
fufpe&ed  to  be  Pox  dy  by  having  three  Sha nken  in  his 
Mouth,  and  a  very  large  fcurjy  Pujlule  upon  the  Peri¬ 
neum,  and  fixt  NoHurnal  Pains  about  the  middle  of 
his  Thighs,  and  Legs,  (alLwhich  were  the  confequen- 
ces  of  a  virulent  Gonorrhea ,  and  of  a  Bubo  which  had 
ftruck  inwardly)  was  thereupon  twice  Flux'd,  by 
which  he  was  yet  more  cruelly  tormented  :  And  tho* 
the  Skankers  in  his  Mouth,  and  the  Pufiuhs  in  the  Pe¬ 
rineum,  were  taken  off  upon  the  firft  Salivation,  yet  a 
little  time  after  the  fecond,  a  great  many  Warts  and 
'Ulcers >  which  were  new  figns  of  an  obflinate  Pox9 
broke  forth  upon  the  Preputium  and  Anus*  But  ha¬ 
ving  underftood  that  fomeaffedted  with  this  Diftemper, 
had  been  Flux'd  without  being  entirely  recover’d,  and 
yet  had  been  Cur’d  by  fome  very  common  Remedies, 
he  was  thereupon  the  Jefsdifcourag’d,  efpecially  becaufe 
he  had  been  inform’d  that  I  had  recover’d  many  in  a 
new  and  unufual  manner  :  Having  therefore  intrufted 
himfelf  to  my  Care,  he  was  fo  happily  refior’d  to  his 
Health,  in  the  fpace  of  feven  Weeks,  chat  he  found 
himfelf  in  a  condition  to  accomplifh  a  Marriage,  with¬ 
out  occafioning  any  unhappy  accident  to  his  Wife,  and 
two  Children  he  had  by  her* 

Alfo  of  another  Gentleman,  who  having  a  long  time 
negledfed  the  Cure  of  a  Shankyr  which  he  had  upon 
the  Frenum,  found  himfelf  feiz’d  with  cruel  and  in- 
fupportable  Pains  all  over  his  Body  ;  for  which  he  was 
not  only  fro  no  purpofe)  treated  as  one  affedted  with 
a  Bbeumatifm ,  but  his  Pains  were  alfo  foon  after  ac- 
company’d  with  a  great  many  hard  Swellings  upon 
his  Head,  with  a  Node  upon  his  Elbow  towards  the 
Wrift,  and  with  two  others  upon  his  right  Leg.  In 
the  mean  time,  being  under  the  indifpenfable  neceffity 
of  continuing  in  his  Imployment,  or  lofing  it,  he  re- 
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fo!v?d  ro  follow  the  advice  of  one  of  his  intimate 
Friends,  whom  I  had  fome  time  before  recover’d  from 
the  lame  Diltemper  without  Mercury  or  Confinement * 
Having  therefore  intruded  himfelf  to  my  Care,  he 
had  not  been  two  fulJ  Months  under  Cure,  before  he, 
as  well  as  others,  was  fully  convinc’d,  that  that  which 
is  not  commonly  known,  is  not  therefore  always  to  be 
the  lefs  Valued  ;  for  his  Pains  were  taken  off  in  a  little 
time  ;  the  Nodes  difippear’d,  only  the  Tubercles  in  his 
Head  were  not  altogether  taken  off,  but  in  three 
Weeks  thereafter  the  Cure  was  accomplifh’d  by  the  ge- 
neralRemedies. 

Thus  may  be  feen  that  MercurialC ourfes  are  not  al¬ 
ways  fuccefsful,  nor  Salivations  repeated.  And  that 
excellent  Phyfician  Fernelius  fays.  That  a  Pcx  may  not 
only  be  Cured  without  Mercury ,  but  advifes  us  to 
abandon  the  ufe  of  ir,  and  lays  down  Reafons  back’d 
with  Experience,  and  gives  Inftances  thereof;  as  alfo 
does  the  Learned  Pjverius ,  who  fays,  he  has  Cur’d 
Poxes  in  twenty  days,  by  Purgatives  and  SudorJficl{ 
Decoftions ,  without  Mercury ,  and  particularly  one 
who  had.  the  Pox  twelve  Years,  and  was  many  times 
trea  ted  with  Mercurial  C’ourfes  to  no  purpofe. 

This  Difcourfe  of  Mercury  and  Mercurial  Cures 
brings  into  my  Mind  the  following  Relation. 

There  came  to  fpeak  with  me,  iome  time  fince,  two 
Gentlemen,  one  of  them  a  Patient,  the  other,  as  I  un¬ 
derflood  at  Jafl,  a  Surgeon  that  had  him  in  Hand  ;  the 
Patient  not  being  fatisfy’d  under  his  Care,  and  hearing 
of  me,  defir’d  his  Surgeon  to  come  with  him.  After 
he  had  told  me  his  Cafe,  and  I  had  ask’d  him  fome 
Quellions,  I  cold  him  what  mull  be  done  ;  the  Sur¬ 
geon  then  difeover’d  bimieif,  and  told  me  what  me¬ 
thods  he  had  taken,  That  he  had  given  him  a  great 
deal  of  Mercury,  and  Purg’d  him  :  And  again,  That  he 
had  given  him  Mercury  enough  he  was  lure  :  And  at 
laft,  that  he  had  given  him  Mercury  enough  to  Cure  a 
Horfe  :  To  kill  ore,  thought  J.  At  which  his  odd 
JJxprcfTton,  and  repetition  of  his  giving  him  Mercury, 
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I  could  not  forbear  finding  ;  as  if  there  was  nothing 
more  to  be  done  in  thofe  Cures  but  to  give  Mercury, 
Why,  Sir,  fays  this  cunning  Surgeon,  you’ll  allow 
that  we  can’c  Cure  the  Venereal  Difeafe  without  Mer¬ 
cury  ?  If  I  do  allow  it,  fays  I,  I  allow  alfo,  that  it  is 
not  the  quantity  of  it  that  always  Cures;  if  that  was 
fo,  what  you  have  given  him,  (if  what  you  fay  be 
true)  muft  needs  have  Cur’d  him  before  this.  Why, 
anfwers  he,  I  gave  it  him  fo,  and  fo,  and  it  operated 
fo,  and  fo :  And  he  being  a  little  Impertinent,  I  told 
him  it  had  alfo  anfwer’d  but  fo,  fo  ;  for  that  his  Pa¬ 
tient  was  as  far,  or  further  from  a  Cure,  as  at  the  ve¬ 
ry  firft :  and  plainly  told  him,  that  it  was  more  from 
the  quantity,  and  perhaps  quality  of  the  Mercury  that 
he  had  given  him,  than  any  thing  of  the  Difeafe,  that 
had  render’d  him  as  he  was;  and  that  he  might  take 
Mercury  to  the  end  of  the  Chapter,  and  (till  be  worfe 
inftead  of  better.  Why,  Sir,  fays  this  profound  Phi- 
lofopher,  can  you  undertake  then  to  do  better  by  him, 
and  Cure  him  ?  I  anfwer’d  him  yes,  I  believ’d  I  cou’d  : 
What,  and  without  Mercury ,  fays  he  ?  That's  another 
Queftion,  fays  I.  Ac  Jaft  the  Patient  put  an  end  to 
our  Parlying,  and  implor’d  my  Alfiftance,  which  I 
gave  him,  and  with  fuch  Succefs,  that  he  was  perfectly 
Cur’d  in  a  few  Weeks  time,  (after  his  being  in  that 
Surgeon’s  Hands  for  ten  or  eleven  Months)  to  his 
wonderful  Satisfaction,  and  his  quondam  Doctor’s 
(who  difeourag’d  him  from  coming  to  me)  great  Mor¬ 
tification  ;  tho’  the  Surgeon  is  one  that  makes  no  fmall 
Figure  in  the  World,  and  pretends  to  do  mighty  things 
in  this  Difeafe,  but  for  his  own  fake  fhali  be  namelefs* 
(at  prefent  at  leaft)  not  being  willing  to  expofe  any 
Brothers  of  the  Quill,  unlefs  their  ill  Manners  Ihould 
at  any  time  provoke  me  ro  it. 

Thus  it  plainly  appears,  that  it  is  not  the  quantity 
of  Mercury  that  does  the  Fear,  no,  for  that  there  is 
fomething  more  to  be  done  than  what  is  commonly 
known  and  practis’d,  we  often  obferving,  as  in  feve- 
ral  places  before  particularly  taken  notice  of,  that  too 
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much,  and  too  frequently  exhibiting  it,  does  moch 
more  hurt  chan  good,  and  that  very  commonly  what 
complaints  the  Patients  make, are  more  owing  to  Mer-* 
eury^  than  the  Dlfeafe  ;  but  want  of  Judgment  in  the 
Pradlitioner,  (  who  at  the  fame  time  being  not  well 
appriz’d  what  pranks  Mercury  will  play  in  fome  Con- 
ftitutions)  makes  him  fuppole  it  is  the  Difeafe  all  this 
while,  and  fo  keeps  on  giving  Mercury ,  in  hopes  of 
Cure,  till  at  length  fuch  mifehiefs  fucceed,  as  to  con¬ 
vince  him  of  his  miftake;  nay,  I  have  known  feveral 
ingenious  Men  adminifter  Mercury  to  their  Patients, 
who  had  taken  too  much  of  it  before,  for  no  other  pur- 
pofe,  than,  as  they  have  faid,  to  drive  out  the  former, 
according  to  that  too  commonly  receiv’d  Opinion, 
shat  nothing  but  Mercury  will  fetch  out  Mercury  ;  Mer- 
cur ius  Mercurio  facilius  jungiturt  &  Mercurius  Mercuric 
adkeret ,  fay  they  ;  but  I  have  known  it  to  prove  a 
very  mifehievous  Experiment,  efpecially  in  fome,  for 
shat  it  has  been  calling  out  the  Devil  by  the  Power  of 
Beelzebub,  rather  adding  Fuel  to  the  Fire,  deftroying 
the  Patient  at  once,  or  at  leaftwife  making  the  Cafe 
worfe,  there  being  oth£r  Methods  to  do  it,  much  mo;  e 
fafe  and  certain  j  I  meanj  there  is  that  in  Berum  Natura , 
that  will  fetch  Mercury  out  of  the  Body,  let  its  lodg¬ 
ment  be  where  it  will,  and  is  what  I  always  mix  with 
all  the  Mercurial  Preparations  I  give,  it  making  all  Sub¬ 
limates  and  Corrofive  Mercuries ,  (  which  are  the  moft 
dangerous  of  them)  fweec  and  unhurtful,  by  mitigat¬ 
ing,  correcting  and  amending,  their  malign  Mineral 
Nature,  even  as  Sugar  tempers  and  correCls  the  Acri  - 
vmiy  and  Bitternefs  of  Vegetables*  However  wemuft 
nor,  nor  do  not  explode,  but  extol  and  applaud  Mer¬ 
cury  ;  neither  do  we  Ihut  out  Salivation,  which  (as  faid 
before)  is  a  noble  Method  of  Cure,  and  which  if  under¬ 
taken  and  perform’d  precifely,  that  is,  according  to  the 
ftriCleftand  moft  exaCt  Rules  of  Art, will  do  wonderful, 
nay  even  aimoft  miraculous  Feats, and  that  not  only  in 
the  Pox ,  but  in  many  other  Chronical  Oifeafes  that  fix 
upon  the  Glands*  notwithftanding  they  are  much  ob- 
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ftrudfed  by  the  Difeafe,  nay  even  Ulcerated,  fo  as  to 
be  almoft  deftroy’d,  as  have  been  obferv’d  in  Scrophu- 
lous  People,  but  where  they  are  evidently  grown  Can¬ 
cerous,  and  of  a  malignant  Nature,  there  Salivation 
is  not  to  be  attempted,  for  it  is  a  hundred  to  one  but 
it  kills  the  Patient. 

That  Mercury  is  a  Noble  and  Excellent  Remedy,  all 
M^h  of  Knowledge  and  Judgment  d©  allow,  and  the 
Cures  that  are  daily  wrought  by  it  manifeft  the  lame, 
vtfhich  are  frequently  Wonderful,  even  Miraculous;  I 
nlean  Mercury  when  it  is  exactly  and  artfully  Prepar’d; 
the  Preparations,  as  a  certain  Author  takes  notice,  be- 
ing  divers  and  very  numerous,  and  their  Efl'e&s  Salu¬ 
brious  or  Pernicious,  according  as  are  their  Preparati« 
on*.  From  Mercury  may  be  prepar’d  the  greateft  An¬ 
tidotes  and  higheft  Cordials ,  and  on  the  contrary,  the 
moil  deadly  Toyfons  that  can  be,  as  is  the  Judgment  oc 
Underftanding  of  the  Operator;  Mercury  therefore  is 
not  to  be  meddled  with  by  every  bold  Pretender, 
left  it  fliould  Kill  inftead  of  Curing,  it  being  a  Friend 
or  a  Foe,  a  Servant  or  a  Mafter,  or  like  Fire}or  Wa¬ 
ter,  which  if  youfubdue,  will  be  very  ufefuRif  not, 
will  be  very  deft rudlive. 

In  Mercury ,  fays  he,  (  and  truly  )  you  have  a  fure 
Cathartic 4,  a  Sudorific /»,  an  Emeticky  «n  Antifihriticki 
an  Antifcorhutic 4,  &c.  which  does  Mifchief  or  Good, 
according  as  is  the  Judgment  of  thofe  that  adminifter 
it ;  but  where  it  is  in  the  Hands  of  an  experienc’d 
Artift,  &c.  ’tis  the  greateft  Balia  in  of  Life,  the  greateft 
Reftorer  of  Health,  fufficien:  to  Root  out  and  deftroy 
thofe  very  malignant  Difeaies,  which  have  baffled  the 
Efforts  of  all  other  Remedies/ 

I  well  remem  be'r,that  about  ten  orelevenYears  ago, 
I  had  a  Man  and  his  Wife  in  Cure  for  the  Venereal  Di¬ 
feafe,  and  their  Cafes  being  inveterate,  I  propos’d  thdf 
Cure  by  way  of  Salivation-,  which  I  began;  the  Man 
was  of  %  robuft  hardy  Conftitution  ,  his  Wife 
weakly, but  yet  of  a  foul  ill  Habit  of  Body  ;  I  had  not 
given  her  above  three  or  four  Dofes  of  a  certain  Mer* 
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cttrial Preparation,  (which  I  ever  give  to  Salivate  with) 
but  (he  voided  by  Stool,  in  the  compafs  of  two  days 
time,  an  infinite  number  of  Worms,  both  of  the  df- 
carides  and  other  k^inds ,  fmall  and  great,  and  as  (he  and 
others  faid,  not  lefs  than  a  Quart  ;  but  I'll  no  more 
difpute  the  meafure  than  the  number,  but  am  fure,thac  ■ 
I  faw  thoufands  of  them  my  (elf  5  fuch  is  the  force  of 
Mercury ,  and  may  be  feen  what  an  Enemy  it  is  to  Pu- 
trefa&ion.  Enquiring  of  her  if  (he  us’d  to  void  them, 
(he  told  me  yes,  and  that  (he  us’d  mightily  to  eat  raw 
Meat  from  the  Butcher’s  Shops,  and  frequently  dine 
thereof ;  which  I  forbid,  and  profecuted  their  Cures 
with  the  expected  fuccefs,  they  being  both  now  living, 
having  had  feveral  Children  fince,  as  well  as  ever  in 
their  Lives.  But  I  mention  this  to  (hew  the  excellent 
Virtues  inherent  in  good  Mercury ,  well  and  skilfully 
Prepar’d. 

Otto  Tachenius ,  in  his  Hippocrates  Cbymicus ,  fays, 
Mercury  is  the  true  Specific^  for  the  Pox ,  efpecially  if 
made  into  a  Cinnabar ,  by  uniting  it  with  a  perfect 
Sulphur. 

And  it  not  only  Cures  the  Venereal  Difea/e,  with  all 
it s  moft  inveterate  Symptoms  and  Efteifts,  but  alfo  the 
Dropfie ,  Gout ,  Scabs y  Leprcfie,  Kjngs  Evil ,  and  moft 
other  Chronick  Rebellious  Difea(es  ;  all  which  need 
not  feem  ftrange  to  them  that  know  what  Mercury  is  ; 
for  they  well  know,  (who  know  it  truly)  that  it  is 
the  Balfam  of  Nature ,  in  which  is  an  incarnative,  and 
a  regenerative  Virtue,  wonderfully  renovative  and  re- 
ftorative,  and  the  greateft  cleanfer  of  the  Body  from 
ail  Foulnefs  and  Impurities  whatfoever. 

And  this  the  beft  of  ancient' Authors  affure  us,  that 
at  that  time  when  the  Venereal  Difeafe  firft  began, 
they  follow’d  the  Cure  according  to  their  Skill  without 
Mercury ,  but  when  to  their  own  and  the  Patient’s  da¬ 
mage,  they  found  it  would  not  do,  they  began  to  be 
defpis’d  by  many  as  Ignorant,  and  would  have  been 
wholly  decry ’d,  had  not  they  been  ftiew’d  the  ufe  of 
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Quickfilver ,  and  had  not  the  Spanifh  Phyficians  brought 
them  Medicaments  out  of  the  Indies. 

Fracaftorius  tells  us,  That  a  certain  Barber ,  a  Friend 
of  his,  had  a  Book  of  Receipts  or  Experiments,  very 
ancient,  among  which,  there  was  written  a  Receipr, 
Entituled,  A  Medicine  for  the  thick.  Scab,  which  hap¬ 
pens  with  the  Pains  of  the  tfcints,  he  therefore,  when 
the  Dileafe  was  but  newly  arriv’d,  obferving  the 
vSymptoms  and  remembring  the  Medicine,  fhews  the 
Receipt  to  fome  Phyficians,  his  Friends,  asking  their 
Council,  whether  he  might  ufe  it  in  that  new  Contagi¬ 
on,  which  he  thought  was  fignify’d  by  that  thick  Scab, 
&c.  but  the  Phyficians  finding  the  Medicine  to  be  of 
Quickftlver  and  Sulphur ,  fliarply  forbid  him,  for  that 
it  was  dangerous  ;  but  at  the  fame  time  ufing  it  them- 
felves  from  his  Receipt,  found  the  wonderful  Effed: 
of  it,  and  got  incredible  gain  by  it ;  which  when  the 
poor  Barber  came  to  underftand,  made  trial  of  it  him- 
felf,  and  found  to  be  excellent  good,  and  was  only 
very  forry  that  he  had  uftd  it  too  late,  the  cunning 
of  the  Phyficians  having  now  carried  away  all  the 
Profit.  Thus, 

He  beat  the  Bufh,  but  others  caught  the  Hare, 

So  Lambs  do  bear  their  Fleece ,  which  others  fhare  : 

So  Bees  make  Hony,  and  Birds  do  build  their  Hefts, 

And  Lands  yield  others  Profit,  Plow  d  with  Be  aft  s. 

And  indeed,  had  nor  fome  or  other  at  firft,  hap¬ 
pen’d  to  make  trial  of  guickfifoer  for  the  Cure  of  the 
Venereal  Difeafe,  either  by  Chance,  or  perhaps  by  Argu¬ 
mentation,  when  they  read  that  Avicen ,  MefuefPheodori- 
cus ,  &c.  us’d  it  in  crufty  Scabs>  Puftules,  and  the  like, 
in  all  likelihood,  we  had  not  known  the  benefit  of  it 
therein  to  this  Day,  and  fo  the  true  Remedy  for  this 
milerable  Difeafe  might  have  ftill  lain  hid  ;  and,  if  I 
miftake  not,  I  have  read  that  ^acob  Carpus,  a  Sur¬ 
geon,  was  one  of  the  firft  that  boldly  made  Experiment 
of  it. 


Since 
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Since  it  has  been  made  appear  therefore  that  Mer¬ 
cury  is  hurtful,  as  well  as  falubrious,  and  that  the  ill 
or  well-fare  of  the  Patient  depends  upon  the  true  Pre¬ 
paration  and  Adminiftration  of  it,  I  leave  all  People 
to  judge,  how  much  it  concerns  them  to  take, care,  in¬ 
to  whofe  Hands  they  commit  themfelves  for  Cure  ; 
and  I  defire  they  would  accept  this  friendly  Admoni¬ 
tion,  never  to  entruft  themfelves  in  the  Hands  of  thole 
Quacks  and  Impoftors  before- mention’d,  (for  they  will 
amufe  the  People  with  Magnified  Verbat  telling  them 
more  in  a  Minute  than  they  will  find  true  in  a  Year)  if 
they  have  any  regard  to  their  own  Well-fare,  or  value 
for  their  Lives,  left  Plautus's  Saying  to  one  that  went  to 
take  Phyfick  of  a  Quae 4,  be  applicable  to  them,  vi%. 
Ibo  ad  Medicum  :  atq-  ibi  me  Toxica  morti  dabo . 

I  voiU  to  the  Pbyfician  hye , 

That  by  his  Poyjbn  I  may  dye , 

Bur,  Si  Populus  Vult  deciph  dccipiatur ,  if  they  will 
be  deceiv’d  and  will  not  hearken  to  faithful  Advice, 
but  pertinacioully  refill  good  Council,  and  run  into 
Danger,  they  mull  be  deceiv’d,  and  it  may  perchance 
come  to  pafs,  that  at  laft,  Deftru6lion  of  their  Healths, 
if  not  Death,  will  in  fpightof  their  Teeth  (when  too 
late)  make  them  fenfibie  of  their  miftake. 

To  avoid  which,  that  is,  to  be  exempted  or  fecur’d 
from  the  occafion  both  of  the  Difeafe,  and  failing  in¬ 
to  ill  Hands,and  take  pernicious  Dofes  of  Mercury,  See, 
let  every  Man  and  Woman  ftand  upon  their  Guard 
.and  keep  themfelves  Chaft,  not  letting  their  Eyes 
be  the  Doors  to  let  in  that  Sin,  as  Democritus ,  who 
pluckt  out  his  Eyes  to  avoid  the  danger  of  Unclean- 
nefs,  and  then  they’ll  not  only  be  eafie  in  their  Minds, 
but  Bodies  alfo,  and  fav’d  both  from  the  Charge  and 
Fatigue,  as  well  as  the  innumerable  Evils,  the  Dif¬ 
eafe  once  taken  and  ill  manag’d,  brings  upon  them. 
For 

Happy's 
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Happy's  the  Man  that  can  rcfift^ 
Dtfigning  Mifles  potent  Charms  : 

Happy  is  She  that  can  when  lift, 

Kpfufe,  with  Scorn,  Man’j  proffer'd  harms. 
But  if  the  Snares  fhould  them  entrap. 

And  juft  Reward  their  Bodies  fei^e. 

If  go  to  Quack*  * twtU  he  good  hap 
If  they  a  Cure  fhould  get  with  eaje0 
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CHAP.  V. 

Of  Old  Gleets  , whether  Venereal  or  Seminal, 
the  former  being  generally  procu  Pd  by  ill 
management ,  and  by  mojl  ( tho1  too  often 
mifiakenly  )  deem’d  Incurable  :  Wherein 
the  Nature ,  Seat.,  and  Difference  of  Gleets, 
are  demonjlrated ,  and  their  true  way  of 
Cure ,  both  from  Reafon  and  Experience , 
afcertairi*d,  In  order  to  which , 
minijlring  to  Generation  in  both  Sexes , 
//;c7r  Situation ,  A  cl  ion,  Vfe,  Abufe,  8cc. 

neceffarily  confided d,  and  why  Gleets 
hinder  Procreation ,  caufing  ( as  fometimes 
they  do)  Impotency,  &c*  Men, 
Sterility ,  &c.  Women  ;  fever  at 

remarkable  Cafes  of  that  kind  added. 

QEing  arriv’d  at  this  place  in  this  Treatife,  I  could 
not  fee  but  that  it  had  been  an  unfeafonable  Mo- 
defty,  as  well  as  rend’ring  what  I  intended  by  it,  im- 
perfedr,  to  have  pafs’d  on  to  (peak  about  Gleets,  and 
not  firft  have  taken  notice  of  the  Organs  or  Parts  mi» 
niftring  to  Generation  in  both  Sexes,  as  to  their  Situ* 
arion,  A&ion,  Ufe,  Abufe,  &c.  the  better  to  lead  to 
and  be  enabled  to  handle  what  is  intended  on  this 
Head. Some  perhaps  there  are  that  may  fay,to  reveal  the 
Secrets  of  Nature,  is  fenfually  prophaning  her  Myfte- 
ries,  and  tends  more  to  enfnare  the  Minds  of  the  Peo¬ 
ple,  than  inftrud  them,  and  to  Jay  ftrange  undeferv’d 

Con- 
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Conftrudtions  upon  the  doing  it :  But  their  bare  fay¬ 
ing  foe  is  only  arraigning  Virtue  at  the  Bar  of  Vice, 
no  ill  being  intended  in  what  is  faid  ;  and  my  delire 
is,  that  thofe  that  cannot  come  to  the  knowledge  of 
thofe  necdTary  Secrets  with  pure  Hearts,  fhould  lay 
the  Book  alide,  or  give  it  to  others  that  are  biefs’d  with 
thofe  happy  Attainments,  and  can  ;  for  fhali  we  forfeit 
our  Knowledge  becaufe  fome  Men  and  Womens  Minds 
are  Evil,  and  cannot  contain  their  lewd  and  inordinate 
Affedtions  ?  No,  it  is  the  Opinion  of  Serious  and  Lear¬ 
ned  Divines,  that  fuch  Difcourfes,  upon  fit  occafions, 
may,  and  ought  to  be  made,  more  efpecially  on  thofe 
Parts  which  tend  chiefly  to  the  prefervation  of  our  own 
Kind,  and  which  particularly  for  the  fake  of  Procrea¬ 
tion,  ought  to  be  had  in  regard,  and  kept  in  the  ftate 
Nature  has  appointed,  and  amended  where  defective* 
whether  naturally  or  accidentally,  or  rendred  fo  by 
the  injurious  Pradtifes  of  fome  Perlons  who  daily  en¬ 
deavour,  as  it  were,  to  deform  and  deftroy  them,  by 
their  lewd  and  unheard  of  Debaucheries. 

My  intention,  I  fay,  is  to  reach  the  fober  Minded, 
and  (hew  them  the  Situation,  Perfection,  natural  Ufe 
and  Depravation,  &c.  of  the  Genital  Parts  in  botii 
Sexes,  to  explode  and  deteft  the  abominable,  mifchie- 
vous  and  prodigious  Vanity,  to  which  fome  Perfons 
have  notorioufly  fubjedted  thefe  Parts  above  any  others* 
and  this  in  fuch  modeft  Terms,  as  not  to  prove  naufe- 
ous  to  the  Ears  or  Minds  of  the  mod  Serious  and  Sin¬ 
cere  ;  and  as  hop’d  to  the  difpleafure  of  none,  unlefs 
there  be  fuch,  who  are  fo  over  and  above  precile,  as  to 
think  there  is  no  other  Principle  of  Goodnefs,  than  to 
know  Evil  :  And  as  they  are  Parts  which  all  of  both 
Sexes  covet  and  endeavour  to  have  entire,  and  be  per- 
fedfc  in,  (and  not  without  fufHcient  Reafon  )  fo  the 
more  care  ought  to  be  taken  'for  their  being  redtify’d 
and  preferv’d,  they  being  all  Parts  of  admirable  Curio- 
iity,  Form  and  Ufe,  and  part  of  that  noble  Structure, 
Man,  which  the  Learn’d  Dr»  Crook ,  in  his  Microcof* 
tnographia,  where  he  fpeaks  of  the  wonderful  Contri- 
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vance  of  the  Human  Fabrick,  fays,  That  if  all  the 
Angels  fhould  have  fpent  a  thoufand  Years  in  the  fra¬ 
ming  and  making  him,  they  could  not  have  caft  him 
into  fo  curious  a  Mold,  or  ma  ’e  him  like  to  what  he 
is. 

Galen  alfo,  to  confute  the  grofs  Error  of  that  Athe¬ 
nian  Philofopher,  Epicurus ,  (  who  held  Pleafure  to  be 
the  chiefeft  Good)  offer’d  him  a  hundred  Years  to  al¬ 
ter  or  change  the  Situation,  Figure,  or  Compofition  of 
any  one  Part  of  the  Human  Fabrick  ;  for  that  it  could 
not  poflibly  be  made  in  any  refpetft,  after  a  more  ufe- 
ful,  beautiful  and  perfect  manner,  as  he  did  not  doubt 
but  it  would  come  to  pafs  in  the  end,  that  he  would  be 
forc’d  to  confefs :  Yet  the  blind  Impiety  of  fome  have 
led  them  to  fuch  a  height  of  Prefumption,  as  to  find 
fault  with  many  Parts  of  this  curious  Fabrick;  and  to 
call  in  queftion  the  Wifdom  of  God  in  the  contrivance 
thereof. 

But  the  Genital  Parts  being  not  alike  in  both  Sexes, 
we  muff  neceffarily  fpeak  of  each  apart,  tho’  fhall  but 
juft  touch  upon  them,  fo  as  to  ferve  our  prefent  pur- 
pofe,and  that  partly  from  the  moft  Learn'd  and  Ingeni¬ 
ous  Phyfician,  Dr.  Gihfon^ in  his  Anatomy  of  Humane  Bo * 
dies  Epitomi^dy  defigning  particularly  to  enlarge  there¬ 
on  at  another  opportunity.  I  fhall  then  firft  begin  with 
the  Genital  Parts  of  Man. 

The  Parts  of  the  Genitals  in  Man  are  various,  fome 
of  which  afford  Matter  for  the  Seedy  as  the  Arteria 
Spermaticce,  others  bring  back  again  the  Blood  that  is 
fuperfluous  to  the  making  of  Seed ,  and  to  the  nourifh- 
ment  of  the  T efticlesf  and  thefe  are  the  Ven<e  Spermati - 
cx  ;  and  both  thefe  Arteries  and  Veins  were  formerly 
call’d  Vafa  Praparantia  5  lome  of  thofe  Parts  make  the 
Seedy  as  the  Stones  ;  fome  convey  it  from  thence  to  its 
Confervatory  or  Store-Houle,  as  the  Vafa  Differentia ; 
fome  contain  the  Seed  till  the  time  of  Copulation  or 
ejeftingit*  and  thefe  are  the  VificuU  Seminaks ;  fome 
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difcharge  the  Seed  into  the  Matrix  or  Womb  in  Coiti¬ 
on,  and  that  is  done  by  the  Pews  orYard  And  laftly, 
fomemoiften  the  Vrethra  or  Paflage  of  the  Yard  thro‘ 
which  the  Seed  iflues,  and  thofe  are  the  Proftates. 

The  Vafa  Prxparantia  confifts  of  Arteries  and  Veins, 
the  Blood  in  the  Arteries  defcends  towards  the  Tefti - 
clesy  and  that  in  the  Veins  afcends  from  them  ;  the  for¬ 
mer  for  making  of  Seed ,  and  the  other  for  bringing 
back  from  the  Tp/?/c/«,whatof  the  Blood  remains  from 
their  Nourifhment  and  making  of  Seed. 

The  Teflicles  or  Stones  are  accounted  among  the  prin¬ 
cipal  Parts  of  Generation,  and  that  juftly  ;  and  tho” 
they  are  not  neceffary  to  the  Life  of  Man,  yet  they  are 
to  the  confervation  of  the  Species ;  and  indeed  by  the 
lofs  of  them  a  Man  receives  very  great  piejudice,  both 
as  to  ftrength  and  activity  of  his  Body,  and  alfo  as  to 
the  acutenefs  of  his  Reafon  and  Underftanding,  as  ap¬ 
pears  by  Eunuchs,  who  are  not  of  fuch  penetrating 
j  udgments,  but  more  effeminate  than  thofe  not  Ca- 
ftrated  or  Gelt,  and  notfo  Robuft,  Hardy,  Mafculine, 
or  Couragious. 

The  Men  in  the  Bay  of  Soldania ,  as  Purch .  Pilgr. 
Lib.  4.  fays,  have  but  one  TefticleO r  Stone,  but  whe¬ 
ther  naturally,  or  ceremonially  lo,  fays  not ;  but  is 
what  happens  to  many,  as  it  did  to  S ilia  and  Cotta. 
Heily  alfo  fpeaks  of  one,  who  was  Born  but  with  one 
Tefticle  alfo.  And  the  Civil  Lawyers  allow  fuch  for 
Men,  and  that  they  may  Jure  Militdri ,  make  their 
Teftamenr. 

In  Herberts  Travels  it  is  faid.  That  mod  of  the  Men 
of  the  Capehf  Good  Hope,  are  Semi- Eunuchs,  one  Tefticle 
or  Stone  being  ever  taken  away  by  the  Nurfe,  either 
to  diftinguifh  them  from  ordinary  Men,  or  that  Miftrefs 
Venus  allure  thym  not  from  Pallas. 

Hieron.  anti  others,  tell  us,  There  are  fome  who  are 
Born  without  any  Tefticle  at  all,  and  fo  are  Eunuchs 
from  their  Mothers  Womb,  and  that  fuch  a  one  was 
DerotLw,  Bifhop  of  Antioch ,  a  very  Learned  Man,  and 
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skilful  in  the  Greeks  and  Hebrew,  in  whom,  as  Eufebim 
in  his  Ecclefiaft.  Hifior%  fays,  Aureliantis  the  Emperor 
took  great  delight. 

On  the  other  hand  it  has  been  obferv’d,  that  fome 
Men  have  been  Born  with  three  Tefticles ,  and  it  is  re¬ 
ported  in  Callus  I{hod»  lib.  24.  cap.  4.  That  ^gathocles, 
the  Tyrant  of  C icily,  and  Fr  and  feus  Philelphus ,  were  fo 
provided.  And  altho  thefe  Inftruments  of  Generation 
are  call’d  becaufe,  for  the  moft  parr,  every 

Man  hath  (  or  at  ieaftwife  ought  to  have)  two  ;  yet 
Anaromifts  have  obferv’d  in  their  Difle&ions ,  fuch 
monftrous  unnatural  Triplicity  in  fome,  and  is  faid  is 
what  is  peculiar  to  fome  Families. 

Many  fantaftical  Reafons  have  been  fram’d,  and 
Ends  propounded  by  divers,  too  tedious  here  to  recite, 
to  introduce  Eunuchifm ,  or  depriving  Men  of  their 
Manhood.  Semiramis  was  the  firft  that  caufed  young 
Male  Children  to  be  made  Eunuchs ,  that  they  mighc 
have  fmall  and  fhrill  Voices ;  and  Caftration  is  fo  ex¬ 
perimentally  known  to  alter,  change,  and  advance  the 
fmalnefs  and  fweernefs  of  the  Voice,  that  they  ,  do  it 
for  the  fake  thereof  in  many  Countries.  Mr.  Raymond 
in  his  Voyage  into  Italy ,  fays.  That  in  Florence  they 
are  fo  given  to  the  Mufick  of  the  Voice,  that  the  great 
Men  there  keep  very  choicely  their  Cajlrati^ov  Eunuchs , 
for  that  purpofe. 

The  Parthians  Caftrate,  out  of  Luxury,  for  the  re¬ 
tarding  of  Age,  and  prolongation  of  Life,  they  having 
obferv’d,  that  Cafirated  Animals  of  any  kind,  and  Spa¬ 
do's  by  that  means,  live  longer  than  thofe  that  tetain 
their  Virility  ;  and  by  that  Artifice  alfo  retain  a  better 
habit  of  Body ;  wherefore,  as  Authors  relate,  the  Ca - 
nibals  who  live  near  the  IFquator>  and  hunt  after  Men 
to  eat  them,  when  they  have  taken  any  Males  of  the 
Neighbouring  Nations  ,  they  many  times  Geld 
them,  and  fat  them  up  for  Slaughter,  as  we  do  Ca¬ 
pons, 
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Some  there  are  that  pra&ife  Caftration  on  them- 
felves,  to  introduce  a  neceflary  Chaftity  and  Purity  of 
Body,  as  Claudius  fays,  the  Babylonians  did,  and  after 
them  the  Romans,  as  juvenal  alfo  relates,  and  which 
is  what  Coghan ,  the  Author  of  The  Haven  ef  Health , 
lays,  he  would  have  prefcrib’d  to  the  Autient  Abbots 
and  Monks,  if  he  had  been  their  Phyfician,  as  the 
moft  effedhial  means  to  preferve  their  Chaftity.  And 
luch  Remedy  one  Mr.  Smithy  a  Canon  of  Hereford, 
pra&is’d  upon  himfelf,  in  the  beginning  of  the  Reign 
of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  faid  that  AbfciJJionem  Tefticu- 
lorum\  was  the  fureft  Remedy  that  cou'd  be  devis’d  for 
Cupid's  Colts. 

Benivenius  de  Abditisy  fays,  That  a  Monk,  through 
an  indifereet  Zeal  to  Chaftity,  tho*  no  way  agreeable 
to  that  Rationabile  obfequiuniy  that  God  requires,  play’d 
the  fame  Holy  Pranks  upon  himfelf. 

Caftration  has  been  fo  effectual  to  prevent  any  juft 
Sufpicion  of  incontinency,  that  fome  have  practis'd 
it  upon  themfelves,  on  purpofe  to  procure  Impotency. 
And  one  Combalus  did  it,  becaufe  he  perceiving  himfelf 
to  be  affetfted  by  Stratonice ,  the  Wife  of  the  King  of 
Affyrfay  who  he  was  to  attend  upon  in  fome  Progrefs 
lhe  made,  after  he  had  fecretly  Caiiratetf  himfelf,  Seal¬ 
ed  up  his  Tcfticles  in  a  Box,  and  deliver’d  it  unto  the 
King,  to  be  kept  as  fome  Jewels  ofo  value  enclos’d  ; 
and  afterwards  when  he  was  fufpetfted  of  Incontinency 
with  the  Queen,  he  was  acquitted  of  the  Accufation, 
by  that  pledge  of  Fidelity  he  left  in  the  Cuftody  of 
the  King,  when  the  Box  came  to  be  open’d.  This 
was  the  firft  rife  of  the  Reputation  of  thefe  Semi-Virs, 
or  half  Men* 

In  Skytnckius’ s  Obferv*  lib. 4.  and  alfo  in  the  Treafwy 
cfTimey  Vol.  1.  lib.  2.  cap.  7.  you  may  read  of  other 
Perfons,  who  on  their  own  private  motion,  and  for 
fome  fuch  Ends,  did  commit  the  fame  cruel  trefpafs 
againft  Nature.  But  the  chief  defign  originally  of 
fuch  Pra&ices,  was  to  render  them  more  fit  to  keep 
their  Women  $  the  name  Eunuch  being  as  it  were  a 
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Cloak,  wherewith  to  cover  the  injury  done  to  Nature  ; 
it  ligniffes  as  it  were  Chamberlain  and  Keeper  of  their 
Bed,  entertain’d  and  appointed  for  the  preferving  their 
Women  ;  yet  in  fome  Countries,  as  you  have  it  in 
Montaigne  s  Effays,  lib,  I.  where  Eunuchs  have  Reli¬ 
gious  Women  in  keeping,  becaufe  they  lhall  not  be 
lov’d  ;  they  order  all'o  their  Nofes  and  Lips  to  be  cut 
off. 

In  Luciiius,  ( who  was  ftil’d  by  Juvenal,  Aurunc# 
tnagnus  Alumnus,)  Satyr*  3.  There  is  an  account  of  a 
Man  of  a  Simple  Wit,  (  fimple  indeed )  who  to  be 
reveng’d  upon  his  Wife,  for  fome  affront  ffte  gave  him* 
cut  off  his  Yard  and  Tcfh'cles ,  with  a  Potlheard  of  Sar * 
mian  Earth.  Thefe  are  the  Words* 

Plane  ubi  Vult  male  habere,  'ulcifci  pro  fcelere  ejus . 

TeJ lam  fumit  Homo  Samiam,.  fibique  illico  telo 

Pr^cidit  caulem*  Tejlefque  una  ambutabat  ambo. 

Which  is  in  Englifh  this. 

When  he  would  treat  her  ill,  for  her  abufe3 

Quit  Scores,  the  Man  takes  up  a  piece  of  Crufe 

Of  Samos  make,  and  ffrakway  lops  his  Yard , 

And  cuts  off  both  his  Stones  with  that  Potlheard* 

In  the  Great  Turl(s  Seraglic,  there  are  about  two 
hundred  Eunuchs ,  who  are  not  only  Gelt,  but  have 
jheir  Yards  alfo  clean  cut  off,  and  are  generally  a  fort 
of  Rynegado  Youth,  which  are  prefented  from  time  to 
time  to  the  Grand  Seignior ,  and  Caftrated  always  when 
they  are  young. 

This  kind  of  Eunuchifm  was,  in  old  Times,  a  Faflii- 
on  in  Perfia ,  and  all  parts  of  the  Levant ,  being  then  a 
Cuftom  there  to  geld  their  Male  Children,  and  cue 
off  their  Yards  when  they  were  young,  to  make  them 
capable  of  Places  of  Truft  and  Preferment  in  Princes 
Courts ,  they  being,  by  that  means  often  advanc'd,' 
cone  being  held  fo  sniffy  as  they,  to  look  to  their  Wo* 
i  -  ‘  N  :  •  men. 
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men*  Thofe  Eunuchs  as  they  grow  up,  were  a  Quill 
in  their  Hats,  in  a  w£y  of  jolly  Oftenration,  that  it 
may  be  known  what  they  are,  and  think  they  have 
made  a  good  Bargain  in  exchanging  the  natural  Con¬ 
duit  of  their  Urine  for  that  artificial  one,  they  always 
placing  in  the  Quill  to  difcharge  their  Urine,  as  they 
have  occafion. 

Marcus  Paulus  Thenettis ,  and  Garcias  d'Orta ,  a  Por¬ 
tugal  Phyfician,  do  fay  for  a  certainty,  That  in  Ben* 
gala ,  (  a  Kingdom  moft  Potent  at  this  day,  feated  on 
the  Iflands,  and  Mouth  of  the  River  Ganges  in  the 
Eaft-Indies )  the  Moors  inhabiting  that  Place,  do  travel 
into  other  Foreign  Lands,  and  the  Neighbouring  Ifles, 
to  buy  young  Children,  whofe  Parents  being  Poor, 
and  covetous  of  Money,  do  fell  their  Sons,  elfe  thefe 
Villains  will  rob  and  fteal  them  thence,  and  carry 
them  quite  away,  and  not  only  cut  off  Virga ,  but  Pa- 
rajlates  alfo  ;  thofe  that  efcape  Death  after  this  cutting, 
they  educate  very  delicately,  and  afterwards  fell  them 
to  the  P erflans,  and  other  Mahumatiflsy  who  buy  them 
at  a  very  dear  rate,  giving  3  or  400  Ducats  a  piece,  to 
ferve  as  Men  of  their  Chambers,  in  a  foul  and  unlaw¬ 
ful  Acquaintance,  and  alfo  to  have  the  charge  of  their 
Wives. 

The  Turks  that  dwell  in  Europe  and  JJia,  do  ufe  the 
fame  Caftration  on  fuch  young  Boys,  as  they  can  fei2e 
on  in  the  Chriftlan  Countries,  and  then  make  Sale  of 
them  as  before-mentionM 

The  Lord  Villamont,  in  his  Hi  ft  or .  lib.  3.  cap*  y 
fays,  he  had  feen  and  obferv'd  the  fame  Practice  in 
the  City  of  Damas  in  Syria,  in  the  year  1589,  where  a 
Beautiful  fyjjian,  Slave  of  a  Bafhaw ,  whom  his  Ma- 
fter  intended  to  geld,  as  before  recited,  in  order  to 
prefent  him  to  his  Daughter,  as  one  then  qualify ?d  to 
attend  her  in  her  Chamber ;  but  the  Slave  coming  to 
underftand  it,  and  refolving  not  to  be  ferv’d  fo,  which 
would  put  him  to  the  hazard  of  his  Life,  concluded  in 
himfeif,  that  killing  the  Bafbaw  his  Mafter,  would 
prevent  ir,  which  accordingly  he  did,  and  by  that 
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means  wasfav’d  from  enduring  fo  great  Pain,  and  fo 
notorious  an  Infamy. 

I  have  heard  of  fome,  that  when  all  other  courfes 
would  not  help  or  cure  them  of  their  Maladies,  have 
been  fo  bold  as  to  Caftrate  themfelves,  or  have  it  done 
by  others,  and  that  others  have  been  Caftraced  for  the 
cure  of  the  Leprofie,  which  hath  cur’d  them:  And  this 
is  remarkable,  that  you  (hall  very  rarely,  if  ever,  find 
any  Cajirati  or  Eunuchs ,  or  any  Women,  troubled 
with  that  loathfome  Difeafe  the  Leprofie,  Some  in 
Mania's  or  Melancholy  Madnefs,  have  cut  off  their 
T efticles,  and  it  has  cur’d  them,  tho*  afterwards  they 
have  remain’d  fomewhat  Melancholy  or  Penfive*  as 
we  obferve  in  Gib’d  Cats,  and  perhaps  fo  for  what 
they  have  done,  having  loft  their  Virility, 

Some  to  my  knowledge  have  fubmitted  to  Cafiraticna 
for  preventing  the  dangerous  confequence  of  a  Her- 
nia  InteflinaUs,  that  has  prov’d  unfuccefsful ;  which 
indeed  in  cafe  of  Difeale,  and  where  other  Remedies 
will  not  do,  may  be  difpens’d  with,  becaufe  out  of 
neceffity,  but  from  a  Religious  or  other  unaccountable 
Humour,  for  Men  to  deprive  themfelves  of  their  Man¬ 
hood,  is  indeed  very  ftrange  and  abfurd,  and  which 
very  few,  if  any,  that  have  regard  to  themfelves  or 
the  Ladies,  would  do  ;  for  what  is  more  hateful  to  a 
Woman,  than  a  Man  that  has  loft  his  Virility;  nor 
accounting  for  the  deprivation  of  thar  Heroick  Air, 
Boldnefs  and  Courage,  which  a  Man  has,  that  is  a 
Man  indeed  ;  you  fee  d  lily  how  young  Women  aban¬ 
don  old  Men,  and  why?  becaufe  their  Manhood,  is 
over. 

How  Sheepifn  and  Womanifh  does  a  Cajirated  Man, 
depriv’d  of  his  manly  Parts,  appear  ?  How  dead  and 
wither’d,  cold  in  Love  Affairs,  Beardlefs  and  Effemi¬ 
nate,  is  he  ?  Women  fhun  his  Company,  laugh  at 
him,  ridicule  and  deride  him,  as  not  fit  (as  indeed  he 
is  not )  for  their  Converfation  and  Company  ;  fcjr 
thofe  Members  are  accounted,  and  not  without  reafon, 
she  principal  and  moil  pleating  Members  of  the  whole 
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Microcofm  or  Body  of  Man ;  (more  efpecially  by  the 
Women  kindj  a  Man  of  a  fqueaking  Voice,  without  a 
Beard,  is  alham’d  of  himfelf,  becaufe  taken  notice  of 
by  the  Women,  for  Women  like  not  effeminate  Fa¬ 
ces,  tho*  otherwife  perhaps  well  provided,  but  where 
a  Man  is  deficient  below  Stairs,  how  wrechedly  dis¬ 
graceful  is  he  ?  but  of  this  enough  and  too  much. 

I  need  not  remark  that  the  Tefticles  or  Stones ,  in 
Man,  are  in  Number  two,  hanging  without  the  Ab¬ 
domen  or  Belly,  at  the  root  of  the  Tardy  in  the  Scrotum 
or  Cod,  or  that  their  Figure  is  Oval,  only  a  little  flat- 
tifh  ;  or  that  their  fize  is  the  bignefs  of  a  Dove’s  Egga 
and  that  they  differ  very  much  in  Several  Perfons.  I 
fay  I  need  not  Spend  time  on  thofe  Matters,  all  that 
can  write  Man  being  capable  of  knowing  ;  but  (hall 
cbferve  that  the  great  Hippocrates ,  that  Prince  of  Phy- 
licians,  held  that  the  right  T efiicle  was  bigger  and 
hotter  in  Men  than  the  left ;  for  which  reafon  he  called 
it  the  Male- getter ,  and  the  left  the  Female-getter ;  bur. 
thefe  are  Chimerical  Notions  only,  and  Faacies  th$c 
are  obfolete,  and  indeed  ridiculous,  fince  it’s  evident 
there  is  no  difference  in  their  bignefs,  and  that  the  Vef- 
Sels  of  either  are  in  common  in  Procreation. 

The  Stones  have  a  peculiar  Subftance,  Such  as  isnoc 
in  the  whole  Body  belides,  being  whitifh  and  exceed¬ 
ing  Soft,  made  up  or  compounded  of  a  Clew,  or  ini- 
numerable  little  Ropes  of  Seed-  carrying  Veffcls.  There 
is  no  cavity  in  them,  but  thofe  Said  Veffels  are  conti¬ 
nued,  and  by  very  thin  Membranes  curioufly  tied  or 
faftned  to  one  another,  and  carry  the  Seed  (as  they 
make  it  by  their  Seminifick  Faculty,  out  of  the  Ar¬ 
terial  Blood  fent  thither )  in  their  undifcernable  hol- 
lowneffes. 

Some  fay  that  the  Seed  muft  needs  confift  of  a  Ner¬ 
vous  Juice,  and  plenty  of  Spirits  brought  from  the 
Brain,  becaufe  that  and  the  Nerves  are  greatly  debi¬ 
litated  and  enervated  by  the  profufe  expence  of  it : 
Which  is  anfwer’d  thus,  and  I  think,  rationally,  that 
ic  is,  becaufe  after  great  profufions  of  Seed9  for  the 
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reftauracion  of  the  fame  Humour  (whereof  Nature  is 
very  SollicitousJ  a  greater  portion  of  Spirituous  Li¬ 
quor  is  requir’d  from  the  Blood,  to  be  beltow’d  on 
the  Tefticles ;  wherefore  the  Brain  being  defrauded  of 
a  due  Income  and  Afflux  of  the  (aid  Spirituous  Liquor, 
languiihes,  and  fo  the  Animal  Spirits  failing  in  the 
Fountain,  the  whole  Nervous  Syftem  becomes  depau¬ 
perated  and  flaggy.  Whereunro  may  be  added,  that 
alfo  the  Animal  Spirits  themfelves,  that  actuate  the 
Proftates ,  being  derived  from  the  Spinal  Marrow,  are 
much  wafted  by  Venereal  APIs ;  for  which  reafon  alfo 
it  is,  that  the  Loins  are  enervated.  But  ftill  the  Matter 
out  of  which  the  Seed  is  elaborated,  is  only  the  Arte¬ 
rial  Blood  impregnated  with  Animal  Spirit. 

Upon  th e  Stones,  as  yet  clad  with  the  Tunica  Albiu- 
ginea,  are  fixed  the  Epididymid.t  or  Paraftata,  enwrap¬ 
ped  in  the  fame  Coat  with  the  Spermatick  VefTels,  ad¬ 
hering  clofer  to  the  Tefticles  at  their  ends,  than  in  the 
midft. 

.The  ufe  of  the  Stones  then  are  two,  Firft,  To  ela¬ 
borate  the  Seed  by  the  Seminifical  Faculty  refid ing  in 
them  ;  for  they  turn  the  Blood,  which  is  (as  faid  be¬ 
fore,)  brought  by  the  Arteria  Prceparantes ,  and  im¬ 
pregnated  with  Animal  Spirit,  into  Seed,  for  the  moft 
part ;  fome  of  it  is  fpent  in  their  own  Nutrition,  and 
what  remains  from  both,  is  carried  back  by  the  Veins 
called  Prsparantes,  as  noted  at  firft. 

The  fecond  ufe  of  the  Stones  is  to  add  Heat,  Strength 
and  Courage  to  the  Body  ,  as  Cojlration  or  Geld¬ 
ing  doth  plainly  manifeft,  by  the  which,  all  thefe 
are  impaired ,  as  we  have  already  fu'flciently 
ihewn. 

The  Vafa  Deferent  in,  or  Ejaculatoria ,  are  VefTels 
which  convey  the  Seed  after  it  is  elaborated  by  the 
Stones,  into  its  Confervatory  or  Store- houfe,  which 
are  the  Veficuhe  Seminales ,  where  it  remains  till  the 
time  of  Copulation  or  eje^ing  it,  as  we  faid  before, 
and  thefe  two  Vafa  Deferentia ,  arife  out  of  the  fmaller 
ti  d  of  the  Epididymida  or  Par  aft at  and  paffing  feve- 
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ral  turnings  and  windings,  which  Anatomy  (hews,  do 
open  their  (ides  into  the  VeficuU  Seminales,  pouring  in 
the  Seed ;  but  not  terminating  there,  but  coming  clofe 
together>  and  growing  fmaller  and  (mailer,  they  go  on, 
and  end  at  the  Vrethra  betwixt  the  Pro(lat<c. 

The  Veficu! Seminales ,  or  Seminal  Veftels  are,  as 
Anatomy  proves,  little  Citterns  or  Cells,  like  thofe  in 
a  Pomegranate ,  or  Something  like  a  bunch  of  Grapes. 
They  confift  of  one  thin  Membrane,  through  which 
fome  fmall  Twigs  of  both  Veins,  Arteries  and  Nerves 
run.  They  are  two  in  number,  (one  for  each  Vas  De¬ 
ferens)  divided  from  one  another  by  a  little  interttice  ; 
and  they  do  feverally,  by  a  peculiar  Paflage,  emit  the 
Seed  contained  in  them,  into  the  Vrethra.  They  con- 
lift  of  many  little  Cells,  as  faid  before,  that  they  (houid 
not  pour  out  all  the  Seed  contained  in  them,  in  one  ad: 
of  Copulation,  but  might  retain  it  for  feveral.  They 
have  no  Communication  one  with  another,  not  even 
in  their  very  opening  into  the  Vrethra  ;  but  the  Seed 
that  is  brought  to  the  VeficuU  Seminales ,  on  the  righp 
fide  by  the  right  Vas  Deferens ,  ittites  by  its  proper  Paf- 
fage  into  the  Vrethra}  and  that  which  is  brought  to 
the  left  likewife.  So  that  if  by  any  accident  the  Ve¬ 
ficuU  on  one  fide  be  biirft  or  cut,  (as  in  cutting  for  the 
Stone  they  generally  are)  yet  thofe  on  the  other  being 
entire,  may  ft  ill  fuffice  for  Generation. 

The  Seed,  when  emitted  in  Copulation,  pafles  out 
of  thefe  VeficuU  Seminale r,  the  fame  way  it  came  i:\ ; 
which  is  to  be  admired,  that  there  fiiould  be  a  contra¬ 
ry  motion  in  one  and  the  fame  Vettel ;  but  (o  it  is,  on¬ 
ly  with  this  difference,  that  as  it  comes  in  from  the 
Vafd  Deferentia,  it  drills  along  gently  without  any 
force;  but  in  Coitui  when  the  Mufcles  of  the  Yard, 
and  all  the  bordering  Parts  are  fwelled  and  raifed,  it 
is  fquirted  out  of  them  wirh  lome  violence,  and  in 
patting  along,  ouzes  thro’  a  Caruncle,  (like  QuickfiU 
zer  thro’  Leather)  into  the  Vrethra  or  Pattage  of  the 
lardy  which  is  common  both  for  Seed  and  Vrine.  I 
fay  it  ouzes  from  the  Necks  of  the  VeficuU  Seminales % 
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through  a  Caruncle  into  the  Vrethra ,  for  there  is  one 
placed  before  the  Orifice  of  each  of  them,  partly  to 
hinder  rhe  Urine  from  flowing  into  them  as  it  pafles, 
and  partly  ro  hinder  the  involuntary  effufion  of  Seed . 

Now  tho’  the  little  holes,  thro’  which  the  Seed  is 
Squeez'd,  and  pafles  out  of  the  Necks  of  the  VeficuU 
Seminales  into  the  Vrethra ,  be  almoft  imperceptible, 
yet  if  they  be  either  eroded  by  the  Acrimony  of  the 
Seed,  ffuch  Acrimony  as  is  contracted  by  impure  Em¬ 
braces,  or  in  Claps  as  we  call  them)  or  if  of  them- 
felves  they  be  debilitated,  and  fo  become  more  lax, 
(as  fometimes  happens  to  old  or  impotent  Men,  that 
life  the  adt  of  Copulation  too  much)  then  there  hap¬ 
pens  a  Gonorrhea,  or  continual  efflux  of  Seed.  And 
Vefalim  and  Spigelius  have  obferved  them  much  dilated 
and  relaxed  in  fuch  Perfons,  who  have  been  found  up¬ 
on  difledtion  to  have  had  Gonorrhea's  when  they  died. 

The  Proftata,9  in  Englifh ,  Standers  by ,  or  Waiters,  are 
placed  near  to  the  VeftcuU  Seminales ,  and  are  of  a 
white,  fpongy  and  glandulous  Subftance,  about  as  big 
as  a  fmall  Walnut,  firuated  at  the  root  of  the  Yard,  they 
have  ten  or  more  fmall  Dudfs,  which  all  unload  tfaem- 
feives  into  the  Vrethra ,  but  have  each  a  fmall  Caruncle 
to  flop  its  Orifice,  left  the  Liquor  that  is  contained  in 
them  ftiould  continually  flow  out,  or  the  Urine  in  paf- 
flng,  flow  in. 

What  the  Liquor  the  Projlates  contain  fflould  be,  or 
*rhat  is  their  ufe, there  is  great  variety  of  Opinions.Some 
think,  that  the  Seed  that  flows  from  the  Tefticles ,  is 
further  elaborated  here  :  But  that  cannot  be  ;  for  that 
the  Vafa  Deferentla  depofite  nothing  in  them,  but  all 
into  the  VeftcuU  Seminales.  Others  think,  that  from 
the  Blood  there  is  feparated  in  them  an  Acrimonious 
and  Serous  Humour,  which  ferves  for  Titillation,  or 
caufing  the  greater  Pleafure  in  Venery,  But  de  Graef 
denies  it*  he  having  tafted  it,  and  fays,  it  has  nothing  of 
Acrimonv.  Dr.  iVnarton  thinks  the  Proftata:  make  one 
particular  kind  of  Seed,  as  the  'Tefticles  do  another,  and 
-rhe  VeftcuU  Seminales  a  third  kind.  But  that  thefa 
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Laft  make  a  Seed  different  from  that  made  in  the  T>- 
fticles ,  is  a  miftake,  for  that  it  is  the  fame ;  if  it  were 
another  kind,  the  Vafa  Defcrentia  would  have  no  com¬ 
munication  with  the  Veficu’a  Seminalcs,  whereas  they 
apparently  open  into  them,  and  depoffte  in  them  all  the 
Seed  they  contain,  as  we  have  before  (hewed.  I  know 
Ibme  People  have  faid,  and  would  not  be  beat  out  of 
it,  but  that  what  flows  or  iflues  from  the  Prcftat#,  is 
Seedy  and  the  Reafon  they  give  for  ir,  is*  that  Perfons 
after  Gelding  have  emitted  fome  Seed ,  and  not  only 
fo,  but  what  they  have  emitted  has  prov’d  Procreative, 
having  gotten  Children  by  it.  I  know  the  reafons  they 
urge  for  ir,  but  (hall  not  ftand  here  to  relate  them,  or 
(hew  why  it  might  happen  fo,  intending  it  at  large  the 
next  opportunity. 

Bartholinut »  and  many  others  with  him,  think  the 
Proflat &  make  an  Oily,  Slippery  and  Fat  Humour, 
which  is  prefled  our,  as  there  is  need,  to  befmear  the 
Urethra  or  Paflage  of  the  Tardy  whereby  to  defend  it 
from  the  Acrimony  of  the  Seed  and  Vrine,  and  left  it 
fliould  dry  up. 

Diemerbroecl^  confefles,  that  it  is  neceflary  the  in- 
fide  of  the  Vrethra  (hould  be  kept  moift  and  flippery, 
but  thinks,  that  is  done  here  as  in  the  Bladder,  Inte- 
ftines,  and  many  other  places,  namely,  from  fome  mu- 
cid  part  of  the  nourifbment  of  the  Vrethra  it  felf,  and 
that  the  Vafa  Deferentia  depofite  not  all  the  Seed  into 
the  VeflcuU  Semina les ,  but  carry  a  fmaller  part  to  thole 
Proftata  ;  which  de  Graef  denies. 

But  whatever  this  Humour  be,  it  is  fqueez’d  out 
partly  by  the  Intumefcence  and  Ereiftion  of  the  Perns , 
(for  whenever  the  Yard  is  Erecfted,  and  more  efpeciai- 
ly  if  by  any  amorous  Inclination  ic  ouzes  out  clear 
like  the  White  of  an  Egg,)  and  partly  by  the  compref- 
flon  of  the  Sphincfter  Mufcle  of  the  Bladder  that  girds 
the  Projlat#  abour. 
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Thefe  Profiles  are  often  (at  leaft  partly)  the  feat 
of  the  Gonorrhea  or  Clap ,  as  we  call  it  ;  and  the  Hu¬ 
mour  that  they  contain,  that  which  is  (hed  $  for  if  ic 
were  true  Seed,  Men  could  never  endure  ("as  we  have 
obferv’d  in  a  place  before)  a  Gonorrhea  fo  long,  (fome 
thirty  Years)  without  more  notable  weakning  of  the 
Body,  and  emaciating  it  ;  the  Flux  being  fo  large,  as 
fometimes  ic  is,  as  in  many  Perfons  we  have  obferv’d  ic 
to  be. 

Th eTard  or  Penis  is  a  peculiar  Inftrument  whereby 
to  convey  the  Seed  (after  being  elaborated  and  treafur’d 
up  in  the  Veffels  aforemention’d,)  into  the  Womb  of  the 
Woman,  as  alfo  to  convey  the  CJrine  out  of  the  Blad¬ 
der.  I  need  not  ftand  here  to  tell  where  it  is  placed, 
or  to  fet  forth  the  various  Names  invented  by  lafcivi- 
ous  Perfons,  neither  give  a  defcription  of  it,  as  to  its 
tbicknefs  or  length,  only  that  it  differs  much  in  divers 
Ivlen,  and  in  fhort  Men,  and  thofe  given  much  to 
Vencry,  ic  is  generally  obferv’d  to  be  larger  than  in 
others ;  I  fay,  I  need  not  fet  forth  thofe  matters  here  ; 
but  ic  is  neceffary  to  obferve  that  it  is  neither  boney9 
as  in  a  Dog,  Fox,  Wolf ;  nor  Grifly,  nor  Flefhy,  but 
that  ic  is  framed  of  a  peculiar  Subftance,  fuch  as  might 
more  conveniently  admit  of  Diftention  and  Relaxation  : 
And  alfo,  that  ic  hath  no  Fat ;  for  firft,  if  it  had  Fat, 
ic  would  have  hindred  its  Eredfion  into  that  ftifFnefs 
that  is  neceflfary.  And,  Secondly,  would  have  dull’d 
that  great  Pleasure,  that  in  Venery  the  Male  is  effefred 
with  in  this  part.  For  as  without  an  EreElion  it  is  im- 
po/iibleto  emit  and  lodge  the  Seed  where  it  ought  to 
be,  fo  with  a  conftant  Erection  it  is  almoft  as  impoffi- 
ble  to  fecure  the  part  from  many  of  thofe  Injuries  to 
which  it  would  be  perpetually  expos’d  ;  not  to  men¬ 
tion  the  lofs  of  inftigation  which  muft  be  a  neceffary 
confequence  of  conftant  Ereftion. 

It  is  manifeft  from  abundance  of  Experiments  that 
the  Blood  is  the  matter  which  diftends  the  Corpora  Ca - 
vernofaPenis  in  an  Erection,  tho’  the  mo  ft  certainExperi- 
menc  is  that  cf  firmly  ty  ing  the  Penis  of  any  Animal  in 
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Coitu ,  (as  have  been  frequently  done  to  Dogs)  in 
which  nothing  but  Blood  has  been  found  that  diftend- 
ed  it. 

The  Yards  of  Criminals,  that  hang  long  after  Death* 
are  found  when  they  have  been  cut  down,  to  be  Ereft- 
ed,  becaufe  the  Blood  in  that  pofition,  falls  to  the 
inferior  Parts  and  flops  there.  And  ’tis  obferv’d  that 
the  Yard  becomes  Erected  by  blowing  Wind  into  the 
Blood-Veflels  after  Death. 

The  Men  of  Guinea ,  as  Purch .  Pilgr.  1.  Lib.  7.  fays, 
have  a  great  Yard ,  much  furpaffing  our  Country- Men, 
whereof  they  make  great  account.  And  altho’  it 
varies  much  according  to  the  race  of  Families, 
and  courfe  of  Life,  yet  frequent  Coition  very 
much  contributes  to  its  length,  and  magnitude  $  but 
fometimes  it  being  beyond  the  ordinary  length  and 
bignefs,  is  attended  with  fome  inconvenience  ;  for  the 
magnitude,  groflnefs,  foulnefs  and  too  great  length,  is  a 
hindrance  to  fruitfulnefs.  Avicen  has  taught  a  way  how 
to  magnifie  and  enlarge  the  Yard. 

Sir  John  MandiviUe  in  his  Travels,  cap .  53.  tells  us. 
That  in  the  Ifle  of  Hermes ,  the  Mens  Members  hang 
down  to  their  Shanks^  infompcb,  that  they  areoblig’d 
(thofe  of  them  that  know  better  Manners)  to  bind  them 
flrait  and  anoint  them  with  Ointments  made  there  for 
to  hold  them  up,  whereby  they  may  live  more  civilly. 
The  reafon,  lays  he,  of  thefe  dilated  Members,  are 
fuppos’d  to  be  by  reafon  of  the  heat  of  the  Climate  dif* 
folving  the  Body. 

Ctejias  fays.  That  the  Negro  Pigmies  who  dwell  in 
the  midft  of  India,  thofe  of  them  that  are  faddle 
Nos’d,  and  deform’d*  have  a  Veretrum  fo  great  and 
fo  long,  that  it  hangs  down  even  to  their  Ankles, 

And  we  obferve  here,  that  little  Men,  deform'd 
Men,  and  Block-heads,  (thofe  of  little  Wit)  are  bet¬ 
ter  provided  in  thofe  Parts3  than  large  Men ,  and 
others. 
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In  Ava  in  the  Weft-Indies,  as  Purch.  Pilg.  3.  lib.  I 
fays,  The  Inhabitants  wear  in  their  Yards,  betwixt 
the  Skin  and  Flefti,  Bells  of  Gold,  Silver,  or  Brafs, 
of  the  bignefs  of  Nuts,  which  they  put  in  when  they 
are  of  Age  to  ufe  Women,  and  in  Ihort  time  Cure 
the  place ;  and  the  Men  much  pleafe  themfelves  to 
hear  the  found  of  them  as  they  go,  often  frisking  about 
with  them,  like  as  they  are  Feww-Morris-dancers  And 
that  in  Pegu ,  Langiarnnes ,  Siam,  and  the  Bramas ,  as 
the  faid  Purch.  Pilgr .  3.  lib.  10.  alfo  fays,  The  Men 
wear  bunches,  or  little  round  Balls  in  their  Privy- 
Members,  fome  of  them  wear  two,  and  fome  three, 
for  they  cut  the  Skin,  and  fo  put  them  in,  one  into  one 
fide,  and  another  into  the  other  fide,  which  they  do 
when  they  are  twenty  five  ot  thirty  years  old,  and 
at  their  pleafure  take-out  one  or  more  of  them,  (which 
they  call  Yard-Balls,)  as  they  think  good.  When  they 
marry,  the  Husband  is,  for  every  Child  which  his 
Wife  has,  to  put  in  one  Yard  Ball,  till  they  come  to 
three,  and  then  no  more,  for  they  fay  the  Women  do 
defire  them,  finding  more  pleafure  in  the  adt  with  them 
on,  than  off,  they  being  fo  far  from  hind’ring,  that 
they  much  more  titillate  than  without  them. 

The  Men  of  Pegu,  as  Grimflon  and  others  fay,  are 
very  much  given  to  Luxury,  and  that  in  favour  of 
their  Women,  do  wear  Golden  or  Silver  Bells  hang¬ 
ing  at  their  Virile  Members,  to  the  end  that  they  may 
make  a  found  as  they  walk  through  the  City.  And 
that  a  certain  Dodlor  had  one  of  thefe  Bells  or  Balls, 
which  was  perfedlly  round,  and  yielded  a  very  fweec 
found,  far  beyond  any  of  our  Hand-Cymbals,  and  • 
that  the  Gentleman  that  brought  it  over,  faid,  that 
they  us’d  there  to  put  three  or  four  of  them  between 
the  Gians  and  Preputium,  where  they  -  remain’d  faft 
without  flipping  out ;  at  which,  faid  he,  I  could  but 
admire,  that  any  Member  could  officiate  with  them, 
or  that  any  Woman  could  find  Stable-room  for  theta 
and  the  Yard  too,  yet,  fays  he,  ’tis  certainly  done. 
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Celfus  reports,  and  Martial  alludes  to  the  fame,  That 
the  Ancients,  to  prevent  young  effeminate 'Inamorato's  % 
efpecially  Comedians,  from  uling  untimely  Venery,  and 
breaking  their  Voices,  were  wont  to  fallen  a  Ring  or 
Buckle  on  the  Fore-skin  of  their  Yards.  The  fame  Pra- 
<5Hce  is  alfo  noted  by  tfuvenal  in  his  Satyrs, 

Concerning  this  Art  of  Infibulation,  or  buttoning  up 
the  Prepuce  with  a  Brafs  or  Silver  Button  on  both  lides 
of  the  Gians ,  a  kind  of  rational  Invention  ,  it  was  bor¬ 
row  d,  I  fuppofej  from  the  /Egyptians  or  Arabians  5 
for  as  Veflingius  notes  in  his  Synt .  Anatom,  There  are 
fome  among  them,  who,  by  a  ferious  Vow  of  Chaftity, 
would  gain  and  preferve  an  eftimation  of  Purity, and  in 
that  portion  of  their  Fore- skin,  referv’d  after  their  Cir- 
cumcifion,  being  bor’d  through,  do  wear  a  huge  un- 
meafurable  great  Ring. 

Purcb,  Pilgr.  t.  lib •  2.  fays,  The  Patagonst  a  race  of 
Giants,  in  the  fortieth  Degree  of  the  South  Pole,  trufs 
their  Genital  Members  fo,  as  to  be  hidden  within  their 
Bodies. 

In  Heylins  Geography,  *tis  Paid,  That  the  Cbiribi • 
chenfes  ufe  to  bind  up  the  Fore-skin  of  their  Privities 
with  a  little  Cord,  and  untie  it  not  but  to  make  Wa¬ 
ter,  or  when  they  ufe  the  adl  of  Generation. 

The  milder  fort  of  Cannibals ,  who  inhabit  beyond 
she  Tropick  of  Capricorn ,  not  only  bore  their  Lips 
and  Ears  to  put  in  Ornaments,  but  in  their  abomina¬ 
ble  Pride,  and  Boldnefs,  they  pierce  their  Genitals ,  to 
adorn  them  outwardly  with  molt  precious  Stones.  Buc 
enough  of  thofe  abfurd  foofilh  Cufloms. 

The  Vrethra ,  or  Paffage  of  the  Tard  is  round  and 
exceeding  fenfible,  of  five  or  fix  Inches  in  length  from 
the  Profiates  to  the  extremiry,  and  is  of  an  equal  large- 
nefs  from  one  end  to  the  other,  excepting  in  irs  fore¬ 
part,  where  the  Gians  is  join’d  to  the  Nervous  Bodies,1 
which  is  call’d  the  Neck  of  the  Gians ,  which  hath  a 
fmall  Cavern,  into  which  the  acrimonious  Chine  lodg¬ 
ing  in  the  Stone  of  the  Bladder,  while  it  wheels  about 
in  it,  caufeth  Pain,  and  is  a  great  fign  of  the  Stone, 
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Sometimes  alfo  the  acrimonious  eroding  Matter,  or 
Running  in  a  Clap ,  flaying  here,  doth  caufe  a  moft  tor¬ 
menting  Ulceration.  As  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder 
opens  into  the  Vrethra>  there  is  hung  before  it  a  little 
Membrane  like  a  Valve ,  which  hinders  the  flowing  of 
the  Seed  into  the  Bladder,  when  it  is  emitted  into  the 
ZJretbrai 

The  Vrethra ,  or  paflage  of  the  Yard  is  furrounded 
by  a  thin  flefiiy  Mufcle,  contriv’d  and  plac’d  there  to 
comprefs  and  fqueeze  the  many  Glands  that  open  with¬ 
in  it,  to  force  the  difcharge  of  the  defending  Semen 
tompore  Coitus ;  to  which  alfo  the  contraction  of  its 
flefliy  Fibres,  in  narrowing  this  Canal ,  contributes  in  a 
great  meafure. 

The  Gians ,  or  Nut  of  the  Yard  is  foft,  and  of  an  ex- 
quifite  Feeling,  by  reafon  of  the  thinnefs  of  the  Skin  ; 
it  is  covered  with  the  Prceputium  or  Fore-skin,  which 
in  fome  Men  covers  the  top  of  the  Yard  quite  clofe, 
in  others  it  doth  not ;  which  loofe  Skin  by  moving  up 
and  down  in  the  adt  of  Copulation,  brings  greater 
Pleafure  both  to  the  Man  and  Woman  :  The  Liga¬ 
ment  by  which  the  Prceputium  or  Fore-skin  is  tied  to 
the  Gians  or  Nut,  is  called  the  Frcenum  or  Bridle ,  and 
is  that  which  being  contracted  by  the  venomous  Steems 
of  the  Gonorrhea,  caufes  that  intolerable  Pain  upon 
Erection,  called  a  Cor  dee. 

The  Preputium  or  Fore*  skin,  which  has  no  Mufcles, 
but  is  Membranous,  is  what  the  Jews  take  away  when 
they  Circumcife  the  Males  j  which  Cuticula  or  Skin 
of  the  Yard  is  very  thin  and  delicate,  and  appears  to 
have  a  fmooth  lurface,  not  rough  and  fquamous,  as 
that  of  other  parts  when  view’d  with  magnifying  Glaf- 
fes,  nor  fo  thick  as  on  other  parts  of  the  Body,  the 
doubling  or  folding  of  the  Skin  or  'Nut  of  the  Yard  is 
what  we  call  the  Prceputium. 

Nature  leems  not  fo  wanton  in  any  part  of  her 
Works  as  in  the  make  of  the  Yard,  efpecially  the  Pre~ 
puce,  becaufe  there  feems  to  be  no  neceflity  for  it :  In 
fome  it  is  very  troublefome  a  from  hence  perhaps  arofe 
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the  neceflity  of  Circumcifion  fo  generally  practis'd  in  all 
the  Eaftern  Parts  of  the  World,  as  is  among  the  Jews 
to  this  Day.  The  firft  of  which,  ufeit  out  of  .ckj^nli- 
nefs,  and  to  prevent  Difeafes,  which  the  detention  of 
the  Mticuf of  the  Vub preputial  Glands  which  ouze  thro1 
might  breed  in  thofe  hot  Countries,  for  even  in  thefe 
Parts  it  has  been  frequently  obferv’d,  fome  who  ha¬ 
ving  had  large  Prepuces ,  fuch  as  they  call  Filberd  Pre¬ 
puces ,  have  been  frighted  at  the  odd  appearance  of 
that  Mucus  ouzing  out,  which  proceeds  only  from 
meer  plenitude,  from  between  the  Prepuce  and  Gians , 
and  heat  and  moifture  of  the  Parts  ;  which  yet  fome 
that  were  ever  in  their  Lives  under  any  Venereal  cir - 
cttmfiance ,  have  fear’d  to  proceed  from  that  Taint,  be- 
caufe.of  its  rank  Smell  by  being  over- heated  and  pent 
in  between  the  Prepuce  and  Nut,  and  have  been  told  fo 
by  thofe  they  have  ask’d  advice  of. 

Hiftory  tells  us,  the  Egyptians  were  the  firft  that 
Circumcis’d  their  Virilities,  and  faid  they  did  it  more 
for  cleannefs  than  an y  thing  elfe,  tho’  Qrus  Apollo  infi~ 
nuates  they  did  it  purely  out  of  Piety,  faying,  Thai: 
a  Cynocephalm  or  Pigmy,  was  a  note  of  Sacrifice,  becaufe 
he  was  Born  Circumcis’d. 

Vejlingius ,  in  his  Anatomy ,  thinks.  That  the  Egyp- 
tians  were  neceftitateri  to  Circumcife  their  Males,  for 
that  the  Prepuce  of  their  and  the  Arabian  little  Chil¬ 
dren  grow  out  often  fo  beyond  meafure,  and  by  much 
eqcreafing,  is  fo  attenuated,  that  they  are  coriftram’d, 
no  lefs  for  fear  of  a  Pbymofis,  than  by  the  prefeript  of 
Religion,  to  cut  off  part  thereof. 

Mofes  Egypt  ius  fays.  That  Circumcifion  helpeth  to 
bridle  and  reflrain  inordinate  Luft,  and  concupifcence 
of  the  Flefli  ;  but  the  contrary  doth  appear,  for  no 
Nation  is  more  given  to  carnal  Luft  than  the  Egyp¬ 
tians,  Saracus  and  Turks,  that  are  Circumcis’d  $  and 
that  the  Egyptians  and  other  Nations,  did  adore  that 
part,  and  make  an  Idol  of  it,  under  the  Name  of  Pri - 
apus9  and  did  carry  it  about  in  open  fhew  in  their 
Wicked  Idolatrous  Solemnities. 

Bb  j  Epipha* 
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Epiphanius  fays.  That  when  the  Fore-skin  is  Cir¬ 
cumcis’d,  it  may,  by  Art,  be  drawn  over  again,  and 
that  the  Practice  of  doing  fo,  is  thought  to  have  been 
invented  by  Efau ,  to  deny  his  Profeffidn,  and  to  raze 
out  his  Circumcifion. 

In  Parr/s  Surgery,  among  his  Cures  of  preternatu¬ 
ral  Defers,  there  is  the  Cure  of  a  Prepuce  made  (hort 
by  Circumcifion;  and  fome  Jews  that  have  abjur’d 
their  Religion,  have  us’d  means  to  enlarge  their  Prepuce 
to  cover  the  Gians  or  Nut. 

I  have  heard  of  fome  Born  Circumcis’d  by  Nature, 
and  ’tis  faid  Sem  was  Born  fo,  but  we  have  no  ground 
to  believe  that  alfertion,  we  knowing  that  natural  Cir¬ 
cumcifion  is  very  rare,  for  when  the  Prepuce  is  natu¬ 
rally  drawn  back,  as  it  is  in  fome,  fo  as  not  to  cover 
the  Gians  or  Nut,  it  is  not  to  be  faid  to  be  natural  Cir¬ 
cumcifion,  but  is  call’d  CapiJ}ratio,mu2img,ov  ftrangling 
the  Yard. 

Some  are  Born  with  the  Fore-skin,  fo  contracted 
and  purs’d  together  at  the  end,  that  it  cannot  be  drawn 
back  fo  much  as  to  difcover  the  Nut,  which  is  a  mifi* 
prifion  of  Nature,  and  not  to  be  helpt  but  by  Sur~ 
gery. 

This  Cutis  Epiphifis,  as  Galen  calls  it,  or  in  Latin 
Pr put  him,  or  Fore- skin,  a  Putando ,  was  devis’d,  that 
the  Gians  or  Nut  of  the  Yard,  or  Virile  Member,  might 
be  kept  fmooth,  foft  and  glib,  it  being  a  covering 
which  arifeth  from  the  Skin  of  the  Yard,  and  is,  in 
Coition,  brought  forward,  and  again  refle&ed  and  re¬ 
turned  over  the  Gians  or  Nut  for  the  greater  Pleafure. 
At  the  connexion  of  the  other  part  of  the  Praputium  or 
Fore-skin  are  divers  oval  and  roundilh  little  Glandules , 
plac’d  irregularly,  and  that  not  only  in  the  Neck  or 
joyning  of  that  and  the  Gians ,  but  on  the  Gians  it 
felf.  By  thefe  Glandules,  isfeparated  that  Liquor  that 
renders  the  agitation  of  th tPreputium  on  the  Gians  eafie  : 
When  tbisLiquor  becomes  rancid,as  it  does  in  old  Peo¬ 
ple, and  in  Venereal  contac5te,it  excoriates  both  the  Gians 
?nd  Prejputiumt  and  very  often  exulcerates>  and  renders 
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the  Prepuce  liable  to  contra#,  fo  a  s  to  oblige  the  Pa¬ 
tient  to  have  it  divided.  The  extremity  of  the  Pre¬ 
puce  is  apt  to  grow  fo  ftrait  in  old  Men,  that  they 
cannot  ftrip  or  bare  the  Ginns ,  which  is  probably  be- 
caufe  their  Erections  are  but  feldom.  It  is  tied  in  the 
lower  part  with  a  Membranous  Band  or  Tie,  which 
the  Greeks  call  KwvJ'icry.ov,  Vinculum  Cnninum ,  the  La¬ 
tins,  Frjenum ,  in  Englifh  the  Bridle ,  or  Ligament,  as 
before  noted,  in  which  alfo  Nature  varies  ;  for  its  of¬ 
ten  fo  (hort  in  fome,  that  unlefs  it  be  divided,  it  will 
not  admit  of  perfe#  Ereciions. 

The  fliortnefs  of  the  Prepuce  is  reckon’d  among  the 
Organical  Difeafes  of  the  Yard ,  whether  naturally  or 
artificially  fo ;  and  tho*  neither  of  thefe  kinds  of  bre¬ 
vity,  doth  incommode  the  acftion  of  the  Yard ,  as  to 
its  extenfion  and  ejaculation  of  the  Seed,  or  in  the  leaft 
hinders  Fruitfulnefs,  yet  it  is  obferv’d  that  the  Jexvifh 
Women  do  more  defire  Copulation  with  the  Chrifiiani 
than  their  own  Nation,  afFeCting  Chrifiian  Carnality 
before  Circumcis’d  Venery ,  as  the  Ingenious  Dr.  Brown, 
in  his  Pfeudoxia  Epidem ,  well  notes  ;  and  indeed  both 
Men  and  Women,  like,  where  the  Pleafure  is  moft, 
and  alfo  where  it  holds  longeft. 

I  have  read  that  the  Turks,  Perfmns,  and  mofl  Oriental 
Nations,  ufe  Opium  to  force  or  ftimulate  to  Venery \ 
tho’  I  don’t  think  it  is  fo  much  to  invigorate  them  to 
the  A#,  as  to  prolong  the  A#,  and  fpin  out  the  mo¬ 
tions  of  Carnality,  lengthning  the  Titillations  of  Lull, 
as  Opium  will  do  in  fome,  there  being  fome  luxurious 
Lechers  that  think  Nature  too  hidden  in  the  evacuation 
of  the  Semen  :  For  which  reafon  Mahomet  well  know¬ 
ing  this  their  beaftly  and  inordinate  Affection,  promi- 
feth  them,  that  the  felicity  of  their  Paradice  fhould  con- 
lift  in  a  'fuhile  of  Conjunction,  that  is.  One  ACtion  of 
Coition  prolong’d  unto  fifty  Years. 

We  (hall  now  fpeak  fomething  of  the  Parts  mini- 
ftring  to  Generation  in  Women,  who  have  (not  men¬ 
tioning  ther  Parts  which  Anatomy  (hews,  that  not  be¬ 
ing  my  curpofe  here,  I  intending  no  more  than  for  the 
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better  leading  me  to  what  is  to  follow)  a  Clitoris, which 
is  Sinewy, of  a  hard  fubftance,in  form  much  refembling 
the  Yard  of  a  Man,  from  that  with  two  pair  of  Muf- 
cles,  and  fuffers  Eretticn ,  and  falling  as  that  doth  > 
and  is  that  which  caufeth  Luft  in  Women,  and  gives 
delight  in  the  Adi  of  Copulation  ;  for  without  this,  a 
Woman  never  defires  Copulation ,  or  hath  pleafure  in  it, 
or  Conceives  by  it.  In  feme  Women,  efpecially  thofe 
that  are  very  Luftful,  it  is  fo  vaftly  extended,  that  it 
hangs  out  of  the  Paffage  externally,  and  fo  much  re- 
fembles  the  Yard  of  a  Man,  that  by  fome  they  have 
been  called  Fricatrices,  and  accounted  Hermophrodites» 
and  we  have  read  that  fuch  have  been  able  to  perform 
the  Adlions  of  a  Man,  in  acccompanying  with  other 
Women  :  But  however  it  is,  this  is  cerrain,  that  the 
bigger  the  Clitoris  is  in  Women,  the  more  Luftful  they 
.•  are,  and  even  fo  Salacious,  at  fometimes  efpecially, 
as  fcarcely  to  be  fatisfy’d  by  feveral  Men ;  for  which 
their  lafcivious  Temper,  in  Creopbagi  in  Arabia ,  I  have 
read  that  they  Circumcife  them,  taking  away  a  certain 
Apophofis  or  Excrefccnce  of  Mufculous  Skin,  that  de- 
fcendeth  from  the  fuperior  part  of  the  Matrix ,  which, 
as  they  fay,  fuffers  Erediion  in  Coition.  I  fuppofethey 
mean  the  Clitoris. 

The  Clitoris  of  a  Girl  of  about  three  years  old,  hung 
fo  far  out  of  her  Body,  as  refembled  very  much  a  Pe¬ 
nis ,  but  it  wanted  the  Perforation,  and  inftead  of  that, 
juft  behind  it,  the  Urine  iiTued  at  a  hole,  which  was 
nothing  elfe  but  a  Corner  of  the  pjma,  the  Clitoris  fil¬ 
ling  all  the  reft  of  the  Orifice  s  So  that  the  Parents  mb 
ftook  it  for  a  Boy,  and  as  fuch  Chriftned  it,  and  alfo 
as  fuch  efteem’d  it*  when  it  was  had  to  a  Phyfician. 

•  ••■  But  the  Neighbours  who  had  notice  of  this  appearance, 
.calfd  it  an  Hermaphrodite. 

Many  Women  alfo  in  /Ethiopia  and  other  Places, 
have  fuffer’d  themfelves  to  be  Circumcis’d,  or  Cut,  the 
part  being  over-great  and  exceeding  its  natural  bignefs3 
led  to  it  by  this  Reafon,  that  as  Men  have  a  Prepuce 3 
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fo  Women  after  the  fame  manner,  have  a  Glandulout 
Flelh  in  their  Genitals ,  not  unfit  to  be  Circumcis’d* 
And  that  the  Women  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  do  the 
fame  for  Ornament,  and  fome  upon  a  Religious  Ac¬ 
count,  in  all  which  Places  it  is  done  by  cutting  that 
part  which  anfwereth  the  Prepuce  or  Fore-skin  in  a 
Man,  fo  that  it  muft  be,  as  I  laid  before,  the  Clitoris » 
But  of  thofe  matters  at  large  when  I  have  more  op* 
portunity. 

Tho’,  by  the  way,  I  believe  in  fome  Countries  there 
are  Hermophroditesy  and  we  read,  that  in  Florida  and 
Virginia ,  there  are  a  Nation  of  them,  which  have  the  v 
Generative  Parts  of  both  Sexes  ;  and  to  confirm  the 
fame,  thofe  that  will  take  the  pains  to  confuk  the 
Works  of  one  jacobus  de  Moyne,  may  fee  a  defcription 
of  them  in  certain  Figures  ;  but  it  feems  they  are  a 
People  that  are  hated  by  the  very  Indians,  and  by  them 
made  Servile,  to  carry  Burdens,  and  do  Offices  in- 
ftead  of  Beads,  they  being  very  Strong,  and  Able-bo¬ 
died*  For  an  Hermaphrodite  is  lookt  upon  as  a  Crea¬ 
ture  of  vile  Deformity,  bringing  a  Shame  upon  both 
Sexes ;  and  in  old  times  where-ever  found,  were  either, 
drown’d  or  made  away  with,  fuch  amphibious  Crea¬ 
tures  being  by  them  not  thought  fit  to  live* 

In  Jul.  Qbfeq.  lib.  Prodig.  there  is  an  account  that  at 
Luna ,  at  the  time  that  L.  Metellus ,  and  O.  Fabius 
Maximus,  were  Confuls,  there  was  born  an  Hermo - 
phrodite,  which,  by  the  command  of  the  South-fayers , 
was  caft  into  the  Sea.  And  the  like  were  others  ferv’d 
in  other  Countries,  as  foon  as  difcover’d,  as  at  Vm - 
bria,  Fcrretmnum ,  Fora  Vejjonem,  Home,  Saturnia , 
&c* 

Calipbanes  reports*  That  beyond  the  Nafamones,  and 
about  Matchlies ,  there  are  ordinarily  found  Hermaphro¬ 
dites,  which  fo  much  refemble  both  Sexes,  Male  and 
Female *  that  they  have  Carnal  Knowledge  one  of  ano¬ 
ther,  interchangeably  by  turns.  And  Montuus  de 
Med .  Tborcf  lib .  1.  cap.  6.  fays,  That  an  Hermophro- 
dite  who  was  accounted  for  a  Woman,  and  was  Mar- 
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ried  to  a  Man,  to  whom  (lie  bore  fome  Sons  and 
Daughters,  notwithftanding  was  wont  to  lie  with  the 
Maids  and  get  them  with  Child. 

I  have  read  of  a  remarkable  Account  of  an  Hermo - 
phrodite,  in  a  certain  City  of  Scotland ,  that  went  for  a 
Maid,  yet  got  her  Mailer’s  Daughter  with  Child,  who 
lay  in  the  fame  Bed  with  her ;  (he  was  accus’d  of  the 
Fa£l  in  the  year  1461,  found  capable,  convidted  and 
condemn’d  before  the  Judges,  and  fuffer’d  Death,  by 
being  put  into  the  ground  alive. 

In  a  place  before  we  have  taken  notice  of  the  foolifh 
and  abfurd  Practice  of  fome  People  in  fome  Countries, 
about  ordering  their  Privy-Parts,  fo  likewife  it  may  not 
be  amifs  to  obferve  here,  how  that  in  Spain ,  Turky , 
and  many  other  hot  Countries,  they  have  another  fan¬ 
cy,  and  that  is,  to  deprive  the  Womens  Secret  Parts 
of  the  Hair,  which  parts  Nature  intended  to  make 
more  Secret  by  it,  and  which  in  Turky  is  done  in  their 
'Banians  by  a  Powder  ;  which  Powder,  as  Bellonius , 
and  Jacobus  Pontanus  inform  us,  is  call’d  by  the  Turks , 
Bufma,  being  feme  Foffiie,  like  to  the  Excrement  or 
Drofs  of  Iron,  but  lighter,  blacker,  and,  as  it  were, 
burnt,  which,  without  burning,  takes  off  clear  the 
Hair,  that  there  remains  no  lign  of  Hair  behind. 

This  is  done  upon  pretence  of  much  Clcaniinefs, and 
to  avoid  fome  inconvenience  which  the  heat  of  thofe 
Countries  might  otherwife  occalion,  and  it  feems  to 
them  fo  rational  a  thing  in  their  weekly  Practice,  that 
they  efteem  all  other  Nations  nafty,  that  do  not  the 
fame  ;  but  to  the  contrary,  the  abfencc  of  that  modeft 
Furniture  in  Women  here ,  would  give  fufficienc 
Grounds  to  fufpedf  them  as  not  in  a  whoKome  State  5 
and  fome,  that  by  a  filthy  Difeale,  have  been  depri¬ 
ved  of  that  decent  covering,  have  been  known  to  have 
contriv’d  an  artificial  fupply,  and  I  have  heard  that 
there  are  fuch  Inftruments  of  accommodation,  fold  un¬ 
der  a  certain  Name. 

I  have  been  alfo  told,  that  one  of  our  Englijh  La¬ 
dies,  who  was  nam’d  unto  me,  being  in  Turky,  and 
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out  of  curioficy  entring  the  Banes,  fuffering  her  felf  to 
be  dealt  withal  according  to  their  Cuftom,  that  is,  to 
have  the  Hair  of  her  Privities  taken  off,  her  Husband 
thereupon)  notwithftanding  it  was  a  Cuftom,  enter¬ 
tain’d  fuch  a  fufpicion  of  her  Honelty,  that  he  forbore 
her  Bed  upon  ir,  for  two  years  after. 

Under  the  Clitoris ,  and  above  the  Neck  of  the 
Womb,  is  the  Paffage  of  the  Womans  Urine  7,  fo  that 
the  Urine  of  the  Woman,  comes  not  through  the  Neck 
of  the  tVomb,  as  fome  have  vainly  imagin’d,  neither  is  the 
Paflage  of  the  Urine  common  as  in  Men,  but  particu¬ 
lar,  and  by  it  felf ;  therefore  when  Injections  are  re¬ 
quired  to  be  caft  into  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder,  (which, 
paflage  is  wider  and  (horter  than  in  Men )  them  that 
know  not,  and  do  not  heed,  may  eafily  err,  by  put¬ 
ting  the  Syringe  into  the  Neck  of  the  Womb,  inftcad 
of  the  Paflage  of  the  Urine. 

I  (hall  not  ftand  here  to  fpeak  much  (  intending  it 
at  large  another  time  )  of  the  Nymph<e  Myrtiformes ,  or 
the  Hymen  by  which  the  Menfes  flow,  which  is  the 
Signs  or  Tokens  of  Virginity,  called  the  Zone  or  Gir¬ 
dle  of  Chaltity,  the  Pillar,  or  Lock,  or  Flower  of 
Virginity  ;  or  give  any  defcription,  or  obferve  matters 
relating  thereto,  with  the  Opinions  of  Authors,  and 
the  Stories  upon  Record,  but  only  this.  That  Vefalius 
fays,  in  fome  places  the  Midwives  were  wont  to  break 
that  Membrane  as  unprofitable,  which  I  wonder  ar, 
it  being  the  whole,  and  only  -fere  Note  of  untainted 
Virginity ,  and  the  very  Index  and  Confervatvix  of  it 
but  this  it  feems  they  do,  Digltum  prodici  &  Vulva:  im - 
mittendo ,  ut  Partes  iflas  conn  at  as  a  peri  ant.  Even  as 
they  are  wont  with  their  Nails  to  cut  the  Bridle  of  the 
Tongue, in  Children  that  areTongue-  ty’d,fo  that  it  may 
indeed,  in  thofe  Countries,  (  where  the  Flower  of  Vir¬ 
ginity  is  fo  foon  cropr,  and  Nature  deflower’d)  be  a 
'Queftion,  An  Hymen  reperiatur  ?  And  we  may  very 
well,  in  the  caule  of  Nature,  bring  a  Writ  of  Quare 
claufum  fregit ,  againft  fuch  Emiffaries  of  Lucina. 
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Indeed  Tome  Pnyficians  have  conceiv’d  an  Opinion* 
as  if  Nature  had  not  endu’d  all  Virgins  with  this  Or¬ 
nament  or  Muniment  of  Integrity,  among  which  An- 
tcmius  Vlmus  is  one,  but  it- is  an  Error,  for  i^natomy 
fhews  it  plain,  and  Vef alius,  Fallopius,  Spigelius,  Ve- 
ftingius ,  and  our  Modern,  as  well  as  ancient  Anato- 
milts  affure  us  to  the  contrary  ;  and  to  be  fure  it  is  fo  $ 
bur,  I  fay,  I  fhall  not  {land  on  thofe  Matters  here,  but 
fnall  inform,  that  the  Neck  of  the  FVomb  is  nothing  elfe 
but  the  diltance  between  the  Privy  Paffage  and  the 
Mouth  of  the  hVornb,  into  which  the  Man’s  Tard  goes 
in  the  adl  of  Copulation ,  and  that  hi  Women  of  reasona¬ 
ble  ftature,  it  is  eight  Inches  in  length,  and  is  fleftiy 
without,  skinny  and  exceeding  wrinkled  within*  the 
better  to  retain  the  Man’s  Seed  in  the  adl  of  Copula¬ 
tion, 

If  the  Matrix  or  V/omb  be  inverted,  Hardned,  Ul¬ 
cerated,  have  Scars  on  it,  or  be  too  moift,  there  can 
be  no  Conception ;  for  if  it  be  inverted,  it  is  not  di¬ 
rectly  appos’d  to  the  Tarcl,  and  fo  the  Seed  not  being 
direCtly  caft  into  it,  cools,  and  by  confequence  becomes 
unfruitful.  If  the  Womb  be  hardned,  it  admits  not 
the  entrance  of  the  Gians  or  top  of  the  Tard.  If  it  be 
Ulcerated,  or  too  much  ftretched,  it  flies  the  very 
touch  of  the  Tard,  and  will  not  fuffer  it  to  approach  it. 
If  the  Womb  have  a  Scar  on  it,  there  is  no  way  for  the 
Seed  to  enter  in.  If  it  be  too  moift,  it  cannot  retain 
the  Seed  when  it  is  in  ;  and  fo  by  thefe  means  is  Bar- 
rennefs  occa£on’d;  and  the  reafon  of  thele  Defects, 
proceed  oftentimes  from  Venereal ,  and  fometimes  from 
other  Caufes,  too  tedious  to  account  for  here.  Hip¬ 
pocrates  affirms,  that  the  often  Ufe  of  the  ACt  of  Copu¬ 
lation ,  makes  the  Womb  flippery,  and  hinders  Con¬ 
ception » 

Women  have  X efticles  or  Stones ,  as  have  the  Men ; 
but  they  differ  from  Men,  Firft,  as  to  the  Place,  they 
being  within  the  Belly  of  the  Woman,  but  without  in 
Man.  Secondly,  in  Magnitude  ;  for  they  are  lefs  iq 
Women  than  in  Men.  Thirdly,  in  Form  $  for  they 
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are  uneven  in  Women  ,  but  are  fmooth  in  Men- 
Fourthly,  they  are  deprefled  or  flattilh  in  Women,  but 
oval  in  Men,  and  alfo  are  more  fofc  than  Mens  are  : 
Their  Ufe  is  the  fame  that  they  are  in  Men,  &c. 

I  have  read  of  Womens  being  Cajlrated,  as  well  as 
Men  ;  and  that  Andramijiest  the  King  of  Lydia,  was 
the  firft  that  made  Women  Eunuchs ,  after  whole  Ex¬ 
ample  the  Women  of  Egypt  were  fometimes  Spaded* 

Giges  is  accufed  of  the  fame  trefpafs  againlt  Nature, 
by  Hefy  chins  and  Suidas. 

The  end  of  Spading  Women,  might  be  the  fame  as 
Caftrating  Men,  in  order  to  render  them  S ter il,  and 
confequer.tly  to  envy  others ;  tho’  many,  as  Hiftory 
tells  us,  did  it  or  fuffer’d  it  to  be  done,  to  abate  their 
undaunted  Lufl ,  and  fome  in  order  to  prolong  their 
Youth,  and  that  they  might  alfo  perpetually  ufe  and 
enjoy  their  Health  ,  in  a  flourilhing  condition  of 
Body. 

It  is  an  Anatomical  Queftion,  An  Mulier  Caftrari 
poflit  ?  and  it  appears  de  fatto,  to  have  been  done  ;  but 
concerning  the  manner  of  Operation?  there  ariferh  a 
greater  difficulty,  to  wit,  whether  they  Caftrated  Wo¬ 
men  by  drawing  out  their  Womb,  or  by  avulfion  of 
their  Tcjlicles  ?  Both  ways  it  is  molt  certain,  that  Wo¬ 
men  will  be  brought  into  great  danger  of  Lite  ;  for 
altho*  Sows  may  be  Spaded ,  and  other  Creatures,  yet 
with  the  like  fecurity  it  cannot  be  perform’d  in  Wo¬ 
men,  by  reafon  of  the  Seat  wherein  they  are  placed  in 
the  Body,  and  the  dependance  and  correlpondence  they 
have  with  the  other  Farrs  adjoining  ;  for  in  Caflrating 
a  Woman,  both  the  Flanks  muft  neceffarily  be  cur,  and 
is  a  work  full  of  defperate  hazard,  yet  fome  fay  it 
may  be  done  by  an  artful  Hand,  with  little  or  no 
danger. 

Upon  the  writing  of  this,  I  remembred  I  had  fome- 
where  read'  an  Account  of  a  Maid  Spaded ,  and  recol¬ 
lecting  my  felf  in  what  Book,  turn'd  to  it,  and  is 
this. 
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A  Sow- welder,  whole  name  was  Clearly  meeting  a 
Maid,  one  Margaret  Brigfloc^  upon  Lincoln-  Heathy 
fee  upon  her,  and  not  only  robb’d  her  of  two  penny¬ 
worth  of  Apples  (he  had  in  her  Apron,  but  by  main 
force  threw  her  down,  and  Spaded  her  ;  notwithftand- 
Ing  which  (he  efcaped  the  danger,  and  grew  afterwards 
very  Fat.  This  Sow-gelder  was  in  a  (Lore  rime  after 
taken,  and  arraign’d  at  the  Affixes  for  the  Facft,  but 
the  Judges  were  much  confounded  how  to  give  Sen¬ 
tence  upon  an  A&y  againft  which  they  bad  no  Law  • 
for  altho’  the  Cafiration  of  Men  was  Felony  by  the  Law , 
yet  there  was  nothing  enacted  againft  Spading  of  Wo¬ 
men  ;  but  however  the  Sovt*gelder  was  hang’d  for  his 
pains,  (and  it  feems  this  was  not  his  firft  Fatft)  not  by 
a  Law  for  Spading  the  Maid,  but  for  robbing  her  of 
her  Apples. 

Vuierus  fays,  that  another  Sow~geldery  fuppoftng  his 
Daughter  to  be  guilty  of  Adultery ,  violently  extracted 
her  Womb,  Spading  her  after  the  manner  of  Cattle, 
that  Ihe  might  be  uncapable  of  bearing  Children,  and 
fucceeded  well  in  the  Operation.  And  Johannes  ah 
Etfsn,  Sow-gclder  General  to  the  Clivenfian  Dukje ,  was 
defervedly  punifh’d  by  the  Prince  with  a  pecuniary 
Muldfc,  for  that  Villanous  Deed. 

But  Rjolanous  fuppofeth,  that  as  they  button  up  the 
Naturals  of  Mares,  which  they  would  not  have  Hors’d, 
with  Iron  Rings  traje&ed  in  order,  whereby  their  Na¬ 
turals  are  Ihut  up ;  fo  Women  of  old  he  believes  were 
Spaded,  and  not  otherwile ;  and  the  fame,  Dalecham- 
pius  interprets  the  Ancient  Cafiration  of  Women  to  be, 
and  after  which  manner,  as  he  has  heard,  the  jealous 
Italians  fecure  their  Wives  from  the  admittance  of  any 
Rival. 

Women  have  no  Proftates,  but  have  VaJa  pr<epa- 
rantia  and  Deferentia ,  yet  there  is  fome  difference  be¬ 
tween  thofe  in  Men  and  thofe  in  Women  ;  as  that 
they  are  fhorter,  becaufe  the  Womans  Palfage  is  Ihorter* 
the  Stones  of  a  Woman,  as  obferv’d  before,  lying 
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they  united  as  they  are  in  Men,  before  they  come  to 
the  Stones  but  are  divided  into  two  Branches. 

The  Womb  in  Virgins  is  about  two  Fingers  breadth 
broad,  and  three  long.  In  thofe  that  have  lain  with  a 
Man,  it  is  a  little  bigger,  and  yet  fomething  larger  in 
thofe  that  have  born  Children.- 

The  Vagina ,  fo  called,  becaufe  it  receives  the  Yard 
of  a  Man  like  a  Sheath,  is  alfo  called  the  Door  of  the 
Womb*  and  its  greater  Neck,  to  diftinguifh  it  from 
the  Iefler  ;  it  is  a  foft  loofe  Pipe,  uneven  on  its  infide, 
with  Orbicular  Wrinkles,  of  a  nervous,  but  fomewhat 
fpongy  Subftance,  (which  Lull  caufes  to  puff  up  a  lit¬ 
tle,  that  it  may  embrace  the  Yard  more  clofely)  about 
feven  Fingers  breadth  long,  and  as  wide  as  the  ftrait 
Gut.  All  which  yet,  both  length,  width  and  loofnefs, 
differ  in  refpedt  of  Age,  &c*  and  as  a  Woman  is  in¬ 
flam’d  more  or  lefs  with  Luft  s  for  in  fome  the  Mulic- 
bra  is  fo  capacioufly  diftended,  efpecially  in  the  Women 
of  fome  Countries,  that  the  Bells  (which  we  mention’d 
before)  the  Men  wear  in  their  Yards  with  rope  and  ring 
too,  eafily  may  enter  ;  fo  alfo  the  aforefaid  Wrinkles 
are  much  more  numerous,  and  clofe  fet  in  Virgins, 
and  in  Women  that  feldom  accompany  with  a  Man, 
and  that  have  never  born  Children,  than  in  thofe  that 
have  born  Children,  and  in  Whores  that  ufe  frequent 
Copulation,  or  thofe  that  have  long  labour’d  under 
the  Fluor  Albtts,  or  Flux  of  the  Whiles  ;  for  in  all  thole 
three  forts,  they  are  almoft  obliterated. 

I  remember  Purch.  in  his  Pi/gr.  2.  lib •  9.  fays,  That 
the  Maracatos ,  within  the  Land  of  Brava,  have  a  fa- 
fliion  to  few  up  the  Privities  of  their  Females,  efpe¬ 
cially  their  Slaves,  doing  it  while  they  are  young,  in 
order  to  make  them  uncapable  to  Conceive  ;  and  thefe 
Slaves  fell  dearer  for  their  Chaftity,  their  MiftrefTes 
putting  greater  Confidence  in  them. 

Among  the  Peguans}  there  are  fome  that  few  up  the 
Privy  Member  of  their  Female  Children  as  foon  as 
they  are  Born,  leaving  but  a  little  hole  to  void  their 
Urine,  and  whenever  they  Marry,  the  Husband  cut- 
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teth  away  the  fewing,  and  maketh  it  as  great  and  as 
little  as  he  will,  which  they  with  a  certain  Ointment  or 
Salve  can  quickly  heal. 

Lindfcoten ,  in  his  Travels,  lib.  i .  cap.  1 7.  fays,  He 
faw  one  of  thefe  Women  in  Goa,  whom  the  Surgeon 
of  his  Matter,  in  the  Arcb-Bifhops  Houfe,  did  cut 
open.  Men,  faith  he,  would  judge  all  thefe  things  to 
be  Fables,  yet  they  are  moft  true  ;  for  I  do  not  only 
know  it  by  the  daily  Traffick  of  the  Portugals  out  of 
India  thither,  but  alfo  by  the  Peguans  themfelves,  who 
confefs  the  lame  for  Truth. 

Heylen  fays,  The  People  of  Quilea,  of  the  Province 
of  Z^an^ibcr  in  ^Ethiopia  inferior ,  have  among  them 
the  lame  ftrange  faihion,  which  may  be  mention'd,  ra¬ 
ther  for  variety  than  decency.  They  ufe,  when  they 
have  any  Female  Children  Born,  to  few  up  the  Privy 
Parts,  leaving  only  a  fmali  palfage  for  the  Urine.  Thus 
iew’djthey  carefully  keep  them  at  home,  till  they  come 
to  a  marriageable  Age,  and  when  Marry ’d,  let  her  be  of 
what  rank  or  degree  foever,  if  fhe  be  found  by  her 
Husband  to  want  that  fign  of  her  perpetual  Virginity , 
is,  with  all  Ignominy  and  Difgrace,  fent  home  again 
to  her  Parents,  and  by  them  as  opprobrioufly  receiv’d  : 
And  for  the  better  affurance  that  they  (hall  be  few’d 
when  they  are  young,  as  they  ought,  the  Parents  fee  it 
done  as  it  fhould  be,  before  their  Eyes. 

In  the  Hiftory  of  Venice,  Peter  Bembo  tells  us.  They 
give  their  Daughters  in  Marriage  thus  fe^’d,  but  firft 
that  care  is  left  unto  and  lies  upon  the  Bridegroom, 
to  cut  and  divide  with  an  Iron  Inftrument,  the  con- 
glutinated  Lips  of  the  Neck  of  the  Wornb • 

But  had  thefe  People  known  the  famous  Liniment  of 
Paracelfm ,  which  he  mentions,  and  fays,  that  if  but 
only  fmear’d  upon  the  opening  of  the  Lips  of  the  Pri¬ 
vity,  would  in  a  moment  of  time  fo  contraband  con- 
glutinate  chat  Orifice ,  as  not  to  ftand  in  need  of  a 
Needle  aad  Thread,  and  fave  them  going  through 
fueh  dolorous  Punbures,  to  fecure  that  lulpebed  paF 
fage.  So  that  it  feems  thole  People  are  more  jealous  of 
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their  Daughters,  than  the  Venetians  are  of  their  Wives, 
on  whom  they  hang  Padlocks, 

Certainly  thefe  Nations  would  have  been  well  pleas’d 
if  Nature  had  produc’d  all  their  Females  imperforated, 
having  the  Orifices  of  their  Wombs  clofed  and  feaPd 
up,  or  the  Hymen  fo  thick  and  flefliy,  as  to  ftreighten 
the  paflage  to  need  an  Incifion,  as  we  are  now  and 
then  forc’d  to  do,  when  they  are  imperlorated,  and  alfo 
to  ferve  Men  fo,  when  the  Prepuce  grows  to  the  Glam . 

On  the  contrary  hand,  the  Women  of  Siam ,  as  we 
have  it  in  Herb*  Travels ,  endeavour  all  they  can  to  ai- 
ftend  and  enlarge  the  Patfage ,  and  this  they  do  by 
Drinks  and  other  means  ;  and  to  fee  a  Virgin  there,  at 
Virgins  Years,  is  as  rare  as  to  fee  a  black  Swan,  for 
they  take  care  to  have  it  othervvife,  even  in  the  green 
Years  of  their  Female  Children. 

So  that  one  Country  and  another,  according  to  their 
conceited  Humour  or  Cuftom,  ad:  thofe  Fooleries,  in 
which  there  is  not  feen  any  advantage,  more  than  that 
fome  are  pleas’d  to  converfe  with  ftrait  Women,  afie- 
ding  none  others,  and  others  with  Women  whofe  Paf- 
fages  are  enlarg’d,  none  elfe  fo  well  ferving  their  turn. 

Likewife  as  to  the  Monthly  Purgations  of  the  Fe¬ 
male  Sex,  in  fome  Countries,  as  in  Brafil  and  America , 
they  never  have  any,  for  they  divert  that  Flux  while 
they  are  Young,  by  fomomeans  unknown  to  us.  Others 
again,  never  think  themlelves  as  they  ought  to  be,  or 
in  Health,  till  they  appear,  if  they  are  arriv’d  to  the 
Age, at  which  they  may  reafonably  exped  them :  And  in 
*fucaia>  when  the  Maids  find  their  Menftrua  begin  to 
come,  the  Parents  invite  the  Neighbours  to  a  Banquet, 
and  ufe  all  figns  and  tokens  of  Joyfulnefs  for  the 
fame. 

But  I  have  faid  enough  of  this  and  the  Organs  of 
Generation  in  both  Sexes  for  the  purpofe  intended,  I 
(hall  therefore  end  with  this,  that  the  Gians ,  or  Nut  of 
the  Tard  in  Men,  and  the  Clitoris  in  Women  are  exqui- 
fitely  fenfible  nervous  Parts,  and  are  in  each  the  prim 
cipal  Seat  of  Pleafure  in  Copulation  j  In  Men  the  de¬ 
lightful 
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lightful  profufion  of  the  Genital  Liquor,  and  in  Wo¬ 
men  the  no  lefs  pleafant  reception  of  the  fame,  depends 
on  the  Action  of  thofe  Nervesf  which  if  Nature  had 
not  provided,  and  render’d  fo  fenfible,  as  to  be  even 
the  greateft,  moft  fatisfa&ory,  and  moft  tranfporting 
Enjoyment  Man  and  Woman  are  capable  of ;  who 
would  take  delight  in  fo  brutifh  a  thing  as  Venery  ?  As 
Andreas  Laurentius  elegantly  Expoftulates.  *  Who! 
‘  fays  he,  (moft  ftrange !)  would  have  folicited  or  ac- 

*  cepted  of  fo  vile  and  filthy  a  thing  as  lying  with  a 
c  Woman  ?  With  what  Face  would  Man,  that  Divine 
e  Animal,  full  of  Reafon  and  Council,  have  handl’d 
c  the  obfcene  Parts  of  a  Woman  polluted  with  fo  much 
c  Filth,  which  is  difcharged  into  this  low  place,  as  into 

*  the  common  receptacle  or  fink  of  the  Body  >  On  the 
c  other  fide,  (fays  he)  what  Womaii  would  fo  readily 
c  take  upon  her  to  difcover  and  expofe  her  Nakednefs 
4  to  the  Man,  undergo  the  Trouble,  and  accept  his 
4  Embraces,  more  efpecially  confidering  the  Toil  and 
c  Tedioufnefsof  going  nine  Months  with  Child,  the 

.  *  moft  painful  Fatigue,  and  oftentimes  fatal  bearing  of 
c  it,  and  its  Education  full  of  Care  and  Anxiety,  unlefs 
4  the  Genital  Parts  of  each  had  been  affecfted  in  the  AEi 

*  of  Copulation  with  immeafurable ,  inexprejfible  and 

*  tranfporting  Pleafure. 
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HPHUS  having  briefly,  and  asmodeftlyas  the  Sub - 
**•  jedt  (to  render  the  Matter  intelligible^  would 
allow,  fpoken  of  the  Parrs  miniltring  to  Generation  in 
both  Sexes,  as  to  their  Situation,  Adion,  Ufe,  &c. 
which  *tis  hop’d  none  v^ill  make  an  ill  ufe  of,  and  turn 
to  their  own  hurt,  fince  the  only  Motive  was  purely 
for  the  better  fetting  forth  and  difcovering  the  Nature, 
Seat,  and  difference  of  Gleets ,  &c.  which  we  come 
now  to  difcourfeof;  But  as  Gleets  from  Venereal C aufes, 
are  generally  the  refulc  of  former  ill  Cur’d  Claps  or 
Gonorrhoea's,  it  is  necefiary  before  we  come  diredlly 
to  fpeak  concerning  them,  to  premifea  few  things  more 
than  we  havefaid  hitherto,  about  Gonorrhoeal $viz.  That 
there  is  a  threefold  divifion  of  a  Gonorrhoea ,  not  fuffici° 
ently  confider’d  by  Phyficians- 

There  are  Men,  who  through  the  heat  of  their  Kid¬ 
neys,  Liver  and  Seminal  Veiiels,  breed  abundance  of 
hot  Seed,  which  often  provokes  to  Excretion  in  a  plea- 
fant  Dream.  This  kind  (co  which  both  Sexes  are 
fubjedl)  if  it  be  exceflive,  as  I  have  known  it  in  feve- 
ral,  and  particularly  in  one  that  I  at  this  time  have  in 
Cure,  proves  mifchievous,  and  at  length,  if  neg- 
ledfed  ,  does  pine  away  the  Body  to  a  Confump- 
tion. 

Another  fort  of  Gonorrhoea  is  produc’d  by  Putrefa- 
ffion  of  abundance  of  Phlegm,  either  Salt  or  Crude, 
which  is  often  mixt  wirh  a  little  Seed,  and  efpecially 
from  the  Brain,  by  the  Spina  do>fi ,  Loins  and  Kidneys, 
and  aifo  from  the  Liver  by  the  Veins,  and  by  the 
Nerves  which  come  to  the  Pudenda  from  all  parts  of 
the  Body,  and  by  the  Seminal  Veflels  and  Cremafters 
join’d  with  the  Stones ,  to  the  Vterus  in  Women,  and 
Penis  in  Men  ;  from  whence  it  drops  by  degrees,  noc 
without  Excoriation  of  the  Parts  :  The  Matter  of  this 
is  Crude  Blood  mixt  with  impure  Humours,  the  Sink 
whereof  does  noc,  as  fome  think,  run  to  the  Bladder, 
but  to  the  Womb  and  Penis ,  and  by  the  paflage  of  the 
Sperm  is  voided  into  the  Penis.  They  that  would 
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Cure  both  kinds  of  Gonorrheas  with  the  fame  Reme¬ 
dies,  are  miftaken. 

The  third  fort  of  Gonorrhea  comes  from  the  Venereal 
Difeafe,  and  is  call’d  virulent;  in  which,  at  the  be¬ 
ginning,  a  fort  of  white  and  yellowifh  Matter  dribbles 
away  infenfibly,  waking  as  well  as  fleeping,  from  the 
Pr  oft  ate  or  Seminal  Veflels  Ulcerated,  as  we  have  al¬ 
ready  fufHciently  fhew’d. 

Lxngius  fays  a  Gonorrhea  is  commonly  reckon’d  by 
ail  Men,  a  Difeafe  caus’d  by  fome  fault  in  the  Sper- 
matick  Veflels ;  but  Virfungius  his  Judgment  is  truer, 
who  reckons  it  rather  an  Ulcer  of  the  Profiate,  void¬ 
ing  not  fo  much  Seed,  as  Sanies ,  and  affluent  corrupt 
Humours^;  and  that  diffedions  of  dead  Bodies  often 
prove  it,  iuch  Ulcers  being  found  in  the  Proftate  as  to 
leave  no  room  to  doubt  of  it ;  and  advifes  young  Phy¬ 
sicians  to  obferve  what  is  taken  notice  of  but  by  a 
few  Praditioners,  vi\%  that  Seed ,  Pwy  and  Phlegm , 
altho’  they  (hew  all  alike  white  in  the  Urine,  yet  by  a 
skilful  Man  they  may  ealily  be  diftinguifh’d.  For  the 
Seed  when  it  is  feparated  from  the  reft,  fwims  con- 
fiantly  at  the  top  ;  nor  will  it  fink,  tho3  it  be  fhaken, 
no,  not  in  a  Gonorrhea.  Pus  and  Phlegm,  do  both  fink 
to  the  bottom ;  but  at  the  leaft  fhake,  Pus  flies  afunder, 
fo  as  it  cannot  be  difcerned,  only  it  makes  the  Urine 
white  as  Milk,  Phlegm  rolls  about  a  little,  but  both 
of  them,  when  the  Urine  ftands  (till,  prefentiy  fink 
to  the  bottom,  the  Seed  always  fwimming,  unlefs  it 
hath  contraded  a  great  Putrefadion  from  its  viru- 
l:ncy. 

There  are  fome  Gonorrheas  caus’d  by  watry  and 
thin  Seed ,  but  fome  Authors  difpute  whether  it  be 
Crude  Seed  that  $omes  away,  ahbo3  it  be  watry  and 
thin,  or  whether  it  be  corrupt  and  vitious  Humours, 
which  being  gather’d  in  the  Body,  flow  to  the  Genital 
Parts,  and  are  voided  by  the  Paffage,  whereby  Seed  is 
ufualiy  caft  out ;  as  fometimes  vitious  Humours  ga¬ 
ther’d  in  the  Body,  ule  to  be  evacuated  by  the  Womb, 
wmch  they  call  the  Whites, 
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It  is  plain,  by  what  has  been  faid,  that  a  Gonorrhcea^ 
Clap,  or  Running  of  the  Reins,  as  ’tis  ufually  term’d, 
is  in  Men,  from  an  Ulceration  in  the  Projlatx,  or  the 
VeficuU  Scminales ,  and  that  upon  differing  of  dead 
Bodies,  we  have  found  it  (o,  and  that  the  Seat  of  that 
virulent  Difeafe  is  there  ;  and  does  not  always  proceed 
from  the  Glandules  of  the  Vrethra;  as  fome  imagine, 
tho*  fometimes  it  is  fo ;  and  the  more  is  it  not  always 
I'o,  for  that  we  obferve,  if  the  running  of  Matter  be 
unfeafonably  ftop’d,  the  virulence  is  either  communi¬ 
cated  to  the  whole  Body,  or  elfe  it  flies  back  to  the 
Stones ,  and  there  caufes  a  Tumour  5  or  if  it  extend  to 
the  Perinaum ,  unlels  it  be  timely  repell’d,  it  caufes 
an  Abfcefs,  the  fliarpnefs  of  which  Matter  erodes  the 
Vrethra ,  See. 

The  caufe  of  this  Viceration  is  a  fliarp  and  virulent 
Humour  communicated  in  Coition,  flicking  about  thefe 
Spermatic l{  VefTeis,  firit  inflaming  them,  and  then  cor¬ 
rupting  them,  upon  which  an  afflux  of  corrupted  Mat¬ 
ter  flows  out. 

If  this  Matter  has  lain  there  long  negledted,  the  VI- 
cerations  are  the  greater,  and  the  Matter  that  flows, 
more  virulent)  which  if  fucceeded  by  another  Clap , 
and  fo  one  upon  the  heels  of  another  for  three  or  four 
together,  as  I  have  known  it  in  fome  Libertines ,  what 
with  the  Running,  and  the  occafion  for  frequent  and 
perhaps  ftrong  Purgings,  the  Parts  are  fo  debili¬ 
tated,  that  continu’d  Gleets  or  Weepings  fucceed,  which 
ftill  prove  the  more  troublefome,  if  the  Proft at#  Glan¬ 
dules,  by  the  long  and  foul  Ulcerations,  are  much  eaten 
away;  and  alfo  is  incurable  in  rhofe  where  the  Ca - 
runcuL-e  Mamilhns,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Vrethra , 
(which  (huts  the  holes  thro’  which  the  Seed  pafles  into 
the  common  Pa  (fa  ge,  from  the  G’anduLe  Proftatj)  have 
been  unfortunately  con  fum’d,  either  by  the  Difeale,  or 
corroflve  Medicines,  as  in  fome  I  have  obferv’d  them 
to  be. 
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If  therefore  the  Seat  of  Claps  was  only  in  the  Ure¬ 
thra,  and  that  the  {Running  proceeds  from  Vlcers ,  not 
above  three  Inches  within  that  paflage  of  theTard,  as 
feme  feem  to  make  out,  how  comes  it  to  pafs  that  Claps 
are  Cur'd  by  Glifters?  as  one  (tho5  I  can’t  but  fay  a 
Learned  and  Ingenious  Author,)  alferrs  they  may,  and 
fays,  he  has  Cur’d  fome  very  tender  People  by  that 
means,  that  could  not  rake  Phyfick  by  the  Mouth  ; 
l  ftiouid  be  glad  if  any  Perfon  could  fatisfie  me  as  to 
this  point,  how*  and  which  way,  that  can  be,  (that  is 
to  Cure  Claps ,  with  Glifters,  when  the  feat  of  them 
is  but  three  Inches  within  the  Paftage)  I  not  con¬ 
ceiving  for  what  reafon  they  fhould  do  it  ;  in  fome  I 
have  known  the  Seat  of  the  Infection  in  the  Urethra 
only,  and  thofe  Cur’d  then,  (but  not  with  Glifters) 
witheafe  and  expedition. And  were  the  Seat  of  theDii- 
eafe  call’d  a  Clap,  always  in  all,  there,  how  much 
trouble  might  be  fav’d  both  to  the  Pra&icer  and  Pa¬ 
tient,  and  how  feldom  or  never  might  People  be  Poxt  ? 
for  the  management,  when  the  Difeafe  is  fo  very  near 
our  reach,  is  eafie  and  no  one  almoft  would  ever  mifs 
of  Cure*  unlefs  in  the  Hands  of  the  moft  Ignorant  of 
the  Profeffion.  But  thofe  that  advance  this  Hypothecs, 
I  doubt  are  very  mnch  miftaken,  in  delivering  it,  to 
be  always  or  generally  fo ;  and  I  think  I  may  ven¬ 
ture  to  fay,  that  I  have  had  as  much  opportunity  to 
know,  as  any  Man,  and  believe  have  been  as  inqui- 
fitive,  read  over  the  Opinions  of  as  many  Authors* 
feen  as  great  variety  of  Cafes,  and  even  perform’d  as 
many  Venereal  Cures,  for  my  time,  if  nor  many  more 
than  any  Pra&itionev  whatfoever.  And  I  think  alfo, 
where  a  Man’s  Opinion  is  grounded  uponExperience,it 
snuft  be  allow’d, by  all, to  bepreferrable  to  the  beft  fpe- 
cuiacive  Knowledge  that  any  can  pretend  to,  elfe  what 
means  the  following  Lines,  which  I  have  in  fome  one 
or  other  Ingenious  Author  read,  but  have  forgot  whom, 
tho’  not  the  Words. 
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IT ho'  Learn d  and  Wife,  and  of  great  Parts  % 

*Tis  Practice  gains  Experience,  in  all  Arts. 

Notional  Knowledge,  is  of  fender  Vfe  ; 

That's  heft ,  which  we  to  Practice  can  reduce. 

But  to  give  as  clear  an  Account  as  may  be  of  Go* 
nonhaias ,  I  (hall  further  obferve,  from  a  certain  ingens- 
ous  Author,  which  is  pat  to  my  own  Sentiments,  That 
when  a  Man  contracts  a  virulent  Gonorrhea  by  conv ef¬ 
fing  with  a  foul  Woman,  thofe  Parts  which  are  the 
Seat  efthe  Infection,  fwhich  Parts  we  have  taken  no¬ 
tice  of  before )  appear  to  be  firft  injur’d  by  the  Poifo- 
nous  Particles  then  receiv’d  ;  and  that  this  is  fo*  is  con¬ 
firm’d,  for  that  we  obferve  the  Genitals ,  and  the  Parcs 
appertaining  and  adjoining  to  them,  to  be  feverely  af- 
fli&ed,  long  before  there  is  any  appearance  of  the  Ef¬ 
fects  of  this  Poifon  in  any  of  the  remoter  parts  ; 
whereas,  had  it  immediately  paffed  into  the  Juices,  it 
muft  necelfarily  have  been  by  them  quickly  whirled 
about  the  whole  Body. 

And  the  reafon  why  thofe  infectious  Steems  receiv’d, 
do  firft  fix  upon  the  Genital  Parts ,  may  very  probably 
be,  that  the  raging  Luft,  and  hafty  defire  of  Pleafure 
felt  in  Congrefs,  may  have  a  Power  to  dilate,  or  fome 
way,  fo  to  affect  thefe  Parts,  as  to  render  them  more 
fufceptible  of  the  poifonous  Steems  ;  befides,  the  Emif- 
fion,  or  Evacuation  of  the  Seedy  yields  perhaps  a  kind 
of  vacancy  for  their  Reception  :  And  thofe  thus  inju¬ 
red  Parts,  not  having  immediate  Applications  made  to 
them,  whereby  to  extract,  imbibe,  wafh  off,  or  dif- 
lodge  the  Poifons  receiv’d  there,  or  to  remove  or  hin¬ 
der  them  from  corroding  and  ulcerating  the  Parts  up¬ 
on  which  they  fix,  they  gradually  come  to  feparate 
and  make  fuch  Matter,  as  conftitutes  a  Gonorrhoea, 
Thus  it  is  certain,  that  thefe  Parts  are  firft  afi"e<ted, 
and  the  Blood  only  afterwards  from  them  ;  and  that  it 
is  fo,  is  plain  ;  for  if  this  Running  by  the  Vrethra ,  be 
untimely  flopp’d  by  improper  Applications,  the  Blood 
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(as  we  daily,  and  too  often  obferve  by  the  ill  manage¬ 
ment  abroad)  becomes  much  the  fooner  infe&ed  by  the 
Poifon,  as  afterwards  by  the  variety  of  fucceeding 
Symptoms,  which  appear  in  very  differing  Forms,  ma- 
nifelt. 

Or  if  the  foul  purulent  Matter  adheres  to,  or  lodges 
upon  thofe  alter’d  and  injur’d  Parts,  and  does  not  pafs 
fo  readily  away  through  the  'Urethra  ,  which  is 
the  natural  Current  for  ir,  thofe  affetffed  Parts  are 
thereby  the  more  alter’d  and  injur’d,  and  the  Blood 
does  become  Poifon’d  from  thofe  very  Juices  the  part 
hath  thus  depraved,  by  the  coriupt  Matter’s  nor 
flowing  off  as  it  Ihouid;  and  yet  much  the  fooner,  if 
it  be  ( as  oblerv’d  before  )  by  any  means  untimely 
flopp’d.  For  if  the  Inflammation  of  the  Parts  be  nor 
totally  remov’d,  and  the  Venereal  Poifon  evacuated, 
by  proper  Internal  Medicines,  before  the  Gonorrhea  be 
dry’d  or  flopp’d  up  by  Aftringents,  the  Patient  may  be 
Ruin’d,  and  Pox'ci  for  ever. 

And  when  thefe  Parts  have  receiv’d  the  Infection ,  as 
faid  before,  and  become  alter’d  and  injur’d  by  ir,  a 
continual  fupply  of  Juices  from  the  Body  is  fent  thi¬ 
ther,  and  is  by  thofe  infetffed  Parts  changed  into  fome 
purulent  Matter,  and  caufes  a  continual  unning . 

Now  this  being  certainly  fo  in  Fa<ff,  it  remains  to 
be  confider’d,  how  it  is  to  be  Remedied  ?  There  is 
noway  then  to  remedy  ir,  that  is,  to-Cure  a  Conor- 
rhecay  but  by  repeated  and  continued  Evacuations,  I 
mean  by  fuch  Medicines  that  are  proper,  whereby 
thofe  Juices  fent  thither,  may  be  diverted  and  carried 
off  another  away  ;  fo  that  thele  Parts  having  not  fo 
plentiful  a  Fluxion  to  them,  the  quantity  of  that  foul 
Matter  that  flowed  through  the  Urethra ,  will  be  gra¬ 
dually  leffen’d,  and  its  virulency  abated;  it  being' 
plain,  that  the  Matter  there  made,  not  lodging,  and 
the  Paris  not  being  fo  fully  (applied,  and  the  Poifon 
fpending  it  fell  by  the  Fluxion,  the  Parts  by  confe* 
qucnce  mult  gradually  heal,  that  is,  recover  their  for* 
?per  natural  flare* 
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But  we  muft  not  forget  to  obferve  here,  the  mighty 
difference  there  is  in  the  Cure  of  Gonorrheas,  as  to 
their  Facility  and  Difficulty,  which  happens  either  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  degree  of  Infe&ion,  or  according  to  the 
Difpofition  of  the  Perfon  infetffed.  If  a  healthful  Per- 
fon,  fuch  a  one  whofe  Blood  and  Juices  are  uncorrupt¬ 
ed,  that  is,  are  in  a  perfeft  natural  State,  be  Infedled3 
altho*  according  to  the  degree  of  its  Virulency,  it  may 
require  more  or  Jefs  time,  yet  it  will  be  remedied  with¬ 
out  much  difficulty  :  But  if  one  is  feverely  Infe&ed, 
whofe  Blood  arid  Juices  are  much  deprav'd  and  vitiat¬ 
ed,  and  fo  perhaps  difpos’d  to  preternatural  Separations, 
or  perhaps  on  the  contrary,  to  Inflammations ;  here 
thele  Organical  Parts,  that  is,  the  Parts  where  the  Poi- 
fori  is  feated,  bHng  thus  injur’d,  readily  become  the 
Receptacles  for  fuch  peccant  Juices:  Which  being 
farther  changed  by  thefe  Parrs,  become  a  new  Conta¬ 
gion  to  infedt  the  whole  Body.  So  that  fuch  a  cafe 
may  prove  a  work  of  difficulty,  and  require  great 
Thought,  as  well  to  corred  and  amend  the  Blood,  as 
to  eradicate  the  Difeafe,  or  at  leaftwife  after  fuch  a 
manner  to  difpofe  it,  as  that  the  affedled  Parts  may 
be  Cur’d. 

But  where  there  is  nothing  more  requir'd  to  be  done, 
but  Curing  thefe  difeafed  Parts,  and  the  Blood  and 
Body  alfo  free,  and  well  difpofed  for  Evacuations, 
here  Purging  alone,  if  judicioufly  Adminifired,  and 
rightly  Adjulted,  (by  the  way,  not  that  every  Medi¬ 
cine  that  Purges  or  Vomits,  &c.  will  do,  as  has  been 
efficiently  obierv’d  already )  will  be  always  found  a 
fure  and  effectual  Remedy.  For  the  purulent  Matter 
there  made,  being  (  as  faid  before  )  continually  fpenr* 
and  the  Parrs  not  receiving  proportionable  Supplies, 
will  naturally  and  gradually  heal,  and  recover  their 
former  date,  by  reafon  the  Matter  not  flopping,  and 
the  poifonous  Parts  wafling,  nothing  is  left  to  hinder 
them,  the  Juices  that  would  flow  afreffi  to  do  irs  be^ 
ing  carried  another  way. 
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Thus  have  I  given,  I  think,  a  true  Idea  of  Gor^or- 
rbaas  gotten  by  impure  Embraces,  deduced  both  from 
Reafon  and  Experience,  which  to  underftand  as  we 
fhould,  is  one  part  towards  the  Cure,  according  to 
that  ufual,  and  indeed  true  Saying,  that  When  a  Di~ 
feafe  is  well  known ,  it  is  half  cured.  But  what  the  Me¬ 
dicines  are  by  which  this  muft  neceffarily  be  done,  how 
prepar’d,  and  when  to  be  adminiftred  and  applied,  is 
none  of  the  leaft  part  to  know,  or  dexterity  to  do  ; 
the  degrees  of  Infedt ion,  and  difference  of  Peoples  Con- 
ftitutions,  (3c .  ( foon  difcover’d  by  Artifts  upon  en¬ 
quiry)  exceedingly  altering  the  Cafe,  as  we  have  more 
than  once  obferv’d  already  ;  by  which  means  it  is  that 
Pradticers  find  themfelves  fo  often  difappointed  in  the 
Cure,  which  yet  more  frequently  happens  when  any 
one  falls  upon  the  Praclick  Part,  that  is  altogether  a 
ftranger  to  the  T heorick,  for  fuch  aft  wholly  in  the 
dark,  and  the  fuccefs  muft  anfwer  accordingly,  that  is, 
there  is  hundred  to  one  againft  him  as  to  his  Patients 
Recovery,  which  if  he  fhould,  would  at  the  fame  time 
be  more  owing  to  good  Fortune  and  a  happy  Confti- 
tution,  than  his  Skill,  (3c .  and  is,  as  we  ufualfy  fay,. 
More  by  Hap  than  any  good  Cunning » 

This  I  thought  neceffary  to  premife,  tho’  to  the  fame 
purpofe,  but  I  think  nor  fo  very  plain,  have  we  men¬ 
tion’d  it  before,  that  none  might  have  caufe  to  fay, 
they  were  left  in  the  dark,  concerning  the  nature  and 
true  Seat  of  Infection,  and  ways  to  be  taken  for  the 
Cure,  which,  tho’  I  do  not  prefer!  be  the  Medicines, 
fthey  being  a  Secret)  yet  any  underftanding  Man  may 
be  convinc’d,  what  ought  to  be  done  in  fuch  a  Cafe, 
and  in  a  great  meafure  be  a  Judge,  whether  he  is  ma¬ 
nag’d  as  he  fhould  be,  that  is,  according  to  the  exaft 
Rules  of  Art.  But  to  proceed* 

The  ProftatcC  Glandules ,  being,  as  faid  before,  either 
eaten  away,  or  too  much  relax’d  and  debilitated  by 
the  continual  Ulceration  ;  or  other  wife  heated,  and 
difisnded  by  repeated  liron'g  Purgations  a  thin  femi- 
nal  Matter  continually  flows  thro’  the  Vretha  or  Paf- 
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fage  of  the  Yard,  and  this  is  the  true  Gleet ;  fo  that 
Gleets  flow  from  the  weakned  Glandules,  which  Na¬ 
ture  has  plac’d,  as  obferv’d  before,  at  the  Root  of  the 
Yard ,  to  hinder  the  too  foon  ejeding  of  the  Seed  in  the 
Ad:  of  Copulation ,  making  them  ferye  as  Strainers, 
thro’  which  the  Seed  prefling  or  fqueezing,  as  we  plain¬ 
ly  a  while  ago  defcrib’d,  is  ftrongiy  emitted  or  fquirted, 
which  Glandules  prefTing  and  preventing  the  too  quick 
emifllon,  caufes  the  greater  Pleafure  in  the  Ad;  and 
that  this  is  fo,  moft  plainly  appears  by  thofe  Perfons 
who  labour  under  the  Infirmity,  they  being  too  fenfi- 
ble  of  the  lofs  of  that  natural  and  pleafing  force,  even 
in  the  prime  of  their  Years,  and  long  before  the  courfe 
of  Nature  can  be  laid  to  deprive  them  of  it,  whereby 
they  are  oftentimes  render’d  incapable  of  Generation, 
and  fometimes  fo  Impotent,  as  not  to  perform  the 
Ad  of  Copulation* 

Thofe  Perfons  attended  with  fuch  Gleets,  are  troubled 
with  a  Lapfus  Seminis ,  or  flipping  away  of  a  thin  and 
fometimes  Glutinous  congeal’d  feminal  Matter,  when 
they  go  to  Stool,  or  after  making  Water,  which  in 
fome  comes  away  in  good  quantities,  producing  in  time 
fuch  extream  weaknefs,  and  debilitation,  as  not 
only  proves  a  very  great  trouble,  but  total  incapacity 
of  performing  the  Conjugal  Rite ;  and  not  only  fo, 
but  alfo  from  the  immoderate  or  unnatural  Expence  of 
it,  arifeth  Infacundity  and  Sterility. 

Many  Perfons  alio  have  come  to  me  with  fuch  fort 
of  Weakneffes,  as  were  occafion’d  by  too  liberal  ufing 
Frittion  with  the  Hand  when  they  were  School-Boys, 
Genitalia  contreElando  Scpxn  ejicere,  which  Galen  men¬ 
tions  was  the  pradice  of  that  churlifh  Phiiofopher  Dio¬ 
genes  the  Cynic,  and  reckons  it  with  Fornication ,  Adul¬ 
tery,  Inceft ,  to  be  an  abomination  in  the  fight  of  Gpdv 
(  but  I  can’t  agree  with  him  in  ranking  it  equally  with 
thofe  Sins)  by  which  means  feveral  have  been  brought 
into  wafting,  declining  Conditions,  that  have  requir’d 
a  great  deal  of  time,  and  no  fmall  difficulty  to  reftore. 


’Twas 
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*Twas  the  fame  Diogenes  that  difappointed  the  Harlots 
by  fending  her  away  when  (he  came  to  him, without  her 
expe&ation,  upon  his  putting  his  hand  to  his  Pudities> 
and  Titillating  his  Virilities  to  the  cafting  forth  hi sSeed, 
telling  her,  that  by  his  digitizing  himfel£  he  had  cele¬ 
brated  Hymen's  Rites  without  her,  and  had  no  occafion 
for  her.  Which  Pra&ice  as  Galen  condemns  in  Men 
that  (hall  do  it  themfelves,  fo  exclaims  againft  Womens 
ufing  Titillation  in  themlelves,  to  ftir  up  their  Defires, 
which  was  a  common  Practice  in  his  days  (as  it  is  none 
of  the  leaft  in  ours)  as  alfo  Feflus  and  Catullus  tell  us, 
but  efpecially  Catullus ,  in  his  70th  Epigram ;  whofe 
words  I  purpofely  omit,  becaufe  they  cannot  with  mo* 
defty  be  recited  ;  and  not  only  do  both  Sexes  pollute 
chemfelves,  but  each  one  the  other,  by  the  Hand,  pro¬ 
voke  to  Luft,  and  Lafcivioufly  fpill  that  Seed ,  which, 
fays  he,  the  Deity  hath  put  into  every  thing,  for  the 
Propagation  and  Confervation  of  its  Kind.  Which 
Pra&ice  alfo  Martial  himfelf,  in  his  9th  Epigram ,  42, 
writes  thus  againft. 

Ipfam  crede  tibi  Naturam ,  &c. 

Some  have  had  a  Bunning  or  involuntary  Emiflion  of 
the  Genital  Liquor  ,  which  we  call  a  fimple  or 
genuine  Biinning  ,  when  the  true  genuine  Seminal 
Matter  is  caft  forth  without  the  Erection  of  the 
Tardy  or  Venereal  Pleafure ;  the  Parts  aftefred  being 
the  Seminal  Vejfelss  and  is  attended  or  followed  by  a 
wearinefs  of  the  the  Limbs,  weaknefs,  inability  to 
move,  a  pale  Countenance,  hollow  Eyes,  Inappeten¬ 
cy,  trembling,  and  tendency  to  a  Confumption  ;  for  a 
Profluvium  SemintSy  or  too  frequent  Emiftions,  robs 
the  Body  of  its  balmy  moifture,  the  Seed  being  Bpbur 
iff  Bal/amum  Nature,  and  alters  and  changes  the  Ctajis 
of  the  Spermatick  Parcs,  making  them  become  Barren, 
as  Land  becomes  poor  by  being  over  Till’d, 

And  not  only  do  Men  fuffer  by  means  thereof, when 
they  were  young,  or  come  ro  the  years  of  Pubertyf  but 
the  fame  Weaknefs  I  have  obferv’d  in  fome,  to  have 
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been  brought  upon  them  by  too  frequent  Mafturbation 
or  tfelj  Pollution ,  ufed  in  their  Manhood,  caufing  not 
only  a  Lapfus  Semims ,  but  fuch  a  weaknefs,  as  that 
upon  the  very  touch  of  the  Labia  of  a  Woman,  or 
thoughts  of  enjoying  her,  the  Seed  is  emitted  without 
pleafuring  himfelf  or  her,  and  in  others  has  produc’d  a 
weaknefs  in  the  Penis,  and  lofs  of  Ere&ion,  as  if  they 
had  been  Gelt  or  Caftrated,  by  which,  as  Dr.  Baynard 
alfo  obferves,  many  a  young  Gentleman  has  been  for 
ever  utterly  undone  ;  and  which  ufed  when  young, 
fo  forces  and  weakens  the  tender  Veflels,  that  when 
they  come  to  Manhood,  renders  them  ( to  Women  ri¬ 
diculous,  becaufej  Imporent ;  a  Vice,  fays  he,  eon* 
demn’d  by  the  Heathen  Poets,  &c.  as  Martial  Epi¬ 
gram,  in  Pontificum ,  fays,  fuch,  fays  he,  in  his 

Hiftory  of  Cold-Bathing,  I  have  known  perfectly  Cu¬ 
red  and  made  Potent  ad— — &c.  when  all  other  Re¬ 
medies  have  fail’d)  nay,  and  after  fome  years  ftanding, 
when  the  cafe  has  been  old,  and  no  hopes  of  Cure 
ever  expected  ;  where  the  Cremaflers ,  the  Mufcles  of 
their  Tejiimonies ,  have  been  weak,  and  the  Clock- 
weights  of  their  Hearts  funk  and  hung  low,  &c.  their 
I  fay,  fays  he,  in  mere  than  twenty  fuch  Cafes,  the 
cold  Water  (together  with  a  very  little  other  help  ) 
has  wound  up  their  Watch,  and  let  their  Pendulum  in 
ftatu  quo,  &c.  one  Hiftory  whereof,  fays  he,  is  molt 
ijemarkable,  as  follows. 

A  certain  Gentleman,  well  known  about  Town,  for 
his  great  Strength  and  Courage,  (fin.ee  kill’d  in  a  Duel) 
who  was  not  ihy  of  his  unhappy  Difafter,  after  taking 
all  the  Clap-Courfes  over  and  over  to  no  purpofe,  other- 
wife  than  to  his  Deftrudfion,  need lefs  repeated  Bleed¬ 
ing  and  Purging ,  which  brought  him  down  almoft  to 
the  brink  of  the  Grave,  (ent  forme,  to  confute  me 
in  his  Cafe,  which  was  a  violent  Gleet  and  loft  Erefti- 
on,  of  four  years  (landing,  and  not  above  twenty  nine 
or  thirty  years  of  Age.  I  told  him,  fays  he,  I  would 
try  what  I  could  do  for  him  ;  in  order  whereunto,  I 
bid  him  go  into  the  Country,  out  of  the  fight  of  any 

Woman, 
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Woman,  and  find  out  fome  very  cold  Spring  or  RJver? 
where  he  fhould  firft  plunge  over-Head,  then  put  on 
his  Shirt,  Coat  and  Hat,  to  prevent  catching  Cold 
from  the  Wind  and  Air,  and  fit  up  to  the  Waift  for  an 
hour  at  lead,  Night  and  Morning,  and  for  a  Month 
drink  nothing  but  new  Milk  twice  aday,  fweetned 
with  Saccbar .  Bpfat.  at  Noon  eat  well-roafted  Mutton 
with  cold  Salets,  as  Cucumbers ,  Lettice ,  Purflane ,  8c c. 
and  drink  nothing  but  Spring-Water  with  a  little  Claret 
Wine ,  and  at  Night  to  wrap  up  his  Privy-Members 
in  a  little  Linnen  Cloth  wet  in  Acet.  Acerrim .  and  Vint 
Clareti,  and  fo  to  fleep.  Which  dire&ions  he  punctu¬ 
ally  obferv’d,  and  in  lefs  than  fourteen  Days  he  was 
as  well  as  ever  he  was  in  his  life;  but  I  doubr,  fays  he, 
he  return’d  to  his  old  Trade,  and  Womanifd  as  much 
as  ever. 

And  the  faid  Ingenious  Do&or,  fays  further  of  the 
benefit  by  Cold-Bathing  in  thofe  Cafes,  for  that  in  fe- 
veral  others  he  has  found  nothing  better  to  invigorate 
and  ftrengrhen  all  thofe  Parts,  nay,  even  when  the  Pa¬ 
tient  has  been  reduced  almoft  to  Difpair ,  and  fome  to 
DifiraEiion,  their  Heads  running  perpetually  on  the 
Ruin  of  themfelves  and  their  Pofteriry  by  means  ®f  that 
weaknefs. 

And  as  an  encouragement  to  the  pra&ice  of  Cold - 
Bathing,  (which  in  many  Patients  I  have  alfo  found  ex¬ 
cellent,  especially  in  fome  particular  Venereal  Cafes, 
and  Seminal  Weakneffes,  &c.)  he  gives  us  the  follow¬ 
ing  witty  Lines.

And  aft  with  Pleafure  where  her  Organ’s  bright  :

For  when  the  power  to  Acft  it  pa  ft  and  Dead, 

The  Ghoft  of  Luft  then  haunts  the  old  Mans  Head. 

Bat  yet  the  Cold  Bath  the  more  is  the  pity,  had  not 
that  good  effedt  upon  a  very  comely  Gentleman  that 
came  to  advife  with  me,  whofe  Cafe  was  loft  EreFtion3 
by  Maftur  hat  ion  in  his  Youth,  this  Gentleman  told 
me,  that  notwithftanding  his  Condition,  (thinking,  as 
he  (aid,  that  bedding  with  a  Woman  would  alter  the 
property)  he  Married,  and  was  Married  five  or  fix 
Years,  but  his  Lady  liv’d  and  dy’d  a  Maid,  for  that 
he  was  never  capable  of  converfing  with  her  ;  but  file 
being  a  very  modeft  Perfon,  behav’d  her  fe If  with 
great  complacency  and  difcrerion,  without  upbraiding 
him,  &c.  which  he  fpoke  much  to  her  Honour,  but 
yet  not  without  a  great  concern  for  his  own  Misfor¬ 
tunes  and  Inability  ;  he  came  to  advife  with  me  in  or¬ 
der  to  be  Cured  if  he  could,  to  Marry  again,  had 
try’d  Cold  Bathing ,  and  all  proper  Methods,  but  inef¬ 
fectually,  his  Cafe  being  as  I  told  him,  and  moft  cer¬ 
tainly  fo,  Incurable, 

And  as  too  much  Friftion  produces  weaknefles,  fo 
does  too  much  Venery ,  both  immoderately  occafioning 
a  Dorfal  Tabes  or  Conlumption  of  the  Back,  by  the 
too  frequent  and  too  plentiful  profufion  of  Seed,  which 
hurts  the  Spinal  Marrow  contain’d  in  the  Vertebra  of 
the  Back,  and  from  the  bad  affeftion  of  that,  the  Body 
in  time  pines  away. 

Dodonaus  tells  us,  He  knew  a  Gentleman  eighteen 
years  old,  afflicfted  after  that  manner,  who,  notwith¬ 
ftanding  all  that  could  be  done  to  reftore  him,  dy’d  of 
the  Difeafe. 

Bpndeletius  writes.  That  he  faw  a  Nobleman  that 
was  much  troubled  with  a  Gonorrhea ,  by  too  frequent 
Copulation ,  which  at  length  fo  dilated  the  Spermatic !{ 
Paftages,  diftended  and  irritated  the  Seed,  fo  as  frequent¬ 
ly  to  dart  it  out  by  Night,  after  which  ejaculation 
he  was  fo  feeble,  that  he  could  not  keep  himfelf  upright, 
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or  walk,  but  was  forc’d  to  lie  a  bed,  or  fit  with  his 
Legs  elevated. 

And  de  Cafiro  relates  that  he  knew  a  young  Peer,  and 
Cur’d  him,  who  in  his  Youth  about  the  14th  Year, 
unwary  and  deceiv’d  by  others,  ufed  daily  A iaftwba- 
tion ,  as  he  told  him  lamenting  and  forry,  and  thereby 
bad  contracted  fo  great  a  weaknefs  of  his  Seminal  Vef- 
fels  and  Teflicles ,  that  altho’  he  lived  afterwards  conti¬ 
nently,  yet  he  was  troubled  with  a  Gonorrhea ;  his 
Stones  by  reafon  of  the  relaxation  of  the  VefTels  hang¬ 
ing  down  beyond  meafure,  and  his  Penis  in  the  midft 
twifted  towards  the  upper  part  ;  and  whereas  he  was 
before  of  a  lively  colour  and  ftrong,  afterwards  he 
grew  pale,  lean,  weak,  &c. 

The  feat  of  a  Gonorrhea  in  Women,  is  at  firft  in  the 
Neck  of  the  Womb ;  if  it  continues  long,  and  is  not 
Cured,  it  creeps  farther,  and  infe&s  even  the  Womb 
itfelf,  and  by  a  longer  continuance  goes  farther,  and 
affedtseven  the  Seed-Veffels  alfo,  and  withal  contami¬ 
nates  the  Seed  itfelf ;  and  in  length  of  time,  (not  being 
Cur’d)  it  brings  the  Patient  into  a  Jingring  Confump- 
tion,  which  will  prove  mortal  in  the  end:  It  is  known 
by  the  Matter  running  forth,  which  is  many  times  of 
various  Colours,  as  yellow,  green,  blueifh,  &c.  and  is 
of  an  ill  or  {linking  Scent :  And  oftentimes  in  fome  Wo¬ 
men,  tho’  they  get  Cur’d,  it  plunges  them  into  a  Flux  of 
the  Whites  :  which  Weaknefs,  or  Running,  diftempers 
the  Womb,  and  renders  the  Woman  unfruitful;  and 
we  obferve  many  Women  that  have  been  exercis’d 
with  a  Running  of  the  Reins  for  a  continuance,  who 
after  being  Cur’d,  have  been  for  ever  render’d  fteril ; 
others  plung’d  into  Confumptions,  which  are  called 
Confumptions  of  the  Back,  efpecially  if  they  are  un¬ 
timely  ftopr,  as  Galen  mentions  the  Wife  of  Boethius  a 
Nobleman  of  Rowe,  who  upon  the  unskilful  hopping 
her  Writes,  which  had  flow’d  in  a  great  quantity, 
and  for  a  long  time,  fell  into  a  Confumptive  Dropfie. 
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And  it  it  truly,  and  too  often  obferv’d,  that  thofe 
Gonorrheas  and  Whites,  which  are  Venereal ,  and  of  ah 
ill  Nature,  and  the  habit  of  the  Body  but  indifferent, 
do  frequently  terminate  in  a  Confumption,  uolefs  they 
are  timely  and  perfectly  Cur’d,  and  that  efpecially 
when  the  Impurity  proceeding  from  that  Venom  has 
once  infe&ed  the  Humours:  For  in  a  Gonorrhea  and 
the  Whites ,  fometimes  the  Flux  is  fo  extraordinary* 
and  continues  fo  long,  that  the  Mafs  of  Blood  is  there¬ 
by  plainly  difpirited,  and  rendred  unfit  for  Nouriflr 
ment,  by  which  means  it  is  loaded  with  Heterogene¬ 
ous  and  difagreeable  Particles,  grows  hot,  and  at 
length  a  HeSlick.  Difpofition  is  by  degrees  brought  on 
upon  the  Solid  Parts,  and  the  whole  habit  of  the  Bo¬ 
dy,  more  efpecially  if  we  confider,  that  what  is  call’d 
the  Whites  in  Women,  is  an  over-flowing  of  the  Li¬ 
quors  proceeding  from  the  relaxation  of  the  Glandules 
and  Excretory  Pipes,  which  may  be  occafion’d  bv  feve- 
ral  Caufes. 

But  left  the  virulent  Matter,  after  having  corrupted 
theLiquor  in  thz  Glandules  of  \hzWombfi\o\Ad  ulcerate 
’em,  and  by  degrees  caufe  worfe  accidents,  which  I 
have  more  than  once  or  twice  obferv’d.  I  do  hereby 
advife  thofe  of  the  Fair  Sex  who  find  themfelves  any 
way  incommoded  in  that  kind,  whether  from  their 
own  facility  of  proftiruting  themfelves,  or  from  their 
Husband’s  A<51,  as  it  happens  but  too  often,  not  to 
negled:  the  Cure  of  ir,  and  that  not  only  for  the  fake 
of  efcaping  fo  fad  and  troublefome  an  accident,  but 
alfo  to  avoid  the  great  Cofts  and  many  Medicines  that 
upon  neglctfb  they  muft  unavoidably  be  at  and  have 
adminiftred  to’etn,  which  is  none  of  the  leaft,  be- 
fides  the  hazards  and  dangers  that  are  attending.' 

As  there  are  fome  Gleets  that  are  occafion’d  by  a 
malignant^  or  unchafte  Converfation,  and  alfo  by  a  too 
frequent  reiteration  of  the  Venereal  Acft  in  found  Per- 
fons,  fo  likewife  by  Wrenches,  Strains,  c §c»  or  by  ex- 
ceiTive  Evacuations  of  Seed ,  (which  is  the  Elixir  Homi¬ 
ng )  or  the  weaknefs  of  the  Perforce,  as  before  noted. 

Alfo 
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Alfo  an  Evacuation  of  Seed  called  StillicidiumSemims 
which  is  taken  for  a  Gleet ,  happens  at  times  involun¬ 
tarily,  in  Perfons  troubled  with  the  Falling  Sicl;nefs, 
as  in  another  place  have  hinted  ;  but  then  nei¬ 
ther  of  thefe  are  ever  attended  with  rhat  virulency,  as 
when  from  Venereal  Catifes,  neither  are  the  Confequen- 
ces  thereof  fo  dangerous,  or  Cure  fo  difficult. 

I  have,  in  its  place  oblerv’d  what  are  the  Symptoms 
of  a  Gonorrhea*  and  how  that  if  a  found  Man  lies  with 
an  unclean  Woman,  that  Member  with  which  he  firft 
touch’d  her  Privy  Parts,  mud  of  neceffity  be  firft  infed:- 
ed  ;  for  the  Humour  thaj;  was  in  her  Paffage,  and  af¬ 
terwards  in  her  Matrix,  is  compos’d  of  many  pene¬ 
trating,  Acid  and  Salt  Particles,  as  fufficientiy  appears, 
and  burfts  out  in  a  Gonorrhea  in  Men,  (efpeciaily  in 
foft  moift  Bodies,)  either  on  the  fourth  or  ninth  Day 
after  Coition y  and  in  morerobuft  Natures  on  the  twen¬ 
ty  firft  Day :  Now  upon  fome  particular  methods  of 
Cure,  which  Venereal  Patients  go  through,  it  too  fre¬ 
quently  happens  that  a  continu’d  Gleet  fucceeds ;  as 
oftentimes  upon  too  frequent  and  violent  Purgings, 
which  weakens  the  Projlaces ,  as  obferv’d  before  5  3c 
other  times  by  a  fmall  quantity  of  the  Venereal  ferment, 
being,  as  it  were,  precipitated  into  fornC  part  of  the 
Body,  which  fhall  be  more  di  fpos’d  to  receive  it  than 
other  Parcs  are;  and  chat  Ferment  lofmg  its  motion  in 
thofe  Parts,  grow,  for  a  while,  fix’d  and  dormant,  ha¬ 
ving  but  little  Adtion,  bccaufe  of  its  fmall  quantity* 
whence  it  comes  to  pafs  that  it  can  remain  conceai  d 
for  a  long  fpace,  as  for  ten,  twenty,  nay  thirty  years, 
without  any  fenfible  mark  of  its  Prefence,  till  at  length 
it  fhall  happen,  that  by  its  being  incited  by  fome  par¬ 
ticular  Caufe,  01  exalted  by  a  forreign  or  natural  Heat, 
is  put  into  motion,  and  either  difeharges  itfelf  by  way 
of  Gleet,  or  elfe  irifeds  the  Mafs  of  Biood ;  lo  that  the 
Patient,  (it  being  fo  long  afterwards)  will  hardly  be 
perfuaded  it  could  proceed  from  the  Original  Venereal 
Taint,  but  rather  is  inclin’d  to  believe  it  to  be  fome 
quite  different  Indifpoiition.

But  its  lying  conceal’d,  efpecially  for  fo  long  a  rime, 
may  be  a  (tumbling  block  to  many,  and  indeed  fome 
that  I  have  known  have  look’d  upon  it  all  Chimera  ; 
for  that  none,  fay  they,  can  be  deceiv’d  in  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  fo  important  a  Malady,  but  muft  find  it  out 
by  fome  means  or  other  ;  I  allow  there  are  ways  to 
difcover  it,  as  before  taken  notice  of;  and  to  (hew  its 
pofiibility  of  lying  long  conceal’d.  I’ll  relate  only  the 
following  Story  which  I  have  read  in  a  French  Author, 
vi%.  Monfieur  Charles-Denys  de  Launay ,  and  leave  the 
Reader  to  judge  of  the  matter  as  he  pleafes. 

A  certain  Gentleman,  a  Field-Officer,  applies  him- 
felf  to  the  famous  Surgeon  Monfieur  Hainfellin  (who 
may  be  faid  to  be  conlummate  in  the  knowledge  and 
practice  of  Venereal  Maladies ,  as  well  as  in  the  other 
parts  of  his  Profeflion)  for  the  Cure  of  a  Venereal  In- 
difpofition  of  many  years  (landing,  who  after  examin¬ 
ing  into  his  condition,  affur’d  him  ’twas  not  the  Pox  ; 
but  the  Patient  not  being  fatisfy’d  with  his  Opinion, 
was  recommended  to  this  Author  Mr.  de  Launay,  who 
alfo  was  of  the  fame  Opinion,  but  for  further  afliirance 
rakes  him  to  two  other  Surgeons,  Monfieur  Tr/- 
boleau  and  Bcjjiere ,  both  of  them  allow’d  to  excel  all 
Men  in  Paris  for  their  compleat  Knowledge  and  Pra¬ 
ctice  in  all  Chirurgical  Functions,  who  upon  enqui¬ 
ring  into  his  Condition,  likewife  a(Tur’d  him  ’twas  not 
the  Pox ,  but  allow’d  the  Symptoms  to  come  very 
near  that  Diilemper.  However  this  did  not  hinder  the 
Gentleman  from  having  further  advice,  for  unknown 
to  all  thofe  four  famous  Surgeons, he  apply *d  himfelf  to 
another  molt  able  Man,  and  of  great  vogue  in  Paris , 
who  tho  telling  him  as  the  others  did,  yet  put  himfelf 
under  his  Care,  giving  him  50  Piftoles  to  Cure  him, 
which  he  endeavour’d,  but  in  vain,  fo  that  perceiving 
his  Error,  he  was  oblig’d  to  take  another  Courfe,  even 
as  for  a  Venereal  Malady ,  which  foon  had  that  happy 
effecfb,  as  by  what  appear’d  thereupon,  did  both  con¬ 
vince  the  Surgeon  and  Patient,  and  all  the  others  that 
were  before  of  another  Opinion,  that  his  Diftemper  was 
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the  Pox,  and  that  for  many  years  it  had  hid  it  felf,  and 
made  its  appearance  but  faintly,  even  as  fome  other 
Didemper. 

This  I  take  notice  of  to  dew,  how  that  a  Patient 
for  feveral  years,  after  he  has  fas  he  thinks)  been  per¬ 
fectly  Cur’d  of  his  Gonohhaa,  may,  notwithstanding 
fo  long  fpace  of  time,  be  follow’d  with  a  Venereal 
'Gleet,  or  be  much  worfe  Infected  ;  tho’  it  is  not  ordi¬ 
narily  fo,  for  generally  upon  bad  management,  and  an 
ill  Cure,  a  Gleet  continues,  tho’  it  may  be  but  to  the 
quantity  of  a  drop  at  a  time,  and  fometimes  that  ap¬ 
pears  not,  but  upon  fqueezing  the  Yard ;  in  fome  it 
follows  not  till  a  Week,  two,  or  three,  fometimes  as 
many  Months  after  Cure,  and  that  upon  a  debauch  of 
Drinking,  ufing  hard  Exercife,  br  too  frequent  Coition * 
or  the  like  ;  it  too  often  being  obferv’d,  it  is  harder  to 
confummate  the  Cure,  than  to  remove  the  feverity  of 
the  Symptoms  ;  in  others  its  obferv’d  at  no  time  but  up¬ 
on  draining  at  Stool,  or  prefently  after  making  Water; 
but  whether  it  follows  more  or  lefs,  either  prefently 
or  for  a  longer  or  fhorter  time  after  Cure  ,  the 
Confequence  thereof  may  be  bad,  if  not  fpeedily  re¬ 
medied;  Dr  .Alexander  pead  telling  us  alfo,  that  there 
is  danger  in  the  lead  Gleet ,  for  it  more  and  more  weak¬ 
ens  the  Veflels,  and  hurts  their  Addon,  efpecially  if 
hard  Drinking  or  frequent  Coition  be  us’d*  which  the 
more  renders  a  Man  Old  as  to  the  Venereal  Plea fure* 
before  his  time ;  infomuch,  as  jhat  in  fome,  the  Urine 
and  Semen  have  been  difcharged  involuntarily,  inton- 
tinentia  Vrinx  &  involuntaria  Seminis  effufio,  by  means 
of  which,  fome  have  been  drain’d  into  Confumptions, 
others  ajflided  With  fuch  Weaknefs  in  the  Back,  as 
not  able  to  Ride  or  Waik  ;  and  fome  fo  bad,  as  not 
in  a  Condition  to  doop  and  rife  up,  without  intolera¬ 
ble  Pain  in  their  Loins,  as  was  the  Cafe  of  a  Gentle¬ 
man  that  [lately  had  in  Cure* 
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And  indeed,  as  the  old  Diftich  in  the  Ingenious 
Dr.  Baynard' s  Hiftory  of  Cold  Bathing,  is  excellent, 
vi%. 

Balnea ,  Vina,  Venus,  corrumpunt  cor  for  a  no  fra, 
Bfjlitmmt  eadem ,  Balnea ,  Vina ,  Venus • 

Baths ,  Wine  and  Wives,  deftroy,  if  took  too  much  $ 
But  healthful  all,  when  now  and  then  a  touch. 

So  leaving  ou t  Baths  and  Wine ,  it  may  as  truly  be 
faid. 

Women  too  often  usd ,  enervates  much , 

Yet  healthful ,  if  hut  novo  and  then  a  touch. 

Bacchus  fakes  Thirfi ,  Venus  doth  Children  breed  ; 

'To  pafs  their  hounds  is  hurtful ,  take  good  heed. 

And  then  on  the  other  Hand,  as  Plutarch  fays, 

They  err ,  who  Venus,  do  too  much  forbear. 

As  they  who  in  her  Rites,  too  frequent  are .

I  alfo  knew  a  Man  who  had  the  Running  of  the 
Beins  by  a  Strain,  and  he  well  knowing  that  it  could 
not  be  Venereal ,  declin’d  feekingfor  help,  left  it  Ihould 
be  fufpedted  what  it  was  nor,  and  therefore  by  the 
advice  of  a  Midwife*  or  fome  fuch  Perfon,  did  fre¬ 
quently  take  Purges,  which  weakned  him  to  that  de¬ 
gree,  as  that  he  was  hardly  able  to  Walk,  complaining 
the  Small  of  his  Back  was  empty  and  open,  the  Run¬ 
ning  following  him  continually,  tho’  not  lo  much  as  at 
firft  ;  he  at  laft  fubjeefted  himfelf  to  my  Gare,  I  treat¬ 
ed  him  as  ufual  in  fuch  Cafes,  whereby  he  was  foon 
retriev’d. 

Women,  as  well  as  Men,  upon  an  unskilful  Cure 
of  a  Gonorrhea,  are  alfo  attended  with  Gleets ,  and  are 
frequently  molefted  with  a  thin  copious  Matter, 
which  generally  produces  great  Weaknefles,  and  fome- 

times 
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times  exceflive  Pain  in  the  Small  of  their  Backs,  and 
Itchings  in  the  Privy  Parts,  being  likewife  much  de¬ 
bilitated  in  all  their  Joints,  their  Looks  alfo  faint,  pale 
and  livid,  efpecially  about  their  Eyes,  all  which  Sym¬ 
ptoms  are  ocafion’d  by  a  great  lofs  of  the  Mucus  of 
the  Glandules ,  (which  naturally  in  Women  is  much 
thinner  than  in  Men)  that  are  fituated  about  the  Collum 
Matricis,or  Neck  of  the  Womb,  through  a  relaxation  or 
widening  of  their  MeatthS ,  or  little  Fiftula’s  in  them, 
and  oftentimes  caufe  Sterility  or  Barrennefs  in  Inch 
Women  ;  the  like  Gleets  doth  alfo  attend  fome  Wo¬ 
men,  occafion’d  by  a  defluxion  of  fharp,  falin  and  cor¬ 
roding  Humours  upon  the  aforefaid  Glandules  :  Some 
Phyficians  have  imputed  thofe  fort  of  Gleets  to  a  Stilli- 
ation  of  the  Nervous  Juice;  which  if  were  fo,  an  in¬ 
curable  Confumption  and  withering  of  the  whole  Bo¬ 
dy,  and  a  ficcity  of  the  Nerves  muft  neceflarily  in  a 
very  fliort  time  enfue. 

The  Symptoms  which  prefage  fuch  Confumptions 
as  thefe,  are  (in  Men  afle&ed  with  a  plentiful  gin¬ 
ning  of  the  eins )  Hypochondriacal  Oppreflions,  Me- 
lancholly,  and  too  much  Thoughtfulnefs,  with  lofs  of 
Appetite,  decay  of  Strength,  but  in  Women  that 
have  been  long  afflicted  with  the  Whites,  flowing  in  a 
great  quantity,  are  a  fofr  and  bloted  habit  of  Body, 
a  fwarthy  and  pale  Countenance,  with  Hyfterical  Fits, 
a  remarkable  laflitude  and  wearinefs  of  the  Body,  fwel* 
lings  in  the  Legs,  and  decay  of  Strength,  all  which 
Symptoms  proceed  from  the  fame  Caufe,  to  wit,  from 
the  poor  difpirited  Nature  of  the  Blood,  caufed  by  a 
want  of  new  Chyle >  whereby  not  only  the  Spirits  are 
weakned  and  opprefs’d,  but  alfo  the  habit  of  the  Body 
is  rendred  Oedematous  from  the  waterifh  Difpofltion  of 
the  Blood,  as  it  is  full  of  old  and  difpirited  Chyle, 

And  not  only  does  the  Symptoms  ftop  here,  but  in 
progrefs  of  time,  that  is,  when  the  Diftemper  comes 
to  be  confirm’d,  encreafe,  and  are  follow’d  alfo  by 
fome  others,  as  aThirft,a  Hettical  Difpofltion,  Atrophy . 
and  wafting  of  the  Flefh,  till  at  length  the  Body  is 
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plainly  brought  into  the  higbeft  degree  of  a  Confumption> 
2nd  that  very  often  without  any  Cough,  or  any  other 
remarkable  fignofa  Confumption  of  the  Lungs. 

But  this  Diftemper  is  eafily  Cur’d,  if  the  antecedent 
Caufe  of  it  can  be  removed,  that  is,  if  the  Gonorrhce# 
or  Whites  can  be  Cur’d  ;  if  nor,  and  the  Diftemper 
comes  once  to  be  confirm’d,  it  will  too  truly  be  found 
to  be  Incurable.  But  if  by  proper  means,  and  a  con¬ 
venient  method,  the  Gonorrhea  or  Whites  can  be  time¬ 
ly  remov’d,  there  is  no  fear  but  the  Patient  may  be  pre- 
ferv’d  from  the  Confumption  threatned  ;  for  if  the  efflux 
of  the  Nutritious  Juice  be  by  Art  prevented,  Medicines 
that  are  Balfamick,  and  ^eftorative^  may  be  exhibited 
to  replenilh  the  difpirired  and  impoverifh’d  Blood,  with 
new  oily*  and  benign  Chyle :  To  help  forward  which  g 
fuch  Food  as  is  delicious,  and  affords  a  good  Juice, 
and  is  mod  grateful  to  the  Patient’s  Palate  and  Sto¬ 
mach?  muff  be  often  in  a  day  given,  tho’  in  a  little 
quantity  at  a  time ;  and  that  the  Patient’s  Appe¬ 
tite  may  be  the  more  excited,  chearfulnefs  ought  to  he 
advifed,  nothing  being  found  more  deftrutftive  to  the 
Appetite, and  more  confirms  a  Cpnfiimption9ihan  Sadnefs 
and  Grief :  The  Patient  muft  alfo  have  the  benefit  of 
an  open  and  benign  Air,  which  is  vaftly  advantageous 
$o  the  Nerves,  and  confequently  to  rhe  Appetite  and 
Stomach  :  Under  luch  a  circumftance  alfo,  the  Pa- 
dent  muff  ufe  Exercife  every  day,  and  rubbing  of  the 
Body  to  procure  gentle  Sweats,  if  the  ffrength  will 
bear  ir,  by  which  means  the  load  of  old  difpirited 
Chyle  >  with  which  the  Blood*  Veffels  and  habit  of  th^ 
Body  are  ffuffr,  may  be  Sweated  out,  to  make  more 
room  for  new  and  ufefui  Chyle ,  and  confequently  for 
i:he  improvement  of  the  Appetite  :  But  the  liberal  ufc 
of  Wine  and  Spirituous.  Liquor s3  muff  by  all  means  be 
for  born,  they  putting  the  Blood,  already  too  hot,  into 
a  greater  disorder  and  flame;  And  one  thing  more  in 
fuch  Cafes  is  to  be  obferv’d,  and  that  is,  that  no  Purges 
pe  preferib  d,  or  any  Medicines  wharfoever?  to  procure 
aav  ccm&ierabje  'Evacuation^  which  all  create  further 
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Expences  to  Nature,  too  weak  already  by  the  Difeafe. 
Alio  if  a  HeHical  Heat,  as  oftentimes  there  is,  be  in 
the  leaft  degree,  but  kindled  in  the  Solid  Parts,  the 
utmoft  Care  muft  be  taken  forthwith  to  extinguilh  it, 
and  is  beft  done  by  djfes  Milk,  a  Milk  Diet)  and  the 
ufe  of  Cbalybeat  Waters, 

I  knew  a  very  fine  Lady  that  had  fuch  a  fort  of  Gleet 
or  limning,  attended  with  a  Leprous  Humour  upon  her 
Arms,  from  a  Venereal  Caufe,  (tho’  (he  wou’d  not  own 
it,)  which  was  very  troublefome  :  She  was  allur’d  by 
her  Phyficians,  (which  were  none  of  the  leaft  Eminence 
in  this  City)  that  the  Gleet  was  from  an  Vlcer  in  her 
Kidneys ;  for  which,  or  for  the  Leprous  Humour,  or 
both,  one  of  her  Phyficians,  after  che  other  was  dif- 
mifs’d,  perfwaded  her  into  a  Salivation ,  but  with  fo 
little  fuccefs,  that  after  the  expence  of  about  feventy 
or  eighty  Pounds,  the  poor  Lady  died  Tabid,  and 
that  in  a  moft  miferable  Condition,  full  of  Invetftives 
againft  her  Phyfician. 

I  attended  this  unhappy  Lady  all  the  time  of  her  II- 
nefs,  and  made  up  the  Phyfician’s  Prefcriptions  with 
my  own  hands,  and  have  now  their  Bills  by  me,  ('for 
which  Medicines,  and  my  Attendance,  I  was  paid  35  /. 
(he  being  in  hand  from  July  to  January  following)  and 
would  fain  have  prevail’d  with  the  Dotftor,  when  l 
faw  the  Salivation  would  not  come  on  regular,  ( fhe 
being  of  a  thin,  fpare  habit  of  Body)  to  knock  off, 
and  put  her  into  a  reftorative  Diet,  but  the  Le¬ 
prous  Humour,  and  her  Running  continuing,  ’twas  ne- 
ceftary,  as  he  urg’d,  to  go  on,  and  fo  did,  till  no  Re¬ 
medies  could  avail,  at  which,  the  other  Phyfician  th^t 
was  difmifs’d,  when  he  heard  of  it,  wondred,  pre- 
faging  the  ill  Eftetfts  of  that  Method.  Now,  if  this 
poor  Lady  had  been  taken  out  of  her  Salivation  in 
time,  and  before  (lie  grew  Heftick)  See.  nay,  after  the 
He  cl  ic  a  l  Difpofition  had  feiz’d  her,  (he  mighc  very  pro¬ 
bably,  by  proper  Reftoratives,  (  as  has  been  hinted 
where  we  have  before  fpoke  of  Salivation  )  have  been 
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retriev’d  ;  for  I  have  always  in  my  Pra&ice  cbferv’d, 
that  were  frequent  and  long  Purgings,  and  Salivations  s 
have  brought  on  HcBical  Difpolitions,  ’tis  time  to  leave 
off,  and  exhibit  Medicines  to  fupply  the  expence  of 
the  Nutritious  Juice  by  that  means  carried  off;  and 
that  to  be  done  by  fuch  convenient  Balfamickand  other 
Medicines,  as  the  Cafe  indicates,  to  replenifh  Nature, 
reftore,  b'c.  % 

1  have  read  in  a  late  Author,  that  to  prevent  or  re¬ 
move  He&ic/tSj  brought  on  by  Salivations ,  or  Purging 
Medicines,  in  Venereal  Cafes,  the  beft  Remedy,  in  his 
opinion,  (  he  having  given  it,  he  fays,  with  good  fuc- 
cefs  )  is  the  following  Elec\uary%  which  any  one  may 
pleaie  to  make  trial  of,  and  perhaps  it  may  do  fome- 
thing,  but  I  believe  there  are  better  Medicines.  ’Tis 
this.

But  by  the  way,  I  would  have  it  underftood,  that 
in  fome  Patients  at  leaft,  after  they  are  Cur’d  of  a  Go* 
71  orrbcea,  or  virulent  Fluor ,  there  commonly  remains  a 
Gleet ‘or  Lacbryma  of  thin,  transparent,  and  fowewhat 
oleaginous  Moifture  ;  which  in  many,  in  ten  or  four¬ 
teen  days,  ceafes  of  it  felf ;  in  others  it  remains  much 
longer ;  in  fome  the  Moiffure  appears  thicker,  in  others 
finer,  in  feme  ropy,  in  others  not. 

:  Some  GUets  remaining  after  the  Cure  of  a  Gonorrhoea 
are  tindurd  with  yellow,  and  ftains  Linnen,  whereof 
fome  do  partake  of  Malignity,  tho’  they  may  think 
nor,  and  others  are  free  from  any  Malignity,  and  yet 
fcarcc  any  difcernable  difference  ;  but  thefe  forts  of 
yellow  Flmrs  muff  be  liricUy  enquired  into,  and 
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adUy  diftinguiflfd,  left  both  the  Phyfician  and  Patient 
find  themfelves  deceiv’d. 

I  fliall  now  more  plainly,  but  briefly,  obferve  what 
Gleets  are,  i.e*  whac  it  is  that  Gleets ,  from  what  Parts 
deriv’d,  from  what  Caufes  occafion’d,  and  wherein  in¬ 
curable,  the  Ignorance  of  many  Phyficians  and  Sur¬ 
geons  (as  an  ingenious  Author  oblerves )  being  fuch 
( tho’  never  fo  great  Pretenders  to  Anatomy  )  that  it 
may  not  be  amifs  to  inform  them,  whereby  they  may 
the  better  be  able  to  afiift  their  Patients ;  and  alfo 
Patients  into  whofe  hands  this  Book  may  fall,  may 
by  perufing  it,  be  made  capable  of  judging  of  the 
Skill  of  the  Pradticer  that  undertakes  them. 

The  Gleet  then  is  an  oleaginous,  fmooth,  transpa¬ 
rent  and  glutinous  Mucus,  engendred  in  the  ProJlatcsy 
and  other  fmall  Glandules  that  are  immerft  all  about 
the  Vrethra ,  and  throughout  the  Yard y  the  whole  Bo¬ 
dy  of  the  Yard  being  Spungy,  you  may,  upon  Difle- 
dHon*  obferve,  and  by  your  Touch  perceive,  this  ole¬ 
aginous  Mucus  perfufed  ;  and  the  ute  thereof  is  fo  ne- 
ceflary,  that  without  a  fufticient  proportion  of  it,  it  is 
not  poifible  the  Yard  (hould  be  Eredfed,  or  at  lealUvife 
not  long  continue  its  Eredtion  ;  for  the  Spirits  throng¬ 
ing  into  that  part,  in  fo  great  a  confluence,  as  there 
does  upon  a  voluptuous  Eredtion,  would  in  a  manner 
take  fire,  inflame,  dry  up,  and  wither  the  whole  Sub- 
ftance  of  the  Yard ,  were  it  not  contemperated  by  the 
aforefaid  Mucusy  which  at  the  fame  time  moiftens  and 
defends  it  (being  otherwife  naturally  dry)  by  the  ole¬ 
aginous  Lentour  ;  for  were  it  of  an  Aqueous  or  Salin 
Nature  only,  it  would  foon  be  dried  up  ;  and  this 
undtious  Mucus  is  tranfmitted  into  the  Vrethra ,  through 
Meatus's  proceeding  from  the  Profiates  and  other  leffer 
Glandules  about  the  Urinary  Paflage,  wherewith  that 
Palfage  is  inundted,  and  made  fmooth  and  glib,  not 
only  to  defend  it  from  the  Acrimony  of  the  Urine, 
but  alfo  to  facilitate  the  Transflux  thereof, 
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Confequently  this  Mucus, as  has  been  obferv’d,  being 
engendred  in  too  fmali  a  quantity,  or  being  too  crude, 
aqueous  and  thin>doth  occaflon  fharpnefs  of  Urine;  as  in 
old  Men  and  others,  whole  Proftates  and  the  other 
Glandules ,  being  fiirivefd  and  grown  dry,  do  not  emit 
a  luificient  proportion  of  un&ious  Mucus  to  the  lining 
of  the  Vrethra  ;  the  like  happens  in  Gonorrheas,  where 
the  faid  Glandules  receiving  a  malign  Impreflion  and 
Inflammation  from  the  virulent  Steems,  do  either  trans¬ 
mit  but  little  or  no  Mucus,  or  at  leaft  what  is  very 
Crude,  Thin,  and  Acrimoniijs,  whence  the  Urine,  as 
it  pafles,  muft  neceflarily  occaflon  Hear?  fmarting  and 
pricking  Pains,  like  Pins  and  Needles,  thro*  the  Pun- 
gitive  Figure  of  the  Salts,  wherewith  the  Urine  is  more 
than  ordinarily  loaded  ;  thro*  this  alteration  of  the 
Mucus  it  is  that  Dyfuries  or  Stranguries  enfue,  and  that 
efpecially,  (  the  Glandules  being  of  a  moft  tender  and 
weak  Nature  )  upon  receiving  Injuries  from  Riding, 
Drinking,  excefs  o fVenery,  and  other  Occafions;  alfo 
from  cold  windy  Drinks,  &c.-  Bat  it  is  not  to  be 
underflood  that  it  is  always  the  foie  occafion,  for  the 
like  may  happen  from  an  Urine  highly  Bilious  and  Sa- 
lin,  or  from  a  purulent  Inflammation  of  the  Kidneys 
or  Bladder,  as  alfo  by  confent  of  Parts,  from  dry  and 
wet  Pile?,  Inflammations  of  the  Vterus  or  Womb  in 
Women,  and  the  like. 

Many  Phyficians,  with  the  Vulgar,  have  (  tho*  er- 
roneoufly)  judg’d,  that  the  Cryftalline  oleaginous  Mo> 
fture  we  fpeak  of.  which  upon  luftful  Ere&ions,  ouzes 
out  of  the  Termination  of  the  Urethra  or  Paflage  of 
the  Tard,  is  Semen  or  a  Seminal  Matter ;  which  can  be 
no  fuch  thing,  it  being  apparent  enough,  that  it  is 
only  the  over- flowing  of  the  Proflutes ,  and  other  little 
Glandules ,  through  the  rarefa&ion  and  huffing  up  of 
their  Mucus ,  which  requiring  greater  fpace,  is  forced 
abundantly  into  the  Vrethra .  The  like  miftake  do 
thefe  Phyficians  and  others  make  concerning  the  Fluor , 
or  ferous  petuitous  Matter  in  Women,  that  what  they 
emit  of  it,  from  about  the  Clitoris  in  Coition,  is  true 
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Seed,  conduced  thither  by  the  Seminal  DuHs  ;  but  it 
otherwife  appears,  for  That  Humour  which  Women 
emit  in  Coition ,  or  by  Friction ,  doth  iflue  out  of  the 
Lacumj,  or  little  Pores  or  Patfages  in  the  Vagina  of  the 
Womb  and  Urinary  Paflages,  as  alfo  from  the  Meatus's 
in  the  Neck  of  the  Womb,  ordain’d  by  Nature  for  that 
purpofe,  and  ferves  only  for  the  lubricating,  or  mak¬ 
ing  flippery  the  Vagina  in  Coition,  it  being  alfo  of  an 
oleaginous  Nature,  and  flows  out  in  a  great  quantity 
in  the  Ad:,  to  caufe  the  greater  Eafe  and  Pleafure 
therein  ;  for  without  it,  the  violent  Agitation  and 
Fridion  neceflarily  ufed  in  Copulation,  would  ftir  up 
Hear*  Pain,  and  Inflammation  in  thofe  tender  nervous 
Parts,  and  obftrud  rather  than  promote  the  Pleafure 
thereof  $  but  of  this  more  another  time. 

From  what  has  been  faid  therefore,  it  is  evident, 
that  a  Gleet ,  which  ufually  appears  after  the  Cure  of  a 
Gonorrhea,  is  only  the  ouzing  out  of  the  Mucus  of  the 
Proflatcs  and  other  little  Glandules ,  which  are  debili¬ 
tated  and  relax’d,  or  their  Meatus's  into  the  Vrethra , 
too  much  widened,  appearing  of  a  tranfparent  Colour, 
and  flimy,  juft  like  the  White  of  a  raw  Egg  but 
oftentimes  it  happens,  that  there  remains  little  fordid 
Vlcers  about  thofe  Meatus’s ,  whence,  together  with 
the  Gleet ,  a  little  Pus  or  Matter  is  duly  fqueez’d  out  ; 
which  being  dried  upon  a  Linnen  Cloth,  the  middle  of 
it  (  which  is  the  Mucus)  ftiews  thin,  waterifli,  and  of 
a  livid  Colour.  ’Tis  oblerv’d,  that  thefe  Ulcers,  if 
very  fordid,  and  their  Pus  very  tenacious,  thick  and 
glutinous,  flicking  to  their  Sides  like  Bird-lime,  are 
caufes  of  very  obftinate  Gleets ,  which  may  poflibly  in 
fome  continue  half  a  year,  in  others  a  whole  year,  and 
again  in  fome  others  much  longer. 

I  have  obferv’d  the  Cure  of  even  thofe  tranfparent 
Gleets,  to  be  in  fome  Perfons  very  difficult,  and  not 
only  thofe  brought  on  by  a  preceding  virulent  Gonor¬ 
rhea  ill  Cur’d,  as  aforefaid,  but  alfo  fuch  call’d  Go - 
norrhcea  S implex ,  and  that  in  both,  Cold  Bathing ,  to 
J)e  of  admirable  advantage,  I  may  fay  ( in  fome  at 

M  ■  feaft)

lead  )  the  greateft  meafure  owing  to  it  5  for  that  as  the 
Learned  Sir  fohn  Floyer  obferves,  the  coldnefs  of  the 
Water  contradb  and  ftrengthens  all  the  Membranous 
weakned  Vefrels,  as  well  as  cools  the  hot  Humours, 
&c.  And  Dr.  tVainewright,  in  his  Mechanical  Account 
of  the  Non-Naturals ,  lately  publilh’d,  fays,  That  it  is 
upon  the  account  of  the  contra&ing  Power  of  the  Cold 
Bath ,  principally*  that  Hemorrhages ,  Gonorrhea' s,  and 
the  Fluor  Albus ,  are  ftopt,  and  alio  that  it  Cures  Vene¬ 
real  Impotency.  And  fays,  in  another  place,  That  there 
is  nothing  more  adapted  tothe  Cure  of  Frigidity  when 
owing  to  a  former  excefs  of  Venery}  than  the  Co/d  Bath , 
which  he  fays  again,  will  alfo  contribute  its  (hare  to 
the  Cure,  both  of  a  fimple  Gonorrhea,  and  Fluor  Alhus . 

Again,  I  have  frequently  obferv’d,  that  fome  Per- 
fons,  after  a  fafe  and  fure  Cure  of  a  Gonorrhea,  efpe- 
cially  where  the  Malignity  has  been  confiderabie,have 
for  a  long  time  after,  been  vex’d  with  the  appearance 
of  a  little  ouzing  through  of  a  flimy  tranfparent  Sub- 
fiance,  not  fo  much  as  the  quantity  of  a  drop  at  a  time, 
which  fometimes,  upon  Linnen,  looks  no  otherwife 
than  perfect  Seedy  and  at  other  times  with  a  yellowifh 
tinge,  no  bigger  perhaps  than  a  great  Pin’s  Head,  and 
which  frequently  alarms  them,  they  thinking  fome 
Malignity  lies  lurking,  when  the  caufe  only  has  been 
from  weaknefs  of  the  Seminal  Vcjfe/s ,  &c.  and  which 
upon  their  endeavouring  to  carry  off  by  purging,  has 
rather  encreas’d,  by  relaxing  the  Velkls,  and  fretting 
their  Tone.  Perfons  with  thofe  Gleets  have  generally 
little  Threads,  Films,  Skins,  or  the  like,  fwimming 
about  in  their  Urine,  and  the  end  of  the  paffage 
of  the  Yard  gam’d  up.  Thefe  Gleets  generally  infeft 
languine  hot  Conffitutions,  which  are  moftaddicfted  to 
Veneryy  and  upon  their  uiing  Venus  too  frequent,  or 
any  violent  Exercife  that  lays  a  ftrefs  upon  the  Back* 
and  confequently  injures  the  Reins,  by  that  means  en- 
creafmg,  bringing  a  Pain  and  Weaknefs  in  the  Loins, 

£ §c.  and  caules  the  Gleeting  to  continue,  and  has, upon 
negleft,  had  fuch  effects  upon  fome  Perfons,  as  to 
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bring  them  into  declining  Conditions,  which  have  ter¬ 
minated  very  ill,  when  lome  particular  corroborating 
Medicines,  would  at  firft  ( dextroufly  apply ’d )  have 
eafily  remedied. 

Gletts  that  are  incurable,  are  occafion’d  when  the 
fides  of  thofe  little  Ulcers  are  grown  Callous,  and  con- 
fequently  are  turn’d  into  Fiftulas ,  proving  like  an  Tjfue 
to  a  Man,  to  which  the  whole  fuperfluous  Humours  of 
the  Body  flow,  and  cannot  be  reftrain’d,  and  which, 
while  Running,  the  Patient  in  every  refpeft  elfe  feems 
well,  and  if  but  ftopt  a-while,  is  ill,  andthereafon  of 
their  incurability,  is,  their  being  remote,  and  feated 
in  fo  tender  a  part,  that  Medicines  of  ftrength  and 
(harpnefs,  which  the  Difeafe  require,  cannot  be  ufed 
without  offending,  excoriating,  and  putting  the  parts 
which  they  are  to  pafs  by,  before  they  can  arrive  to 
the  part  affetffed,  to  an  intolerable  Pain  5  alfo  Nature 
having  plac’d  the  parts  neceffary  for  Procreation,  fo 
fecure  and  abftrufe  in  the  Body,  ( efpecially  the  Vafa 
Veferentia ,  and  the  Veficulce  Seminales ,  which  are  of  a 
tough,  ftrong  Tunick,  however  thin  they  may  feem  ) 
that  in  a  Million  of  Gonorrhea  s,  they  fcarcely  receive 
any  confiderable  damage  in  their  Subftance  5  and  if  at 
any  time  by  Corrolion  they  fliould  receive  damage,  fo 
as  to  be  penetrated,  it  always  is  fo  mifehievous  as  to 
prove  incurable,  unlefs  at  any  time  chance  (hould  flop 
the  gap  by  a  Calloficy  ;  for  in  thofe  Cafes  of  penetra¬ 
tion,  (which  rarely  happens)  there  would  enfue  fo 
conftant  a  Flux  of  Seed,  that  in  a  few  days  it  would 
produce  a  Tabes  Dorfalis ,  which  in  a  very  fliort  time 
muft  terminate  in  Death,  unlefs  a  defperate  Remedy  be 
fpeedily  made  ufe  of,  which  alfo  may  chance  to  prove 
as  bad  as  the  Difeafe,  and  that  is  Cafirationt  which  I 
have  known  to  have  been  done  in  fome  Perfons,  (for 
necefjltas  non  babet  legem)  and  yet  fecurely. 

An  incurable  Gleet ,  fays  an  ingenious  Author,  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  a  Venereal  Vlcer ,  or  abfolute  Erofion  of  the 
Caruncle  that  clofes  the  Duct  of  the  Mucous  Gland , 
from  whence  an  almofl  conflanc  dripping  of  a  Diapha¬ 
nous 
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nous  Vifcid,  Roapy  Liquor  proceeds,  fuch  as  tfaefe 
Glands  furnifh,  and  which  is  whar  we  call  a  Gleet ,  and 
which  muft  neceflarily  happen  to  all  Perfons  under  thofe 
circumftances,  fo  as  never  to  admit  of  Cure* 

Dr.  Harvey  takes  notice,  and  I  have  obferv’d  the 
fame  my  felf,  that  there  are  fome  who  have  pafs’d  thro8 
a  long  Antivenereal  Purgative  Courfe,  poflibiy  for  the 
fpace  of  two  Months  and  upwards,  with  the  luccefs  of 
removing  all  the  Symptoms,  except  a  daily  thick  yel- 
lowilh  Riinning,  which  (hould  they  continue  Purging 
ad  infinitum ,  would  not  be  abated,  much  lefs  wholly 
Cur’d  5  and  the  Pracfticer,  according  to  vulgar  Error, 
imagining  that  all  yellow  R timings  are  malignant,  go 
ft  ill  on,  in  hopes  of  fupprefling  it,  till  at  length  the 
Parts  have  been  fo  debilitated,  that  the  Patient  has  had 
a  Gleet  fixt  upon  him,  and  been  worfe  inftead  of  bet¬ 
ter,  and  then  told  nothing  but  a  Salivation  would 
Cure  him  thereof. 

So  that  as  he  obferves,  the  continuation  of  Venereal 
Catharticksi  keeps  on  the  yellow  Running,  by  main¬ 
taining  the  Humours  in  a  conftant  Ebullition,  by  in¬ 
flaming  and  frothing  them  into  a  yellow  Bilious  Spume 
or  Scum,  which  is  daily  feparated,  and  thrown  off* 
to  thofe  debilitated  depending  Genital  Parts,  that  are 
now  become,  as  it  were  a  Ciftern  or  Sink,  to  which 
Cuftom  hath  made  an  open  Channel,  and  converted 
the  Orifice  in  the  Vrethra ,  whereout  the  Matter  ouzes, 
into  a  Fontanel  or  Iffue  ;  whereof  if  this  Defluxion  to 
thofe  Parts  be  not  revelled,  and  the  Orifice  or  Orifices 
heal’d  jup,  ( for  fometimes  there  are  more  than  one, 
which  in  fome  are  broad  and  deep,)  the  Lips  by  pro- 
cefs  of  time  Will  contra#  a  CaHofity ,  and  pafs  into  art 
incurable  Fiflula. 

I  have  read  in  a  French  Author,  who  in  frefh  Claps 
extols  the  following  Medicine  (which  he  calls  an  Opi¬ 
ate)  inwardly  ;  and  the  ufe  alfo  of  the  following  (  as 
he  fays)  particular  Injeclion ,  by  which  means  (  fays 
he}  ail  Gleets  are  prevented.  Thefe  are  his  Words* 
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OPIATE.

Which  is  faying,  That  the  Opiate  that  is  proper  for 
a  frefh  Clap ,  or  Cbaude  ptfs ,  is  made  of  equal  parts  of 
Conferv .

3i.  Vitriol.  Alb.  3j.  being  mix’d  together,  to  be  di¬ 
vided  into  fix  Doles,  for  fix  Mornings  fuccefifively. 

And,  fays  he,  The  particular  Injeftion  which  fol¬ 
lows  this  Opiate ,  is  made  with  Plantagin.  Cc- 

cblear.  ii j.  0/.  Terebinth .  Cochlear.  ].  Album.  Ovor.  W 
vj,  to  be  beat  and  mixt  well  together. 

But,  I  profefs,  I  cannot  conceive  what  he  intends 
by  this  Courfe  in  frelh  Claps ,  or  why  it  fhould  prevent: 
Gleets. 

There  are  others  that  adminifter  for  the  Cure  of 
Gleets,  promifeuoufiy,  to  all  Perfons  alike,  let  their 
Cafes,  be  never  fo  different  j  I  know  one  that 
fays  he  has  Cur’d  hundreds  of  Gleets ,  by  the  follow¬ 
ing  Injection,  but  I  have  too  well  known  the  confe¬ 
rence  of  it  in  fome.  This  is  it.

This  he  orders  to  be  injected  into  the  Urethra,  three 
or  four  times  in  a  Day,  with  a  Yard  Syringe,  and  in 
Women  with  a  Womb  Syringe  into  the  Womb,  as  often. 
Any  may  ufe  it  that  pleafe,  but  I  don’t  ad vife  to  it. 

Some  again  have  us’d  the  following  Aftringent  Me¬ 
dicines,  and  perhaps  fometimes  with  Succefs,  blit  not 
in  alU 

Cerujf.  Martisgr.  xij.  pulv.  Alum .  rup.  gr.  vij.  Te* 
rebinth.  e  Chio  Cott.  &  pulv •  3j-  mifce .  To  be  ta* 
ken  notte  manecf ;  in  continual  Gleets ,  in  both  Sexes , 
(aifo  for  the  Whites  in  Women,  tec.)  but  not  till 
the  Patient  be  aflur’d  all  the  malign  Matter  is  firft 
expell’d>  otherwife  ’twill  prove  injurious* 

And  this  following  I  have  known  us’d  with  Succefs, 
when  critically  adminiftred. 

Pulv.  Alum.  rup.  3fs.  Vitriol,  alb.  gr .  iij.  Ceruff. 
Antimon .  3j.  Catechu  pulv.  gr.  xvj.  mifce  fat  pulv, 
fumat  pro  re  nata ,  in  Gelatin.  Icthyocoll.  preparat, 
cum  Latte. 

But  tho’  fome  of  thefe  Remedies  may  be*  and  in¬ 
deed  are,  very  proper  in  fome  Cafes,  yet  in  thofe  very 
Cafes,  they  are  not  fit  to  be  given,  but  with  mature 
Judgment  and  Difcretion,  otherwife  they  may  do  much 
more  hurt  than  good,  and  by  that  means,  the  beft  Re¬ 
medy  in  the  World  may  be  decry ’d,  when  the  fault 
lay  not  in  the  Medicine,  norin  the  Perfon  that  took  it, 
but  in  him  that  adminiftred  it,  for  want  of  knowing  the 
critical  time  of  adminiftration. 

Thus  have  we  heard  and  feen  fo  many  Pifafters  and 
difmal  Accidents  occafion’d  by  the  Ignorance  of  Moun - 
tjbankpzxid  Quacks ;  and  which Mifchiefs  are  now  fo  well 
known,  that  ’cis  wonder’d  any  fhould  run  the  hazard 
of  falling  Victims  to  them;  but  they  performing,  as 
they  fay  themfelves,  cheap,  and  proclaim  every  trivial 
Cure  upon  the  Houle-top,  their  Curing  one,  (hall 

make 
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make  them  more  famous,  as  they  manage  the  matter, 
than  the  killing  of  twenty  fhall  render  them  obno¬ 
xious. 

Gleets  in  fome  People,  For  want  of  due  manage¬ 
ment  and  Cure,  have  run  them  into  fuch  untoward 
inconveniences  as  have  in  fome,  never,  in  others  with 
great  difficulty  been  reftor’d. 

Some  by  means  thereof  have  had  fucH  a  Patency,  or 
Laxity  of  the  Seminal  Vcffels ,  as  to  caufe  ah  over  ha- 
fty  Ejaculation  of  the  Seminal  Matter ,  upon  the  very 
hrft  approach,  nay,  even  fome  have  had  a  flipping  a- 
way  of  the  Seed,  upon  amoroufly  talking  with,  kif- 
flng,  or  but  thinking  of  enjoying  a  Woman,  fo  that 
as  before  obierv’d,  they  cannot  touch  a  Woman,  but 
hd  primum  Labio>um  contatlum  Semen  emittebat ,  where¬ 
by  they  have  been  altogether  uncapable  of  Procre¬ 
ation. 

Others  have  had  their  Seminal  Vejfeis  and  Genital 
Parts  rendred  fo  languid,  flaccid  and  unable,  as  that, 
tho’ they  have  had  Erettions ,  yet  had  an  over- flow 
Ejaculation  of  the  Seminal  Matter ,  the  famd  being  but 
flatulent,  by  the  Spirits  being  deficient  in  quickning 
the  Seed ,  infomuch  that  they  cannot  ejeCt  the  Seed  m 
due  time,  but  that  it  often  flips  out  when  the  Tard  is 
down,  and  the  Turgefcence  of  the  Parts  gone,  as  was 
the  Cafe  of  a  Gentleman  thirty  Years  of  Age,  who  in 
his  Youth,  being  much  given  to  Venery ,  was  for  a 
long  time  troubled  with  a  Gonorrhea,  notwithftanding 
which,  he  frequently  macle  ufe  of  infeCted  Women, 
whereby  his  Genital  Parts  became  very  much  weakned, 
and  at  laft  Impotent ,  which  Impotency  did  not  confift 
in  Frigidity  or  want  of  Erettion,  which  he  faid  was 
fufficienr,  but  of  Ejaculation ,  which  feldom  follow’d  ; 
occafion’d  by  defeCt  of  Seed,  which  was  bred  in  a  ve¬ 
ry  fmall  quantity,  becaufe  of  the  weaknefs  of  the 
T efUcles,  whofe  natural  heat  was  exhaufted  and  dif- 
loiv’d  by  too  frequent  Copulation ,  and  Venereal  Infe¬ 
ction,  whereby  it  is  Very  probable  his  Paraftdt &  were 
alfo  faulty  ,  they  receiving  little  Seed  from  the 
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Stones j  by  reafon  of  Scars  remaining  in  them,  after 
thofe  CJlcers  which  are  wont  to  accompany  thofe  long 
lafting  Gonorrheas,  were  Cur’d.  Which  Man,  not- 
withftanding,  wasreftor’dby  the  following  Medicines, 
univerfals  being  premifed.

fol.Salviej  Major  an,  Korifmar ,  an,  Mj.  Sem.  Eruce,

rofar .  rubr%  p»  j .  Coq ;  in  Vini  rubr .  ftiv.  ad  tbiij, 
Colat •  pro  fomentat. 

With  which  he  fomented  all  his  Privities  for  an 
hour  before  he  went  to  Bed,  for  fifteen  or  twenty  Days 
together,  anointing  afterwards  with  the  following 
Liniment.

Others  have  had,  as  hinted  before,  an  Impotency,  or 
defect  of  Erections  of  the  Yard,  the  Genital  Juice  being 
faulty,  and  not  being  duly  prepar’d, or  falls  fhort  of  its 
fpirituous  ftimulating  prolifick  Quality ,  becoming 

there- 
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thereby  as  totally  defective  as  if  occafion’d  by  old 
Age,  Sc. 

Others  by  means  of  Gleets  have  had  immoderate 
Erections  of  the  7ard ,  yet  at  the  fame  time  free  of  the 
Inclination  of  embracing  a  Woman,  proceeding  from 
the  contraction  of  the  Mufcles  at  the  root  of  the  Yard, 
hindring  the  recefs  of  the  Blood,  and  is  called  a  Pria - 
pifmus  or  Satyriafis ,  or  continual  (landing  of  the  Tardy 
which  tho’  very  oblfinate,  I  have  more  than  once  re¬ 
liev’d,  by  opening  the  Vein  of  the  Penis . 

Some  again  have  perpetual  EreClions,  and  a  perpe¬ 
tual  defire  of  Venery, 

Others  by  means  of  an  ill  Venereal  Cure,  have  had 
a  Depravation  of  the  Ere&ion  of  the  Tnrd ,  that  is, 
its  (landing  awry,  or  departing  from  the  natural  Po- 
(ture. 

If  the  Frxnum  or  Bridle  be  fhort,  it  (lands  crook¬ 
ed  ;  fometimes  the  EreCtion  is  didurb’d  by  a  contra¬ 
ction  of  the  Prepuce ,  that  it  will  not  extend  or  give 
way  diffident,  lo  that  the  Ginns  is  imprifon’d  and  can¬ 
not  exert  it  feif.  f 

Other  times  the  Prepuce  being  dipt  over  the  Nut, 
and  contracting  there,  cannot  be  brought  over  to  cover 
the  Nut  again,  as  we  have  at  large  obferv’d  before, 
fo  that  the  for^isas  it  were  (lrangled,and  proves  often¬ 
times  of  very  ill  confequence,  and  are  dill  occasion'd 
by  ill  Cures  and  Gleets,  and  unfits  Men  for  Procre¬ 
ation. 

Women  alfo  by  ill  management  are  brought  into 
many  Diforders,  as  Inflammations  of  the  Womb  and 
Vagina,  fo  as  not  to  be  capable  of  admitting  their  Hus* 
bands  ;  fome  have  had  the  falling  down  of  the  Womb  ; 
Depravation  ofche  Venereal  Appetite  ;  feveral  Defaults 
of  the  Courfes ;  Flux  of  the  Whites ,  and  many  other 
Diforders,  too  tedious  here  to  particularize,  which 
have  put  them,  as  told  before,  out  of  a  capacity  ofad- 
micting  their  Husbands,  or  if  capable  to  receive  them, 
not  pregnant  enough  to  Conceive:  Numbers  of  Men 
being  by  means  thereof  reodred  Impotent,  and  Wo- 
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men,  otherwife  as  likely  as  mod,  made  Barren  :  Though 
l'everal  that  have  been  under  my  Care,  have  been  re¬ 
triev’d,  and  by  fome  particular  Methods  and  Medi¬ 
cines,  after  feveral  Years  being  without  Children,  have 
Conceiv’d  and  born  them. 

Some  Women  by  Falls,  Bruifes,  (3c.  are  rendred 
Barren  as  long  as  they  live,  as  was  the  Cafe  of  a  very 
pretty  Lady,  who  by  a  hurt  in  her  Back  when  (he  was 
a  Maid,  was  much  afHi&ed  with  the  Whites,  and 
Flux  of  the  Coitrfes  very  irregulaily,  which  brought 
her  weak,  and  tho'  otherwife  (he  was  as  well  as  any 
Woman  whatever,  yet  by  means  of  that  hurt,  (he 
never  had  any  Children,  tho’  (he  has  been  Married 
many  years ;  (he  and  her  Midwife  confulted  me,  about 
her  Sterility  ;  I  gave  her  what  was  proper,  ,but  ineffe¬ 
ctually,  for  (he  never  was  with  Child,  and  I  dare  fay 
for  her,  never  will. 

If  the  Whites ,  or  any  moift  Diftemper  of  the  Matrix, 
be  the  caufe  of  Barrenncfs ,  and  hinders  Procreation ,  as 
very  frequently  they  do, there  may  be  hopes  of  Concep¬ 
tion,  when  that  Difeafe  is  remov’d  ;  but  if  the  Bar * 
rennefs  proceeds  from  the  evil  Shape  of  the  Members 
in  the  Woman,  or  the  Man,  as  (aid  before,  fo  as  not 
to  be  fit  for  Venus  School  ,  Patientia  eft  optima 
virtus. 

I  remember  the  Cafe  of  a  certain  Gentlewoman, 
that  was  fo  exceedingly  troubled  with  the  White  Fluxi 
that  it  run  from  her  as  (he  went  about ;  (lie  had  taken 
divers  Medicines  for  feveral  years,  to  no  purpofe  ;  at 
length  it  fo  affeCted  her  and  brought  her  fo  weak  that 
(he  could  not  ftir  withour  a  Staff,  having  purg’d  and 
done  as  (he  thought  every  thing  that  could  be  done, 
but  by  chance  hearing  of  me,  defired  my  Advice,  I 
preferib’d  her  as  follows  and  in  a  (hort  time  (he  reco¬ 
ver’d  both  of  her  Flux  of  Whites  and  Lamenefs.

Of  thefe  Pills  flie  rook  four  every  Night  and  Morn¬ 
ing;  and  anointed  the  Reins  of  her  Back  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Ointment.

In  Cafes  of  HI. 'rites  in  Women  I  have  had  many  Pa¬ 
tients,  it  being  a  rroub'efome  weakning  DiJeafe,  and 
which  many  fine  Women  labour  under,  to  their  vexa¬ 
tion,  and  would  fain  be  cured  of,  and  by  which,  and 
bad  management,  numbers  of  pretty  Ladies  have  been 
fpoil’d.  I  have  Cur’d  (everal  to  their  great  fatisfadfi- 
on,  by  a  particular  Remedy  or  two,  (which  I  will  not 
infert  here,)  that  feldom  or  never  fails. 

Dr.  Petrus  Pachequus ,  a  famous  Phyfician,  tells  us  of 
a  Woman  that  was  Steril  for  many  years,  having  no 
inclination  to  Carnal  Embracements,  and  being  very 
defirous  of  having  Children,  entreated  him  to  pre- 
feribe  fomething  to  kindle  in  her  the  defires  of  the 
Flefii,  £  ad  Venerem  Stimula^e^Sccf]  which,  as  (he  told 
him,  was  morcified  in  her.  1  d.d,  fays  he,  what  file 
requeued  with  the  following  Opiate.

Of  this  (he  tpok  before  alight  Supper,  the  quantity 
of  a  fmall  Cheftnut,  drinking  after  it  a  little  Hippocras. 
The  Woman  confefs’d  that  (he  felt  wonderful  Piea- 
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fure  after  the  ufe  of  this  EleEluary •  And  in  thefe  Cafes, 
fays  he,  there  is  nothing  in  the  World  more  effectual, 
alfo  to  anoint  the  Region  of  the  tVomb  with  Oyl  of 
flying  Pifmires ,  which  is  made  by  infilling  two  Ounces 
of  them  in  Oyl,  for  forty  days  together  in  the  hot  Sun, 
in  the  Dog-days. 

And  tho*  this  Author  and  feveral  others  tell  us,  that 
TifmircSy  or  Ants ,  fortifie  the  generative  Faculty,  and 
excite  Lufi  nothing  more,  caufing,  as  they  fay,  Mag¬ 
nanimity  of  Mind,  and  Greatnefs  of  Spirit,  £&?.  yet 
I  can  never  believe  that  any  thing  prepar’d  from  that 
Inf s Ely  can  be  more  (if  near  fo  much )  effectual  in  the 
like  Cafes*  than  Cantharides  or  Spanifh  Flies,  a  particu¬ 
lar  Preparation  of  which,  with  Satyrion,  See.  I  have, 
and  have  frequently  adminiftred  in  Barrennefs  and  Im¬ 
potence,  &c.  to  the  wonder  of  all  that  took  it,  in  ren- 
dring  the  languid,  feeble,  Spermatick  Parts,  warm 
and  vigorous,  confirming  their  Tone,  truly  fortifying 
the  Generative  Faculty  in  both  Sexes,  making  the  In- 
jflruments  of  Generation  adlive,  and  the  Seed  prolifick, 
an  account  of  which,  (but  not  the  Prefcription^  as  alfo 
fome  other  Preparations  of  Cantharides ,  with  their  va¬ 
rious  Dofes,  Ufes,  £ §c.  you  have,  as  likewife  many 
curious  Observations  of  Cafes  and  Cures  thereby,  in 
my  TranOation  of  the  worthy  Dr.  Greenfield's  Book, 
Emituled,  The  Safe  Internal  Vfe  of  Cantharides  in  'the 
VraBice  of  Phyfcf{,  lately  publifh’d,  which  any  one 
may  have  recourfe  to  that  pleafe.  And  the  reafon  that 
I  give  not  the  Prefcrsption  of  the  noble  Medicine  of 
Cantharides  with  Satyr  ton, ,  &c.  which  l  but  now  men¬ 
tion’d,  is,  becaufe  the  Ingrates  in  the  World  are  many, 
who  if  they  had  it,  and  us'd  it  with  the  greateft  Sue- 
cefs  imaginable,  would  not  fo  much  as  thank  the  Au¬ 
thor,  or  in  the  leaft  think  the  better  of  him,  for  di¬ 
vulging  it,  tho'  the  knowledge  of  it  was  never  fo  much 
to  their  advantage;  befides,  the  Story  of  the  poor  Bar¬ 
ber,  mention’d  in  Pag.  349.  aforegoing,  is  a  fufficient 
in(tar;££  of  the  Ingratitude  pfehe  People,  whofe  avari- 
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tious  and  fordid  Tempers,  tho’  his  Friends,  make  the 
generous  Souls  fare  the  worle. 

But  I  go  on. 

Some  Women  that  I  have  known,  have  thought  they 
were  only  troubled  with  the  Whites ,  when  their  Cafe 
has  been  an  Vlcer  in  the  Womb ,  and  Gonorrhea,  and 
on  the  other  hand,  fome  have  thought  they  had  an  VF 
cer,  or  Gonorrhea,  when  it  has  been  only  the  Whites  ; 
which  tho*  attended  at  the  fame  time  with  Pains, 
yet  is  not  confequently  to  be  judg’d  Venereal, 

Now  the  Signs  that  diftinguifh  between  the  Whites 
and  an  Vlcer  in  the  Womb ,  and  Gonorrhea ,  are  thefe  ; 
Firft,  If  there  be  an  Vlcer ,  the  Womb,  as  laid  before, 
will  not  admit  of  Coition  without  pain,  and  the  Matter 
which  flows  is  ftringy  and  more  digefted,  and  fome- 
times  Bloody.  Secondly,  In  a  Gonorrhea,  the  Matter 
cometh  in  a  fmall  quantity  and  feldom, except  it  be  vi¬ 
rulent  and  foul,  and  then  it  flows  more,  and  is  (harp, 
and  oftentimes  ftinking,  the  Urine  alfo  is  (harp,  and 
many  other  Symptoms  difcover  it.  But  if  it  be  only 
the  Whites,  which  is  an  over-flowing  of  the  Genital 
Liquor ,  proceeding  from  the  Relaxation  of  the  Gian - 
dulesy  and  Excretory  Pipes,  it  produces  great  Weaknefs, 
hurts  the  Action  of  the  Womb ,  if  of  long  continuance, 
and  if  not  remedied,  makes  unfruitful ;  or  if  they 
bear  Children,  they  are  Feeble,  Fjckety,  Convuljive, 
&c.  being  difeas’d  from  their  Seminal  Principles,  and 
if  they  live,  have  an  ill  habit  of  Body,  which  brings 
them  to  be  Old  before  their  time,  with  a  Languifhing 
and  Confumptive  Leannefs ,  or  an  Hydropick,  and  un- 
wholefome  Corpulency. 

Again,  on  the  other  hand,  fome  Women  have  been 
rendred  Steril  by  being  grievoufly  afflicted  with  Mad - 
nefs  from  the  Womb M  called  Furor  Vteririus ,  or  Womb- 
Fury,  arifing  from  a  vehement  and  unbridled  Defire  of 
Carnal  Embracement,  over- powering  the  Rational  Fa¬ 
culty  fo  far,  that  the  Woman  is  continually  almoft,  in 
all  Places  and  Companies,  talking  wantonly  and  lafci- 
vioufly,  laying  afide  all  Modefty,  and  by  Words  and 
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Geftures,  inviting  all  the  Men  (he  comes  at,  to  have 
to  do  with  her. 

This  immoderate  defire  of  Carnal  ConjunBion,  is  a 
Difeafe,  and  notwithstanding  the  Mind  is  lo  ftrongly 
enclin’d  to  Vencry,  inch  feldom  do  Conceive  with 
Child,  tho’ they  have  to  do  with  Man  at  the  time  they 
moll  dehre  it,  for  it  Springs  from  the  Acrimony  and 
heat  of  the  Seed ,  which  exceeds  the  bounds  of  Nature, 
and  by  its  heat,  fharpnefs,  and  redundancy,  ftirs  up 
and  inflames  them  with  luftful  Defires,  tho’  to  little 
purpofe,  as  to  Conception;  as  a  Woman,  a  Widow, 
1  fome  years  ago  was  defined  to  Vifit  (fince  dead)  was, 
and  after  that  manner  fo  affli&ed,  that  (lie  frequently, 
so  lay  herexcefifive  Defires,  as  the  acknowledg’d,  us’d 
Fri&ion  with  — — — ,  &c.  which  fo  irritated  thofe 
tender  Parts,  as  ftirr’d  up  Inftamrrarion  and  Excoria¬ 
tions,  upon  which  Ulcerations  fucceeded  to  a  very 
fevere  degree,  and  which  by  proper  Jnj  eft  ions,  &c, 
chat  i  order'd  her,  was  tolerably  remov’d  ;  (he  Marry  VI 
afterwards,  but  by  means  of  an  ill  formation  of  thofe 
Parts,  by  the  Vicerations ,  (he  (  tho’  a  young  brisk 
Woman,)  never  Conceiv’d,  and  indeed  at  fometime% 
as  (he  confels’d,  was  fcarceiy  capable  to  receive  her 
Husband,  I  well  remember,  I  was  once  defined  to 
fee  her  when  one  of  her  Firs  of  Womb-Fury  was  upon 
her,  at  which  time  (he  talk’d  very  extravagantly  in¬ 
deed,  calling  upon  this  and  that  Man  that  (lie  knew, 
to  come  and  lie 'with  h^r,  throwing  off  the  Bed  Cloths 
every  minute,  toexpoleher  Nakednefs,  and  fifed  fiich 
Geftures,  as  to  convince  every  one  what  a  grievous  D; 
feale  it  is,  yet  when  fenfible,  was  a  Modeft,  Chaft 
Woman,  as  all  that  knew  her  teftify’d. 

Nqw  Seed  thus  Acrimonious  and  Hot,  over-long  re¬ 
gain’d  in  Bodies  prone  to  Lift ,  and  full  of  Heat  arid 
Vigour,  ftirs  up  this  Difeafe,  and  is  alio  incident  to 
Virgin  Si  but  peculiarly  to  young  Widows,  and  fuch 
Women  that  have  impotent  Husbands,  or  Husbands 
that  they  dotiV  afleefl:,  Whereby  their  Seminary  VeflHs 
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are  nor  fufhciently  disburdened,  or  their  amorous  Affe¬ 
ctions  duly  fatisfy’d,  toc.- 

I  was  not  long  fince  confulted  with  by  a  Midwife, 
concerning  a  Maiden  Lady,  a  Fortune,  abouc  fixteen 
years  of  Age,  Daughter  to  a  very  eminent  Man,  who 
being  of  a  Sanguine  Complexion,  and  often  in  Com¬ 
pany  with  Gentlemen  at  publick  Diverfions,  where 
tho’  attended  with  her  Woman,  (lie  us’d  to  be  daUy’d 
with,  kifs’d,  and  talk’d  to,  after  a  pleafant,  jocular, 
and  i'ometimes  waggilh,  tho  civil  manner,  yet  thofe 
Scenes  heighcning  her  Imagination,  ( (he  being  hor, 
and,  as  faid  before,  Sanguine,  as  the  Midwife  ac¬ 
quainted  me)  would  frequently,  tho*  a  modeft  Lady, 
yet  from  a  narurai  Inftincft,  ufe  Titiilation  with  her ' 
Finger  ;  infomuch  thac  fhe  not  only  diverted  herfelf 
of  the  Hymen ,  or  Maiden  %one,  but  by  the  ufe  of—— 
harder  than  her  Finger,  fo  fretted  the  Parts,  that  (he 
was  fcarce  able  to  walk  or  fit ;  her  Woman  being 
made  privy  to  the  LooLfh  accident,  as  fhe  call’d  ir,  ac¬ 
quainted  the  Wid wife,  who  after  applying  what  (he 
thought  neceffary,  without  the  expedited  etfed,  con- 
(ulted  me ;  at  drlt  indeed,  according  to  the  account 
fhe  gave,  I  was  ready  to  think  it  Venerea',  but  it  fub- 
mitting  to  the  flight  means  l  advis’d,  was  afterwards 
convinc’d  to  the  contrary,  (he  getting  well  without 
any  internal  Medicine.  But  by  this  means  (he  has 
loft  her  Virginity,  which  whether  will  be  found  out  up¬ 
on  Marriage,  or  how  refented,  if  it  (hould,  (he  her 
(elf  will  be  beft  able  to  tell,  when  that  time  comes 
about.  And  after  this  manner  do  doubtlefs  many 
young  hot  giddy  Girls,  deprive  themfelves  of  that  which 
is  the  only  true  Token  of  their  Chaftity,  v/hich  others 
frequently  lofe  by  other  means,  thac  as  they  could  not 
help,  fo  are  not  culpable,  or  to  be  cenftir’d*  or  thought, 
to  be  of  any  unchart  Convention. 

I  know  a  very  likely  Man,  that  by  means  of  an  old 
Venereal  Gleet,  was  rendred,  as  he  fear’d,  for  ever  un- 
capable  of  having  more  Children,  but  converfing  with 
a  foul  Woman?  and  getting  a  frelh  Gonorrhea,  I  put 
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him  into  a  Courfe  than  fee  him  free  from  both,  and  he 
has  had  two  healthy  Children  fince.  And  alfo  a  Wo¬ 
man  that  had  no  Child  for  the  fpace  of  twelve  yeais* 
by  means  of  a  Venereal  Infection  all  that  while  more 
or  lefs  upon  her,  was  happily  Cur’d  of  her  Diftemper, 
and  Conceiv’d  by  her  Husband,  and  had  a  fine  Child 
afterwards. 

And  Dr.  Harvey  tells  us  of  a  Gentleman*  a  Patient 
of  his,  who  had  been  troubled  with  a  Gleet  three  years, 
in  which  fpace  of  time  he  had,  by  advice  of  feveral 
Phyficians,  paffed  thro*  various  Cotrrfes,  whereby  he 
had  extremely  harrafed  his  Body,  and  thro*  their  ill 
Succefs  had  as  much  perplex’d  his  Mind  ;  at  laft,  by 
another  falfe  Step,  was  fallen  into  a  fecond  Gonorrhea, 
more  violent  than  the  former,  for  which  he  had  fub- 
je&ed  himfeif  under  his  Care,  to  whom,  for  his  en¬ 
couragement,  he  declar’d,  that  in  all  probability  he 
fhould  now  not  only  Cure  him  of  his  Gonorrhea,  but 
of  his  obftinare  Gleet,  well  knowing  that  the  Finer  of 
the  acrimonious  virulent  Matter,  would  abrade  the 
Callofity  of  the  little  Fifiula ,  that  occafion’d  his  Gleet  , 
fo  that  in  a  Month’s  time  he  perfe&ly  Cur’d  him  of  his 
Gonorrhea  and  Gleet, 

He  alfo  mentions  that  he  Cur’d  a  Gentlewoman, who 
by  a  Gleet  of  three  years  ftanding,  was  reduced  to  a 
great  weaknefs,  and  during  that  time  was  rendred  Ste- 
rzl,  tho’  within  a  quarter  of  a  year  after  her  Cure  flie 
Conceiv’d  again,  and  for  feveral  years  together  did  not 
mifs  bringing  forth  a  found  Child,  moffof  which  con¬ 
tinued  living.  So  that  from  thele  and  other  like  In- 
ftances  which  I  could  relate,  it  appears,  that  Gleets  are 
very  frequently,  as  faid  before,  the  caufe  of  Impotency 
in  Men,  and  Sterility  in  Women. 

Having  thus  plainly,  I  think,  (hewn  the  Nature, 
Difference,  Effects,  of  Gleets ,  the  Cure  thereof  (if 

curable)  is  confequently  very  eafily  underftood  ;  but 
that  we  may  give  all  the  Light  therein  neceflary,  wc 
fhail  obferve,  that  the  Cure  is  to  be  attempted  diver- 
lly,  that  is,  as  the  Patient’s  Condition  and  Conftitu- 
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tion  indicate  ;  in  feme,  Purgings  will  do  ;  in  others 
Balfamicky  >  in  fome  both  together  with  Cold  Bathing  • 
in  others  neither  feparate,  nor  together ;  in  fome  Afirin- 
gents  are  effe&ual,  in  others  mifchievous  ;  in  fome 
Balfamiclilnjeftions  effect  a  Cure,  in  others  E^eflringent 
Injeftiotis  >  and  again,  in  others  neither  $  fo  that  the 
greateft  difficulty  is  to  be  well  acquainted  with  the  cir- 
cumftance  of  the  Cafe,  and  the  Patient’s  Tempera¬ 
ment  and  Conftitution,  which  when  thoroughly  un- 
derftood;  it  is  no  hard  matter  for  any  to  make  appli¬ 
cation  of  proper  Medicines,  and  which  if  regularly 
made  ufe  of,  never  fails,  firft  or  laft  to  accomplifli  the 
Cure,  though  in  fome  it  may  bedonefooner,  in  others 
later. 

Dr,  Baynard  gives  us  an  Account  of  a  Gleet>  &e. 
Cur’d  as  follows. 

A  Gentleman,  fays  he,  of  good  Account:,  tho’  a  mo- 
deft  Man,  blufhingly  gave  me  this  Relation  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  himfelfy  who  for  fome  time  pad,  had  great 
great  trouble  in  his  Urinary  PaJJdges ,  and  Pain  at  the 
root  of  his  Tardy  and  about  the  region  of  the  Bladder , 
infomuch,  that  he  had  reafon  to  fufped:  fome  Ulcer  cr 
Excoriation  in  Collo  Vefica,  by  the  Slime  and  Sordes  that 
came  away  in  his  Urine  $  he  alfo  had  a  Lachryma  Ve¬ 
neris  or  Old  Gleet ,  which  at  that  time  was  very  fevere 
upon  him,  together  with  weaknefs  of  Ereftion,  &c. 
who  was  Cur'd  by  a  drift  perfeverance  in  this  follow¬ 
ing  method,  vfy  He  firft  gently  Purged  two  or  three 
times  with  Cajfia  &  Tamarind.  Sytiptis  Violar .  &  for  Per - 
Jicor •  inftead  of  PoflTet- Drink  on  his  Purging*Day$, 
drank  plentifully  of  Serum  Laft  is  Clarific.  cum  Her  Ik 
Aperitiv.  &  frigid .  and  at  other  times  drank  Aqua 
Calcisy  in  which  was  fteep’d  a  little  of  the  rafp  Saf- 
faphr.  and  I{ad.  Glicirix  and  took  two  or  three  times  in 
a  Day,  three  or  four  fmall  Pills  made  ex  Succ*  Glicnri 
Sperm •  Catiy  Species  Diatragacanthi  frigidi  or  Pulvis 
Haly,  and  ufed  Cold  Immerjion  for  (ixteen  or  eighteen 
Days,  Night  and  Morning,  but  efpecially  at  Night  af¬ 
ter  a  light  Dinner,  and  no  Supper,  except  a  little  Plum- 
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1 mery  after  Bathing,  with  a  little  Sugar  and  Succ.  Au - 
rantior .  juft  to  make  it  of  a  plea  fane  fweet  tart  Tafte- 
a  dulco-acidum  ;  and  from  thence  pafled  into  a  reftrin- 
gent  Milk-Diet,  by  boiling  Cupul ■  Gland.  Bad.  Bifiort & 
(3  Tormentillx  in  Aq.  Font  an.  and  then  mixing  Milk 
and  a  little  Oat  meal,  made  a  fort  of  Milk- Pottage, 
on  which  he  only  liv'd  for  a  Seafon  ;  he  avoided  the 
Sight  of  all  Women,  but  fuch  as  had  Antivenereal  Fa¬ 
ces,  for  Age  and  Vglinefs  ;  as  alfo  all  manner  of  Wine 
and  flrong  Drinks ,  and  Flefh  Meat,  tec.  and  by  this,  and 
by  fuch  like  means,  he  was  perfectly  recovered  to  his 
priftine  Health. 

But  that  Gleets  for  the  generality  are  curable,  what 
has  been  faid,  I  think,  makes  appear,  and  is  fufficient 
to  convince  all  rational  People  that  they  are  not  fo  diffi¬ 
cult  of  Cure  as  the  generality  of  Pra&ifers  make  them 
to  be,  who,  when  after  all  their  Endeavours  to  rid 
the  Patients  of  to  no  purpofe,  difmifs  them  at  laft  with 
their  Opinion,  That  they  never  will  be  cured,  affur* 
ing  them  at  the  fame  time  it  will  never  hurt  them* 
and  that  at  length  Nature  will  throw  it  off,  and  the 
like  ;  which  Numbers  of  Patients  have  given  Credit 
to,  and  been  in  hopes  of  finding  true,  till  Time  has 
too  manifeftly  made  it  appear,  that  their  Doctors  have 
been  in  the  wrong  ;  for  that  inftead  of  Nature’s  over¬ 
coming  it,  and  their  finding  no  inconvenience  by  it,  it 
has  grown  worfe  and  worfe,  and  prov’d  at  laft  fovery 
inconvenient,  that  the  poor  Patient  has  born  it  with 
no  fmall  uneafinefs*  But  methinks  I  hear  a  Patient 
fay.  What  you  fee  forth  is  true,  Ic  being  exadly  my 
Cafe,  but  can  you  Cure  me  then  ?  To  which  I  make 
bold  to  anfwer  in  the  Affirmative,  and  that  non  in 
Verbis  fed  in  fa£ljs>  being  confident  that  there  is  not 
one  Ghee  in  fifty  but  what  is  curable,  and  the  Cure 
of  which  I  dare  undertake  to  perform,  upon  the  For¬ 
feiture  of  all  that’s  dear  to  me,  in  cafe  the  Patient 
exa&Iy  follows  prefeription,  lives  regular,  nay 
and  dare  aver  that  the  oldeft,  and  moft  ftubbom  Gleet 
that  is  or  can  be,  will  yield  to  the  Methods  I  frail  take, 
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and  be  thereby  perfedly  remov’d,  without  the  leaft In¬ 
jury  or  Inconvenience  to  the  Patienr,  provided,  as  laid 
before, it  be  not  incurable, (for  there  are  fome  Gleets  that 
all  the  World  can’t  Cure)  of  which  the  Patient,  before 
anything  be  done,  may  be  latisfied ;  and, I  think, what  I 
have  within  thefe  four  years  (not  accounting  for  the 
twelve  years  time  before)  done  therein,  fufficienrly,  I 
fay,  teftifies,  that  they  are  not  fo  incurable,  as  the  ge¬ 
nerality  of  Praditioners  imagine,  fcores  of  Gentlemen 
that  have  been  under  my ;  Care,  having  found  it  other- 
wife,  and  are  able  to  bear  Teftimony  to  the  Truth 
thereof,  after  their  having  been  carried  thro’  long 
Courfes  of  Medicines,  according  to  the  ufual  Method 
of  the  Town,  and  at  Iaft  found  themfelves  juft  after 
the  fame,  or  perhaps  worfe  manner  than  at  the 
firft. 

Thus  having  finifti’d  (and  indeed  much  exceeded,) 
what  I  (at  firft)intended  concerning  this  moft  wretched 
Diftemper,  both  as  to  its  direful  Symptoms  and  per¬ 
plexing  confequences*  And  fince  Drinking  is  the  gene¬ 
ral  inlet  to,  as  well  as  common  excufe  for  that  ill 
Pradice,  vi%.  tVhoring.  I  (hall  conclude  all  with 
fome  neceflary  Admonitions,  together  with  the  further 
Obfervations  and  Advice  of  the  Learned  Dr.  Bnynnrd , 
which  as  they  are  pertinent  to  the  purpofe,  fo  ’tis  hop’d 
may  have  fuch  good  effed  upon  the  People,  (at  leaft 
upon  fome)  as  to  encline  them  to  defift  the  Pradice 
while  they  are  well ;  (if  they  have  been  fo  happy  hi¬ 
therto  to  have  efcaped  the  reward)  and  alfo  to  deter 
others  from  falling  into  the  like  Snares,  left  the  Mif- 
chiefs  that  have  befallen  thofe,  we  have  or  lhall  men¬ 
tion,  prove  to  be  their  Lor,  than  which  any  Man  (I 
think)  of  but  tolerable  thought  would  be  as  much  a- 
fraid  of,  as  he  would  dread  the  greateft  Evils  that  can 
poflibly  befall  him.  The  firft  then  thar  we  lhall  men¬ 
tion,  from  the  Dodor,  is  this. 
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A  Gentleman,  contra&ing  a  complication  of  Vino- 
Venereal  Difeafes,  which  he  pleafantly  call’d  T wifts,  as 
alfo  finding  a  fenfible  weaknefs  and  wafte  in  his  Eftate * 
refolv’d  to  turn  over  a  new  Leaf  and  become  a  Wife 
Man  :  in  order  whereunto  he  put  his  Eftate  into  the 
Hands  of  a  prudent  Manager,  and  himfelf  into  a 
Courfeof  Phyfick,  rather  Dietetic  than  otherwife.  He 
firft  began  with  the  Purging- Waters,  with  fome  fmall 
Shop-Catharticks  to  quicken  them,  (for  he  could 
drink  no  great  quantities  of  any  thing  but  Wine,  &c*) 
after  due  evacuations,  he  took;the  Wood- Drinks,  with 
fome  Anti-Scorbutic  Drops ,  See,  from  thence  he  went 
to  the  Hot-Baths,  bath’d  there  in  the  temperate  Baths, 
and  drank  the  Waters  moderately,  for  the  fpace  of 
eight  or  ten  Weeks:  us’d  Exercife  much,  efpecially 
Riding  and  Bowling  :  He  drank  Wine  very  fparingly, 
and  exil’d  himfelf  from  Women  quite ;  (having  no 
Wife)  from  thence  he  came  to  the  Cold-Baths,  to  harden 
and  confirm  his  Conftitution ,  perfever’d  in  this  good 
Refolution,  and  recover’d  both  his  Health  and  Eftate , 
then  not  being  above  forty  Years  of  Age .  But  before 
he  went  into  his  own  Country,  he  writ  a  Diftich  or 
two  over  that  Tavern  Door,  where  he  us’d  to  enter¬ 
tain  his  Miftrejfes.  I  hear  that  he  is  fince  Married,  and 
has  two  or  three  healrhfui  and  lufty  Children.  His 
Verles  were  thefe,  vt\» 

Before  a  Tavern  ever  [kail  confound  me , 

Or  painted  Harlot  in  her  Arms  impound  me , 

A  Fever  bum  me,  or  a  Dropfie  drown  d  me . 

That  cur  fed  Trade  I  followed  too  long , 

But  now  I’ll  flop  before  my  All  is  gone  ; 

By  this  Hcfolve  J hall  Health  and  Mony  fave , 

And  carry  no  pat  do  d  up  Poxes  to  the  Grave . 

The  next  that  we  fhall  incerc,  from  the  laid  Do&or, 
is  as  follows,  where,  hefpeaking  of  Infertility  in  Men, 
by  reafon  of  Tumours  and  Venereal  Swellings  on  the 
Tefticlcs,  lays.  Not  that  it  does  always  hold  true  in 
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every  Man  that  follows  the  Sporty  for  fome  ftrong 
young  Sports- Men  ( which  he  calls  Mongers )  of  good 
Conftiturions,  have  brufli’d  through  fuch  Misfortunes, 
and  have  after  it,  begotten  Children,  but  with  a  great 
diminution  to  the  Venereal  Pleafures  and  Delights  as 
before ;  the  Organs  fubfervient  to  thofe  Exercifes,  ha¬ 
ving  been  (ha!(d  and  batter'd  in  their  unclean  Combats , 
&c»  but  in  moft  Men  it  has  totally  deftroy’d  Prolifi - 
cation,  a  Curfe,  half  t anti  to  Caftration:  So  that  I  have 
often  pittied  poor  innocent  young  new  Married  Gentle - 
women ,  who  have  Sweat  and  Stewed  thernfelves  in 
Hot  Baths ,  Seafon  after  Seafon.  Thefe  unhappy  Wo¬ 
men,  I  fay,  thinking  that  the  Deficiency  lay  on  their 
fide,  were  willing  to  undertake  any  Toil  and  Trou¬ 
ble  in  hopes  of  a  great  Belly,  8cc.  when  alafs  !  the 
faulr,  fays  be,  was  in  the  vile  and  wicked  Whore  - 
Mafterly  Husband,  Broke  and  Bankrupt  in  his  Bed- 
Tackle  ;  and  this  is  the  reafon  of  fo  many  miferable 
and  unhappy  Marriages,  for  Venus  rara,  cum  re  augufta 
domi,  8c c.  makes  Women  ramble  in  queft  of  thofe  Sa¬ 
tisfactions,  which  both  Art  and  Nature  in  a  warm  Con - 
flittition  inceffantly  prompts  them  fo;  ard  the  Husband 
quietly  to  acquiefce  under  the  Brow-Antlers  of  a  dif- 
play’d  Fore-head,  or  to  Pocket  his  Misfortune,  being 
confcious  that  his  Wife’s  Extravagancies  are  the  Ifliies 
of  his  own  Infupciencies ,  8cc«  procur’d  by  his  own 
Follies,  8c  c. 

I  remember,  fays  he,  my  old  Friend  Mr.  Charles 

■ - an  Eminent  and  Learned  Surgeon,  us’d 

to  fay,  that  no  Man  was  ever  made  a  Cuckold,  buc 
from  a  deficiency  in  one  of  the  Pieces,  the  Head- Piece, 
or  the  Cod-Piece  ;  for  the  Husband  was  either  a  Fool 
or.a  Fumbler ,  and  the  firlt  is  as  odious  at  Board ,  as  the 
other  in  Bed •  So  that  (fays  the  DoCtor)  Fathers  can¬ 
not  be  too  careful  in  matching  their  Daughters  to  Men 
of  untainted  Reputation  and  Honefty,  and  alfo  of  pro- 
mifing  Ability  ;  becaufe  of  the  many  Cheats  that  have 
been,  even  in  the  faireft  Bulky  of  £and  I  may  add  So- 
bereft'}  Men,  and  the  difficulty  there  is  in  difeovering 
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the  Scars  and  Cicatrices  of  fecret  Sins,  which  Men 
[and  I  may  add  from  my  own  knowledge  the  Sobereft 
and  moft  %ealous~\  with  the  greatcft  Artifice  cover 
and  conceal*  And,  with  the  Doflor’s  leave,  I’ll  add 
that  Men  cannot  be  too  careful  in  matching  themfelves 
to  Women ,  however  their  Character  may  be  fair  and 
promifing,  yet  difguis’d,  till  a  time  of  tryal  comes,  and 
then  too  perhaps  not  difcover’d,  (their  Artifice  and 
Cunning  being  fuch)  that  they  have*  ever,  (as  we  us’d 
to  fay)  been  broken  up ,  or  had  to  do  With  Man  ;  as 
was  the  Cafe  of  a  very  pretty  young  Gentlewoman ,  of 
a  confiderable  Fortune,  that  I  had  in  Cure,  flincc 
Married,  without  the  lead  difeovery  of  what  had 
pafs’d,  as  (he  fince  told  me,  upon  coming  for  Advice 
about  a  Child  (he  has  had  by  her  Husband)  who  hap¬ 
pen’d  to  be  debauch’d,  and  in  lieu  of  her  Maiden-beadi 
had  the  reward  of  a  Chip,  which  I  Cur’d  her  of,  with¬ 
out  her  Parents  or  any  one’s  knowing  it,  and  all  along 
pafs’d,  and  was  Marry’d  for  a  Virgin,  which  to  this 
Day  (as  the  matter  was  order’d)  her  Husband  knows 
nothing  to  the  contrary  of.  And  feveral  others  in  the 
like  kind,  palling  now  for  true  rnodeft  Maids ,  have  I 
known  5  fo  that  there  is  (almoft  at  leaft)  as  muchrea- 
fon  for  Men  to  be  careful,  who  they  take  to  Wife ,  as 
for  Women ,  Men  to  their  Husbands ;  Deceit  and  Artifice 
being  too  much  Practis’d  in  both. 

Bur,  fays  the  Doctor,  [and  fo  fay  I]  where  Love 
and  Ability  on  both  fides,  concenters  in  Virtue  and  Fi¬ 
delity ,  their  Minds  are  made  one ,  and  *tis  a  Marriage 
of  Souls  as  well  as  Bodies,  and  fuch  a  blefled  State  is 
the  Suburbs  of  Heaven ,  even  in  this  Life. 

And,  fays  the  Do&or,  he  that  (hould  dare  to  Marry 
under  any  Venereal  circumftance,  or  Pox  his  Wife  af¬ 
ter  he  is  Marry’d  unto  her ,  [as  many  which  I  have  been 
too  much  an  Eye-witnefs  to,  have  done,  and  many  a 
fine  Lady  by  that  means  fpoil’d,  before  (he  has  fo 
much  as  thought  what  her  Difeafe  (hould  be,]  (hould 
have  a  Brand  of  Infamy  upon  his  Name  for  ever.  [And 
I  add,  fo  (hould  the  Woman  that  Marries  under  the 
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fame  circumftance,  and  Poxes  her  Husband,  as  many  I 
have  known  alfo  in  my  Practice  to  have  done]  For 
what  fays  the  Wtfe  Man,  Prov.  6.  and  33. 


A  Wound  and  Diflionour  /hall  he  get,  and  his  Re¬ 
proach  /hall  not  be  wiped  avoay,  [He  that  Whores] 

Her  end  ts  bitter  as  Death,  and  as  (harp  as  a  tvpo- edg'd 
Sword.  [Meaning  a  f/iore] 

And  thou  mourn  at  laft  when  thy  Flefli  and  thy  Body 
are  confumed,  and  a  Dart  flruck  thro'  his  Liver.  [Mean¬ 
ing  with  the  Di/eafe~\ 

Her  Feet  go  down  to  Death?  her  Steps  take  hold  of  Helh. 
[Meaning  a  Whorifh  or  Adulterous  Woman] 

For  j he  hath  cafl  down  many  Wounded  yea  many  (Irong 
Men  have  been  Slain  by  her.  [Doubtlefs  mean’t,  de- 
ftroy’d  by  the  Difeafe] 

Her  Houfe  is  the  way  to  Hell ,  to  the  Chambers  of 
Death,  (3c . 


(fefus  the  Son  of  Sirach  in  Ecclefiaflicus ,  chap.  19. 
ver.  1.  3.  fays,  He  that  cleaves  to  Harlots  will  become  im¬ 
pudent  ,  Moths  and  Worms  J hall  have  him  for  their  inhe¬ 
ritance -• 

And  the  Prophane  Orators  and  Poets,  as  well  as  Sa¬ 
cred,  are  all  full  of  Whip-Cord  and  Lafhes  at  this  Sin • 
I  might  here,  fays  the  Do&or,  enlarge,  but  that  the 
Groans  and  Miferiesof  fuch  Shoals  of  perilling  Wretches 
abandon’d  by  their  Friends ,  expos’d  co  Ditches,  Dung¬ 
hills ,  and  at  the  beftto  Hofpitals ,  are  rotting  Tnftances 
of  Venereal  Venom  and  moft  deplorable  Commenta¬ 
tors  on  this  fad  Text,  viz.  their  Strength  is  given  to 
ftrange  Women ,  and  their  Tears  unto  the  Cruel. 

Eujlachius  Rudius,  well  obferves,  Thieves ,  jobbers 
and  Murderers,  and  other  wicked  Perfons  are  iharply 
punifli’d,  but  publick  Whores  full  of  this  Difeafe,  and 
who  daily  deftroy  more  than  a  thouland  Men,  and 
pollute  whole  Families  and  Cities ,  are  rather  Cherifht 3 
fmooth'd  up  with  Flatteries ,  and  maintain’d  very  Gal - 
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iantly .  And  indeed,  as  he  fays,  fo  it  is.  But  how¬ 
ever, 

bet  not  your  Luft  enflave  your  noble  Mind, 

Nor  wafle  your  Strength  on  wanton  Woman  kind . 

Which  you  certainly  will  not,  if  you  confider  the 
fatigue  of  Phyfick.  Courfes,  the  Frights ,  the  Fears,  Per¬ 
plexities,  and  Terrors ,  of  the  ill  confequences  of  the 
Difeafe  ;  and  in  what  confternation  the  Mind  is  plung’d 
into  upon  the  leaft  pain  or  diforder,  tho’  at  the  fame 
time  perhaps  abfolutely  Foreign  to  any  thing  of  that 
kind. 

So  here,  fays  the  aforefaid  Doctor,  I  lhall  ceafe  this 
unfavoury  Subject,  and  conclude  with  a  few  Lines, 
dehortatory  from  Whoredom  and  its  fatal  Confequen¬ 
ces. 

View  yonder  Shoar  !  whence  Venus  came  at  fir  ft. 

See  !  all  the  wretched  Wborc-wracl£d  Sons  of  Luft, 

Where  bin  fled  Strength  lies  in  its  Manhood  Curjl , 

View  yender  Bay  !  that  many  a  load  enclofes 
Of  Pumict  Shin-bones,  and  the  / hells  of  Nofes  ; 

And  in  yon  Hofpital,  there  does  furvive , 

The  remnant  half,  of  half  that  rot  alive , 

With  Bubo’j,  Blanes,  cavernous  running  Holes, 
sTwould  Clap  the  Devil,  for  to  fetch  their  Souls. 

But,  as  obferv'd  before,  Drinking  being  very  fre¬ 
quently  the  occafion  of  Whoring ,  and  many  that  I 
have  known,  as  much  abhorring  a  lewd  Woman  when 
they  are  Sober  as  any  Men,  and  at  no  other  times  fall 
into  that  Snare ;  I’ll  here  tranferibe  the  following  ie- 
rious  advice  in  Verfe,  by  the  Ingenious  Dr.  Baynard , 
which  perhaps  may  be  a  means  to  deter  fome  from 
that,  which  too  often  (if  not  the  occalion  of  getting 
the  Pox)  brings  innumerable  other  Evils  along  with  it. 
They  are  thele. 
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T ruft  not  to  Conftitution,  *tw ill  decay, 

And  'twifted  Strength  its  Fibres  wears  away  : 

As  clofe-wove  Garments  of  a  firong  fpun  Thready 
The  Wooff  frets  out  and  tears  away  the  Web ; 

So  Soul  and  Body  tho  ne'er  fo  well  conjoin'd. 

The  longer  that  they  wear  the  more  they  grind f 
Then  the  cra\t  Organ  mujl  impair  the  Mind. 

All  finite  Things  tend  to  their  own  undoing. 

But  Man  alone  s  induftrioUs  to  his  I\uin  ; 

For  what  with  Rior,  Delicates  and  Wine, 

Turns  Pioneer,  himfelf  to  undermine . 

Befides  the  hidden  Snares  laid  in  our  way. 

The  fudden  Deaths  we  hear  of  ehery  f)ay, 

The  fmoothefl  Paths  have  unfeen  Atribufcades, 

And  Infecurity  Security  invades : 

For  no  Man  knows  whats  the  next  Hours  event , 

Man  Lives  as  he  does  Die  by  accident. 

How  foft  is  Fie(h,&0ip  brittle  is  a  Bone! 

Time  eats  up  Steel  and  Monuments  of  Stone, 

And  from  his  Teeth  art  thou  exempt  alone  ? 

What  Warrant  h^ft  thou  that  thy  Body's  Proof 
Againft  the  Anguifh  of  an  aching  Tooth  ? 

How  foon's  a  Fever  rous'd  by  acute  Pains  ? 

The  fmalleft  Ails  have  all  their  Partizans  ; 

And  in  tnteftine  Wars  they  may  divide , 

And  Life’/  Deferters  lifl  on  the  wrong  fide'. 

Difeafes,  like  true  Blood-hounds,  fei^e  their  Darn] 

And  prey  upon  the  Carkafs  whence  they  f prang.  - 
Be  always  on  thy  guard,  Watchful  and  Wife , 

Left  Death  fhould  take  thee  napping  by  Surprise, 

And  in  another  place,*  where  the  Do&or  fpeaks  of 
Temperance,  and  advifes  to  it,  he  adds  the  following 
Lines» 
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But  when  alas!  Men  come  to  die 

Of  Dropfie,  Jaundice,  Scone  and  Gout, 

When  the  black  Reckoning  draws  nigh> 

And  Life  before  the  Bottles  out. 

When  low  drawn  Time’s  upon  the  Tilt, 

Few  Sands  and  Minutes  left  to  run  ; 

And  all  our  paft  gone  Tears  are  fpilt. 

And  the  great  Work  is  left  undone : 

When  reftlefs  Confcience  knocks  within* 

And  in  Defpair  begins  to  baul. 

Death  like  a  Drawer  then  fteps  in. 

And  asketb,  Gentlemen !  dye  call  ? 

I  wifti  that  Men  would  timely  think 
On  this  great  Truth  in  their  full  Bowls^ 

Both  l  and  Will  of  Ludgate -"Hilly 
And  all  our  Friends  round  Pauls • 

And  with  the  Do&or’s  leave  I’ll  add  the  three  follow¬ 
ing  Lines. 

If  true  as  *tis,  that  Surfeiting  and  Wine, 

Deftroys  the  Health  and  maizes  the  Body  Pine ,  > 

What  is  t  when  Pox  does  with  the  Bottle  join  ?  j 

And  in  another  Place,  the  aforefaid  Ingenious  Au¬ 
thor,  brings  in  the  following  Lines,  with  which  (ad¬ 
ding  a  few  Words  of  my  own)  I  lhall  conclude. 

Vnerring  Nature,  learn  to  follow  clofey 
For  Quantum  iufficic,  n  her  juft  Dofe ; 

Sufficient  clogs  no  Wneels ,  and  tires  no  Horfe , 

Yet  briskly  drives  the  Blood  around  the  Courfe  j 
And  hourly  adds  unto  its  wafts, (applies 
In  due  proportion  to  what  s  fpent  and  dies • 
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Wljilft  Surfeiting  corrupts  the  Purple  Gore , 

And  bankrupts  Nature  of  her  long*  liv'd  fiore  ; 

And  thus  the  Soul  is  from  the  Body  tore

Which  ^  by  a  temperate  Life  ,  in  a  clean  Cell,

Therefore  Naturam  difce  feqtii,  follow  Nature’s  Di¬ 
ctates;  for  Natura  nihil  agit  frufira3  is  the  only  indii- 
putable  Axiom  in  Philofophy,  Nature  does  nothing  in 
vain,  Live  Temperately,  for  (he  loves  no  Excreams, 

Omne  violent  Nature  inimicum  &  contrarium  efl ,  & 
motus  violentos  Naturam  non  pati ,  abfq;  hefione 
nifefla. 

That  is. 

Whatever  is  violent,  is  inimical  and  deftruCHve  to 
Nature  ;  for  Nature  is  not  able  to  endure  violent  Mo¬ 
tions,  without  manifeft  Injury. 


Intemperance  therefore  is  an  injury  to  Nature,  it 
brings  on  Difeafes*  T heotimus  was  told  by  his  Phyfi* 
cians,  that  Drun\cnnefs  and  Uncle annefs  wonld  deprive 
him  of  his  Sight ;  fay  not  as  he  faid,  Vale  Lumen  Ami - 
cum ,  Then  farewel  dear  Eyes  ;  for  that  he  had  rather 
lofe  his  Sight  than  leave  his  Sins.  Drunkennefs  very 
frequently  introduces  Whoring,  (  for  a  Man  in  Drink 
hath  loft  Imperium  futtm ,  the  command  of  himfelf )  and 
Whoring  at  one  time  or  other,  f  for  he  muft  have  good 
luck  indeed  that  always  efcapes)  brings  the  Pox,  or 
at  leaftwife  the  Clap; which  is  a  Chip  of  the  fame  Block,
